Of  these,  several  passed  at  session  of  1919  were  not  approved  until  after  copy 
for  the  General  Laws  had  been  furnished  to  the  Public  Printers,  while  the  approval  of 
those  passed  at  session  of  1918,  which  were  not  approved  until  after  the  Acts  for  that 
year  had  gone  to  press,  escaped  my  attention  until  my  final  check  to  see  that  all  Acts 
passed  were  accounted  for.

No.  1. 


AN  ACT  to  Improve  School  Conditions  in  Industrial  Textile 

Communities. 

Section  1.  Schools  in  Textile  Communities  Aided  From 
Three  Mill  Tax  to  Put  on  Eight  Grades  —  Discretion  of 
County  Board. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  all  schools  organized  and  being  con-

County  Board  of  Education  of  each  county  shall  determine  the 
necessity  for  such  grades  in  excess  of  six  now  being  used,  and 
shall  establish  such  additional  grades  when  in  their  judgment  the 
necessity  of  the  situation  so  requires. 
Approved  the  28th  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1918. 

Note. — This  and  next  three  Acts,  passed  at  session  of  1918,  were 
not  approved  until  after  Acts  of  that  year  had  been  published. —

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  a  Board  of  Tax  Assessors  for  Marl- 
boro County. 

Section  1.  School  District  Boards  of  Assessors  in  Marlboro 
County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  in  the  month  of  January,  1919,  the  Governor, 
upon  recommendation  of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly 
from  Marlboro  county,  or  a  majority  thereof,  shall  appoint  three 
competent  men  in  each  school  district  in  Marlboro  county,  who 
shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Tax  Assessors  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  equalize  and  assess  all  property  for  taxation  as  now  provided  by 
law  with  the  same  duty,  power  and  authority  as  now  granted  to 
Township  Boards  of  Assessors  by  law. 

§  2.  County  Board  of  Assessors. — The  said  Board  of  Asses- 
sors in  each  School  District  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  chair- 
man, who  shall  preside  over  their  meetings,  and  the  chairman  of 
all  the  School  District  Boards  of  Assessors  shall  constitute  the 
County  Board  of  Assessors  for  the  purpose  of  equalizing  and 
assessing  the  property  for  taxation  within  the  said  county  with  the 
same  duties,  powers  and  authority  now  conferred  by  law  upon  the 
County  Board  of  Assessors. 

§  3.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  4.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  to  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor. 
Approved  the  16th  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1918.

No.  3. 


AN  ACT  Relating  to  the  Appointment  of  School  Trustees 
and  to  Fix  Their  Term  of  Office  and  to  Declare  the  Fort 
Mill  (York  County)  School  District  a  Free  School  Dis- 
trict: Provided,  Further,  That  the  Fort  Mill  (York 
County)  School  District  Is  Hereby  Declared  a  Free 
School  District  and  That  No  Tuition  or  Fee  of  Any 
Kind  Shall  Be  Collected  of  Any  Patron  or  Pupil  Attend- 
ing Any  School  of 


Section  1.  Appointment  of  School  Trustees— -Proviso.— 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  for  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  the  County  Board 
of  Education  of  the  various  counties  of  the  State  shall,  after  the 
expiration  of  the  present  term  of  office  of  the  school  trustees  of 
the  various  school  districts  of  this  State,  appoint  three  trustees  for 
each  of  the  said  districts,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one,  two, 
and  three  years,  respectively.  The  Board  of  Education  of  the  said 
counties  to  designate  which  trustee  shall  serve  one  year,  which  for 
two  years,  and  which  for  three  years ;  and,  thereafter,  annually  dur- 
ing the  month  of  April  shall  appoint  one  trustee  in  the  various  dis- 
tricts, who  shall  hold  office  for  three  years,  so  that  the  Board  of 
Trustees  as  how  constituted  shall  always  have  two  experienced 
members :  Provided,  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  affect  the 

election  of  school  trustees  in  school  districts  of  this  State  in  which 

» 

election  of  such  trustees  is  now  provided  "by  law. 

§  2.  Vacancies.— In  case  of  a  vacancy  on  the  board,  the  same 
shall  be  filled  by  appointment  for  the  unexpired  term,  or  by  elec- 
tion  where  election  is  now  provided  by  law. 

§  3.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed — Not  to  Apply  in  Rich- 
land or  Greenville  Counties. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  incon- 
sistent with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed :  Provided,  That  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  Richland  county:  Provided, 
The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  Greenville  county.

No.  4. 


AN  ACT  to  Require  All  Manufacturers,  Wholesalers,  and 
Retailers  of  Cotton  Seed  Meal  to  Print  in  Plain  Letters 
the  Word  "Ammonia"  and  the  Percentage  of  Ammonia 
Contained  in  Each  Sack  or  Container  of  Cotton  Seed 
Meal  Offered  or  Exposed  for  Sale,  Barter  or  Exchange, 
and  to  Provide  a  Penalty  for  the  Violation  Thereof. 

Section  1.  Labeling  Cotton  Seed  Meal  or  Feed  Exposed 
for  Sale. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  all  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  retailers 
of  cotton  seed  meal  or  cotton  seed  feed,  when  said  cotton  seed  meal 
or  cotton  seed  feed  is  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  barter  or  exchange, 
for  feeding  purposes  only,  be  required  to  have  printed  or  stamped 
in  plain  letters  on  the  guaranteed  analysis  tags  required  to  be 
attached  thereto  the  word  "Ammonia,"  and  the  percentage  thereof 
contained  in  the  package  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  feed  guarantee 
now  required  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Commerce  and  Industries,  or  any  other  rules  or  regu- 
lations that  may  be  promulgated  by  that  department. 

§  2.  When  Act  Effective* — That  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall  go  into  effect  July  1st,  1918. 

§  3*  Penalty.— That  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating 
any  of  the  provisions,  of  this  Act  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  ($100.00)  dollars,  or  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  for  a 
period  of  not  more  than  thirty  days,  for  each  offense,  and  the  cot- 
ton seed  meal  or  cotton  seed  feed  not  so  labeled  or  incorrectly 
labeled  shall  become  the  property  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina. 

§  4.  Enforcement  of  Act. — That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Commerce  and  Industries  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  Act.

No.  5. 

AN  ACT  to  Fix  the  Compensation  of  State  Officers. 

Section  1.  Salaries  of  Certain  State  Officers. — Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the 
annual  salaries  of  the  following  State  officers  shall  be  as  follows: 
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Governor,  five  thousand  dollars ;  Lieutenant  Governor,  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars ;  Attorney  General,  twenty  five  hundred  dol- 
lars; Comptroller  General,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars;  Adjutant 
General,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars;  State  Treasurer,  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars;  Secretary  of  State,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars; 
Superintendent  of  Education,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars;  Rail- 
road Commissioners,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  each;  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture,  Commerce  and  Industries,  twenty-five  hun- 
dred dollars ;  Insurance  Commissioner,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 

§  2.  When  Effective. — This  Act  shall  take  effect  as  to  each 
of  said  officers  upon  the  expiration  of  the  present  term  of  the  incum- 
bents in  said  offices,  and  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Gov- 
ernor. 

§  3.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 
Approved  the  20th  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1919. 


No.  6. 
AN  ACT  to  Establish  Allendale  County. 

Whereas,  At  an  election  ordered  and  held  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  of  this  State  the  qualified  voters  residing  in  certain  portions 
of  Barnwell  and  Hampton  counties  did  decide  by  the  necessary  legal 
vote  in  favor  of  the  formation  of  a  new  county;  and, 

Whereas,  All  the  conditions  required  by  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  this  State  regulating  the  formation  of  new  counties  have  been 
fully  complied  with: 

Section  1.  Allendale  County  Established — Boundaries — 
County  Seat.^-Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  a  new  county  as  a  judicial  and  election  dis-. 
trict  is  hereby  formed  and  established  pursuant  to  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State,  the  same  to  have  the  following  boundaries : 
Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  Savannah  River  on  the  South  Carolina 
and  Georgia  boundary  line  opposite  Steel  Landing  and  running  in 
a  northerly  direction  to  a  stake  at  Steel  Landing;  thence  a  straight 
line  north  43  degrees  east  about  6.12  miles  to  a  stake  at  or  near  the 
intersection  of  the  Barnwell-Robbins  public  road  with  a  road  lead- 
ing to  Millett ;  thence  south  73  degrees  east  about  5.23  miles  to  a 
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stake  at  or  near  Stinson's  bridge  on  Lower  Three  Runs;  thence 
south  70  degrees  east  about  5.50  miles  to  a  stake  at  or  near  Good- 
son's  Mill  site;  thence  east  about  4.72  miles  to  a  stake  on  Well 
Branch ;  thence  down  the  run  of  Well  Branch  to  the  Barnwell-Bam- 
berg county  line;  thence  down  the  Barnwell-Bamberg  county  line 
to  its  intersection  with  the  Barnwell-Hampton  county  line;  thence 
southwesterly  along  said  Barnwell-Hampton  county  line  to  its  inter- 
section with  the  eastern  edge  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Seaboard 
Air  Line  Railway ;  thence  in  a  southerly  direction  along  said  eastern 
edge  of  the  said  railway  right-of-way  to  a  stake  eight  miles  and  200 
feet  from  the  Hampton  County  Courthouse;  thence  in  a  westerly 
direction  to  the  confluence  of  Beach  Branch  with  the  Coosawhatchie 
River;  thence  up  the  run  of  said  Beach  Branch  to  its  intersection 
with  the  eastern  edge  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Southern  Railway 
Company ;  thence  southerly  along  said  eastern  edge  of  said  right-of- 
way  3.78  miles  to  a  stake;  thence  south  4954  degrees  west  1.68 
miles  to  the  junction  of  the  Hudson  Ferry  road  and  the  Sisters 
Ferry  road ;  thence  southerly  along  the  south  side  of  the  said  Hud- 
son Ferry  road  to  a  stake  about  one-half  mile  above  Long  Creek 
bridge;  thence  in  a  straight  line  south  71  degrees  west  about  1.75 
miles  to  a  stake  on  the  east  side  of  the  River  road  about  one-fourth 
mile  north  of  Long  Creek  bridge  on  said  River  foad;  thence  in  a 
straight  line  south  55  degrees  west  10,104  feet  to  a  stake  between 
an  ironwood  tree  and  a  small  branch;  thence  west  3,306  feet  to  a 
stoke  on  the  east  side  of  Savannah  River;  thence  continuing  west 
to  a  point  in  the  Savannah  River  on  the  South  Carolina-Georgia 
State  line ;  thence  northerly  along  said  South  Carolina-Georgia  State 
line  to  the  point  of  beginning.  The  said  county  is  hereby  named 
Allendale,  and  the  county  seat  thereof  is  hereby  established  in  the 
town  of  Allendale. 

§  2.  Commissioners — Powers  and  Duties— Compensation* 

— That  the  following  named  persons,  T.  F.  Hogg,  George  D.  Kirk- 
land,  W.  Z.  Bryan,  W.  C.  Bryan,  J.  Fred  Lightsey,  N.  B.  Load- 
holt,  J.  W.  Jenny,  W.  R.  Darlington,  W.  I.  Johns,  A.  T.  Allen, 
E.  H.  Oswald,  W.  T.  Riley,  Jr.,  and  LeRoy  Wilson,  are  hereby  made 
and  constituted  Commissioners  of  the  said  county  of  Allendale,  and 
they  are  vested  with  the  power  and  authority  to  fill  any  vacancy 
that  may  occur  by  reason  of  death,  resignation  or  otherwise  of 
either  or  any  of  them  by  the  election  of  some  suitable  person  or 
persons  to  fill  said  vacancy;  and  they  and  their  successors  in  office 
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are  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  have  the  bound- 
aries of  said  Allendale  county  duly  and  permanently  marked  as 
now  surveyed,  and  to  provide  a  suitable  courthouse  and  jail  by  erect- 
ing and  equipping  suitable  buildings  at  the  county  seat  thereof ;  and 
they  are  further  authorized  and  empowered  to  receive  and  accept 
in  the  name  of  and  for  the  county  of  Allendale  any  bonds,  money, 
lands  or  other  gifts  now  donated  or  hereafter  given  towards  the 
erection  of  said  public  buildings.  The  said  Commissioners  and  their 
successors  shall  continue  in  office  and  exercise  the  power  and 
authority  hereby  vested  in  them  until  the  said  courthouse  and  jail 
have  been  erected  and  made  ready  for  use :  Provided,  That  the  said 
Commissioners  shall  turn  over  to  the  County  Board  of  Commission- 
ers, or  such  other  officers  as  shall  then  be  clothed  by  law  with  the 
authority  now  exercised  by  the  said  County  Board  of  Commission- 
ers, all  of  the  said  public  buildings  when  completed  and  ready  for 
use,  and  also  all  of  said  bonds,  money,  lands  or  other  gifts  in  their 
hands  belonging  to  the  said  county  of  Allendale,  and  not  then  used 
and  not  thereafter  needed  by  them  in  the  erection  and  proper  equip- 
ment of  said  buildings,  of  all  of  which  they  shall  be  the  sole  judge, 
and  then  their  powers  and  duties  hereunder  shall  cease,  and  not 
until  then.  The  said  County  Board  of  Commissioners,  or  such  other 
officers  as  shall  succeed  to  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  same,  shall 
then  take  charge  of  all  of  said  property  of  said  county  so  turned 
over  to  them  by  the  said  Commissioners.  A  majority  of  said  Com- 
missioners shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  and 
all  business,  and  the  acts  of  said  majority  shall  be  legal  and  binding 
to  all  intents  and  purposes.  The  said  Commissioners  at  their  first 
meeting  shall  elect  a  chairman  and  a  secretary,  and  may  adopt  such 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper  conduct  of  their  business  as 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  deemed  necessary.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  secretary  to  keep  an  accurate  book  of  all  the  proceedings  and 
transactions  of  said  Commissioners.  The  said  Commissioners  shall 
provide  all  necessary  books,  stationery  and  furniture  for  all  county 
purposes  made  necessary,  or  that  may  become  necessary,  by  the  for- 
mation of  Allendale  county,  and  the  expenses  of  same  shall  be  paid 
by  said  county.  The  said  Commissioners  are  empowered,  author- 
ized and  directed  to  lease  temporarily  all  necessary  offices  and  build- 
ings for  the  purpose  of  conducting  all  county  business  and  affairs. 
And  they  are  further  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  pro- 
vide a  temporary  place  for  the  holding  of  all  Courts  in  said  county, 
and  also  a  temporary  place  for  the  safekeeping  of  all  prisoners  in 
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said  county,  and,  in  case  they  deem  it  necessary  or  advisable,  they 
are  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  arrangements  with  the 
authority  of  any  adjoining  county  or  with  the  State  Penitentiary 
for  the  keeping  of  any  prisoners,  and  all  expenses  so  incurred  shall 
be  paid  by  the  county  of  Allendale.  The  Commissioners  shall  each 
receive  as  compensation  for  their  services  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
per  day,  not  exceeding  fifteen  days  during  each  year,  and  also  five 
cents  per  mile  for  actual  mileage.  Until  some  other  form  of  county 
government  has  been  enacted  for  Allendale  county,  the  Commission- 
ers herein  named  shall  as  a  Commission  exercise  all  of  the  duties 
and  functions  now  vested  in  by  law  a  Supervisor  and  County  or 
Township  Commissioners. 


§  3.  Election  of  County  Officers— Terms  of  Office— -Pro- 
viso.—That  at  the  time  of  the  general  election  in  the  other  coun- 
ties of  this  State  in  the  year  1920  there  shall  be  held  a  general 
election  in  Allendale  county,  and  at  the  said  general  election  there 
shall  be  elected  a  Senator,  one  Representative,  a  Sheriff,  a  Clerk 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and  General  Sessions,  a  Probate 
Judge,  a  County  Superintendent  of  Education,  a  Coroner  and  the 
County  Commissioners,  all  of  whom  shall  perform  the  same  duties 
and  have  the  same  powers  that  are  vested  in  like  officers  in  the 
counties  of  this  State  where  such  officers  are  now  provided  for 
by  law,  and  such  other  county  officers  shall  also  be  elected  at  the 
said  election  as  are  now  provided  for  by  law,  and  each  shall  have 
such  powers  and  perform  the  same  duties  as  similar  officers  in  the 
other  counties  of  the  State,  so  that  said  general  election  in  Allendale 
county  shall  be  uniform  with  the  general  election  in  the  other  coun- 
ties of  this  State :  Provided,  That  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  April, 
.1919,  there  shall  be  held  in  the  said  county  of  Allendale  a  special 
election,  at  which  time  there  shall  be  elected  a  Senator,  a  Sheriff,  a 
Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and  General  Sessions,  a  Pro- 
bate Judge,  a  Coroner,  a  Superintendent  of  Education.  The  term 
of  office  of  those  elected  to  the  offices  just  mentioned  in  the  forego- 
ing proviso  shall  expire  and  terminate  at  the  same  time  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  term  of  all  similar  officers  expire  after  the  gen- 
eral election  of  1920,  and  each  of  such  officers  shall  be  commissioned 
accordingly,  and  where  a  bond  is  required  to  be  given  by  law,  each 
shall  execute  the  same  for  such  term.  For  the  purpose  of  said  spe- 
cial election  and  the  said  general  election  in  said  county  of  Allen- 
dale the  Governor  of  this  State  is  hereby  empowered  and  directed 
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to  appoint,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners  named 
in  Section  2,  Commissioners  of  Election  as  now  provided  by  law  in 
the  other  counties  of  the  State,  and  the  same  shall  have  like  power 
and  perform  such  duties  as  are  now  required  and  provided  for 
by  law.  And  the  Governor  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and 
directed  to  order  the  said  special  election  by  giving  notice  thereof 
for  three  successive  weeks  by  proclamation  in  some  newspaper  pub- 
lished or  circulated  in  the  county  of  Allendale;  and  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Election  hereinbefore  directed  to  be  appointed  shall  pro- 
ceed according  to  law  to  hold  said  election  and  to  do  all  things 
necessary  and  required  by  law  of  them  in  the  holding  of  the  same : 
Provided,  further,  That  should  any  vacancy  occur  in  the  delegation 
from  Barnwell  county  in  the  House  of  Representatives  prior  to  the 
general  election  of  1920,  a  special  election  shall  be  ordered  and  held 
in  Allendale  county  according  to  law,  at  which  special  election  there 
shall  be  elected  one  (1)  Representative  for  Allendale  county,  whose 
term  of  office  shall  expire  and  terminate  at  the  same  time  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  term  of  all  similar  officers  expire  after  the 
general  election  of  1920,  and  such  officer  shall  be  commissioned 
accordingly. 

§  4.  Representation  ii»  the  General  Assembly — Hampton 
County— Barnwell  County.— That  until  the  next  apportionment 
of  representatives  the  said  county  of  Allendale  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  Senator  arid  one  Representative,  the  latter  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  at  the  general  election  and  the  former  at  the  special  election 
herein  provided  for,  and  the  county  of  Hampton  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  Senator  and  one  Representative,  and  the  county  of  Barnwell 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  Senator  and  two  Representatives. 

§  5.  Included  in  Second  Congressional  District  and  Sec- 
ond Judicial  Circuit. — That  the  county  of  Allendale  is  hereby 
attached  to  the  Second  Congressional  District,  and  shall  form  a  part 
of  the  Second  Judicial  Circuit,  and  the  regular  terms  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  and  General  Sessions  for  the  said  county  shall 
be  held  at  such  times  as  shall  be  hereafter  fixed  by  law. 

§  6.  Duties  and  Powers  of  Officers  of  Hampton  and  Barn- 
well Counties  to  Continue  Until  Election. — That  until  the  offi- 
cers to  be  elected  at  the  special  election  hereinbefore  provided  for 
shall  have  been  elected  and  duly  qualified,  and  all  officers  required  to 
be  appointed  shall  have  been  appointed  and  duly  qualified,  each  offi- 
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cer  of  Barnwell  and  Hampton  counties  shall  continue  to  perform 
and  exercise  the  duties  of  his  office  in  the  territory  taken  from  said 
counties,  respectively,  to  form  Allendale  county ;  but  when  said  offi- 
cers in  Allendale  county,  as  herein  provided,  shall  have  been  elected 
or  appointed  and  duly  qualified,  they  shall  immediately  assume  their 
duties  under  the  laws  of  this  State  and  the  duties  and  powers  of 
the  officers  of  Barnwell  and  Hampton  counties  shall  cease  in  said 

county  of  Allendale  at  such  time.

§  6a*  Resident  Officers.— That  such  officers  of  Barnwell  and 
Hampton  counties,  respectively,  now  residing  in  the  territory  taken 
from  said  county,  respectively,  to  form.  Allendale  county  shall  con- 
tinue as  officers  of  Barnwell  and  Hampton  counties,  respectively, 
until  the  officers  of  Allendale  county  are  elected  in  the  special  elec- 
tion to  be  held  in  April,  1919. 

§  7.  Magistrates. — That  the  Magistrates  now  holding  office 
and  residing  in  the  said  county  of  Allendale  shall  be  the  Magistrates 
of  said  county  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  appointed  and 
qualified,  and  they  shall  receive  the  'same  salaries  and  fees  that  they 
now  receive,  and  they  are  vested  with  the  same  authority  and  juris- 
diction that  they  now  have:  Provided,  That  in  case  there  be  any 
territory  in  Allendale  county  over  which  neither  of  the  Magistrates 
in  said  county  have  heretofore  exercised  jurisdiction,  then  either 
Magistrate  in  said  county  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  said  territory  in 
all  matters  wherein  Magistrates  now  have  jurisdiction.  The  said 
Magistrates'  Constables  shall  each  receive  the  same  salary  and  fees 
that  each  now  receives  as  provided  for  by  law. 

§  8,  Commission  to  Apportion  Debts. — The  Governor  is 
hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  appoint  a  commis- 
sion of  five  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  resident  of  Hampton 
county,  one  a  resident  of  Barnwell  county,  two  residents  of  Allen- 
dale county,  and  the  remaining  one  a  resident  of  some  other  county, 
which  said  commission  shall  divide  and  apportion  between  said 
new  county  and  said  old  counties  the  present  lawful  and  bona  fide 
indebtedness  of  said  old  counties  as  provided  for  by  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  State.  All  expenses  incurred  by  the  commission  pro- 
vided for  in  this  section  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  of  Allendale, 
which  shall  not  exceed  five  dollars  per  day  and  actual  expenses  for 
the  time  of  actual  services,  which  time  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  days : 
Provided,  That  the  said  commission  shall  have  power  to  employ 
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counsel,  if  they  deem  the  same  necessary,  to  consult  with  and  advise 
them  in  all  matters  appertaining  to  the  performance  of  their  duties 
under  this  section,  and  to  pay  such  compensation  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  which  compensation  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  of  Allen- 
dale, and  the  said  commission  is  further  authorized  and  empowered 
to  engage  an  expert  accountant  to  assist  them  in  their  work,  if  they 
find  the  same  necessary,  and  to  pay  such  compensation  as  they  deem 
proper,  which  shall  be  paid  by  Allendale  county. 

§  9.  Auditor — Tax  Books  and  Returns. — The  Auditor  of 
Allendale  county,  when  appointed  and  duly  qualified,  together  with 
the  Auditors  of  Barnwell  and  Hampton  counties,  respectively,  shall 
proceed  forthwith  to  make  up  and  prepare  such  book  or  books  that 
may  be  necessary  under  the  law  for  the  purpose  of  showing  what 
property  in  Allendale  county  is  properly  returnable  and  taxable  in 
Allendale  county,  and  all  tax  returns  made  by  property  owners  in 
Allendale  county,  or  by  those  having  property  in  Allendale  county, 
or  for  poll  tax,  or  otherwise,  to  the  Auditors  of  either  Barnwell  or 
Hampton  counties  for  the  year  1919,  shall  be  delivered  upon  the 
preparation  of  such  book  or  books  to  the  Auditor  of  Allendale 
county,  and  all  taxes,  both  upon  property  and  poll,  in  Allendale 
county,  shall  be  payable .  hereafter  to  the  Treasurer  of  Allendale 
county.  The  Auditor  of  Allendale  county,  after  the  preparation  of 
such  book  or  books,  shall  proceed  according  to  law  to  furnish  to  the 
Treasurer  of  Allendale  county  such  tax  book  or  books  as  are  now 
required  by  law  for  the  purpose  of  the  collection  of  taxes. 

§  10.  Supervisors  of  Registration — Registration  Books- 
Proviso. —  The  Governor  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and 
directed  to  appoint,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  commissioners 
named  in  Section  2,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Registration  for 
the  county  of  Allendale.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Registra- 
tion for  the  counties  of  Barnwell  and  Hampton  are  hereby  directed 
to  turn  over  to  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Registration  of 
Allendale  county  all  books  of  registration  of  the  qualified  electors 
who  reside  in  Allendale  county;  and  in  case  any  book  or  books  of 
registration  contain  the  names  of  qualified  electors  of  Allendale 
county  and  Barnwell  or  Hampton  counties,  then  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  Registration  of  Allendale  county  shall  make  a  list  of  the 
qualified  electors  residing  in  Allendale  county  from  such  book  or 
books  and  shall  enter  the  same  in  a  book  or  books  of  registration, 
which  when  so  turned  over  or  prepared  as  herein  provided  shall  be 
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the  books  of  registration  in  Allendale  county  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses :  Provided,  That  if  any  qualified  elector  residing  in  Allendale 
county  is  registered  at  a  voting  place  outside  of  said  county  he  may 
vote  at  the  nearest  voting  place  in  his  township  as  established  herein 
in  all  elections  held  under  the  laws  of  this  State  until  he  shall  obtain 
proper  registration  in  Allendale  county. 

§   11.  Jury  Commissioners — Jury  Lists — Grand  Jury. — 

That  the  Jury  Commissioners  of  Barnwell  and  Hampton  counties 
are  herewith  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  furnish  to  the 
Jury  Commissioners  of  Allendale  county,  within  fifteen  days  after 
demand  therefor  by  the  Jury  Commissioners  of  Allendale  county, 
a  list  of  all  persons  who  are  residents  of  the  territory  taken  from 
each  of  said  counties,  respectively,  to  form  Allendale  county,  and 
who  are  liable  to  serve  as  jurors  for  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
and  General  Sessions:  Provided,  That  the  persons  whose  names 
are  so  furnished  shall  be  residents  of  Allendale  county  at  such  time. 
From  the  list  so  furnished  to  the  Jury  Commissioners  of  Allendale 
county  there  shall  be  forthwith  prepared,  as  provided  for  by  law, 
the  jury  box  for  Allendale  county,  and  from  such  box  there  shall 
be  drawn  according  to  law  the  petit  and  grand  jurors  and  talesmen 
of  the  Courts  to  be  held  in  Allendale  county  in  the  year  1919.  And 
the  jurors  so  drawn  are  hereby  declared  to  be  lawful  jurors  to  all 
intents  and  purposes:  Provided,  further,  That  the  grand  jury  for 
the  year  1919  shall  be  drawn  for  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  in 
the  said  county  of  Allendale  two  weeks  before  the  first  term  of 
said  Court,  and  when  so  drawn  shall  be  the  grand  jury  of  said  county 
for  said  year :  Provided,  further,  That  hereafter  the  grand  jury  in 
said  county  shall  be  drawn  as  grand  jurors  are  drawn  in  the  other 
counties  of  the  State.  The  Jury  Commissioners  of  Allendale  county 
shall  be  the  same  as  now  provided  for  by  law  in  Barnwell  county. 

§  12.  Commissioners  May  Borrow. — That  the  Commission- 
ers of  Allendale  county  named  in  Section  2  in  anticipation  of  the 
collection  of  taxes  for  said  county  for  the  year  1919  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  contract  for  and  incur 
liabilities  on  behalf  of  said  county  of  Allendale  to  the  extent  of 
twenty  thousand  ($20,000.00)  dollars,  if  so  much  be  needed,  for 
the  purpose  of  defraying  all  necessary  county  expenses,  which  said 
sum  shall  be  repaid  from  taxes  collected  in  said  county  for  said 
year,  and  to  secure  which  said  taxes  are  pledged:  Provided,  That 
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the  Commissioners  named  in  Section  2  are  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  borrow  not  exceeding  $1,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  defray- 
ing all  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties  as  herein  prescribed. 

§  13.  Appointment  of  Treasurer  and  Auditor. — That  when 
the  officers  are  elected  and  qualified  as  provided  for  in  the  special 
election  hereinbefore  ordered  to  be  held,  the  Governor  shall  imme- 
diately appoint  a  Treasurer  and  an  Auditor  of  said  county  for  a 
similar  and  like  term  of  office  as  that  of  the  officers  elected  at  said 
special  election,  and  the  bonds  of  all  officers  required  by  law  to  be 
bonded  shall  be  fixed  in  an  amount  required  by  the  Commissioners 
named  in  Section  2,  and  shall  be  approved  as  required  by  law. 

§  14.  Transfer  of  Civil  and  Criminal  Causes. — That  such 
civil  action  or  proceeding  now  pending  in  the  counties  of  Barnwell 
and  Hampton  in  which  the  defendant  resides  in  that  portion  of  said 
counties  now  established  as  Allendale  county,  and  each  indictment 
now  pending  in  the  said  counties  of  Barnwell  and  Hampton  in  which 
the  offense  charged  was  committed  in  that  portion  of  said  counties 
now  established  in  Allendale  county,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  cal- 
endars of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and  General  Sessions,  respec- 
tively, for  the  county  of  Allendale,  and  all  the  records,  commissions 
and  other  papers  belonging  to  any  of  said  suits  or  indictments, 
together  with  all  the  legal  incidents  thereto  appertaining,  shall  be 
by  the  Clerks  of  the  said  Courts  of  Barnwell  and  Hampton  counties 
transferred  to  the  county  of  Allendale  within  ten  days  after  notice 
and  demand  therefor  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Allendale  county : 
Provided,  That  the  said  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Allendale  county 
shall  duly  receipt  to  said  Clerks  of  the  Courts  of  Barnwell  and 
Hampton  counties  for  each  and  every  record,  commission  or  other 
paper  so  transferred:  Provided,  further,  That  all  cases,  both  civil 
and  criminal,  now  pending  before  any  Magistrate  residing  outside 
of  Allendale  county  shall  be  transferred  to  the  nearest  Magistrate 
in  Allendale  county,  if  the  defendant  in  a  civil  case  resides  in  the 
portion  taken  to  form  Allendale  county,  or  if  the  offense  charged 
in  a  criminal  case  was  committed  in  the  territory  so  taken  to  form 
Allendale  county. 

§  IS.  Townships. — There  shall  be  the  following  townships  in 
Allendale  county:  Allendale,  Beldoc,  Bull  Pond  and  Sycamore, 
whose  boundaries  shall  remain  as  they  now  are,  except  to  Allendale 
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township  shall  be  added  that  part  of  Great  Cypress  township  cut 
into  Allendale  county;  that  part  of  Bennett  Springs  township  cut 
into  Allendale  county  shall  constitute  a  township  and  be  known  as 
Millett  township;  and  the  parts  of  Lawton  and  Goethe  townships 
cut  into  Allendale  county  shall  constitute  one  township  and  shall  be 
known  as  Wilson  township. 

§  16.  Compensation  of  Officers. — The  Sheriff  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  $1,000.00,  payable  monthly,  and  the  fees  now 
allowed  by  law ;  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and  Gen- 
eral Sessions  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $300.00,  payable 
monthly,  and  all  the  fees  now  allowed  by  law ;  the  County  Commis- 
sioners shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $100.00,  payable  quar- 
terly ;  the  Superintendent  of  Education  shall  receive  an  annual  sal- 
ary of  $800.00,  payable  monthly ;  the  Coroner  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  $100.00,  payable  monthly,  and  the  fees  allowed  by  law; 
the  Probate  Judge  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $300.00,  payable 
monthly,  and  all  the  fees  allowed  by  law;  the  County  Treasurer 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $900.00,  payable  monthly,  $300.00 
of  which  shall  be  paid  by  Allendale  county  and  $600.00  of  which 
shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  according  to  law,  and  also  fees 
now  allowed  by  law ;  the  Auditor  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
$900.00,  payable  monthly,  $300.00  of  which  shall  be  paid  by  the 
county  of  Allendale  and  $600.00  of  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  State 
Treasurer  according  to  law,  and  also  all  fees  allowed  by  law ;  each 
member  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  Registration  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  $75.00,  payable  quarterly,  to  be  paid  by  the 
State.  The  Sheriff  shall  be  allowed  forty  cents  per  day  for  dieting 
each  prisoner. 

§  17.  Recording  Until  Office  of  Clerk  of  Court  Opens. — 

That  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  and  General  Sessions  of  Allendale  county  and 
the  opening  of  his  office  ready  for  business,  all  papers,  documents, 
commissions  and  records  now  required  or  permitted  by  law  to  be 
recorded  shall  be  recorded  as  heretofore  in  either  Barnwell  or 
Hampton  counties  with  the  same  and  like  effect  as  when  the  terri- 
tory taken  to  form  Allendale  county  was  a  part  of  said  counties: 
Provided,  That  the  recording  shall  be  in  the  old  county  in  which 
it  would  have  been  done  had  Allendale  county  not  been  formed; 
after  the  election  and  qualification  of  said  Clerk,  and  the  opening 
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of  his  office  for  business,  all  papers,  documents,  commissions  and 
records  required  or  allowed  by  law  to  be  recorded  shall  be  filed  with 
said  Clerk  and  by  him  duly  recorded. 

§  18.  Division  of  School  Funds— Payment  of  School  War- 
rants.— That  the  Treasurers  of  Barnwell  and  Hampton  counties, 
respectively,  together  with  the  Treasurer  of  Allendale  county,  when 
one  has  been  appointed  and  duly  qualified,  shall  proceed  forthwith 
to  ascertain  and  determine  the  amount  of  money  collected  as  taxes 
by  said  Treasurers  of  Barnwell  and  Hampton  counties  in  their 
respective  counties  for  and  on  account  of  the  free  public  schools 
located  in  the  territory  taken  to  form  Allendale  county;  when  the 
same  has  been  so  ascertained  and  determined,  each  of  said  Treas- 
urers shall  forthwith  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  Allendale  county 
for  the  use.  of  the  free  public  schools  of  Allendale  county  the  amount 
so  ascertained,  less  the  amounts  paid  out  for  and  on  account  of  said 
schools  before  the  formation  of  the  county  of  Allendale  or  that 
may  be  paid  out  pursuant  to  the  following  proviso :  Provided,  That 
the  school  authorities  of  Barnwell  and  Hampton  counties,  respec- 
tively, shall  draw  the  regular  school  warrants  on  the  Treasurer  of 
their  respective  counties  in  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  teachers 
in  the  free  public  schools  of  Allendale  county  just  as  was  done 
before  the  formation  of  said  county,  and  the  respective  Treasurers 
of  Barnwell  and  Hampton  counties  shall  pay  the  same  just  as  each, 
respectively,  did  before  the  formation  of  said  county  and  while  the 
territory  taken  to  form  the  same  was  a  part  of  his  respective  county ; 
the  drawing  of  said  warrants  by  the  said  school  authorities  and  the 
payment  of  the  same  by  the  said  Treasurer  shall  cease  when  the 
said  Treasurers  turn  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  Allendale  county 
the  funds  belonging  to  the  free  public  schools  located  in  Allendale 
county  as  herein  provided:  Provided,  That  the  Superintendent  of 
Education  of  Allendale  county  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered 
and  directed  to  borrow,  if  the  same  becomes  necessary,  sufficient 
funds  to  run  the  various  schools  in  Allendale  county  the  usual  length 
of  time  that  the  same  have  heretofore  been  run,  and  to  secure  the 
same  he  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  pledge  the  taxes  for  the 
year  1919  of  the  several  school  districts  for  which,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  he  may  borrow  funds  to  carry  the  same  for 
their  respective  usual  terms. 

§  19.  Township  Boards  of  Equalization. — The  Township 
Board  of  Equalization  of  the  townships  and  parts  of  the  townships 
of  Barnwell  and  Hampton  counties  now  embraced  within  the  limits 
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of  Allendale  county  and  herein  formed  into  townships  shall  serve 
as  the  Township  Boards  of  Equalization  of  said  county  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term  for  which  they  were  originally  appointed, 
and  the  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  and  directed 
to  fill  by  appointment  any  vacancy  on  the  said  board  occasioned  by 
any  reason  whatsoever.  The  Governor  shall  also  appoint  new 
township  boards  where  it  may  be  necessary  by  reason  of  the  for- 
mation of  the  new  townships  herein.  The  organization,  procedure 
and  duties  of  said  boards  shall  be  the  same  as  the  organization,  pro- 
cedure and  duties  of  similar  boards  in  Barnwell  county. 

§  20.  Transfer  of  Records. — That  any  person  or  persons  inter- 
ested shall  have  authority  to  apply  to  the  Clerk  of  Court,  Sheriff, 
or  Probate  Judge  of  the  counties  of  Barnwell  or  Hampton  for  cer- 
tified copies  of  any  judgment  roll,  will,  record,  execution,  decree 
or  other  paper  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  respective  officers  of  said 
counties,  and  said  officers  shall  furnish  the  same  promptly  on 
demand,  and  when  so  obtained  and  filed  or  recorded  in  the  proper 
office  in  Allendale  county,  said  judgment  roll,  will,  record,  execu- 
tion, decree  or  other  paper  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  in 
Allendale  county,  that  each  had  in  Barnwell  or  Hampton  counties, 
and  said  officers  shall  receive  the  fees  therefor  now  allowed  by  law. 
Any  record  not  so  transferred,  but  remaining  in  the  office  of  the 
respective  officers  in  Barnwell  or  Hampton  counties,  shall  continue 
in  force  and  effect,  and  each  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  in 
Allendale  county  as  if  transferred  and  made  a  record  in  the  proper 
office  in  said  county.  The  Sheriffs  of  Barnwell  and  Hampton  coun- 
ties, upon  application  made  by  the  plaintiff,  or  his  attorney,  in  any 
judgment  of  record  in  said  counties,  shall  deliver  to  the  Sheriff  of 
Allendale  county  any  and  all  executions  and  papers  in  his  office  in 
which  the  said  plaintiff,  or  his  attorney,  may  be  interested,  for  which 
the  Sheriff  of  Allendale  county  shall  receipt  to  the  proper  Sheriff 
of  said  counties;  the  said  execution  and  papers  when  duly  entered 
upon  the  Sheriff's  books  in  Allendale  county  shall  thereafter  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  they  previously  had  in  the  counties  of 
Barnwell  and  Hampton  before  they  were  transferred,  and  the 
Sheriffs  shall  receive  therefor  the  fees  allowed  by  law. 

§  21.  County  to  Be  Liable  for  Certain  Expenses. — That  the 
county  of  Allendale  is  hereby  made  liable  for,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
made  a  debt  of,  Allendale  county,  all  necessary  expenses  and  liabil- 
ities, including  attorney's  fee  and  actual  expenses  incurred  in  the 
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promotion  of  the  formation  of  said  county,  which  said  expenses  and 
liabilities  hereby  made  an  obligation  and  debt  of  Allendale  county, 
except  the  attorney's  fee  and  expenses,  shall  be  submitted  to  and 
filed  with  the  Commissioners  named  in  Section  2,  which  said  Com- 
missioners shall  audit  the  same,  and  when  so  audited  the  same  shall 
be  paid  by  said  Commissioners  out  of  the  funds  authorized  by  this 
section  to  be  borrowed  by  it :  Provided,  That  the  amount  of  attor- 
ney's fee  herein  made  a  debt  and  liability  of  Allendale  county  shall 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  fixed  at  the  sum  of  $3,500.00,  and  to 
meet  and  pay  said  attorney's  fee  hereby  made  a  liability  of  Allen- 
dale county,  and  also  to  refund  the  expenses  of  the  official  survey 
and  other  expenses  in  law  required  to  be  incurred  by  the  petitioners 
in' the  formation  of  the  county  and  to  provide  the  money  with  which 
to  pay  the  same,  the  Commissioners  named  and  created  in  Section 
2  are  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  borrow,  in  the 
name  of  Allendale  county,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  same,  and  the 
said  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  secure 
the  same  by  duly  pledging  so  much  taxes  of  Allendale  county  for 
the  year  1919  as  may  be  necessary.. 

§  22.  Laws  to  Remain  of  Force  Unless  Inconsistent  Here- 
with— Conflict  of  Laws. — That  all  laws  now  of  force  in  either 
Barnwell  or  Hampton  counties  are  hereby  made  of  force  in  Allen- 
dale county,  when  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  herepf :  Pro- 
vided, That  in  case  there  shall  be  any  conflict  between  any  of  the 
laws  now  in  force  in  Barnwell  or  Hampton  counties  which  by  this 
section  are  made  of  force  in  Allendale  county,  then  and  in  that 
event  the  law  now  of  force  in  the  territory  taken  from  Barnwell 
county,  and  the  law  now  of  force  in  the  territory  taken  from  Hamp- 
ton county,  to  form  Allendale  county,  shall  be  the  law  of  force, 
until  otherwise  provided,  in  the  territory  so  taken,  respectively,  from 
each  of  said  counties. 

§  23.  Public  Act — Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall 
be  deemed  a  public  Act,  and  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
approval  by  the  Governor. 

§  24.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  and  parts  of 
Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof  are  hereby  repealed. 
Approved  the  6th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1919.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Provide 
for  the  Appointment  of  a  Court  Stenographer  for  the 
Courts  of  General  Sessions  for  the  Fifth  Judicial  Cir- 
cuit and  to  Fix  His  Compensation/9  Approved  Febru- 
ary 20,  1915,  by  Adding  Thereto  a  Proviso  That  the 
Official  Circuit  Stenographer  May  Also  Perform  These 
Duties,  With  the  Salary  Attached,  During  the  Time  He 
So  Performs. 

Section  1.  Act  (1915,  XXIX  Stats.,  175)  Amended — 
Stenographer  of  Fifth  Circuit. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  an  Act  entitled  "An 
Act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  Court  Stenographer  for 
the  Courts  of  General  Sessions  for  the  Fifth  Judicial  Circuit  and 
to  fix  his  compensation,"  approved  February  20,  1915,  and  appear- 
ing as  Act  No.  119,  page  175,  of  the  Acts  of  1915,  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  Section  1  of  said  Act  a 
proviso  as  follows :  "Provided,  That  should  the  Judge  of  the  said 
Circuit,  for  any  reason  satisfactory  to  himself,  find  it  to  the  best 
interest  of  the  Circuit  to  designate  the  regular  Circuit  Stenographer 
of  said  Circuit,  appointed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure,  to  act  also  as  stenographer  for  the  General  Ses- 
sions Court,  that  during  the  time  the  said  Circuit  Stenographer  per- 
forms such  duties  in  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  salary  provided  herein,  in  addition  to  his  salary  as 
Circuit  Stenographer,  and  the  fees  incident  to  such  position;  and 
that  the  salary  appropriated  by  the  State  shall  be  paid  by  the  Comp- 
troller General  upon  the  order  of  the  Circuit  Judge  designating  the 
said  Circuit  Stenographer  for  the  time  he  is  so  designated,"  so  that 
said  Act,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  the  resident  Circuit  Judge  of  the  Fifth 
Judicial  Circuit  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  some  competent 
stenographer  who  shall  be  the  regular  official  stenographer  for  the 
Courts  of  General  Sessions  for  the  Fifth  Judicial  Circuit,  who  shall 
receive  as  compensation  for  his  services  the  sum  of  six  hundred 
($600.00)  dollars  per  annum,  three  hundred  of  which  shall  be  pay- 
able monthly  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Comptroller  General  in  the 
same  manner  as  now  provided  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of 
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other  State  officers,  and  three  hundred  of  which  shall  be  paid  by 
the  counties  of  Richland  and  Kershaw,  the  former  two  hundred  and 
the  latter  one  hundred  dollars:  Provided,  That  should  the  Judge 
of  the  said  Circuit,  for  any  reason  satisfactory  to  himself,  find  it 
to  the  best  interest  of  the  Circuit  to  designate  the  regular  Circuit 
Stenographer  of  said  Circuit,  appointed  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  to  act  also  as  stenographer  for  the 
General  Sessions  Court,  that  during  the  time  the  said  Circuit  Ste- 
nographer performs  such  duties  in  the  Court  of  General  Sessions 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  salary  provided  herein,  in  addition  to  his 
salary  as  Circuit  Stenographer,  and  the  fees  incident  to  such  posi- 
tion ;  and  that  the  salary  appropriated  by  the  State  shall  be  paid  by 
the  Comptroller  General  upon  the  order  of  the  Circuit  Judge  desig- 
nating the  said  Circuit  Stenographer  for  the  time  he  is  so  designated. 

Section  2.  That  the  said  stenographer  shall  also  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  fees  now  fixed  by  law  for  all  transcripts  furnished 
by  him. 

Section  3.  That  this  Act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately  upon 
its  approval  by  the  Governor."

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Protect  Par- 
bridge  and  Quail  in  Cherokee  County/9  Appearing  as 
Act  No.  99,  Page  192,  Acts  of  South  Carolina,  1917,  So 
as  to  Increase  the  Time  for  Hunting  Partridge  or  Quail 
in  Cherokee  County. 

Section  1.  Act  (1917,  XXX  Stats.,  192)  Amended — Open 
Season  for  Quail  in  Cherokee  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  an  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  protect  partridge  and  quail  in  Cherokee  county," 
appearing  as  Act  No.  99,  page  192,  Acts  of  South  Carolina,  1917, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  all  of  the  words 
after  the  word  "land"  on  line  7  of  Section  1  of  said  Act  and  insert- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "from  November  15  to  February  1  of 
any  year,"  so  that  said  Act,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 
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"Section  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  it  shall 
be  unlawful  to  shoot,  maim,  wound,  net,  kill,  destroy  or  sell  any 
partridge,  or  quail,  in  the  county  of  Cherokee :  Provided,  That  the 
owner  of  land,  or  any  other  persons  with  his  written  permission, 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  hunting  quail  or  partridge  on  the  said 
land  from  November  15  to  February  1  of  any  year." 

§  2.  That  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall, 
upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  thirty  days.

AN  AQT  to  Require  the  Clerk  of  Court  and  Probate  Judge 
of  Marlboro  County  to  Pay  Over  Certain  Unclaimed 
Funds  to  the  County  Treasurer  for  School  Purposes. 

Section  1.  Clerk  of  Court  and  Probate  Judge  of  Marlboro 
County  to  Pay  Certain  Funds  to  County  Treasurer — School 
Funds — Provisos. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  Clerk  of  Court  and  Probate 
Judge  of  Marlboro  county  be,  and  they  are  each  required  to  pay 
over  to  the  County  Treasurer  of  said  county  all  fund  or  funds 
which  may  have  heretofore  come  into  their  hands  and  which  may 
may  hereafter  come  into  their  hands  officially,  the  owner  or  claim- 
ant of  which  by  them  cannot  be  ascertained,  or  which  shall  have 
remained  in  their  hands  for  a  period  of  seven  or  more  years ;  which 
shall  be  by  the  said  Treasurer  accredited  to  the  general  school  fund 
and  to  be  apportioned  as  other  school  funds  are  apportioned :  Pro- 
vided, That  in  the  event  any  owner  or  claimant  shall  establish  Jiis 
right  to  any  such  fund  or  funds  after  the  same  has  been  so  accred- 
ited by  the  County  Treasurer  they  shall  be  paid  to  them  by  order  of 
the  Court  from  the  general  school  fund  of  the  county:  Provided, 
further,  That  said  Judge  of  Probate  and  Clerk  of  Court  shall  be 
given  a  reasonable  time  to  collect  any  of  said  funds  which  may  be 
loaned  upon  security  of  real  estate  mortgages,  said  time  not  to 
exceed  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  Act. 
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§  2.  Audits. — That  upon  any  audit  of  the  books  and  records  of 
said  Probate  Judge  and  Clerk  of  Court  that  a  full  and  complete 
statement  shall  be  made  showing  the  amount  and  the  origin  of  said 
funds.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  Traveling  Expenses  of  the  County 
Superintendent  of  Education  of  Georgetown  County. 

Section  1.  Traveling  Expenses  of  County  Superintendent 
of  Education  of  Georgetown  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  County 
Superintendent  of  Education  of  Georgetown  county  shall  receive 
annually,  in  addition  to  the  salary  now  provided  by  law,  the  sum 
of  four  hundred  dollars  for  traveling  expenses  incurred  within  the 
county  of  Georgetown  and  in  the  performance  of  his  official  duty, 
but  no  account  therefor  shall  be  approved  or  paid  until  he  shall  have 
furnished  the  County  Board  of  Education  with  an  itemized  state- 
ment under  oath  of  said  expenses  so  incurred. 

§  2.  To  Be  Paid  from  School  Funds. — The  stun  hereinabove 
provided  for  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  school  funds  of  the  county  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

§  3.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  and  parts  of 
Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  2123  of  the  Code  of  Laws  as 
Amended  by  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Amend  Sec- 
tion 2123,  Volume  I,  Code  of  Laws  of  South  Carolina, 
1912,  So  as  to  Provide  for  the  Maintenance  and  Repair 
of  the  Three  Main  Highways  of  the  County,"  Approved 
the  12th  Day  of  February,  1918,  by  Requiring  the  State 
Automobile  License  Tax  Paid  from  the  Townships  of 
Bullocks  Creek  and  Broad  River  to  Be.  Expended 
Within  Said  Townships,  and  by  Adding  a  Proviso  to 
Said  Section  Providing  for  the  Repairing  and  Main- 
tenance of  the  Highways  by  Contract. 

Section  1.  Section  2123,  Civil  Code  of  1912,  Amended — 
Use  of  Automobile  License  Tax — Repair  of  Certain  High- 
ways.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  Section  2123  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  1912, 
as  amended  by  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  Section  2123,  Vol- 
ume I,  Code  of  Laws  of  South  Carolina,  1912,  so  as  to  provide  for 
the  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  three  main  highways  of  the 
county,"  approved  the  12th  day  of  February,  1918,  be  amended  by 
striking  out  on  line  20  of  said  section  the  word  "any"  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "the"  and  striking  out  all  of  line  21  and 
the  word  "graded"  on  line  22,  as  to  the  word  "township"  on  line  20 
add  the  letter  "s"  and  thereafter  insert  the  words  "of  Bullocks 
Creek  and  Broad  River,"  and  add  to  the  word  "township"  on  line 

23  the  letter  "s"  and  add  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  follow- 
ing proviso :  "Provided,  further,  That  the  County  Supervisor  and 
County  Commissioners  shall  divide  the  said  highways  into  sections 
of  not  less  than  one  mile,  or  more  than  five  miles,  for  the  purpose 
of  letting  the  same  out  for  improvement,  repair  and  maintenance  by 
contract  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  according  to  plans  and 
specifications  to  be  furnished  by  the  County  Engineer ;  of  the  letting 
of  which  contracts  ten  days'  previous  notice  shall  be  given  in  at  least 
four  public  places  in  the  township  in  which  the  section  or  sections 
of  roads  are  to  be  let,  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  letting  of  said 
contract,  reserving  in  said  notice  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids, 
in  case  any  sections  are  not  let  on  bids,  the  County  Supervisor  shall 
have  such  sections  repaired  by  hired  labor  or  chain  gang.  The  suc- 
cessful bidders  shall  enter  into  bond  for  the  faithful  performance 
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of  their  work  in  double  the  amount  of  their  bid:  Provided,  fur- 
ther, That  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  immediately 
upon  the  approval  of  this  Act  resoil  all  of  the  said  main  highways, 
using  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  such  resoiling  any  automobile 
license  tax  now  on  hands  or  unexpended  arising  from  the  automo- 
bile license  tax  of  1918.  And  if  this  sum  be  insufficient,  then  they 
are  authorized  to  supplement  the  same  from  the  general  county 
funds,  or  in  the  event  such  resoiling  cannot  be  speedily  done,  then 
the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  is  directed  to  use  the  county 
chain  gang  for  such  work:  Provided,  further,  That  all  funds 
received  by  the  county  from  the  State  automobile  license  tax  aris- 
ing from  the  township  of  Bethel  shall  be  expended  for  the  improve- 
ment, repairing  and  maintenance  of  the  Clover  and  Wright's  Ferry 
Road  in  said  township  as  graded  by  chain  gang,"  so  that  said  sec- 
tion, when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Section  2123.  The  County  Supervisor,  while  so  working  the  pub- 
lic highways,  shall  co-operate  with  the  Township  Supervisor  in  each 
township  through  which  the  highways  may  pass;  and  when  said 
work  is  completed  by  the  chain  gang,  the  Township  Supervisor  for 
that  township  shall  keep  the  same  in  repair:  Provided,  That  the 
three  main  highways  of  the  county  as  set  forth  in  the  preceding 
Section  2122  outside  the  corporate  limits  of  any  incorporated  city, 
town  or  village,  shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in  repair  by  the 
County  Supervisor  and  County  Commissioners,  and  that  the  funds 
received  by  the  county  from  the  State  automobile  license  tax  shall 
be  expended  by  them  in  maintenance  and  repairs  of  said  three  main 
highways,  and  that  an  additional  amount  shall  be  added  to  the  above 
fund  by  taking  from  the  township  road  funds,  through  which  said 
highways  may  pass,  an  amount  equal  to  fifteen  ($15.00)  dollars  per 
mile  of  the  said  main  highways  included  in  and  extending  through 
each  township  through  which  said  highways  pass,  and  the  County 
Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  create  the  fund  as 
above  provided  as  a  maintenance  and  repair  fund  for  the  purpose 
as  above  mentioned :  Provided,  further,  That  all  funds  received  by 
the  county  from  the  State  automobile  license  tax  arising  from  the 
townships  of  Bullocks  Creek  and  Broad  River  shall  be  expended  in 
the  maintenance  and  repairs  of  the  public  roads  in  such  townships : 
Provided,  further,  That  the  County  Supervisor  and  County  Com- 
missioners shall  divide. the  said  highways  into  sections  of  not  less 
than  one  mile,  or  more  than  five  miles,  for  the  purpose  of  letting 
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the  same  out  for  improvement,  repair  and  maintenance  by  contract 
to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  according  to  plans  and  specifica- 
tions to  be  furnished  by  the  County  Engineer;  of  the  letting  of 
which  contracts  ten  days'  previous  notice  shall  be  given  in  at  least 
four  public  places  in  the  township  in  which  the  section  or  sections 
of  roads  are  to  be  let,  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  letting  of  said 
contract,  reserving  in  said  notice  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids ; 
in  case  any  sections  are  not  let  on  bids,  the  County  Supervisor  shall 
have  such  sections  repaired  by  hired  labor  or  chain  gang.  The  suc- 
cessful bidders  shall  enter  into  bond  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  work  in  double  the  amount  of  their  bid :  Provided,  further, 
That  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  immediately  upon 
the  approval  of  this  Act  resoil  all  of  the  said  main  highways,  using 
for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  such  resoiling  any  automobile  license 
tax  now  on  hands  or  unexpended  arising  from  the  automobile 
license  tax  of  1918.  And  if  this  sum  be  insufficient,  then  they  are 
authorized  to  supplement  the  same  from  the  general  county  funds, 
or  in  the  event  such  resoiling  cannot  be  speedily  done,  then  the 
County  Board  of  Commissioners  is  directed  to  use  the  county  chain 
gang  for  such  work :  Provided,  further,  That  all  funds  received  by 
the  county  from  the  State  automobile  license  tax  arising  from  the 
township  of  Bethel  shall  be  expended  for  the  improvement,  repair- 
ing and  maintenance  of  the  Clover  and  Wright's  Ferry  Road  in  said 
township  as  graded  by  chain  gang." 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  approval  by  the  Governor. 

§  3.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Ratify  an  Amendment  to  Section  14a  of  Article 
X  of  the  Constitution  to  Allow  the  City  of  Charleston, 
Through  the  City  Council,  to  Assess  Abutting  Property 
for  Permanent  Improvement  and  to  Pay  for  Permanent 
Improvement  of  the  Intersection  of  Streets,  for  Curbing 
and  the  Laying  of  Drains  Without  the  Consent  of  the 
Property  Owners. 

Whereas,  The  General  Assembly  did  by  Joint  Resolution,  approved 
the  1st  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1917,  submit  to  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  State,  at  a  general  election  next  thereafter,  an  amendment  to 
Section  14a  of  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  so  that  said  Section  14a  of  Article  X  when  amended  should 
read  as  follows: 

"Section  14a.  The  General  Assembly  may  authorize  the  corpo- 
rate authorities  of  the  cities  of  Charleston  and  Beaufort  to  levy 
an  assessment  upon  abutting  property  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
for  permanent  improvements  on  streets  and  sidewalks  immediately 
abutting  such  property,  and  in  the  city  of  Charleston  to  pay  for 
the  permanent  improvement  of  intersection  of  streets  and  for  plac- 
ing curbing  and  for  laying  drains  abutting  such  property :  Provided, 
That  said  improvements  be  ordered  only  upon  the  written  consent 
of  two-thirds  of  the  owners  of  the  property  abutting  upon  the  street, 
sidewalk,  or  part  of  either,  proposed  to  be  improved,  and  upon  con- 
dition that  said  corporate  authorities  shall  pay  at  least  one-half  of 
the  costs  of  such  improvements.  But  this  proviso  shall  not  apply 
to  the  city  of  Charleston,  in  which  city  the  City  Council  shall  have 
the  right  to  levy  an  assessment  upon  abutting  property  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  for  permanent  improvements  on  streets,  the  inter- 
section of  streets  and  sidewalks,  and  to  pay  for  curbing  of  streets 
and  for  drains  abutting  such  property  without  the  consent  of  the 
owner  of  the  property  abutting  upon  the  streets,  intersection  of 
streets,  sidewalks,  or  a  part  of  either,  proposed  to  be  improved,  or 
where  curbing  is  to  be  placed  or  drains  laid,  and  without  paying 
for  any  of  the  costs  of  such  improvements ;"  and 

Whereas,  A  majority  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  voting  thereon  at  the  general  election 
next  succeeding  the  passage  of  the  said  Joint  Resolution,  did  vote 
in  favor  of  said  amendment;  therefore, 
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Section  1.  Amendment  to  Section  14a,  Article  X,  Constir 
tution,  Ratified — Assessment  of  Abutting  Property  in  City 
of  Charleston. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  amendment  to  Section  14a  of 
Article  X  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  whereby 
said  section  to  said  article  was  amended  to  read  as  hereinafter  set 
out,  submitted  by  the  last  General  Assembly  to  the  qualified  elec- 
tors of  the  State  at  the  general  election  next  thereafter,  and  upon 
which  a  majority  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of 
the  General  Assembly,  voting  therein  at  the  last  general  election, 
voted  in  favor  thereof,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  ratified  and  made 
a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina;  and  the 
said  Section  14a  of  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  of  South  Caro- 
lina as  amended  and  made  a  part  of  the  Constitution  is  as  follows : 

Section  14a.  The  General  Assembly  may  authorize  the  corporate 
authorities  of  the  cities  of  Charleston  and  Beaufort  to  levy  an 
assessment  upon  abutting  property  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for 
permanent  improvements  on  streets  and  sidewalks  immediately 
abutting  such  property,  and  in  the  city  of  Charleston  to  pay  for  the 
permanent  improvement  of  intersection  of  streets  and  for  placing 
curbing  and  for  laying  drains  abutting  such  property:  Provided, 
That  said  improvements  be  ordered  only  upon  the  written  consent 
of  two-thirds  of  the  owners  of  the  property  abutting  upon  the  street, 
sidewalk,  or  part  of  either,  proposed  to  be  improved,  and  upon  con- 
dition that  said  corporate  authorities  shall  pay  at  least  one-half  of 
the  costs  of  such  improvements.  But  this  proviso  shall  not  apply 
to  the  city  of  Charleston,  in  which  city  the  City  Council  shall  have 
the  right  to  levy  an  assessment  upon  abutting  property  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  for  permanent  improvements  on.  streets,  the  inter- 
section of  streets  and  sidewalks,  and  to  pay  for  curbing  of  streets 
and  for  drains  abutting  such  property  without  the  consent  of  the 
owner  of  the  property  abutting  upon  the  streets,  intersection  of 
streets,  sidewalks,  or  a  part  of  either,  proposed  to  be  improved,  or 
where  curbing  is  to  be  placed  or  drains  laid,  and  without  paying  for 
any  of  the  costs  of  such  improvements.

AN  ACT  to  Create  an  Advisory  Board  in  Oconee  County 
With  the  County  Supervisor,  to  Define  Their  Powers, 
Duties  and  Compensation,  and  to  Repeal  the  Office  of 
.  County  Commissioners  and  Inconsistent  Acts. 

Section  1.  Act  (1914,  XXVIII  Stats.,  624)  County  Com- 
missioners in  Oconee,  Repealed. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  an  Act  entitled 
"An  Act  to  provide  for  a  County  Board  of  Commissioners  for 
the  County  of  Oconee,  to  define  their  duties  and  to  repeal  incon- 
sistent acts,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed  and  the  following 
Act  enacted  in  its  stead: 

§  2.  County  Advisory  Board — Appointment  and  Term  of 
Office. — That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  the  Governor 
shall,  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  majority  of  the  legislative  dele- 
gation from  Oconee  county,  appoint  two  discreet,  competent  men 
from  Oconee  county,  who,  with  the  County  Supervisor,  shall  com- 
pose a  board  to  be  known  as  the  County  Advisory  Board,  of  which 
the  Supervisor  shall  be  chairman;  they  shall  each  hold  office  for 
the  term  of  two  years  and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been 
appointed  and  qualified,  unless  sooner  removed  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  a  majority  of  the  legislative  delegation. 

§  3.  Duties  and  Powers. — That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
County  Advisory  Board  to  meet  with  the  County  Supervisor  at 
Walhalla  the  first  Friday  in  each  month  and  audit  with  him  all 
claims  against  the  county  and  as  often  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  out  the  work  and  devising  plans  for  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  important  work  of  the  county,  and  for  the  selection  of 
the  officers  and  employees  working  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Supervisor,  and  no  selection  of  any  officer  or  employee  shall  be 
effective  and  binding  without  the  approval  of  the  County  Advisory 
Board,  neither  shall  any  important  or  expensive  work  be  undertaken 
without  the  approval  of  the  County  Advisory  Board. 

§  4.  Compensation. — That  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Board 
shall  be  paid  for  their  services  five  dollars  per  day  for  necessary 
service,  not  to  exceed  thirty  days  in  one  year. 
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§  5.  Act  Effective  on  Approval — Inconsistent  Acts  Re- 
pealed.— That  this  Act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately  upon  the 
approval  of  the  Governor,  and  all  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  inconsist- 
ent with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

tinue for  the  period  now  prescribed  by  law,  and  that  his  term  of 
office  shall  expire  four  years  thereafter  on  July  1,  and  the  term  of 
office  for  the  County  Auditor  of  Union  county  shall  begin  there- 
after on  said  date  of  July  1. 

§  2.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — That  all  Acts  or  parts  of 
Acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.  Amendment  to  Section  7,  Article  VIII,  Consti- 
tution, Ratified — Bonded  Debt  of  City  of  Abbeville. — Be  it 

enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
That  the  following  amendment  to  Section  7  of  Article  8  of  the  Con- 
stitution, relating  to  municipal  bonded  indebtedness,  be  made  by 
adding  a  proviso  thereto  as  to  the  city  of  Abbeville,  submitted  to 
the  regular  General  Assembly  of  the  year  1917  by  a  Joint  Resolu- 
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tion,  approved  February  13,  1917,  upon  which  said  amendment  a 
majority  of  the  electors,  qualified  to  vote  thereon,  voted  in  favor 
thereof,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  ratified  and  made  a  part  of  Sec- 
tion 7  of  Article  8  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  in  form  and 
words  as  follows,  at  the  end  of  said  section,  to  wit :  "Provided,  fur- 
ther, That  the  limitations  imposed  by  this  section  and  Section  S  of 
Article  10  of  the  Constitution  shall  not  apply  to  the  bonded  indebt- 
edness incurred  by  the  city  of  Abbeville,  but,  in  addition  to  the 
powers  now  placed,  said  city  of  Abbeville  may  increase  its  bonded 
indebtedness  in  the  manner  provided  in  Section  7  of  Article  8  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  fifteen  (15)  per  centum  of  the  value  of 
the  taxable  property  therein,  where  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  are 
applied  to  the  payment  of  expenses  and  liabilities  incurred  or  to  be 
incurred  in  the  improvements  of  streets  and  sidewalks ;  but  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  limit  the  operation  of  the 
amendment  to  Section  7  of  Article  8  of  the  Constitution,  approved 
February  3,  1911.

sation for  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  of  the 
City  of  Camden,  Becoming  a  Law  Without  the  Signa- 
ture of  the  Governor. 

Section  1.  Act  (1912,  XXVII  Stats.,  547)  Repealed— 
Compensation  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  of  City 
of  Camden.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  Act  No.  307  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
South  Carolina  of  1912,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled

AN  ACT  Relating  to  Venereal  Diseases,  to  Require  the 
Reporting  of  Cases  Thereof,  to  Penalize  Those  Who 
Expose  Others  to  Infection,  to  Authorize  the  Exam- 
ination, Treatment  and  Isolation  of  Persons  Infected 
Therewith,  to  Give  the  Health  Authorities  Certain 
Power  Over  Jails  and  Prisons  in  Connection  Therewith, 
to  Authorize  the  State  Board  of  Health  to  Promul- 
gate Rules  and  Regulations  Relating  Thereto,  and  to 
Declare  a  Penalty  for  the  Violation  of  the  Provisions 
of  This  Act,  or  Any  Rules  or  Regulations  Prescribed 
Thereunder,  or  Any  Rule  or  Regulation  Passed  and 
Promulgated  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  Under  the 
Authority  of  This  or  Any  Other  Act,  and  for  Other 
Purposes. 

Section  1.  .Venereal  Diseases  Contagious. — Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  Syphilis, 
gonorrhea  and  chancroid,  hereinafter  designated  as  venereal  dis- 
eases, are  hereby  declared  to  be  contagious,  infectious,  communica- 
ble and  dangerous  to  the  public  health.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
anyone  infected  with  these  diseases,  or  any  of  them,  to  expose 
another  to  infection. 

§  2.  Cases  to  Be  Reported— Proviso.— —Any  physician  or 
other  person  who  makes  a  diagnosis  in  or  treats  a  case  of  venereal 
disease,  and  any  superintendent  or  manager  of  a  hospital,  dispen- 
sary or  charitable  or  penal  institution  in  which  there  is  a  case  of 
venereal  disease,  shall  make  a  report  of  such  case  to  the  health 
authorities  according  to  such  form  and  manner  as  the  State  Board 
of  Health  shall  direct:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
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shall  be  so  construed  as  to  require  or  allow  any  physician  or  other 
person  herein  required  to  make  such  report  to  divulge  the  name 
or  names  of  any  person  or  persons,  male  or  female,  who  may  be 
afflicted  with  such  diseases. 

§  3.  Examination — Treatment  —  Isolation. — State,  county 
and  municipal  health  officers,  or  their  respective  jurisdictions,  are 
hereby  directed  and  empowered;  when  in  their  judgment  it  is  neces- 
sary to  protect  the  public  health,  to  make  examination  of  persons 
being  or  suspected  of  being  infected  with  venereal  disease,  to  require 
persons  infected  with  venereal  diseases  to  report  for  treatment  until 
cured  or  to  submit  to  treatment  provided  at  public  expense,  and  to 
isolate  persons  infected  or  reasonably  suspected  of  being  infected 
with  venereal  disease. 

§  4.  Examination  of  Prisoners.— All  persons  who  shall  be 
confined  or  imprisoned  in  any  State,  county  or  city  prison  of  this 
State  may  be  examined  and  treated  for  venereal  disease  by  the 
health  authorities  or  their  deputies.  The  State,  county  and  munic- 
ipal boards  of  health  shall  have  authority  to  take  over  such  portion 
of  any  State,  county  or  city  prison  as  may  be  necessary  for  a  board 
of  health  hospital,  wherein  all  persons  who  shall  have  been  confined 
or  imprisoned  and  who  are  suffering  with  venereal  disease  at  the 
time  of  the  expiration  of  their  terms  of  imprisonment  shall  be  iso- 
lated and  treated  at  public  expense  until  cured,  or  in  lieu  of  such 
isolation  such  person  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  board  of  health, 
be  required  to  report  for  treatment  to  a  licensed  physician  or  submit 
to  treatment  provided  at  public  expense  as  provided  in  Section  3  of 
this  Act. 

§  5.  State  Board  of  Health  to  Make  Rules.  —  The  State 
Board  of  Health  is  hereby  empowered  and  directed  to  make  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  shall  in  its  judgment  be  necessary  for  the 
carrying  out  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  including  rules  and  regula- 
tions providing  for  such  labor  on  the  part  of  isolated  persons  as 
may  be  necessary  to  provide  in  whole  or  in  part  for  their  subsist- 
ence, and  to  safeguard  their  general  health,  and  such  rules  and  regu- 
deem  advisable.  All  such  rules  and  regulations  so  made  shall  be 
of  force  and  binding  upon  all  county  and  municipal  health  officers 
lations  concerning  venereal  diseases  as  it  may  from  time  to  time 
and  other  persons  affected  by  this  Act. 
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§  6.  Violation  of  Act  or  Regulations  a  Misdemeanor — 
Penalty.— Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  or  any  lawful  rule  or  regulation  made  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health  pursuant  to  the  authority  herein  granted,  or  pursuant  to 
the  authority  granted  by  any  other  statute  law,  or  shall  fail  or  refuse 
to  obey  any  lawful  order  issued  by  any  State,  county  or  municipal 
health  officer,  pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  in  this  Act,  or  any 
other  Act  or  the  regulations  prescribed  thereunder,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  suffer  such 
penalty  as  shall  be  imposed  by  the  trial  Judge. 

§  7.  Act  Effective  on  Approval — Repealing  Clause. — That 
this  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  approval,  and  all  Acts  or  parts  of 
Acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  repealed.

ary  11,  1916,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out 
the  word  "three"  on  the  twelfth  line  of  said  section  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "seven,"  and  by  striking  out  the  figures 
"1913"  on  the  tenth  line  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  figures  "1919,"  and  by  striking  out  all  after  and  including  the 
word  "Provided"  at  the  end  of  said  section,  so  that  said  section, 
when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Sectional.  That  from  and  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this 
Act,  in  addition  to  the  tax  of  two  mills  on  the  dollar  now  required 
by  law  to  be  annually  levied  and  collected  by  the  City  Treasurer  of 
the  city  of  Charleston,  as  provided  by  Section  1246  of  the  Code  of

and  1043,  and  by  Section  Eighteen  Hundred  and  Fourteen  (1814) 
of  the  First  Volume  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  1912,  the  said  City 
Treasurer  of  the  city  of  Charleston  shall  annually  (including  the 
year  1919)  levy  and  collect,  at  the  same  time  as  the  city  taxes  of 
said  city,  a  tax  of  seven  mills  on  the  dollar  on  all  taxable  property 
in  the  said  city,  which  said  tax  shall  be  in  the  city  treasury  as  public 
money  protected  by  the  official  bond  of  the  said  City  Treasurer,  and 
shall  be  paid  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  the  City  Board  of  Public 
School  Commissioners  for  the  city  of  Charleston  upon  the  warrant 
of  the  said  board,  and  be  held  by  the  said  board  as  a  fund  to  be

AN  ACT  Providing  for  the  Maintenance  of  the  Highways 
Improved  by  the  Highway  Commission  in  Cherokee 
County. 

Section  1.  Road  Maintenance  Tax  in  Cherokee  County.— 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  an  annual  tax  of  two  (2)  mills  on  all  the  property  in 
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Cherokee  county  is  hereby  levied,  to  be  collected  as  other  taxes  are 
collected,  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  roads  constructed,  or 
those  to  be  constructed  or  improved,  by  the  Highway  Commission 
in  said  county. 

§  2.  Highway  Commission  May  Borrow. — That  the  said 
Commission  is  authorized  to  borrow  from  time  to  time,  in  anticipa- 
tion of  the  collection  of  said  taxes,  and  by  pledging  same,  whatever 
funds  may  be  necessary  to  purchase  necessary  machinery  to  main- 
tain the  said  road  until  the  said  taxes  are  collected. 

§  3.  County  Treasurer  to  Turn  Over  Funds. — That  the  said 
County  Treasurer  of  Cherokee  county  is  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  turn  oVer  to  the  chairman  of  the  Cherokee  County  High- 
way Commission  on  March  1st  of  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  collected,  of  all  funds  in  his  hands  arising  from  levies  made  under 
this  Act  for  maintenance  purposes,  and  also  any  balance  in  his  hands 
at  that  time  arising  from  levies. 

§  4.  Disbursement.— That  the  funds  referred  to  in  this  Act 
for  maintenance  purposes  be  paid  out  by  the  said  Highway  Com- 
mission in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  terms  and  provi- 
sions as  vouchers  in  reference  to  other  funds  in  their  hands  for  road 
improvement. 

§  5.  Reports. — That  the  said  Commission  shall  make  itemized 
and  verified  reports  of  the  funds  expended  for  road  maintenance 
as  is  now  required  to  be  done  in  reference  to  other  funds  in  their 
hands  for  road  improvement. 

§  6.  Right  of  Condemnation.-— That  the  said  Highway  Com- 
mission shall  have  the  same  right  to  condemn  land  for  top  soil  and 
drainage  for  maintenance  purposes  and  for  road  improvement  that 
the  ordinary  county  authorities  now  have  and  shall  proceed  in  the 
same  manner;  the  power  being  hereby  vested  in  the  said  Commis- 
sion to  condemn  land  for  top  soil  and  drainage,  or  prevent  shedding, 
for  road  improvement  and  road  maintenance  as  in  their  discretion 
may  be  necessary,  proceeding  under  the  terms  of  the  general  law 
now  regulating  same  in  reference  to  the  ordinary  county  authorities. 

§  7.  Permanent  Road  Funds  to  Be  Reimbursed.— The  said 
Commission  is  authorized  to  reimburse  the  permanent  roads  funds 
for  any  funds  used  by  the  said  Commission  heretofore  in  road  main- 
tenance, or  that  may  hereafter  be  used  of  same  to  carry  on  the  said 
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maintenance  work,  until  the  funds  provided  under  the  terms  of  this 
Act  become  available,  or  until  the  Commission  has  borrowed  funds 
under  the  ppwers  set  forth  herein. 

§  8.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — That  all  Acts  or  parts 
of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
repealed. 

§  9.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Amend 
Section  3812,  Volume  I,  Code  of  Laws,  A.  D.  1912, 
Relating  to  Penalty  for  Failure  to  Pay  Discharged 
Laborers/9  Approved  the  6th  Day  of  March,  1915,  by 
Striking  Out  the  Proviso  Therein,  "Within  Twenty- 
four  Hours  After  Written  Demand  Therefor." 

Section  1.  Act  (1915,  XXIX  Stats.,  153)  Amended — Pay 
of  Discharged  Laborers. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to 
amend  Section  3812,  Volume  I,  Code  of  Laws,  A.  D.  1912,  relating 
to  penalty  for  failure  to  pay  discharged  laborers,"  approved  the  6th 
day  of  March,  1915,  be  amended  by  adding  after  the  word  "paid" 
on  line  10  the  following:  "Within  twenty-four  hours  after  written 
demand  therefor,"  and  striking  out  all  the  words  in  the  proviso  of 
said  section,  which  are  as  follows :  "Provided,  That  written  demand 
for  the  amount  due  such  laborer  at  the  time  of  his  discharge  shall 
be  made  upon  the  paymaster  or  other  paying  officer  of  the  employer 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  his  discharge,"  so  that  said  section, 
when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  3812.  When  any  corporation  carrying  on  any  business 
in  this  State  in  which  laborers  are  employed,  whose  wages,  under 
the  business  rule  or  custom  of  such  corporation,  are  paid  monthly 
or  weekly  on  a  fixed  day  beyond  the  end  of  the  month  or  week  in 
which  the  labor  is  performed,  shall  discharge  any  such  laborer,  the 
wages  which  have  been  earned  by  such  discharged  laborer  shall 
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become  immediately  due  and  payable.  And  if  not  so  paid  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  written  demand  therefor,  then  such  laborer 
shall  recover  in  addition  thereto  a  penalty  of  as  much  per  day  for 
the  time  said  wages  shall  remain  unpaid,  not  exceeding  thirty  days, 
as  he  was  receiving  at  the  time  of  his  discharge.

AN  ACT  to  Prohibit  Traffic  in  Seed  Cotton  in  Colleton 

County. 

Section  1.  Traffic  in  Seed  Cotton  Prohibited  in  Colleton 
County  During  Certain  Months. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  hereafter  it  shall  be 
unlawful  between  the  first  day  of  September  and  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  engage  in  the 
traffic  in  seed  cotton  or  unpacked  lint  cotton  in  Colleton  county. 

§  2.  Penalty.— That  the  violation  hereof  shall,  upon  conviction, 
be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars,  or  impris- 
onment for  two  (2)  years  on  the  county  chain  gang. 

§  3.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — That  all  Acts  or  parts  of 
Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  4.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  become 
effective  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor. 
Approved  the  14th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1919.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  a  Commutation  Road  Tax  and  the 

Collection  of  Same  in  Dillon  County. 


1.  Commutation  Road  Tax  in  Dillon  County— Pro- 
visos.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  all  able-bodied  male  persons  over  the  age  of 
twenty-one  to  fifty  years,  inclusive,  in  the'  county  of  Dillon  shall  be 
required  annually  to  pay  $3.00  commutation  or  road  tax,  except 
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ministers  of  the  gospel  actually  in  charge  of  a  congregation,  teach- 
ers employed  in  the  public  schools,  and  school  trustees,  and  persons 
permanently  disabled  in  the  military  service  of  this  State,  and  per- 
sons who  served  in  the  late  war  between  the  States,  and  all  persons 
actually  employed  in  the  quarantine  service  of  this  State,  and  all 
students  who  may  be  attending  any  school  or  college  at  the  time 
when  the  commutation  tax  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  become 
due :  Provided,  That  any  person  claiming  exemption  from  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  on  the  grounds  of  physical  disability,  where  such 
disability  is  not  apparent,  shall  be  required  to  procure  a  certifi- 
cate of  disability  from  two  regular  physicians,  dated  within  three 
months :  Provided,  That  school  trustees  shall  have  credit  for  actual 
time  served  in  school  work  as  trustees  when  certified  to  before  over- 
seer: Provided,  further,  That  all  persons  who  are  liable  for  road 
duty  in  said  county  as  is  provided  for  by  law,  in  lieu  of  paying  said 
commutation  or  road  tax,  may  perform  three  days'  labor  of  ten 

hours  each  on  the  highways. 

« 

§  2.  Time  of  Payment.— That  the  said  commutation  tax  as 
provided  for  in  Section  1  of  this  Act  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  or 
before  December  31  of  each  year  and  shall  be  collected  by  the 
County  Treasurer  at  the  same  time  other  taxes  are  collected.

§  3.  Only  Conflicting  Provisions  of  Law  Repealed* — Noth- 
ing contained  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  repeal  any  law  now 
in  effect  for  Dillon  county  except  so  much  as  is  in  conflict  with  same. 

§  4*  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Ratify  an  Amendment  to  Article  X  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  South  Carolina  by  Adding  Therto  a  Sec- 
tion to  Be  Known  as  Section  17,  to  Empower  Any  or 
All  Incorporated  Cities  and  Towns  to  Am^m  Abutting 
Property  for  Permanent  Improvements. 

Whereas,  The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina 
did,  by  Joint  Resolution,  approved  the  12th  day  of  February,  A.  D. 
1918,  submit  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  said  State  at  the  gen- 
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eral  election  next  thereafter  an  amendment  to  Section  10  of  the  Con* 
stitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  by  adding  thereto  a  section 
to  be  known  as  Section  17,  to  empower  any  or  all  incorporated  cities 
and  towns  to  assess  abutting  property  for  permanent  improvements ; 
and, 

Whereas,  A  majority  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  the 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  voting  thereon  at  the  general 
election  next  succeeding  the  passage  of  the  said  Joint  Resolution, 
did  vote  in  favor  of  the  said  amendment;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Amendment  to  Article  X,  Constitution,  Rati- 
fied—AsMMment  of  Abutting  Property  for  Street  Improve- 
ment*.-—Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  the  amendment  to  Article  X  submitted  by  the 
last  General  Assembly  of  the  State  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
said  State  at  the  next  general  election  thereafter,  and  upon  which  a 
majority  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  the  members  of  the 
General  Assembly,  voting  thereon  at  the  said  last  general  election, 
voted  in  favor  thereof,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  ratified  and  made 
a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina ;  that  the 
said  amendment  to  be  made  a  part  of  the  Constitution  is  as  follows : 

Section  17.  The  General  Assembly  may  authorize  the  corporate 
authorities  of  any  or  all  incorporated  cities  and  towns  in  the  State 
to  levy  an  assessment  upon  abutting  property  for  hte  purpose  of 
paying  for  permanent  improvements  on  streets  and  sidewalks  imme- 
diately abutting  such  property:  Provided,  That  said  improvements 
be  ordered  only  upon  the  written  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  own- 
ers of  the  property  abutting  upon  the  9treet,  sidewalk  or  part  of 
either  proposed  to  be  improved,  and  upon  condition  that  said  corpo- 
rate authorities  shall  pay  at  least  one-half  of  the  costs  of  such 
improvements.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Provide  an 
Open  and  Close  Season  for  Quail  and  Other  Game 
Birds  in  Darlington  and  Dillon  Counties  and  to  Permit 
the  Killing  of  Buzzards  in  Said  County/9  by  Striking 
Out  Darlington  County. 

Section  1.  Act  (191  a,  XXX  Stats.,  886)  Amended — Close 
Season  in  Darlington  County.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caolina*  That  "An  Act  to  provide 
an  open  and  close  season  for  quail  and  Other  game  birds  in  Darling- 
ton and  Dillon  counties  and  to  permit  the  killing  of  buzzards  in  said 
counties/'  approved  March  25,  1918,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  striking  out  from  Section  1  thereof  the  word  "Darling- 
ton," so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  shoot,  chase,  kill  or  otherwise 
destroy  any  quail,  partridges,  doves  or  other  game  birds  in  the 
county  of  Dillon,  except  during  the  months  of  December  and  Jan- 
uary.

AN  ACT  to  Enable  the  School  Districts  in  Florence  County 
to  Increase  Their  Tax  Levy  to  Twelve  Mills. 

Section  1.  School  Districts  in  Florence  County  May 
Increase  Levy. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  any  school  district  in  Florence  county 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  for  school  purposes  an 
extra  school  tax,  not  exceeding  twelve  mills,  provided  said  school 
district  or  districts  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  1742,  Civil 
Code,  1912,  Volume  I.  This  additional  tax,  any  of  which'  shall  be 
collected  annually,  unless  increased,  decreased  or  repealed,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  said  section. 

§  2.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed.— All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  ApprovaL-~This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  Approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Ratify  Amendment  to  Section  20,  Article  III  of 
the  Constitution,  by  Inserting  After  the  Words  "Viva 
Voce"  the  Words  "Except  by  Unanimous  Consent." 

Section  1.  Amendment  to  Section  20,  Article  III,  Consti- 
tution, Ratified — Elections  by  the  General  Assembly. — Be  it 

enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
That  the  following  amendment  be  made  to  Section  20,  Article  III  of 
the  Constitution:  Insert  after  "viva  voce?'  the  words  "except  by 
unanimous  consent,"  submitted  by  the  last  regular  General  Assem- 
bly to  the  qualified  electors  at  the  next  general  election  thereafter  by 
a  Joint  Resolution,  approved  11th  day  of  February,  1918,  upon 
which  said  amendment  a  majority  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote 
thereon  voted  in  favor  thereof,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  ratified 
and  made  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina ; 
and  the  said  amendment  so  made  a  part  of  the  said  Constitution  is 
as  follows:    , 

Section  20.  In  all  elections  by  the  General  Assembly,  or  either 
House  thereof,  the  members  shall  vote  viva  voce,  except  by  unan- 
imous consent,  and  their  votes  thus  given  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
Journal  of  the  House  to  which  they  respectively  belong.

AN  ACT  to  Prohibit  the  Location  of  Any  Courthouse 

State  Within  Eight  Miles  of  Any  County  Line. 


Section  1.  No  Courthouse  to  Be  Removed  Within  Eight 
Miles  of  a  County  Line. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  in  the  location  of  any  Court- 
house by  removal  within  this  State  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  locate 
said  Courthouse  within  eight  miles  of  any  county  line,  all  laws  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

§  2.  Act  Not  to  Affect  Any  County  Now  Being  Organ- 
ized.— That  this  Act  shall  not  affect  any  county  now  in  the  process 
of  organization. 
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§  3.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  2654  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Laws, 
1912,  Volume  I,  Relating  to  Banking  and  Other  Powers 
of  Corporations,  by  Adding  a  Proviso  to  Enlarge  the 
Powers  to  Loan  on  Certain  Commodities. 

Section   1.  Section  2654,   Civil   Code,   1912,  Volume   I, 
Amended — Loans  by  Banking  Corporations  on  Staples.— 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  Section  2654  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Laws,  1912,  Volume  I, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  after  the  said  section 
the  following  proviso:  Provided,  Every  such  banking  corporation 
may  accept  drafts  or  bills  of  exchange  drawn  upon  it  having  not 
more  than  six  months  to  run,  exclusive  of  grace,  which  grow  out  of 
transactions  involving  the  importation  or  exportation  of  goods;  or 
which  grow  out  of  transactions  involving  the  domestic  shipment  of 
goods,  provided  shipping  documents  conveying  or  securing  title  are 
attached  at  the  time  of  acceptance,  or  which  are  secured  at  the  time 
of  acceptance  by  a  warehouse  receipt  or  other  such  document  con- 
veying or  securing  title  covering  readily  marketable  staples.  No 
such  banking  corporation  shall  accept,  whether  in  a  foreign  or 
domestic  transaction  for  any  one  person,  company,  firm  or  corpo- 
ration, to'  an  amount  equal  at  any  one  time  in  the  aggregate  to  more 
than  ten  per  centum  of  its  paid-up  and  unimpaired  capital  stock  and 
surplus,  unless  the  banking  corporation  is  secured  either  by  attached 
documents  or  by  some  other  actual  security  out  of  the  same  trans- 
action as  the  acceptances;  and  no  banking  corporation  shall  accept 
such  bills  to  an  amount  equal  at  any  time  in  the  aggregate  to  more 
than  one-half  of  its  paid-up  and  unimpaired  capital  stock  and  sur- 
plus: Provided,  however,  That  the  Bank  Examiner,  under  such 
general  regulations  as  he  may.  prescribe,  which  shall  apply  to  all 
banking  corporations  alike  regardless  of  the  amount  of  capital  stock 
and  surplus,  may  authorize  any  banking  corporation  to  accept  such 
bills  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  at  any  time  in  the  aggregate  one 
hundred  per  centum  of  its  paid-up  and  unimpaired  capital  stock  and 
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surplus :  Provided,  further,  That  the  aggregate  of  acceptance  grow- 
ing out  of  domestic  transactions  shall  in  no  event  exceed  fifty  per 
centum  of  such  capital  stock  and  surplus.  So  that  said  section, 
when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  2654.  Every  banking  corporation  may  receive  and  pay  out 
the  lawful  currency  of  the  country,  deal  in  exchange,  gold  and 
silver  coin,  bullion,  uncurrent  paper,  public  and  other  securities,  and 
stocks  of  other  corporations ;  but  no  more  than  an  amount  equal  to 
one-half  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  bank  and  one-half  of  its  depos- 
its shall  be  invested  in  mortgages  of  real  estate  at  any  one  time; 
may  purchase  and  hold  such  real  estate  and  personal  property  as 
may  be  conveyed  to  it  to  secure  debts  to  the  corporation,  or  may  be 
sold  under  execution  to  satisfy  debts  due  in  whole  or  in  part  to  the 
corporation,  and  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  convenient  for  the 
transaction  of  its  business,  and  may  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  at 
pleasure;  may  discount  notes,  bills  of  exchange,  bonds  and  other 
evidences  of  debt,  and  lend  money  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
on,  subject  to  the  usury  laws  of  the  State.  It  may  receive  on  deposit 
moneys  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  on  with  depositors,  and 
issue  certificates  therefor,  negotiable  or  assignable  in  such  way  as 
may  be  inserted  in  the  same.  Said  corporation  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  Court  in  this  State ;  may  adopt  and 
use  a  corporate  seal,  and  may  alter  the  same  at  its  pleasure;  may 
adopt  all  such  by-laws  for  the  general  management  and  direction  of 
the  business  and  affairs  of  said  corporation,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  as  may  be  deemed 
proper,  and  may  add  to,  alter  or  amend  the  same  from  time  to  time 
as  may  be  desired,  and  shall  have  generally  all  the  rights,  powers 
and  privileges  in  law  incident  or  appertaining  to  such  corporations : 
Provided,  Every  such  banking  corporation  may  accept  drafts  or 
bills  of  exchange  drawn  upon  it  having  not  more  than  six  months 
sight  to  run,  exclusive  of  grace,  which  grow  out  of  transactions 
involving  the  importation  or  exportation  of  goods ;  or  which  grow 
out  of  transactions  involving  the  domestic  shipment  of  goods,  pro- 
vided shipping  documents  conveying  or  securing  title  are  attached 
at  the  time  of  acceptance,  or  which  are  secured  at  the  time  of  accept- 
ance by  a  warehouse  receipt  or  other  such  document  conveying  or 
securing  title  covering  readily  marketable  staples*  No  such  bank* 
ing  corporation  shall  accept,  whether  in  a  foreign  or  domestic  trans- 
action for  any  one  person,  company,  firm  or  corporation,  to  an 
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amount  equal  at  any  one  time  in  the  aggregate  to  more  than  ten  per 
centum  of  its  paid-up  and  unimpaired  capital  stock  and  surplus, 
unless  the  banking  corporation  is  secured  either  by  attached  docu- 
ments or  by  some  other  actual  security  out  of  the  same  transaction 
as  the  acceptances;  and  no  banking  corporation  shall  accept  such 
bills  to  an  amount  equal  at  any  time  in  the  aggregate  to  more  than 
one-half  of  its  paid-up  and  unimpaired  capital  stock  and  surplus: 
Provided,  however,  that  the  Bank  Examiner,  under  such  general 
regulations  as  he  may  prescribe,  which  shall  apply  to  all  banking 
corporations  alike  regardless  of  the  amount  of  capital  stock  and 
surplus,  may  authorize  any  banking  corporation  to  accept  such  bills 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  at  any  time  in  the  aggregate  one  hun- 
dred per  centum  of  its  paid-up  and  unimpaired  capital  stock  and 
surplus :  Provided,  further,  That  the  aggregate  of  acceptance  grow- 
ing out  of  domestic  transactions  shall  in  no  event  exceed  fifty  per 
centum  of  such  capital  stock  and  surplus. 

§  2.  All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are 
hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Fix  the  Time  for  Holding  Courts  is  the  Second 

Judicial  District. 

Section  1*  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  Section  19,  Amended 
— Courts  in  Second  Circuit.  —  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Courts  of  the  Sec- 
ond Judicial  Circuit  shall  be  held  as  follows:  (a)  Aiken  county. 
The  Court  of  General  Sessions  for  the  county  of  Aiken  shall  be 
held  at  Aiken  on  .the  second  Monday  in  January,  two  weeks ;  the 
first  Monday  in  May,  two  weeks;  and  the  third  Monday  in  Sep- 
tember, two  weeks.  The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  said  county 
shall  be  held  at  Aiken  on  the  third  Monday  in  March,  three  weeks ; 
on  the  second  Monday  in  June,  one  week ;  and  on  the  second  Mon- 
day in  November,  three  weeks,  (b)  Bamberg  county.  The  Court 
of  General  Sessions  for  Bamberg  county  shall  be  held  at  Bamberg 
on  the  fourth  Monday  in  January,  one  week;  on  the  first  Monday 
in  September,  one  week.    The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  said 
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county  shall  be  held  at  Bamberg  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  two 
weeks ;  second  Monday  in  July,  one  week ;  and  the  fourth  Monday 
in  October,  two  weeks:  Provided,  That  at  the  July  term  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  the  said  county  no  jury  trial  shall  be 
had,  and  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  shall  be  open  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  pleas,  and  the  Grand  Jury  of  said  county  shall  be 
called  together  at  the  said  term  of  Court  for  the  purpose  of  passing 
on  all  bills  submitted  by  the  Solicitor,  (c)  Barnwell  county.  The 
Court  of  General  Sessions  for  Barnwell  county  shall  be  held  at 
Barnwell  on  the  second  Monday  in  February,  two  weeks;  fourth 
Monday  in  May,  two  weeks;  and  the  second  Monday  in  October, 
two  weeks.  The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  the  said  county  shall 
be  held  at  Barnwell  on  the  second  Monday  in  April,  three  weeks; 
on  the  fourth  Monday  irt  June,  two  weeks;  on  the  first  Monday  in 
December,  three  weeks,  (d)  The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for 
Allendale  county  shall  be  held  at  Allendale  on  the  first  Monday  in 
February,  one  week;  and  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  and  Com- 
mon Pleas  shall  be  held  at  Allendale  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  Feb- 
duary,  one  week ;  third  Monday  in  June,  one  week ;  and  the  second 
Monday  in  September,  two  weeks:  Provided,  That  the  Court  of 
General  Sessions  for  the  said  county  shall  be  opened  on  Monday  as 
above  stated  and  that  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  shall  commence 
at  the  end  of  the  Court  of  General  Sessions. 

§  2.  That  at  the  terms  of  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  provided 
for  in  Section  1  of  this  Act  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  shall  be 
open  for  the  taking  of  any  verdict  or  judgment  by  default  or  con- 
sent, and  for  the  transaction  of  equity  business,  when  the  same  does 
not  conflict  with  the  business  of  the  Court  of  General  Sessions. 

§  3,  That  this  Act  shall  go  into  effect  at  the  Summer  term  of  the 
Circuit  Courts  for  the  Second  Judicial  District,  beginning  the  first 
Monday  in  May,  A.  D.  1919. 

§  4.  That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are 
hereby  repealed.

Certain  Legal  Notices  in  Clarendon  County, 


Section  1.  Act  (1915,  XXIX  Stats.,  72)  Amending  Section 
4195,  Civil  Code,  1912,  Volume  I,  Repealed — Publication  of 
Legal  Notices  in  Clarendon  County.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  4195  of 
the  Code  of  Laws  of  1912,  Volume  I,  as  amended  by  an  Act  entitled 
"An  Act  to  amend  Section  4195,  Volume  I,  Civil  Code,  1912,  by 
adding  a  proviso  relative  to  publishing  certain  legal  notices  in  Clar- 
endon county,"  approved  February  12,  1915,  be  amended  by  striking 
out  the  following:  "Provided,  That  in  Clarendon  county  all  bank 
officials  required  by  law  to  publish  quarterly  statements,  and  the 
Clerk  of  Court,  Judge  of  Probate,  and  the  Sheriff  shall  publish  all 
notices  of  sales  of  real  and  personal  property  and  other  notices  in 
both  of  the  newspapers  published  in  said  county,  and  each  of  the 
newspapers  in  which  such  notices  shall  appear  shall  receive  for  pub- 
lishing same  one-half  of  the  legal  rate  for  such  printing  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law :  Provided,  That  contracts  not  exceeding  the  rate  spec- 
ified in  this  Act  made  by  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  for 
printing  shall  not  be  affected  by  the  provisions  hereof/'  So  that 
said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Section  4195.  State  and  county  officials  authorized  by  law  to  pub- 
lish advertisements  in  the  newspapers  of  this  State,  including  sales 
of  real  and  personal  property  by  Masters,  Clerks  of  Court,  Judges 
of  Probate  and  Sheriffs,  citations,  notices  to  creditors,  and  notices 
of  final  settlement  by  executors,  administrators  and  guardians,  and 
all  other  persons  acting  in  a  fiduciary  capacity,  together  with  all 
other  advertising  done  by  order  of  any  Court,  including  service  of 
summons  by  publication,  notices  of  election  ordered  by  Commission- 
ers, reports  of  County  Treasurers,  Supervisors,  Superintendents  of 
Education,  notices  of  County  Auditors,  proclamations  of  the  Execu- 
tive Department,  proposals  for  works  and  supplies  by  the  heads  of 
departments,  or  other  officials  authorized  to  advertise  for  competi- 
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tive  bids,  and  all  other  advertising  whatever  by  State  and  county 
officials,  shall  be  charged  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  inch  for  the 
first  insertion  and  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  per  inch  for  each  sub- 
sequent insertion,  the  said  advertisements  to  bet  set  in  solid  brevier 
type,  including  the  caption  and  all  other  parts  of  said  advertise- 
ments: Provided,  That  newspapers  using  other  than  brevier  type 
shall  receive  compensation  based  on  brevier  measure:  Provided, 
further,  That  all  accounts  rendered  for  printing  shall  be  under  oath 
that  such  accounts  are  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
chapter :  Provided,  further,  That  when  the  value  of  the  real  estate 
as  to  which  such  advertisement  is  made  is  less  than  two  hundred 
dollars,  only  one-half  of  the  rate  hereinbefore  allowed  shall  be 
charged  or  allowed.  And  when  the  value  of  such  estate  is  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  only  one-fourth  of  the  rates  hereinbefore 
allowed  shall  be  charged  or  allowed :  Provided,  further,  That  if  the 
proprietors  or  managers  of  the  newspapers  in  any  county  shall 
refuse  to  insert  such  advertisements  in  their  newspapers  at  the  rate 
hereinbefore  allowed,  the  same  shall  be  posted  in  at  least  three  public 
places  in  the  county,  one  of  which  shall  be  at  the  Courthouse  door : 
And  provided,  further,  That  the  reports  of  the  County  Treasurers 
and  Supervisors  shall  not  exceed  sixty  dollars  each  per  annum: 
Provided,  That  the  publication  of  any  of  the  notices  therein  men- 
tioned may  be  let  by  contract  for  not  more  than  prices  herein  men- 
tioned: Provided,  That  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  not  apply 
to  Charleston  and  Florence  counties." 

§  2.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed— Act  Effective  on  Ap- 
proval.— That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.  This  Act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  approval.

Section  1.  Section  2129,  Civil  Code,  1912,  Volume  I, 
Amended — Road  Duty  in  York  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section 
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2129  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  1912,  Volume  I,  be  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  the  word  "eighteen"  on  line  8  thereof  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  "twenty-one,"  and  adding  the  following  at  the  end 
of  said  section:  "Provided,  TJiat  *uiy  such  citizen  reaching  their 
majority  of  twenty-one  years  of  age  during  the  month  of  June  of 
any  year  shall  become  subject  to  the  payment  of  such  tax  for  said 
year ;"  so  that  said  'section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Section  2129.  For  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  pub- 
lic roads  and  highways  under  the  direction  of  the  Supervisor  and 
County  Commissioners,  and  for  the  building  and  repair  of  all  bridges 
in  said  county,  there  shall  be  levied  an  annual  tax  of  two  (2)  mills 
on  all  real  and  personal  property,  which  shall  be  levied  and  collected 
as  all  other  taxes  and  at  the  same  time.  In  addition  to  above  levy 
of  two  mills  on  real  and  personal  property  for  roads  and  bridges, 
there  shall  be  a  road  tax  of  three  dollars  on  all  male  citizens  in  said 
county  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  fifty-five  years,  which 
road  tax  shall  be  collected  as  all  other  taxes  are  collected :  Provided, 
That  any  such  citizen  reaching  their  majority  of  twenty-one  years 
of  age  during  the  month  of  June  of  any  year  shall  become  subject 
to  the  payment  of  such  tax  for  said  year."

AN  ACT  to  Amend  the  Law  Relating  to  Magistrates,  Their 
Constables,  Powers,  Duties,  Jurisdiction,  Salaries,  Etc., 
In  So  Far  as  the  Same  Relates  to  Cherokee  County. 

Section  1.  Magistrates  and  Constables  in  Cherokee  County 
—Appointment,  Jurisdiction— -Compensation.— -Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  there 
shall  be  appointed  in  each  of  the  townships  for  Cherokee  county  one 
Magistrate,  except  that  two  Magistrates  shall  be  appointed  for 
Limestone  township,  who  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  through- 
out the  county  in  all  criminal  matters  arising  therein,  but  in  civil 
matters  shall  only  have  jurisdiction  in  their  respective  townships, 
except  the  Magistrates  in  Limestone  township,  who  shall  have  juris- 
diction in  civil  matters  all  over  the  county.  Both  Magistrates  for 
Limestone  township  shall  live  in  or  near  Gaffney,  and  the  Magis- 
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trate  for  Cherokee  township  shall  live  in  or  near  the  town  of  Blacks- 
burg.  The  said  Magistrates  shall  receive  the  sum  of  seventy-five 
($75.00)  dollars  per  annum,  except  the  Magistrates  at  Gaffney,  who 
shall  receive  two  hundred  and  fifty  ($250.00)  dollars  each,  and  the 
Magistrate  at  Blacksburg,  who  shall  receive  one  hundred  and  fifty 
($150.00)  dollars,  said  salary  to  be  in  lieu  of  all  fees  for  criminal 
service.  That  no  criminal  case  shall  be  compromised  until  costs 
accruing  therein  shall  have  been  paid ;  that  all  costs,  fines  and  pen- 
alties shall  be  paid  over  to  the  County  Treasurer  for  ordinary  county 
purposes,  and  same  published  by  said  Treasurer,  as  now  provided 
by  law.  That  there  shall  be  appointed  by  each  of  said  Magistrates, 
except  the  Magistrates  at  Gaffney,  a  Constable,  who  shall  receive 
the  same  salary  as  the  said  Magistrate  so  appointing  him,  except 
Blacksburg,  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  hundred  ($100.00) 
dollars,  same  to  be  in  lieu  of  all  fees  for  criminal  services. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  2652,  Volume  I,  Civil  Code  of 
Laws  of  South  Carolina,  1912,  So  as  to  Provide  for  the 
Prompt  Publication  of  Notices  and  to  Permit  Banks  to 
Publish  Their  Statements  in  Newspapers  Having  the 
Largest  Circulation  Within  Their  County, 


1.  Section  2652,  Civil  Code,  1912,  Volume  I, 
Amended — Publication  of  Bank  Statements. — Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Sec- 
tion 2652,  Volume  I,  Civil  Code  of  Laws,  South  Carolina,  1912,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  after  the  word  "located," 
same  being  the  last  word  of  said  section,  the  following  proviso: 
"Provided,  That  in  counties  in  which  no  newspaper  is  published, 
the  said  statements  shall  be  published  in  some  newspaper  having 
general  circulation  within  the  county  in  which  the  bank  is  located, 
and  all  of  said  statements  shall  be  promptly  published  by  any  news- 
paper to  which  it  is  delivered  and  in  the  next  succeeding  issue  after 
the  delivery  of  the  said  statement,  and  should  said  bank  statement 
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not  be  promptly  published  in  the  next  succeeding  issue  after  the 
delivery  of  the  said  notice,  no  charge  shall  be  made  for  the  publica- 
tion thereof,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows : 

Section  2652.  The  quarterly  statements  now  required  by  law  to 
be  published  by  the  banking  institutions  in  this  State  shall  hereafter 
be  published  not  quarterly,  as  heretofore,  but  when  and  as  called 
for,  by  the  State  Bank  Examiner,  without  previous  notice  to  said 
banking  institutions,  and  such  statements  shall  be  called  for  by  said 
Bank  Examiner  at  least  four  times  each  year,  and  published  in  some 
newspaper  in  the  county  wherein  such  banking  institution  is  located : 
Provided,  That  in  counties  in  which  no  newspaper  is  published,  the 
said  statements  shall  be  published  in  some  newspaper  having  gen- 
eral circulation  within  the  county  in  which  the  bank  is  located,  and 
all  of  said  sattements  shall  be  promptly  published  by  any  newspaper 
to  which  it  is  delivered  and  in  the  next  succeeding  issue  after  the 
delivery  of  the  said  statement,  and  should  said  bank  statement  not 
be  promptly  published  in  the  next  succeeding  issue  after  the  deliv- 
ery of  the  said  notice,  no  charge  shall  be  made  for  the  publication 
thereof :  Provided,  That  a  written  copy  of  the  advertisement  shall 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  printer  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  pub- 
lication of  paper.

AN  ACT  to  Appropriate  Funds  for  the  Promotion  and  Main- 
tenance of  Vocational  Education  in  Agricultural  Sub- 
jects, Industrial  Subjects,  and  Home  Economic 


Section  1.  Annual  Appropriation  for  Vocational  Educa- 
tion.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  That  there  shall  be  appropriated  annually,  out  of  the  State 
treasury,  for  the  promotion  of  vocational  education  in  agricultural 
subjects,  industrial  subjects,  and  home  economic  subjects,  a  sum 
not  less  than  the  amount  which  may  be  apportioned  to  the  State  of 
South  Carolina  from  the  funds  appropriated  by  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  in  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  promo- 
tion of  vocational  education;  to  provide  for  co-operation  with  the 
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States  in  the  promotion  of  such  education  in  agriculture  and  the 
trades  and  industries;  to  provide  for  co-operation  with  the  States 
in  the  preparation  of  teachers  of  vocational  subjects ;  and  to  appro- 
priate money  and  regulate  its  expenditure,"  approved  February 
twenty-third,  nineteen  hundred  seventeen. 

§  2.  The  moneys  appropriated  under  the  terms  of  this  Act  shall 
be  paid  out  upon  the  order  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  duly 
countersigned  and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  and  itemized  vouchers  shall  be  filed  with  Comptroller- 
General  as  in  the  case  of  other  funds. 

§  3.  Use  of  Funds. — The  State  Board  of  Education  may  use 
the  funds  appropriated  by  this  Act  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries 
of  teachers,  supervisors  or  directors  of  vocational  subjects,  or  for 
the  purchase  of  supplies  and  equipment  to  be  used  by  vocational 
classes,  or  for  the  maintenance  of  classes  training  teachers  of  voca- 
tional subjects,  or  for  the  administration  of  vocational  education, 
including  necessary  supervision  and  clerical  help. 

§  4.  State  Board  of  Education  to  Promulgate  Rules  and 
Regulations. — The  State  Board  of  Education  shall  adopt  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  expenditures  of  moneys  appropriated 
by  this  Act,  and  shall  make  the  same  known  to  the  various  school 
•districts  of  the  State,  in  order  that  they  may  know  the  conditions 
under  which  they  are  entitled  to  share  in  the  funds  available  for 
vocational  education. 

§  5.  Appropriations.— For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  there  is  hereby  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$25,000.00  for  the  use  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  until  June 
30,  1919,  the  said  June  30th  being  the  close  of  the  United  States 
fiscal  year ;  and  for  the  use  of  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the 
United  States  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1919,  and  closing  June 
30,  1920,  the  sum  of  $50,000.00.

AN  ACT  to  Declare  the  Law  in  Relation  to  Waiver  of  Juris- 
dictional Objections  in  Certain  Cases  in  Magistrates9 
Courts. 

Section  1.  Waiver  of  Jurisdiction  in  Actions  in  Magis- 
trates9 Courts,  Brought  in  Wrong  County.— Be  it  enacted  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  when 
any  civil  action  cognizable  by  Magistrates  shall  be  brought  in  the 
wrong  county,  the  mere  failure  of  the  defendant  to  appear  shall  not 
be  deemed  a  waiver  of  any  objection  such  defendant  may  have  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Magistrate:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  positive  action  of  such 
defendant  from  which  an  intention  to  waive  the  jurisdictional  objec- 
tion might  be  inferred  from  operating  as  such  waiver.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  4229,  Volume  I,  Code  of  Laws 
of  South  Carolina,  1912,  by  Inserting  After  the  Word 
"Dollars"  on  Line  Twenty-three  Thereof,  and  Before 
the  Word  "Proceedings,"  the  Following  Words:  And  in 
Berkeley  County,  Where  the  Magistrate  Shall  Receive 
Five  Dollars.  So  That  the  Said  Section,  When  So 
Amended,  Shall  Read  as  Follows: 

Section  1.  Section  4229,  Civil  Code  of  1912,  Volume 
I,  Amended  —  Compensation  of  Magistrates  in  Berkeley 
County  for  Holding  Inquests. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina : 

Section  4229.  Oath  and  warrant  in  criminal  case,  forty  cents; 
each  recognizance,  forty  cents ;  taking  bond  in  proceedings  for  claim 
and  delivery  of  personal  property  and  in  attachment  proceedings, 
fifty  cents ;  each  commitment  and  release,  twenty  cents ;  administer- 
ing and  certifying  oath  in  writing  other  than  above,  thirty  cents ; 
issuing  writs  of  habeas  corpus,  to  the  two  Magistrates  jointly,  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents;  issuing  summons  and  copy  for  defendant  in 
civil  cases,  thirty-five  cents;  issuing  summons  for  witnesses  in  any 
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civil  case,  twenty  cents ;  taking  examination  of  witnesses  in  writing 
in  any  case,  as  prescribed  by  law,  fifty  cents  for  each  witness,  not 
exceeding  six  in  any  case,  and  the  fees  for  taking  examination  of 
witnesses  shall  in  no  case  exceed  three  dollars;  for  giving  judgment 
on  hearing  litigated  case,  twenty-five  cents;  for  giving  judgment  in 
case  not  defended,  twenty  cents ;  for  issuing  execution  or  renewal, 
twenty-five  cents;  report  of  case  and  taking  bond  to  appeal,  sixty 
cents;  for  making  transcript  of  judgment  to  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  twenty-five  cents;  issuing  attachment,  returnable  to  Court 
or  to  Magistrate,  including  all  notices,  one  dollar;  filing  return  or 
garnishee  and  order  thereon,  fifteen  cents;  proceedings  on  behalf 
of  landlord  or  lessor  against  tenant  or  lessee,  to  the  two  Magis- 
trates, five  dollars;  proceedings  on  certifying  indenture  of  appren- 
tice or  assignment,  one  dollar;  for  the  trial  of  any  criminal  case, 
inclusive  of  all  costs,  except  for  issuing  papers,  one  dollar ;  for  every 
preliminary  examination  of  any  criminal  case,  fifty  cents ;  proceed- 
ings on  Coroner's  inquest,  as  prescribed  by  law,  eight  dollars  and 
fifty  cents,  except  in  Orangeburg  county,  where  the  Magistrate  shall 
receive  only  three  dollars,  and  in  Berkeley  county,  where  the  Mag- 
istrate shall  receive  five  dollars;  proceedings  on  estray  horse  or 
mule,  fifty  cents ;  proceedings  on  all  other  estrays,  each  fifteen  cents ; 
taking  and  certifying  renunciation  of  dower,  two  dollars ;  granting 
order  for  special  bail,  fifty  cents;  for  qualifying  each  appraiser  in 
setting  off  homestead,  besides  five  cents  per  mile  for  all  travel 
actually  necessary,  twenty-five  cents;  issuing  summons  for  jurors 
in  a  criminal  case,  twenty-one  cents.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  an  Equalization  Fund  for  Needy 
Schools  and  to  Repeal  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to 
Guarantee  Adequate  Facilities  and  Teaching  Corps  in 
Needy  School  Districts/'  Approved  February  27,  1917, 
and  Printed  as  Act  43,  Page  97,  Statutes  of  1917. 


Section  1.  State  Aid  for  Needy  Schools— -Terms  and  Con- 
ditions.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  A  minimum  school  term  of  not  less  than  seven 
months  is  hereby  guaranteed  in  any  public  school  district  voting 
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an  eight  mill  tax  for  current  expenses,  employing  one  certificated 
teacher  to  instruct  not  fewer  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  fifty 
pupils,  maintaining  under  each  teacher  in  each  classroom  an  average 
monthly  attendance  of  at  least  fifteen  pupils,  and  paying  to  each 
teacher  the  minimum  salary  hereinafter  provided.  Any  school 
district  voting  for  current  expenses  a  local  tax  of  less  than  eight 
mills,  or  enrolling  under  any  one  teacher  fewer  than  twenty-five  or 
more  than  fifty  pupils,  or  maintaining  in  any  classroom  an  average 
monthly  attendance  of  fewer  than  fifteen  pupils,  or  paying  teachers 
from  regular  or  special  funds  salaries  in  excess  of  those  hereinafter 
stipulated,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  share  in  the  benefits  of  this  Act. 
Neither  district  taxes  on  account  of  school  funds  nor  taxes  in  excess 
of  eight  mills  for  current  expenses  shall  affect  the  status  of  any 
school  district  applying  for  aid  hereunder,  to  run  a  term  of  seven 
months. 

§  2.  Salaries  of  Teachers.— In  any  school  district  applying 
for  aid  under  this  Act,  the  schedule  of  teachers'  salaries  to  be  paid 
from  regular  or  special  funds  shall  be  as  follows:  The  principal 
of  a  one-teacher  or  of  a  two-teacher  school  shall  be  paid  during 
the  first  year  not  more  than  $75.00  per  month;  the  principal  of  a 
three-teacher  school  shall  be  paid  not  more  than  $90.00  per  month; 
the  principal  of  a  four-teacher  school  shall  be  paid  not  more  than 
$105.00  per  month,  and  the  principal  of  a  school  employing  five  or 
more  teachers  shall  be  paid  not  more  than  $120.00  per  month.  An 
assistant  teacher  holding  a  first-grade  certificate  shall  be  paid  not 
more  than  $60.00  per  month ;  an  assistant  teacher  holding  a  second- 
grade  certificate  shall  be  paid  not  more  than  $50.00  per  month,  and 
an  assistant  teacher  holding  a  third-grade  certificate  shall  be  paid 
not  more  than  $40.00  per  month.  Any  principal  or  any  assistant 
returning  to  his  or  her  classroom  may  be  paid  during  the  second 
year  an  additional  stipend  of  $5.00  per  month,  and  during  the  third 
year  a  further  stipend  of  $5.00  per  month.  In  any  district  the 
Board  of  Trustees  may  pay  lower  salaries  in  their  discretion;  but 
such  lower  salaries  shall  always  constitute  the  basis  for  calculating 
any  deficiency  to  be  made  up  from  the  funds  provided  under  this 
Act.  If  the  salaries  paid  teachers  in  any  district  exceed  the  sal- 
aries herein  authorized,  the  total  amount  of  the  excess  must  be 
applied  by  the  Board  of  School  District  Trustees,  either  by  private 
subscription  or  by  a  higher  rate  of  local  taxation.  Any  district  run- 
ning its  school  longer  than  seven  months  must  also  pay  the  cost  of 
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the  eighth  month,  or  of  the  ninth  month,  by  private  subscription,  or 
by  a  higher  rate  of  local  taxation. 

§  3.  Annual  Appropriation — Duties  of  State  Superintend- 
ent of  Education — Disbursement, — The  sum  of  $125,000.00  is 
hereby  appropriated  annually  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 
The  State  Superintendent  of  Education  shall  prescribe  all  necessary 
forms  and  blanks  to  be  used  by  school  districts  applying  for  aid 
hereunder.  The  decision  of  the  State  Superintendent  regarding 
any  application  shall  be  subject  to  review  on  appeal  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education.  All  moneys  shall  be  paid  out  on  duly  item- 
ized vouchers  filed  with  the  Comptroller  General,  and  a  detailed 
report  of  all  expenditures  shall  be  included  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent in  his  annual  report  to  the  General  Assembly. 

§  4.  Repealing  Clause — Act  Effective  on  Approval. — All 

Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 
This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  Traveling  Expenses  of  the  County 
Superintendent  of  Education  of  York  County. 

Section  1.  Traveling  Expenses  of  County  Superintendent 
of  Education  of  York  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  County  Super- 
intendent of  Education  of  York  county  shall  receive  annually,  in 
addition  to  the  salary  now  provided  by  law,  the  sum  of  four  hun- 
dred ($400.00)  dollars  for  traveling  expenses  incurred  within  the 
county  of  York  and  in  the  performance  of  his  official  duty,  but  no 
account  thereof  shall  be  approved  or  paid  until  he  shall  have  fur- 
nished the  County  Board  of  Education  with  an  itemized  statement 
under  oath  of  said  expenses  incurred. 

§  2.  From  What  Funds  Payable. — The  sum  hereinabove  pro- 
vided for  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  school  funds  of  the  county  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

§  3.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Regulate  the  Procedure  Before  Courts  or  Other 
Tribunals  When  Objection  Is  Made  to  the  Jurisdiction. 


Section  1.  Objection  to  Jurisdiction  of  Courts  or  Tribu- 
nals, How  Made. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  when  in  any  case  or  proceeding 
before  any  Court  or  other  tribunal  any  party  shall  appear  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  objecting  to  the  jurisdiction  of  such  Court  or  tri- 
bunal, and  such  Court  or  tribunal  shall  upon  such  objection  being 
made  overrule  the  same,  such  party  may  give  notice,  either  to  the 
Court  or  tribunal  or  to  the  opposing  party,  that  he  intends  to  rely 
on  such  jurisdictional  objection  or  reserve  his  rights  thereunder. 
Upon  the  overruling  of  such  objection  to  the  jurisdiction  and  giving 
of  such  notice,  such  party  may  thereafter  appear  generally  or  answer 
or  plead  or  contest  upon  the  merits,  and  such  general  appearance, 
answer,  pleading  or  contract  upon  the  merits  shall  not  be  deemed  a 
waiver  of  the  objection  to  the  jurisdiction. 

§  2*  Notice* — The  notice  required  by  Section  1  of  this  Act  need 
not  be  in  any  special  form  or  in  the  exact  language  of  this  Act,  but 
any  notice  which  informs  the  Court,  tribunal  or  opposing  party  in 
substance  of  the  intention  of  the  party  to  rely  on  the  objection  made, 
or  reserving  his  rights  thereunder,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient 
notice.  The  notice  may  be  oral,  if  given  to  the  Court  or  tribunal  in 
the  presence  of  the  opposing  party  or  his  attorney,  in  which  case  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Court  or  tribunal  to  make  a  note  of  the 
same,  so  as  to  preserve  the  rights  of  the  party,  but  in  all  other  cases 
such  notice  shall  be  in  writing.  Notice  to  the  attorney  representing 
any  party  shall  be  deemed  notice  to  the  party. 


§  3.  Who  May  Give  Notice. — The  word  party  as  used  in 
this  Act  shall  include  parties  and  all  other  persons  interested  in  the 
case  or  proceeding  and  having  a  legal  right  to  make  the  objection 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  or  tribunal. 

§  4.  Mode  Prescribed  Not  Exclusive,  in  What  Cases.— 

Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  impair  the  right  of  any 
party  to  object  to  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Court  or  tribunal  at  any 
time  and  place  in  any  manner  now  allowed  by  law  and  the  practice 
in  this  State,  when  such  objection  is  based  upon  the  lack  of  juris- 
diction of  the  subject  matter  of  the  case  or  proceeding.

AN  ACT  to  Require  All  County  Officers  in  Fairfield  County, 
Who  by  Law  Collect  Fees  or  Receive  Salaries,  to  Report 
.the  Amount  Collected  Semiannually* 

Section  1.  County  Officers  of  Fairfield  County  to  Report 
Fees  and  Salaries. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  All  county  officers  in  Fairfield  county, 
who  under  the  provisions  of  law  are  authorized  to  charge  and  col- 
lect fees  for  any  official  service  or  receive  salaries,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  required  to  make  a  full  and  accurate  report  of  all  such  fees 
collected  and  salaries  received  by  them  to  the  County  Board  of  Com- 
missioners semiannually,  which  report  shall  be  kept  by  said  Board 
for  the  Grand  Jury  and  public  inspection — that  is  to  say:  for  the 
first  six  months  on  the  30th  of  July,  or  within  thirty  days  thereafter, 
and  for  the  second  six  months  thereof  on  the  31st  of  December,  or 
within  thirty  days  thereafter:  Provided,  That  the  first  of  said 
reports  herein  required  shall  cover  from  1st  day  of  January,  1919. 

§  2.  Penalty, — Any  failure  or  refusal  to  make  such  reports  by 
any  such  officers  is  hereby  declared  to  be  nonfeasance  in  office ;  and 
upon  conviction  therefor  the  offender  shall  be  punished  by  fine  or 
imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  2812  of  Volume  I,  Code  of  Laws 
of  1912,  Relating  to  Voluntary  Dissolution  of  Corpora- 
tions. 

Section  1.  Section  2812,  Civil  Code  of  1912,  Volume  I, 
Amended  -—Dissolution  of  Corporations.— Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section 
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2812  of  the  Civil  Code  of  1912,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  "or  other  officers"  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words  "and  a  majority  of  the  board  of  directors,"  so 
that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  2812.  All  corporations  heretofore  or  hereafter  incorpo- 
rated in  this  State,  either  by  the  Legislature,  the  Secretary  of  State 
or  a  Clerk  of  Court,  shall  always  have  the  right  to  go  into  liquida- 
tion and  to  wind  up  their  affairs  and  dissolve  by  resolution  of  the 
stockholders  representing  a  majority  of  capital  stock  had  after  such 
notice  as  is  hereinafter  provided;  said  resolution  to  be  signed  by 
the  president  and  secretary  and  a  majority  of  the  board  of  direc- 
tors of  the  corporation,  and  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  to 
be  filed  and  recorded  in  his  office :  Provided,  That  such  resolution 
shall  not  bar  an  action  for  two  years  thereafter  against  the  corpora- 
tion or  any  of  its  members  for  any  liability  incurred  during  the 
existence  of  the  corporation.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  2114  of  the  Code  of  Laws,  1912, 
Volume  I,  by  Empowering  the  Township  Supervisor  to 
Hire  Laborers  at  Prevailing  Prices. 

Section  1.  Section  2114,  Civil  Code  of  1912,  Volume  I, 
Amended — Road  Work  in  York  County. — Be  it  enacted  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section 
2114  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  South  Carolina,  1912,  Volume  I,  be 
amended  by  striking  out  on  line  twenty  (20)  between  the  word 
"hands"  and  "to"  the  words  "at  not  exceeding  $1.00  per  day"  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  at  such  price  per  day  as  then 
prevails  in  the  community,  for  like  work,  per  day,  so  that  said 
section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  2114.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Township  Supervisor 
annually,  before  the  15th  day  of  March,  to  ascertain  the  names  of 
all  persons  living  in  his  township  liable  for  road  duty,  and  file  with 
the  County  Supervisor  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  same.  The  County 
Supervisor  shall  forthwith  file  said  list  with  the  County  Auditor, 
who  shall  file  same,  after  making  any  corrections  or  additions  from 
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information  in  his  office,  with  the  County  Treasurer:  The  Town- 
ship Supervisor  may  let  contracts  for  the  working  of  all  sections 
of  roads  and  the  construction  and  repair  of  all  bridges  in  his  town- 
ship not  over  fifteen  feet  in  length,  and  shall  pay  from  his  township 
fund  all  damages  recovered  from  defects  in  said  bridges,  and  shall 
co-operate  with  the  County  Supervisor  in  letting  all  contracts  for 
the  working  of  all  sections  of  roads  in  his  township  costing  over 
twenty  dollars.  He  shall  see  that  the  law  in  reference  to  keeping 
the  streams  free  from  rafts  is  complied  with  in  his  township.  He 
may  appoint  not  over  four  road  overseers  in  his  township,  at  not 
exceeding  $2.00  per  day  for  each  day  actually  worked,  to  superin- 
tend and  have  worked  those  sections  of  roads  which  he  has  not 
worked  himself,  or  which  have  not  been  let  to  a  contractor  to  be 
worked.  He  may,  after  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year,  assign 
any  person  liable  to  road  duty,  who  has  not  paid  his  commutation 
tax  in  lieu  thereof,  to  the  control  of  any  of  said  road  overseers  to 
work  upon  any  section  of  roads  in  the  township  which  he  may 
direct.  He  may  also  hire  hands  at  such  price  per  day  as  then  pre- 
vails in  the  community  for  like  w&rk.  per  day  to  work  on  said  sec- 
tions of  roads,  either  under  his  direction  or  under  the  direction  of 
his  overseer.  The  Township  Supervisor  shall,  when  so  requested* 
give  his  receipt  to  all  those  persons  who  may  have  worked  out  their 
full  road  duty,  and  it  shall  be  valid  in  the  county  for  that  year.

A  JOINT  RESOLUTION  to  Ratify  an  Amendment  to  Section 
7  of  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution,  Relating  to  Munic- 
ipal Bonded  Indebtedness,  by  Adding  Thereto  a  Pro- 
viso to  Empower  the  City  of  McCormick  to  Increase  Its. 
Bonded  Indebtedness. 


Section  1.  Amendment  to  Section  7,  Article  VIII,  Ratified 
— Bonded  Debt  of  City  of  McCormick. — Be  it  resolved  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  amend- 
ment to  Section  7  of  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution,  by  adding  at 
the  end  thereof  the  following  words :  "Provided,  further,  That  the 
limitations  imposed  by  this  section,  and  by  Section  5  of  Article  X 
of  this  Constitution,  shall  not  apply  to  the  bonded  indebtedness: 
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incurred  by  the  town  of  McCormick,  but  that  said  town  of  McCor- 
mick  may  increase  its  bonded  indebtedness  in  the  manner  provided 
in  said  section  of  said  article  to  an  amount  exceeding  fifteen  per 
centum  of  the  value  of  the  taxable  property  therein  where  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  said  bonds,  which  are  to  be  in  the  amount  of  thirty 
thousand  ($30,000.00)  dollars,  shall  be  turned  over  by  the  Town 
Counod  of  the  said  town  of  McCormick  to  the  duly  elected  Com- 
missioners of  the  county  of  McCormick  for  the  purpose  of  aiding 
in  the  construction  of  the  public  buildings  of  the  said  couflty  of 
McCormick,"  submitted  by  the  last  regular  General  Assembly  to 
the  qualified  electors  of  the  next  general  election  thereafter,  by  a 
Joint  Resolution  approved  by  the  Governor  the  14th  day  of  Febru- 
ary, 1918,  and  upon  which  amendment  a  majority  of  the  electors 
qualified  to  vote  for  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  voting 
thereon  at  said  general  election,  voted  in  favor  thereof,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  ratified  and  made  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  215,  Volume  II  of  the  Criminal 
Code  of  South  Carolina,  So  as  to  Increase  the  Penalty 
for  Violations  of  Its  Provisions. 

Section  1.  Section  215,  Criminal  Code,  Amended — Pen- 
alty for  Negligent,  Etc,  Burnings. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  215  of 
the  Criminal  Code  of  South  Carolina,  Volume  II,  of  the  Code 
of  Laws  of  South  Carolina  of  1912,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "five  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred" on  line  five  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
words  "twenty-five  nor  more  than  five  hundred,"  and  amend  fur- 
ther by  striking  out  the  words  "thirty  days"  on  line  seven  of  said 
section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "one  year,"  so  that 
said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  215.  Punishment  for  Negligently  Firing  Grass,  Etc. — 
Proviso. — Whoever  shall  wilfully,  maliciously  or  negligently  set 
fire  to  or  burn  any  grass,  brush  or  other  combustible  matter,  so  as 
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thereby  any  woods,  fields,  fences  or  marshes  of  any  other  person 
or  persons  be  set  on  fire,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  or  be  there- 
unto aiding  or  assisting,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  imprisonment  of  not  more  than  one  year  in  the  county 
jail,  and  shall,  moreover,  be  liable  to  the  action  of  any  person  or 
persons  who  may  have  sustained  damage  thereby:  Provided,  That 
no  person  or  persons  shall  be  prevented  from  firing  woods,  fields, 
lands  dr  marshes  within  his  own  bounds,  so  that  he  suffer  not  the 
fire  to  get  without  the  bounds  of  his  lands  and  injure  the  woods, 
fences  or  grass  of  his  neighbor  or  neighbors.

AN  ACT  to  Enable  School  District  No.  26,  Abbeville  County, 
to  Increase  Its  Tax  Levy  to  Eight  Mills,  for  School  Pur- 
poses. 


Section  1.  Limit  of  Tax  Levy  in  School  District  No.  26, 
Abbeville  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  School  District  No.  26,  Abbeville 
county,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  for  school 
purposes  an  extra  school  tax,  not  exceeding  eight  mills,  provided 
said  school  district  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  1742, 
Civil  Code,  1912,  Volume  I.  This  additional  tax,  any  of  which 
shall  be  collected  annually,  unless  increased,  decreased  or  repealed, 
as  provided  in  the  said  section. 

§  2.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval.— This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Provide  for 
a  System  of  County  Government  for  Cherokee  County." 

Section  1.  Act  (1918,  XXX  Stats.,  817)  Amended— Com- 
pensation of  Supervisor  and  County  Commissioners  in  Chero- 
kee County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  1  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  "one  thousand  and  eighty"  on  lines  six  and  seven  and  insert- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "one  thousand,  two  hundred,"  and 
amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  words  "two  hundred"  where 
same  appear  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "four  hundred 
each,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Section  1.  That  the  county  government  of  Cherokee  county  shall 
be  administered  by  a  County  Board  of  Commissioners,  consisting  of 
a  Supervisor,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two  years,  to  be  elected 
by  the  people,  as  now  provided  by  law,  and  who  shall  receive  a  sal- 
ary of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  two  Com- 
missioners, to  be  elected  as  other  county  officers  are,  and  to  receive 
a  salary  of  four  hundred  dollars  each  per  annum,  paid  quarterly." 

§  2.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Supervisor  and  Commissioners. 

— That  Section  2  of  said  Act  be  amended  by  adding  the  following 
at  the  end  of  said  section:  "The  Supervisor  and  Commissioners 
each  shall  have  authority  to  have  work  done  toward  improving  the 
roads  and  bridges,  where  the  cost  of  the  work  to  be  done  does  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  when  the  cost  exceeds 
said  sum,  a  majority  of  said  Board  shall  approve  the  work  to  be 
done,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  same.  Whenever  any  work  is  done 
under  the  direction  of  any  member  of  the  Board,  or  a  majority  of 
said  Board,  same  shall  be  itemized  and  approved  by  the  Commis- 
sioners at  the  monthly  meeting  succeeding  the  time  said  work  was 
done,  but  nothing  therein  shall  authorize  an  expenditure  of  any 
amount  exceeding  the  sum  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  the  said 
Board  of  Commissioners  shall  keep  an  itemized  statement  of  all 
funds  expended  in  said  county  and  for  what  purpose,  and  shall  fur- 
nish to  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  for  Cherokee  county 
a  copy  of  same  before  the  convening  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
each  year,"  so  that  when  said  section  is  amended  it  shall  read  as 
follows : 
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"Section  2.  That  the  duties  of  the  said  County  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners shall  be  to  have  charge  of  the  ordinary  affairs  of  the  county, 
maintain  all  or  any  portion  of  the  public  roads  and  highways  of 
Cherokee  county  not  actually  improved  permanently  by  the  Chero- 
kee County  Highway  Commission,  pass  upon  all  claims  against  the 
county  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  now  required  of  the 
County  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Cherokee  county.  The  Super- 
visor and  Commissioners  each  shall  have  authority  to  have  work 
done  towards  improving  the  roads  and  bridges,  where  the  cost  of 
the  work  to  be  done  does  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  when  the  cost  exceeds  that  sum,  a  majority  of  said  Board 
shall  approve  the  work  to  be  done,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  same. 
Whenever  any  work  is  done  under  the  direction  of  any  member  of 
the  Board,  or  a  majority  of  said  Board,  same  shall  be  itemized  and 
approved  by  the  Commissioners  at  the  monthly  meeting  succeeding 
the  time  said  work  was  done,  but  nothing  therein  shall  authorize  an 
expenditure  of  any  amount  exceeding  the  sum  provided  for  that 
purpose,  and  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  keep  an  item- 
ized statement  of  all  funds  expended  in  said  county  and  for  what 
purpose,  and  shall  furnish  to  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly 
for  Cherokee  county  a  copy  of  same  before  the  convening  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  each  year."

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  the  salary  of  the  Supervisor  shall  be  as  now  provided  by 
law,  and  the  compensation  of  the  four  members  of  the  said  Board 
shall  be  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  ($125.00)  dollars  each  per 
year.  Said  Commissioners,  when  so  appointed,  shall  each  be  com- 
missioned by  the  Secretary  of  State  as  other  county  officers,  and 
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shall  each  give  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  two  thousand  ($2,000.00) 
dollars  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval — Repealing  Clause. — This 
Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  1756  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of 
South  Carolina,  1912,  Volume  I,  Relating  to  Transfer 
of  Pupils. 

Section  1.  Section  1756,  Civil  Code  of  1912,  Volume  I, 
Amended — Transfer  of  Pupils — Enrollment* — Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Sec- 
tion 1756  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  South  Carolina,.  1912,  Volume  I, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  a 
proviso  as  follows:  Provided,  further,  That  if  any  pupil  go  from 
his  home  school  district  and  attend  school  in  another  district  with- 
out having  been  first  legally  transferred  by  the  action  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  district  wherein  he  resides,  his  enrollment  shall 
be  counted  in  the  district  in  which  he  resides.  So  that  said  Section 
1756,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  1756.  When  it  shall  so  happen  that  persons  are  so  situ- 
ated as  to  be  better  accommodated  at  the  school  of  an  adjoining 
school  district,  whether  special  or  otherwise,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  school  district  in  which  such  persons  reside  may  transfer 
such  persons  for  education  to  the  school  district  in  which  such 
school  is  located;  and  the  Trustees  of  the  school  district:  where  the 
school  is  located  shall  receive  such  persons  into  the  school  as  though 
they  reside  within  the  district :  Provided,  That  children  shall  not  be 
transferred  from  a  school  district  in  one  county  to  a  school  district 
in  an  adjoining  county  without  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  the  respective  counties  in  which  the  transfer  is  made :  Pro- 
vided, further,  That  if  any  taxpayer  pays  taxes  in  two  or  more 
counties  he  shall  have  the  right  to  send  his  children  to  the  school  of 
any  one  of  said  counties:  Provided,  further,  That  if  any  pupil  go 
from  his  home  school  district  and  attend  school  in  another  district 
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without  having  been  first  legally  transferred  by  the  action  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  district  wherein  he  resides,  his  enrollment 
shall  be  counted  in  the  district  in  which' he  resides.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  1  of  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to 
Fix  the  Capitation  Road  Tax  for  Lexington  County,  and 
to  Provide  Penalty  for  Its  Nonpayment,"  Approved 
March  1,  1917,  by  Increasing  the  Same. 

Section  1.  Act  (1917,  XXX  Stats.,  287)  Amended — Com- 
mutation Road  Tax  in  Lexington  County. — Be  it  enacted  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section 
1  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  fix  the  capitation  road  tax  for  Lex- 
ington county  and  to  provide  penalty  for  its  nonpayment,"  approved 
March  1,  1917,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "two"  on  line 
five  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "five,"  so 
that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  after  the  approval  of  this  Act,  in  lieu  of  labor 
upon  the  public  roads  of  Lexington  county,  all  male  citizens  not 
incapable  of  performing  manual  labor  between  twenty-one  and  fifty- 
five  years  of  age  shall  pay  annually  five  dollars  to  the  County  Treas- 
urer of  said  county,  at  the  same  time  that  other  taxes  are  made  pay- 
able. The  proceeds  of  such  tax  shall  be  credited  to  the  township 
from  which  it  may  be  paid,  to  be  expended  on  the  upkeep  of  the 
public  roads  of  such  township:  Provided,  This  shall  not  apply  to 
citizens  residing  within  incorporate  towns  or  cities. 

§  2.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval,  and  all 
Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  Relating  to  the  Appointment  of  School  Trustees  in 
Marion  County  and  to  Fix  Their  Term  of  Office. 

Section  1.  Appointment  and  Term  of  Office  of  School 
Trustees  in  Marion  .County— Proviso. — Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  County 
Board  of  Education  of  Marion  county  shall,  after  the  expiration  of 
the  term  of  office  of  the  present  School  Trustees  of  the  various 
school  districts  of  Marion  county,  appoint  three  Trustees  from  each 
of  said  districts,  whose  terms  of  office  shall  be  one,  two  and  three 
years,  respectively,  the  said  County  Board  of  Education  to  desig- 
nate which  Trustee  shall  serve  for  one  year,  which  for  two  years, 
and  which  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  annually  during  the 
month  of  June  shall  appoint  one  Trustee  of  each  of  the  various 
school  districts,  who  shall  hold  office  for  three  years,  so  that  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  each  district  as  thus  constituted  shall  always 
have  at  least  two  experienced  members:  Provided,  The  provisions 
of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  special  and  graded  school  districts 
created  by  special  Acts. 

§  2.  Vacancies.— -In  case  of  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  any  school  district  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the 
same  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  County  Board  of  Educa- 
tion for  the  unexpired  term. 

§  3.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed.— All  Acts  and  parts  of 
Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  Comptroller  General,  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Education,  the  State  Treasurer  and 
the  State  Bank  Examiner  to  Prepare  and  Distribute 
Among  County  Officers  a  System  of  Uniform  Blanks 
and  Reports. 

Whereas,  The  Comptroller  General,  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Education  and  the  State  Treasurer  are  now  required  by  law  to  pre- 
y—A. 
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pare  and  distribute  for  the  use  of  county  officers  monthly  and  annual 
report  blanks ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  data  requested  by  these  State  officials  frequently 
overlap,  thus  requiring  county  officers  to  compile  and  tabulate  the 
same  facts  in  several  forms;  and, 

Whereas,  A  uniform  system  of  blanks  could  be  readily  prepared 
by  the  State  officers  co-operating  together,  and  by  the  State  Bank 
Examiner,  who  is  now  directed  by  law  to  check  up,  without  charge, 
the  county  officers ;  and, 

Whereas,  A  uniform  system  of  blanks  would  facilitate  the  work, 
both  of  the  State  officials  and  of  the  county  officers,  and  would  at 
the  same  time  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  service  given  the  public : 

Section  1.  Comptroller  General,  State  Superintendent  of 
Education,  State  Treasurer  and  State  Bank  Examiner  to 
Prepare  and  Use  Uniform  System  of  Reports. — Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  The  Comp- 
troller General,  the  State  Superintendent  of  Education,  the  State 
Treasurer,  and  the  State  Bank  Examiner  are  hereby  authorized, 
empowered  and  directed  to  co-operate  in  the  preparation  of  a  single 
and  uniform  system  of  blanks  to  be  used  by  these  State  officials  in 
collecting  data  from  the  various  County  Auditors,  County  Superin- 
tendents of  Education,  County  Treasurers,  and  other  county  officers 
who  are  now  required  by  law  to  make  reports  to  the  State  Governor. 
The  various  State  officials  shall  issue,  as  far  as  practicable,  identical 
forms  in  requesting  data  from  county  officers,  thereby  removing  the 
necessity  for  needless  and  laborious  tabulation  and  compilation  of 
the  same  facts  in  different  reports.  Each  State  official  shall  dis- 
tribute the  blanks  for  his  office  among  the  county  officers  as  now 
required  by  law. 

§  2.  County  Auditors,  County  Treasurers  and  County 
Superintendents  of  Education  to  Report  on  Forms  Adopted 
— State  Bank  Examiner  to  Investigate  Failure  to  Report. — 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  County  Auditors,  County  Treasurers,  and 
County  Superintendents  of  Education  to  make  all  reports  now 
required  by  law  promptly  upon  the  uniform  blanks  authorized  in 
Section  1,  and  these  reports  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  public 
inspection  during  their  respective  office  hours,  and  the  State  Bank 
Examiner  shall  investigate  the  failure,  refusal  or  omission  of  any 
officer  to  make  such  report  at  such  time  as  is  now  required  by  law. 
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The  findings  of  the  State  Bank  Examiner,  after  such  investigation, 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  Court  for  record  and  shall  be  open 
to  inspection  by  any  citizen. 

§  3.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed — Act  Effective  on  Ap- 
proval.— Any  and  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this 
Act  are  hereby  repealed.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Prohibit  the  Draining  of  Lands  Into  the  Public 

Roads  of  Pickens  County. 


Section  1.  Drainage  of  Lands  Into  Roads,  Prohibited  in 
Pickens  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  It  shall  be  unlawful  in  Pickens  county  for 
any  owner  of  lands  along  any  public  road  or  highway  in  said  county 
to  make  or  erect  any  terrace,  ditch  or  sluice  upon  such  lands  in  such 
manner  as  to  drain  the  water  therefrom  upon  and  into  such  road  or 
highway.  . 

§  2.  Penalty. — That  any  such  person  convicted  of  the  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  suffer  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  thirty  days,  or  pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval— Repealing  Clause. — This 
Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.  All  Acts 
or  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby 
repealed.

Disposition  of  Marriage  License  Fees  in  Chero- 
kee and  Dorchester  Counties. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  hereafter  the  Pro- 
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bate  Judge  of  Cherokee  and  Dorchester  counties  shall  be  allowed 
to  retain  fifty  cents  out  of  each  marriage  license  fee  issued  by  him 
as  his  fee  therefor,  and  the  balance  of  said  fee  to  be  paid  out  as  now 
provided  by  law. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  approval.

AN  ACT  to  Require  the  County  Commissioners  of  Cherokee. 
County  to  Pay  to  the  Probate  Judge  Fees  in  Investiga- 
tions Relating  to  Abandoned  Children  in  Said  County. 


1.  Fees  of  Probate  Judge  of  Cherokee  County 
for  Investigations  Relating  to  Abandoned  Children.— -Be  it 

enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
That  hereafter  the  County  Commissioners  of  Cherokee  county  are 
hereby  required  to  pay  to  the  Probate  Judge  of  said  county  such 
fees  as  now  are  fixed  by  law  in  case  of  investigations  required  in 
behalf  of  abandoned  children,  or  such  fees  for  like  services  in 
lunacy  investigations. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  approval.

AN  ACT  to  Prohibit  the  Sale,  Barter  or  Exchange  of  Seed 
Cotton  or  Unpacked  Lint  Cotton  in  Laurens,  Lancaster, 
Lee,  Greenwood  and  Kershaw  Counties,,  and  to  Provide 
a  Penalty  Therefor. 

Section  1.  Traffic  in  Seed  Cotton  or  Unpacked  Lint  Cot- 
ton Prohibited  in  Laurens,  Lancaster,  Lee,  Greenwood  and 
Kershaw  Counties. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  South  Carolina,  The  traffic  in  seed  cotton  or  unpacked 
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lint  cotton  by  purchase,  barter  or  exchange  within  Laurens,  Lan- 
caster, Lee,  Greenwood  and  Kershaw  counties  is  hereby  declared 
unlawful  and  prohibited. 

§  2.  Penalty. — Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  that  violates

the  foregoing  provision  of  this  Act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars,  or  imprisonment 
on  the  county  chain  gang  at  hard  labor  for  a  period  of  not  exceed- 
ing six  (6)  months,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Court. 

§  3.  Each  Transaction  a  Separate  Offense. — That  each  sale, 
barter  or  exchange  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense. 

§  4.  Not  to  Apply  During  What  Months. — Provided,  That 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  traffic  in  seed  cot- 
ton, or  unpacked  lint  cotton,  by  purchase,  barter  or  exchange  within 
said  counties  during  the  months  of  April,  May,  June  or  July  of 
any  year. 

§  5.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — That  all  Acts  or  parts  of 
Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  6.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

To  Amend  Section  1743  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  1912,  Vol- 
ume I,  Relating  to  the  Percentage  of  Assessed  Valua- 
tion of  Property. 

Section  1.  Section  1743,  Civil  Code  of  1912,  Volume  I, 
Amended — Bond  Limit  in  Campbell  School  District  No.  26, 
of  Abbeville  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  1743  of  the  Code  of 
Laws  of  1912,  Volume  I,  be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said 
section  a  proviso,  as  follows:  "Provided,  further,  That  the  max- 
imum percentage  of  assessed  valuation  as  fixed  above  shall  not  apply 
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to  School  District  No.  26,  called  Campbell  School  District,  in  the 
county  of  Abbeville,  but  that  in  said  school  district  the  maximum 
percentage  of  assessed  valuation  of  property  shall  be  eight  per  cent." 
So  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Section  1743.  The  trustees  of  any  public  school  district  in  the 
State  of  South  Carolina  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
issue  and  sell  coupon  bonds  of  the  said  school  district,  payable  to 
bearers,  in  such  denomination  and  amount  as  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary, not  to  exceed  four  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
property  of  such  school  district  for  taxation,  and  bearing  a  rate  of 
interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  annually  or 
semiannually,  and  at  such  times  as  they  may  deem  best :  Provided, 
That  the  question  of  issuing  the  bonds  authorized  in  this  section 
shall  be  first  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  such  school  district 
at  an  election  to  be  held  upon  the  written  petition  or  request  of  at 
least  one-third  of  the  resident  electors  and  a  like  proportion  of  the 
resident  freeholders  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  to  determine 
whether  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  or  not,  as  herein  provided :  Pro- 
vided, further,  That  before  any  election  is  held  hereunder  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  the  school  district  to  have  a  survey 
of  said  school  district  made  by  some  competent  surveyor  and  a  plat 
thereof  made  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  Court:  Pro- 
vided, further,  That  the  maximum  percentage  of  assessed  valuation 
as  fixed  above  shall  not  apply  to  Rosemary  School  District,  in  the 
county  of  Georgetown,  but  that  in  said  school  district  the  maximum 
percentage  of  assessed  valuation  of  property  shall  be  eight  per  cent. : 
Provided,  further,  That  the  maximum  percentage  of  assessed  valua- 
tion as  fixed  above  shall  not  apply  to  School  District  No.  26,  called 
Campbell  School  District,  in  the  county  of  Abbeville,  but  that  in 
said  school  district  the  maximum  percentage  of  assessed  valuation 
of  property  shall  be  eight  per  cent."

AN  ACT  to  Fix  the  Compensation  of  Cotton  Weighers  for 
Dorchester  and  Williamsburg 


1.  Compensation  of  Cotton  Weighers  in  Dorches- 
ter and  Williamsburg  Counties.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  from  and  after  the 
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passage  of  this  Act  the  cotton  weighers  of  Dorchester  and  Wil- 
liamsburg counties  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  their  services 
fifteen  (.15)  cents  for  each  bale  of  cotton  weighed  by  them,  seven 
(.07)  cents  of  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  seller  and  eight  (.08)  cents 
by  the  buyer  thereof.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  493  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of 
South  Carolina,  1912,  Volume  I,  Referring  to  the  Gov- 
ernor's Military  Staff,  as  Amended  by  Section  2  of  an 
Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina,  1916, 
Known  as  Act  No.  364,  by  Striking  Out  the  Words 
'The  National  Guard"  on  Line  Six  of  Said  Section  2 
and  Inserting  in  Lieu  Thereof  "Any  Organized  State 
Militia." 

Section  1.  Section  493,  Civil  Code  of  1912,  Volume  I, 
and  Act  (1916,  XXIX  Stats.,  657)  Amended— Military  Staff 
of  the  Governor. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  493  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of 
South  Carolina,  1912,  Volume  I,  as  amended  by  Section  ^2  of  Act 
No.  364  of  the  General  Assembly,  1916,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "the  National  Guard"  on  line 
six  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "any 
organized  State  militia,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended, 
shall  read  as  follows: 

"Section  493.  The  military  staff  of  the  Governor  shall  consist  of 
the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State,  who  shall  have  the  rank  of  Briga- 
dier General,  three  aides-de-camp,  who  shall  be  detailed  from  the 
officers  of  any  organized  State  militia,  and  who,  while  so  serving, 
shall  have  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonel,  and  as  many  aides-de- 
camp  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  as  the  Governor  may 
deem  necessary.  All  of  these  aides-de-camp  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  shall  hold 
office  during  his  pleasure,  but  their  commissions  shall  expire  with 
the  term  of  office  of  the  Governor  appointing  them.  The  Governor 
may  appoint  as  his  Military  Secretary  any  officer  of  the  United 
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States  Army  detailed  for  duty  with  the  militia  of  this  State,  and 
such  officer  shall  have  the  rank  of  Colonel  and  the  title  "Military 
Secretary  to  the  Governor."  Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed 
to  deprive  any  officer  now  on  the  staff  of  the  Governor  of  his  com- 
mission prior  to  the  end  of  the  term  for  which  he  was  appointed." 

§  2.  That  all  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act 
be,  and  the  same  are  Hereby,  repealed. 

§  3.  That  this  Act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately  upon  its 
approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  1  of  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to 
Provide  a  Method  of  Preparing  and  Drawing  Juries  in 
Certain  Municipal  Courts  in  Cities  of  South  Carolina," 
Approved  March  25,  1916,  by  Adding  a  Proviso  Relat- 
ing to  the  City  of  Anderson* 

Section  1.  Act  (1916,  XXIX  Stats.,  811)  Amended — Juries 
in  City  Court  of  Anderson. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  1  of  an  Act  entitled 
"An  Act  to  provide  a  method  of  preparing  and  drawing  juries  in 
certain  Municipal  Courts  in  cities  of  South  Carolina,"  approved 
March  25,  1916,  be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing proviso:  "Provided,  further,  That  in  the  city  of  Anderson 
said  box  shall  be  prepared  and  said  names  of  not  less  than  three 
hundred  (300)  residents  placed  in  said  Apartment  'A'  thereof  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  April,  1919,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  April  in  each  year  thereafter,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so 
amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  or  Councilmen  in  any 
city  or  town  in  the  Stjite  of  South  Carolina  containing,  by  the  last 
census,  five  thousand  inhabitants  or  more  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  the  Jury  Commissioners  for  the  Municipal  Court  for  said  city, 
and  shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  approval  of  this  Act  and  within 
the  first  ten  days  of  each  year  thereafter,  prepare  a  box  to  be  known 
as  the  Jury  Box,  which  box  shall  contain  two  apartments,  designated 
as  "A"  and  "B,"  respectively;  and  shall  prepare  and  place  within 
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said  times  in  Apartment  "A"  of  said  box  the  names  of  not  less  than 
three  hundred  residents,  qualified  electors  of  such  city,  of  good 
moral  character  and  eligible  to  jury  duty ;  arid  after  so  placing  such 
names  in  Apartment  "A"  of  said  box,  shall  lock  the  box  and  place 
it  in  the  custody  of  the  City  Clerk  of  such  city:  Provided,  That  in 
the  city  of  Orangeburg  there  shall  be  placed  in  the  said  box  the 
names  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  resident,  qual- 
ified electors  of  the  said  city  of  good  character  and  eligible  to  jury 
duty,  which  shall  be  done  on  or  before  March  1st  in  each  year:  Pro- 
vided, further,  That  in  the  city  of  Anderson  said  box  shall  be  pre- 
pared and  said  names  of  not  less  than  three  hundred  (300)  residents 
placed  in  said  Apartment  "A"  thereof  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
April,  1919,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year 
thereafter. 

§  2.    This   Act   shall   become   effective    immediately    upon    its 
approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  Fixing  the  Salaries  of  Certain  Officers  in  Dorches- 
ter County. 

Section  1.  Salaries  of  County  Superintendent  of  Educa- 
tion, Supervisor,  County  Commissioners,  Sheriff  and  Deputy 
Sheriff  in  Dorchester  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  Act  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Education 
of  Dorchester  county  shall  be  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum; 
the  salary  of  the  Deputy  Sheriff  of  said  county  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars  per  annum ;  the  salary  of  the  County  Commissioners  of  said 
county  shall  be  three  hundred  dollars  each  per  annum;  the  salary 
of  the  Supervisor  of  said  county  shall  be  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per 
annum;  the  salary  of  the  Sheriff  of  said  county  shall  be  eighteen 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  the  costs  and  fees  as  now  allowed 
by  law. 

§  2.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — That  all  Acts  and  parts  of 
Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

Whereas,  The  General  Assembly  did,  by  Joint  Resolution, 
approved  the  14th  day  of  February,  1918,  submit  to  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  State,  at  a  general  election  next  thereafter,  an  amend- 
ment to  Section  7  of  Article  VIII  and  Section  5  of  Article  X  of  the 
Constitution  of  South  Carolina,  providing  that  the  limitations  of 
such  sections  shall  not  apply  to  the  cities  of  Rock  Hill  and  Florence, 
when  the  proceeds  of  any  bonds  issued  by  said  cities  are  applied 
exclusively  to  the  purchase,  erection,  improvement  and  maintenance 
of  streets,  sidewalks,  waterworks,  lighting  plants,  gas  plants,  sewer- 
age systems,  or  for  the  payment  of  debts  incurred,  and  when  the 
question  of  incurring  such  indebtedness  is  submitted  to  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  municipalities,  as  provided  by  law;  and, 

Whereas,  A  majority  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  voting  thereon  at  the  general  election 
next  succeeding  the  passage  of  the  Joint  Resolution,  did  vote  in 
favor  of  such  amendment ;  now,  therefore, 

Section  1.  Amendment  to  Section  7,  Article  VIII,  Consti- 
tution, Ratified — Bonded  Debts  of  Cities  of  Florence  and 
Rock  Hill. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  the  said  amendment  to  Section  7  of  Article 
VIII  and  Section  5  of  Article  X,  providing  that  the  limitations  of 
such  sections  shall  not  apply  to  the  cities  of  Rock  Hill  and  Florence, 
when  the  proceeds  of  any  bonds  issued  by  said  cities  were  devoted 
exclusively  to  the  purposes  mentioned  in  said  amendment  and  when 
the  question  of  incurring  such  indebtedness  was  submitted  to  qual- 
ified electors  of  said  cities  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law,  submit- 
ted by  the  last  General  Assembly  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State 
at  the  general  election  next  thereafter,  and  upon  which  a  major- 
ity of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  General 
Assembly,  voting  thereon  at  the  last  general  election,  voted  in  favor 
thereof,  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  ratified  and  made  a  part  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  in  form  and  words  as 
follows:  "Provided,  further,  That  the  limitations  imposed  by  this 
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section,  and  by  Section  5  of  Article  X  of  the  Constitution,  shall  hot 
apply  to  the  bonded  indebtedness  incurred  by  the  cities  of  Rock  Hill, 
in  the  county  of  York,  and  Florence,  in  the  county  of  Florence, 
when  the  proceeds  of  any  bonds  issued  by  said  cities  are  applied 
exclusively  to  the  purchase,  erection,  improvement  and  maintenance 
of  streets,  sidewalks,  watreworks,  lighting  plants,  gas  plants,  sewer- 
age system,  or  for  the  payment  of  debts  incurred,  and  when  the 
question  of  incurring  such  indebtedness  is  submitted  to  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  said  municipalities  as  provided  by  law." 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

— All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  29,  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  Vol- 
ume II,  Code  of  Laws,  1912,  Relating  to  the  Times  for 
the  Holding  of  the  Circuit  Courts  of  the  Twelfth  Circuit.

Section  29.  The  Courts  of  the  Twelfth  Circuit  shall  be  held  as 
follows : 

1.  The  Court  of  General  Sessions  at  Conway,  for  the  county  of 
Horry,  on  the  last  Monday  in  February,  the  fourth  Monday  in  May, 
and  the  fourth  Monday  in  September;  and  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  at  the  same  place  on  the  Wednesdays  succeeding  the  Mondays 
herein  fixed  for  the  holding  of  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  at 
said  place. 

2.  The  Court  of  General  Sessions  at  Marion,  for  the  county  of 
Marion,  on  the  first  Monday  after  the  last  Monday  in  February,  the 
first  Monday  after  the  fourth  Monday  in  May,  and  the  first  Monday 
after  the  fourth  Monday  in  September. 

3.  The  Court  of  General  Sessions  at  Florence,  for  the  county  of 
Florence,  on  the  second  Monday  after  the  last  Monday  in  February, 
the  second  Monday  after  the  fourth  Monday  in  May,  and  the  second 
Monday  after  the  fourth  Monday  in  September. 

4.  The  Court  of  General  Sessions  at  Georgetown,  for  the  county 
of  Georgetown,  on  the  third  Monday  after  the  last  Monday  in  Feb- 
ruary, the  third  Monday  after  the  fourth  Monday  in  May,  and  the 
third  Monday  after  the  fourth  Monday  in  September. 

5.  The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  at  Conway,  for  the  county  of 
Horry,  on  the  fourth  Monday  after  the  last  Monday  in  February, 
and  on  the  fourth  Monday  after  the  fourth  Monday  in  September. 

6.  The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  at  Marion,  for  the  county  of 
Marion,  on  the  fifth  Monday  after  the  last  Monday  in  February,  and 
on  the  tenth  Monday  after  the  fourth  Monday  in  September. 

7/  The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  at  Florence,  for  the  county  of 
Florence,  on  the  eighth  Monday  after  the  last  Monday  in  February, 
and  the  fifth  Monday  after  the  fourth  Monday  in  September. 
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8.  The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  at  Georgetown,  for  the  county  of 
Georgetown,  on  the  seventh  Monday  after  the  last  Monday  in  Feb- 
ruary, and  on  the  eighth  Monday  after  the  fourth  Monday  in  Sep- 
tember. 

9.  As  to  all  of  the  Courts  of  the  Twelfth  Judicial  Circuit  afore- 
said, except  said  Courts  for  the  county  of  Horry,  the  presiding 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  is  authorized  to  open  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas,  render  judgments  by  default,  try  equity 
causes,  and  by  consent  of  parties  to  try  (at  any  term  between  the 
days  on  which  said  Courts  of  General  Sessions  open  and  close)  any 
civil  action,  in  the  same  manner,  and  with  the  same  effect,  as  if  said 
action  should  be  tried  at  a  regular  term  of  .the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  immediately  after  its  approval.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Regulate  the 
Conduct  of  Primary  Elections/'  Approved  the  19th  Day 
of  February,  1918,  So  as  to  Make  Its  Provisions  Apply 
Generally. 

Section  1.  Act  (1918,  XXX  Stat*.,  811)  Amended — 
Booths  at  Primary  Elections. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  1  cf  an  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  regulate  the  conduct  of  primary  elections," 
approved  the  19th  day  of  February,  1918,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  striking  out  the  proviso  at  the  end  of  said  section  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "Provided,  The  provisions 
of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  any  precinct  where  there  are  less  than 
fifty  (50)  voters  enrolled  on  the  club  roll  at  such  precinct,"  so  that 
said  section,  as  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  in  every  primary  election  in  this  State  there  shall 
be  provided  at  each  polling  precinct  one  booth  for  each  one  hundred 
enrolled  voters  or  majority  fraction  thereof.  The  booths  shall  be 
made  of  wood,  sheet  metal,  or  any  other  suitable  substance;  shall 
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not  be  less  than  thirty-two  inches  wide  and  thirty-two  inches  deep 
and  six  feet  six  inches  high,  shall  be  provided  with  a  curtain  hang- 
ing irom  the  top  in  front  to  within  three  feet  of  the  floor,  and  shall 
have  a  suitable  shelf  on  which  the  voter  can  "prepare  his  ticket: 
Provided,  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  any  precinct 
where  there  are  less  than  fifty  (50)  voters  enrolled  on  the  club  roll 
at  such  precinct.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Appointment  in  Clarendon 
County  of  a  Board  of  District  Commissioners,  and  to 
Devolve  Upon  Them  the  Duties  of  Boards  of  Assessors, 
School  Trustees  and  Road  Commissioners. 

Section  1.  Boards  of  District  Commissioners  in  Clarendon 
County.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  for  the  county  ©f  Clarendon,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  County  Superintendent  of  Education,  County 
Auditor  and  County  Supervisor,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  three 
men  in  each  of  the  several  school  districts  of  said  county,  who  shall 
be  known  as  the  Board  of  District  Commissioners,  and  who  shall 
serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  their  commission  or 
until  their  successors  shall  have  been  appointed  and  qual- 
ified; and  upon  them  shall  devolve  all  of  the  duties  now 
prescribed  by  law  for  School  Trustees,  Boards  of  Assessors 
and  Road  Commissioners  of  their  respective  districts. 

§  2.  Organization — Duties.— At  their  first  meeting  the  said 
Boards  of  District  Commissioners  shall  organize  by  the  election  of 
one  of  their  members  as  chairman  and  one  of  the  members  as  sec- 
retary ;  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Supervisor  they  shall  ascer- 
tain the  number  of  miles  of  public  roads  and  the  number  of  bridges, 
with  their  dimensions,  in  their  respective  districts,  and  to  secure 
accurate  information  they  may,  when  necessary,  call  to  their  aid  a 
civil  engineer  to  make  plats,  plans  and  specifications,  which  infor- 
mation shall  be  filed  and  kept  as  a  record  in  the  office  of  the  County 
Supervisor. 
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§  3*  Meetings. — They  shall  meet  monthly  in  their  respective 
districts,  and  the  chairman  of  each  district  shall,  with  the  County 
Supervisor,  constitute  the  Board  of  Road  Commissioners,  which 
shall  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  in  January, 
April  and  October,  to  transact  the  business  of  the  county. 

§  4.  Maintenance  of  Roads. — The  said  Boards  of  District 
Commissioners  are  hereby  charged  wifh  the  duty  of  constructing 
and  maintaining  the  public  roads  in  their  respective  districts  by  the 
use  of  the  most  modern  improved  methods  and  as  prescribed  by  the 
County  Board  of  Road  Commissioners,  and  all  moneys  paid  out  of 
the  county  treasury  for  the  roads  of  any  district  shall  be  paid  upon 
warrants  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  District  Commis- 
sioners and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  and  approved  by  the 
County  Supervisor. 

§  5.  Reports — May  Borrow. — The  chairman  of  each  Board 
of  District  Commissioners  shall  make  a  quarterly  report  to  the 
Supervisor  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended  in  and  for  their 
respective  districts.  The  County  Board  of  Commissioners  Is  empow- 
ered to  borrow  for  any  district  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of 
taxes,  eighty  per  cent,  thereof  to  be  expended  upon  its  roads  and 
bridges,  and  pledge  the  taxes  of  the  respective  districts  to  pay  such 
loans. 

§  6.  Expenditure  of  Road  Taxes. — All  taxes  levied  and  col- 
lected within  any  of  the  said  districts  for  road  and  bridge  purposes 
by  law  of  force  or  hereafter  enacted  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  by 
the  County  Treasurer  of  the  district  from  which  it  is  collected  and 
expended  for  said  district.  All  road  funds  shall  be  apportioned  per 
mile  of  road  according  to  the  amount  of  traffic  over  each  road,  to  be 
determined  by  the  Board  of  District  Commissioners  of  the  respec- 
tive districts. 

* 

§  7.  Levy  for  Road  Purposes. — There  is  hereby  levied  on  all 
taxable  property  within  Clarendon  county  three  and  one-half  mills 
for  road  purposes  as  included  within  the  eight  and  one-half  mills 
levied  for  ordinary  county  purposes. 

§  8.  Road  Duty  or  Commutation  Tax. — All  able-bodied  men 
within  said  county  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  sixty  years, 
inclusive,  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April  pay  a  commu- 
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tation  tax  of  three  dollars  in  lieu  of  six  days'  work  upon  the  public  j 

roads  of  the  county,  such  work  to  be  performed  within  the  district 
in  which  such  persons  reside,  and  all  commutation  tax  paid  shall  be 
credited  to  their  respective  districts. 

§  9.  Vehicle  License  Tax.— Owners  and  users  of  vehicles  are 
hereby  required  to  pay  licenses  as  follows :  Each  one-horse  buggy, 
road  cart,  wagon  or  one-ox  cart,  $1.00;  two-horse  and  two-ox 
vehicles,  $2.00;  each  log  cart,  $3.00;  said  licenses  to  be  obtained 
from  the  County  Treasurer  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April  in 
each  year. 

§  10.  Lists  of  Persons  Subject  to  Road  Duty. — The  Board 
of  District  Commissioners  shall  annually  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  January  of  each  year  file  with  the  Board  of  County  Commission- 
ers a  complete  list,  in  alphabetical  order,  of  all  persons  subject  to 
road  duty  in  their  respective  districts,  which  shall  be  kept  filed  in 
said  office  as  a  public  record. 

§  11.  Letting  of  Contracts.  —  All  contracts  or  lets  by  the 
Board  of  District  Commissioners  for  any  amount  exceeding  two 
hundred  dollars  shall  be  by  competitive  bids  to  the  lowest  respon- 
sible bidder  after  ten  days'  advertisement  in  some  county  paper  of 
general  circulation  within  said  county,  and  posting  notice  thereof 
in  two  public  places,  one  on  the  Courthouse  door  within  said  county, 
the  other  at  the  site  where  the  work  is  to  be  done,  with  power  to 
reject  any  and  all  bids. 

§  12.  Road  Overseers. — The  County  Board  of  Commissioners 
are  empowered  to  employ  road  overseers  of  the  county  and  to  fix 
their  compensation,  to  be  paid  on  a  per  diem  basis,  according  to  the 
number  of  days  of  work  in  each  district. 

*  §  13.  Accounts  and  Minutes. — The  County  Supervisor  shall 
keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  expended,  showing  the  per- 
son to  whom  paid,  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  paid  and  date  of 
payment,  and  also  keep  accurate  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  and 
doings  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  as  a  permanent  rec- 
ord in  his  office. 

§  14.  Chain  Gang. —  The  County  Board  of  Commissioners 
shall  keep  and  operate  a  chain  gang  for  convicts  for  building  and 
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repairing  roads  in  their  respective  districts,  and  furnish  them  with 
all  the  necessary  equipment  therefor:  Provided,  That  the  chain 
gang  shall  be  worked  under  the  direction  of  the  chairman  of  each 
Board  of  District  Commissioners  when  operating  within  their 
respective  districts,  and  the  cost  of  maintenance  and  support  of  said 
chain  gang  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  said  districts  according 
to  the  work  done. 

§  15.  Compensation  of  District  Commissioners.  —  Each 
member  of  the  Board  of  District  Commissioners  shall  receive 
twenty  ($20.00)  dollars  per  year  for  their  services  within  their 
respective  district,  and  the  chairman  three  ($3.00)  dollars  per  day 
and  five  cents  mileage  for  each  mile  of  necessary  travel  in  their 
attendance  upon  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners. 

§   16.  Act  Effective  on  Approval — Repealing  Clause.— 

This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval.    All  Acts  or  parts  of 
Acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 
Approved  the  7th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1919.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  Relating  to 
the  Bonded   Indebtedness  of  the  City  of   Florence/9 
Approved  the  11th  Day  of  March,  A.  D.  1915. 

Section  1.  Act  (1915,  XXIX  Stats.,  561)  Amended — 
Bonded  Debt  of  City  of  Florence. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  an  Act  relating 
to  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  of  Florence,  approved  the 
11th  day  of  March,  1915,  whereby  a  section  to  be  known  as  3050a 
was  added  immediately  following  Section  3050  of  Volume  I  of  the 
Code  of  Laws  of  1912,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  the  said  Section  3050a,  as  the  same  now  reads,  and  substi- 
tuting in  lieu  thereof  the  following,  so  that  as  amended  the  said 
Section  3050a  shall  read: 

"Section  3050a.  That  the  limitations  imposed  by  3050  shall  not 
apply  to  the  bonded  indebtedness  incurred  by  the  city  of  Florence, 
in  the  county  of  Florence,  when  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  are 
applied   exclusively   to  the  purchase,   erection,   improvement  and

as  Act  No.  129,  Acts  of  South  Carolina,  1917,  So  as  to 
Decrease  the  Number  of  Commissioners  in  Darlington 
County. 

Section  1.  Act  (1917,  XXX  Stats.,  240)  Amended — Num- 
ber of  County  Commissioners  in  Darlington  County. — Be  it 

enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
That  Section  938  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  Section  938, 
Volume  I,  Code  of  Laws  of  1912,  relating  to  County  Board  of  Com- 
missioners, by  increasing  the  number  of  Commissioners  in  Darling- 
ton county  and  Lee  county,"  approved  February  27,  1917,  appearing 
as  Act  No.  129,  Acts  of  South  Carolina,  1917,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "thirteen"  between  the 
words  "and"  and  "Commissioners"  on  line  twenty-five  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "three;"  by  striking  out  the  words  "one 
Commissioner"  on  line  twenty-five,  and  by  striking  out  the  words 
"from  each  township"  between  the  words  "appointed"  and  "in"  on 
line  tw;enty-six  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "at  large,"  so 
that  said  Section  938,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 
"Section  938.  There  shall  be  in  each  of  the  counties  of  this  State,

sioners, who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  from  the  sev- 
eral counties,  or  a  majority  of  them,  and  whose  term  of  office  shall 
be  coterminal  with  that  of  the  Supervisor  with  whom  they  are 
appointed  to  serve,  and  until  their  successors  sliall  be  appointed  and 
qualified.  Said  Commissioners  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  as  other  county  officers,  but  without  charge  for 
their  commissions :  Provided,  That  in  the  counties  of  Colleton,  Lex- 
ington, Laurens  and  Oconee  the  said  two  Commissioners  are  to  be 
elected  by  the  qualified  electors  thereof  at  each  general  election. 
They  shall  hold  office  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified:  Provided,  further,  That  in  Richland  county 
one  Commissioner  shall  be  elected  in  each  township  by  the  qualified 
electors  thereof  at  the  next  general  election  and  every  two  years 
thereafter,  and  they  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  from  election, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified:  Provided, 
further.  That  in  the  county  of  Darlington  the  County  Board  of 
Commssioners  shall  be  composed  of  the  County  Supervisor,  who 
shall  be  elected  and  hold  office  as  is  now  provided  by  law,  and  three 
Commissioners,  to  be  appointed  at  large  in  said  county,  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  coterminal  with  that  of  the  Supervisor  with  whom 
they  are  appointed  to  serve,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed 
and  qualified.  Said  Commissioners  to  be  commissioned  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  as  other  county  officers,  without  charge  for  their 
commissions:  Provided,  further,  That  in  the  counties  of  Barnwell 
and  Chester  they  shall  hold  monthly  meetings  at  the  Courthouse,  on 
the  first  Monday  in  each  month  in  Chester  county,  and  on  the  Tues- 
day following  the  first  Monday  in  each  month,  and  any  one  of  the 
said  Commissioners,  together  with  the  Supervisor,  shall  constitute 
a  quorum:  Provided,  further,  That  in  the  county  of  Sumter  there 
shall  be  four  Commissioners,  to  be  selected  from  different  portions 
of  the  county :  Provided,  That  in  the  county  of  Florence  said  Com- 
mission shall  hereafter  be  composed  of  the  Supervisor  and  three 
members,  who  shall  have  all  the  duties,  liabilities  and  authority  now 
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conferred  by  law :  Provided,  That  in  Lee  county  there  shall  be  four 
Commissioners."

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  City  of  Easley  to  Levy  an  Assess- 
ment Upon  Abutting  Property  for  the  Purpose  of  Pay- 
ing for  Permanent  Improvements  on  Streets  and  Side- 
walks Immediately  Abutting  Such  Property.  • 

Section  1.  City  of  Easley  May  Assess  Abutting  Property 
for  Permanent  Improvements. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  corporate  author- 
ities of  the  city  of  Easley  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  levy 
an  assessment  upon  abutting  property  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for 
permanent  improvements  on  streets  and  sidewalks  immediately  abut- 
ting such  property:  Provided,  That  said  improvements  be  ordered 
only  upon  the  written  consent  of  the  majority  of  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty abutting  upon  the  street,  sidewalk  or  portion  of  either  to  be 
improved,  and  upon  the  further  condition  that  the  corporate  author- 
ities shall  pay  at  least  one-half  the  costs  of  such  improvements. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Establishment  and  Maintenance 
of  a  Rural  Police  System  in  Richland  County  and  to 
Abolish  the  Present  System. 

Section  1.  Act  (1909,  XXVI  Stats.,  416)  and  Amendatory 
Acts  Repealed  —  Rural  Police  System  Established  in  Rich- 
land County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
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establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  county  police  system  in  Rich- 
land county  for  the  better  protection  of  person  and  property,  espe- 
cially in  rural  districts,"  approved  the  4th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1909, 
together  with  all  Acts  amendatory  thereto,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  repealed,  and  that  a  rural  police  system  is  hereby  repealed, 
and  that  a  rural  police  system  is  hereby  established  in  Richland 
county  composed  of  six  (6)  County  Policemen,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor  upon  recommendation  of  the  Senator  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Representatives  from  said  county,  or  a  major- 
ity of  said  delegation. 

§  2.  Qualifications  and  Term  of  Office  of  Policemen* — 

That  the  said  Policemen  shall  be  selected  from  the  registered  elec- 
tors of  said  county,  and  shall  be  able-bodied  men  of  good  habits,  of 
known  courage,  coolness  and  discretion,  and  who  are  not  addicted 
to  the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors  or  drugs,  and  who  shall  hold  office 
for  the  term  of  two  (2)  years  from  the  date  of  their  appointment, 
subject  to  removal  by  the  Governor  for  cause. 

§  3*  Chief  of  Rural  Police — Districts. — That  one  of  said 
Policemen  shall  be  appointed  as  Chief  of  Rural  Police,  who  shall 
divide  the  county  into  five  (5)  police  districts,  and  shall  assign  the 
five  (5)  districts  so  divided  amongst  the  five  district  Policemen: 
Provided,  however,  That  the  jurisdiction  of  all  said  officers  to 
make  arrest  for  the  violation  of  the  criminal  laws  of  this  State  com- 
mitted in  said  Richland  county  shall  extend  over  the  entire  county. 

§  4.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Chief — Reports. — The  Chief  of 
Rural  Police  shall  have  entire  direction  and  control  of  said  Police- 
men in  all  matters  connected  with  their  police  duties,  and  he  shall 
meet  with  them  at  least  once  a  month  to  confer  and  advise  with 
them  and  see  that  they  are  alert  and  informed  as  to  their  duties  and 
are  enforcing  the  laws  throughout  the  county.  Said  police  shall 
make  a  weekly  report  to  the  Chief  of  Rural  Police  of  their  work, 
and  the  Chief  of  Rural  Police  shall  twice  a  year  report  to  the  Grand 
Jury  on  the  operations  of  said  rural  police  system,  a  copy  of  which 
record  shall  be  filed  with  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners,  to  be 
kept  on  file  by  said  Board  for  public  inspection.  The  said  Chief 
shall  work  together  and  co-operate  with  the  Sheriff  for  Richland 
county  in  suppression  of  crime. 
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§  5.  Duties  of  Magistrates'  Constables  Devolved  on  Rural 

Police.— That  all  Magistrates'  Constables  in  the  county  of  Rich- 
land are  hereby  abolished,  except  the  Constable  for  the  Magistrates 
of  Columbia,  Waverley,  Olympia  and  Taylor's  Store,  and  the  duties 
heretofore  performed  by  Constables  of  the  remaining  Magistrates 
of  said  county  are  hereby  devolved  upon  the  Policemen  provided 
for  in  this  Act,  each  Policeman  to  do  the  work  of  the  Magistrate's 
Constable  in  the  district  for  which  he  is  appointed;  but  each  of  said 
Policemen  shall  have  authority  to  perform  duties  in  any  portion  of 
the  county  as  directed  by  the  Chief  of  Rural  Police.  All  civil  work 
now  performed  by  the  various  Magistrates'  Constables,  except  the 
Constables  for  the  Magistrates  of  Columbia,  Waverley,  Olympia  and 
Taylor's  Store,  shall  hereafter  be  performed  by  the  said  Policemen, 
and  the  costs  provided  by  law  for  such  services  shall  be  turned  over 
to  the  County  Treasurer  and  become  a  part  of  the  general  fund  for 
the  county :  Provided,  That  no  Rural  Policeman  of  said  county  shall 
act  as  collector  for  any  persons,  firms,  corporations,  incorporated 
association,  society,  company  or  collecting  agency,  except  in  the 
manner  provided  by  due  process  of  law. 

§  6.  Duties  of  Rural  Police. — That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
Policemen,  under  the  general  direction  and  control  of  the  Chief  of 
Rural  Police,  to  control  the  entire  county,  especially  the  riiral  dis- 
tricts, and  to  prevent  or  detect  and  prosecute  for  all  violations  of 
the  criminal  law,  making  arrest  for  any  suspected  crime,  whether 
upon  view  or  immediate  information  or  complaint,  and  report  their 
acts  and  doings  and  all  known  or  suspected  violators  of  the  law  to 
the  Chief  of  Rural  Police  once  a  week,  and  they  shall  at  each  term 
of  the  Court  of  General  Sessions,  whenever  so  required  by  the  Solic- 
itor, presiding  Judge  or  Grand  Jury,  appear  before  them  or  either 
of  them,  to  be  by  them  advised,  instructed  and  charged  in  respect  to 
their  duties  and  questioned  as  to  the  conditions  of  lawlessness  in  the 
county. 

§  7.  Duties  of  Rural  Police. — That  said  Policemen  shall  patrol 
the  entire  district  for  which  they  are  respectively  appointed  at  least 
twice  a  week  and  do  police  duty  in  the  districts  assigned  to  other 
policemen,  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  Chief  of  Rural  Police  it  is 
thought  advisable,  remaining  on  duty  at  night  when  occasion  and 
circumstances  suggest  the  propriety  thereof;  to  prevent  or  detect 
crime  or  to  make  an  arrest,  and  they  shall  always  be  on  duty  not 
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less  than  ten  (10)  hours  each  day,  except  when  granted  an  occa- 
sional indulgence  or  leave  of  absence  by  the  Chief  of  Rural  Police. 
They  shall  frequent  railroad  depots,  stores,  and  other  places  of  a 
public  character  where  disorder  is  probable,  or  vagrants  may  be 
loafing,  or  alcoholic  liquors  are  sold  or  used.  They  shall  as  often 
as  practicable  ride  by  houses  that  are  off  the  public  highway  and  in 
lonely  parts  of  the  county,  especially  such  as  are  without  male  pro- 
tectors, and  they  shall  use  every  means  to  prevent  or  detect  and 
arrest  and  prosecute  for  breach  of  the  peace,  drunkenness,  obscene 
or  profane  language,  or  boisterous  conduct,  or  the  discharge  of  fire- 
arms on  the  public  highway  or  at  any  public  place  or  gathering,  car- 
rying weapons  contrary  to  the  law,  hunting,  fishing  or  otherwise 
trespassing  on  lands  without  the  permission  of  the  owner  or  man- 
ager thereof,  gambling,  vagrancy  or  setting  out  fires,  cruelty  to 
animals  or  children,  violation  of  the  child  labor  law,  as  well  as  any 
and  all  violations  of  the  criminal  law. 

§  8.  Powers  of  Rural  Police— Posse  Comitatus. — That  said 
Policemen  shall  have  authority  for  any  suspected  crime,  whether 
upon  view  or  prompt  information  or  complaint,  to  arrest  without 
warrants,  and,  in  pursuit  of  the  criminal,  to  enter  houses  or  break 
therein,  in  their  own  county,  and  shall  have  authority  to  summon 
the  posse  comitatus  to  assist  in  enforcing  the  law,  and  any  citizen 
who  shall  fail  to  respond  or  render  assistance  when  so  summoned 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction,  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  (30)  days  or  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars. 

§  9.  Compensation.— That  each  of  said  Policemen  shall  be 
paid  an  annual  salary  of  $1,620.00,  payable  monthly,  except  such 
Policeman  who  shall  be  named  as  Chief  of  Rural  Police,  who  shall 
be  paid  an  annual  salary  of  eighteen  hundred  ($1,800.00)  dollars, 
payable  monthly ;  said  salaries  to  be  paid  on  a  warrant  of  the  County 
Supervisor  out  of  the  ordinary  funds  of  the  county,  said  warrants 
to  be  paid  by  the  County  Treasurer :  Provided,  That,  in  addition  to 
said  salary,  each  Policeman  shall  be  furnished  with  two  uniforms 
each  year,  such  uniforms  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  Rural 
Police,  with  the  approval  of  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners: 
Provided,  further,  That  each  of  said  Policemen  shall  provide  him- 
self with  a  policeman's  billet  and  such  firearms  as  may  be  prescribed 
and  approved  by  the  Chief  of  Rural  Police  and  the  County  Board 
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of  Commissioners,  and  with  automobile  for  use  in  riding  over  the 
county  or  district  to  which  he  has  been  assigned,  and  shall  bear  all 
expenses  incident  to  said  service. 


§  10.  Further  Duties  and  Powers — Special  Constables. — 

That  each  of  said  Policemen  shall  have  placed  in  his  house  a  tele- 
phone, the  rent  of  the  same  to  be  paid  by  the  county,  so  that  he  may 
readily  communicate  with  the  Chief  of  Rural  Police  and  other  offi- 
cers of  the  county  day  or  night,  and  he  must  each  day  while  on  his 
round  communicate  with  the  Chief  of  Rural  Police  by  telephone  or 
otherwise  as  often  as  practicable  for  instructions ;  and  said  Police- 
men shall  serve  any  paper  or  warrant  that  the  Magistrates  of  the 
county  do  make  known  to  the  Chief  of  Rural  Police  that  they  wish 
to  have  served,  unless  at  the  time  one  of  the  Policemen  are  present, 
in  which  event  said  paper  shall  be  turned  over  to  him  for  service ; 
but  in  the  event  of  any  violation  of  the  law  that  may  need  imme- 
diate attention,  and  the  Magistrate  be  unable  to  procure  the  serv- 
ice of  any  Policeman,  or  of  the  Sheriff,  he  may  appoint  a  special 
Constable  for  such  duty,  who  may  receive  from  the  county,  upon 
proper  claim,  the  usual  fee  therefor. 

§  11.  Oath  of  Office-— Copies  of  Act  to  Be  Furnished. — 

That  each  of  said  Policemen,  before  receiving  his  commission,  shall, 
in  addition  to  the  oath  now  prescribed  by  Section  26  of  Article  III 
of  the  Constitution,  and  by  Section  650,  Volume  I,  Code  of  Laws, 
1912,  take  and  subscribe  to  the  following  oath  or  affirmation,  to  wit : 
"I  do  further  solemnly  swear,  or  affirm,  that  during  my  term  of 
office  as  Policeman  I  will  study  the  Act  creating  my  office  and  pre- 
scribing my  duties,  and  will  endeavor  to  inform  myself  of  the  crim- 
inal laws  of  this  State,  both  statutory  and  common  law,  and  will  be 
alert  and  vigilant  to  enforce  the  same,  and  to  detect  and  bring  to 
punishment  every  violation  of  the  same  within  my  county,  and  will 
conduct  myself  af  all  times  with  due  consideration  to  all  persons 
and  will  not  impose  upon  the  weak  or  ignorant.  So  help  me,  God." 
That  a  copy  of  said  Act  and  oath  of  office,  in  a  convenient  pocket 
pamphlet,  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Chief  of  Rural  Poiice  to  each 
Policeman  in  the  county. 


§  12.  Bond — Investigation  of  Complaints. — That  each  of 
said  Policemen  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
enter  into  a  bond  with  good  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  County 
Board  of  Commissioners  and  the  Clerk  of  Court,  payable  to  the 
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county,  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  and  for  such  damages  as 
may  be  sustained  by  reason  of  his  malfeasance  or  misfeasance  in 
his  office  or  abusing  his  authority,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Chief  of  Rural  Police,  County  Supervisor,  County  Commissioners, 
Grand  Jury  of  the  county  to  investigate  promptly  any  complaint 
made  against  such  Policemen  for  neglect  of  duty  or  for  misuse  of 
power;  said  bond  to  be  filed  with  and  kept  by  the  Clerk  of  Court. 

§  13.  Acceptance  of  Cask  Bonds. — That  said  Policemen  may, 
with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Circuit  Solicitor,  accept  cash 
bond  for  certain  offenses  to  be  named  by  the  Solicitor,  giving  receipt 
for  the  same,  for  appearance  before  a  Magistrate  on  a  day  certain, 
and  upon  failure  to  appear  said  cash  bond  to  be  forfeited  to  the 
county  and  turned  over  to  the  credit  of  the  ordinary  county  fund: 
Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent,  in  addition 
thereto,  the  imposition  by  the  Magistrate  of  such  sentence  as  the 
offense  may  merit. 

§  14.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed.— That  all  prior  Acts  and 
parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
repealed. 

§  IS.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  go 
into  effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT. 

1.  Liability  for  Dog  Tax  in  Barnwell  County. — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  the  person  in  custody  of  dogs  in  Barnwell  county  shall 
be  liable  for  the  taxes  of  said  dogs  notwithstanding  the  bona  fide 
ownership  of  the  said  dogs  may  be  in  some  other  person. 

§  2.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — That  all  Acts  or  parts  of 
Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  a  Capitation  Tax  for  Allendale  and 

Barnwell  Counties. 

Section  1.  Capitation  Road  Tax  in  Barnwell  County.— 

That  hereafter  every  male  citizen  of  the  county  of  Barnwell  between 
the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  sixty-five,  inclusive,  shall  pay  a  capita- 
tion tax  of  two  dollars  to  the  County  Treasurer  at  the  same  time  as 
other  taxes  are  required  to  be  paid,  which  tax  shall  be  entered  by 
the  County  Auditor  and  charged  against  each  citizen  on  the  tax 
abstract  in  his  office,  to  be  credited  to  the  road  and  bridge  fund  of 
the  said  county  and  to  be  expended  upon  the  roads  and  bridges  of 
the  county. 

§  2L  Capitation  Road  Tax  in  Allendale  County. —  That 
hereafter  every  male  citizen  of  the  county  of  Allendale  between  the 
ages  of  twenty-one  and  sixty-five  years,  inclusive,  shall  pay  a  capi- 
tation tax  of  three  ($3.00)  dollars  per  annum  to  the  County  Treas- 
urer at  the  same  time  that  other  taxes  are  required  to  be  paid,  which 
tax  shall  be  entered  by  the  County  Auditor  and  charged  against  each 
of  said  citizens  on  the  tax  abstracts  in  his  office,  to  be  credited  to 
the  roads  and  bridges  fund  of  the  said  county,  to  be  expended  upon 
the  roads  and  bridges  of  the  said  county. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval — Repealing  Clause. — This 
Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval.  All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
incbnsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Ratify  an  Amendment  to  Section  7  of  Article 
VIII  and  Section  S  of  Article  X  of  the  Constitution,  So 
as  to  Exempt  the  Cities  of  Rock  Hill  and  Florence  from 
the  Provisions  Thereof. 

Whereas,  By  Joint  Resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  approved  the  14th  day  of  February,  A.  D. 
1918,  an  amendment  to  Section  7  of  Article  VIII  and  Section  5  of 
Article  X  of  the  Constitution  of  South  Carolina  was  submitted  to 
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the  qualified  electors  of  the  said  State  at  the  next  general  election 
thereafter,  said  amendment  being  as  follows :  "That  the  limitations 
imposed  in  Section  7  of  Article  VIII  and  Section  5  of  Article  X  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  shall  not  apply  to 
the  bonded  indebtedness  incurred  by  the  city  of  Rock  Hill,  in  the 
county  of  York,  nor  the  city  of  Florence,  in  the  county  of  Florence, 
when  the  proceeds  of  any  bonds  issued  by  said  cities  are  applied 
exclusively  to  the  purchase,  erection,  improvements  and  maintenance 
of  streets,  sidewalks,  waterworks,  lighting  plants,  gas  plants,  sewer- 
age system,  or  for  the  payment  of  debts  incurred,  and  when  the 
question  of  incurring  such  indebtedness  is  submitted  to  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  said  municipality  as  provided  by  law." 

Whereas,  A  majority  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  voting  on  said  amendment  at  the  gen- 
eral election  next  succeeding  the  passage  of  the  said  Joint  Resolu- 
tion, did  vote  in  favor  of  the  said  amendment  therefor,    . 

Section  1.  Amendment  to  Section-  7,  Article  VIII,  and 
Section  5,  Article  X9  Constitution,  Ratified — Bond  Debt  of 
Cities  of  Rock  Hill  and  Florence. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  amendment 
to  Section  7  of  Article  VIII  and  Section  5  of  Article  X  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  South  Carolina,  exempting  the  cities  of  Rock  Hill  and 
Florence  from  the  provisions  thereof,  was  submitted  by  the  last 
General  Assembly  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  at  the  gen- 
eral election  next  thereafter,  and  upon  which  a  majority  of  the 
electors  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  vot- 
ing thereon  at  the  last  general  election,  voted  in  favor  thereof,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  ratified  and  made  a  part  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina ;  that  the  said  amendment  so  made  a 
part  of  the  said  Constitution  is  as  follows : 

"Section  7.  That  the  limitations  imposed  in  Section  7  of  Article 
VIII  and  Section  5  of  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina  shall  not  apply  to  the  bonded  indebtedness  incurred 
by  the  city  of  Rock  Hill,  in  the  county  of  York,  nor  the  city  of  Flor- 
ence, in  the  county  of  Florence,  when  the  proceeds  of  any  bonds 
issued  by  said  cities  are  applied  exclusively  to  the  purchase,  erec- 
tion, improvements  and  maintenance  of  streets,  sidewalks,  water- 
works, lighting  plants,  gas  plants,  sewerage  system,  or  for  the  pay- 
ment of  debts  incurred,  and  when  the  question  of  incurring  such 
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indebtedness  is  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  said  munici- 
pality as  provided  by  law." 

Approved  the  10th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1919.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  522,  Volume  II,  Criminal  Code 
of  South  Carolina,  1912,  With  Reference  to  the  Value 
of  Cattle  and  Horses  Condemned  and  Destroyed,  as 
Provided  in  Said  Section. 


1.  Section  522,  Criminal  Code,  Amended — Pay- 
ments for  Diseased  Animals  Killed  by  Order  of  State  Veter- 
inarian.—Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  Subdivision  5  of  Section  522,  Volume  II, 
Criminal  Code  of  South  Carolina,  1912,  be  amended  by  striking  out 
all  of  said  subdivision  after  the  word  "section"  on  line  eight  of  said 
subdivision  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "The  value  of 
the  carcass  shall  be  deducted  from  that  of  the  living  animal  and 
three-fourths  of  the  remainder  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner  by  the 
State,  in  cases  of  horses  and  mules,  and  one-third  of  such  remain- 
der shall  be  paid  by  the  State  in  cases  of  cattle :  Provided,  That  in 
no  case  shall  the  appraised  value  of  a  horse  exceed  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  nor  of  a  tuberculous  cow  of  pure  breed  exceed  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  nor  a  grade  cow  more  than  seventy-five 
dollars,  nor  shall  any  such  animal  be  so  appraised  or  paid  for  unless 
it  be  at  least  six  months  old  and  have  been  in  good  faith  owned  and 
kept  within  the  State  for  six  months  immediately  before  the  killing." 
So  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Section  522.  Neither  tuberculous  cattle  nor  glandered  horses, 
mules  or  asses  shall  be  killed  as  such  until  they  have  been  inspected 
by  the  State  Veterinarian  or  his  assistant  and  are  pronounced  by 
him  to  be  so  diseased.  And  whenever  any  animal  is  killed  because 
it  is  afflicted  with  either  of  said  diseases,  the  actual  cash  value  of 
the  diseased  animal  immediately  prior  to  killing  and  the  cash  value 
of  the  carcass,  if  any,  shall  be  fixed  within  twenty-four  hours  there- 
after, by  appraisers  chosen  in  the  manner  described  in  this  section. 
The  value  of  the  carcass  shall  be  deducted  from  that  of  the  living 
animal  and  three-fourths  of  the  remainder  shall  be  paid  to  the  owner 
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by  the  State  in  cases  of  horses  and  mules  and  one-third  of  such 
remainder  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  in  cases  of  cattle :  Provided, 
That  in  no  case  shall  the  appraised  value  of  a  horse  exceed  one  hun- 
dred  and  fifty  ($150.00)  dollars,  nor  of  a  tuberculous  cow  of  pure 
breed  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  ($150.00)  dollars,  nor  shall  any 
such  animal  be  so  appraised  or  paid  for  unless  it  be  at  least  six 
months  old  and  have  been  in  good  faith  owned  and  kept  within  the 
State  for  six  months  immediately  before  the  killing." 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval.  —  This  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  on  its  approval  by  the  Governor. 
Approved  the  10th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1919.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  How  Fraternal  Benefit  Societies  Organ- 
ized Under  the  Laws  of  This  State  May  Consolidate, 
Merge  or  Reinsure  Its  Insurance  Risks  With  Any  Other 
Fraternal  Benefit  Society,  or  Assume  or  Reinsure  the 
Risks  of  Any  Other  Fraternal  Benefit  Society,  and  to 
Provide  Penalties  for  the  Violation  of  the  Provisions 
Thereof. 

Section  1.   Merger,  Etc.,  of  Fraternal  Benefit  Societies. — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, No  fraternal  benefit  society  organized  under  the  laws  of  this 
State  to  do  the  business  of  life,  accident  or  health  insurance  shall 
consolidate  or  merge  with  any  other  fraternal  benefit  society,  or 
reinsure  its  insurance  risks,  or  any  part  thereof,  with  any  other 
fraternal  benefit  society,  or  assume  or  reinsure  the  whole  or  any 
portion  of  the  risks  of  any  other  fraternal  benefit  society,  except 
as  herein  provided.  No  fraternal  benefit  society  or  subordinate 
body  thereof  shall  merge,  consolidate  with  or  be  reinsured  by  any 
company  or  association  not  licensed  to  transact  business  as  a  fra- 
ternal beneficiary  society. 

§  2.  Proposed  Contract  for  Merger,  Etc.,  to  Be  Submitted 
to  Insurance  Commissioner. — When  any  such  fraternal  benefit 
society  shall  propose  to  consolidate  or  merge  its  business  or  to  enter 
into  any  contract  of  reinsurance,  or  to  assume  or  reinsure  the  whole

or  any  portion  of  the  risks  of  any  other  fraternal  benefit  society,  the 
proposed  contract,  in  writing,  setting  forth  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  such  proposed  consolidation,  merger  or  reinsurance  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  legislative  or  governing  bodies  of  each  of  said  parties 
to  said  contract  after  due  notice,  and  if  approved,  such  contract,  as 
so  approved,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance 
of  this  State  for  his  approval,  and  the  parties  to  said  contract  shall 
at  the  same  time  submit  a  sworn  statement  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  each  of  such  fraternal  benefit  societies  as  of  the  31st 
day  of  December  preceding  the  date  of  such  contract,  provided  that 
such  Insurance  Commissioner  may  within  his  discretion  require 
such  financial  statement  to  be  submitted  as  of  the  last  day  of  the 
month  preceding  the  date  of  such  contract.  The  Commissioner  of 
Insurance  shall  thereupon  consider  such  contract  of  consolidation, 
merger  or  reinsurance,  and  if  satisfied  that  the  interests  of  the  cer- 
tificate holders  of  such  fraternal  benefit  societies  are  properly  pro- 
tected, and  that  such  contract  is  just  and  equitable  to  the  members 
of  each  of  such  societies,  and  that  no  reasonable  objection  exists 
thereto,  shall  approve  said  contract  as  submitted.  In  case  the  par- 
ties corporate  to  such  contract  shall  have  been  incorporated  in  sepa- 
rate States  or  Territories,  such  contract  shall  be  submitted  as  herein 
provided  to  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance  of  each  of  such  incor- 
porating States  or  Territories,  to  be  considered  and  approved  sepa- 
rately by  each  of  such  Commissioners  of  Insurance.  When  said 
contract  of  consolidation,  merger  or  reinsurance  shall  have  been 
approved  as  hereinabove  provided,  such  Commissioner  or  Commis- 
sioners of  Insurance  shall  issue  a  certificate  to  that  effect,  and 
thereupon  the  said  contract  of  consolidation,  merger  or  reinsurance 
shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect.  In  case  such  contract  is  not 
approved,  the  fact  of  its  submission  and  its  contents  shall  not  be 
disclosed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance. 

§  3.  Expenses  of  Merger,  Etc.  — All  necessary  and  actual 
expenses  and  compensation  incident  to  the  proceedings  provided 
hereby  shall  be  paid  as  provided  by  such  contract  of  consolidation, 
merger  or  reinsurance:  Provided,  however,  That  no  brokerage  or 
commission  shall  be  included  in  such  expenses  and  compensation  or 
shall  be  paid  to  any  person  by  either  of  the  parties  to  any  such 
contract  in  connection  with  the  negotiation  therefor  or  execution 
thereof,  nor  shall  any  compensation  be  paid  to  an  officer  or  employee 
of  either  of  the  parties  to  such  contract  for  directly  or  indirectly 
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aiding  in  effecting  such  contract  or  consolidation,  merger  or  rein- 
surance. An  itemized  statement  of  all  such  expenses  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Insurance  Commissioner  or  Commissioners,  as  the  case 
may  be,  subject  to  approval,  and  when  approved  the  same  shall  be 
binding  on  the  parties  thereto.  Except  as  fully  expressed  in  the 
contract  of  consolidation,  merger  or  reinsurance,  or  itemized  state- 
ment of  expenses,  as  approved  by  the  Commissioner  or  Commis- 
sioners of  Insurance,  as  the  case  may  be,  no  compensation  shall  be 
paid  to  any  person  or  persons,  and  no  officer  or  employee  of  the 
State  shall  receive  any  compensation,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  in 
any  manner  aiding,  promoting  or  assisting  any  such  consolidation, 
merger  or  reinsurance. 

§  4.  Penalty. — Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and;  upon  conviction,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  or  to  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  five  years,  or  to  both  fine  and  imprisonment.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Transfer  and  Annexation  of  a 
Portion  of  Colleton  County  to  Bamberg  County,  and  to 
Alter  the  County  Lines  of  the  Said  Counties  So  as  to 
Conform  Thereto. 

Whereas,  At  an  election  duly  ordered  and  held  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina  on  the  question  whether  the  county  lines  of  Colleton 
county  and  Bamberg  county  should  be  so  altered  as  to  transfer  and 
annex  to  Bamberg  county  a  certain  portion  of  Colleton  county,  more 
than  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  in  the  said  election  were  in  favor 
of  such  transfer  and  annexation;  and, 

Whereas,  All  the  conditions  required  by  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  this  State  were  and  have  been  complied  with ;  now,  therefore, 

Section  1.  Part  of  Colleton  County  Transferred  to  Bam- 
berg County — Boundaries. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  county  lines  of  Col- 
leton county  and  of  Bamberg  county  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
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so  altered  as  to  cut  off  from  said  Colleton  county  and  to  transfer 
and  annex  to  and  incorporate  within  said  Bamberg  county  all  of 
that  certain  territory  or  portion  of  Colleton  county  embraced  within 
the  following  lines  and  boundaries,  to  wit:  All  of  that  portion  of 
the  county  of  Colleton  known  as  the  northwestern  portion  of  War- 
ren township,  beginning  where  the  line  between  Bamberg  county 
and  Colleton  county  intersects  the  Little  Saltkehatchie  River,  thence 
running  north  fifty-eight  degrees  east  for  two  hundred  and  fifty-five 
(255)  chains  on  county  line  to  stake  marked  XIII;  thence  south 
three  degrees  east  for  thirty-one  and  one-half  (31.50)  chains  to 
stake  by  ditch,  this  line  passing  through  property  of  C.  H.  Smith; 
thence  south  twenty-four  and  one-half  degrees  east  for  four  and 
one-half  chains  to  stake  by  ditch  through  property  of  H.  B.  Linder 
and  C.  H.  Smith ;  thence  south  six  and  one-fourth  degrees  east  for 
six  chains  to  stake  by  road  passing  between  property  of  H.  B.  Lin- 
der and  C.  H.  Smith ;  thence  south  seventeen  and  one-half  degrees 
east  for  forty  chains  to  stake,  passing  through  property  of  V.  E. 
McCormack  to  fence,  then  through  property  of  S.  W.  Copeland; 
thence  north  seventy-two  degrees  west  for  sixty-two  links  to  stake ; 
thence  south  eight  and  one-half  degrees  west  for  twenty-seven  and 
fifty-nine  one-hundredths  chains  to  stake  by  road,  passing  between 
property  of  D.  M.  Linder  and  H.  B.  Linder;  thence  south  one 
degree  west  for  eighteen  and  one-half  chains  to  stake  in  edge  of 
pond,  passing  through  property  of  H.  B.  Linder;  thence  south 
eighty-one  degrees  west  for  seven  and  one-half  chains  to  stake  at 
small  branch,  passing  between  land  of  H.  B.  Linder  and  W.  A. 
Strickland ;  thence  north  eight  degrees  west  for  one  and  eighty-five 
one-hundredths  chains  to  gum  marked  XIII,  passing  between  land 
of  D.  M.  Linder  and  W.  A.  Strickland;  thence  south  sixty-nine  and 
one-half  degrees  west  for  sixty-two  and  thirty  one-hundredths 
chains  to  stake,  passing  between  lands  of  J.  Z.  Harrison,  D.  M. 
Linder,  A.  L.  Carter  and  estate  of  Jacob  Linder,  the  corner  between 
Harrison  and  Carter  being  a  large  pine  twenty-six  and  eighty-five 
one-hundredths  chains  from  corner  from  which  traveling;  thence 
south  twenty-two  and  one-half  degrees  west  for  sixteen  and  sixty- 
five  one-hundredths  chains  to  stump  hole;  thence  south  twelve 
degrees  east  to  pine  marked  XIII  by  edge  of  branch ;  thence  follow- 
ing Linder  branch  to  where  it  crosses  Bamberg  and  Walterboro 
highway;  thence  south  eighty-three  degrees  west  for  six  chains  to 
pine  marked  XIII ;  thence  south  sixty-six  and  one-half  degrees  west 
for  seventy-four  and  one-fourth  chains  to  a  gum  marked  XIII  at 
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the  run  of  Little  Saltkehatchie  River;  thence  up  the  run  of  said 
river,  following  it  in  its  different  courses  until  corner  from  which 
the  survey  commenced,  it  also  being  on  the  old  Colleton  and  Bam- 
berg county  line.  That  the  territory  taken  from  Colleton  county 
to  be  added  to  and  to  be  incorporated  into  Bamberg  county  contains 
by  actual  survey  three  and  nine-tenths  (3.9)  square  miles. 


§  2.  To  Form  Part  of  Fish  Pond  Township. — That  the  said 
territory  transferred  and  annexed  to  Bamberg  county  under  this 
Act  shall  be  annexed  to  and  included  in  that  township  in  Bamberg 
county  known  as  Fish  Pond  township,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
a  part  of  that  corporate  body,  with  such  powers,  duties,  liabilities 
and  incidents  as  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  law  for  said 
Fish  Pond  township. 

§  3.  Transfer  of  Tax  Returns.- — That  the  County  Auditor  for 
Colleton  county  shall  segregate  from  the  tax  returns  of  1919  the 
returns  of  all  taxable  porperty  and  polls  located  in  that  portion  of 
Colleton  county  annexed  under  this  Act  to  Bamberg  county,  and  he 
shall  also  prepare  copies  of  the  returns  of  1918  of  all  taxpayers  in 
said  territory  whose  names  appear  on  the  tax  duplicates  of  Colleton 
county  for  1918,  and  who  have  failed  or  neglected  to  make  returns 
for  1919,  and  that  the  same  shall  be  turned  over  by  the  Auditor  of 
Colleton  county  to  the  Auditor  of  Bamberg  county  on  or  before 
April  1,  1919;  and  upon  satisfactory  performance  of  the  forego- 
ing duties,  and  all  other  necessary  duties  to  carry  this  Act  into 
effect,  the  Auditor  of  Colleton  county  shall  be  paid  the  sum  of 
twenty  dollars  by  the  county  of  Bamberg.  That  the  property  and 
polls  located  in  the  proposed  annexed  territory  shall  be  returned  for 
taxation  for  the  year  1919  to  the  Auditor  for  Bamberg  county  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  levy  as  other  portions  of  Bamberg 
county.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Auditor  of  Bamberg 
county  to  receive  the  tax  returns  of  the  taxpayers  and  polls  of  the 
annexed  territory  without  penalty  until  the  first  day  of  April,  1919, 
and  to  enter  the  same  on  the  tax  books  of  the  county  of  Bamberg 
in  the  same  way  and  manner  as  the  other  taxable  property  and  polls 
are  so  placed.  The  County  Auditor  of  Colleton  county  shall  fur- 
nish to  the  County  Auditor  of  Bamberg  county  any  information 
regarding  any  bonded  indebtedness  outstanding  against  any  school 
district  included  in  the  territory  annexed  to  Bamberg  county  under 
this  Act,  that  is  to  be  had,  and  all  possible  information  and  lines  of 
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the  school  districts  of  such  section,  and  any  other  information  or 
abstracts  required  of  him  by  the  Auditor  of  Bamberg  county. 

§  4.  Transfer  of  School  Funds. — That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  County  Superintendent  of  Education  of  Colleton  county  to 
forthwith  furnish  to  the  Auditor,  acting  as  Superintendent  of  Edu- 
cation of  Bamberg  county,  a  statement  of  amounts  and  disburse- 
ments and  balances  on  hand  for  each  of  the  school  districts  or  por- 
tions thereof  in  the  territory  annexed  to  Bamberg  county  under  this 
Act,  together  with  such  further  information  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  proper  continuation  of  the  public  schools  located  in  such  territory ; 
and  the  County  Superintendent  of  Education  of  Colleton  county  shall 
apportion  and  distribute  to  the  various  school  districts  or  portions 
thereof  in  said  territory  their  lawful  share  of  all  school  funds  col- 
lected, or  to  be  collected,  from  the  taxes  of  the  year  1918,  and  from 
any  State  funds  to  which  they  may  now  or  hereafter  be  entitled 
under  the  law,  and  as  soon  as  possible  he  shall  furnish  a  duplicate 
statement  thereof  to  the  County  Auditor,  acting  as  County  Superin- 
tendent of  Education  of  Bamberg  county.  In  case  it  shall  be  neces- 
sary for  the  Auditor,  acting  as  County  Superintendent  of  Education 
of  Bamberg  county,  to  visit  the  county  seat  of  Colleton  county  for 
the  purpose  of  adjusting  any  matter  or  matters  referred  to  in  this 
section  or  pertaining  towards  his  duties  towards  the  public  schools, 
he  shall  be  allowed  compensation  therefor,  for  not  exceeding  five 
days  at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  per  day  and  his  necessary  expenses. 
The  Superintendent  of  Education  of  Colleton  county  shall  be  paid 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars  by  Bamberg  county  upon  satisfactory  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

§  S.  Transfer  of  Road  and  Sinking  Funds. — The  County 
Treasurer  of  Colleton  county  shall  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of 
Bamberg  county  any  school  funds  or  bonded  debt  funds  now  or 
hereafter  in  his  hands  belonging  to  any  school  district,  or  portion 
thereof,  embraced  in  the  territory  transferred  from  Colleton  county 
to  Bamberg  county  under  this  Act,  together  with  any  special  road 
funds  or  funds  belonging  to  any  road  or  roads,  or  portions  thereof, 
in  said  territory,  together  with  such  commutation  tax  or  taxes  as 
may  have  been  heretofore  or  may  hereafter  be  collected  from  citi- 
zens of  the  said  territory,  and  have  not  heretofore  been  expended 
upon  the  public  roads  in  the  said  territory,  and  he  shall  furnish  the 
County  Treasurer  of  Bamberg  county  a  list  of  such  commutation 
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taxpayers,  and  the  receipt  of  the  County  Treasurer  of  Bamberg 
county  shall  be  his  legal  discharge  for  the  custody  of  said  funds. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Treasurer  of  Bamberg  county  to 
hold  and  disburse  any  funds  turned  over  to  him  under  this  section, 
as  now  provided  by  law. 


§  6.  Territory  Transferred  Subject  to  Stock  and  Other 
Laws  in  Force  in  Bamberg  County. — That  the  said  territory 
transferred  from  Colleton  county  to  Bamberg  county,  as  set  out 
herein,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  laws  as  are  now  applicable  to 
Bamberg  county,  and  the  general  stock  law  prohibiting  stock  to 
run  at  large  is  hereby  included  in  the  laws  applicable  to  the  said 
annexed  territory. 

§  7.  Transfer  of  Actions  Pending. — Where  the  defendants 
in  any  civil  action  now  pending,  or  hereafter  brought,  in  the  county 
of  Colleton  reside  in  the  territory  annexed  to  Bamberg  county, 
under  this  Act,  or  where  such  actions  would  have  been  brought  in 
Bamberg  county  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  and  all  indictments 
now  pending  or  warrants  issued  in  Colleton  where  the  offenses  were 
committed  in  the  territory  annexed  under  this  Act,  they  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  county  of  Bamberg  for  trial,  together  with  all 
records,  orders,  commissions  and  ither  necessary  papers  belonging 
thereto,  and  for  each  civil  case  transferred  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Colleton  county  shall  receive 
a  fee  of  fifty  cents. 

§  8.  Transfer  of  Prisoners. — That  any  prisoners  that  may  be 
committed  to  the  jail  in  Colleton  county,  who  under  Section  7  of 
this  Act  shall  be  immediately  transferred  to  the  jail  in  Bamberg 
county,  and  it  is  hereby  the  duty  of  the  Sheriff  of  Bamberg  county 
to  effect  the  said  transfer,  and  he  shall  receive  from  Bamberg  county 
for  such  services  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  day  and  actual  expenses 
incurred  in  the  transfer,  provided  he  shall  not  be  compensated  for 
more  than  two  days. 

§  9.  Apportionment  of  Debt  of  Colleton  County. — That 
the  County  Auditor  of  Colleton  county  and  the  County  Auditor  ot 
Bamberg,  as  soon  as  practicable,  shall  investigate  and  ascertain  the 
total  bonded  or  other  indebtedness  of  the  county  of  Colleton  and 
proportion  the  same  between  the  said  county  of  Colleton  and  the 
territory  herein  annexed  according  to  the  taxable  values  therein: 
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Provided,  That  the  said  indebtedness  shall  not  include  any  expen- 
ditures, taxation  or  indebtedness  incurred,  levied  or  made  for  the 
year  1919;  and  that  there  shall  be  levied  upon  the  taxable  property 
of  the  said  annexed  territory  a  sufficient  tax  to  pay  the  said  indebt- 
edness so  assessed  upon  the  annexed  territory,  and  the  said  amount 
of  such  indebtedness  shall  be  paid  to  the  County  Treasurer  of  Col- 
leton by  the  County  Treasurer  of  Bamberg  county  upon  proper 
voucher  signed  by  the  Auditor  of  the  respective  counties,  and  the 
said  voucher  when  so  paid  shall  constitute  a  full  and  complete 
receipt  to  the  said  Treasurer  of  Bamberg  county,  and  a  complete 
discharge  of  the  said  annexed  territory  from  all  obligations  and 
liabilities  to  the  county  of  Colleton. 

§  9a.  Payment  of  Commissioners. — That  the  Commissioners 
appointed  to  supervise  and  overlook  the  work  of  the  said  survey 
and  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  said  annexation,  who  reside  out- 
side of  the  said  annexed  territory,  shall  be  paid  for  their  services 
according  to  the  existing  law,  provided  that  a  duly  itemized  and 
sworn  statement  be  made  and  filed  with  the  County  Board  of  Com- 
missioners of  Bamberg  county  setting  forth  the  services  rendered; 
the  said  statement  shall  be  a  voucher  to  the  said  County  Board  of 
Commissioners,  who  shall  pay  the  same  as  other  claims  are  paid. 

§  10.  Payment  of  Expenses  from  Funds  Now  Unappropri- 
ated.— That  all  the  expenses  incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  falling  upon  the  county  of  Bamberg  shall  be  paid  out  of  such 
funds  as  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Treasurer  which  are 
now  unappropriated. 

§  11.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  go 
into  effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor. 
Approved  the  10th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1919.

AN  ACT.  to  Require  the  Supervisor  and  County  Commission- 
ers and  County  Treasurer  of  Berkeley  County  to  Pub- 
lish a  Monthly  Report.

Monthly  Reports.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
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State  of  South  Carolina,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
Act  the  Supervisor  and  Board  of  County  Commissioners  and  County 
Treasurer  of  Berkeley  county  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  required  to 
publish  a  monthly  statement  of  their  acts  and  doings  in  the  said 
county  and  show  an  itemized  statement  of  all  moneys  paid  out  and 
moneys  received  by  them. 

§  2.  Time  of  Publication. — That  said  publication  shall  appear 
in  a  newspaper  published  in  Berkeley  county,  the  week  following 
the  first  Monday  of  each  month. 

§  3.  Payment  for  Publication. — That  the  said  Supervisor  and 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  and  County  Treasurer  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  pay  the  sum  of  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  per  annum  for  the  said  publication. 

§  4.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor. 


§  5.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Fix  the  Compensation  of  State  Officers,  Circuit 
Solicitors  and  Circuit  Stenographers,  Justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court  and  Judges  of  the  Circuit  Court. 


Section  1.  Compensation  of  Chief  Game  Warden,  Super- 
intendent of  Penitentiary,  Secretary  of  Charities  and  Cor- 
rection Board,  Chairman  Tax  Commission,  Solicitors,  Ste- 
nographers, Circuit  Judges  and  Justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  the  annual  salaries  of  the  following  State  offi- 
cers and  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  of  the  Judges  of 
the  Circuit  Court,  Circuit  Solicitors,  and  Circuit  Stenographers  shall 
be  as  follows :  Chief  Game  Warden,  twenty-five  hundred  ($2,500.00) 
dollars;  Superintendent  of  the  Penitentiary,  twenty-five  hundred 
($2,500.00)  dollars ;  Secretary  of  the  Charities  and  Correction  Board, 
twenty-five  hundred  ($2,500.00)  dollars;  Chairman  Tax  Commis- 
sion, twenty-five  hundred   ($2,500.00)   dollars;  Circuit  Solicitors, 
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each,  twenty- four  hundred  ($2,400.00)  dollars;  Circuit  Stenog- 
raphers, each,  twenty-one  hundred  ($2,100.00)  dollars:  Provided, 
That  this  provision  shall  not  apply  to  the  stenographers  of  the 
Court  of  General  Sessions  for  the  Fifth  and  Seventh  Judicial 
Circuits.  Each  Circuit  Court  Judge  of  this  State  shall  receive  a 
salary  of  four  thousand  ($4,000.00)  dollars  per  year  after  the  expi- 
ration of  their  present  term,  and  every  Judge  whose  present  term 
has  not  expired  shall  receive  a  salary  of  three  thousand  ($3,000.00) 
dollars :  Provided,  That  they  shall  receive  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
($1,000.00)  dollars  for  expenses.  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
forty-five  hundred  ($4,500.00)  dollars  each.  For  permitting  the 
members  of  the  Supreme  Court  opportunity  for  conference  and 
consultation  for  a  period  of  ninety  days  (if  so  much  be  required) 
in  the  city  of  Columbia,  succeeding  each  term  or  recess  of  said 
Court,  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  ($1,500.00)  dollars  for  each 
member  of  said  Court:  Provided,  That  the  provisions  thereof  shall 
not  apply  unless  the  Justices,  or  a  majority  thereof,  shall  consent  as 
herein  contemplated :  Provided,  further,  That  the  provisions  herein 
set  forth  for  expenses  shall  determine  upon  the  election  of  their 
successors,  respectively. 

§  2.  When  Act  Effective. — This  Act  shall  take  effect,  as  to 
the  salaries  of  each  of  said  State  officers,  Circuit  Solicitors  and 
Circuit  Stenographers,  upon  the  approval  by  the  Governor;  and  as 
to  the  salaries  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  Circuit 
Judges,  upon  the  expiration  of  their  present  term  of  office. 

§  3.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Sections  3222  and  3230  of  Code  of 
1912,  Volume  I,  Relating  to  Regulations  for  the  Pre- 
vention of  Accidents  and  Concerning  the  Responsibility 
Therefor. 

Section  1.  Sections  3222  and  3230,  Civil  Code,  1912,  Vol.  I, 
Amended — Signals  at  Crossings. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Sections  3222  and 
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3230  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  South  Carolina,  Volume  I,  1912,  relat- 
ing to  regulations  for  the  prevention  of  accidents  and  concerning 
the  responsibility  therefor,  be  amended  as  follows:  Section  3222. 
By  inserting  between  the  words  "steam"  and  "whistle"  on  line  two 
thereof  the  words  "or  air,"  and  after  the  word  "engine"  on  line  two 
thereof,  and  before  the  word  "and"  on  line  three  thereof,  the  words 
"or  interurban  car,"  and  after  the  word  "fireman"  on  line  three 
thereof,  and  before  the  word  "at"  on  line  four  thereof,  the  words 
"or  motorman,"  and  after  the  word  "engine"  on  line  six  thereof, 
and  before  the  word  "has"  on  line  six  thereof,  the  words  "or  inter- 
urban car,"  and  between  the  word  "engine"  and  the  word  "shall" 
on  line  nine  thereof,  the  words  "or  interurban  car,"  and  between 
the  words  "engine"  and  "shall"  on  line  ten  thereof,  the  words  "inter- 
urban car."  Section  3230.  By  inserting  between  the  words  "or" 
on  line  two  thereof  and  "cars"  on  line  two  thereof  the  following 
words,  "any. car  or,"  so  that  the  said  sections,  when  so  amended, 
shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  3222.  A  bell  of  at  least  thirty  pounds  weight  and  a  steam 
or  air  whistle  shall  be  placed  on  each  locomotive  engine  or  inter- 
urban car,  and  such  bell  shall  be  rung  or  such  whistle  sounded  by 
the  engineer  or  fireman  or  motorman  at  the  distance  of  at  least  five 
hundred  yards  from  the  place  where  the  railroad  crosses  any  public 
highway  or  street  or  traveled  place,  and  be  kept  ringing  or  whistling 
until  the  engine  or  interurban  car  has  crossed  such  highway  or  street 
or  traveled  place ;  and  if  such  engine  or  car  shall  be  at  a  standstill 
within  a  less  distance  than  one  hundred  rods  of  such  crossing  such 
bell  shall  be  rung  or  such  whistle  sounded  for  at  least  thirty  seconds 
before  such  engine  or  interurban  cars  shall  be  moved,  and  shall  be 
kept  ringing  or  sounding  until  such  engine  or  interurban  cars  shall 
have  crossed  such  public  highway  or  street  or  traveled  place :  Pro- 
vided, That  a  gong  of  not  less  than  ten  inches  in  diameter  may  be  • 
placed  upon  interurban  cars  in  lieu  of  a  bell  as  herein  required  and 
shall  be  sounded  as  herein  provided. 

Section  3230.  If  a  person  is  injured  in  his  person  or  property  by 
collision  with  the  engines  or  any  car  or  cars  of  a  railroad  corpora- 
tion at  a  crossing,  and  it  appears  that  the  corporation  neglected  to 
give  the  signals  required  by  this  chapter,  and  that  such  neglect  con- 
tributed to  the  injury,  the  corporation  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages 
caused  by  the  collision,  or  to  a  fine  recoverable  by  indictment,  as 
provided  in  the  preceding  section,  unless  it  is  shown  that  in  addi- 
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tion  to  a  mere  want  of  ordinary  care  the  person  injured,  or  the  per- 
son having  charge  of  his  person  or  property,  was  at  the  time  of  the 
collision  guilty  of  gross  or  wilful  negligence,  or  was  acting  in  viola- 
tion of  the  law,  and  that  such  gross  wilful  negligence  or  unlawful 
act  contributed  to  the  injury. 

§  2.  Inconsistent  Acts  Declared  Void. — That  all  Acts  or 
parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  declared  null  and  void.

Acts  of  South  Carolina,  1916,  Approved  March  6,  1916, 
So  as  to  Reduce  the  Number  of  Rural  Policemen  in 
Marlboro  County. 

Section  1.  Act  (1916,  XXIX  Stats.,  764)  Amended — Num- 
ber of  Rural  Police  in  Marlboro  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section 
1267  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  an  Act 
to  amend  an  Act  to  provide  for  Rural  Policemen  for  Marlboro 
county,  approved  the  13th  day  of  February,  1911,  now  embodied 
in  Sections  1267,  1268,  1269,  1270,  1271  and  1272  of  the  Code  of 
Laws  of  South  Carolina,  1912,  Volume  I,  approved  the  12th  day  of 
February,  1915,  by  increasing  the  number  thereof  and  prescribing

Said  Election,  Being  Known  as  Act  No.  117  of  the  Acts 
of  1917,  So  as  to  Provide  for  the  Furnishing  of  Cotton 
Scales,  Repairs,  Etc/  "  Approved  the  11th  Day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1918,  by  Striking  Out  the  Provision  for  the  Pay- 
ment of  One  Cent  for  Each  Bale  of  Cotton  Weighed 
by  Him. 


1.  Section  2357,  Civil  Code,  1912,  Volume  I,  and 
Act  (1918,  XXX  Stats.,  975)  Amended— Compensation  of 
Cotton  Weigher  at  Chester.  —  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  2357,  as 
amended  by  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled  'An 
Act  to  amend  Section  2357  of  Volume  I  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of 
1912,  relating  to  the  election  of  cotton  weighers  for  Chester  and 
Richland  counties,  so  as  to  change  the  time  of  holding  said  election, 
being  known  as  Act  No.  117  of  the  Acts  of  1917,  so  as  to  provide 
for  the  furnishing  of  cotton  scales,  repairs,  etc./  "  approved  the 
11th  day  of  February,  1918,  be  amended  by  striking  out  at  the  end 
of  said  section  the  following :  And  the  said  cotton  weigher  in  return 
for  the  same  shall  pay  to  the  County  Treasurer  of  said  county  each 
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month  one  (1)  cent  for  each  bale  of  cotton  weighed  by  him"  so 
that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Section  2357.  That  public  cotton  weigher  or  weighers  shall  be 
annually  elected  for  each  of  the  incorporated  cities  or  towns  in  the 
county  of  Chester  upon  the  petition  of  twenty-five  or  more  growers 
of  cotton  in  the  territory  surrounding  such  city  or  town.  Said  peti- 
tion for  the  election  of  such  public  cotton  weigher  shall  be  filed 
annually  with  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  respectively,  of 
said  counties  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  July  of  each  year* 
and  the  said  County  Commissioners,  with  the  Mayor  or  Intendant 
of  the  respective  city  or  town  to  and  for  which  the  said  petition 
applies  and  relates,  shall  elect  such  weigher  or  weighers  during  the 
month  of  July,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year  and  until  the 
election  and  qualification  of  his  or  their  successor  or  successors  in 
office.  When  elected,  the  said  cotton  weighers  shall  give  the  bond 
and  discharge  all  the  duties  and  be  subject  to  all  the  requirements 
provided  for  public  cotton  weighers  in  the  General  Statutes;  and 
the  said  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  fix  the  compensation 
and  remove  the  said  weighers  from  office  under  the  provisions  of 
the  General  Statutes :  Provided,  That  in  Chester  county  the  Board 
of  County  Commissioners  shall  furnish  the  cotton  weighers  at  Ches- 
ter with  standard,  visible  scales,  and,  upon  the  application  of  the 
weigher,  keep  the  same  in  good  repair." 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval — Repealing  Clause.— This 
Act  to  take  effect  upon  its  approval.  All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  in* 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Establish  a  Township  Court  in  Certain  Town- 
ships in  the  County  of  Union,  to  Define  the  Jurisdiction 
and  Powers  of  Said  Court,  to  Provide  for  the  Conduct: 
of  the  Business  Thereof,  and  to  Abolish  the  Office  of 
Probate  Judge  and  Devolve  the  Duties  of  Said  Probate 
Judge  and  Master  Upon  the  Township  Court. 


1.  Township  Court  in  Union  County.— Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  a 
Township  Court  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  established  in  and  for  Union 
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township  and  certain  adjacent  townships,  consisting  of  Cross  Keys 
township,  Bogansville  township,  Jonesville  township,  Pinckney 
township,  Santuc  township,  Fish  Dam  township,  all  of  said  town- 
ships being  within  the  county  of  Union,  with  such  jurisdiction  as 
hereinafter  provided. 


§  2.  Jurisdiction. — That  the  said  Township  Court  shall  have 
original  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  Court  of  Commoa 
Pleas  in  all  civil  cases  and  special  proceedings  at  law,  where  the 
amount  demanded  in  the  complaint  does  not  exceed  three  thousand 
dollars,  exclusive  of  the  costs,  or  where  the  value  of  the  property- 
involved  does  not  exceed  three  thousand  dollars.  The  said  Town- 
ship Court  shall  have  no  jurisdiction  to  try  title  to  real  estate  or 
cases  in  equity.  The  said  Township  Court  shall  have  jurisdiction 
to  hear  and  determine  all  appeals  in  civil  cases  from  judgments  ren- 
dered by  Magistrate  Courts,  and  the  proceedings  on  such  appeal 
shall  be  the  same  as  is  now  provided  for  appeal  from  the  said  Mag- 
istrate Court  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas. 

§  3.  To  Be  a  Court  of  Record. —  That  the  said  Township 
Court  shall  be  a  Court  of  record  and  have  a  seal  inscribed  with  the 
words  "Township  Court  of  Union,"  and  the  same  presumption  in. 
favor  of  its  jurisdiction  and  the  validity  of  its  judgments  and 
decrees  shall  hold  as  in  the  case  of  judgments  rendered  by  the 
Circuit  Court. 

• 

§  4.  Laws  Applicable  to  Circuit  Courts  to  Apply,  Unless* 
Inconsistent*  —  That  all  general  laws  and  statutory  provisions, 
applicable  generally  to  the  Circuit  Courts  of  this  State  and  trial  of 
cases  therein  shall  apply  to  said  Township  Court  and  to  the  conduct 
and  trial  of  cases  therein  where  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act. 

§  5.  Procedure.— That  the  same  forms  of  pleadings  and  the 
same  rules  of  procedure,  practice  and  evidence  shall  obtain  in  the 
Township  Court  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the  trial  of  civil  cases  in 
Circuit  Court,  where  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act :  Provided,  however,  That  the  pleadings  and  copies  thereof  in 
a  case. for  trial  before  the  said  Court  shall  be  filed  in  the  Clerk's 
office  as  now  provided  by  law  for  the  Circuit  Court  before  six 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  Wednesday  preceding  the  first  day 
of  the  next  ensuing  term  of  the  said  Township  Court,  and  the  Clerk 
shall  forthwith  enter  the  cases  upon  the  appropriate  calendar. 
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§  6.  Trial  by  Jury. — Where  a  jury  is  required  in  the  trial  of 
all  civil  cases,  in  said  Court,  said  jury  shall  consist  of  six  persons. 
In  all  civil  actions  either  party  may  demand  a  jury  trial  in  all  cases 
in  which  a  trial  by  jury  is  granted  of  right  under  the ' Constitution 
and  laws  of  this  State,  but  such  demand  must  be  made  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  the  term,  or  upon  the  call  of  the  calendar  on  the 
first  day  of  the  term,  and  the  failure  to  make  such  demand  shall  be 
a  waiver  of  said  right  of  trial  by  jury,  unless  otherwise,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, ordered  by  the  Judge  of  said  Township  Court. 

§  7.  Powers  of  Judge.— That  in  all  cases  and  special  proceed- 
ings within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Township  Court  and  pending 
therein  the  Judge  of  the  Township  Court  shall  have  the  same  juris- 
diction, both  in  open  Court  and  at  chambers,  as  is  possessed  by 
Circuit  Judges  over  cases  pending  in  the  Circuit  Court  over  which 
they  are  presiding,  or  in  the  Circuits  in  which  they  are  residents. 

§  8.  Appeals* — That  in  all  civil  actions  and  special  proceedings 
of  which  said  Township  Court  shall  have  jurisdiction  the  right  of 
appeal  shall  be  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  pursuant  to  the  same  rules,  practice  and  procedure  as  now 
govern  appeals  from  Circuit  Courts. 

§  9.  Terms  of  Court. — The  Township  Court  shall  be  held  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Township  Judge  at  such  times  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  to  promptly  dispatch  the  business  of  the  Court,  and  con- 
tinue for  such  time  as  is  necessary  to  dispose  of  the  business  before 
the  Court :  Provided,  That  said  Court  shall  always  be  open  for  the 
transaction  of  such  civil  business  as  can  be  disposed  of  without  a 
jury. 

§  10.  Juries. — The  Board  of  Jury  Commissioners,  as  consti- 
tuted by  law  in  said  county  for  the  drawing  of  the  jurors  for  the 
Circuit  Court,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Jury  Commissioners  for 
the  drawing  of  jurors  to  attend  upon  the  sessions  of  the  Township 
Court,  and  such  Commissioners  shall,  upon  the  order  of  said  Court, 
at  such  time  as  shall  be  fixed,  from  the  jury  box  (whether  the  same 
has  been  previously  drawn  or  not)  draw  a  panel  of  petit  jurors*  and 
the  Clerk  of  said  Court  shall  immediately  issue  to  the  Sheriff  a 
venire  containing  the  names  of  the  persons  thus  drawn  as  petit 
jurors,  which  venire  shall  be  returnable  at  such  time  as  may  be 
named  by  the  said  Court,  and  the  persons  so  served  shall  be  the 
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jurors  for  said  Court,  and  the  law  relating  to  the  qualifications, 
drawing  and  summoning  of  jurors  of  the  Circuit  Court  shall  apply, 
except  as  is  herein  otherwise  provided:  Provided,  That  not  more 
than  eighteen  persons  shall  be  drawn  and  summoned  to  attend  at 
the  same  time  at  any  session  of  the  Township  Court,  unless  the 
Court  shall  otherwise  order.  Jurors  drawn  and  summoned  shall 
appear  and  attend  upon  the  sessions  of  the  Township  Court  for 
which  summoned  until  excused  or  discharged  by  the  Judge  thereof : 
Provided,  That  services  as  jurors  in  the  Township  Court  shall  not 
be  held  to  exempt  a  juror  from  services  as  such  in  the  Circuit  Court 
in  the  same  year:  Provided,  That  no  jurors  shall  be  selected  to 
serve  except  from  within  the  limited  territorial  jurisdiction  of  said 
Township  Court. 

§  11.  Clerk — Records. — That  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court 
shall  be  ex  officio  Clerk  of  the  Township  Court,  and  shall  keep  such 
calendars,  minutes  and  records  of  the  said  Township  Court,  and 
the  cases  therein  pending,  and  attend  and  perform  the  duties  as  the 
Clerk  thereof  as  is  required  of  him  by  law  as  Clerk  of  the  Circuit 
Court.  That  the  costs  and  fees  of  the  Clerk  in  civil  cases  in  the 
Township  Court  shall  be  the  same  as  those  allowed  in  similar  cases 
in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas.  That  the  County  Commissioners 
of  said  county  shall  provide  all  books  necessary  for  keeping  records 
of  said  Court. 


§  12.  Duties  of  Sheriff. — That  the  Sheriff  of  the  county  shall 
attend  upon  all  sessions  of  the  said  Township  Court,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  orders  thereof,  and  shall  execute  the  orders,  writs  and 
mandates  of  the  said  Township  Court  as  required  by  law  of  him 
in  reference  to  the  Circuit  Court.  That  the  cost  and  fees  of  the 
Sheriff  in  civil  cases  in  the  Township  Court  shall  be  the  same  as 
those  allowed  in  similar  cases  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas. 

§  13.  Compensation  of  Jurors  and  Witnesses.— Jurors  in 
attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the  Township  Court  shall  receive 
as  compensation  for  their  services  the  same  per  diem  and  mileage 
as  is  allowed  said  jurors  in  the  Circuit  Court.  Witnesses  in  attend- 
ance upon  the  said  Township  Court  shall  receive  the  same  compen- 
sation as  witnesses  in  attendance  upon  the  Circuit  Court. 

§  14.  Appointment  of  Judge  —  Compensation.  —  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  appoint  W.  W.  Johnson,  a  resi- 
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dent  attorney  at  law  of  Union  county,  Judge  of  said  Township 
Court,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  general  election  in  1922,  and 
until  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified,  and  who  shall 
be  the  presiding  Judge  of  said  Township  Court ;  that  said  Judge  of 
said  Court  shall  possess  the  powers  in  respect  to  preserving  order 
or  punishment  for  contempt  of  Court  as  now  possessed  by  Circuit 
Judges:  Provided,  That  Township  Judge  shall  not  have  the  right 
to  impose  fines  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  or  a  sentence  of  three 
days  in  county  jail  for  contempt.  The  term  of  office  for  the  Town- 
ship Judge  shall  be  four  years  from  the  date  of  the  expiration  of 
his  predecessor's  term.  That  at  the  next  general  election  in  1922, 
and  every  alternate  election  thereafter,  an  election  shall  be  had  for 
Township  Judge,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for  four  years  from 
the  date  of  expiration  of  his  predecessor's  term  of  office,  or  until  his 
successor  has  been  elected  and  qualified.  That  the  said  Township 
Judge,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  the 
same  oath  of  office  as  required  by  law  for  Circuit  Judges,  and  shall  be 
commissioned  in  the  same  manner  as  Circuit  Judges.  The  salary  of 
the  Township  Judge  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be 
paid  by  the  county  in  monthly  installments;  said  Judge  shall  not 
charge  on  the  facts,  but  shall  declare  the  law  only.  All  vacancies  in 
the  office  of  Township  Judge  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
Governor,  such  appointee  holding  for  the  unexpired  term  of  his 
predecessor.  In  case  of  absence  or  inability  of  the  Township  Judge 
at  the  time  fixed  for  holding  any  term  of  said  Court,  the  Governor 
may  appoint  some  other  suitable  person,  being  an  attorney  at  law,  to 
hold  said  term  of  Court  as  special  Township  Judge.  The  Township. 
Judge,  as  provided  for  in  this  Act,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  practice 
law  in  any  county  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina.  That  no  person 
shall  be  appointed  Township  Judge  except  a  licensed  attorney  at  law 
of  Union  county  who  shall  have  practiced  law  at  least  three  years. 

§  15.  Bailiffs. — That  the  said  Judge  of  the  Township  Court 
may  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  Bailiffs,  not  to  exceed  two,  to 
attend  upon  the  said  Court,  and  be  subject  to  the  orders  thereof. 
That  the  said  Bailiffs  shall  have  the  same  power  as  Constables  of 
said  county,  and  shall  receive  as  compensation  two  dollars  per  day 
for  time  actually  engaged,  and  shall  not  be  retained  in  attendance 
upon  the  Court  longer  than  the  exigencies  of  the  Court  may  require. 

§  16.  Stenographer. — That  the  said  Township  Judge  shall 
appoint  for  the  said  Township  Court  an  official  stenographer,  who 
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may  attend  the  sessions  of  the  Court  and  perform  the  duties  in  con- 
nection therewith  as  performed  by  the  Circuit  Stenographer  in  said 
Court,  when  in  the  discretion  of  the  Township  Judge  it  is  necessary 
to  have  a  stenographer.  That  the  said  stenographer  shall  receive 
f torn  the  said  county  the  salary  of  five  dollars  per  day  for  the  time 
actually  engaged  in  taking  testimony,  to  be  paid  by  the  county  in 
monthly  installments,  and  in  addition  such  fees  as  provided  herein. 

§  17.  Costs.— That  all  costs  and  disbursements  allowed  the  pre- 
vailing party,  and  all  costs  and  fees  allowed  officers  of  Court  in 
action  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  shall  be  allowed  in  actions  in 
this  Court. 

§  18.  Use  of  Courthouse. — That  the  Township  Court  shall 
have  the  use  of  the  Union  Courthouse  for  holding  the  sessions  of 
said  Township  Court. 

§  19.  Duties  and  Powers  of  Probate  Judge  and  Master 
Devolved  on  Judge. — That  all  the  duties,  powers  of  the  Probate 
Judge  and  Master  in  and  for  the  county  of  Union  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  imposed  upon,  vested  in  and  attached  to  the  office  of 
Township  Judge. 

§  20.  Bond. — That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  the 
bond  of  the  said  Judge  of  Probate  of  Union  county,  which  is  fifteen 
thousand  dollars,  shall  be  deemed  and  is  the  bond  of  the  Township 
Judge  to  embrace  the  duties  of  said  Probate  Judge  and  Master  and 
his  faithful  performance  of  same. 

§  21.  Fees  of  Judge. — That  said  Township  Judge  shall  receive 
as  compensation  the  fees  and  commissions  as  are  now  provided  by 
law  for  the  Probate  Judge  and  Master  for  the  services  rendered  in 
addition  to  the  salary  herein  provided. 


§  22.  Disqualification  of  Judge. — That  all  cases  in  which  the 
said  Township  Judge  as  Master  may  be  directly  or  indirectly  inter- 
ested, or  otherwise  disqualified,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Clerk  of 
Court  for  Union  county  to  act  as  Master,  who  shall  receive  the 
compensation  and  commission  of  said  case  as  now  provided  by  law. 

§  23.  Repealing  Clause. — All  Acts  or  parts. of  Acts  incon- 
sistent with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 
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§  24.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  immediately  upon  approval  by  the  Governor.

License  Fees,  Etc.,"  So  as  to  Add  the  Word  "Orange- 
burg" After  the  Word  "Jasper"  in  Said  Section. 

Section  1.  Act  (1918,  XXX  Stats.,  698)  Amended — Mar- 
riage License  Fees  in  Orangeburg  County.— Be  it  enacted  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  an  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  Section  3745,  and  the  Acts  amendatory 
thereof,  of  Civil  Code  of  Laws  of  1912,  relating  to  Probate  Judge 
to  issue  license  fees,  etc.,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by 
inserting  the  word  "Orangeburg"  after  the  word  "Jasper"  in  the 
said  section,  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows : 

Section  3745.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  foregoing  pro- 
vision, the  Judge  of  Probate  shall  issue  a  license  for  the  marriage 
of  any  persons  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  ($1.00)  dollar 
therefor,  and  a  statement,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  to  the  effect 
that  the  persons  seeking  the  contract  of  matrimony  are  legally 
capacitated  to  marry,  together  with  the  full  names  of  the  persons, 
their  ages  and  places  of  residence.  Of  the  fee  of  one  ($1.00)  dol- 
lar the  Judge  of  Probate  shall  retain  twenty-five  (25)  cents  as  his 
compensation;  the  remaining  seventy-five  (75)  cents  shall  be  paid 
into  the  county  treasury  and  go  to  the  school  fund  of  said  county: 
Provided,  That  in  Aiken,  Edgefield,  Abbeville,  Lancaster,  Lee, 
Marlboro,  Chester,  Williamsburg  and  Jasper  and  Orangeburg  coun- 
ties, of  the  fee  of  one  ($1.00)  dollar  the  Judge  of  Probate  shall 
retain  fifty  (50)  cents  as  his  compensation,  and  the  remaining  fifty 
(50)  cents  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  to  go  to  the  school 
fund  of  said  county ;  and  in  Colleton,  Clarendon,  Florence  and  Union 
counties  the  Probate  Judges  shall  retain  the  said  fee  of  one  ($1.00) 
dollar  as  their  compensation:  Provided,  No  such  license  shall  be 
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issued  when  the  woman  or  woman-child  is  under  the  age  of  four- 
teen, or  the  man  or  male  is  under  the  age  of  eighteen:  Provided, 
further,  That  when  either  party  to  the  proposed  marriage  shall  be 
under  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  shall  reside  with  father  or  mother 
or  other  relative  or  guardian,  the  Probate  Judge  shall  not  issue  a 
license  for  such  marriage  until  the  consent  of  such  relative  or  guard- 
ian, in  writing,  shall  first  be  delivered  to  him :  PgDvided,  That  such 
license  shall  be  issued  in  the  counties  of  Beaufort,  Darlington, 
Georgetown,  Oconee  and  Sumter  by  the  Clerk  of  Court.

Relates  to  Newberry  County. 

Section  1.  Act  (1916,  XXIX  Stats.,  696)  Amended — 
Courts  in  Newberry  County.  —  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  an  Act  entitled  "An 
Act  to  fix  the  time  for  holding  the  Courts  in  the  Eighth  Judicial 
Circuit,"  approved  February  15,  1916,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  subdivision  (D)  thereof  relat- 
ing to  Newberry  county  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following, 
viz.:  (D)  Newberry  county.  The  Court  of  General  Sessions  at 
Newberry  for  the  county  of  Newberry,  on  the  third  Monday  in 
March,  on  the  first  Monday  of  July,  and  on  the  second  Monday  in 
December ;  and  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  at  the  same  place,  on 
the  second  Monday  in  May,  to  continue  for  two  weeks ;  on  the  third 
Monday  in  September,  to  continue  for  one  week,  and  on  the  third 
Monday  in  November,  to  continue  for  two  weeks :  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  no  jury  be  drawn  for  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  to  be 
held  on  the  third  Monday  of  September.

AN  ACT  to  Regulate  the  Sale  and  Provide  for  the  Inspec- 
tion of  Commercial  Disinfectants  in  the  State  of  South 
Carolina. 

Section  1*  Marking  of  Commercial  Disinfectants. — Be  it 

enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
That  no  commercial  disinfectant  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  South 
Carolina  unless  it  h^ve  plainly  stamped  upon  the  container  the  coef- 
ficient strength  as  compared  with  pure  phenol,  the  said  coefficient 
to  be  determined  by  the  method  employed  by  the  Hygenic  Labora- 
tory of  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service. 


§  2.  Certificate  and  Sample  to  Be  Filed  With  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture,  Etc — That  before  any  commercial  dis- 
infectant either  is  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  in  the  State, 
the  manufacturer,  importer,  dealer,  agent  or  person  who  causes  it 
to  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale,  by  sample  or  otherwise,  within  this 
State  shall  file  with  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Commerce 
and  Industries  a  statement  that  he  desires  to  offer  such  commercial 
disinfectants  for  sale  in  this  State,  and  also  a  certificate,  the  execu- 
tion of  which  shall  be  sworn  to  before  a  Notary  Public  or  other 
proper  official  for  registration,  stating  the  name  of  the  manufac- 
turer, the  location  of  the  principal  office  of  the  manufacturer,  and 
the  name,  brand  or  trade-mark  under  which  the  said  preparation  or 
preparations  will  be  sold,  together  with  the  guaranty  and  that  prepa- 
ration or  preparations  meet  the  requirements  of  this  Act,  and  that 
the  name  or  trade-mark  under  which  the  article  is  sold  shall  not 
mislead  or  deceive  the  purchaser  in  any  way ;  also,  that  any  state- 
ment, design  or  device  on  the  label  or  package  regarding  the  sub- 
stance therein  shall  be  true  and  correct,  and  any  claim  made  for  the 
article  shall  not  be  false  or  misleading  in  any  particular,  and  file  with 
the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Commerce  and  Industries  a 
labeled  package  of  each  brand  of  goods,  showing  claims  made  for 
same,  which  labeling  and  claim  shall  not  be  changed  during  the  fiscal 
year  for  which  registration  is  made  without  the  consent  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Agriculture,  Commerce  and  Industries. 

§  3.  Fees.— for  the  expense  incurred  in  registering,  inspecting 
and  analyzing  commercial  disinfectants,  a  registration  fee  of  ten 
($10.00)  dollars  for  each  separate  brand,  or  in  lieu  thereof  a  max- 
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imum  fee  of  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  per  annum,  covering  all  brands 
made  by  a  single  manufacturer,  shall  be  paid  by  the  manufacturer 
or  seller  of  same  to  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Commerce 
and  Industries  during  the  month  of  July,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  nineteen,  and  during  the  month  of  January  in  each  suc- 
ceeding year,  said  fees  to  be  used  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture, Commerce  and  Industries  for  executing  the  provisions  of 
this  Act.

§  4.  Sale,  Etc.,  of  Unregistered  Disinfectants  a  Misde- 
meanor—Penalty.— Any  person,  company,  corporation  or  agent 
that  shall  offer  for  sale  or  expose  for  sale  any  package  or  sample 
or  any  quantity  of  any  commercial  disinfectant,  or  any  similar 
preparation,  regardless  of  the  title  under  which  it  is  sold,  which 
has  not  been  registered,  but  subsequently  found  by  an  analysis  or 
examination  made  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Agriculture,  Commerce  and  Industries  to  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  or  to  contain  harmful  or  injurious  substances, 
or  to  be  labeled  with  false  or  misleading  statements  regarding  con- 
tents thereof,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a' misdemeanor,  and,  on  con- 
viction thereof,  shall  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars 
for  the  first  offense  and  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dol- 
lars for  each  subsequent  offense. 

§  5.  Procedure  Upon  Violation  of  Act*  —  Whenever  the 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Commerce  and  Industries  becomes 
cognizant  of  any  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  he 
shall  immediately  by  written  order  suspend  the  sale  of  the  goods 
and  notify,  in  writing,  the  manufacturer,  importer,  jobber  or  dealer, 
if  the  same  be  known.  Any  party  so  notified  shall  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Commerce  and 
Industries ;  and  if  it  appears  that  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
have  been  violated,  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Commerce 
and  Industries  shall  confiscate  and  destroy  the  goods,  and  certify 
the  fact  to  the  Solicitor  in  the  district  in  which  said  sample  was 
obtained)  and  furnish  that  officer  with  a  copy  of  the  results  of  the 
analysis  or  other  examination  of  the  said  article,  duly  authenticated 
by  the  analyst  or  other  officer  making  such  examination  under  the 
oath  of  such  officer.  In  all  prosecutions  arising  under  this  Act  the 
certificate  of  the  analyst  or  other  officer  making  the  analysis  or 
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examination,  when  duly  sworn,  to  by  such  officer,  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  fact  or  facts  therein  certified. 

§  6.  Solicitors  to  Prosecute. — That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
every  Solicitor  to  whom  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Com- 
merce and  Industries  shall  report  any  violation  of  this  Act  to  cause 
proceedings  to  be  commenced  and  prosecuted  without  delay  for  the 
fines  and  penalties  in  such  cases  prescribed. 


§  7.  Disposition  of  Moneys  Received.— All  moneys,  includ- 
ing fines  received  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  kept  as 
a  distinct  fund,  to  be  styled  the  "Commercial  Disinfectant  Fund/'  to 
be  paid  into  the  State  treasury  at  the  end  of  each  month ;  all  checks 
or  orders  in  payment  for  registration  fees  under  this  Act  shall  be 
made  payable  to  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Commerce  and 
Industries,  who  is  authorized  to  draw  out  of  said  funds  upon  his 
warrant  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  all  expenses  incurred 
in  connection  with  this  Act,  and  he  shall  include  in  his  report  to 
the  General  Assembly  an  account  of  the  operation  and  expenses 

under  this  Act.

§  8.  When  Act  Effective. — This  Act  shall  be  in  force  on  and 
after  July  1st,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nineteen. 

§  9.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Regulate  and  Provide  for  the  Maintenance  of 
the  Improved  Highways  in  the  County  of  Greenville. 

Section  1.  Supervisor  of  Greenville  County  to  Appoint 
Overseers  of  Highways. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  Supervisor  of  Gfeenville 
county  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  divide  the 
improved  highways  of  said  county  into  sections  of  from  five  to  ten 
miles  each,  as  in  his  judgment  the  general  nature  of  the  same  may 
suggest;* that  he  shall  appoint  some  responsible  citizen  living  upon 
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each  section  overseer  of  the  same,  for  the  period  of  one  year,  the 
first  term  beginning  with  the  date  of  appointment  and  ending 
-December  31,  1919,  and  thereafter  for  a  full  year. 

§  2.  Duties  of  Overseers. — That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
overseer  to  carefully  note  the  condition  of  his  section  from  time  to 
time  and.  make  report  thereof  to  the  Supervisor,  whereupon  the 
Supervisor,  in  his  discretion,  shall  authorize  the  said  overseer  to 
make  such  repairs  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  billing  the  actual 
cost  thereof  4o  the  county,  which  bills  shall  be  paid  by  the  Super- 
visor out  of  the  appropriation  for  repairs  and  maintenance  of  high- 
ways. No  indebtedness  on  this  account  shall  be  incurred  by  said 
overseer  without  the  authority  of  the  Supervisor  and  all  bills  shall 
be  subject  to  his  approval. 

§  3.  Overseers  to  Serve  Without  Compensation  —  May 
Engage  in  Work.— That  said  overseer  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation, but  may  personally  engage  in  said  repair  and  maintenance 
work  after  contract  for  same,  covering  each  particular  job,  shall 
have  been  authorized  by  the  Supervisor. 

§  4.  Highways  Affected.  —  That  the  improved  highways 
referred  to  are  those  improved  by  the  Highway  Commission.

AN  ACT  to  Prohibit  the  Exhibition  of  Certain  Shows  in 

Anderson  County. 


Section  1.  Tent  Shows,  Except  Circuses,  Prohibited  in 
Anderson  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  after  the  approval  of  this  Act, 
no  carnival,  or  other  traveling  show  exhibited  under  tent,  shall  be 
allowed  license  or  allowed  to  exhibit  such  show  within  the  county 
of  Anderson,  except  circuses,  which  may  be  licensed  for  a  time  not 
exceeding  forty-eight  (48)  hours  during  any  one  year:  Provided, 
however,  That  this  Act  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  the  exhibi- 
tion of  genuine  chautauquas.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Create  a 
Board  of  Conciliation  for  the  Investigation  and  Arbi- 
tration of  Industrial  Disputes,  and  to  Define  Its  Powers 
and  Duties  and  Fix  Its  Compensation,"  Approved  the 
25th  Day  of  March,  1916,  by  Adding  Thereto  a  Section 
to  Be  Known  as  Section  9a,  Fixing  a  Penalty  for  Viola- 
tion of  the  Provisions  of  Said  Act.

Section  1.  Act  (1916,  XXIX  Stats.,  935)  Amended — Pen- 
alty for  Violation* — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  create 
a  Board  of  Conciliation  for  the  investigation  and  arbitration  of 
industrial  disputes,  and  to  define  its  powers  and  duties  and  fix  its 
compensation/'  approved  the  25th  day  of  March,  1916,  and  known 
as  Act  No.  545,  page  935,  be  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  section 
to  be  known  as  Section  9a,  fixing  a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  said  Act,  as  follows :  Section  9a.  Any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  violating  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion, be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  ($25.00)  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  ($10Q.00)  dollars,  or  sentenced  to  not  more  than 
thirty  (30)  days  upon  the  county  chain  gang,  so  that  when  said 
Act  is  amended  it  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  a  Board  of  Conciliation  for  the  investigation 
and  arbitration  of  industrial  disputes  and  strikes  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  created,  to  be  composed  of  three  members,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  The  terms  of  the  members  of  said  Board  first  appointed 
shall  be  for  two,  four  and  six  years,  respectively,  from  the  date  of 
their  appointment,  and  thereafter.upon  the  expiration  of  a  term  of 
a  member  of  said  Board  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term 
of  six  years,  appointments  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  death,  resig- 
nation or  otherwise  before  the  expiration  of  such  term  shall  be  made 
from  the  residue  of  such  terms  in  the  same  manner  as  herein  pro- 
vided for  original  appointments. 

Section  3.  The  duties  of  the  Board  of  Conciliation  shall  be  to 
investigate  industrial  disputes,  or  strikes  or  lockouts  arising  between 
employer  and  employee,  or  capital  and  labor;  to  ascertain,  as  near 
as  may  be,  the  cause  or  causes  of  such  industrial  disputes  or  strikes 
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or  lockouts,  to  make  a  finding  of  fact  in  respect  thereto ;  to  report 
their  findings  of  fact  to  the  Governor  as  soon  as  may  be  practicable, 
and  annually  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina (subject  to  the  proviso  hereinafter  made) ;  to  endeavor,  as  far 
as  possible,  to  induce  both  sides  to  such  an  industrial  dispute  or 
strike  or  lockout  to  arrive  at  an  agreement;  to  remove  misunder- 
standings or  differences ;  to  nominate,  appoint  or  act  as  arbitrators, 
when  so  requested  by  both  sides  to  the  controversy,  and  in  general 
to  remove  as  much  as  possible  the  causes  for  industrial  disputes  or 
strikes  or  lockout?,  and  to  induce  an  amicable  settlement  of  the  same. 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  Conciliation  shall  have  the  power  to 
summon  witnesses  and  compel  them  to  testify;  to  compel  the  pro- 
duction of  books  or  documents  relating  to  questions  in  dispute;  to 
inspect  property  with  respect  to  which  there  is  a  dispute ;  with  rela- 
tion to  industrial  disputes  or  strikes  or  lockouts;  to  examine  into 
working  conditions  and  sanitary  conditions,  and  at  all  times  to  have 
access  to  any  property  or  purchases  necessary  to  such  inspection. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Conciliation  shall  have  power  to  sum- 
mon before  it  and  to  examine  in  public  or  executive  session  any  per- 
sons concerned  in  such  strike  or  lockout  or  industrial  dispute,  or 
any  other  person  within  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  and  to  make 
a  report  to  the  Governor  or  to  the  General  Assembly  of  such  testi- 
mony and  its  recommendations  with  respect  thereto :  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  no  report  shall  be  made  in  such  cases  where  a  majority 
of  such  Board  of  Conciliation  shall  deem  it  advisable  so  to  do. 

Section  6.  The  compensation  of  the  Board  shall  be  ten  ($10.00) 
dollars  per  day  to  each  member  in  attendance  while  actually 
employed  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  herein  prescribed,  in 
addition  to  traveling  expenses. 

Section  7.  The  Board  can  be  called  into  session,  and  into  the  per- 
formance of  its  duties  and  functions,  by  the  Governor. 

Section  8.  One  of  the  members  of  the  said  Board  of  Conciliation 
shall  be  an  employer  of  labor  in  behalf  of  an  incorporated  company; 
one  to  be  a  member  of  a  recognized  labor  union ;  the  third  member 
to  be  appointed  on  recommendation  of  the  two  so  appointed  as 
aforesaid:  Provided,  That  in  case  the  two  members  appointed,  as 
aforesaid,  do  not  agree  on  the  third  member  within  thirty  days  after 
their  appointment,  then  the  Governor  shall  use  his  discretion  in  the 
appointment  of  the  third  member  without  recommendation,  so  that 
at  least  one  member  shall  be  neither  an  employer  of  labor  in  behalf 
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of  an  incorporated  company  or  an  employee  of  any  such  company. 
Section  9.  The  duties  and  functions  of  the  Board  of  Conciliation 
hereby  created  shall  be  the  conciliation  of  industrial  disputes  or 
strikes  or  lockouts,  and  the  removal  of  causes  for  industrial  dis- 
putes or  strikes  or  lockouts ;  and  their  powers  and  the  terms  of  this 
Act  shall  be  favorably  construed  for  the  promotion  of  that  end. 

Section  9a.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than 
twenty-five  ($25.00)  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  ($100.00) 
dollars,  or  sentenced  to  not  more  than  thirty  (30)  days  upon  the 
county  chain  gang. 

Section  10.  This  Act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately  upon  its 
approval  by  the  Governor.

"An  Act  to  Provide  for  an  Appointment  of  a  State 
Board  of  Fisheries,  Define  Their  Duties,"  Etc,  by 
Changing  the  Time  for  the  Open  Season  and  to  Pro- 
a  License  for  Penning  Terrapin. 


Section  1.  Act  (1917,  XXX  Stats.,  171)  Amended — Open 
Season  for  Terrapin— -License  for  Penning.— Be  it  enacted  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Sections 
23  and  25  of  an  Act  to  provide  for  an  appointment  of  a  State  Board 
of  Fisheries,  define  their  duties,  etc.,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  as  follows:  Add  after  Section  23  of  said  Act  the  follow- 
ing: "That  any  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation  penning  ter- 
rapin for  any  length  of  time,  whether  same  is  used  for  commercial 
purposes  or  not,  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  license  fee  of  twenty-five 
($25.00)  dollars."

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.Board  shall,  upon  the  payment  of  twenty-five  ($25.00)  dollars  by 
the  said  person  or  persons,  firm  or  corporation,  issue  to  such  person 
or  persons,  firm  or  corporation  a  license  to  pen  in  this  State  and 
export  from  the  State  terrapin  for  one  (1)  year,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  17  and  Section  38  of  the  Criminal  Code.  All 
persons,  firms  or  corporations,  other  than  common  carriers,  who, 
for  themselves  or  others,  hold  terrapin  in  confinement  for  the  pur- 
pose, of  sale  or  delivery,  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  as  being 
engaged  in  the  business  of  penning  terrapin  within  the  meaning  of 
this  Article,  and  whenever  any  one  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
maintain  a  pen  in  more  than  one  place  the  payment  of  a  separate 
license  of  twenty-five  ($25.00)  dollars  for  each  pen  where  such 
business  is  conducted  is  hereby  required:  Provided,  That  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  require  any  such  person 
or  persons,  firm  or  corporation  to  take  out  any  license  for  any 
employee  or  employees  engaged  by  such  person  or  persons,  firm  or 
corporation,  respectively,  for  catching  or  gathering  terrapin.  Any 
person  or  persons,  firm  or  corporation  buying  or  receiving  terrapin 
for  the  purpose  of  reselling  or  using  them  in  any  way  for  commer- 
cial purposes  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  license  of  twenty-five 
($25.00)  dollars  as  herein  required  for  penning;  and  all  terrapin 
penned  in  this  State  shall  be  subject  to  a  tax  of  five  (5)  cents  each, 
whether  the  same  shall  have  been  gathered,  caught  or  bought  within 
this  State  or  not.  That  any  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation 
penning  terrapin  for  any  length  of  time,  whether  same  is  used  for 
commercial  purposes  or  not,  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  license  fee  of 
twenty-five  ($25.00)  dollars. 

Section  25.  That  there  be  an  open  and  close  season  for  the  catch- 
ing and  shipping  of  sturgeon  and  caviar,  as  follows :  The  open  sea- 
son shall  be  from  March  thirty-first  to  July  first  in  each  year,  and 
no  person  or  persons  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  have  in  his  or  her  pos- 
session any  sturgeon  between  the  first  day  of  July  and  the  thirty-firsjt 
day  Of  March,  both  dates  inclusive.  Each  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion fishing  for  sturgeon  shall  make  a  sworn  report  to  the  inspector 
on  or  by  the  first  day  of  May  of  the  number  of  nets  he,  she  or  they 
have  or  will  use  during  the  season,  and  they  shall  make  a  written 
report  to  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Fisheries  within  five  (5) 
days  after  the  close  of  the  season  of  the  number  of  sturgeon  caught 
by  such  person,  firm  or  corporation,  and  the  number  of  pounds  of 
caviar  shipped. 
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§  2.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  a  Commutation  Road  Tax  and  the 
Collection  of  Same  in  Florence  County. 

Section  1.  Commutation  Road  Tax  in  Florence  County. — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  all  male  persons  from  the  age  of  twenty-one  to  fifty 
years,  inclusive,  in  the  county  of  Florence  shall  be  required  annually 
to  pay  a  commutation  tax  of  two  ($2.00)  dollars  on  or  before  the 
31st  day  of  December  of  each  year,  which  tax  must  be  paid  by  the 
person  subject  thereto  to  the  County  Treasurer,  and  on  payment  of 
which  he  shall  receive  a  receipt  showing  the  date,  amount  and  pur- 
pose for  which  paid,  and  signed  by  the  person  collecting  the  same. 

§  2.  When  Due— Collection.— Said  commutation  tax  shall  be 
due  and  payable  when  the  poll  tax  is  due  and  payable  and  shall  be 
charged  against  all  persons  liable  therefor  by  the  County  Auditor,, 
the  same  as  poll  taxes  are  now  charged,  and  shall  be  collected  by 
the  County  Treasurer  at  the  same  time  as  the  said  poll  tax  is  now 
collected. 

§  3.  Failure  to  Pay  a  Misdemeanor-— Penalty. — Any  per- 
son herein  made  liable  to'  the  payment  of  said  road  tax  who  shall 
fail  to  make  such  payment  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  of  not  less  than 
five  ($5.00)  dollars  and  not  more  than  ten  ($10.00)  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  of  not  less  than  ten  or  more  than  thirty  days. 

§  4.  Residents  of  Towns  Paying  Street  Tax  Exempt. — 

Any  person  who  is  a  bona  fide  resident  of  any  incorporated  city  or 
town  in  said  county,  paying  the  regular  assessed  street  tax  of  such, 
city  or  towns,  is  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  Act.

School  Tax  in  School  Dittrict  No.  9,  Cherokee 
County.— -Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  after  the  approval  of  this  Act  there  shall  be 
levied  annually  upon  all  property  within  School  District  No.  9,  of 
Cherokee  county,  a  tax  of  eleven  mills  upon  the  assessed  valuation 
thereof,  to  be  used  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  schools 
of  the  said  district. 

§  2.  Levy— Collection— Disbursement. — That  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supporting  and  maintaining  the  schools  of  said  district  the 
Auditor  of  Cherokee  county,  or  such  other  officer  as  may  be  charged 
with  the  assessment  of  taxes,  shall  annually  levy  a  tax  as  provided 
in  Section  1  of  this  Act  on  all  taxable  property  in  said  school  dis- 
trict, and  the  amount  so  levied  shall  be  collected  by  the  County 
Treasurer  of  Cherokee  county  as  State  and  county  taxes  are  col- 
lected, to  be  held  by  him  and  applied  by  him  for  the  purposes  of 
paying  claims  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  schools  in  said 
district,  and  that  such  amount  as  is  derived  annually  from  the  said 
eleven-mill  tax  levy  shall  be  paid  upon  the  order  of  the  trustees  of 
said  school  district.

AN  ACT  to  Ratify  an  Amendment  to  Section  7,  Article  VIII 
of   the    Constitution,    Relating    to   Municipal    Bonded 
Indebtedness,  by  Adding  a  Proviso  Thereto  as  to  the 
.  City  of  Orangeburg. 


Section  1.  Amendment  to  Section  7,  Article  VIII,  Consti- 
tution, Ratified  —  Bonded  Debt  of  City  of  Orangeburg.— 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  the  amendment  to  Section  7,  Article  VIII  of  the  Consti- 
tution, relating  to  municipal  bonded  indebtedness,  by  adding  a  pro- 
viso thereto  as.  to  the  city  of  Orangeburg,  submitted  by  the  last  regu- 
lar General  Assembly  to  the  qualified  electors  at  the  next  general 
election  thereafter  by  a  Joint  Resolution,  upon  which  said  amend- 
ment a  majority  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  thereon  voted  in 
favor  thereof,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  ratified  and  made  a  pro- 
viso to  Section  7,  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  in  form  and  Words  as  follows:  "That  the  limita- 
tions imposed  by  this  section,  and  Section  5  of  Article  X  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  shall  not  apply  to  the 
bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  of  Orangeburg  when  the  proceeds 
of  such  bonds  are  applied  exclusively  for  the  building,  erecting, 
establishing,  repairing,  extending  or  maintaining  of  sidewalks, 
streets,  waterworks,  lighting  plants,  sewerage  system,  fire  depart- 
ment or  City  Hall  and  Guardhouse  for  such  city,  or  for  any  or 
either  of  such  purposes,  or  for  the  payment  of  any  indebtedness 
already  incurred  for  any  or  either  of  such  purposes,  and  when  the 
question  of  incurring  such  bonded  indebtedness  is  submitted  to  the 
qualified  electors  of  such  municipality  by  the  City  Council  of  said 
city  and  a  majority  of  those  voting  in  such  election  or  elections  shall 
vote  in  favor  thereof."

AN  ACT  to  Provide  Whole  Family  Protection. 

Section  1.  Fraternal  Benefit  Societies  May  Insure  Chil- 
dren Dependent  on  Members.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  erf  South  Carolina,  Any  fraternal  benefit 
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society  authorized  to  do  business  in  this  State  and  operating  on  the 
lodge  plan  may  provide  in  its  constitution  and  by-laws,  in  addition 
to  other  benefits  provided  for  therein,  for  the  payment  of  death  or 
annuity  benefits  upon  the  lives  of  children  between  the  ages  of  two 
and  eighteen  years  at  next  birthday  for  whose  support  and  main- 
tenance a  member  of  such  society  is  responsible.  Any  such  society 
may  at  its  option  organize  and  operate  branches  for  such  children, 
and  membership  in  local  lodges  and  initiation  therein  shall  not  be 
required  of  such  children,  nor  shall  they  have  any  voice  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  society.  The  total  benefits  payable  as  above  pro- 
vided shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  following  amounts  at  ages  at  next 
birthday  at  time  of  death,  respectively,  as  follows:  Two,  thirty- 
four  dollars;  three,  forty  dollars;  four,  forty-eight  dollars;  five, 
fifty-eight  dollars ;  six,  one  hundred  and  forty  dollars ;  seven,  one 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars;  eight,  two  hundred  dollars;  nine, 
two  hundred  and  forty  dollars;  ten,  three  hundred  dollars;  eleven, 
three  hundred  and  eighty  dollars;  twelve,  four  hundred  and  sixty 
dollars ;  thirteen  to  fifteen,  five  hundred  and  twenty  dollars,  and  six- 
teen ta  eighteen  years,  where  not  otherwise  authorized  by  law,  six 
hundred  dollars. 


§  2.  Conditions  of  Insurance.— No  benefit  certificate  as  to 
any  child  shall  take  effect  until  after  medical  examination  or  inspec- 
tion by  a  licensed  medical  practitioner  in  accordance  with  the  laws 
of  the  society,  nor  shall  any  such  benefit  certificate  be  issued  unless 
the  society  shall  simultaneously  put  in  force  at  least  five  hundred 
such  certificates,  on  each  of  which  at  least  one  assessment  has  been 
paid,  nor  where  the  number  of  lives  represented  by  such  certificate 
falls  below  five  hundred.  The  death  benefit  contributions  to  be 
made  upon  such  certificate  shall  be  based  upon  the  "Standard  Indus- 
trial Mortality  Table"  or  the  "English  Life  Table  Number  Six,"  at 
a  rate  of  interest  not  greater  than  four  per  cent,  per  annum,  or  upon 
a  higher  standard :  Provided,  That  contributions  may  be  waived  or 
returns  may  be  made  from  any  surplus  held  in  excess  of  reserve  and 
other  liabilities,  as  provided  in  the  by-laws :  And  provided,  further, 
That  extra  contributions  shall  be  made  if  the  reserves  hereafter  pro- 
vided for  become  impaired. 

§  3.  Reserve.— -Any  society  entering  into  such  insurance  agree- 
ment shall  maintain  on  all  such  contracts  the  reserve  required  by 
the  standard  of  mortality  and  interest  adopted  by  the  society  for 
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computing  contributions,  as  provided  in  Section  2,  and  the  funds 
representing  the  benefit  contributions  and  all  accretions  thereon 
shall  be  kept  as  separate  and  distinct  funds,  independent  of  the  other 
funds  of  the  society,  and  shall  not  be  liable  for  nor  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debts  and  obligations  of  the  society  other  than  the  bene- 
fits herein  authorized:  Provided,  That  a  society  may  provide  that 
when  a  child  reaches  the  minimum  age  for  initiation  into  member- 
ship in  such  society  any  benefit  certificate  issued  hereunder  may  be 
surrendered  for  cancellation  and  exchanged  for  any  other  form  of 
certificate  issued  by  the  society :  Provided,  That  such  surrender  will 
not  reduce  the  number  of  lives  insured  in  the  branch  below  five  hun- 
dred, and  upon  the  issuance  of  such  new  certificate  any  reserve 
upon  the  original  certificate  herein  provided  for  shall  be  transferred 
to  the  credit  of  the  new  certificate.  Neither  the  person  who  orig- 
inally made  application  for  benefits  on  account  of  such  child  nor  the 
beneficiary  named  in  such  original  certificate,  nor  the  person  who 
paid  the  contributions,  shall  have  any  vested  right  in  such  new  cer- 
tificate, the  free  nomination  of  a  beneficiary  under  the  new  certifi- 
cate being  left  to  the  child  so  admitted  to  benefit  membership. 

§  4.  Reports— Separation  of  Assets.— An  entirely  separate 
financial  statement  of  the  business  transactions  and  of  assets  and 
liabilities  arising  therefrom  shall  be  made  in  its  annual  report  to 
the  Insurance  Commissioner  by  any  society  availing  itself  of  the 
provisions  hereof.  The  separation  of  assets,  funds  and  liabilities 
required  hereby  shall  not  be  terminated,  rescinded  or  modified,  nor 
shall  the  funds  be  diverted  for  any  use  other  than  as  specified  in 
Section  3,  as  long  as  any  certificates  issued  hereunder  remain  in 
force,  and  this  requirement  shall  be  recognized  and  enforced  in  any 
liquidation,  reinsurance,  merger  or  other  change  in  the  condition  of 
the  status  of  the  society. 

§  5.  Payments  for  Expense  Fund.— Any  society  shall  have 
the  right  to  provide  in  its  laws  and  the  certificate  issued  hereunder 
for  specified  payments  on  account  of  the  expense  or  general  fund, 
which  payments  shall  or  shall  not  be  mingled  with  the  general  fund 
of  the  society  as  its  constitution  and  by-laws  may  provide. 

§  6.  Continuance  of  Insurance  of  Child.— In  the  event  of 
the  termination  of  membership  in  the  society  by  the  person  respon- 
sible for  the  support  of  any  child  on  whose  account  a  certificate 
may  have  been  issued,  as  provided  herein,  the  certificate  may  be 
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continued  for  the  benefit  of  the  estate  of  the  child,  provided  the  con- 
tributions are  continued,  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  other  person 
responsible  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  such  child  who  shall 
assume  the  payment  of  the  required  contributions.

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  Hereafter  the  several  counties  within

Section  2991,  Civil  Code,  1912,  Volume  I, 
Amended  —  Part  of  Charleston  County  Made  Subject  to 
Stock  Law.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  2291  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  South 
Carolina,  1912,  Volume  I,  be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said 
section  the  following:  "Provided,  The  following  territory  shall  be 
excluded  from  the  provisions  of  said  section,  that  is  to  say :  Begin- 
ning at  the  mouth  of  Gerrinicme  Creek,  thence  with  the  center  of 
said  creek  to  the  mouth  of  Horse  Pen  Branch,  thence  along  said 
branch  to  McCormick's  farm,  thence  southeast  to  the  head  of  Tim- 
ber Ditch,  thence  along  said  ditch  to  Atlantic  Ocean,  thence  along 
the  Atlantic  Ocean  to  the  beginning  corner  including  the  town  of 
McClellanville."  So  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read 
as  follows: 

"Section  2291.  There  shall  also  be  exempted  from  the  operations 
of  said  General  Stock  Law  that  section  of  Berkeley  and  Charleston

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Eastern  Branch  Road  to  Hugh's  Bridge  on  the  eastern  branch  of 
Cooper  River ;  thence  down  said  eastern  branch  of  said  river  to  the 
main  river ;  thence  down  said  river  to  the  Wando  River ;  thence  up 
the  western  bank  of  said  Wando  River  to  the  Wando  Plantation; 
thence  to  the  seacoast ;  thence  along  the  seacoast  line  of  Charleston 
county  to  the  mouth  of  the  Santee  River,  and  along  said  river,  the 
same  being  the  county  line,  to  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  track 
of  the  Northeastern  Railroad  with  the  said  river:  Provided,  The 
following  territory  shall  be  excluded  from  the  provisions  of  said 
section,  that  is  to  say :  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Gerrinicme  Creek, 
thence  with  the  center  of  said  creek  to  the  mouth  of  Horse  Pen

Section  1.  Extra  Levy  in  Fort  Mill  School  District  of  York 
County — Proviso. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  hereafter  the  citizens  of  a  special 
school  district  in  York  county  known  as  the  Fort  Mill  School  Dis- 
trict be,  and  they  are  hereby,  empowered  to  increase  the  levy  in 
manner  now  provided  by  law  upon  all  taxable  property  assessed  for 
taxation  in  said  school  district  to  ten  mills  in  support  of  free  public 
schools  within-  said  district :  Provided,  That  no  tuition,  incidental 
or  other  fees  shall  be  charged  against  any  pupil  attending  any  of 
the  said  schools  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  said  tax  levy.

Congress  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Provide  Capital  for  Agri- 
cultural Development,  to  Create  Standard  Forms  of 
Investment  Based  Upon  Farm  Mortgage,  to  Equalize 
Rates  of  Interest  Upon  Farm  Loans,  to  Furnish  a  Mar- 
ket for  United  States  Bonds,  to  Create  Government 
Depositories  and  Financial  Agents  for  the  United 
States,  and  for  Other  Purposes,"  Approved  July  Seven- 
teenth, Nineteen  Hundred  and  Sixteen.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Provide 
an  Additional  Rural  Police  for  Darlington  County  and 
Define  His  Duties,  Powers,  Etc.,  Appearing  as  Act  506, 
Acts  of  South  Carolina,  1918,  Approved  12th  Febru- 
ary, 1918,  So  as  to  Dispense  With  Rural  Police  in  Darl- 
ington County  and  to  Provide  for  the  Appointment 
of  Constables,  Prescribing  Their  Duties,  Compensa*- 
tion,  Etc. 

Section  1.  Act  (1918,  XXX  Stats.,  870)  Amended — Con- 
stables in  Darlington  County — Appointment,  Salaries  and 
Duties. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  an 
additional  Rural  Police  for  Darlington  county,  defining  his  duties, 
powers,  etc.,"  appearing  as  Act  No.  506,  Acts  of  South  Carolina, 
1918,  approved  12th  February,  1918,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  striking  out  sections  or  paragraphs  numbered  1,  2  and 
3  thereof  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following,  to  be  known 
as  Sections  1,  2  and  3 : 

"Section  1.  That  the  Magistrates  at  Hartsville,  Lamar,  Society 
Hill  and  Lydia  shall  each  appoint  a  Constable  as  is  now  provided  by 
law  for  the  appointment  of  Constables,  said  Constables  to  have  the 
same  powers  and  duties  as  now  prescribed  by  law  for  Magistrates' 
Constables. 

Section  2.  That  the  Magistrate's  Constable  at  Hartsville  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  six  hundred  ($600.00)  dollars;  the  Mag- 
istrate's Constable  at  Lamar  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  four 
hundred  ($400.00)  dollars;  the  Magistrate's  Constable  at  Society 
Hill  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  hundred  ($200.00)  dol- 
lars; the  Magistrate's  Constable  at  Lydia  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  ($120.00)  dollars.  The  said  sal- 
aries to  be  due  and  payable  as  the  salaries  of  other  county  officers 
are  now  paid. 
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Section  3.  That  said  Magistrates'  Constables,  in  addition  to  the 
duties  now  imposed  upon  them  by  law,  shall  assist  the  Sheriff  of 
Darlington  county  whenever  he  deems  such  assistance  necessary, 
except  in  the  collection  of  tax  executions,  and  shall  perform  all  other 
duties  and  obligations  now  imposed  upon  them  by  law."  So  that 
said  Act,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  Magistrates  at  Hartsville,  Lamar,  Society  Hill 
and  Lydia  shall  each  appoint  a  Constable  as  is  now  provided  by  law 
for  the  appointment  of  Constables,  said  Constables  to  have  the  same 
powers  and  duties  as  now  prescribed  by  law  for  Magistrates'  Con- 
stables. 

Section  2.  That  the  Magistrate's  Constable  at  Hartsville  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  six  hundred  ($600.00)  dollars;  the  Mag- 
istrate's  Constable  at  Lamar  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  four 
hundred  ($400.00)  dollars;  the  Magistrate's  Constable  at  Society 
Hill  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  hundred  ($200.00)  dol- 
lars; the  Magistrate's  Constable  at  Lydia  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  ($120.00)  dollars.  The  said  sal- 
aries to  be  due  and  payable  as  the  salaries  of  other  county  officers 
are  now  paid. 

Section  3.  That  said  Magistrates'  Constables,  in  addition  to  the 
duties  now  imposed  upon  them  by  law,  shall  assist  the  Sheriff  of 
Darlington  county  whenever  he  deems  such  assistance  necessary, 
except  in  the  collection  of  tax  executions,  and  shall  perform  all  other 
duties  and  obligations  now  imposed  upon  them  by  law. 

Section  4.  That  the  Magistrate  at  Lamar  shall  receive  a  salary  of 
$600.00  per  annum. 

Section  5.  That  this  Act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately  upon  its 
approval  by  the  Governor. 

That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this 
Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  294  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Laws 
of  South  Carolina9  1912,  Volume  I,  So  as  to  Exempt 
Property  Belonging  to  Military  Organizations,  Young 
Women's  Christian  Associations  and  to  the  Salvation 
Army  from  Taxation. 

Section  1.  Section  294,  Civil  Code  of  1912,  Volume  I, 
Amended  —  Certain  Property  of  Military  Organizations, 
Young  Women's  Christian  Associations  and  the  Salvation 
Army  Exempted  from  Taxation. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  294  of  the 
Civil  Code  of  Laws  of  South  Carolina,  1912,  Volume  I,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  subsection  to  be  known 
as  Subsection  25th,  as  follows:  "25th.  All  premises  owned  in  fee 
by  any  military  organization  in  this  State  and  used  by  said  organ- 
ization solely  for  military  purposes,  and  in  case  any  premises  owned 
in  fee  by  any  such  military  organization  be  used  in  part  by  such 
military  organization  for  military  purposes  and  part  for  any  other 
purpose,  then  the  County  Auditor  shall  reduce  the  assessment  on 
such  premises  in  proportion  that  value  of  the  part  used  solely  for 
military  purposes  bears  to  the  whole  premises.  26th.  All  premises 
belonging  to  any  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  or  to  the 
Salvation  Army  in  this  State  and  used  by  them  for  the  purpose  of, 
or  in  support  of,  such  association  or  army:  Provided,  That  the 
exemption  herein  provided  for  shall  not  apply  to  such  portions  of 
any  buildings  as  may  be  rented  for  other  purposes."  So  that  said 
section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  294.  The  following  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, to  wit:  1st.  All  public  schools  and  the  grounds  actually  occu- 
pied by  them,  not  exceeding  in  any  case  three  acres.  2d.  All 
houses  used  exclusively  for  public  worship,  the  books  and  furni- 
ture therein,  and  the  ground  actually  occupied  by  them,  not  exceed- 
ing in  any  case  two  acres,  and  the  parsonage  and  lot  on  which  it  is 
situated,  so  long  as  no  income  is  derived  therefrom.  3d.  All  incor- 
porated public  colleges,  academies  and  institutions  of  learning,  with 
the  funds  provided  for  their  support,  and  the  grounds  and  the 
buildings  actually  occupied  by  them  and  not  used  with  a  view  to 
pecuniary  profit;  but  this  provision  shall  not  extend  to  leasehold 
estates  held  by  others  under  the  authority  of  any  college  or  other 
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institution  of  learning.  4th.  All  real  and  personal  property  the 
rents,  issues,  incomes  and  profits  of  which  have  been  or  shall  be 
given  to  any  city,  town,  village,  school  district  or  subdistrict  in  this 
State  exclusively  for  the  endowment  or  support  of  public  schools 
therein,  so  long  as  such  property  or  the  rents,  issues,  incomes  or 
profits  thereof  shall  be  used  or  applied  exclusively  for  the  support 
of  free  education  in  said  schools  by  such  city,  town,  village,  district 
or  subdistrict.  5th.  All  graveyards  or  cemeteries,  except  such  as 
are  held  with  a  view  to  profit  or  speculation  in  the  sale  thereof. 
6th.  All  property  owned  exclusively  by  the  United  States  or  this 
State.  7th.  All  buildings  owned  by  counties  and  used  exclusively 
as  Courthouses,  jails  or  public  offices,  with  the  grounds  on  which 
such  buildings  are  or  may  be  erected,  not  exceeding  ten  acres  in  any 
county.  8th.  All  lands,  houses,  fixtures  and  property  owned  by 
any  county  or  city  used  exclusively  for  the  support  of  the  poor. 
9th.  All  property  belonging  to  institutions  of  purely  public  charity 
and  used  exclusively  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  such  insti- 
tutions. 10th.  All  fire  engines  and  other  implements  used  in  the 
extinguishment  of  fires,  with  the  buildings  and  grounds  used  exclu- 
sively for  the  keeping  and  preservation  thereof,  when  owned  by  any 
city,  town  or  village,  or  any  fire  company  organized  therein.  11th. 
All  public  squares  or  grounds  and  market  houses  owned  by  any  city, 
village  or  town  and  used  exclusively  for  public  purposes,  and  not 
for  revenue.  12th.  All  city,  town  and  village  halls  owned  and  used 
exclusively  for  public  purposes,  and  not  for  revenue,  by  any  city, 
town  or  village.  13th.  All  waterworks  to  supply  water  for  the  use 
of  a  town  or  city,  the  machinery  and  fixtures  connected  therewith, 
and  the  grounds  occupied  thereby,  when  owned  by  any  city  or  town. 
14th.  All  bonds  and  stocks  of  this  State.  All  municipal  bonds  in 
this  State  which,  by  the  terms  of  the  Act  under  which  they  are  or 
may  be  issued,  are  or  may  be  exempted  from  taxation.  15th.  All 
bonds  and  stocks  of  the  United  States  which  are  not  authorized  by 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  to  be  taxed  under  State  authority. 
16th.  All  rents  accruing  from  real  estate  which  shall  not  become  due 
within  two  months  after  the  first  day  of  January  of  the  year  in 
which  taxes  are  to  be  assessed  thereon.  17th.  All  of  any  annuity 
not  payable  on  or  before  August  1st  of  the  year  for. which  taxes 
are  to  be  assessed  thereon.  18th.  All  pensions  payable  to  any  per- 
son by  the  United  States  or  any  State  of  the  United  States.  19th. 
All  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  company  or  corporation  which 
is  required  to  list  its  capital  and  property  for  taxation  in  this  State. 
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20th.  All  the  wearing  apparel  of  the  person  required  to  make  return, 
and  his  family.  21st.  Articles  actually  provided  for  the  present 
subsistence  of  the  person  or  his  family,  to  the  value  of  one  hundred 
dollars.  22d.  Fair  grounds  of  agricultural  and  mechanical  soci- 
eties when  not  used  for  purposes  of  profit.  23d.  All  houses, 
together  with  the  grounds  occupied  by  them,  not  exceeding  in  any 
case  three  acres,  together  with  books,  furniture  and  appurtenances 
therein,  belonging  to  any  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  in  this 
State  and  used  by  them  for  the  purposes  of,  or  in  support  of,  such 
association  are  exempt  from  taxation  for  State,  county,  school, 
municipal  and  special  taxes:  Provided,  That  the  exemption  herein 
provided  for  shall  not  apply  to  such  portions  of  the  buildings  as 
may  be  rented  for  other  purposes.  24th.  All  bonds  hereafter  issued 
or  sold,  or  to  be  hereafter  issued  or  sold,  by  the  trustees  of  any 
school  district,  or  school  districts,  pursuant  to  the  vote  of  the  major- 
ity of  qualified  voters  of  such  school  district,  or  such  school  dis- 
tricts, voting  at  an  election  heretofore  or  hereafter  held  for  the 
erection  of  buildings,  for  equipment,  for  maintaining  public  schools 
in  such  district  or  districts,  or  for  paying  indebtedness  of  such  dis- 
trict or  districts,  shall  be  exempt  from  all  taxation  for  State,  county, 
municipal  or  school  purposes.  25th.  All  premises  owned  in  fee  by 
any  military  organization  in  this  State  and  used  by  said  organiza- 
tion solely  for  military  purposes,  and  in  case  any  premises  owned 
in  fee  by  any  such  military  organization  be  used  in  part  by  such 
military  organization  for  military  purposes  and  part  for  any  other 
purpose,  then  the  County  Auditor  shall  reduce  the  assessment  on 
such  premises  in  proportion  that  value  of  the  part  used  solely  for 
military  purposes  bears  to  the  whole  premises.  26th.  All  premises 
belonging  to  any  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  or  to  the 
Salvation  Army  in  this  State  and  used  by  thtm  for  the  purpose  of, 
or  in  support  of,  such  association  or  army:  Provided,  That  the 
exemption  herein  provided  for  shall  not  apply  to  such  portions  of 
any  buildings  as  may  be  rented  for  other  purposes. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

A.  D.  1918,  So  as  to  Increase  the  Levy,  Including  Page- 
land  and  Jefferson  School  Districts,  and  to  Permit  the 
Payment  of  Past  Indebtedness  With  Said  Levy. 

Section  1.  Act  (1918,  XXX  Stats.,  1090)  Amended — Spe- 
cial Tax  in  Chesterfield,  Ruby,  ML  Croghan,  Pageland  and 
Jefferson  School  Districts  of  Chesterfield  County.  —  Be  it 

enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  levy  of 
a  special  school  tax  in  Chesterfield  School  District,  Ruby  School 
District  and  Mt.  Croghan  School  District  No.  18,  of  Chesterfield 
county,  in  support  of  schools  therein,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "eleven"  between  the  words 
"exceeding"  and  "mills"  on  line  3  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
word  "sixteen;"  by  inserting  between  the  words  "Mt.  Croghan" 
•  and  "school  districts"  on  line  5  the  words  "Jefferson"  and  "Page- 
land,"  and  by  inserting,  after  the  word  "schools"  •  and  before  the 
word  "respectively"  on  line  17  the  words  "and  to  pay  past  indebt- 
edness," so  that  said  Act,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows :

said  school  districts,  respectively,  and  the  County  Auditor  is  hereby 
required  to  enter  such  levy  upon  his  tax  books,  and  the  County 
Treasurer  shall  collect  same  as  other  taxes  are  collected,  and  place 
same  to  the  credit  of  said  districts,  respectively:  Provided,  The 
number  of  mills  for  each  year  to  be  levied  shall  be  determined  by 
the  County  Superintendent  of  Education  of  said  county  and  the 
Boards  of  Trustees  of  each  of  said  school  districts,  respectively,  and 
are  required  to  advise  the  County  Auditor  thereof  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  July  of  each  year:  Provided,  The  number  of  mills 
herein  authorized  to  be  levied  shall  include  all  special  levies  for  cur- 
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rent  expenses  to  run  said  schools  and  to  pay  past  indebtedness, 
respectively,  already  noted  heretofore  for  said  purposes,  but  same  is 
not  to  include  the  three-mill  constitutional  tax,  the  dog  tax  and  the 
poll  tax,  nor  is  it  to  affect  the  levy  already  provided  by  law  for  pay- 
ment of  interest  and  creating  a  sinking  fund  in  reference  to  bonds 
issued  in  said  school  districts,  respectively,  for  school  buildings.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  Any  or  All  Incorporated  Cities  and 
Towns  Within  the  State  to  Levy  and  Enforce  an  Assess- 
ment  Upon  Abutting  Property  Owners  for  the  Purpose 
of  Paying  for  Permanent  Improvements  On  Their 
Streets  and  Sidewalks. 

Section  1.  Cities  and  Towns  May  As^ew  Abutting  Prop- 
erty for  Permanent  Street  Improvements. — Be  it  enacted  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  any  or 
all  incorporated  cities  and  towns  of  this  State  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  provide  by  ordinance  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  # 
of  the  permanent  improvements  of  their  streets  and  sidewalks  by" 
levying  upon  the  owners  of  property  immediately  abutting  on  the 
streets  and  sidewalks,  or  parts  of  either,  so  improved  an  assessment 
in  proportion  to  the  frontage  only  of  such  property  on  such  streets 
or  sidewalks,  or  parts  of  either,  so  improved  of  not  exceeding  in 
the  aggregate  one-half  of  the  cost  of  such  improvements:  Provided, 
That  no  assessment  shall  be  so  laid  upon  the  abutting  property  own- 
ers until  such  improvements  have  been  ordered  pursuant  to  such 
ordinance  upon  the  written  consent,  signed  and  filed  with  the  City 
or  Town  Clerk,  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  in  number  of  the  owners 
of  the  property  abutting  upon  street,  sidewalk,  or  part  of  either, 
proposed  to  be  improved,  and  provision  made  for  the  payment  by 
the  corporate  authorities  of  said  city  or  town  of  not  less  than  one- 
half  of  the  costs  of  such  improvement;  times  and  terms  of  payment 
and  rates  of  interest  on  deferred  payments  of  assessments  by  such 
property  owners  shall  be  such  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

§  2.  Use  of  Funds.— That  the  amounts  of  money  raised  by 
such  assessments,  together  with  the  amounts  added  thereto  by  the 
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city  or  town  authorities  from  the  city  or  town  treasury,  ^hall  consti- 
tute and  be  kept  as  a  separate  fund,  to  be  used  only  for  the  purpose 
for  which  it  was  raised  and  appropriated. 


§  3.  Assessments  a  Lien — Enforcement  and  Collection. — 

That  the  assessments  so  laid  shall  constitute  and  be  a  lien  upon  the 
property  so  assessed,  and  payment  thereof  may  be  enforced  as  the 
payment  of  city  or  town  taxes  is  enforced :  Provided,  Such  assess- 
ments be  entered  in  a  book  kept  by  the  City  or  Town  Clerk,  to  be 
entitled  "Assessment  Liens,"  stating  the  name  of  the  owners,  the 
location  of  the  property  and  the  amount  of  the  assessment  and  the 
time  or  times  of  payment :  And  provided,  further,  That  such  lien 
shall  continue  from  the  date  of  entry  on  such  book  until  the  expira- 
tion of  five  years  from  the  date  when  final  payment  is  due  and  pay- 
able, unless  sooner  paid.  Upon  default  in  the  payment  of  any 
installment  or  deferred  portion  of  any  assessments,  at  the  time  and 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  fixed  by  ordinance, 
the  total  amount  of  any  such  assessment  then  unpaid  (including 
deferred  installments  or  payments  and  interest)  shall  immediately 
become  due  and  collectible  as  city  or  town  taxes  are  collected,  and 
with  such  penalties  and  costs  as  are  now  provided  for  the  payment 
of  such  taxes. 

§  4.  Entry  of  Satisfaction  Upon  Payment. — That  it  shall  by 
ordinance  be  made  the  duty  of  the  City  or  Town  Clerk  to  make 
entry  of  satisfaction  on  such  "Assessment  Liens"  book  as  soon  as 
full  payment  is  made,  and  the  lien  shall  be  thereby  extinguished. 

§  5.  Issue,  Sale  and  Pledge  of  Certificates  of  Indebted- 
ness.— That  the  City  or  Town  Councils  of  said  cities  and  towns 
are  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness 
showing  the  amounts  of  money  due  to  such  cities  or  towns  by  prop- 
erty owners  as  deferred  payments  or  installments  upon  such  assess- 
ments, and  to  sell  any  of  such  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  to  bor- 
row money  by  pledging  any  of  them  as  collateral  security  for  the 
payment  of  such  debt  or  debts,  and  in  either  event  of  sale  or  col- 
lateral pledge  of  such  certificates,  or  any  of  them,  to  pledge  the 
faith  and  credit  of  such  cities  or  towns  for  the  payment  theteof,  and 
to  guarantee  the  payment  of  same  for  and  in  the  name  of  such  cities 
or  towns. 
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§  6.  Ci^es  and  Towns  May  Require  Notice  of  Transfer  of 
Property  Under  Lien.— That  such  cities  or  towns  may,  by  ordi- 
nance, require  the  grantor  and  grantee,  or  grantors  and  grantees,  of 
any  property,  or  part  of  same,  sold  or  transferred  after  such  assess- 
ment has  been  laid  thereon,  and  before  such  assessment  lien  has  been 
extinguished,  as  provided  herein,  to  file  in  writing  with  the  City  or 
Town  Clerk,  within  ten  (10)  days  after  every  such  sale  or  transfer, 
the  name  of  such  grantor  and  grantee,  or  grantors  and  grantees, 
an  accurate  description  of  the  property  sold  or  transferred  and  the 
date  of  such  sale  or  transfer. 

§  7.  Act  Effective  on  Approval — Provided  Not  Effective 
in  Any  City  or  Town  Until  Adopted  at  Election. — That  this 
Act  shall  be  effective  from  and  immediately  after  its  date  of  approval 
by  the  Governor:  Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall 
not  apply  or  become  operative  in  any  city  or  town  until  submitted  to 
the  qualified  electors  thereof  by  the  City  or  Town  Council  for 
approval,  and  a  majority  of  the  qualified  electors  voting  on  the  ques- 
tion of  its  approval  vote  in  favor  thereof  at  any  general  municipal 
election  or  at  any  special  municipal  election  (whether  called  and 
held  for  that  purpose  only  or  not)  when  the  question  of  the  said 
approval  of  said  Act  is  submitted  and  voted  on  separately  and  the 
ballots  thereon  deposited  in  a  separate  box  properly  labeled  and  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose. 

§  8.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed — Proviso,  This  Act  Not 
to  Apply  to  Certain  Cities  and  Towns. — That  all  Acts  or  parts 
of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
repealed:  Provided,  The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to 
any  city  or  incorporated  town  which  has  heretofore  under  special 
constitutional  amendment  and  act  in  pursuance  thereof  provided  for 
the  issue  of  bonds  and  assessment  of  abutting  property  for  perma- 
nent street  improvement.

Section  1.  Act  (1917,  XXX  Stats.,  365)  Repealed — Duties 
of  Rural  Police  in  Darlington  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  an  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  and  requiring  the  County  Treasurer 
of  Darlington  county  to  turn  over  all  tax  executions  to  the  Rural 
Police  and  authorizing  the  Rural  Police  to  collect  the  same,  also 
imposing  further  duties  upon  the  Rural  Police,"  appearing  as  Act 
No.  186,  Acts  of  South  Carolina,  1917,  approved  February  17,  1917, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  Separate  Accommodations  on  Street 
Cars  for  White  and  Colored  Races,  and  to  Provide  Pen- 
f or  the  Violation  Thereof. 


Section  1.  Separate  Accommodations  for  White  and  Col- 
ored Passengers  on  Street  Cars.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  all  street  railway 
companies  now  operating  or  hereafter  to  operate  lines  of  street  rail- 
ways in  the  State  of  South  Carolina  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  required 
to  provide  separate  accommodations  for  the  white  and  colored  pas- 
sengers on  their  cars  by  reserving-  the  two  rear  seats  and  spaces 
between  all  cross-seated  cars  for  colored  passengers,  and  the  remain- 
ing seats  and  spaces  for  white  passengers ;  but  should  the  two  rear 
seats  thus  reserved  for  colored  passengers  become  filled  with  pas- 
sengers, then  and  in  that  event  any  colored  person  or  persons  offer- 
ing as  passengers  may  be  assigned  to  a  seat  or  seats  next  in  front, 
providing  sufficient  room  in  front  remains  to  accommodate  the  white 
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passengers  then  on  the  cars  in  seats  separate  from  the  colored  pas- 
sengers. In  case  such  conductor,  or  person  in  charge  of  the  car, 
shall  have  the  authority  for  this  purpose  to  move  forward  the  white 
passengers  to  vacant  places  nearer  the  front,  and  in  this  manner 
make  additional  room  for  the  additional  colored  passengers.  In  like 
manner,  should  that  portion  of  the  car  assigned  to  white  passengers 
become  filled,  then  and  in  that  event  any  white  person  or  persons 
offering  as  passengers  may  be  assigned  to  a  seat  or  seats  next  in 
rear,  provided  sufficient  room  in  addition  remains  to  accommodate 
the  colored  passengers  then  on  the  car  in' seats  separate  from  the 
white  passenger  or  passengers;  and  the  conductor  or  other  person 
in  charge  of  the  car  shall  have  authority  to  move  back  colored  per- 
sons for  this  purpose  to  vacant  places  further  back.  On  closed  cars 
having  longitudinal  seats  the  white  passengers  shall  be  assigned  to 
seats  front  of  the  car  toward  the  rear  in  order  in  which  said  passen- 
gers shall  enter  the  car  until  the  intervening  space  between  the  white 
and  colored  passengers  shall  be  filled. 

§  2.  Provisions  as  to  Persons  Standing  in  Aisles.  —  That 
the  conductor  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  car  in  his  discretion 
may  permit  a  reasonable  number  of  persons  to  stand  in  the  aisle 
between  the  seats,  when  an  emergency  for  so  doing  arises;  but  in 
every  such  case  the  races  must  be  kept  in  the  portion  of  the  car 
assigned  to  each,  so  that  white  and  colored  passengers  shall  be  kept 
separate  as  far  as  practicable. 

§  3.  Duties  of  Conductors  and  Employees— Police  Powers 
— Violation  by  Employee  a  Misdemeanor— Penalty. — That 
conductors  or  other  employees  of  said  car  shall  be  required,  and  are 
hereby  empowered,  to  assign  all  passengers  on  the  car  in  their 
charge  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  so  as  to  separate  the  white  and  col- 
ored races  as  much  as  practicable;  and  all  conductors  and  other 
employees  of  said  railway  company  shall  have,  and  are  hereby 
invested  with,  police  power  of  a  peace  officer  of  this  State  to 
carry  out  said  provisions,  and  for  a  violation  of  this  Act  any  such 
employees  or  officers  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
on  conviction,  be  fined  irt  the  sum  of  not  to  exceed  one  hundred 
($100.00)  dollars,  or  imprisoned  or  sentenced  to  work  on  the  county 
chain  gang  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  thirty  days. 

§  4.  Violation  of  Regulations  by  Passenger  a  Misde- 
meanor—-Penalty— Proviso.— That   any  passenger   or  passen- 
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gers  refusing  to  be  assigned  to  the  seats  or  space  in  accordance 
with  the  foregoing  regulations  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  in  the  sum  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars,  or  imprisoned  or  sentenced  to 
work  on  the  county  chain  gang  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  thirty  days : 
Provided,  always,  That  any  person  in  immediate  charge  of  any 
white  child  or  children,  or  any  sick  or  infirm  white  person,  shall  be 
permitted  to  ride  with  the  said  child  or  children,  or  any  sick  or 
infirm  white  person,  in  the  portion  of  the  car  assigned  to  the  use 
of  white  persons. 

§  5.  Operators  of  Cars  May  Arrest. — That  the  officers  or 
agents  of  any  street  railway  company  operating  cars  in  this  State 
are  hereby  clothed  with  authority  to  arrest  any  person  or  persons 
failing  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  this  Act,  and  deliver  them  over 
to  any  peace  officer  of  this  State. 

§  6.  Superintendent  or  Employee  Failing  to  Enforce  Sepa- 
ration of  Races  Subject  to  Penalty.— That  the  superintendent 
of  said  company  and  any  officer,  agent  or  employee  who  shall  fail  or 
refuse  to  provide  for  and  enforce  separation  of  the  races  upon  the 
cars  of  said  company  operating  in  this  State  shall  pay  a  penalty  not 
to  exceed  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars,  or  imprisoned  or  sentenced 
to  work  on  the  chain  gang  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  thirty  days. 

§  7.  Act  Not  to  Prevent  Separation  of  Races  by  Use  of 
Separate  Cars. — That  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  as 
prohibiting  the  railway  companies  from  separating  the  races  by 
means  of  separate  cars  on  such  lines  or  schedules  as  they  may  see 
fit,  or  from  running  cars  exclusively  for  either  race. 

§  8.  Use  of  Signs. — That  street  railway  companies  may  pro- 
vide and  use  in  all  cars  movable  signs  to  indicate  which  seats  are  to 
be  occupied  by  white  passengers  and  which  are  to  bfe  occupied  by 
colored  passengers,  and  these  signs,  if  provided,  shall  be  placed  and 
moved  by  the  conductors  as  conditions  of  traffic  may  require  to  best 
provide  for  the  separation  of  the  races.

Section  1.  Act  (1912,  XXVII  Stats.,  896)  Repealed,  Sub- 
ject to  Result  of  Election  —  Rural  Police  in  Spartanburg 
County. — Be-  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  Rural 
Policemen  of  Spartanburg  county,"  being  Act  No.  486  of  the  Acts 
of  1912,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed:  Provided,  That  this 
Act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  Spartanburg 
county  for  the  purpose  of  voting  on  the  same  at  an  election  to  be 
held  in  said  county  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  April,  A.  D.  1919,  at 
which  election,  if  a  majority  of  the  electors  voting  on  the  said  ques-

Section  1.  Act  (1917,  XXX  Stats.,  156)  Amended — Sala- 
ries of  Bailiffs  of  County  Court  in  Richland  County. — Be  it 

enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
That  Section  16  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  to 
establish  a  County  Court  in  the  county  of  Richland,  and  to  define 
the  jurisdiction  and  powers  of  said  Court,  and  to  provide  for  the 
conduct  of  the  business  thereof,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "of"  at  the  end  of  line  9, 
and  before  the  word  "dollars*'  on  line  10  the  words  and  figures 
seven  hundred  and  eighty   ($780.00)    dollars,  and  insert  in  lieu 
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thereof  the  words  and  figures  nine  hundred  ($900.00)  dollars,  so 
that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  16.  That  the  said  Judge  of  the  County  Court  may  appoint 
a  sufficient  number  of  bailiffs,  not  to  exceed  two,  to  attend  upon  the 
said  Court,  and  be  subject  to  the  orders  thereof ;  and  the  said  bailiffs 
shall  have  the  same  power  as  Constables  of  said  county  and  one  of 
said  bailiffs  shall  receive  as  compensation  two  ($2.00)  dollars  per 
day  for  the  time  actually  engaged,  and  shall  not  be  retained  in  attend- 
ance upon  the  Court  longer  than  the  exigencies  of  the  Court  may 
require,  and  the  other  bailiffs  shall  attend  upon  the  Court  bailiff 
and  receive  as  compensation  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  ($900.00) 
dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  by  the  county  in  monthly  installments.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  2950  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of 
1912,  Volume  I,  by  Providing  for  an  Annual  Tax  on 
the  Town  of  York  of  Not  Exceeding  Two  Per  Cent. 

Section  1.  Sec  2950,  Civil  Code  1912,  Vol.  I,  Amended — 
Annual  Tax  in  Town  of  York.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  2950  of  the 
Code  of  Laws  of  1912,  Volume  I,  be  amended  by  adding  after  the 
word  "State"  on  line  11  the  following:  "Provided,  That  the  Town 
Council  of  York  is  empowered  to  impose  an  annual  tax  of  not 
exceeding  two  per  cent,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall 
read  as  follows : 

Section  2950.  Said  county  shall  have  power  to  impose,  by  ordi- 
nance, published  at  least  twenty  days,  an  annual  tax,  not  exceeding 
one  and  one- fourth  per  cent,  in  cities  containing  over  five  thousand 
inhabitants,  and  not  over  one  per  cent,  in  towns  containing  between 
one  thousand  and  five  thousand  inhabitants,  of  the  assessed  value 
thereof  on  all  real  estate  lying  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city 
or  town,  and  all  personal  property  within  the  same,  including  bonds 
and  stocks  of  banks  and  insurance  companies  and  other  corporations, 
the  real  estate  of  churches  and  school  associations  rrom  which  such 
churches  and  school  associations  dr&w  a  revenue,  or  which  are 
intended  to  be  rented  out  for  such  purpose,  except  from  taxation 
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under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State:  Provided,  That  the 
Town  Council  of  York  is  empowered  to  impose  an  annual  tax  of 
not  exceeding  two  per  cent.  Such  tax  shall  be  levied  by  the  town 
authorities  on  the  property  within  the  corporate  limits  as  assessed 
for  taxation  for  county  and  State  purposes.  The  said  Council  shall 
also  have  power  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  a  penalty,  not  exceed- 
ing IS  per  cent,  of  the  taxes  so  levied  for  nonpayment  of  the  said 
taxes  when  due,  payable  when  the  said  taxes  become  delinquent; 
and  the  taxes  so  levied,  and  also  the  said  penalty  constitute  a  lien 
upon  the  property  upon  which  the  said  tax  is  levied  until  paid,  para- 
mount to  all  other  liens,  except  the  lien  for  county  and  State  taxes ; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  the  same,  the  said  City  or  Town 
Council  shall  have  the  power  to  enforce  the  payment  of  all  such 
taxes  and  penalties,  levied  and  provided  for,  under  the  authority 
of  this  article  against  the  property  of  defaulters,  to  the  same  extent, 
and  substantially  in  the  same  manner,  as  is  provided  by  law  for 
the  collection  of  State  and  county  taxes  and  penalties;  except  that 
executions  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  said  taxes  and  penal- 
ties due  the  said  city  or  town  shall  be  issued  under  the  seal  of 
the  corporation  by  the  Clerk  thereof,  and  directed  to  the  Chief  of 
Police,  or  any  other  officer  designated  by  the  City  or  Town  Council 
for  that  purpose;  and  except,  further,  that  all  sales  under  and  by 
virtue  of  such  executions  shall  take  place  in  front  of  the  City  or 
Town  Hall,  or  other  public  place  designated  by  ordinance  in  such 
city  or  town.  The  said  Clerk  and  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  other 
officer  so  designated  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees  and 
costs  in  the  enforcement  of  such  executions,  and  for  sales  there- 
under, as  are  allowed,  respectively,  to  the  County  Treasurer  and 
Sheriff,  which  fees  and  costs  shall  be  enforceable  and  collectible  in 
the  same  manner  as  fees  and  costs  under  county  and  State  tax  exe- 
cutions and  on  sales  thereunder.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Prohibit  the 
Exhibition  of  Certain  Shows  in  Cherokee  and  Laurens 
and  Oconee  Counties/9  Approved  February  6,  1917,  So 
as  to  Include  McCormick,  Beaufort,  Bamberg,  Oar- 
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endon,  Darlington,  Fairfield,  Greenwood,  Greenville, 
Hampton,  Horry,  Allendale,  Lancaster,  Marlboro,  New- 
berry and  Pickens  Counties  Within  the  Provisions  of 
Act. 


Section  1.  Act  (1917,  XXX  Stats.,  545)  Amended — Tent 
Shows,  Except  Circuses  and  Chautauquas,  Prohibited  in 
Beaufort,  Bamberg,  Cherokee,  Calhoun,  Clarendon,  Dar- 
lington, Fairfield,  Greenwood,  Greenville,  Hampton,  Horry, 
Allendale,  Lancaster,  Laurens,  Marlboro,  McCormick,  New- 
berry, Oconee  and  Pickens  Counties. — Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Act  No. 
223  of  the  Acts  of  1917,  entitled  "An  Act  to  prohibit  the  exhibi- 
tion of  certain  shows  in  Cherokee  and  Laurens  and  Oconee  coun- 
ties," approved  the  6th  day  of  February,  1917,  be,  and  is  hereby, 
amended  by  adding  after  the  word  "Laurens"  and  before  the  word 
"except"  on  line  seven  of  the  Act  the  words  "Beaufort,  Bamberg, 
Calhoun,  Clarendon,  Darlington,  Fairfield,  Greenwood,  Greenville, 
Hampton,  Horry,  Allendale,  Lancaster,  Marlboro,  McCormick, 
Newberry  and  Pickens,"  within  the  provisions  of  said  Act,  and  so  as 
to  contain  the  following  proviso :  "Provided,  That  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  chautauquas,"  so  that  said  Act,  when  so 
amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  after  the  approval  of  this  Act  no  carnival  and  no 
traveling  show  exhibiting  under  tent  shall  be  allowed  license  or  be 
allowed  to  exhibit  within  the  counties  of  Beaufort,  Bamberg,  Cal- 
houn, Cherokee,  Clarendon,  Darlington,  Fairfield,  Greenwood, 
Greenville,  Hampton,  Horry,  Allendale,  Lancaster,  Laurens,  Marl- 
boro, McCormick,  Newberry,  Oconee  and  Pickens,  except  circuses, 
which  may  be  licensed  for  a  time  not  exceeding  forty-eight  hours, 
any  one  year:  Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not 
apply  to  chautauquas.

AN  ACT  to  Encourage  Libraries  in  the  Public  Schools,  and  to 
Repeal  Certain  Acts  Relating  to  the  Establishment  of 
Libraries9  the  Enlargement  of  Libraries,  and  the  Pur- 
chase of  Supplementary  Reader*  for  Libraries. 

Whereas,  That  various  laws  relating  to  the  establishment  of  pub- 
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lie  school  libraries,  to  the  enlargement  of  public  school  libraries,  and 
to  the  purchase  of  supplementary  readers  for  libraries,  have  been 
placed  on  the  statute  books  at  sundry  times,  and  now  need  to  be  har- 
monized and  simplified;  and, 

Whereas,  These  Acts  may  be  tabulated  as  follows :  Act  207,  page 
391,  Statutes  1904;  Act  442,  page  877,  Statutes  1905;  Act  447,  page 
1024,  Statutes  1908;  Act  435,  page  752,  Statutes  1914;  the  first  three 
of  said  Acts  constituting  Sections  1796,  1797,  1798,  1799,  1800,  1801, 
1802  and  1803  of  the  Code  of  1912 ;  and, 

Whereas,  The  library  interest  of  the  private  schools  can  be 
advanced  by  consolidation  these  four  Acts  with  their  four  resulting 
activities;  now,  therefore, 

Section  1.  State  and  County  Aid  for  School  Libraries.— 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  Whenever  the  friends  and  patrons  of  a  public  school 
raise,  from  public  subscription  or  otherwise,  a  sum  of  not  less 
than  five  ($5.00)  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty-five  ($25.00)  dollars, 
and  deposit  same  with  the  County  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  their 
school  district,  the  County  Board  of  Education,  through  the  County 
Superintendent  of  Education,  shall  credit  such  district  with  an  equal 
amount,  to  be  drawn  from  the  County  Board  fund,  or  if  the  said 
County  Board  fund  has  been  exhausted,  to  be  drawn  from  the  gen- 
eral school  fund  of  the  county.  The  County  Superintendent  shall 
then  make  application  to  the  State  Superintendent  for  an  amount 
equal  to  the  sum  raised,  by  private  subscription  or  otherwise,  and 
deposit  with  the  County  Treasurer.  All  the  money  resulting  from 
private  subscription  or  otherwise,  from  county  funds,  or  from  State 
funds,  shall  be  held  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  school 
district  and  shall  be  paid  out  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Board  of 
School  District  Trustees,  duly  approved  and  countersigned  by  the 
County  Superintendent  of  Education:  Provided,  That  not!.ing 
herein  shall  prevent  other  funds  greater  than  those  mentioned  herein 
being  raised  by  private  subscription  and  applied  by  the  County 
Superintendent  of  Education  to  the  purposes  as  herein  set  forth. 

§  2.  Disbursement  of  Funds.  —  The  funds  provided  under 
Section  1  shall  be  expended  only  for  the  establishment  of  a  library, 
for  the  enlargement  of  a  library,  or  for  the  purchase  of  supple- 
mentary readers  to  be  kept  in  the  school  library.     Any  free  pub- 
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lie  school  in  this  State  shall  be  entitled  to  participate  in  this  fund 
not  more  than  once  during  any  fiscal  year.  The  State  Board  of 
Education  shall  select  and  publish  a  list  of  library  books,  and  also 
a  list  of  supplementary  readers,  and  shall  make  all  necessary  rules 
and  regulations  concerning  the  use  and  care  of  libraries.  The  trus- 
tees or  teacher  of  any  school  receiving  the  benefits  of  this  Act  shall 
file,  both  with  the  County  Superintendent  of  Education  and  with 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Education,  a  correct  and  legible  list  of 
books  purchased. 

§  3.  State  Aid  for  Purchase  of  Bookcases.  —  Any  school 
planning  to  establish  a  library  and  needing  a  bookcase,  may  secure 
twelve  and  50-100  ($12.50)  dollars  from  the  State  for  the  pur- 
chase of  said  bookcase,  whenever  the  friends  and  patrons  of  such 
a  school  raise,  from  private  subscription  or  otherwise,  and  deposit 
with  the  County  Treasurer  twelve  and  50-100  ($12.50)  dollars  to 
the  credit  of  their  school  district.  But  no  school  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  second  payment  of  State  aid  for  the  purchase  of  bookcases, 
except  after  a  full  and  satisfactory  showing,  in  writing,  has  been 
made  to  the  State  Superintendent. 

§  4.  Appropriation. — To  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  Act 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  ($5,000.00)  dollars  is  hereby  annually 
appropriated. 

§  5.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed.— All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  "An  Act  to  Amend  Section  2280,  Code 
of  Laws,  1912,  Volume  I  (Civil  Code),  Relating  to 
Animals  Prohibited  from  Running  at  Large,  So  as  to 
Include  Jasper  County/9  Relating  to  Pocataligo  Town- 
ship, in  Jasper  County. 

Section  1.  Act  (1917,  XXX  Stats.,  330)  Amended — Stock 
Law  in   Pocataligo  Township,  of  Jasper  County.  —  Be  it 

enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
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That  an  Act  to  amend  Section  2280,  Code  of  Laws,  1912,  Volume 
I  (Civil  Code),  relating  to  animals  prohibited  from  running  at  large, 
so  as  to  include  Jasper  county,  approved  February  17th,  1917,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  on  line  thirteen 
(13)  of  said  section,  between  the  word  "Beaufort"  and  the  word 
"and,"  the  words  "and  Pocataligo,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so 
amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  2280.  Except  in  the  county  of  Horry  and  parts  of  other 
counties,  in  this  State,  which,  by  or  under  authority  of  special  Acts 
of  the  General  Assembly,  and  subject  to  the  conditions  therein 
contained,  have  been  exempted  and  are  now  exempt  from  the  provi- 
sions of  this  article,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  owner  or  manager 
of  any  horse,  mule,  ass,  genet,  swine,  sheep,  goat  or  neat  cattle  of 
any  description,  or  for  any  person,  to  permit  the  said  animals,  or 
any  of  them,  or  any  other  domestic  animal,  to  run  at  large  beyond 
the  limits  of  his  own  land,  or  the  lands  leased,  occupied  or  con- 
trolled by  him,  but  nothing  contained  in  this  article  shall  prohibit 
the  running  at  large  of  said  animals  or  any  of  them,  within  the 
county  of  Beaufort  and  Jasper,  between  the  first  day  of  December 
and  the  first  day  of  March,  excepting  Beaufort  and  Sheldon  town- 
ships, and  Ladies  Island;  and  excepting  Jasper  county  and  Hilton 
Head  townships  and  St.  Helena  Island,  so  far  as  swine  are  con- 
cerned: Provided,  That  all  stock  may  run  at  large,  at  all  seasons, 
in  that  portion  of  Yemassee  and  Bluffton  townships  bounded  as  fol- 
lows: On  the  north  by  Colleton  and  Oketee  Rivers,  and  a  fence 
running  from  the  bend  of  the  Oketee  River  to  the  Atlantic  Coast 
Line  Railroad  at  Big  Switch,  near  Switzerland;  on  the  north  and 
west  by  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad,  from  Big  Switch  to  the 
Savannah  River ;  on  the  west  by  the  Savannah  River ;  on  the  south 
and  east  by  Savannah  River,  Cooper  River,  Calibogue  Sound,  Skull 
Creek  and  Broad  River.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  1743  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of 
South  Carolinat  1912,  Volume  I,  Relating  to  the  Issue 
of  Bonds  by  School  Districts,  So  as  to  Increase  the  Per 
Cent.  Allowed  in  Chesterfield  County. 

Section  1.  Section  1743,  Civil  Code,  1912,  Volume  I, 
Amended — Limit  for  School  Bonds  in  Chesterfield  County. 

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  That  Section  1743  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  South  Caro- 
lina, 1912,  Volume  I,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by- 
adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following:  "Provided,  That  any 
school  district  now  organized  or  hereafter  organized  in  Chesterfield 
county  may  issue  such  bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  eight  per 
cent.  (8%)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  the  property  in  such, 
district,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Section  1743.  The  Trustees  of  any  public  school  district  in  the 
State  of  South  Carolina  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
issue  and  sell  coupon  bonds  of  the  said  school  district,  payable  to 
bearer,  in  such  denominations  and  amount  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary, not  to  exceed  four  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
property  of  such  school  district  for  taxation,  and  bearing  a  rate  of 
interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  annually  or 
semiannually,  and  at  such  times  as  they  may  deem  best:  Provided, 
That  the  question  of  issuing  the  bonds  authorized  in  this  section  shall 
be  first  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  such  school  district  at  an 
election  to  be  held  upon  the  written  petition  or  request  of  at  least 
one-third  of  the  resident  electors  and  a  like  proportion  of  the  resi- 
dent freeholders  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  to  determine 
whether  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  or  not,  as  herein  provided :  Pro- 
vided, further,  That  before  any  election  is  held  hereunder,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Trustees  of  the  school  district  to  have  a  survey  of  said 
school  district  made  by  some  competent  surveyor,  and  a  plat  thereof 
made  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  Court :  Provided,  further, 
That  the  maximum  percentage  of  assessed  valuation  as  fixed  above 
shall  not  apply  to  Rosemary  School  District  in  the  county  of  George- 
town, but  that  in  said  school  district,  the  maximum  percentage  of 
assessed  valuation  of  property  shall  be  eight  per  cent.  (8%)  :  Pro- 
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vided,  That  any  school  district  now  organized  or  hereafter  organ- 
ized in  Chesterfield  county  may  issue  such  bonds  in  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  eight  per  cent!  (8%)  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  all  the 
property  in  such  district/'

Fourteen  and  by  Inserting  in  Lieu  Thereof  "$400.00" 
and  "$800.00." 

Section  1.  Act  (1919,  XXXI  Stats.,  No.  6)  Amended — 
Salary  of  County  Treasurer  of  Allendale  County.-— Be  it 

enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
That  Section  16  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  Allendale 
county,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out 
"$900.00"  on  lines  ten  and  thirteen  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
"$1,200.00,"  and  by  striking  out  "$300.00"  and  "$o00.00"  on  lines 
eleven  and  fourteen  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "$400.00,"  and 
"$800.00,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

"Section  16.  The  Sheriff  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
$1,000.00,  payable  monthly,  and  the  fees  now  allowed  by  law;  the 
Clerk  of  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and  General  Sessions  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  of  $300.00,  payable  monthly,  and  all  the  fees  now 
allowed  by  law;  the  County  Commissioners  shall  each  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  $100.00,  payable  quarterly;  the  Superintendent 
of  Education  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $800.00,  payable 
monthly ;  the  Coroner  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $100.00,  pay- 
able monthly,  and  the  fees  allowed  by  law ;  the  Probate  Judge  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  $300.00,  payable  monthly,  and  all  the 
fees  allowed  by  law;  the  County  Treasurer  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  $1,200.00,  payable  monthly,  $400.00  of  which  shall  be 
paid  by  Allendale  county  and  $800.00  of  which  shall  be  paid  by  the 
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State  Treasurer  according  to  law,  and  also  fees  now  allowed  by 
law;  the  Auditor  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $1,200,  payable 
monthly,  $400.00  of  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  of  Allendale 
and  $800.00  of  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  accord- 
ing to  law,  and  also  all  fees  allowed  by  law;  each  member  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  Registration  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  $75.00,  payable  quarterly,  to  be  paid  by  the  State;  the  Sheriff 
shall  be  allowed  forty  cents  per  day  for  dieting  each  prisoner." 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  City  of  Abbeville  to  Levy  and 
Enforce  an  Assessment  Upon  Abutting  Property  Own- 
ers for  Purpose  of  Paying  for  Permanent  Improvements 
on  Their  Streets  and  Sidewalks. 

Section  1.  City  of  Abbeville  May  Assess  Abutting  Prop- 
erty for  Street  Improvements — Proviso.— Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  city  of 
Abbeville  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  provide  by  ordinance  for 
the  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  permanent  improvement  of  their 
streets  and  sidewalks  by  levying  upon  the  owners  of  property  imme- 
diately abutting  on  the  streets  and  sidewalks,  or  parts  of  either,  so 
improved  an  assessment  in  proportion  to  the  frontage  only  of  such 
property  on  such  streets  or  sidewalks,  or  parts  of  either,  so  improved 
of  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  one-half  of  the  costs  of  such 
improvements :  Provided,  That  no  assessment  shall  be  so  laid  upon 
the  abutting  property  owners  until  such  improvements  have  been 
ordered  pursuant  to  such  ordinance  upon  the  written  consent,  signed 
and  filed  with  the  City  Clerk,  of  not  less  than  a  two-thirds  majority 
in  the  number  of  the  owners  of  the  property  abutting  upon  the 
street,  sidewalk  or  part  of  either  proposed  to  be  improved  and  pro- 
vision made  for  the  payment  by  the  corporate  authorities  of  said 
city  of  not  less  than  one-half  of  the  costs  of  such  improvements. 
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§  2.  Funds  to  Be  Kept  Separate.— That  the  amount  of  money 
raised  by  such  assessment,  together  with  the  amount  added  thereto 
by  the  city  authorities  from  the  city  treasury,  shall  constitute  and  be 
kept  as  a  separate  fund  to  be  used  only  for  the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  raised  and  appropriated. 

§  3.  Assessment  a  Lien— Enforcement.— That  the  assess- 
ment so  made  shall  constitute  and  be  a  lien  upon  the  property  so 
assessed,  and  payment  thereof  may  be  enforced  as  the  payment  of 
city  taxes  is  enforced:  Provided,  Such  assessment  be  entered  in  a 
book  kept  by  the  City  Clerk,  to  be  entitled  "Assessment  Liens,"  stat- 
ing the  name  of  the  owners,  the  location  of  the  property  and  the 
amount  of  the  assessment  and  the  time  or  times  of  payment:  And 
provided,  further,  That  such  lien  shall  continue  from  the  date  of 
entry  on  such  book  until  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the  date 
when  final  payment  is  due  and  payable,  unless  sooner  paid.  Upon 
default  in  the  payment  of  any  installment,  or  deferred  portion  of 
such  assessment,  at  the  time  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and 
condition  fixed  by  ordinance,  the  total  amount  of  any  such  assess- 
ment then  unpaid  (including  deferred  installments  or  payments  and 
interest)  shall  immediately  become  due  and  collectible  as  city  taxes 
are  collected,  and  with  such  penalties  and  costs  as  are  now  provided 
for  the  nonpayment  of  such  taxes. 

§  4.  Entry  of  Satisfaction.  —  That  it  shall  by  ordinance  be 
made  the  duty  of  the  City  Clerk  to  make  entry  of  satisfaction  on 
such  "Assessment  Lien"  book  as  soon  as  full  payment  is  made,  and 
the  lien  shall  be  thereby  extinguished. 

§  5.  Certificates  of  Indebtedness. — That  the  City  Council  of 
said  city  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  certificates  of  indebt- 
edness showing  the  amount  of  money  due  to  such  city  by  property 
owners  as  deferred  payments  or  installments  upon  such  assessment, 
and  to  sell  any  of  such  certificates  of  indebtedness,  or  to  borrow 
money  by  pledging  any  of  them  as  collateral  security  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  debt  or  debts,  and  in  either  event  of  sale  or  collateral 
pledge  of  such  certificates,  or  any  of  them,  to  pledge  the  faith  and 
credit  of  such  city  for  the  payment  thereof,  and  to  guarantee  the 
payment  of  same  for  and  in  the  name  of  such  city. 

§  6.  City  May  Require  Notice  of  Transfer  of  Property 
Subject  to  Lien,— That  such  city  may  by  ordinance  require  the 
grantor  and  grantee,  or  grantors  and  grantees  of  any  property,  or 
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part  of  same,  sold  or  transferred  after  such  assessment  has  been 
made  thereon,  and  before  such  assessment  lien  has  been  extin- 
guished, as  provided  herein,  to  file  in  writing  with  the  City  Clerk, 
within  ten  (10)  days  after  every  such  sale  or  transfer,  the  name 
of  such  grantor  and  grantee,  or  grantors  and  grantees,  an  accurate 
description  of  the  property  so  sold  or  transferred  and  the  date  of 
such  sale  or  transfer. 

§  7.  Act  Effective  on  Approval.— That  this  Act  shall  be  effec- 
tive from  and  immediately  after  its  approval. 

§  8.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed.— That  all  Acts  or  parts  of 
Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  Rural  Policemen  in  Dillon  County. 


Section  1.  Appointment,  Qualifications  and  Term  of  Rural 
Police  of  Dillon  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Sheriff  of  Dillon  county  the  Governor  shall  appoint  two  men  of 
good  moral  character,  known  not  to  be  addicted  to  the  use  of  alco- 
holic liquors,  and  able-bodied,  and  commission  them  as  Rural  Police- 
men of  said  county  during  the  will  and  pleasure  of  said  Sheriff. 

§  2.  Compensation— Expenses.— That  the  salaries  of  each  of 
said  Policemen  shall  be  one  hundred  fifteen  dollars  per  month  each, 
payable  monthly  by  the  County  Treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  out  of  the  ordinary  county  funds. 
Said  Policemen  shall  provide  themselves  with  policemen's  billets 
and  such  firearms  as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  Sheriff  and  with 
horses  or  other  conveyances  for  regular  use  in  riding  over  the 
county  and  performing  duty  as  mounted  Policemen,  and  they  shall 
bear  all  expenses  incident  to  their  service. 

§  3.  Duties. — That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Policemen,  under 
the  general  control  and  direction  of  the  Sheriff  of  the  county,  espe- 
cially in  the  rural  districts,  to  patrol  and  police  the  county,  and  to 
prevent  or  to  detect  and  prosecute  for  the  violations  of  the  criminal 
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law  of  every  kind,  making  arrests  upon  their  own  initiative,  as  well 
as  upon  complaint  or  information,  and  to  report  all  their  acts  and 
all  known  or  suspected  violations  of  the  criminal  law  to  the  Sheriff 
of  the  county  twice  a  week,  or  oftener  if  required  by  him,  and  they 
shall  at  all  times  obey  and  carry  out  the  orders  and  directions  of 
the  Sheriff  of  said  county  when  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of 
this  Act ;  and  may  be  removed  from  office  at  any  time  by  the  Sheriff 
of  said  county. 

§  4.  Duties,— The  said  Policemen  shall  patrol  the  entire  county 
at  least  twice  a  week  by  sections  assigned  to  each  by  the  county 
Sheriff,  remaining  on  duty  at  night  when  occasion  or  circumstances 
suggest  the  propriety  thereof,  to  prevent  or  detect  crime  or  to  make 
an  arrest,  and  they  shall  always  be  on  duty  for  not  less  than  ten 
hours  a  day,  except  when  granted  occasional  indulgences  or  leaves 
of  absence  by  the  Sheriff.  They  shall  frequent  railroad  depots, 
stores  and  other  public  places  where  people  congregate  or  disorder 
is  probable,  or  vagrants  may  be  loafing,  or  alcoholic  liquors  may  be 
sold,  bartered  or  given  away,  and  they  shall  as  often  as  practicable 
ride  by  houses  that  are  off  the  public  highways  and  in  lonely  parts 
of  the  county,  especially  such  as  are  without  male  protectors,  and 
shall  use  every  means  to  prevent  or  detect,  arrest  and  prosecute  for 
breaches  of  the  peace,  drunkenness,  using  obscene  language,  boister- 
ous conduct  or  discharging  of  firearms  on  the  public  highways  or  at 
any  public  place  or  gathering,  carrying  weapons  contrary  to  law, 
gambling,  vagrancy,  setting  out  fire,  violation  of  the  game  and  fish 
laws,  violation  of  the  dispensary  law,  cruelty  to  animals  or  children, 
violation  of  the  child  labor  laws,  lynching,  and  for  the  violation  of 
any  and  every  law  which  is  detrimental  to  the  peace,  good  order 
and  morals  of  the  community.  And  in  addition  to  the  foregoing 
duties  and  services  said  Policemen,  when  called  upon,  shall  serve 
and  execute  all  criminal  process  issued  by  any  of  the  Magistrates 
of  said  county,  except  those  issued  by  Magistrates  residing  at  Dil- 
lon, Hamer  and  Fore :  Provided,  That  one  of  said  Policemen  shall 
be  on  duty  at  night  and  the  other  one  in  the  day,  unless  the  Sheriff 
sees  fit  to  use  both  at  night. 

§  5.  Powers — Posse  Comitates. — That  said  Policemen  shall 
have  authority,  for  any  suspected  freshly  committed  crime,  whether 
upon  view  or  upon  prompt  information  or  complaint,  to  arrest  with- 
out warrant,  and  in  pursuit  of  the  criminals  or  suspected  criminals, 
to  enter  houses  or  break  and  enter  the  same,  whether  in  their  own 
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county  or  in  an  adjoining  county,  and  they  shall  have  the  right  and 
authority  to  summon  the  posse  cotnitatus  to  assist  in  enforcing  the 
laws  and  in  arresting  violators  or  suspected  violators  thereof,  and 
any  citizen  who  shall  fail  to  respond  and  render  assistance,  when  so 
summoned  or  called  upon,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
upon  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  thirty  days, 
or  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  thirty  ($30.00)  dollars  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars.  When  an  arrest  is  made  without 
warrant  the  person  so  arrested  shall  be  forthwith  carried  before  a 
Magistrate  and  a  warrant  of  arrest  procured,  and  disposed  of  as 
the  Magistrate  shall  direct. 

§  6.  Bond — Oath  of  Office. — That  each  of  said  Policemen 
shall,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duty  and  before 
being  commissioned  by  the  Governor,  enter  into  bond  in  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars  with  sufficient  surety,  to  be 
approved  by  the  Sheriff  of  said  county,  conditioned  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  duties  and  for  the  payment  to  the  county 
and  to  any  person  or  corporation  all  such  damages  as  they  or  any 
of  them  may  sustain  by  reason  of  his  malfeasance  in  office  or  abuse 
of  his  discretion,  and  shall,  in  addition  to  the  oath  of  office  now 
prescribed  by  Section  26  of  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  and  by 
Section  582,  Volume  I,  Code  of  Laws,  1912,  take  and  subscribe 
the  following  oath  (or  affirmation),  to  wit:  "I  further  solemnly 
swear  (or  affirm)  that  during  my  term  of  office  as  County  Police- 
man I  will  study  the  Act  creating  the  office  and  prescribing  my 
duties,  and  will  be  alert  and  vigilant  to  enforce  the  criminal  laws 
of  the  State  and  to  detect  and  bring  to  punishment  every  violation 
of  the  same,  and  will  conduct  myself  at  all  times  with  due  consid- 
eration to  all  persons,  and  will  not  be  influenced  in  any  matter  on 
account  of  personal  bias  or  prejudice.  So  help  me,  God."  The 
form  of  said  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  County  Attorney  and, 
with  the  oaths,  shall  be  filed  with  and  kept  by  the  Clerks  of  Court 
for  said  county. 

§  7. — Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
from  and  after  its  approval  by  the  Governor,  and  immediately  upon 
its  approval  said  Sheriff  shall  make  the  recommendations  provided 
for  in  Section  1  of  this  Act. 

§  8.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — That  all  Acts  and  parts  of 
Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Repeal  an 
Act  Entitled  'An  Act  to  Provide  for  Rural  Policemen 
for  Oconee  County/  Approved  the  Twelfth  Day  of  Feb- 
ruary, A.  D.  1915,  and  to  Provide  for  Two  or  More 
Rural  Constables,  Defining  Their  Duties  and  Powers, 
Salaries,  Etc.,"  Approved  February  8,  1917,  So  as  to 
Provide  for  a  Chief  of  Constabulary,  and  for  the  Serv- 
ice of  Papers  in  the  Courts  of  Magistrates,  Judge  of 
Probate  and  County  Supervisor  by  the  Rural  Constables 
and  Chief  Thereof  and  to  Fix  Their  Salaries. 

Section  1.  Act  (1917,  Stats.,  210)  Amended  —  Salaries 
and  Duties  of  Rural  Constables  in  Oconee  County.— Be  it 

enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
That  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  entitled  "An  Act  to  repeal  an 
Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  provide  fof  Rural  Policemen  for  Oconee 
county/  approved  the  twelfth  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1915,  and  to 
provide  for  two  or  more  Rural  Constables,  defining  their  powers 
and  duties,  salaries,  etc.,,,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as 
follows,  to  wit:  Strike  out  the  words  "the  Sheriff  of  Oconee 
county"  appearing  after  the  words  "supervisor  of  the"  in  the  next 
to  the  last  line  of  said  Section  1  of  said  Act  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  words  "the  Chief  of  Rural  Constabulary  for  Oconee 
county,"  strike  out  the  words  "and  the  Sheriff"  after  the  words 
"provided  for"  in  the  first  line  of  Section  2  thereof  and  insert  in 
lieu  thereof  the  words  "and  the  Chief  of  Rural  Constabulary  for 
Oconee  county,"  strike  out  the  words  "seventy  ($70.00)  dollars" 
after  the  words  "salary  of"  in  Section  3  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars  per  year,"  and  by  add- 
ing thereto  a  section  to  be  known  as  Section  Sa,  to  read  as  follows, 
to  wit:  "Section  5a.  That  each  Rural  Constable,  upon  the  seizure 
of  any  automobile  or  other  property  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the 
prohibition  laws  of  this  State  shall  declare  same  forfeited  to  the 
county  in  which  such  violation  is  committed,  and  he  shall  hold  same 
to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law,"  so  that,  when  amended,  the  said 
Act  shall  read  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Section  1.  That  after  the  approval  of  this  Act  the  Governor,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Legislative  Delegation  or  a  majority 
thereof,  shall  appoint  from  the  registered  electors  of  Oconee  county 

ia-A. 
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two  or  more  men  who  shall  be  known  as  Rural  Constables,  and  those 
so  appointed  shall  be  men  who  are  not  in  the  least  addicted  to  the 
use  of  alcoholic  liquors  or  drugs. 

Section  2.  The  Rural  Constables  herein  provided  for  shall  serve 
all  process  in  the  Courts  of  Probate  and  Magistrates,  and  may  serve 
papers  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  but  if  they  do  so  serve  proc- 
ess for  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  they  shall  only  charge  half  fees 
therefor,  and  they  shall  serve  all  criminal  process  delivered  to  them 
from  the  Court  of  Sessions.  In  case  of  the  service  of  papers  or 
process  in  civil  matters  the  Rural  Constable  or  Constables  shall  col- 
lect fees  for  the  same  and  pay  over  the  same  to  the  County  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  place  the  same  to  the  credit  of  the  county,  to  be  paid 
out  as  other  county  funds. 

Section  3.  The  said  Rural  Constables  shall  each  enter  into  bond 
in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  and 
proper  discharge  of  their  duties  as  such  Constables,  and  shall  be 
paid  a  salary  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars  per  year,  payable 
monthly  by  the  County  Supervisor  out  of  the  ordinary  county  funds. 

Section  4.  That  in  addition  to  the  duties  imposed  on  Rural  Con- 
stables by  this  Act  they  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  shall  exer- 
cise the  same  authority  and  perform  the  same  duties  as  were  imposed 
by  law  upon  Rural  Policemen  in  Oconee  county.  Any  Rural  Con- 
stable appointed  Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  may  be  removed 
by  the  Governor  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  majority  of  the 
Legislative  Delegation  from  Oconee  county. 

Section  5.  The  term  of  office  of  Rural  Constables  herein  provided 
for  shall  be  for  two  years,  unless  removed  as  herein  provided  for. 

Section  5a.  That  each  Rural  Constable,  upon  the  seizure  of  any 
automobile  or  other  property  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  prohibi- 
tion laws  of  this  State,  shall  declare  same  forfeited  to  the  county  in 
which  such  violation  is  committed  and  he  shall  hold  same  to  be  dealt 
with  according  to  law.

AN  ACT  to  Empower  the  Drainage  Commissioners  to  Issue 

Coupon,  Serial  or  Other  Bonds. 

Section  1.  Drainage  Commissioners  May  Issue  Serial 
Bonds. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  The  drainage  law  of  this  State  shall  remain  as  now 
provided  by  law  except  as  hereinafter  provided:  Provided,  That 
the  Drainage  Commissioners  of  any  drainage  district  within  this 
State  are  hereby  empowered  to  issue  coupon  bonds  payable  at 
maturity,  and  provide  for  a  sinking  fund  for  their  payment,  or  to 
issue  serial  coupon  bonds  to  be  payable  in  installments  in  such  man- 
ner and  at  such  times  as  to  the  respective  Drainage  Commissioners 
may  seem  to  the  best  interest  of  each  district. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval — Repealing  Clause. — This 
Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval.  All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Ratify  Amendment  to  Article  X  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  1895  by  Adding  Thereto  Section  16,  to 
Empower  the  Town  of  Pendleton  to  Assess  Abutting 
Property  for  Permanent  Improvements. 

Whereas,  The  General  Assembly  did,  by  Joint  Resolution,  approved 
the  14th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1918,  submit  to  the  qualified  elec 
tors  of  the  State,  at  a  general  election  next  thereafter,  an  amend- 
ment to  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina by  adding  thereto •  Section  16,  as  follows:  "Section  16.  The 
General  Assembly  may  authorize  the  corporate  authorities  of  the 
town  of  Pendleton  to  levy  an  assessment  upon  abutting  property 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  permanent  improvements  on  streets 
and  sidewalks,  or  streets  or  sidewalks,  immediately  abutting  such 
property :  Provided,  That  said  improvements  be  ordered  only  upon 
written  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  owners  of  the  property  abut- 
ting upon  the  streets,  sidewalks,  or  parts  of  either,  proposed  to  be 
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improved,  and  upon  condition  that  said  corporate  authorities  shall 
pay  at  least  one-half  of  the  cost  of  such  improvement ;"  and, 

Whereas,  A  majority  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  voting  thereon  at  the  general  election 
next  succeeding  the  passage  of  the  Joint  Resolution,  did  vote  in 
favor  of  said  amendment ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Amendment  to  Article  X,  Constitution,  Ratified 
— Town  of  Pendleton  May  Assess  for  Street  Improvements. 

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  That  amendment  to  Article  X  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  whereby  Section  16  was  added  thereto,  sub- 
mitted by  the  last  General  Assembly  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
State  at  the  general  election  next  thereafter,  and  upon  which  a 
majority  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  General 
Assembly,  voting  thereon  at  the  last  general  election,  voted  in  favor 
thereof,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  ratified  and  made  a  part  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina;  and  the  said  amend- 
ment so  made  a  part  of  the  said  Constitution  is  as  follows : 

"Section  16.  The  General  Assembly  may  authorize  the  corporate 
authorities  of  the  town  of  Pendleton  to  levy  an  assessment  upon 
abutting  property  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  permanent  improve- 
ments on  streets  and  sidewalks,  or  streets  or  sidewalks,  immedi- 
ately abutting  such  property:  Provided,  That  said  improvements 
be  ordered  only  upon  written  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  owners 
of  the  property  abutting  upon  the  streets,  sidewalks,  or  parts  of 
either,  proposed  to  be  improved,  and  upon  condition  that  said  cor-

AN  ACT  to  Fix  the  Terms  of  Office  for  the  Auditor,  Treas- 
urer, Superintendent  of  Education  and  Probate  Judge 
of  Allendale  County. 

Section  1.  Terms  of  Office  of  Auditor,  Treasurer,  Super- 
intendent of  Education  and  Probate  Judge  in  Allendale 
County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
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South  Carolina,  That  the  terms  of  office  of  the  Auditor,  Treasurer, 
Superintendent  of  Education  and  Probate  Judge  of  the  county  of 
Allendale  shall  be  four  years. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Enable  Townships  in  York  County  to  Issue 

Bonds  for  Roads. 

Section  1.  How  Election  on  Issue  of  Township  Road  Bonds 
May  Be  Ordered  in  York  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  whenever  one- third 
of  the  qualified  freeholders  residing  in  any  township  in  York  county 
shall  present  a  petition  to  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
York  county  praying  for  an  election  upon  the  question  of  issuing 
serial  or  other  coupon  bonds  for  the  construction  of  public  high- 
ways in  such  township  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  York  county  to  order  an  election  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  issuing  of  serial  or  other  coupon  bonds  in  such  township,  to 
an  amount  of  not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  taxable 
property  of  such  township,  said  bonds  to  run  for  not  exceeding 
twenty  years  and  to  bear  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  five  per 
cent.,  with  the  right  to  call  in  any  or  all  of  said  bonds  after  ten  years. 

§  2.  Election — Ballots — Sale  of  Bonds. — Said  election  shall 
be  held  under  the  laws  governing  the  holding  of  general  elections 
in  this  State.  The  ballot  shall  be  provided  according  to  law,  and  on 
one  ballot  shall  be  printed  "For  permanent  road  bonds — Yes,"  on 
the  other  "For  permanent  road  bonds — No."  That  said  election 
shall  be  held  at  the  same  polling  places  as  were  used  in  such  town- 
ship in  the  last  general  election,  and  all  qualified  electors  residing  in 
such  township  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  therein.  If  a  majority  of 
the  ballots  cast  in  said  election  shall  be  for  the  issuing  of  said  bonds, 
the  County  Supervisor  and  Commissioners  hereinafter  provided  for, 
to  be  known  as  Township  Highway  Commissioners,  shall  dispose 
of  said  bonds  to  the  highest  bidder  for  cash,  at  not  less  than  par; 
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upon  such  notice  by  advertisement  and  competitive  bids  as  the 
Supervisor  and  said  Township  Highway  Commissioners  shall  deem 
proper,  reserving  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids.  The  expense 
of  the  election  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  township  road  funds. 


§  3.  Maturity  and  Execution  of  Bonds* — Upon  the  accept- 
ance of  any  bid  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  have 
printed  serial  or  other  coupon  bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
eight  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of 
such  township,  to  run  not  more  than  twenty  years,  with  the  right 
to  the  township  of  redeeming  any  or  all  of  them  after  ten  years. 
These  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  County  Supervisor  and  counter- 
signed by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  but  the  signatures  may  be  litho- 
graphed on  the  coupons.  The  bonds  to  be  issued  by  any  of  said 
townships  shall  show  upon  their  face  for  what  township  said  bonds 
are  issued  and  liability  incurred  thereby  shall  extend  only  to  the 
township  named  therein. 

§  4.  Interest — Annual  Tax — Sinking  Fund. — The  interest 
on  said  bonds  shall  be  paid  semiannually  on  the  first  of  January 
and  the  first  of  July  each  and  every  year,  and  the  Auditor  and  Treas- 
urer shall  levy  and  collect  annually  on  the  property  in  said  township 
a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  these  bonds  and  to  pay  one 
twentieth  (1-20)  or  more  of  the  principal,  the  one  twentieth  or 
more  mentioned  above  and  surplus  accruing  after  the  payment  of 
the  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  County  Sink- 
ing Fund  Commission,  to  be  invested  by  them  in  such  funds  as  are 
recognized  in  law  as  proper  for  the  investment  of  trust  funds.  The 
Sinking  Fund  Commission  shall  annually  present  to  the  Circuit 
Court  of  York  county  an  itemized  statement  of  all  funds  received  by 
it,  and  how  they  have  been  invested,  to  whom  loaned,  and  what 
security.    This  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  said  Court. 


§  5.  Disposition  of  Funds. — As  soon  as  the  funds  arising  from 
the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  received  by  the  said  Township  High- 
way Commissioners  they  shall  be  turned  into  the  county  treasury, 
until  they  shall  be  withdrawn  from  time  to  time  by  the  warrant  of 
said  Township  Highway  Commissioners  as  needed  by  them  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties  under  this  Act. 

§  6.  Township  Highway  Commissioners. — The  Township 
Highway  Commissioners  provided  for  in  this  Act  shall  consist  of 
three  members  who  shall  be  freeholders  in  said  township,  who  shall 
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be  appointed  and  commissioned  by  the  Governor  upon  recommen- 
dation of  a  majority  of  the  Legislative  Delegation  of  York  county. 
The  said  Commission  shall  elect  its  chairman  and  secretary,  and 
any  vacancy  in  the  Commission  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor  upon 
majority  recommendation  of  the  Legislative  Delegation  from  York 
county.  The  Commissioners  each  shall  receive  as  compensation 
for  their  services  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  pay- 
able quarterly  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds.  The 
life  of  said  Commission  shall  be  for  a  period  of  three  years,  or 
until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified.  Each  shall 
give  bond  in  some  approved  company  doing  business  in  this  State, 
under  the  laws  thereof,  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  from 
the  time  the  bonds  are  issued  to  the  time  the  proceeds  thereof  are 
expended  and  accounted  for,  premiums  on  said  bond  to  be  paid  from 
the  funds  derived  from  said  bond  issue;  but  they  shall  construct 
said  roads  as  soon  as  may  be  advantageously  done  in  their  judgment. 

§  7.  Improvement  of  Highways  —  Condemnation.  —  The 

said  Township  Highway  Commission  shall  elect  the  roads  which 
shall  be  permanently  improved,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  decide  the 
width  of  the  same,  and  the  material  to  be  employed,  regard  being 
had  to  the  present  condition  of  said  roads  and  amount  of  traf- 
fic over  same.  They  shall  divide  the  roads  to  be  constructed  or 
improved  into  sections  of  not  less  than  one  mile,  or  more  than  five 
miles,  for  the  purpose  of  letting  the  same  out  for  construction  or 
improvement  by  contract  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  according 
to  plans  and  specifications  to  be  furnished  by  the  said  Township 
Highway  Commission,  of  the  letting  of  which  contract  ten  days' 
notice  shall  be  given  in  at  least  four  public  places  in  the  township 
in  which  the  section  or  sections  of  road  are  to  be  let  of  the  time 
and  place  of  the  letting  of  said  contract,  reserving  in  said  notice 
the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids ;  in  case  any  sections  are  not  let 
on  bids  the  Township  Highway  Commission  shall  have  such  section 
constructed  or  improved  by  hired  labor.  The  successful  bidder 
shall  enter  into  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  in 
double  the  amount  of  his  bids.  They  shall  have  a  right  to  condemn 
land  service,  soil,  trees  or  other  material  adjoining  or  near  to  the 
road  for  the  purpose  of  relocating,  widening,  improving  or  con- 
structing public  highways  herein  provided  for,  in  case  the  right  of 
way  surface,  soil,  trees  or  other  material  cannot  be  secured  by  dona- 
tion or  agreement.    The  same  may  be  taken  for  the  use  herein 
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mentioned  and  the  landowner  may  afterwards  be  compensated  as 
in  condemnation  of  rights  of  way  as  now  provided  for  by  law. 

§  8.  Maintenance  of  Roads  Improved. — It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  Township  Highway  Commissioners  to  keep  the  roads 
constructed  or  improved  by  them  in  proper  repair  during  the  life 
of  said  Commission,  and  for  this  purpose  so  much  of  the  two-mill 
tax  levy  now  provided  for  by  law  as  may  be  necessary  shall  be  used, 
and  the  Township  Supervisor  as  now  constituted  shall  co-operate 
with  said  Commission. 

§  9.  Township  Engineer,  Employment  and  Duties. — The 

said  Township  Highway  Commissioners  may  employ  a  competent 
engineer ;  his  duty  shall  be  to  locate  roads  to  be  constructed  by  the 
Commission,  to  furnish  to  the  said  Commission  estimates  of  cost  of 
said  construction ;  to  see  that  the  work  is  perfectly  performed,  fur- 
nish plans  and  specifications  and  such  other  duties  as  said  Commis- 
sion may  desire. 

§  10.  Record  of  Contracts— Reports.— The  said  Township 
Highway  Commission  shall  keep  a  book  open  for  public  inspection 
at  all  reasonable  times  setting  forth  all  contracts  made  by  it  for  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  said  roads.  They  also  shall  pre- 
sent annually  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  York  county  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  all  funds  received  and  disbursed  by  them,  and  this  shall  be 
a  part  of  records  of  said  Court.  At  the  expiration  of  the  life  of 
said  Commission  all  its  contracts,  papers  and  books  of  accounts  shall 
be  turned  over  to  the  Clerk  of  Court  and  filed  in  his  office. 

§  11.  Disbursement  of  Funds. — All  moneys  shall  be  paid  out 
on  warrants  of  the  chairman  of  the  said  Township  Commission, 
countersigned  by  the  secretary  thereof. 

§  12.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Prohibit  the  Transportation  or  Shipment  of  Fish 
from  Berkeley  County  During  Certain  Seasons  and  to 
Provide  Penalty  Therefor. 

Section  1.  Shipment  of  Fish  from  Berkeley  County  for 
Sale  Prohibited  During  Certain  Months. — Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  From  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  Act  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  ship  or  transport  any  fish  from  the  county  of  Berkeley  for 
the  purpose  of  marketing  or  selling  the  same  between  the  first  day 
of  May  and  the  first  day  of  February. 

§  2.  Penalty. — That  any  person  violating  the  sections  of  this 
Act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,-  upon  conviction,  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days  on  the  chain  gang. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  Relating  to  the  Appointment  of  a  Game  Warden 

for  Berkeley  County. 

Section  1.  Game  Wardens  in  Berkeley  County  to  Be 
Appointed  on  Recommendation  of  Legislative  Delegation. 

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  the  Game 
Wardens  for  Berkeley  county  shall  be  appointed  upon  the  recom- 
mendation and  with  the  consent  of  the  Legislative  Delegation. 

§  2.  Terms  of  Present  Wardens  to  End. — That  immediately 
upon  the  passage  of  this  Act  and  its  signing  by  the  Governor  the 
terms  of  all  present  Game  Wardens  shall  expire  in  Berkeley  county. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor. 
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§  4.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Require  All 
Passenger  Trains,  Operated  by  or  On  Any  and  All 
Railroads  in  This  State,  to  Stop  Upon  Signal  at  Sta- 
tions Located  at  Any  .County  Seat,  and  to  Provide  a 
Penalty  for  a  Violation  Thereof/'  Approved  February 
25,  A.  D.  1914,  So  as  to  Provide  for  Stopping  at  Junc- 
tional Points  Near  County  Seats  Off  the  Main  Line  of 
Railroad. 

Section  1.  Act  (1914,  XXVIII  Stats.,  730)  Amended — 
Stopping  of  Passenger  Trains  at  Junctions*— Be  it  enacted  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  require  all  passenger  trains,  operated  by  or  on 
any  and  all  railroads  in  this  State,  to  stop  upon  signal  at  stations 
located  at  any  county  seat,  and  to  provide  a  penalty  for  a  violation 
hereof,"  approved  February  25,  A.  D.  1914,  be,  and  the  same  hereby 
is,  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"Section  1.  That  all  passenger  trains  operated  by  and  upon  any 
railroad  in  this  State  shall  stop  to  let  off  a  passenger  or  passengers 
or  upon  signal  to  take  on  a  passenger  or  passengers  at  any  and  all 
stations  located  at  any  county  seat  within  this  State.  That  in  case 
the  county  seat  is  not  located  on  the  main  line  of  such  railroad,  but 
is  served  by  a  branch  line  therefrom,  then  such  passenger  trains 
shall  stop  at  the  junctional  point  of  said  branch  line  with  said  main 
line  where  said  junctional  point  is  not  more  than  twenty-three  miles 
distant  from  said  county  seat,  and  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall 
apply  as  to  each  junctional  point  in  said  county  where  the  said  junc- 
tional points  are  more  than  thirty  (30)  miles  apart. 

Section  2.  That  any  railroad  company  operating  a  passenger  train 
upon  any  railroad  in  this  State  which  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  stop  any 
passenger  train  at  a  county  seat  or  such  junctional  point  as  afore- 
said to  let  off  a  passenger  or  passengers  or  upon  signal  to  take 
on  a  passenger  or  passengers  shall  pay  a  penalty  of  one  hundred 
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($100.00)  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense ;  one-half  of  said  pen- 
alty to  go  to  any  person  who  shall  sue  for  the  same  and  one-half 
to  the  county  in  which  the  offense  occurs." 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval.  —  This  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  for  the  Further  Regulation  and  Control  of  Frater- 
nal Benefit  Associations. 

Section  1.  Benefits  Payable  by  Fraternal  Benefit  Associa- 
tions—Premium Loans — Paid-Up  Insurance. — Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  Every 
association  transacting  business  under  this  Act  shall  provide  for  the 
payment  of  death  benefits,  and  may  provide  for  the  payment  of 
benefits  in  case  of  temporary  or  permanent  physical  disability, 
either  as  the  result  of  disease,  accident  or  old  age :  Provided,  The 
period  of  life  at  which  the  payment  of  benefits  for  disability  on 
account  of  old  age  shall  commence  shall  not  be  under  seventy  years, 
and  may  provide  for  monuments  or  tombstones  to  the  memory  of 
its  deceased  members,  and  for  the  payment  of  funeral  benefits. 
Such  association  shall  have  the  power  to  give  a  member,  when  per- 
manently disabled  or  on  attaining  the  age  of  seventy,  all  or  such 
portion  of  the  face  value  of  his  certificate  as  the  laws  of  the  asso- 
ciation may  provide :  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  Act  contained 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  issuing  of  benefit  certificates 
for  the  term  of  years  less  than  the  whole  of  life  which  are  payable 
upon  the  death  or  disability  of  the  member  occurring  within  the 
term  for  which  the  benefit  certificate  may  be  issued.  Such  associa- 
tion shall,  upon  written  application  of  the  member,  have  the  power 
to  accept  a  part  of  the  periodical  contributions  in  cash,  and  charge 
the  remainder,  not  exceeding  one-half  of  the  periodical  contribu- 
tion, against  the  certificate  with  interest  payable  or  compounded 
annually  at  a  rate  not  lower  than  four  per  cent,  per  annum:  Pro- 
vided, That  this  privilege  shall  not  be  granted  except  to  associa- 
tions which  have  readjusted  or  may  hereafter  readjust  their  rates 
of  contributions  to  an  adequate  basis,  based  on  a  standard  mortuary 
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table,  and  to  contracts  affected  by  such  readjustments.  Any  asso- 
ciation which  shall  show  by  the  annual  valuation  hereinafter  pro- 
vided for  that  it  is  accumulating  and  maintaining  the  reserve  not 
lower  than  the  usual  reserve  computed  by  the  American  Experience 
Table  and  four  per  cent,  interest  may  grant  to  its  members  on 
extended  and  paid-up  protection,  or  such  withdrawal  equities  as  its 
constitution  and  laws  may  provide:  Provided,  That  such  grants 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  in  value  the  portion  of  the  reserve  to  the 
credit  of  such  members  to  whom  they  are  made. 

§  2.  Separation  of  Fund*— Basis  of  Valuation. — Any  asso- 
ciation may  create,  maintain,  invest,  disburse  and  apply  an  emer- 
gency, surplus  or  other  similar  fund  in  accordance  with  its  laws. 
Unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  contract,  such  funds  shall  be  held, 
invested  and  disbursed  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  association, 
and  no  member  or  beneficiary  shall  have  or  acquire  individual  rights 
therein  or  become  entitled  to  any  apportionment  or  the  surrender  of 
any  part  thereof  except  as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this  Act.  The 
funds  from  which  benefits  shall  be  paid  and  the  funds  from  which 
the  expenses  of  the  association  shall  be  defrayed  shall  be  derived 
from  periodical  or  other  payments  by.  the  members  of  the  society 
and  accretions  of  said  funds:  Provided,  That  no  association  shall 
hereafter  be  incorporated  which  does  not  provide  for  stated  period- 
ical contributions  sufficient  to  provide  for  meeting  the  mortuary 
obligations  contracted,  when  valued  upon  the  basis  of  the  National 
Fraternal  Congress  Table  of  Mortality  as  adopted  by  the  National 
Fraternal  Congress  August  23,  1899,  or  any  higher  standard  with 
interest  assumption  not  more  than  four  per  cent,  per  annum,  nor 
shall  any  such  association  be  admitted  to  transact  business  in  this 
State  which  does  not  provide  for  stated  periodical  contributions 
sufficient  to  provide  for  meeting  the  mortuary  obligations  contracted 
when  valued  upon  one  of  the  bases  named  in  Section  10  of  this  Bill 
and  applicable  thereunder  to  such  association.  No  association, 
domestic  or  foreign,  shall  hereafter  be  incorporated  or  admitted  to 
write  or  accept  members  for  permanent  disability  benefits  except 
upon  tables  based  upon  reliable  experience  with  an  interest  assump- 
tion not  higher  than  four  per  cent. 


§  3.  Reserve  to  Meet  Liabilities.  —  Deferred  payments  or 
installments  of  claims  shall  be  considered  as  fixed  liabilities  on  the 
happening  of  the  contingency  upon  which  such  payments  or  install- 
ments are  thereafter  to  be  paid.     Such  liability  shall  be  the  present 
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value  of  such  future  payments  or  installments  upon  the  rate  of  inter- 
est and  mortality  assumed  by  the  association  for  valuation,  and 
every  association  shall  maintain  a  fund  sufficient  to  meet  such  lia- 
bility regardless  of  proposed  future  collections  to  meet  any  such 
liabilities. 

§  4.  Mode  of  Incorporation. — Seven  or  more  persons,  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  and  a  majority  of  whom  are  citizens  of 
this  State,  who  desire  to  form  a  fraternal  benefit  association,  as 
defined  by  this  Act,  may  make  and  sign  (giving  their  address),  and 
acknowledge  before  some  officer  competent  to  take  acknowledg- 
ment of  deeds,  articles  of  incorporation,  in  which  shall  be  stated: 
1st.  The  proposed  corporate  name  of  the  association,  which  shall 
not  so  closely  resemble  the  name  of  any  association  or  insurance 
company  already  transacting  business  in  this  State  as  to  mislead 
the  public  or  to  lead  to  confusion.  2d.  The  purpose  for  which  it 
is  formed,  which  shall  not  include  more  liberal  powers  than  are. 
granted  by  this  Act,  provided,  that  any  lawful  social,  intellectual, 
educational,  charitable,  benevolent,  moral  or  religious  advantages 
may  be  set  forth  among  the  purposes  of  the  society,  and  the  mode 
in  which  its  corporate  powers  are  to  be  exercised.  3d.  The  names, 
residences  and  official  titles  of  all  the  officers,  trustees,  directors  or 
other  persons  who  are  to  have  and  exercise  the  general  control  and 
management  of  the  affairs  and  funds  of  the  association  for  the  first 
year  or  until  the  ensuing  election,  at  which  all  such  officers  shall  be 
elected  by  the  supreme  legislative  or  governing  body,  which  election 
shall  be  held  not  later  than  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  issuance 
of  the  permanent  certificate.  Such  articles  of  incorporation  and 
duly  certified  copies  of  the  constitution  and  laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions, and  copies  of  all  proposed  forms  of  benefit  certificates,  appli- 
cations therefor  and  circulars  to  be  issued  by  such  association,  and 
a  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  approved 
by  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  conditioned  upon  the  return  of  the 
advance  payments,  as  provided  in  this  section,  to  applicants,  if  the 
organization  is  not  completed  within  one  year,  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Insurance  Commissioner,  who  may  require  such  further  infor- 
mation as  he  deems  necessary,  and  if  the  purposes  of  the  association 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  Act,  and  all  provisions  of  law 
have  been  complied  with,  the  Insurance  Commissioner  shall  so  cer- 
tify and  retain  and  record  (or  file)  the  articles  of  incorporation,  and 
furnish  the  incorporators  a  preliminary  certificate  authorizing  said

association  to  solicit  members  as  hereinafter  provided.  Upon  receipt 
of  said  certificate  from  the  Insurance  Commissioner  said  association 
may  solicit  members  for  the  purpose  of  completing  its  organization 
and  shall  collect  from  each  applicant  the  amount  of  not  less  than 
one  regular  monthly  payment,  in  accordance  with  its  table  of  rates 
as  provided  by  its  constitution  and  laws,  and  shall  issue  to  each  such 
applicant  a  receipt  for  the  amount  so  collected.  But  no  such  asso- 
ciation shall  incur  any  liability  other  than  for  such  advanced  pay- 
ments, not  issue  any  benefit  certificate  nor  pay  or  allow,  or  offer  or 
promise  to  pay  or  allow,  to  any  person  any  death  or  disability  bene- 
fit until  actual  bona  fide  applications  for  death  benefit  certificates 
have  been  secured  upon  at  least  five  hundred  lives  for  at  least  one 
thousand  dollars  each,  and  all  such  applicants  for  death  benefits  shall 
have  been  regularly  examined  by  legally  qualified  practicing  physi- 
cians, and  certificates  of  such  examinations  have  been  duly  filed  and 
approved  by  the  chief  medical  examiner  of  such  association;  nor 
until  there  shall  be  established  ten  subordinate  lodges  or  branches 
into  which  said  five  hundred  applicants  have  been  initiated;  nor 
until  there  has  been  submitted  to  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  under 
oath  of  the  president  and  secretary,  or  corresponding  officers  of  such 
association,  a  list  of  such  applicants,  giving  their  names,  addresses, 
date  examined,  date  approved,  date  initiated,  name  and  number  of 
the  subordinate  branch  of  which  each  applicant  is  a  member,  amount 
of  benefits  to  be  granted,  rate  of  stated  periodical  contributions, 
which  shall  be  sufficient  to  provide  for  meeting  the  mortuary  obliga- 
tion contracted  when  valued  for  death  benefits  upon  the  basis  of  the 
National  Fraternal  Congress  Table  of  Mortality,  as  adopted  by  the 
National  Fraternal  Congress  August  23,  1899,  or  any  higher  stand- 
ard at  the  option  of  the  association,  and  for  disability  benefits  by 
tables  based  upon  reliable  experience  and  for  combined  death  and 
permanent  total  disability  benefits  by  tables  based  upon  reliable 
experience,  with  an  interest  assumption  not  higher  than  four  per 
cent,  per  annum;  nor  until  it  shall  be  shown  to  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioner by  the  sworn  statement  of  the  treasurer  or  corresponding 
officer  of  such  society  that  at  least  five  hundred  applicants  have 
each  paid  in  cash  at  least  one  regular  monthly  payment  as  herein 
provided  per  one  thousand  dollars  of  indemnity  to  be  effected,  which 
payments  in  the  aggregate  shall  amount  to  at  least  twenty-five  hun- 
dred dollars ;  all  of  which  shall  be  credited  to  the  mortuary  or  dis- 
ability fund  on  account  of  such  applicants,  and  no  part  of  which 
may  be  used  for  expenses.     Said  advanced  payments  shall,  during 
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the  period  of  organization,  be  held  in  trust,  and,  if  the  organization 
is  not  completed  within  one  year  as  hereinafter  provided,  returned 
to  said  applicants.  The  Insurance  Commissioner  may  make  such 
examination  and  require  such  further  information  as  he  deems 
advisable,  and  upon  presentation  of  satisfactory  evidence  that  the 
association  has  complied  with  all  the  provisions  of  law,  he  shall  issue 
to  each  association  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  .Such  certificate  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  existence  of  such  association  at  the 
date  of  such  certificate.  The  Insurance  Commissioner  shall  cause 
a  record  of  such  certificate  to  be  made  and  a  certified  copy  of  such 
record  may  be  given  in  evidence  with  like  effect  as  the  original  cer- 
tificate. No  preliminary  certificate  granted  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  valid  after  one  year  from  its  date,  or  after  such 
further  period,  not  exceeding  one  year,  as  may  be  authorized  by  the 
Insurance  Commissioner,  upon  cause  shown;  unless  the  five  hun- 
dred applicants  herein  required  have  been  secured  and  the  organiza- 
tion has  been  completed  as  herein  provided ;  and  the  article  of  incor- 
poration and  all  proceedings  thereunder  shall  become  null  and  void 
in  one  year  from  the  date  of  said  preliminary  certificate,  or  at  the 
expiration  of  said  extended  period,  unless  such  society  shall  have 
completed  its  organization  and  commenced  business  as  herein  pro- 
vided. When  any  domestic  association  shall  have  discontinued  busi- 
ness for  the  period  of  one  year,  or  has  less  than  four  hundred  mem- 
bers, its  charter  shall  become  null  and  void.  Every  such  association 
shall  have  the  power  to  make  a  constitution  and  by-laws  for  the 
government  of  the  association,  the  admission  of  its  members,  the 
management  of  its  affairs  and  the  fixing  and  readjusting  of  the 
rates  of  contribution  of  its  members  from  time  to  time ;  and  it  shall 
have  the  power  to  change,  alter,  add  to  or  amend  such  constitution 
and  by-laws  and  shall  have  such  other  powers  as  are  necessary  and 
incidental  to  carrying  into  effect  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the 
association. 

§  5.  Existing  Associations* — Any  association  now  engaged  in 
transacting  business  in  this  State  may  exercise,  after  the  passage  of 
this  Act,  all  of  the  rights  conferred  thereby,  and  all  of  the  rights, 
powers  and  privileges  now  exercised  or  possessed  by  it  under  its 
charter  or  articles  of  incorporation  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act, 
if  incorporated;  or,  if  it  be  a  voluntary  association,  it  may  incor- 
porate hereunder.  But  no  association  already  organized  shall  be 
required  to  reincorporate  thereunder,  and  any  such  society  may 
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amend  its  articles  of  incorporation  from  time  to  time  in  the  man- 
ner provided  therein  or  in  its  constitution  and  laws,  and  all  such 
amendments  shall  be  filed  with  the  Insurance  Commissioner  and 
shall  become  operative  upon  such  filing,  unless  a  later  time  be  pro- 
vided in  such  amendments  or  in  its  articles  of  incorporation,  con- 
stitution or  laws. 

§  6.  Merger,  Etc?,  of  Associations* — No  domestic  association 
shall  merge  with  or  accept  the  transfer  of  the  membership  or  funds 
of  any  other  association  unless  such  merger  or  transfer  is  evidenced 
by  a  contract  in  writing  setting  out  in  full  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  such  merger  or  transfer,  and  filed  with  the  Insurance  Commis- 
sioner of  this  State,  together  with  a  sworn  statement  of  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  each  of  said  associations  by  its  president  and  sec- 
retary, or  corresponding  officers,  and  a  certificate  of  such  officers, 
duly  verified  under  oath  of  said  officers  of  each  of  the  contracting 
associations,  that  such  merger  or  transfer  has  been  approved  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  supreme  legislative  or 
governing  body  of  each  of  said  associations.  Upon  the  submission 
of  said  contract,  financial  statements  and  certificates,  the  Insurance 
Commissioner  shall  examine  the  same,  and  if  he  shall  find  such 
financial  statements  to  be  correct  and  the  said  contract  to  be  in  con- 
formity with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  that  such  merger  or 
transfer  is  just  and  equitable  to  the  members  of  each  of  said  asso- 
ciations, he  shall  approve  said  merger  or  transfer,  issue  his  certifi- 
cate to  that  effect  and  thereupon  the  said  contract  of  merger  or 
transfer  shall  be  of  full  force  and  effect.  In  case  such  contract  is 
not  approved,  the  fact  of  its  submission  and  its  contents  shall  not 
be  disclosed  by  the  Insurance  Commissioner. 

§  7.  Associations  Now  Licensed  to  Do  Business  in  This 
State. — Associations  which  are  now  authorized  to  transact  business 
in  this  State  may  continue  such  business  until  the  first  day  of  April 
next  succeeding  the  passage  of  this  Act,  and  the  authority  of  such 
associations  may  thereafter  be  renewed  annually,  but  in  all  cases  to 
terminate  on  the  first  day  of  the  succeeding  April :  Provided,  how- 
ever, The  license  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect  until  the  new 
license  be  issued  or  specifically  refused.  For  each  such  license  or 
renewal  the  association  shall  pay  the  Insurance  Commissibner 
twenty-five  dollars.  A  duly  certified  copy  or  duplicate  of  such 
license  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  licensee  is  a  fraternal 
benefit  association  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act. 
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§  8.  Meetings.— Any  domestic  association  may  provide  that 
the  meetings  of  its  legislative  or  governing  body  may  be  held  in 
any  State,  district,  province  or  territory  wherein  such  association 
has  subordinate  branches,  and  all  business  transacted  at  such  meet- 
ings shall  be  as  valid  in  all  respects  as  if  such  meetings  were  held 
in  this  State;  but  its  principal  office  shall  be  located  in  this  State. 

§  9.  No  Personal  Liability  of  Officers  or  Members. — Offi- 
cers and  members  of  the  supreme,  grand  or  any  subordinate  body 
of  any  such  incorporated  association  shall  not  be  individually  liable 
for  the  payment  of  any  disability  or  death  benefit  provided  for  in 
the  laws  and  agreements  of  such  association ;  but  the  same  shall  be 
payable  only  out  of  the  funds  of  such  association  and  in  the  manner 
provided  by  its  laws. 

§  10.  Reports — Valuations. — Every  society  transacting  busi- 
ness in  this  State  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March, 
file  with  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  in  such  form  as  he  may 
require,  a  statement,  under  oath  of  its  president  and  secretary  or 
corresponding  officers,  of  its  condition  and  standing  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  next  preceding,  and  of  its  transactions  for 
the  year  ending  on  that  date,  and  also  shall  furnish  such  other  infor- 
mation as  the  Insurance  Commissioner  may  deem  necessary  to  a 
proper  exhibit  of  its  business  and  plan  of  working.  The  Insurance 
Commissioner  may  at  other  times  require  any  further  statement  he 
may  deem  necessary  to  be  made  relating  to  such  society.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  annual  report  herein  required,  each  association  shall 
annually  report  to  the  Insurance  Commissioner  a  valuation  of  its 
certificates  in  force  on  December  31st,  last  preceding,  excluding 
those  issued  within  the  year  for  which  the  report  is  filed,  in  cases 
where  the  contributions  for  the  first  year  in  whole  or  in  part  are 
used  for  current  mortality  and  expenses :  Provided,  The  first  report 
of  valuation  shall  be  made  as  of  December  31,  1918.  Such  report 
of  valuation  shall  show,  as  contingent  liabilities,  the  present  mid- 
year value  of  the  promised  benefits  provided  in  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  such  association  under  certificates  then  subject  to  valuation; 
and,  as  contingent  assets,  the  present  mid-year  value  of  the  future 
net  contributions  provided  in  the  constitution  and  laws  as  the  same 
are  in  practice  actually  collected.  At  the  option  of  any  association, 
in  lieu  of  the  above,  the  valuation  may  show  the  net  value  of  the 
certificates  subject  to  valuation  hereinbefore  provided,  and  said  net 
value,  when  computed  in  case  of  monthly  contributions,  may  be  the 
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mean  of  the  terminal  values  for  the  end  of  the  preceding  and  of  the 
current  insurance  years.  Such  valuation  shall  be  certified  by  a 
competent  accountant  or  actuary,  or,  at  the  request  and  the  expense 
of  the  association,  verified  by  the  actuary  of  the  department  of 
insurance  of  the  home  State  of  the  association,  and  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Insurance  Commissioner  within  ninety  days  after  the  sub- 
mission of  the  last  preceding  annual  report.  The  legal  minimum 
standard  valuation  for  all  certificates  for  disability  benefits  shall  be 
the  National  Fraternal  Congress  Table  of  Mortality  as  adopted  by 
the  National  Fraternal  Congress  August  23,  1899,  or,  at  the  option 
of  the  association,  in  a  higher  table ;  or,  at  its  option,  it  may  use  a 
table  based  upon  the  association's  own  experience  of  at  least  twenty 
years  and  covering  not  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  lives  with 
interest  assumption  not  more  than  four  per  centum  per  annum. 
Each  such  valuation  report  shall  set  forth  clearly  and  fully  the  mor- 
tality and  interest  basis  and  the  method  of  valuation.  Any  associa- 
tion providing  for  disability  benefits  shall  keep  the  net  contributions 
for  such  benefits  in  a  fund  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  benefit 
and  expense  funds  and  the  valuation  of  all  other  business  of  the 
association :  Provided,  That  where  a  combined  contribution  table  is 
used  by  an  association  for  both  death  and  permanent  total  disability 
benefits  the  valuation  shall  be  according  to  tables  of  reliable  experi- 
ence, and  in  such  case  a  separation  of  the  funds  shall  not  be  required. 
The  valuation  herein  provided  for  shall  not  be  considered  or  regarded 
as  a  test  of  the  financial  solvency  of  the  association,  but  each  asso- 
ciation shall  be  held  to  be  legally  solvent  so  long  as  the  funds  in  its 
possession  are  equal  to  or  in  excess  of  its  matured  liabilities.  Begin- 
ning with  the  year  1920,  a  report  of  such  valuation  and  explana- 
tion of  the  fact  concerning  the  condition  of  the  association  thereby 
disclosed  shall  be  printed  and  mailed  to  each  beneficiary  member  of 
the  association  not  later  than  June  1st  of  each  year;  or,  in  lieu 
thereof,  such  report  of  valuation  and  showing  of  the  association's 
condition  as  thereby  disclosed  may  be  published  in  the  association's 
official  paper  and  the  issue  containing  the  same  mailed  to  each  bene- 
ficiary member  of  the  association.  The  laws  of  such  association 
shall  provide  that  if  the  stated  periodical  contributions  of  the  mem- 
bers are  insufficient  to  pay  all  matured  death  and  disability  claims 
in  full,  and  to  provide  for  the  creation  and  maintenance  of  the  funds 
required  by  its  laws,  additional,  increased  or  extra  rates  of  contri- 
bution shall  be  collected  from  the  members  to  meet  such  deficiency ; 
and  such  laws  may  provide  that,  upon  the  written  application  or 
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consent  of  the  member,  his  certificate  may  be  charged  with  its  pro- 
portion of  any  deficiency  disclosed  by  valuation,  with  interest  not 
exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum.  If  the  valuation  of  the  cer- 
tificates, as  hereinbefore  provided,  on  December  31,  1918,  shall 
show  that  the  present  value  of  future  net  contributions,  together 
with  the  admitted  assets,  is  less  than  the  present  value  of  the  prom- 
ised benefits  and  accrued  liabilities,  such  association  shall  there- 
after maintain  said  financial  condition  at  each  succeeding  triennial 
valuation  in  respect  of  the  degree  of  deficiency  as  shown  in  the 
valuation  as  of  December  31,  1918.  If  at  any  succeeding  triennial 
valuation  such  association  does  not  show  at  least  the  same  condi- 
tion, the  Insurance  Commissioner  shall  direct  that  it  thereafter  com- 
ply with  the  requirements  herein  specified.  If  the  next  succeeding 
triennial  valuation  after  the  receipt  of  such  notice  shall  show  that 
the  association  has  failed  to  maintain  the  condition  required  herein, 
the  m  Insurance  Commissioner  may,  in  the  absence  of  good  cause 
shown  for  such  failure,  institute  proceedings  for  the  dissolution  of 
such  association,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  11  of 
this  Act,  or  in  the  case  of  a  foreign  association,  its  license  may  be 
cancelled  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  Act.  Any  such  association 
shown  by  any  triennial  valuation  subsequent  to  December  31,  1918, 
not  to  have  maintained  the  condition  herein  required  shall,  within 
two  years  thereafter,  make  such  improvement  as  to  show  a  percent- 
age of  deficiency  not  greater  than  as  of  December  31,  1918,  or 
thereafter,  as  to  all  new  members  admitted,  be  subject,  so  far  as 
stated  rates  of  contributions  are  concerned,  to  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 4  of  this  Act,  applicable  in  the  organization  of  new  associa- 
tion :  Provided,  That  the  net  mortuary  or  beneficiary  contributions 
and  funds  of  such  new  members  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart 
from  the  other  funds  of  the  association.  If  such  required  improve- 
ment is  not  shown  by  the  succeeding  triennial  valuation,  then  the 
said  new  members  may  be  placed  in  a  separate  class  and  their  cer- 
tificates valued  as  an  independent  association  in  respect  of  contribu- 
tions and  funds.  In  lieu  of  the  requirements  contained  in  this  sec- 
tion any  association  accepting  in  its  laws  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion may  value  its  certificates  on  a  basis,  herein  designated  "accumu- 
lation basis,"  by  crediting  each  member  with  the  net  amount  contrib- 
uted for  each  year  and  with  interest  at  approximately  the  net  rate 
earned  and  by  charging  him  with  the  share  of  the  losses  of  each 
year,  herein  designated  "cost  of  insurance,"  and  carrying  the  bal- 
ance, if  any,  to  his  credit.     The  charge  for  the  cost  of  insurance 
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may  be  according»to  the  actual  experience  of  the  society  applied  to 
a  table  of  mortality  recognized  by  the  law  of  this  State  and  shall 
take  into  consideration  the  amount  at  risk  during  each  year,  which 
shall  be  the  amount  payable  at  death  less  the  credit  to  the  member. 
Except  as  specifically  provided  in  its  articles  or  laws  or  contracts, 
no  charge  shall  be  carried  forward  from  the  first  valuation  here- 
under against  any  member  for  any  past  share  of  losses  exceeding 
the  contributions  and  credit.  If,  after  the  first  valuation,  any  mem- 
ber's share  of  losses  for  any  year  exceeds  his  credit,  including  the 
contribution  for  the  year,  the  contribution  shall  be  increased  to  cover 
his  share  of  the  losses,  and  if  the  credit  at  the  time  any  benefit 
becomes  payable  during  the  lifetime  of  the  member,  including  any 
available  funds,  does  not  equal  such  benefit,  the  contributions  to  be 
made  by  him  or  on  his  behalf  shall  be  increased  by  the  difference. 
Any  such  excess  share  of  losses  chargeable  to  any  member  may  be 
paid  out  of  a  fund  or  contributions  especially  created  or  required 
for  such  purpose.  Any  member  may  transfer  to  any  plan  adopted 
by  the  association  with  net  rates  on  which  tabular  reserves  are 
maintained  and  on  such  transfer  shall  be  entitled  to  make  such  appli- 
cation of  his  credit  as  provided  in  the  laws  of  the  association.  Cer- 
tificates issued,  rerated  or  readjusted  on  a  basis  providing  for  ade- 
quate rates  with  adequate  reserves  to  mature  such  certificates  upon 
assumptions  for  mortality  and  interest  recognized  by  the  law  of 
this  State  shall  be  valued  on  such  basis,  herein  designated  the  "tabu- 
lar basis :"  Provided,  That  if  on  the  first  valuation  under  this  sec- 
tion a  deficiency  in  reserve  shall  be  shown  for  any  such  certificate, 
the  same  shall  be  valued  on  the  accumulation  basis.  Whenever  in 
any  society  having  members  upon  the  tabular  basis  and  upon  the 
accumulation  basis  the  total  of  all  costs  of  insurance  provided  for 
any  year  shall  be  insufficient  to  meet  the  actual  death  and  disability 
losses  for  the  year,  the  deficiency  shall  be  met  for  the  year  from  the 
available  funds  after  setting  aside  all  credits  in  the  reserve ;  or  from 
increased  contributions  or  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of  assess- 
ments applied  to  the  society  as  a  whole  or  to  classes  of  members  as 
may  be  specified  in  its  laws.  Saving  from  a  lower  amount  of  death 
losses  may  be  returned  in  like  manner  as  may  be  specified  in  its 
laws.  If  the  laws  of  the  association  so  provide,  the  assets  repre- 
senting the  reserves  of  any  separate  class  of  members  may  be  car- 
ried separately  for  such  class  as  if  in  an  independent  society,  and 
the  required  reserve  accumulation  of  such  class  so  set  apart  shall 
not  thereafter  be  mingled  with  the  assets  of  other  classes  of  the 
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association.  A  table  showing  the  rates  being  paid  by  and  the  credits 
to  individual  members  and  each  age  and  year  of  entry,  and  show- 
ing opposite  each  credit  the  tabular  rates  and  the  tabular  reserve 
required,  or  at  the  option  of  the  association  the  required  reserve  on 
a  level  rate  equivalent  to  that  be  paid  according  to  assumptions  for 
mortality  and  interest  recognized  by  the  laws  of  this  State  and 
adopted  by  the  association,  and,  in  either  case,  including  any  benefit 
payable  at  a  specified  age  or  on  account  of  old  age  disability  shall 
be  filed  by  the  association  with  each  annual  report  and  also  be  fur- 
nished to  each  member  before  July  1st  of  each  year.  In  lieu  of  the 
aforesaid  statement  there,  may  be  furnished  to  each  member  within 
the  same  time  a  statement  giving  the  date  aforesaid  for  such  mem- 
ber. No  table  or  statement  need  be  made  or  furnished  when  the 
reserves  are  maintained  on  the  tabular  basis.  For  this  purpose,  indi- 
vidual bookkeeping  accounts  for  each  member  shall  not  be  required 
and  all  calculations  may  be  made  by  actuarial  methods.  Nothing 
herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  maintenance  of  such  surplus  over 
and  above  the  credits  on  the  accumulation  basis  and  the  reserves  on 
the  tabular  basis  as  the  association  may  provide  by  or  pursuant  to 
its  laws;  nor  be  construed  as  giving  to  the  individual  member  any 
right  or  claim  to  any  such  reserve  or  credit  other  than  in  manner  as 
expressed  in  the  contract  and  its  laws;  nor  as  making  any  such 
reserve  or  credits  a  liability  in  determining  the  legal  solvency  of  the 
association. 

§  11.  Examination  of  Records  by  the  Insurance  Commis- 
sioner. —  The  Insurance  Commissioner,  or  any  person  he  may 
appoint,  shall  have  the  power  of  visitation  arid  examination  into 
the  affairs  of  any  domestic  association.  He  may  employ  assistance 
for  the  purpose  of  such  examination,  and  he,  or  any  person  he  may 
appoint,  shall  have  free  access  to  all  the  books,  papers  and  docu- 
ments that  relate  to  the  business  of  the  association  and  may  summon 
and  qualify  as  witness  under  oath  and  examine  its  officers,  agents 
and  employees  or  other  persons  in  relation  to  the  affairs,  transac- 
tions and  condition  of  the  association.  The  expense  of  such  exam- 
ination shall  be  paid  by  the  association  examined  upon  statement 
furnished  by.the  Insurance  Commissioner,  and  the  examination  shall 
be  made  at  least  once  in  three  years.  Whenever  after  examination 
the  Insurance  Commissioner  is  satisfied  that  any  domestic  associa- 
tion has  failed  to  comply  with  any  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  is 
exceeding  its  powers,  or  is  not  carrying  out  its  contracts  in  good 
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faith,  or  is  transacting  business  fraudulently,  or  whenever  any 
domestic  association,  after  the  existence  of  one  year  or  more,  shall 
have  a  membership  of  less  than  400  (or  shall  determine  to  discon- 
tinue business),  the  .Insurance  Commissioner  may  present  the  facts 
relating  thereto  to  the  Attorney  General,  who  shall,  if  he  deem  the 
circumstances  warrant,  commence  an  action  in  quo  warranto  in  a 
Court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  such  Court  shall  thereupon 
notify  the  officers  of  such  association  of  a  hearing,  and  if  it  shall 
then  appear  that  such  association  should  be  closed,  said  association 
shall  be  enjoined  from  carrying  on  any  further  business,  and  some 
person  shall  be  appointed  receiver  of  such  association,  and  shall  pro- 
ceed at  once  to  take  possession  of  the  books,  papers,  moneys  and 
other  assets  of  the  association,  and  shall  forthwith,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Court,  proceed  to  close  the  affairs  of  the  association  and 
to  distribute  its  funds  to  those  entitled  thereto.  No  such  proceed- 
ings shall  be  commenced  by  the  Attorney  General  against  any  such 
association  until  after  notice  has  been  duly  served  on  the  chief  exec- 
utive officers  of  the  association  and  a  reasonable  opportunity  given 
to  it,  on  a  date  to  be  named  in  said  notice,  to  show  cause  why  such 
proceedings  shall  not  be  commenced. 

§  12.  Dissolution  of  Domestic  Association  Only  Upon 
Application  of  Attorney  General. — No  application  for  injunc- 
tion against,  or  proceedings  for  the  dissolution  of,  or  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  receiver  for  any  such  domestic  association  or  branch 
thereof  shall  be  entertained  by  any  Court  in  this  State  unless  the 
same  is  made  by  the  Attorney  General. 

§  13.  Associations  to  Have  Reply  to  Findings  of  Insurance 
Commissioner  Before  They  Are  Made  Public. — Pending,  dur- 
ing or  after  an  examination  or  investigation  of  any  such  associa- 
tion, either  domestic  or  foreign,  the  Insurance  Commissioner  shall 
make  public  no  financial  statement,  report  or  finding,  nor  shall  he 
permit  to  become  public  any  financial  statement,  report  or  finding 
affecting  the  status,  standing  or  rights  of  any  such  society,  until  a 
copy  thereof  shall  have  been  served  upon  such  association,  at  its 
home  office,  nor  until  such  association  shall  have  been  afforded  a 
reasonable  opportunity  to  answer  any  such  financial  statement,  report 
or  finding  and  to  make  such  showing  in  connection  therewith  as  it 
may  desire. 

§  14.  Powers  of  Insurance  Commissioner  as  to  Foreign 
Societies. — When  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  on  investigation,  is 
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satisfied  that  any  foreign  society  transacting  business  under  this  Act 
has  exceeded  its  powers  or  has  failed  to  comply  with  any  provisions 
of  this  Act,  or  is  conducting  business  fraudulently  or  is  not  carry- 
ing out  its  contracts  in  good  faith,  he  shall  notify  the  association  of 
his  findings,  and  state  in  writing  the  grounds  of  his  dissatisfaction, 
and  after  reasonable  notice  require  said  society,  on  a  date  named, 
to  show  cause  why  its  license  should  not  be  revoked.  If  on  the  date 
named  in  said  notice  such  objections  have  nof  been  removed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Insurance  Commissioner,  or  the  association 
does  not  present  good  and  sufficient  reasons  why  its  authority  to 
transact  business  in  this  State  should  not  at  that  time  be  revoked, 
he  may  revoke  the  authority  of  the  association  to  continue  business 
in  this  State.  All  decisions  and  findings  of  the  Insurance  Commis- 
sioner made  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  may  be  reviewed 
by  proper  proceedings  in  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  as 
provided  in  Section  2760  of  the  Code  of  Laws,  1912,  Volume  I. 

§  15.  Act  Not  to  Apply  to  Certain  Associations. — Nothing 
contained  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  affect  or  apply  to  asso- 
ciations which  limit  their  membership  to  any  one  hazardous  occu- 
pation, nor  to  similar  societies  which  do  not  issue  insurance  certifi- 
cates, nor  to  an  association  of  local  lodges  of  an  association  now 
doing  business  in  this  State  which  provides  death  benefits  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  to  any  one  person  or  disability  bene- 
fits not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year  to  any  one 
person,  or  both,  nor  to  any  contracts  or  reinsurance  business  on 
such  plan  in  this  State,  nor  to  domestic  associations  which  limit 
their  membership  to  the  employees  of  a  particular  city  or  town,  des- 
ignated firm,  business  house  or  corporation,  nor  to  domestic  lodges, 
orders  or  associations  of  a  purely  religious,  charitable  and  benevo- 
lent description  which  do  not  provide  for  a  death  benefit  of  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  for  disability  benefits  of  more  than  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  any  one  person  in  any  one  year.  The 
Insurance  Commissioner  may  require  from  any  association  such 
information  as  will  enable  him  to  determine  whether  such  society 
is  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  Any  fraternal  benefit 
association  heretofore  organized  and  incorporated  and  operating 
within  the  definition  set  forth  in  Sections  2740  and  2750  of  the 
Code  of  Laws,  1912,  Volume  I,  providing  for  benefits  in  case  of 
death  or  disability  resulting  solely  from  accidents,  but  which  does 
not  obligate  itself  to  pay  death  or  sick  benefits,  may  be  licensed 
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under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  shall  have  all  the  privileges 
and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  and  regulations  of  this  Act, 
except  that  the  provisions  of  this  Act  requiring  medical  examina- 
tions, valuations  of  benefit  certificates,  and  that  the  certificate  shall 
specify  the  amount  of  benefits,  shall  not  apply  to  such  society. 

§  16.  Funds  of  Licensed  Associations  Exempt  from  Taxa- 
tion. —  Every  fraternal  benefit  association  organized  or  licensed 
under  this  Act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  charitable  and  benevolent 
institution,  and  all  of  its  funds  shall  be  exempt  from  all  and  every 
State,  county,  district,  municipal  and  school  tax,  other  than  taxes 
on  real  estate  and  office  equipment. 

§  17.  False  Statements  Punishable— Penalty— Soliciting 
Members  for  Unlicensed  Association — Penalty  for  Viola- 
tion of  Other  Provisions  of  Act. — Any  person,  officer,  member 
or  examining  physician  of  any  association  authorized  to  do  business 
under  this  Act  who  shall  knowingly  or  wilfully  make  any  false  or 
fraudulent  statement  or  representation  in  or  with  reference  to  any 
application  for  membership,  or  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  money 
from  or  benefit  in  any  association  transacting  business  under  this 
Act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail 
for  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  one  year,  or  both,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Court,  and  any  person  who  shall  wilfully  make  a 
false  statement  of  any  material  fact  or  thing  in  a  sworn  statement 
as  to  the  death  or  disability  of  a  certificate  holder  in  any  such  asso- 
ciation for  the  purpose  of  procuring  payment  of  a  benefit  named  in 
the  certificate  of  such  holder,  and  any  person  who  shall  wilfully 
make  any  false  statement  in  any  verified  report  or  declaration  under 
oath  required  or  authorized  by  this  Act,  shall  be  guilty  of  perjury, 
and  shall  be  proceeded  against  and  punished  as  provided  by  the 
statutes  of  this  State  in  relation  to  the  crime  perjury.  Any  per- 
son who  shall  solicit  membership  for,  or  in  any  manner  assist  in  pro- 
curing membership  in  any  fraternal  benefit  association  not  licensed 
to  do  business  in  this  State,  or  who  shall  solicit  membership  for,  or 
in  any  manner  assist  in  procuring  membership  in  any  such  associa- 
tion not  authorized  as  herein  provided  to  do  business  as  herein 
defined  in  this  State,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars.  Any  association,  or  any 
officer,  agent  or  employee  thereof,  neglecting  or  refusing  to  comply 
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with,  or  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  penalty  for 
which  neglect,  refusal  or  violation  is  not  specified  in  this  section, 
shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  upon  conviction 
thereof. 

§  18.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  and  parts  of 
Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

„  Allendale  County — Allendale,  Baldock,  Bull  Pond  Club  House  in 
Bull  Pond  township,  Sycamore,  Ulmers,  Millett,  Fairfax,  Cherry 
Hill  Schoolhouse  in  Wilson  township,  and  Jenny,  in  Sycamore  town- 
ship. 

Barnwell  County — Barnwell,  Blackville,  Snelling,  Robbins,  Kline, 
Dunbarton,  Tinker's  Creek  Schoolhouse,  Williston,  Elko,  Myer's 
Mill. 

Colleton  County — The  voting  precinct  shall  be  the  same  as  now 
provided  by  law  except  there  shall  be  an  additional  precinct  estab- 
lished in  Colleton  county  in  Wiggins,  known  as  Wiggins. 

Greenville  County — The  precinct  at  Berea  Church  is  changed  to 
Berea  Schoolhouse,  at  the  location  of  the  new  building.

Eleven  and  Inserting  in  Lieu  Thereof  the  Word  "Four," 
and  Striking  Out  the  Word  "One"  on  Line  Twelve  and 
Inserting  in  Lieu  Thereof  the  Word  'Two/*  and  Strik- 
ing Out  the  Word  "One"  on  Line  Fourteen  and  Insert- 
ing in  Lieu  Thereof  the  Word  "Two."

seven  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "twelve  hundred ;"  by

66-100  dollars  of  which  shall  be  paid  monthly  upon  the  warrant  of 
the  Comptroller  General  in  the  same  manner  as  now  provided  for 
the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  other  State  officers,  and  two  hun-

dred  and  sixty-six  and  66-100  dollars  of  which  shall  be  paid  monthly

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Preparation  and  Review  of 

mates  for  Expenditures  and  Revenue,  and  to  Establish 
a  Budget  System  for  All  State  Expenditures. 


Section  1.  All  State  Departments,  Institutions,  Etc,  to 
Furnish  Estimates  to  the  Governor. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  November,  annually,  each  of  the  several  State  depart- 
ments, bureaus,  divisions,  officers,  commissions,  institutions,  and 
other  agencies  and  undertakings  receiving  or  asking  financial  aid 
from  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  shall  report  to  the  Governor,  on 
official  estimate  blanks  furnished  for  such  purpose,  an  estimate  in 
itemized  form  showing  the  amount  needed  for  the  year  beginning 
with  the  first  day  of  January  thereafter.  The  official  estimate  blanks 
which  must  be  used  in  making  these  reports  shall  be  furnished  by 
th^  Governor,  shall  be  uniform  and  shall  clearly  designate  the  kind 
of  information  to  be  given  thereon. 

m 

§  2.  Comptroller  General  to  Furnish  Estimate  of  Needs 
of  State. — On  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  annually,  the 
Comptroller  General  shall  furnish  to  the  Governor  an  estimate  of 
the  financial  needs  of  the  State,  itemized  in  strict  accordance  with 
the  budget  classifications  adopted  by  the  Governor,  and  certified  and 
approved  by  the  presiding  officer  of  each  House  for  each  year  begin- 
ning with  the  first  day  of  January  thereafter;  and  an  estimate  of 
the  financial  needs  of  the  judiciary,  as  provided  by  law,  itemized  in 
strict  accordance  with  the  budget  classifications  adopted  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, for  each  year,  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  January  there- 
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after.  The  Comprtoller  General  shall  transmit  to  the  Governor 
with  these  estimates  full  and  detailed  explanations  of  all  increases 
or  decreases.  These  estimates,  together  with  the  accompanying 
explanations  of  increases  and  decreases,  shall  be  included  in  the 
budget,  without  revisions,  by  the  Governor,  but  with  his  recommen- 
dations thereon. 

§  3.  Statements  to  Be  Furnished  by  Comptroller  General. 

— On  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  November  the  Comptroller 
General  shall  furnish  to  the  Governor  the  following  statements, 
classified  and  itemized  in  strict  accordance  with  the  budget  classi- 
fications adopted  by  the  Governor. 

(1)  A  statement  showing  the  balance  standing  to  the  credit  of 
the  several  appropriations  for  each  department,  bureau,  division, 
officer,  board,  commission,  institution  or  other  agency  or  undertak- 
ing of  the  State  at  the  end  of  the  last  preceding  appropriation  year. 

(2)  A  statement  showing  the  monthly  expenditures  and  revenues 
from  each  appropriation  account,  and  the  total  monthly  expendi- 
tures and  revenues  from  all  the  appropriation  accounts,  including 
special  and  all  other  appropriations,  in  the  twelve  months  of  the 
last  preceding  appropriation  year. 

(3)  A  statement  showing  the  annual  expenditures  in  each  appro- 
priation account,  and  the  revenues  from  all  sources,  including  expen- 
ditures and  revenues  from  special  and  all  other  appropriations,  for 
each  of  the  last  two  appropriation  years,  with  a  separate  column 
showing  the  increase  or  decrease  for  each  item. 

(4)  An  itemized  and  complete  financial  balance  sheet  for  the 
State  at  the  close  of  the  last  preceding  fiscal  year  ending  Septem- 
ber 30th. 

(5)  Such  other  statements  as  the  Governor  shall  request. 

§  4.  Departments,  Etc,  to  Furnish  Any  Information 
Requested  by  the  Governor. — The  departments,  bureaus,  divi- 
sions, officers,  boards,  commissions,  institutions,  or  other  agencies 
or  undertakings  of  the  State,  upon  request,  shall  immediately  fur- 
nish to  the  Governor,  in  such  form  as  he  may  require,  any  informa- 
tion desired  by  him  in  relation  to  their  respective  affairs  or  activities. 

§  5.  Public  Hearings. — The  Governor  shall  provide  for  pub- 
lic hearings  on  any  and  all  estimates  to  be  included  in  the  budget, 
which  shall  be  held  during  the  month  of  November  in  each  year, 
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and  the  Chairman  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of 
the  Senate  shall  sit  with  the  Governor  at  all  public  meetings  or 
hearings  and  join  with  him  in  all  reports  and  recommendations 
thereon  to  the  General  Assembly.  They  shall  receive  as  compen- 
sation for  their  services  seven  and  one-half  dollars  per  day  for  the 
number  of  days  actually  engaged  in  the  performance  of  the  duties 
imposed  by  this  Act  and  their  actual  traveling  expenses,  to  be 
audited  and  approved  by  the  Comptroller  General.  The  Governor 
shall  require  the  attendance  at  these  hearings  of  the  heads  or 
responsible  representatives  of  all  State  departments,  bureaus,  divi- 
sions, officers,  boards,  commissions,  institutions,  or  other  agencies 
or  undertakings  receiving  or  asking  financial  aid  from  the  State. 


§  6.  Information  to  Be  Secured  by  the  Governor.— On  or 

before  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year  the  Governor  and 
his  assistants  must  have  completed  a  careful  survey  of  all  the 
departments,  bureaus,  divisions,  officers,  boards,  commissions,  insti- 
tutions and  other  agencies  and  undertakings  of  the  State,  through 
which  he  shall  be  in  possession  of  the  working  knowledge  upon 
which  to  base  his  recommendations  to  the  General  Assembly. 

§  7.  Budgets  and  Statements  to  Be  Submitted  by  the  Gov- 
ernor to  the  General  Assembly.— Within  five  days  after  the 
beginning  of  each  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  submit  to  the  presiding  officer  of  each  House  printed 
copies  of  a  budget,  based  on  his  own  conclusions  and  judgment,  con- 
taining a  complete  and  itemized  plan  of  ^11  proposed  expenditures 
for  each  State  department,  bureau,  division,  officer,  board,  commis- 
sion, instittftion,  or  other  agency  or  undertaking,  classified  by  func- 
tion, character  and  object,  and  of  estimated  revenues  and  borrow- 
ings, for  each  year,  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  January  there- 
after. Opposite  each  item  of  the  proposed  expenditures  the  budget 
shall  show  in  separate  parallel  columns  the  amount  appropriated  for 
the  last  preceding  appropriation  year,  for  the  current  appropriation 
year,  and  the  increase  or  decrease. 

The  Governor  shall  accompany  the  budget  with: 

(1)  A  statement  of  the  revenues  and  expenditures  for  each  of 
the  two  appropriation  years  next  preceding,  classified  and  itemized 
in  accordance  with  the  official  budget  classification  adopted  by  the 
Governor. 
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(2)  A  statement  of  the  current  assets,  liabilities,  reserves  and  sur- 
plus or  deficit  of  the  State. 

(3)  A  statement  of  the  debts  and  funds  of  the  State. 

(4)  A  statement  showing  the  Governor's  itemized  estimates  of 
the  condition  of  the  State  treasury  as  of  the  beginning  and  end  of 
each  year. 

(5)  An  itemized  and  complete  financial  balance  sheet  for  the 
State  at  the  close  of  the  last  preceding  fiscal  year  ending  Septem- 
ber 1st. 

(6)  A  general  survey  of  the  State's  financial  and  natural  resources, 
with  a  review  of  the  general  economic,  industrial  and  commercial 
condition  of  the  Commonwealth. 

§  8.  Meetings  of  Appropriation  Committees. — The  stand- 
ing committees  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  of  the  Senate, 
being  in  charge  of  appropriation  measures,  shall  sit  jointly  in  open 
sessions  while  considering  the  budget,  and  shall  begin  such  joint 
meetings  within  five  days  after  the  budget  has  been  submitted  to 
the  General  Assembly  by  the  Governor.  This  joint  committee  may 
cause  the  attendance  of  heads  or  responsible  representatives  of  the 
departments,  institutions  and  all  other  agencies  of  the  State  to  fur- 
nish such  information  and  answer  such  questions  as  the  joint  com- 
mittee shall  require,  and  to  these  sessions  shall  be  admitted,  with 
the  right  to  be  heard,  all  persons  interested  in  the  estimates  under 
consideration.  The  Governor,  or  his  representatives,  and  the  Gov- 
ernor-elect shall  have  the  rigljt  to  sit  at  these  public  hearings  and 
be  heard  on  all  matters  doming  before  the  joint  committee. 

§  9.  General  Assembly  May  Amend  Budget  Bill — Appro- 
priation Bill  to  Be  Itemized.  —  The  General  Assembly  may 
increase  or  decrease  items  in  the  budget  bill  as  it  may  deem  to  be 
in  the  interests  of  greater  economy  and  efficiency  in  the  public  serv- 
ice. All  bills  introduced  in  either  House  carrying  appropriations 
shall  be  itemized  in  accordance  with  the  classifications  used  in  the 
budget. 

§  10.  Governor  May  Employ  Assistants  —  Tax  Commis- 
sion.— The  Governor  shall  be  the  chief  budget  officer  of  the  State, 
and  shall  employ  competent  budget  assistants  and  such  special  help 
as  he  may  require  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  The  Gov- 
ernor shall  fix  the  compensation  of  such  persons  as  he  shall  employ 
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in  this  connection,  and  cause  the  same,  together  with  their  necessary 
traveling  expenses,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  civil  contingent  fund,  and 
shall  call  upon  the  Tax  Commission  for  any  information  desired, 
and  said  Tax  Commission  shall  furnish  such  information,  and  shall 
be  present  at  all  hearings  before  the  committees  having  charge  of 
the  appropriations  in  the  Senate  and  House. 

§  11.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed.  —  Any  and  all  Acts  or 
parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby 
repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  2293  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Laws, 
1912,  Relating  to  Exempted  Territory,  by  Including 
Williamsburg  County  in  Its 


Section  1.  Section  2293,  Civil  Code  of  1912,  Volume  I, 
Amended  to  Include  Williamsburg  County. — Be  it  enacted  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Soijth  Carolina,  That  Section* 
2293  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Laws,  1912,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  adding  after  the  word  "Berkeley"  on  line  5  the  words 
"and  Williamsburg,"  so  that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows : 

"Section  2293.  Hereafter  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner  of  any 
horse,  mule,  ass,  jennet,  swine,  sheep,  goat  or  neat  cattle  of  any 
description  that  goes  or  strays  upon  the  land  of  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  exempted  from  the  operation  of  the  general  stock  law 
in  the  county  of  Berkeley  and  Williamsburg,  and  in  the  county  of 
Beaufort,  embracing  the  township  of  Bluffton,  Yamassee  and  Coosa- 
whatchie,  to  pursue  and  take  from  such  exempted  territory  said  ani- 
mals above  mentioned:  Provided,  Said  animals  must  be  taken  off 
by  the  residents  of  said  townships  and  in  a  quiet  and  orderly  man- 
ner. And  no  person  or  persons  engaged  in  the  pursuit  of  animals 
as  herein  provided  shall  carry  a  gun  or  any  firearm ;  any  person  vio- 
lating this  provision  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  for  each  offense  not  more  than 
twenty  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty  days:  And 
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provided,  further,  said  cattle  must  have  been  returned  for  taxes  in 
said  counties. 

§  2.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Further  Declare  the  Law  in  Reference  to  the 
County  Government  of  Chesterfield  County,  and  to 
Proyide  for  the  Construction  and  Maintenance  of 
Roads  and  Bridges  of  Said  County. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  the  law  shall  remain  the  same  as  now  pro- 
vided in  reference  to  county  government  of  Chesterfield  county, 
except  as  the  same  is  changed  and  modified  by  the  provisions  of 
this  Act. 

§  2.  Township  Commissioners  of  Roads  in  Chesterfield 
County.— There  shall  be  a  Township  Commissioner  of  Roads  for 
each  township  in  Chesterfield  county,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be 
for  two  years  from  the  time  of  his  appointment  herein  provided  for, 
and  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  appointed  and  qualified, 
except  in  the  townships  of  Cheraw,  Jefferson  and  Alligator,  in 
which  three  townships  the  office  of  Township  Commissioner  is 
hereby  abolished,  and  the  duties  thereof  devolved  upon  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  of  said  townships,  respectively,  which  Board  shall 
receive  and  expend  the  money  going  to  said  townships  under  this 
Act,  respectively,  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  County 
Supervisor  for  the  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  public  roads  in 
said  township,  so  far  as  is*  practicable.  Said  Township  Commis- 
sioner shall  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  County  Supervisor  of  said 
county,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and 
for  the  faithful  expenditure  of  all  money  going  into  his  hands  for 
road  and  bridge  purposes.     Said  Townhsip  Commissioner  shall  be 
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under  the  control  and  supervision  of  the  Supervisor  of  the  said 
county,  who  shall  advise  with  said  Commissioner  as  to  the  best 
methods  of  improving  the  highways  and  public  roads  of  said  county. 

§  3.  Receipt  and  Expenditure  of  Road  Funds — Reports 
—Vacancies— Removal. — That  the  County  Treasurer  of  said 
county  shall  turn  over  to  said  Township  Commissioner  and  said 
Board  of  Public  Works,  respectively,  upon  the  order  of  the  County 
Supervisor,  the  share  of  each  township  of  the  two-mill  property  tax 
herein  levied,  the  commutation  road  tax  of  each  township,  respec- 
tively, and  any  funds  that  may  be  raised  by  special  levy  by  such 
township  for  road  purposes.  The  said  Township  Commissioner 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper  expenditure  of  all  money  turned 
over  to  him  or  them,  and  shall  pay  all  claims  for  road  or  bridge 
work  which  may  be  done  in  his  township  with  such  funds,  and  all 
claims  for  work  done  or  material  furnished  in  his  township  and 
under  his  supervision  shall  be  itemized  and  sworn  to  before  they 
are  paid,  and  where  the  road  work  is  done  by  and  through  an  over- 
seer, such  overseer  shall  duly  itemize  the  claim  for  such  work, 
showing  the  kind  of  work  done,  the  name  of  the  party  and  the 
amount  due,  which  shall  be  sworn  to  by  such  overseer,  and  the 
Township  Commissioner  shall  pay  the  money  for  doing  such  work 
or  for  material  furnished  directly  to  the  party  doing  the  work  or 
furnishing  the  material.  The  said  Township  Commissioner  shall 
make  sworn  itemized  statements  to  the  County  Supervisor  quar- 
terly of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  of  money  during  such  time, 
showing  the  amount  received,  the  amount  paid  out,  on  each  claim, 
the  kind  of  work  done  and  to  whom  paid.  Any  vacancy  occurring 
in  the  office  of  Township  Commissioner  in  any  of  said  townships 
shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Governor  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly.  And  any  of  said 
Commissioners  who  might  be  guilty  of  misfeasance  in  office  shall 
be  subject  to  removal  by  the  Governor  upon  sufficient  cause  being 
shown. 

§  4.  Overseers  —  Contracts. —  The  said  Township  Commis- 
sioner, respectively,  shall  have  the  right  in  conjunction  with  the 
County  Supervisor  to  divide  the  public  roads  of  their  townships, 
respectively,  into  sections,  and  to  appoint  overseers  of  said  sections, 
and  where  overseers  are  appointed,  to  pay  them  at  the  rate  of  one 
and  50-100  dollars  per  day  of  ten  hours  for  each  day  of  service 
rendered.    And  no  Township  Commissioner  shall  furnish  teams  or 
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wagons  or  material  on  the  public  roads  under  his  supervision  for 
hire  or  pay ;  and  shall  receive  no  pay  if  he  furnishes  same  or  does 
such  work.  And  no  overseer  shall  be  allowed  to  furnish  teams  or 
material  for  hire  or  pay  on  the  section  of  road  over  which  he  may 
have  supervision :  Provided,  That  the  County  Supervisor  shall  have 
the  power,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  to  contract  with  any  of  the 
Township  Road  Commissioners  to  hire  such  Township  Commission- 
ers at  a  stated  price  or  salary  to  work  and  maintain  the  public  roads 
of  such  township,  and  the  said  Supervisor  shall  advise  with  such 
Commissioners  as  to  the  work  to  be  done  and  shall  supervise  the 
same  personally  and  shall  pay  for  said  work  out  of  the  funds  of 
such  township,  and  said  annual  or  monthly  salary  shall  be  in  lieu 
of  the  ten  per  cent,  commission  salary  herein  provided  for  the 
Township  Road  Commissioner.  The  said  Township  Commissioner 
and  said  Supervisor  are  hereby  empowered  to  purchase  tools  and 
machinery  for  road  work  in  the  various  townships,  respectively. 

§  5.  Lists  of  Persons  Liable  to  Road  Duty. — It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  Township  Commissioner  in  said  county  to  get  a  list  of 
all  persons  liable  to  pay  commutation  tax  in  their  townships,  respec- 
tively, through  the  best  methods  they  may  adopt,  and  to  see  to  it 
that  all  parties  liable  to  road  duty  shall  pay  commutation  tax  as 
herein  provided. 

§  6.  Commutation  Tax — Penalty  for  Nonpayment. — Any 

person  liable  to  road  duty  in  said  county  shall  pay  a  commutation 
tax  of  three  ($3)  dollars;  said  tax  shall  be  charged  by  the  Audi- 
tor of  Chesterfield  county  against  every  able-bodied  male  person 
between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  fifty-five,  inclusive,  upon  the 
tax  books  of  said  county.  And  shall  be  collected  by  the  County 
Treasurer  as  other  taxes  are  collected,  and  to  be  expended  on  the 
section  of  road  where  the  person  paying  same  resides.  Any  per- 
son liable  to  road  duty  and  failing  to  pay  commutation  tax  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten 
($10.00)  dollars  and  not  more  than  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars,  or  be 
imprisoned  for  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  thirty  days,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Court,  and  all  fines  collected  for  the  nonpay- 
ment of  commutation  tax  shall  be  credited  to  the  good  road  funds 
of  the  county. 

§  7.  .Tax  Levy  for  Road  Purposes — Use  of  Funds. — There 
shall  be  annually  collected  in  the  county  of  Chesterfield  on  all  real 
and  personal  property  a  tax  of  two  mills  for  road  and  bridge  pur- 
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poses,  one-half  of  which  shall  be  used  in  the  township  from  which 
it  is  collected.  And  the  other  half  shall  be  used  as  a  general  road 
fund,  which  may  be  used  by  the  Supervisor  to  secure  machinery, 
tools,  appliances  and  stock,  and  to  supplement  any  other  road  fund ; 
and  the  County  Supervisor  is  hereby  authorized  to  have  the  road 
worked  by  contract,  and  where  worked  by  contract  the  contract 
shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  and  the  Township  Com- 
missioners are  hereby  authorized,  in  conjunction  with  the  Super- 
visor of  said  county,  to  have  work  done  by  contract ;  but  no  person 
acting  in  an  official  capacity  in  reference  to  the  supervision,  con- 
struction, repair  and  maintenance  of  the  road  and  bridges  of  Ches- 
terfield county,  such  as  Supervisor,  County  Commissioners,  Town- 
ship Commissioners,  or  overseers,  shall  take  such  contract,  nor 
shall  any  such  person  be  allowed  to  furnish  teams,  wagons  or  sup- 
plies to  Chesterfield  county  where  charge  is  made  for  the  same. 

§  8.  Duties  of  Supervisor  and  Township  Commissioners. — 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supervisors  and  Township  Commissioners 
to  see  that  the  funds  provided  for  roads  and  bridges  are  promptly 
and  economically  expended,  and  the  Supervisor  is  hereby  required 
to  keep  a  separate  road  fund  account  with  each  township,  showing 
the  amount  of  money  going  to  each  township  from  property  tax  and 
commutation  tax. 

§  9.  Compensation  of  Township  Commissioners. — The  sal- 
ary of  Township  Commissioners  of  Chesterfield  county  shall  be  ten 
per  cent,  of  all  funds  which  go  into  their  hands,  respectively :  Pro- 
vided, Said  ten  per  cent,  does  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars,  which 
shall  be  paid  as  other  claims  are  paid  by  the  County  Board  of  Com- 
missioners. 

§  10.  Payment  of  Claims. — All  claims  against  the  said  county 
arising  on  account  of  work  done,  service  rendered,  or  material  fur- 
nished, shall  be  filed  with  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
said  county  at  least  one  day  before  such  claims  are  paid,  fn  order  to 
allow  said  Board  an  opportunity  to  examine  into  the  said  claims. 
And  all  claims  filed  for  advance  made  to  the  chain  gang  of  said 
county  shall  be  approved  by  the  person  purchasing  same  before 
paid,  if  the  purchase  is  not  made  by  the  Supervisor. 

§  11.  Appointment,  Residence  and  Term  of  Office  of 
Township  Commissioners.— The  said  Township  Commissioners 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  upon  the  recommendation  of 
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the  County  Supervisor,  the  Senator  and  the  Representatives,  and 
who  shall  hold  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  qualified.  Each  Township  Commissioner  shall 
be  a  resident  of  the  township  which  he  serves.  They  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  removal  from  office  by  the  Governor  for  cause  shown,  and 
especially  for  misconduct  and  neglect  of  duty. 

§  12.  Act  Effective  on  Approval.— -This  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  upon  approval  by  the  Governor. 

§  13.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — That  all  Acts  or  parts  of 
Acts  in  conflict  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  a  System  of  Government  for  Williams- 
burg County. 

Section  1.  Election  and  Term  of  Office  of  County  Super- 
visor, Williamsburg  County.  — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  in  Williamsburg 
county  there  shall  be  elected,  as  provided  by  law,  a  County  Super- 
visor, whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for  four  years,  and  until  his 
successor  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified. 

§  2.  Official  Bond. — That  the  County  Supervisor  so  elected 
shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  a  bond 
for  the  use  of  the  county  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties, 
in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars.  Said  bonds  to  be  approved  in 
the  same  manner  as  now  provided  for  bonds  of  County  Auditors. 

§  3.  Records.  —  That  the  said  County  Supervisor  shall  keep 
such  books  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  all  official 
acts  and  records  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  his  office  and  the  duties 
of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
said  Supervisor  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  administer  oaths 
to  any  person  in  reference  to  matters  appertaining  to  his  office. 

§  4.  Appointment  and  Term  of  Office  of  County  Commis- 
sioners.—That  there  shall  be  in  Williamsburg  county  a  Board  of 
County  Commissioners,  composed  of  the  County  Supervisor,  elected

under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  who'  shall  be  Chairman  of  said 
Board,  and  five  Commissioners,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, upon  the  recommendation  of  the  County  Delegation  of  the 
General  Assembly,  or  a  majority  thereof,  whose  terms  of  office  shall 
be  for  two  years,  or  until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  and 
qualified.  No  two  Commissioners  appointed  under  the  terms  of 
this  Act  shall  be  commissioned  from  any  one  township  in  the 
county. 

§  5.  Powers  of  Board  of  County  Commissioners.  —  That 
said  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  have  general  jurisdic- 
tion over  all  public  highways,  roads,  bridges  and  ferries,  and  over 
paupers,  and  in  all  matters  relating  to  taxes  and  disbursements  of 
public  funds  for  county  purposes,  and  in  any  other  case  that  may 
be  necessary  for  the  internal  improvement  and  local  concerns  of 
public  interest ;  with  full  power  and  authority  to  devise  plans,  enter 
contracts  or  agreements  for  the  building  and  maintenance  of  public 
roads  and  bridges,  employ  civil  engineers,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
appoint  overseers,  and  organize  such  working  forces  as  may  to  them 
appear  necessary  for  the  practical  construction  and  preservation  of 
the  roads  and  bridges  of  the  county.  They  may,  at  their  discretion, 
appoint  a  Township  Supervisor  for  any  township  in  which  they 
think  it  necessary. 

§  6.  Bonds  of  County  Commissioners. — That  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  as  provided  under  this  Act,  the  County  Com- 
missioners shall  each  execute  a  bond  for  the  use  of  the  county  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars.  Said  bond  to  be  approved  in  the  same  manner  as  now  pro- 
vided for  the  bonds  of  County  Auditors. 

§  7.  Secretary. — That  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  within  thirty 
days  after  having  received  their  commissions,  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  shall  meet  in  the  office  of  the  County  Supervisor  and 
shall  elect  one  of  their  number  Secretary  to  the  Board,  whose  addi- 
tional duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  complete  and  accurate  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  each  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  shall  file  a  copy  of 
same  with  the  County  Supervisor  for  the  permanent  files  of  his 
office:  Provided,  That  all  other  clerical  matters  pertaining  to  the 
duties  of  the  Board  "of  County  Commissioners  shall  be  performed 
by  the  County  Supervisor. 
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§  8.  Meetings  of  Board  of  County  Commissioners. — That 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  to  hold 
monthly  meetings  upon  such  day  or  date  as  may  be  designated  by 
them  and  upon  such  other  dates  as  may  appear  necessary  to  said 
Board  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

§  9.  Compensation  of  Supervisor  and  Commissioners.— 

That  the  salary  of  the  County  Supervisor  shall  be  twelve  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  per  annum.  Each  of  the  other  members  of  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  be  paid  a  salary  of  four  dol- 
lars per  diem  and  mileage,  ten  cents  per  mile  one  way,  for  each  day 
served :  Provided,  That  such  .paid  service  shall  not  exceed  twenty- 
four  days  per  annum. 

§  10.  Road  Engineer,  Duties,  Compensation,  Etc — That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  State  Highway  Commission  or  Engineer,  to 
employ  a  suitable  and  capable  person  who  shall  be  designated  as 
Road  Engineer,  and  whose  qualifications  shall  be  that  he  is  a  grad- 
uate of  a  well-recognized  school  of  instruction  in  civil  engineering, 
and  that  he  shall  have  had  at  least  two  years  of  practical  experience 
in  road  building.  He  shall  not  be  a  resident  of  the  county  at  the 
time  he  is  first  employed:  Provided,  That  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  in  their  discretion  may  refuse  to  employ  a  person 
recommended  by  the  State  Highway  Commission  or  Engineer.  The 
salary  of  the  Road  Engineer  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  hundred 
($2,500.00)  dollars  per  annum,  and  he  shall  be  allowed  three  hun- 
dred ($300.00)  dollars  per  annum  for  traveling  and  other  expenses 
necessary  to  the  performance  of  his  duties.  The  term  of  office,  or 
contract,  of  persons  so  employed  shall. expire  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  except  that  thirty  days'  notice 
shall  be  given  before  the  expiration  of  the  tenure  of  office.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Road  Engineer  to  personally  supervise  the  con- 
structive work  of  road  and  bridge  building  in  the  county,  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners.  He  shall  be  subject  at  all  times  to  the  advice  and 
direction  of  the  said  Board.  Said  Road  Engineer  shall  be  chosen 
or  selected  by  such  procedure  or  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners  may  in  their  judgment  elect:  Provided, 
That  nothing  herein  shall  conflict  with  the  requirements  stated. 

§  11.  Duties  of  Road  Engineer. — That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Road  Engineer  to  report  to  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
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sioners  any  and  all  violation  or  violations  of  the  road  laws  which 
may  come  under  his  observation,  make  recommendations  or  offer 
suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  roads,  make  requisitions  for 
material,  implements  and  supplies  needed  for  county  purposes,  and 
to  perform  all  other  requirements  prescribed  for  him  by  the  Board 
of  County  Commissioners. 


§  12.  Disposition  of  License  Fees  Collected  by  Clerk  of 
Court.  —  That  all  moneys  collected  by  the  Clerk  of  Court  for 
licenses  of  all  kinds  shall  go  into  the  general  road  fund  of  said 
county. 


§  13.  Disposition  of  Proceeds  of  Road  Levy.  —  That  the 
road  tax  levied  in  each  township  of  the  county  shall  be  used  in  the 
maintenance  of  roads  in  the  township  only  from  which  it  is  derived : 
Provided,  That  the  tax  derived  from  railroads,  telephone  and  tele- 
graph companies  shall  go  into  a  general  bridge  fund  and  to  be  used 
for  such  purpose:  Provided,  That  any  unexpended  balance  of  the 
bridge  fund  shall  be  equally  divided  among  the  townships  of  the 
county. 

§  14.  Road  Duty. — That  all  able-bodied  male  persons  from  the 
age  of  twenty-one  to  sixty  years,  both  inclusive,  in  the  county  o£ 
Williamsburg  shall  be  required  annually  to  pay  $2.00  commutation 
or  road  tax,  except  such  persons  who  by  statute  are  now  exempt 
from  poll  tax :  Provided,  That  taxes  so  derived  shall  be  used  only; 
in  the  township  from  which  they  came. 

§  15.  Commutation  Tax. — That  all  persons  who  are  liable  to* 
road  duty  as  fixed  by  Section  14  of  this  Act,  in  lieu  of  performing 
or  causing  to  be  performed  labor  upon  the  public  highways  of  said 
county,  shall  be  required  to  pay  to  the  County  Treasurer  of  said 
county,  at  the  same  time  other  taxes  are  paid,  an  annual  commuta- 
tion or  road  tax  of  $2.00  per  head,  which  shall  be  expended  upon 
the  public  roads  of  the  township  from  which  collected.  Said  tax  to 
be  collected  as  poll  tax  is  now  collected,  and  any  failure  to  pay  said 
road  tax  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  and  the  offender,  upon  conviction, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  and  not  more  than 
$50.00,  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days. 

§  16.  Acceptance  of  Gifts  for  Road  Purposes.  —  That  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  to  accept 
from  individuals,  firms  or  corporations  gifts  in  money,  material  or 
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labor :  Provided,  That  such  is  given  or  donated  unconditionally  and 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  supplementing  public  funds  when  said  public 
funds  are  insufficient  to  complete  or  provide  necessary  or  desired 
repair  or  improvements  of  any  section  or  bridge  of  any  public  road 
in  the  county :  Provided,  however,  That  such  gifts  or  donations  can 
be  used  only  upon  section  or  bridge  or  road  for  which  they  were 
given  or  donated,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Supervisor 
to  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  such  receipts  and  disbursements. 

§  17.  Publication  of  Disbursements. — That  the  Supervisor 
shall  cause  to  be  published  monthly  in  some  county  paper  or  papers 
an  itemized  statement  of  all  disbursements  for  the  current  month, 
said  statement  to  be  published  in  such  manner  as  to  show  quantity 
or  amounts  or  article  bought  and  the  price  paid  therefor. 

§  18.  Townships  May  Vote  Special  Tax.— That  each  town- 
ship in  the  county  may  for  the  purpose  of  further  development  of 
roads  vote  upon  itself  a  special  tax  to  be  so  used,  said  tax  to  be 
placed  with  the  funds  of  the  township  from  which  collected:  Pro- 
vided, That  such  election  or  elections  shall  be  held  as  prescribed 
by  law. 

§  19.  Vehicle  License.— That  for  the  further  improvement  of 
the  highways  of  Williamsburg  county  there  shall  be  collected  an 
annual  license  fee  by  the  Clerk  of  Court  from  the  owner  for  the 
operation  of  any  vehicle  upon  the  roads  of  said  county,  except  such 
vehicles  as  are  already  licensed  by  the  State  of  South  Carolina.  The 
fees  to  be  charged  are  as  follows:  One  ($1.00)  dollar  for  one-horse 
vehicles;  two  ($2.00)  dollars  for  two-horse  vehicles,  except  that 
five  ($5.00)  dollars  be  charged  for  log  wagons  or  log  carts:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  license  fees  for  the  year  1919  shall  be  one-half  of 
the  amounts  herein  stipulated  due  and  payable  on  or  before  July  15, 
1919.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  Court  to  provide  license 
tags  showing  the  number  of  license,  the  year  issued  and  the  name 
of  the  county,  to  be  fastened  by  the  owner  of  the  vehicles  to  the 
rear  axle  in  such  a  manner  that  the  number  can  be  plainly  seen  from 
the  rear.  The  cost  of  said  license  tag  and  license  blanks  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  funds  derived  therefrom.  The  Clerk,  of  Court  shall 
retain  as  compensation  for  his  services  out  of  said  license  fee  a  fee 
of  ten  cents  for  each  license  issued,  the  rest  to  be  turned  into  the 
county  treasury,  which  fees  shall  go  to  the  funds  of  the  township 
from  which  collected.  The  Clerk  of  Court  shall  keep  a  record  of 
all  licenses  issued,  showing  the  number,  the  name  of  the  purchaser, 
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the  fee  paid,  and  the  date  issued.  The  owner  of  any  vehicle  shall 
within  ten  days  after  purchase  of  same  wear  the  license  tag  as  above 
provided ;  said  tag  to  be  nontransferable :  Provided,  That  the  pur- 
chaser may  have  until  the  15th  day  of  Januaryof  each  year  in  which 
to  procure  such  license.  Any  person,  persons,  firms  or  corporations 
operating  or  causing  to  be  operated  any  vehicle  upon  the  roads  of 
Williamsburg  county  (except  as  above  provided)  without  having  first 
procured  a  license  therefor  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
twenty  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty  days,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Court,  for  each  offense. 

§  20.  Use  of  Convicts. — That  convict  labor,  after  the  passage 
of  this  Act,  shall  not  be  used  upon  the  public  roads  or  works  of  Wil- 
liamsburg county,  except  in  conjunction  or  combination  with  the 
convict  labor  of  another  county  or  counties.  In  the  event  Wil 
liamsburg  county  does  not  operate  a  convict  force  in  conjunction 
with  that  of  another  county  or  counties,  convicts  having  sentences 
of  over  thirty  days  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  State  Penitentiary: 
Provided,  That  those  having  thirty-day  sentences  or  less  than  thirty 
days  of  a  sentence  yet  to  serve  shall  be  placed  in  the  county  jail. 

§  20a.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed.-— All  Acts  or  parts  of 
Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  21.  When  Act  Effective.— That  this  Act  shall  become  oper- 
ative July  1,  1919.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  a  County  Government  for  the  County 

of  Barnwell. 

Section  1.  Offices  of  County  Supervisor  and  County  Com- 
missioner Abolished. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  office  of  County  Commissioner 
and  County  Supervisor  as  is  now  constituted  in  and  for  the  county 
of  Barnwell  is  hereby  abolished. 

§  2.  Appointment  of  Board  of  County  Commissioners.— 

That  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  the  Governor,  upon  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Senators  and  members  of  the  Lower  House  of 
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the  General  Assembly  from  Barnwell  county,  is  required  to  appoint 
a  Board  of  County  Commissioners  consisting  of  three  reputable  per- 
sons who  are  real  estate  holders,  and  taxpayers  within  the  said 
county  and  residents  •  therein ;  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated 
Supervisor  of  Roads  and  Bridges. 

§  3.  Supervisor  of  Roads  and  Bridges. — That  the  Super- 
visor of  Roads  and  Bridges  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  the 
convicts  sentenced  to  work  upon  the  public  works  of  the  county,  to 
consolidate  the  said  convicts  into  one  single  body,  and  to  employ 
the  said  convicts  upon  the  public  works  as  is  hereinafter  provided. 

§  4.  Civil  Engineer. — The  said  Board  of  County  Commission- 
ers shall  employ  the  services  of  a  competent  civil  engineer  at  a  sal- 
ary of  not  more  than  ten  ($10.00)  dollars  per  day,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  make  a  survey  of  the  public  highways  of  the  county,  and 
to  estimate  and  file  with  the  said  Board  the  proposed  cost  of  con- 
struction of  said  highways,  and  the  repair  of  said  highways,  and 
thereupon  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  proceed  to  have 
the  said  highways  constructed  or  repaired  in  accordance  with  the 
estimate  of  said  civil  engineer,  and  for  that  purpose  the  Supervisor 
of  Roads  and  Bridges  is  hereby  required  to  employ  the  convicts  of 
said  county  as  aforesaid  upon  said  highway  or  highways  in  con- 
structing or  repairing  the  same  as  aforesaid. 

§  5.  Use  of  Convicts.— That  the  said  convicts  shall  be  worked 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Supervisor  of  Roads  and  Bridges  as 
aforesaid,  and  said  convicts  shall  not  be  required  to  perform  more 
than  a  reasonable  day's  work  which  is  required  of  other  laborers 
working  for  wages,  and  shall  be  fed  as  other  laborers  are  fed,  and 
humanely  treated,  all  of  which  the  Supervisor  of  Roads  and  Bridges 
shall  be  held  responsible  for  under  this  Act. 

§  6.  Bridges. — That  for  the  construction  of,  or  repair  of,  any 
or  all  of  the  bridges  in  said  county  the  said  Supervisor  of  Roads 
and  Bridges  as  aforesaid,  other  than  the  construction  of,  or  repair 
of,  the  highways,  shall  ascertain  the  amount  of  material  necessary 
to  construct  or  repair  said  bridge,  and  file  the  same  with  the  Board 
of  County  Commissioners,  who  shall  immediately  advertise  and  let 
to  the  lowest  bidder  the  contract  for  the  repair  or  construction  of 
said  bridges,  and  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  not  receive 
or  pay  for  any  of  said  work  unless  done  in  accordance  with  the 
specifications,  which  shall  be  drawn  in  duplicate  form,  one- copy  to 
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be  furnished  the  contractor  and  one  copy  filed  with  the  Board  of 
Commissioners:  Provided,  That  for  the  repairing  or  building  of  any 
bridge  the  contract  of  which  shall  be  less  than  twenty-rive  ($25.00) 
dollars  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  have  the  right  to  let 
the  same  to  any  party  for  the  building  or  repairing  of  same  within 
their  discretion. 

§  7.  Official  Bonds — Bids  for  Supplies. — That  said  Board 
of  County  Commissioners  shall  immediately  upon  qualifying  and 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  give  a  good  and 
sufficient  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  thereof  in  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars  each,  and  shall  make  an  estimate 
of  the  amount  of  supplies  necessary  to  and  for  the  needs  of  the 
county  for  the  first  ensuing  month  thereafter,  and  shall  continue 
every  thirty  days  to  make  such  estimate,  and  shall  advertise  and  let 
to  the  lowest  bidder  who  is  the  person  so  willing  to  furnish  said 
necessaries:  Provided,  That  said  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  let 
out  the  said  contract  to  more  than  any  one  person,  so  that  per- 
sons dealing  in  any  one  necessary  article  shall  have  the  right  to  bid 
thereon  separately. 

§  8.  Sale  of  Mules,  Implements,  Etc.— That  after  the  pass- 
age and  approval  of  this  Act  and  the  same  shall  have  gone  into- 
effect  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  advertise  all  of  the 
mules  belonging  to  said  county  except  ten  (10),  which  it  will  retain,, 
and  shall  on  sales  day  following  said  advertisement  sell  to  the 
highest  bidder  for  cash  said  mules  and  any  trucks,  tools  or  other 
implements  in  excess  of  what  is  needed  by  the  county  (and  of  this 
the  said  Board  shall  be  the  judge),  and  pay  over  to  the  County 
Treasurer  the  proceeds  of  said  sale,  which  shall  be  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  general  funds  of  said  county. 

§  9.  Compensation,  Etc.,  of  Present  Supervisor.— That  the 

present  Supervisor  of  Barnwell  county,  having  been  commissioned 
by  the  Governor  for  the  term  provided  by  law,  is  hereby  declared 
one  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  under  this  Act 
and  the  Supervisor  of  Roads  and  Bridges,  and  he  shall  hold  his 
office  until  the  expiration  of  his  term  under  the  commission  now 
held  by  him  coeval  with  the  members  of  the  Board  appointed  under 
this  Act,  and  shall  be  allowed  as  compensation  for  his  services  the 
same  salary  as  is  now  allowed  the  Supervisor  of  Barnwell  county 
under  the  now  existing  law. 
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§  10.  Compensation  of  Board  and  Clerk.  —  That  the 
Board  shall  appoint  a  clerk  with  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board, 
not,  however,  to  exceed  the  sum  of  seventy-five  ($75.00)  dollars 
per  month,  and  the  said  Board  shall  be  entitled  as  compensation  for 
their  services — that  is,  the  two  members  of  the  Board  other  than 
the  Supervisor  of  Roads  and  Bridges — the  sum  of  five  hundred 
($500.00)  dollars  each  per  annum,  payable  monthly  as  is  now  pro- 
vided for  by  law. 

§  11.  Approval  and  Payment  of  Claims. — That  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners,  as  a  whole  or  indi- 
vidually, to  approve  any  claim  against  said  county  without  due  proof 
thereof,  or  to  pay  any  claim  out  of  any  fund  other  than  what  has 
been  specifically  appropriated  therefor,  and  the  approval  of  any  such 
claims  or  paying  of  same  shall  be  deemed  a  misfeasance  in  office,  and 
an  indictable  offense  under,  the  general  law  of  this  State  as  now 
exists. 

§  12.  Courthouse  Fence. — That  it  shall  be* the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  to  build  a  substantial  fence  around  the 
Courthouse  building,  leaving  an  open  street  in  front  of  the  Court- 
house sixty  (60)  feet  wide  from  the  curbing.  The  southwest  cor- 
ner of  the  fence  to  commence  at  a  point  where  an  oak  tree  is  now 
growing  in  the  public  park,  and  on  the  real  property  belonging  to 
the  county,  and  running  in  an  easterly  direction  along  Main  street 
to  a  point  sixty  (60)  feet  from  the  curbing  of  Wall  street  in  the 
town  of  Barnwell,  and  thence  north  to  the  rear  of  the  Courthouse  a 
reasonable  distance,  so  that  said  fence  can  be  constructed  wholely 
on  the  county's  property  a  reasonable  distance  to  the  rear  of  the 
Courthouse,  and  thence  running  the  fence  west  to  a  point  northwest 
of  the  Courthouse,  thence  straight  to  an  oak  tree  from  whence  it 
starts:  Provided,  That  in  the  building  and  erection  of  said  fence 
no  road,  highway  or  street  shall  be  interfered  with,  moved,  changed 
or  closed  in  any  manner  whatsoever. 

§  13.  Materials  of  Fence— Appropriation.— That  said  fence 
shall  be  constructed  with  a  brick  foundation  and  an  iron  railing,  and 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated 
out  of  the  general  funds  to  defray  said  expenses  of  building  said 
fence,  if  so  much  be  necessary. 

« 

§  14.  Contract  for  Fence. — That  the  said  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  shall  let  to  the  lowest  bidder  the  contract  for  build- 
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ing  said  fence  after  first  advertising  the  same  in  some  newspaper 

published  in  said  county  for  bids  as  aforesaid. 

• 

§  IS,  County  Attorney.— The  said  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners shall  have  the  power  to  employ  counsel  at  an  annual  salary 
of  two  hundred  ($200.00)  dollars;  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  advise 
the  said  Board  in  all  matters  where  legal  advice  is  necessary,  and  to 
defend  all  suits  brought  against  said  county,  and  to  bring  all  actions 
for  said  county  whenever  a  cause  may  arise  in  favor  of  said  county : 
Provided,  That  said  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  pay  any  extra 
expense  that  counsel  may  incur  by  reason  of  additional  services 
other  than  the  usual  legal  services  hereinbefore  required. 

§  16. — Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — That  all  Acts  and  parts 
of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Regulate  School  Attendance  of  All  Children 

Within  Certain  Ages. 

Section  1.  Ages  for  Compulsory  School  Attendance — 
Term  of  Attendance. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  every  parent,  guardian,  or  other 
person  having  charge  of  any  child  between  eight  and  fourteen  years 
of  age,  must  send  such  child  to  a  public,  private  or  parochial,  or  to  a 
competent  tutor,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  County  Superintend- 
ent of  Education,  school  for  four  consecutive  months,  or  eighty  days 
during  the  scholastic  year,  that  the  school  attended  is  in  session: 
Provided,  That  in  case  the  term  of  any  school  is  less  than  four 
months  or  eighty  days  attendance  for  the  full  term  of  such  school 
shall  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  this  Act,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

§  2.  Attendance  for  Full  Term  of  School  May  Be  Required 
on  Petition.— Upon  the  written  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  qual- 
ified electors  residing  in  any  school  district  requesting  the  attendance 
of  pupils  on  school  throughout  the  full  term,  the  County  Board  of 
Education  shall  order  such  attendance  hereunder.     This  Act  shall 
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not  shorten  the  period  of  school  attendance  in  any  district  where  a 
longer  school  term  than  four  months  is  now  maintained  and  attend- 
ance is  required  under  the  local  option  law. 


§  3.  Unfit  Children  Exempt— That  any  child  whose  physical, 
mental  or  moral  condition  unfits  it  for  attendance  at  school  is  exempt 
from  the  requirements  of  Section  1 ;  that  such  child  must  be  desig- 
nated as  unfit  by  a  person  competent  to  judge  and  appointed  to  do 
so  by  the  Board  appointing  the  attendance  officer  for  that  territory. 

§  4.  Children  Residing  What  Distance  from  School  May 
Claim  Exemption. — That  any  child  living  more  than  two  and  one- 
half  miles  from  any  public,  private  or  parochial  school,  and  any  child 
under  twelve  years  of  age  living  more  than  two  miles  from  such  a 
school,  may  claim  exemption  from  the  requirements  of  Section  1 : 
Provided,  That  any  pupil  living  within  one  mile  of  any  regular 
route  of  a  school  wagon  may  not  claim  exemption. 

§  5.  Private  Schools.— That  any  private  or  parochial  school 
attended  by  any  child  between  eight  and  fourteen  years  of  age  shall 
be  first  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  Such  school 
must  give  its  instruction  in  the  English  language,  and  it  must  teach 
such  subjects  as  are  required  in  a  similar  public  school  in  South 
Carolina. 

§  6.  Attendance  Officers. — The  County  Board  of  Education 
shall  appoint  such  attendance  officer  or  officers  as  the  needs  of  the 
public  schools  of  the  county  may  require :  Provided,  That  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  any  district  containing  an  incorporated  town  or  city 
of  two  thousand  inhabitants  may  nominate  to  the  County  Board  of 
Education  the  attendance  officer  for  their  district  and  may  fix  his 
compensation  from  the  special  tax  funds  of  their  district.  The 
duties  of  such  attendance  officer  shall  be  to  take  annually  a  school 
census  of  all  the  children  in  each  district  between  the  ages  of  six 
and  fourteen  years,  and  to  file  with  the  County  Board  of  Education 
a  report  giving  by  school  districts  the  name  of  each  such  child,  the 
race,  the  sex  and  the  names  and  local  addresses  of  each  child's 
parents.  This  census  shall  be  taken  during  the  months  of  July  and 
August.  Any  child  ineligible  to  attend  the  public  schools  shall  be 
reported  by  the  attendance  officer  to  the  County  Superintendent,  who 
shall  transmit  such  report  to  the  executive  head  of  the  proper  State 
school  for  such  special  child. 
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§  7.  Women  May  Be  Employed  as  Attendance  Officers. — 

Women  shall  be  eligible  for  employment  as  district  or  county  attend- 
ance officers. 

§  8.  Duties  of  Attendance  Officers. — That  it  shall  be  the 
further  duty  of  each  attendance  officer  to  receive  from  the  super- 
intendent or  principal  of  any  school  within  the  district  or  territory 
the  name  of  every  child  between  eight  and  fourteen  years  of  age 
absent  from  school,  and  to  ascertain  from  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  such  child  the  reason  for  such  absence.  If  such  absence  is  due 
to  any  other  than  providential  cause  or  causes  or  to  such  cause  or 
causes  as  would  seriously  endanger  the  health  of  the  child,  such 
parent  or  guardian  must  be  notified  to  appear  before  the  nearest 
Magistrate  at  a  special  time  to  show  why  he  or  she  should  not  be 
punished  for  his  or  her  neglect :  Provided,  That  the  attendance  offi- 
cer may,  in  his  or  her  discretion,  excuse  any  absence.  A  full  record 
of  such  excused  absences,  together  with  the  reasons  therefor,  shall 
be  filed  monthly  with  the  County  Superintendent  of  Education. 

§  9.  Powers  of  Attendance  Officers — Records, — That  all 
attendance  officers  shall  have  the  right  to  require  a  birth  certificate 
or  an  affidavit  as  to  the  age  of  any  child  in  his  or  her  district  or  ter- 
ritory. They  shall  have  the  further  right  to  visit  any  place  of 
employment  to  ascertain  if  any  child  between  eight  and  fourteen 
years  of  age  is  employed.  These  officers  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
notices  served  and  cases  prosecuted,  and  shall  make  a  full  report  of 
them  once  a  month  to  the  County  Board  of  Education. 

§  10.— Violation  of  Provisions  of  Act  a  Misdemeanor — 
Penalty.— That  any  parent,  guardian  or  other  person  having  charge 
of  any  child  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  who  wilfully  neg- 
lects or  refuses  to  comply  with  these  provisions  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  before  any  Magis- 
trate, be  fined  not  less  than  five  ($5.00)  dollars  nor  more  than  ten 
($10.00)  dollars  for  each  offense.  That  such  fines  are  to  be  paid 
into  the  school  fund  of  such  district  in  which  said  offense  was  com- 
mitted. 

§  11.  Teachers  to  Report  Absences  of  Children  from 
School. — That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  teacher,  principal  or 
superintendent  of  any  school  to  notify  at  once  the  attendance  offi- 
cer of  the  absence  of  any  child  between  eight  and  fourteen  years  of 
age  from  school,  and  teacher,  principal,  or  superintendent  wilfully 
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neglecting  or  refusing  to  report  any  absence  to  the  attendance  officer 
shall  have  deducted  from  his  or  her  salary  for  the  current  month  five 
($5.00)  dollars  for  each  offense,  the  same  to  be  deducted  by  the 
County  Superintendent  of  Education. 


§  12*  Certain  Children  May  Be  Excused— School  Books. 

— In  the  case  of  a  widowed  mother  or  of  a  crippled  father  any 
child  above  twelve  years  of  age  whose  labor  may  be  necessary 
for  the  support,  in. whole  or  in  part,  of  any  person,  may  be  excused. 
The  children  of  parents  unable  to  purchase  the  necessary  books  for 
attendance  upon  a  public  school  shall,  upon  the  order  of  the  County 
Board  of  Education,  be  furnished  these  books  out  of  the  public 
funds  of  their  district.  .  The  County  Boards  of  Education  shall  be 
the  competent  judges  of  such  cases. 

§  13.  Appropriation  for  Attendance  Officers.— To  pay  the 

salaries  of  all  the  county  attendance  officers  herein  authorized,  the 
sum  of  $60,000.00  shall  be  appropriated  annually  by  the  General 
Assembly,  no  such  salary  to  exceed  $1,200.00  per  annum.  All  dis- 
bursements shall  be  made  upon  duly  itemized  vouchers  with  the 
Comptroller  General.  Said  fund  to  be  apportioned  by  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Education. 

•  §  14.  Child  Labor  During  School  Hours  Prohibited,  Ex- 
cept Upon  Certificate. — No  child  under  fourteen  years  of  age 
shall  be  employed  in  any  factory,  work  shop  or  mercantile  establish- 
ments, or  in  any  place  or  manner,  during  the  usual  school  hours  in 
said  district,  unless  the  person  employing  such  child  shall  first  pro- 
cure a  certificate  from  the  superintendent  or  teacher  of  the  school 
said  child  last  attended,  stating  that  the  child  attended  school  for 
such  current  year  for  the  period  required  by  law,  or  has  been  excused 
from  attendance  as  provided  by  the  third  section  hereof,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  superintendent  or  teacher  to  furnish  such  certifi- 
cate on  application  of  the  parent,  guardian  or  other  person  having 
control  of  such  child  entitled  to  same. 

§  IS.   Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  17529  Volume  I,  Code  of  Laws  of 
South  Carolina,  19129  Providing  for  Removal  of  School 
Trustees,  Etc. 

Section  1.  Section  1752,  Civil  Code,  1912,  Volume  I, 
Amended  —  School  Trustees  Entitled  to  Hearing  Before 
Removal.— -Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  1752,  Code  of  Laws  of  South  Caro- 
lina, 1912,  Volume  I,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding 
thereto  after  the  word  "Education"  and  before  the  word  "the"  on 
line  7,  the  following  words :  "Provided,  That  no  school  trustee  shall 
be  removed  by  the  County  Board  of  Education  except  for  cause  and 
after  said  trustee  shall  have  had  a  hearing  before  said  County  Board 
of  Education,  and  the  said  trustee  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal 
to  the  State  Board  of  Education,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so 
amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  1752.  Each  County  Board  of  Education,  on  the  first  Tues- 
day of  July,  1906,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  July  every  two  years 
thereafter,  shall  appoint  for  each  school  district  in  their  county  three 
school  trustees,  from  the  qualified  electors  and  taxpayers  residing  in 
the  district,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  two  years,  and  until  their 
successors  are  appointed  and  qualified,  unless  sooner  removed  by 
the  County  Board  of  Education :  Provided,  That  no  School  Trustee 
shall  be  removed  by  the  County  Board  of  Education  except  for 
cause,  and  after  said  Trustee  shall  have  had  a  hearing  before  said 
County  Board  of  Education,  and  the  said  Trustee  shall  have  the 
right  of  appeal  to  the  State  Board  of  Education.  The  County  Board 
of  Education  shall  have  power  to  fill,  from  time  to  time,  all  vacancies 
in  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  School  Trustees  shall  meet  as  a 
Board  as  soon  and  as  often  as  practicable,  and  after  having  been 
appointed  and  qualified,  at  such  place  as  may  be  most  convenient  in 
the  district.  At  their  first  meeting  they  shall  organize  by  electing 
one  of  their  number  Chairman  of  the  Board,  who  shall  preside  at  the 
official  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  another  Clerk  of  the  Board,  who 
shall  record  their  proceedings  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 
Each  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  duly  notified  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board :  Provided,  That 
the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  special 
and  graded  school  districts  created  by  special  Acts;  but  that  the 
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Trustees  and  School  Commissioners  of  all  special  and  graded  school 
districts  shall  remain  the  same  in  number,  and  shall  be  elected  or 
appointed  in  the  same  manner,  and  shall  hold  the  office  for  the  same 
time  as  is  provided  for  in  the  respective  special  Acts ;  except  that  in 
the  special  school  districts  where  the  Trustees,  or  their  successors, 
provisions  of  the  special  Acts,  the  Trustees  shall  hold  office  until  the 
are  appointed  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Education  under  the 
first  Tuesday  in  July,  1906,  on  which  day  and  on  the  same  day  every 
two  years  thereafter,  the  Trustees  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
electors  of  such  school  district:  Provided,  That  special  school  dis- 
tricts having  a  population  of  not  less  than  five  thousand  inhabitants, 
and  in  which  the  Boards  are  not  fixed  by  special  or  specific  legisla- 
tion, may  elect  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  January,  1904,  or  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  January  of  any  alternate  year  thereafter,  nine 
Trustees  to  constitute  a  Board  in  their  respective  districts :  Provided, 
further,  That  three  of  the  said  Trustees,  to  be  elected  at  said  elec- 
tion, shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years,  three  for  a  term  of  four 
years,  and  three  for  a  term  of  six  years ;  the  term  of  each  Trustee 
to  be  determined  by  lot,  in  the  presence  of  the  County  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, and  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  January  every  two  years  there- 
after, three  Trustees  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  a  term  of  six  years. 
The  election  of  all  Trustees  for  all  such  school  districts  shall  be  by 
ballot,  and  shall  be  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  three  quali- 
fied electors  residing  within  the  district,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  County  Board  of  Education,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  hold- 
ing of  the  election.  The  managers  shall  report  the  result  of  the 
election  to  the  County  Board  of  Education  within  ten  days  there- 
after, which  Board  shall  commission  the  Trustees  so  elected.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  of  each  special  or  graded  school  district  shall  elect 
from  their  number  a  Chairman,  who  shall  preside  at  their  meetings, 
and  a  Secretary  or  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  shall  record  the 
proceedings  of  the  Board,  and  who  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate 
account  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended  showing  the  source 
and  disposition  of  each  item,  and  who  shall  make  a  complete  item- 
ized report  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  each  scholastic  year 
to  the  County  Superintendent  of  Education  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  July  of  each  year.  The  books  and  vouchers  of  the  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  inspection  by  the  public : 
Provided,  further,  That  upon  the  petition  of  one-third  of  the  quali- 
fied electors  of  School  District  No.  13,  in  Abbeville  county,  filed 
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with  the  County  Superintendent  of  Education,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  June  in  any  year,  when  School  Trustees  are  to  be  appointed, 
the  County  Board  of  Education  shall  order  an  election  to  elect  the 
Trustees  for  School  District  No.  13,  in  the  manner  herein  provided 
for  in  the  election  of  Trustees  of  special  school  districts :  Provided, 
further,  That  upon  the  petition  of  one-third  of  the  qualified  electors 
of  any  school  district  in  Chesterfield  and  Oconee  counties,  except 
special  and  graded  school  districts,  created  by  special  Acts,  filed  with 
the  Superintendent  of  Education  of  said  county,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  June  in  any  year  when  School  Trustees  are  to  be 
appointed,  the  County  Board  of  Education  shall  order  an  election  to 
elect  the  Trustees  for  such  school  district  in  the  manner  herein  pro- 
vided for  the  election  of  Trustees  of  special  school  districts.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Amend  Sec- 
tion 3745,  Volume  I,  Code  of  Laws  of  1912,  So  as  to 
Fix  the  Fees  of  Probate  Judge  for  the  Issuance  of  Mar- 
riage License  in  Barnwell  County,"  Approved  March 
1,  1917,  by  Striking  Out  All  of  the  Proviso  Referring 
to  Barnwell  County  and  Inserting  Another  Proviso  in 
Lieu  Thereof. 

Section  1.  Act  (1917,  XXX  Stats.,  113)  Amended — Dis- 
position of  Marriage  License  Fees  in  Barnwell  County. — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  Section  3745,  Volume  I,  Code  of  Laws  of  1912,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section 
the  following  proviso :  "Provided,  That  in  the  county  of  Barnwell 
the  Probate  Judge  shall  retain  all  of  the  fee  of  $1.00  charged  for 
the  issuance  of  marriage  license,"  so  that  the  said  section,  when  so 
amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Section  3745.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  foregoing 
provisions,  the  Judge  of  Probate  shall  issue  a  license  for  the  mar- 
riage of  any  persons  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  ($1.00)  dol- 
lar therefor,  and  a  statement,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  to  the  effect 
that  the  persons  seeking  to  contract  matrimony  are  legally  capaci- 
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tated  to  marry,  together  with  the  full  names  of  the  persons,  their 
ages  and  places  of  residence.  Of  the  fee  of  one  ($1.00)  dollar,  the 
Judge  of  Probate  shall  retain  twenty-five  cents  as  his  compensation, 
the  remaining  seventy-five  cents  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treas- 
ury and  go  to  the  school  fund  of  said  county:  Provided,  No  such 
license  shall  be  issued  when  the  woman  or  woman-child  is  under 
the  age  of  fourteen  or  the  man  or  male  is  under  the  age  of  eighteen : 
Provided,  further,  That  when  either  party  to  the  proposed  marriage 
shall  be  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  shall  reside  with  father  or 
mother,  or  other  relative  or  guardian,  the  Probate  Judge  shall  not 
issue  a  license  for  such  marriage  until  the  consent  of  such  relative 
or  guardian,  in  writing,  shall  first  be  delivered  to  him:  Provided, 
That  such  license  shall  be  issued  in  the  counties  of  Beaufort,  Col- 
leton, Darlington,  Georgetown,  Horry,  Oconee  and  Sumter  by  the 
Clerks  of  Court:  Provided,  That  in  the  county  of  Barnwell  the 
Probate  Judge  shall  retain  all  of  the  fee  of  one  ($1.00)  dollar 
charged  for  the  issuance  of  marriage  license :  Provided,  That  in  the 
county  of  Greenville  the  Probate  Judge  shall  receive  fifty  cents  of 
the  marriage  license  fee  and  in  the  county  of  Greenwood  the  Pro- 
bate Judge  shall  receive  fifty  cents  of  the  marriage  license  fee :  Pro- 
vided, further,  That  in  the  county  of  McCormick  the  Probate  Judge 
shall  receive  fifty  cents  of  the  marriage  fees." 

§  2.  Other  Acts  Amendatory  of  Section  3745  Not  Affected. 

— That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  affect  or 
repeal  any  of  Act  or  Acts  heretofore  enacted  amending  said  Section 
3745,  Volume  I,  Code  of  1912,  except  as  such  Acts  may  refer  to 
Barnwell  county. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval.  —  This  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  hereafter  all  School  Trustees  for  school 
districts  lying  wholly  without  any  incorporated  town  or  city  in  the 
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county  of  York  shall  be  appointed  by  the  County  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval — Repealing  Clause. — That 
this  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval.  All  Acts  or  parts  of 
Acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  hereof  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  5  of  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to 
Provide  for  License  for  Hunters  and  a  Penalty  for  Fail- 
ure to  Procure  the  Same,"  Approved  6th  March,  1915, 
and  Amended  February  13,  1917,  So  as  to  Provide 
for  a  Hunter's  License  in  Georgetown  and  Beaufort 
Counties. 

Section  1.  Act  (1915,  XXIX  Stats.,  233)  as  Amended  by 
Act  (1917,  XXX  Stats.,  195)  Amended — Hunter's  License 
in  Georgetown  and  Beaufort  Counties.— Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  5 
of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  license  for  hunters  and  a 
penalty  for  failure  to  procure  the  same/*  approved  6th  March,  1915, 
and  amended  February  13, 1917,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended 
by  striking  out  on  line  ten  of  said  section  the  words  "Georgetown" 
and  "Beaufort,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows : 

"Section  5.  That  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  ten  ($10.00)  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty-five 
($25.00)  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  one  day  for  each  dollar  fined  and 
unpaid:  Provided,  however,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall 
not  be  construed  as  applying  to  the  public  lands  and  waters  of  this 
State,  and  no  license  of  any  nature  whatever  shall  be  required  of 
any  resident  of  any  county  of  this  State  to  hunt  on  such  lands  and 
waters  within  such  counties:  Provided,  That  this  Act  shall  not 
apply  to  Berkeley,  Clarendon,  Aiken,  York,  Greenwood,  Cherokee, 
Lancaster,  Marlboro,  Colleton,  Williamsburg  and  Chesterfield,  Jas- 
per and  Oconee  counties.  The  fees  collected  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  shall  go  one-half  to  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  if  so 
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much  be  necessary,  and  the  balance  to  the  schools  of  the  school  dis- 
trict in  which  they  are  collected :  Provided,  That  in  the  counties  of 
Richland  and  Sumter  the  fees  shall  go  one-half  to  the  enforcement 
of  the  law,  if  so  much  be  necessary,  and  the  balance  to  the  County 
Board  of  Education,  to  be  used  in  its  discretion  for  the  aid  of  weak 
schools  in  the  county :  And  provided,  further,  That  in  the  counties 
of  Saluda  and  Lee  one-half  of  the  fees  collected  shall  go  to  the 
enforcement  of  the  law,  if  so  much  be  necessary,  and  the  balance 
into  the  general  county  fund,  to  be  expended  as  now  provided  by 
law :  And  provided,  further,  That  in  the  counties  of  Chester,  Lex- 
ington and  Saluda  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  or  persons 
hunting  in  daylight  and  without  guns." 

§  2.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  to  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Amend  an 
Act  Entitled  'An  Act  Relating  to  Hauling,  Conveying 
or  Transporting  Logs,  Timber  or  Lumber  On  or  Over 
the  Public  Roads  and  Highways  of  Marion  County, 
Etc./  "  So  as  to  Include  Georgetown  County  in  the  Pro- 
visions of  Said  Act. 


Section  1.  Act  (1918,  XXX  Stats.,  73S)  Amended — Haul- 
ing Timber,  Etc.,  in  Georgetown  County. — Be  it  enacted  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section 
1  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  relating  to  hauling, 
conveying  or  transporting  logs,  timber  or  lumber  on  the  public  roads 
of  Marion  county,"  approved  the  12th  day  of  February,  1918,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  after  the  word  "county'* 
on  line  5  of  said  section  the  words  "and  Georgetown  county,"  so 
that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  haul,  convey  or  transport 
any  logs,  timber  or  lumber  on  or  over  any  of  the  public  roads  or 
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highways  of  Marion  county,  Charleston  county,  Horry  county,  Jas- 
per county,  and  Florence  county  and  Georgetown  county,  with  any 
vehicle  having  less  than  four  wheels,  or  to  haul,  convey  or  transport 
any  logs,  timber  or  lumber  on  or  over  any  of  the  public  roads  or 
highways  of  said  counties  in"  any  manner  whereby  any  part  of  the 
load  comes  in  contact  with  the  surface  of  the  road  or  highway: 
Provided,  That  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners,  in  their  dis- 
cretion, may  permit  for  a  definite  period  of  time  the  transportation 
of  logs,  timber  or  lumber  otherwise  than  herein  provided ;  the  party 
so  transporting  such  logs,  timber  or  lumber  be  required  to  file  a 
good  and  sufficient  'bond  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  the  max- 
imum possible  damage  to  the  roads,  bridges  and  highways  over 
which  such  transportation  is  allowed  or  permitted,  and  conditioned 
to  restore  the  said  roads,  bridges  and  highways  to  their  original 
condition. 

§  2.  Repealing  Clause. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsist- 
ent herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  184  of  the  Criminal  Code  of 
Laws  of  South  Carolina,  Volume  II,  for  the  Year  1912,, 
Relating  to  Larceny  of  Bicycles,  by  Changing  the  Pun* 
ishment  Therein* 

Section  1.  Section  184,  Criminal  Code,  Amended — Pen- 
alty for  Larceny  of  Bicycles.  —  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  184  of  the 
Criminal  Code  of  Laws  of  South  Carolina,  Volume  II,  for  the  year 
1912,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  all  words 
of  said  section  after  the  word  "punishable"  and  adding  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following  words:  "at  the  discretion  of  the  Court,"  so 
that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Section  184.  The  larceny  of  any  bicycle  shall  be  punishable  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Court."

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  2  of  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to 
Require  Interurban  Railroads  and  Railways  to  Install 
Heating  Appliances,"  by  Specifying  Therein  as  to  Who 
May  Collect  the  Penalties  Therein. 

Section  1.  Act  (1918,  XXX  Stats.,  725)  Amended — Dis- 
position of  Certain   Penalties  on  Interurban  Railroads.— 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  Section  2  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  require  inter- 
urban railroads  and  railways  to  install  heating  appliances,"  approved 
the  11th  day  of  February,  1918,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  following :  "Said  fine  shall 
be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  of  the  county  in  which  said  action 
or  suit  is  brought,  to  be  applied  to  the  public  school  fund  of  said 
county;"  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows : 

Section  2.  That  any  interurban  railroad  or  interurban  railway 
failing  or  refusing  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  within 
the  time  limit  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  day  of  such  failure  or  refusal,  to  be  recov- 
ered in  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction ;  said  fine  shall  be  paid 
into  the  county  treasury  of  the  county  in  which  said  action  or  suit 
is  brought,  to  be  applied  to  the  public  school  fund  of  said  county. 

§  2.  Repealing  Clause.— -That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  incon- 
sistent with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval.-r-This  Act  shall  go  into  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Appointment  of  Rural  Police- 
men for  Orangeburg  County  and  to  Define  Their  Pow- 
ers and  Duties. 


Section  1.  Rural  Policemen  for  Orangeburg  County- 
Appointment  and  Term  of  Office. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  The  Governor,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of 
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Orangeburg  county,  shall  appoint  from  the  registered  electors  of 
said  county  six  able-bodied  men  of  good  moral  character,  known  to 
be  men  who  are  not  addicted  to  the  "use  of  alcoholic  liquors,  and 
shall  commission  them  as  Rural  Policemen  for  the  term  of  two 
years ;  subject  always  to  removal  by  the  Governor  upon  petition  of 
a  majority  of  those'  constituting  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  and 
the  Sheriff  of  said  county  shall  have  the  right  to  suspend  any  of 
said  Policemen  for  cause. 


§  2*  Compensation — Expenses. — The  salaries  of  said  Police- 
men shall  be  $125.00  per  month  each,  payable  monthly  by  the  County 
Treasurer,  upon  the  warrant  of  the  County  Board  of  Commission- 
ers, out  of  the  funds  of  said  county.  Before  issuing  said  warrants 
to  any  Policemen  the  said  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall 
require  such  Policemen  to  take  and  subscribe  to  an  oath  that  he  has 
fully  and  faithfully  performed,  during  the  preceding  month,  the 
duties  required  of  him  by  this  Act;  the  County  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners shall  furnish  to  each  of  said  Policemen  suitable  badges,  to 
be  prescribed  and  approved  by  the  said  Board.  Said  Policemen 
shall  provide  themselves  with  such  weapons  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Orangeburg  county,  and 
with  horses  for  regular  use  in  riding  over  the  county  and  perform- 
ing their  duty  as  mounted  Policemen,  and  shall  bear  all  expenses 
incident  to  such  service,  and  shall  receive  no  other  compensation  in 
fees,  salaries  or  otherwise  for  any  service  they  may  perform  except 
as  herein  provided. 

§  3.  Duties. — That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Policemen,  under 
the  general  control  and  direction  of  the  Sheriff  and  Magistrates  of 
said  county,  especially  in  rural  districts,  to  patrol  and  police  the 
county,  to  prevent  crime  and  disorder,  and  to  detect  and  prosecute 
for  violation  of  the  criminal  laws  of  every  kind ;  make  arrests  upon 
their  own  initiative,  as  well  as  upon  complaint  and  information ;  and 
serve  warrants.  They  shall  report  all  their  acts  and  all  known  or 
suspected  violations  of  the  criminal  laws  to  the  Sheriff  and  the 
Magistrates  of  said  county  once  each  week,  or  oftener,  if  required 
by  them,  and  they  shall  at  all  times  obey  and  carry  out  the  orders 
and  directions  of  the  said  Sheriff  and  Magistrates,  when  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  terms  of  this  Act.  They  shall  keep  the  Sheriff, 
and  especially  the  Magistrates,  advised  as  to  where  they  may  be 
found  whenever  needed.

§  4.  Duties.— That  said  Policemen  shall  patrol  each  township 
in  their  respective  districts  at  least  once  in  each  week,  unless  excused 
by  the  Sheriff,  in  writing,  fof  good  cause.  The  Sheriff  shall  cause 
the  said  Rural  Policemen  to  exchange  districts  or  beats  as  he  may 
deem  expedient  from  time  to  time.  Said  Policemen  shall  remain 
on  duty  at  night  when  necessary  or  circumstances  suggest  the  pro- 
priety thereof,  to  prevent  crime  or  to  make  arrest.  They  shall  be 
on  duty  for  not  less  than  ten  hours  each  day,  except  when  granted 
occasional  indulgences  or  leave  of  absence  by  the  Sheriff.  They 
shall  visit  railroad  depots,  stores  and  other  public  places  where 
people  congregate  or  disorder  is  probable,  or  where  vagrants  may 
be  loafing,  or  alcoholic  liquors  may  be  used  contrary  to  law;  they 
shall,  as  often  as  practicable,  ride  by  houses  that  are  remote  from 
the  public  highways  and  in  lonely  parts  of  the  county,  especially 
such  as  are  without  male  protectors.  They  shall  use  every  means 
to  prevent,  detect,  arrest  and  prosecute  for  breaches  of  the  peace, 
vagrancy,  drunkenness,  gambling,  using  obscene  or  profane  lan- 
guage, boisterous  conduct  or  discharging  firearms  on  the  public 
highway,  or  at  any  public  place  or  gathering,  carrying  weapons  con- 
trary to  law,  setting  out  fire,  violation  of  the  game,  fish  and  dog 
laws,  cruelty  to  animals  and  children,  violation  of  the  child  labor 
laws,  and  especially  for  the  violation  of  the  laws  relating  to  or  pro- 
hibiting the  use  of  alcoholic  liquors  or  for  the  violation  of  any  other 
criminal  law  of  this  State. 


§  5.  Powers — Posse  Comitates. — That  the  said  Policemen 
shall  have  authority  for  any  freshly  committed  crime,  upon  view  or 
upon  prompt  information  or  complaint,  to  arrest  without  warrant 
any  violator  or  violators  of  the  law,  and  in  pursuit  of  the  criminal 
they  may  forcibly  enter  houses  in  their  own  county,  where  such 
criminal  has  concealed  himself  or  may  be  harbored  by  the  owner  or 
occupants  of  said  house,  and  they  shall  have  the  right  to  summon 
the  posse  comitatus  to  assist  in  enforcing  the  laws.  Any  citizen  or 
citizens  who  shall  fail  to  respond  and  render  assistance  when  so 
summoned  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  con- 
viction, shall  be  punished  as  now  provided  by  law :  Provided,  That 
where  an  arrest  is  made  without  warrant  the  person  arrested  shall 
be  forthwith  carried  before  the  nearest  Magistrate,  a  warrant  of 
arrest  procured  and  the  case  disposed  of  according  to  law.  On  the 
first  of  each  month  they  shall  report  to  the  County  Treasurer  a  state- 
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ment  of  all  sentences  or  fines  imposed  in  cases  prosecuted  by  them 
during  the  preceding  month. 

§  6.  Magistrates9  Constables  Abolished — Duties  Devolved 
on  Rural  Police. — That  all  Magistrates'  Constables  in  the  county 
of  Orangeburg  are  hereby  abolished  and  their  duties  are  hereby 
devolved  upon  the  Policemen  provided  for  in  this  Act,  each  Police- 
man to  do  the  work  of  the  Magistrates  in  the  district  to  which  he  is 
appointed  or  assigned,  but  each  of  said  Policemen  shall  have  author- 
ity to  perform  any  duties  in  any  portion  of  the  county  when  directed 
by  the  Sheriff.  All  civil  work  now  performed  by  the  various  Mag- 
istrates' Constables  shall  hereafter  be  performed  by  said  Policemen 
and  the  cost  provided  by  law  of  such  service  shkll  be  turned  over  to 
the  County  Treasurer  and  become  a  part  of  the  general  funds  of 
the  county.  The  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners 
of  Orangeburg  county  is  hereby  authorized  to  require  any  one  of 
the  Rural  Policemen  of  said  county  to  serve  any  notices,  summons, 
or  other  process  connected  with  the  duties  of  said  Board  of  County 
Commissioners,  and  said  Rural  Policemen  shall  without  delay  make 
return  thereon  as  provided  by  law. 

§  7.  Further  Duties  of  Rural  Policemen. — The  Rural  Police- 
men provided  for  in  this  Act  shall  have  the  same  powers  as  are  con- 
ferred on  Constables  and  Deputy  Sheriffs  of  the  county,  and  shall 
serve  any  summons,  warrant  or  other  process  of  any  Court  in  the 
districts  patrolled  by  them  when  patrolling  such  districts,  without 
compensation.  When  any  process  or  other  papers  are  served  in 
civil  actions  by  any  of  said  Rural  Policemen  no  costs  shall  be  paid 
or  allowed  to  them  or  anyone  else  therefor,  and  they  shall  not  accept 
any  gratuities,  gifts  or  fees  from  any  source  whatsoever  for  any 
services  rendered  during  their  term  of  office.  It  shall  be  the  fur- 
ther duty  of  the  Rural  Police  to  look  after  the  county  roads  and 
bridges  and  inspect  the  same  from' time  to  time;  especially  shall 
they  inspect  the  bridges  after  any  freshet  or  heavy  rains  that  might 
render  them  unsafe ;  and  upon  their  finding  work  necessary  on  any 
road  or  bridge  they  shall  notify  the  Road  Commissioner  in  that 
township  and  report  such  notification  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  County  Commissioners.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  post  warning 
upon  any  dangerous  roads  and  bridges  at  such  convenient  places  as 
will  best  serve  the  interest  of  the  traveling  public,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  them  by  the  County  Board  of 
Commissioners  as  may  not  be  incompatible  with  the  discharge  of 
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their  duty  to  patrol  the  districts.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  collect 
delinquent,  commutation  and  dog  tax  in  said  county,  and  they  shall 
have  authority  to  require  the  production  of  receipts  for  the  payment 
of  said  taxes  or  other  evidence  of  such  payment;  and  they  shall 
report  to  the  County  Treasurer  the  names  of  such  persons  whom 
they  may  find  liable  for  dog,  commutation  or  road  tax  who  have 
not  paid  the  same:  Provided,  Nothing  herein  shall  prohibit  the 
Sheriff  from  taxing  his  fees  and  costs,  as  now  provided  by  law,  for 
papers  served  in  civil  actions  from  the  Sheriff's  office  by  said  Police- 
men. 

§  8.  Policemen  to  Take  No  Active  Part  in  Politics. — That 
it  shall  be  a  cause  for  removal  for  any  Policeman  appointed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  during  the  term  for  which  he  has  been 
appointed,  to  take  any  active  part  in  politics,  either  directly  or  indi- 
rectly,, in  his  own  behalf  or  in  behalf  of  anyone  else :  Provided,  This 
section  shall  not  be  construed  to  interfere  with  the  power  of  the 
Governor  to  remove  such  Policeman  as  heretofore  provided  in  this 
Act. 

§  9.  Bonds. — That  each  of  said  Policemen  shall,  before  enter- 
ing upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  enter  into  a  bond  with  good  secu- 
rity, to  be  approved  by  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  and  the 
Clerk  of  Court,  and  payable  to  the  county,  in  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred ($500.00)  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties  and  for  such  damages  as  may  be  sustained  by  reason  of 
the  malfeasance  or  misfeasance  in  office  or  abuse  of  his  authority, 
said  bond  to  be  filed  with  and  kept  by  the  Clerk  of  Court.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Sheriff,  Chairman  of  County  Board  and  Grand 
Jury  of  the  county  to  investigate  promptly  any  complaint  made 
against  such  Policemen  for  neglect  of  duty  or  misuse  of  power. 

§  10.  Oath  of  Office. — That  each  of  said  Policemen,  before 
receiving  his  commission,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  oath  now  pre- 
scribed by  Section  26  of  Article  III  of  the  Constitution,  and  by  Sec- 
tion 650,  Volume  I,  Code  of  Laws,  1912,  take  and  subscribe  to  the 
following  oath  or  affirmation,  to  wit:  "I  do  further  and  solemnly 
swear  (or  affirm)  that  during  my  term  of  office  as  County  Police- 
man I  will  study  the  Act  creating  my  office  and  prescribing  my 
duties  and  will  endeavor  to  inform  myself  of  the  criminal  laws  of 
the  State,  both  statutory  and  common  law,  and  will  be  alert  and  vig- 
ilant to  enforce  the  same  and  to  detect  and  bring  every  violation  of 
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the  same  within  my  county  and  conduct  myself  at  all  times  with  due 
consideration  to  all  persons,  and  will  not  impose  upon  the  weak  or 
ignorant.  So%help  me,  God."  That  a  copy  of  said  Act  and  oath 
of  office,  in  a  convenient  pocket  pamphlet,  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
Sheriff  to  each  Policeman  of  the  county. 

§  11.  Police  Districts.— That  said  county  is  hereby  divided 
into  six  police  districts,  as  follows:  District  No.  1  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  townships  of  City,  Zion,  Orange  and  Middle;  Dis- 
trict No.  2  composed  of  the  following  townships :  Branchville,  New 
Hope,  Edisto  and  Union;  District  No.  3  composed  of  the  following 
townships :  Elizabeth,  Limestone  and  Hebron ;  District  No.  4  com- 
posed of  the  following  townships :  Eutaw,  Vance  and  Holley  Hill ; 
District  No.  5  composed  of  the  following  townships:  Goodland, 
Willow,  Rockey  Grove  and  Liberty ;  District  No.  6  composed  of  the 
following  townships:  Elloree,  Bowman  and  Providence. 


§  12.   Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — That  all  Acts  or  parts 
of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 

repealed.

§  13.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  go 
into  effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Establish  a  County  Court  in  the  County  of  Spar- 
tanburg, and  to  Define  the  Jurisdiction  and  Powers  of 
Said  Court,  and  to  Provide  for  the  Conduct  of  the  Busi- 
ness Thereof,  and  to  Provide  for  the  Duties  of  Magis- 
trates in  Said  County  and  Fix  Their  Jurisdiction. 

Section  1.  Election  for  County  Court  for  Spartanburg 
County — Notice. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  a  special  election,  as  provided  by 
law,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  directed  to  be  held  in  and  for  the 
county  of  Spartanburg  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  April,  next,  and 
the  Supervisor  of  said  county  is  hereby  directed  to  submit  to  the 
qualified  electors  of  said  county  at  such  election  the  question  of  the 
establishment  of  a  County  Court  for  Spartanburg  county;  and  at 
the  said  election  the  question  of  establishing  said  County  Court 
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shall  be  submitted  to  said  electors  in  the  following  form:  "Shall  a 
County  Court  be  established  for  the  county  of  Spartanburg?"  And 
upon  this  question  the  electors  shall  vote  "Yes"  or  "KJp:"  Provided, 
That  at  least  twenty  days'  public  notice  of  said  election  shall  be 
given  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  Spartanburg  county. 


§  2.  County  Court  Established  If  Result  of  Election  Is 
Favorable.— That  in  the  event  that  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
electors  voting  at  said  election  shall  vote  "Yes"  upon  such  question, 
then  said  County  Court  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  established  in  and 
for  said  county  of  Spartanburg,  with  such  jurisdiction  as  is  herein- 
after provided. 

§  3.  Jurisdiction. — That  the  said  County  Court  shall  have  con- 
current jurisdiction  with  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  to  try  and 
determine  all  criminal  cases,  except  cases  of  murder,  manslaughter, 
rape  or  attempt  to  rape,  arson,  common  law  burglary,  bribery  or 
perjury;  and  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  in  all  civil  cases  and  special  proceedings,  both  at 
law  and  in  equity,  where  the  amount  involved  does  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  three  thousand  ($3,000.00)  dollars:"  Provided,  That  nothing 
herein  contained  is  to  be  so  construed  as  to  give  said  County  Court 
jurisdiction  to  try  title  to  land,  or  where  in  any  suit  in  equity  the 
right  to  real  property  depends.  The  said  Court  shall  have  exclusive 
jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  all  appeals  from  judgments  ren- 
dered by  Magistrates  and  Municipal  Courts,  and  the  proceedings 
on  such  appeal  shall  be  the  same  as  is  now  provided  for  appeals 
from  said  last  named  Courts  to  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  and 
General  Sessions. 

§  4.  To  Be  a  Court  of  Record  —  Seal  —  Presumption  of 
Validity  of  Proceedings. — That  the  said  County  Court  shall  be 
a  Court  of  record,  and  have  a  seal  inscribed  with  the  words  "County 
Court  of  Spartanburg  County  Seal,"  and  the  same  presumption  in 
favor  of  its  jurisdiction  and  the  validity  of  its  judgments  shall  hold 
as  in  case  of  judgments  rendered  by  the  Circuit  Court. 

§  5,  Laws  Applicable  to  Circuit  Courts  to  Apply,  Unless 
Inconsistent  Herewith.— That  all  general  laws  and  statutory  pro- 
visions applicable  generally  to  the  Circuit  Courts  of  this  State  and 
trial  of  cases  therein  shall  apply  to  said  County  Court  and  tp  the 
conduct  and  trial  of  cases  therein,  where  not  inconsistent  with  this 
Act. 
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§  6.  Pleadings  and  Procedure — Docketing.— That  the  same 
forms  of  pleading  and  the  same  rules  of  procedure,  practice  and  evi- 
dence shall  obtain  in  the  County  Courts  as  is  provided  by  law  for 
the  trial  of  cases,  civil  and  criminal,  in  the  Circuit  Court,  where  not 
inconsistent  with  this  Act:  Provided,  That  the  pleadings  or  copies 
thereof  in  a  case  for  trial  before  the  said  Court  shall  be  filed  in  the 
Clerk's  office  as  now  provided  by  law  for  the  Circuit  Court  before 
six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  Wednesday  preceding  the  first 
day  of  the  next  ensuing  term  of  the  said  County  Court,  and  the 
Clerk  shall  forthwith  enter  the  cases  upon  the  appropriate  calendar. 

§  7.  Jury  Trials. — When  a  jury  is  required  by  law  in  the  trial 
of  cases,  civil  or  criminal,  in  said  Court,  said  jury  shall  consist  of 
six  persons.  In  all  civil  actions  either  party  may  demand  a  jury 
trial  in  all  cases  in  which  a  trial  by  jury  is  granted  of  right  under 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Slate.  And  upon  being  arraigned, 
or  called  upon  to  plead,  shall  be  informed  by  the  Court  of  his  right 
to  trial  by  jury,  and  in  the  event  he  waives  his  said  right,  such 
waiver  shall  be  tried  by  the  Court  without  a  jury.  The  Judge  of 
said  Court  may  receive  a  plea  of  guilty  and  pass  judgment  and  sen- 
tence in  term  time  or  in  vacation. 

§  8.  Jurisdiction  of  Judge. — That  in  all  cases  and  special  pro- 
ceedings within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  County  Court  and  pending 
therein  the  Judge  of  County  Court  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction, 
both  in  open  Court  and  at  Chambers,  as  is  possessed  by  Circuit 
Judges  over  cases  pending  in  the  Circuit  Court  over  which  they  are 
presiding  or  in  the  Circuits  in  which  they  are  residents :  Provided, 
That  said  County  Judge  shall  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas 
corpus  and  to  grant  bail  in  all  cases  within  the  jurisdiction  of  said 
County  Court. 

§  9.  Challenges. — That  the  empanelling  of  juries  in  all  crim- 
inal cases  in  said  Court  shall  be  according  to  the  practice  now  estab- 
lished in  the  Courts  of  General  Sessions.  That  in  the  selection  of 
a  jury  for  the  trial  of  criminal  cases  in  said  County  Court  the 
accused,  when  charged  with  misdemeanor,  shall  be  entitled  to  per- 
emptory challenge  not  exceeding  three,  and  the  State  two;  and  in 
the  trial  of  cases  of  felony  the  accused  shall  be  entitled  to  peremp- 
tory challenges  not  exceeding  five,  and  the  State  three.  In  cases 
where  there  are  two  or  more  persons  jointly  indicted  and  so  tried, 
the  accused  shall  be  jointly  entitled  to  six  peremptory  challenges 
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in  cases  of  misdemeanor,  and  in  case  of  felony  eight  such  chal- 
lenges and  no  more.  That  the  empanelling  of  juries  in  all  civil 
cases  in  which  the  jury  shall  be  charged  with  the  trial  of  any  issue 
shall  be  according  to  the  practice  now  established  in  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas,  except  that  the  list  of  jurors  now  required  by  law 
to  be  furnished  shall  consist  of  ten,  from  which  list  each  party  shall 
alternately  strike  until  there  remain  but  six,  which  shall  constitute 
the  jury  to  try  the  case  or  issue. 

§  10.  Appeals  to  Supreme  Court,— That  in  all  civil  actions 
and  special  proceedings  of  which  said  County  Court  shall  have 
jurisdiction  the  right  to  appeal  shall  be  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
State,  in  the  same  manner  and  pursuant  to  the  same  rules,  practice, 
and  procedure  governing  appeals  from  the  Circuit  Courts. 

§  11.  Terms  of  Court. — The  said  County  Court  shall  hold  its 
first  term  on  the  first  Monday  in  June,  1919,  and  the  said  Court 
shall  likewise  hold  a  term  beginning  on  the  first  Monday  in  every 
month  thereafter:  Provided,  Should  the  time  that  at  which  any 
term  of  said  Court  is  fixed  conflict  with  the  time  of  holding  the 
Circuit  Court  for  such  county,  then  the  term  of  the  County  Court 
shall  begin  on  the  Monday  succeeding  the  time  for  final  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Circuit  Court.  The  said  County  Court  shall  continue 
in  session  at  each  of  its  said  terms  until  the  business  before  it  has 
been  disposed  of,  and  shall  open  for  the  trial  of  cases,  civil  and 
criminal,  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  each  of  its  said  terms: 
Provided,  further,  That  criminal  cases  shall  have  a  preference,  and 
may  be  moved  on  behalf  of  the  State  out  of  their  order. 

§  12.  Indictments.— The  Grand  Jury,  as  drawn  in  accordance 
with  law  for  service  upon  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  in  each  of 
said  counties,  shall  constitute  the  Grand  Jury  for  the  said  County 
Court,  and  need  not  meet  with  said  County  Court  at  each  of  its  said 
terms  except  when  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  County  Judge.  The 
Solicitor  of  the  Seventh  Judicial  Circuit  is  required  to  prepare  all 
indictments  and  bills  of  indictments  wherein  a  person  is  entitled  to 
a  presentment  of  a  Grand  Jury,  and  he  shall  present  said  indict- 
ments to  the  Grand  Jury  at  each  session  of  the  Court  of  General 
Sessions ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  Court  of  General 
Sessions  to  certify  said  bills  of  indictment  back  to  the  County  Court 
for  trial  or  disposition  thereof.

§  13.  Jury  Commissioners. — That  the  Board  of  Jury  Com- 
missioners as  constituted  by  law  in  said  county  for  the  drawing  of 
jurors  for  the  Circuit  Court  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Jury  Com- 
missioners for  the  drawing  of  jurors  to  attend  upon  the  sessions 
of  the  County  Court,  and  such  Commissioners  shall,  upon  the  order 
of  said  Court  at  such  times  as  shall  be  fixed,  from  the  jury  box 
(whether  the  same  has  been  previously  drawn  or  not)  draw  a  panel 
of  petit  jurors,  and  the  Clerk  of  said  Court  shall  immediately  issue 
to  the  Sheriff  a  venire  containing  the  names  of  the  persons  thus 
drawn  as  petit  jurors,  which  venire  shall  be  returnable  at  such  times 
as  may  be  named  by  the  said  Court,  and  the  persons  so  served  shall 
be  the  jurors  for  said  Court,  and  the  law  relating  to  the  qualifica- 
tion drawing  and  summoning  of  jurors  of  the  County  Court,  except 
as  is  hereafter  otherwise  provided:  Provided,  That  not  more  than 
eighteen  persons  shall  be  drawn  and  summoned  to  attend  at  the 
same  time  at  any  session  of  the  County  Court,  unless  the  Court 
shall  order  otherwise.  Jurors  drawn  and  summoned  shall  appear 
and  attend  upon  the  sessions  of  the  County  Court  for  which  sum- 
moned until  excused  or  discharged  by  the  Judge  thereof :  Provided, 
That  service  as  juror  in  the  County  Court  shall  not  be  held  to 
exempt  a  juror  from  service  as  such  Circuit  Court  in  the  same  year, 
same  year. 

.  §  14.  Duties  of  Clerk  of  Court — Compensation.— That  the 

Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  shall  be  ex  officio  Clerk  of  the  County 
Court,  and  shall  keep  such  calendars,  minutes  and  records  of  the 
said  County  Court,  and  the  cases  herein  pending,  and  attend  and 
perform  such  duties  as  the  Clerk  thereof  as  is  required  of  him  by 
law  as  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court.  That  the  costs  and  fees  of 
the  Clerk  in  civil  cases  in  the  County  Court  shall  be  the  same  as 
those  allowed  in  such  cases  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas;  that 
for  his  services  in  the  criminal  cases  in  the  County  Court  he  shall 
receive,  in  addition  to  his  other  compensation,  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  by  the  county  in  quarterly  install- 
ments. That  the  County  Commissioners  of  said  county  shall  pro- 
vide all  books  necessary  for  keeping  of  records  of  said  Court. 

§  IS.  Duties  of  Sheriff  —  Costs.  —  That  the  Sheriff  of  the 
county  shall  attend  upon  all  sessions  of  the  said  County  Court  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  orders,  writs,  and  mandates  of  the  said  County 
Court  as  required  by  law  of  him  in  reference  to  the  Circuit  Court. 
That  the  cost  and  fees  of  the  Sheriff  in  civil  cases  in  the  County 
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Court  shall  be  the  same  as  those  allowed  in  such  cases  in  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas. 

§  16.  Compensation  of  Jurors  and  Witnesses. — Grand  and 
petit  jurors  in  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the  County  Court 
shall  receive  as  compensation  for  their  services  the  same  per  diem 
and  mileage  as  is  allowed  said  jurors  in  the  Circuit  Court.  Wit- 
nesses in  attendance  upon  the  said  County  Court  shall  receive  the 
same  compensation  as  witnesses  in  attendance  upon  the  Circuit 
Court. 

§  17.  Duties  of  Magistrates. — That  the  duties  of  Magistrates 
in  Spartanburg  county  shall  remain  the  same  as  is  now  provided 
for  by  law,  except  that  in  all  criminal  cases  beyond  their  jurisdic- 
tion they  shall  sit  as  committing  Magistrates,  and  shall  commit  and 
bind  over  the  defendant  and  witnesses  for  trial  in  all  cases  to  the 
County  Court  where  said  Court  has  jurisdiction,  and  likewise  to  the 
Court  of  General  Sessions,  as  is  now  provided  for  by  law. 


§  18.  Appointment  of  County  Judge  —  Election  of  Suc- 
cessors —  Compensation  —  Not  to  Charge  on  the  Facts- 
Vacancies. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  appoint  a 
resident  attorney  at  law  of  Spartanburg  county  Judge,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Spartanburg  County  Delegation  in  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  general  electiQn 
and  until. his  successor  shall  be  appointed  and  qualified,  and  who 
shall  be  the  presiding  Judge  of  said  County  Court ;  the  said  Judge 
of  said  Court  shall  possess  all  the  powers  in  respect  to  preserving 
order  or  punishing  for  contempt  of  Court  as  now  possessed  by 
Circuit  Judges.  The  term  of  office  for  the  County  Judge  shall  be 
four  years  from  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  his  predecessor's  term. 
That  at  the  next  general  election  and  every  alternate  election  there- 
after an  election  shall  be  had  for  County  Judge,  whoes  term  of 
office  shall  be  four  years  from  the  date  of  expiration  of  his  prede- 
cessor's term  of  office  or  until  his  successor  has  been  elected  and 
qualified.  That  the  said  County  Judge,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  the  same  oath  of  office  as  is  required 
by  law  for  Circuit  Judges,  and  shall  be  commissioned  in  the  same 
manner  as  Circuit  Judges.  The  salary  of  the  County  Judge  shall 
be  twenty-four  hundred  ($2,400.00)  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid 
by  the  county  in  monthly  installments.  Said  Judge  shall  not  charge 
on  the  facts,  but  shall  declare  the  law  only.     All  vacancies  in  the 
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office  of  County  Judge  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, such  appointee  holding  for  the  unexpired  term  of  his  prede- 
cessor. In  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  County  Judge  at  the  time 
fixed  for  holding  any  term  of  said  Court,  the  Governor  may  appoint 
some  other  suitable  person,  being  an  attorney  at  law  residing  in 
Spartanburg  county,  to  hold  said  term  of  Court  as  special  County 
Judge.  The  County  Judge,  as  provided  in  this  Act,  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  practice  law  in  any  Court  in  Spartanburg  county,  but 
may  practice  in  the  Probate  Court,  Circuit  Court  and  Supreme 
Court :  Provided,  That  no  Judge  of  the  County  Court  shall  appear 
as  counsel  for  anyone  in  any  case  transferred  from  the  said  County 
Court  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  where  he  has  been  of  counsel 
or  where  he  is  interested  in  the  case,  however  remote. 


§  19.  Bailiffs. — That  the  said  Judge  of  the  County  Court  may 
appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  Bailiffs,  not  to  exceed  three,  to  attend 
upon  the  said  Court,  and  be  subject  to  the  orders  thereof.  That 
the  said  Bailiffs  shall  have  the  same  power  as  Constables  of  Magis- 
trates of  said  county  and  shall  receive  as  compensation  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  the  time  actually  engaged. 


§  20.  Duties  of  Solicitor— Compensation.— That  the  Solic- 
itor of  the  Seventh  Judicial  Circuit  shall  be  ex  officio  Solicitor  of 
the  said  County  Court.  That  the  said  Solicitor  shall  represent  the 
State  in  all  cases  brought  before  the  said  County  Court  wherein  the 
State  is  a  party.  That  for  his  services  in  said  County  Court  he 
shall  receive,  in  addition  to  his  other  compensation,  the  sum  of  six 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  by  the  county  in  monthly 
installments. 

§  21.  Stenographer. — That  the  said  County  Judge  shall  appoint 
for  the  said  County  Court  an  official  Stenographer,  who  shall  attend 
upon  the  sessions  of  said  Court  and  perform  the  same  duties  in 
connection  therewith  as  are  performed  by  the  Circuit  Stenographers 
in  the  Circuit  Court.  That  the  said  Stenographer  shall  receive  from 
the  said  county  the  salary  of  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be 
paid  by  the  county  in  monthly  installments,  and,  in  addition,  such 
fees  as  provided  herein. 


§  22.  Costs  to  Prevailing  Party— Jurisdiction  of  Judge. — 

That  all  costs  and  disbursements  allowed  the  prevailing  party  and 
all  costs  and  fees  allowed  officers  of  Court  in  actions  in  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  shall  be  allowed  in  actions  in  this  Court:  Pro- 
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vided,  however,  That  the  Judge  of  the  County  Court  shall  have 
exclusive  jurisdiction  in  said  county  in  all  cases  arising  under  Sec- 
tions 77-79,  Code  of  Laws  of  South  Carolina,  1912,  Volume  II, 
Civil  Procedure. 

§  23.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — That  all  Acts  inconsist- 
ent with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  24.   Immediately  Effective.  —  This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval.

AN  ACT  to  Divide  Saluda  County  Into  Four  Road  Districts 
and  Increase  the  Number  of  County  Commissioners  to 
Four.  • 

Section  1.  Road  Districts  in  Saluda  County.— Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  here- 
after Saluda  county  shall  be  divided  into  road  districts  as  follows: 

No.  1.  To  be  composed  of  the  following  school  districts:  Mer- 
chant, Butler,  Suddath,  Emory,  Pine  Grove,  Richland,  Sumter,  Good 
Hope,  and  Ridge  Spring. 

No.  2.  To  be  composed  of  the  following  school  districts :  Ward, 
Watson,  Bethlehem,  Oak  Grove,  Fruit  Hill,  Plum  Branch,  Trinity, 
Eulala,  Celestia,  Cedar  Grove,  and  Fairfax. 

No.  3.  To  be  composed  of  the  following  school  districts :  Union, 
Hope,  Mt.  Enon,  Zoar,  Higgins,  Hickory  Grove,  Enterprise,  Beth- 
any, Indian  Creek,  Saluda,  Centennial,  and  Eva. 

No.  4.  To  be  composed  of  the  following  school  districts :  Pleas- 
ant Grove,  Holley,  Delmar,  Fairview,  Tillman,  Sardis,  Clyde,  Provi- 
dence, Batesburg,  Monetta,  South  Norris,  Willow  Branch,  Corinth, 
and  Cool  Springs. 

§  2.  County  Commissioners. — That  upon  the  approval  of  this 
Act  the  Governor  shall  appoint,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Legislative  Delegation  of  the  said  county,  four  members  of  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners,  said  members  to  be  appointed 
from  each  road  district  and  to  continue  in  office  until  their  succes- 
sors are  appointed  and  qualify.    At  the  next  general  election  each 
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said  road  district  shall  elect  one  member  of  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  as  now  provided  by  l^w  in  case  of  other  elections. 

§  3.  Duties  of  County  Commissioners.— The  member  of  the 
Board  in  each  district  shall  be  responsible  for  the  upkeep  and  repair 
of  the  public  roads  within  his  district,  and  the  expenditure  of  all 
commutation  taxes  collected  therefrom  and  one-half  of  the  special 
levy  for  road  purposes,  and  shall  have  power  to  appoint  men  from 
the  various  school  districts  to  oversee  and  keep  up  roads  of  sard 
districts. 

§  4.  Compensation. — Each  member  of  said  Board  shall  receive 
as  compensation  for  their  services  two  hundred  dollars  per  year. 

§  5.  Powers  of  County  Commissioners — Contracts. — That 
each  member  of  the  said  Board  shall  have  equal  voice  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  financial  and  business  affairs  of  the  county,  and  no 
contract  for  any  material,  supplies,  labor  or  anything  whatsoever 
shall  be  binding  upon  the  county  unless  indorsed  by  at  least  a  major- 
ity of  said  Board. 


§  6.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — That  all  Acts  and  parts 
of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  7.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Ratify  an  Amendment  to  Section  7  of  Article 
VIII  of  the  Constitution  Relating  to  Municipal  Bonded 
Indebtedness  by  Adding  a  Proviso  Thereto  as  to  the 
County  of  Abbeville. 

Whereas,  The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina 
did,  by  Joint  Resolution  approved  the  13th  day  of  February,  1917, 
submit  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  at  the  general  election 
next  thereafter  ensuing  an  amendment  to  Section  7  of  Article  VIII 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  by  adding  at  the 
end  thereof  the  following :  "Provided,  further,  That  the  limitations 
imposed  by  this  section  and  Section  5  of  Article  X  of  the  Constitu- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  the  bonded  indebtedness  incurred  by  the  city 
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of  Abbeville,  but  in  addition  to  the  powers  now  possessed  said  city 
of  Abbeville  may  increase  its#  bonded  indebtedness  in  the  manner 
provided  in  said  Section  7  of  Article  VIII  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the  taxable  property  therein, 
where  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  are  applied  to  the  payment  of 
expenses  and  liabilities  incurred  or  to  be  incurred  in  the  improve- 
ment of  streets  and  sidewalks.  But  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  limit  the  operation  of  the  amendment  to  Section  7 
of  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution,  approved  February  3,  1911, 
which  said  amendment  reads  as  follows:  'Provided,  further,  That 
the  limitations  imposed  by  this  section  and  by  Section  5  of  Article 
X  of  this  Constitution  shall  not  apply  to  the  bonded  indebtedness 
in  and  by  any  municipal  corporation  when  the  proceeds  of  the 
bonds  are  applied  solely  and  exclusively  for  the  purchase,  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  a  waterworks  plant,  or  sewerage  system,

Whereas,  A  majority  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  voting  on  the  Said  amendment  at  the 
general  election  next  succeeding  the  passage  of  the  said  Joint  Reso- 
lution, did  vote  in  favor  of  the  said  amendment, 


Section  1.  Amendment  to  Section  7  of  Article  VIII  of  the 
Constitution  Ratified — Bonded  Debt  of  City  of  Abbeville. — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  the  amendment  to  Section  7  of  Article  VIII  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  submitted  by  the  last  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  said  State  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  said 
State  at  the  next  general  election  thereafter,  and  upon  which  a 
majority  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  voting  thereon  at  the  said  general  election,  voted  in 
favor  thereof,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  ratified  and  made  a  part 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina;  that  the  said

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  a  Commutation  Tax  for  Orangeburg 
County  and  to  Provide  for  Its  Collection. 


Section   1.  Commutation  Tax  in  Orangeburg  County. — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  all  male  persons  in  Orangeburg  county  physically  able 
and  liable  to  perform  road  duty  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and 
fifty  years,  inclusive,  except  ministers  of  the  Gospel  actually  in 
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charge  of  congregations  or  teachers  employed  in  the  public  schools, 
shall  be  required  annually  to  pay  a  commutation  tax  of  three 
($3.00)  dollars  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  of  each  year, 
which  tax  must  be  paid  by  the  person  subject  to  road  duty  to  the 
County  Treasurer,  and  on  payment  of  which  he  shall  receive  a 
receipt  showing  the  date,  amount,  purpose  for  which  it  is  paid,  said 
receipt  to  be  signed  by  the  person  collecting  said  tax. 

§  2.  Notice. — The  County  Treasurer  is  directed  and  required 
to  give  notice,  in  the  newspaper  in  which  Sheriff's  advertisements 
are  published,  once  a  week  for  four  weeks,  as  to  the  time  and  place 
and  person  to  whom  the  said  commutation  tax  is  payable. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor. 

§  4.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  2344,  Volume  I,  Code  of  Laws 
of  South  Carolina,  1912,  So  as  to  Provide  for  a  Pay- 
ment of  Twenty  Cents  to  Cotton  Weighers  in  the  Town 
of  Pickens,  Pickens  County. 

Section  1.  Section  2344,  Civil  Code  of  1912,  Volume  I, 
Amended  —  Compensation  of  the  Cotton  Weighers  in  the 
Town  of  Pickens. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  2344  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  by  adding  the  following  proviso:  Provided,  That 
the  cotton  weighers  in  the  town  of  Pickens,  Pickens  county,  shall 
receive  twenty  (20c)  cents  for  each  bale  of  cotton  weighed,  to  be 
paid  by  the  purchaser,  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall 
read  as  follows: 

Section  2344.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  each 
cotton  weigher  shall  be  legally  sworn  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
position  by  some  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and  shall 
enter  into  bond  in  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  duty,  which  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the 
County  Board  of  Commissioners  and  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
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Court  of  Common  Pleas  and  General  Sessions  for  the  county  in 
which  said  cotton  market  or  markets  may  be  situated.  Each  weigher 
shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his  services  not  more  than  ten 
cents  for  each  bale  weighed  by  him,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Commission- 
ers, the  same  to  be  paid  in  equal  proportion  by  the  seller  and  buyer, 
except  in  those  markets  where  the  weigher  may  be  paid  by  indi- 
viduals or  corporations,  at  which  markets  the  seller  shall  £ky  noth- 
ing. All  cotton  weighers  in  the  county  of  Greenwood  shall  receive 
as  compensation-  for  their  services  ten  (10c)  cents  per  bale  for  each 
bale  of  cotton  weighed  by  them,  one-half  (j4)  to  be  paid  by  the 
seller  and  one-half  (yi )  by  the  buyer:  Provided,  That  the  cotton 
weigher  in  the  town  of  Pickens,  Pickens  county,  shall  receive  twenty 
(20c)  cents  for  each  bale  of  cotton  weighed,  to  be  paid  by  the  pur- 
chaser.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  27  of  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act 
to  Regulate  the  Shipment  and  Transportation,  Carry- 
ing, Storing  and  Having  in  Possession  of  Alcohol,  Alco- 
holic Liquors  and  Beverages,  and  to  Provide  Penalties 
for  the  Violation  Thereof,  So  as  to  Further  Regulate 
the  Forfeiture  of  Vehicles  and  Vessels. 

Section  1;  Act  (1917,  XXX  Stats.,  69)  Amended  —  For- 
feiture of  Vehicles  Used  in  Illegal  Transportation  of  Alco- 
holic Liquors. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  27  of  an  Act  entitled  "An 
Act  to  regulate  the  shipment  and  transportation,  carrying,  storing 
and  having  in  possession  of  alcohol,  alcoholic  liquors  and  beverages, 
and  to  provide  penalties  for  the  violation  thereof,"  approved  the 
twenty-fourth  day  of  February,  1917,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  striking  out  all  of  said  section  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following,  to  be  known  as  Section  27,  to  wit : 

"Section  27.  The  use  of  any  buggy,  wagon,  automobile,  railroad 
car,  bicycle,  motorcycle,  or  other  vehicle,  or  any  boat,  launch,  or 
other  vessel,  or  animal,  used  in  the  illegal  transportation  of  alcoholic 
liquors,  as  herein  forbidden,  and  if  so  used  with  the  knowledge  or 
consent  of  the  owner  thereof,  or  of  the  agent  or  servant  of  such 
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owner  in  charge  of  such  vehicle  or  vessel,  the  same  shall  be  for- 
feited  to  the  county  in  which  such  violation  of  the  prohibition  law 
is  committed,  and  same  shall  be  confiscated  by  any  peace  officer  by 
the  physical  seizure  or  taking  possession  of  same  by  such  peace 
officer,  and  he  shall  sell  same  at  public  auction,  after  due  public 
advertisement  for  twenty-one  days  in  a  newspaper  published  and 
circulated  in  the  county  in  which  the  offense  is  committed,  to  the 
highest  bidder  for  cash,  and  shall  immediately  turn  over  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  same  to  the  County  Treasurer  :•  Provided,  That 
the  owner  of  such  vehicle  or  vessel  may  redeem  same  by  paying  into 
the  county  treasury  the  actual  marketable  value  of  said  vehicle  or 
vessel,  to  be  determined  as  to  its  value  by  the  Supervisor  and  his 
Board." 

This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the 
Governor.

1.  Compensation  of  Cotton  Weighers  in  Orange* 
burg  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  all 
public  cotton  weighers  of  the  county  of  Orangeburg,  including  the 
city  of  Orangeburg,  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  their  services 
twenty  (20c)  cents  per  bale  for  each  bale  of  cotton  weighed  by  them,, 
one-half  to  be  paid  by  the  seller  and  one-half  by  the  buyer.  That  in 
consideration  of  the  said  compensation  the  said  cotton  weighers  shall 
weigh,  tag,  mark  and  inspect  for  water  the  said  cotton,  except  in  the 
city  of  Orangeburg. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  go  into  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor. 

§  3.  Repealing  Clause. — That  all  Acts  orparts  of  Acts  incon- 
sistent with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

requirements  of  the  rural  graded  school  law.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  351,  Code  of  Civil  Procedure, 
Relating  to  Supplementary  Proceedings. 


Section  1.  Section  351,  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  Amended 
—Examination  of  Debtor  Under  Supplementary  Proceed- 
ings.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  That  Section  351  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "or  a  tran- 
script of  a  Justice's  judgment  for  twenty-five  dollars  or  upwards, 
exclusive  of  costs,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read 
as  follows: 

Section  351.  When  an  execution  against  property  of  the  judg- 
ment debtor,  or  any  of  the  several  debtors  in  the  same  judgment, 
issued  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  county  where  he  resides  or  has  a  place 
of  business,  or,  if  he  do  not  reside  in  the  State,  to  the  Sheriff  of 
the  county  where  a  judgment  roll  is  filed,  is  returned  unsatisfied,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  the  judgment  creditor,  at  any  time  after  such 
return  is  made,  is  entitled  to  an  order  from  a  Judge  of  the  Circuit 
Court,  requiring  such  judgment  debtor  to  appear  and  answer  con- 
cerning his  property  before  such  Judge,  at  a  time  and  place  specified 
in  the  order  within  the  county  to  which  the  execution  was  issued.

1.   Section   2052,   Civil   Code,    1912,   Volume   I, 
Amended — Amount  of  Road  Tax  in  Georgetown  County. — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  Section  2052  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Laws,  1912,  relating 
to  the  road  tax  for  Georgetown  county,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "two"  on  line  three  of  said  sec- 
tion and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "three,"  so  that  said  sec- 
tion, when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  2052.  All  able-bodied  male  persons  from  the  age  of 
twenty-one  to  sixty  years,  both  inclusive,  in  the  county  of  George- 
town, except  residents  of  incorporated  cities  and  towns,  shall  be 
required  annually  to  pay  three  ($3.00)  dollars  as  a  road  tax,  except 
ministers  of  the  Gospel  actually  in  charge  of  a  congregation,  teach- 
ers employed  in  public  schools,  school  trustees,  and  persons  perma- 
nently disabled  in  the  military  service  of  this  State,  and  persons 
who  served  in  the  late  War  Between  the  States,  and  all  persons  actu- 
ally employed  in  the  quarantine  service  of  this  State,  and  all  stu- 
dents who  may  be  attending  any  school  or  college  at  the  time  when 
the  road  tax  hereinabove  provided  for  shall  become  due :  Provided, 
however,  That  any  of  the  persons  comprehended  in  this  section  who 
shall  claim  such  disability  or  disabilities  as  would  take  them  out  of 
the  class  hereinbefore  denominated  "able-bodied"  shall  be  permit- 
ted to  show  the  same  by  a  certificate  of  at  least  two  reputable  physi- 
cians practicing  in  the  county  of  Georgetown,  actually  furnished  at 
or  after  the  making  of  returns  or  the  listing  for  said  tax  as  herein- 
after provided,  and  such  showing  shall  be  conclusive  of  the  exemp- 
tion of  such  persons  by  reason  of  such  disability  or  disabilities  from 
the  operation  of  this  Act. 

§  2.  Repealing  Clause. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsist- 
ent herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval.  —  This  Act  to  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  Fixing  the  Term  of  the  Courts  for  the  First  Judicial 

Circuit* 

Section  1.  Courts  in  First  Judicial  Circuit  (Section  18, 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  Amended). — Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  Courts 
of  the  First  Judicial  Circuit  shall  be  held  as  follows : 

(A)  Berkeley  County. — The  Court  of  General  Sessions  for  the 
county  of  Berkeley  shall  be  held  at  Moncks  Corner  the  first  Mon- 
day in  March  and  the  first  Monday  in  November.  The  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  for  the  said  county  shall  be  held  at  Moncks  Corner 
on  the  first  Monday  of  April,  two  weeks;  third  Monday  in  June, 
without  jury;  first  Monday  in  September. 

(B)  Calhoun  County. — The  Court  of  General  Sessions  for  Cal- 
houn county  shall  be  held  at  St.  Matthews,  as  follows :  On  the  third 
Monday  in  May;  third  Monday  in  November;  and  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  for  the  said  county  shall  be  held  at  St.  Matthews 
on  the  fourth  Monday  in  May  and  the  fourth  Monday  in  November. 

(C)  Dorchester  County.  —  The  Court  of  General  Sessions  for 
Dorchester  county  shall  be  held  at  St.  George  on  the  second  Mon- 
day in  March;  third  Monday  in  October.

AN   ACT  to   Protect  Schools  and   Colleges  Attended   by 

Women  and  Girls. 


Section  1.  Disturbing  Schools  Attended  by  Girls  or 
Women  Unlawful.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son wilfully  or  unnecessarily  to  interfere  with  or  to  disturb  in  any 
way  or  in  any  place  the  students  or  teachers  of  any  school  or  col- 
lege in  this  State  attended  by  women  or  girls  or  to  loiter  about  such 
school  or  college  premises,  or  to.  act  in  an  obnoxious  manner  thereon, 
or  for  any  person  to  enter  upon  any  such  school  or  college  premises, 
or  loiter  around  the  premises,  except  on  business,  without  the  per- 
mission of  the  principal  or  president  in  charge. 

§  2.  Violation  of  This  Act  a  Misdemeanor — Penalty.— 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  Section  1  of  this  Act 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall 
pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  ten 
days  nor  more  than  thirty  days.

AN  ACT  to  Establish  a  Bureau  for  the  Registration  and 
Employment  of  Teachers  and  to  Make  Provision  There- 
for. 


1.  Teachers'  Employment  Bureau 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, A  bureau  for  the  registration  and  employment  of  teachers  is 
hereby  created. 
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§  2.  Enrollment — Use  of  Records. — Any  person  legally  qual- 
ified to  teach  in  the  free  schools  of  this  State  and  eligible  to  be 
employed  by  any  Board  of  School  Trustees  shall,  upon  written  appli- 
cation in  proper  form  and  the  payment  of  one  ($1.00)  dollar,  be 
entitled  to  enrollment  in  this  Bureau.  The  said  one  dollar  to  be 
applied  to  the  support  of  the  Bureau.  Any  Board  of  School  Trus- 
tees, any  superintendent  or  principal  of  a  system  of  schools,  or  any 
County  Superintendent  of  Schools,  shall  have  access,  free  of  charge, 
to  all  papers  and  records  in  said  Bureau,  except  such  as  may  be  of  a 
personal  or  confidential  nature. 

§  3.  Registrar,  Election,  Term  of  Office,  Duties,  Compen- 
sation.— The  executive  officer  of  the  Bureau  shall  be  a  Registrar, 
elected  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  whose  term  of  office  shall 
be  for  four  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Board  for  cause. 
He  shall  maintain  an  office  and  shall  seek  to  assist  teachers  in  getting 
schools  and  to  assist  schools  in  getting  teachers.  He  shall  make  an 
annual  report  which  shall  be  printed  in  the  report  of  the  State  Super- 
intendent of  Education.  The  Registrar's  salary  shall  be  eighteen 
hundred  ($1,800.00)  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly  upon  war- 
rant of  the  Comptroller  General.  He  may  employ  a  stenographer,  at 
a  salary  of  nine  hundred  ($900.00)  dollars,  payable  monthly.  A 
contingent  fund  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars,  to  meet  the 
contingent  expenses  of  the  office,  if  so  much  be  necessary,  is  hereby 
provided. 

§  4.  No  Charge  to  Teachers  Except  Registration  Fee.— 

No  fee  other  than  the  one  ($1.00)  dollar  registration  fee  shall  be 
charged  any  teacher  for  the  services  of  the  Bureau,  and  the  Bureau 
shall  serve  the  public  schools  free  of  charge. 

§  5.  Act  (1918,  XXX  Stats.,  832)  Repealed.  —  That  an 
Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  a  Bureau  for  the  Registration 
and  Employment  of  Teachers  and  to  make  a  provision  therefor," 
approved  the  9th  day  of  March,  1918,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
repealed. 

§  6.  Repealing  Clause. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsist- 
ent with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Eradication  of  Foot  and  Mouth 

Disease* 

Section  1.  Powers  of  State  Veterinarian  for  Eradication 
of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease.  —  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  in  order  to  provide 
for  prompt  action  by  the  State  of  South  Carolina  in  case  an  out- 
break of  what  is  commonly  known  as  "foot  and  mouth  disease" 
appears  among  the  live  stock  at  any  point  or  points  within  the  bounds 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  as  certified  to  by  the  State  Veterina- 
rian, the  authorities  as  outlined  and  stipulated  in  Section  1900  to 
1905,  Volume  I,  Code  of  Laws  of  South  Carolina,  1912,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  empowered  and  directed  to  act  in  reference  to  said 
disease  under  the  authority  contained  in  said  sections. 

§  2.  In  Event  of  an  Outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease, 
Section  522,  Criminal  Code,  to  Apply. — That  for  the  purpose 
of  eradicating  said  disease,  should  an  outbreak  occur,  all  of  the 
provisions  of  Section  522  of  Volume  II,  Criminal  Code  of  South 
Carolina,  1912,  shall  apply,  except  that  the  value  to  be  placed  on 
animals  condemned  and  destroyed  on  account  of  being  affected  with, 
or  having  been  exposed  to,  "foot  and  mouth  disease"  shall  be  fixed 
in  accordance  with  the  succeeding  section  herein. 

§  3.  Appraisal  of  Animals  Condemned.— That  the  method 
of  appraising  the  value  of  such  animals  as  may  be  condemned  and 
destroyed,  as  provided  herein,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  regu- 
lations provided  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
and  upon  such  appraisal  being  made,  the  State  of  South  Carolina 
shall  pay  one-half  of  the  amount  at  which  such  live  stock  is  valued, 
by  a  warrant  approved  by  the  State  Veterinarian  and  drawn  by  the 
proper  authorities  of  Clemson  College  on  the  Comptroller  General, 
who  shall  issue  his  warrant  on  the  State  Treasurer  for  such  amount, 
the  same  to  be  paid  as  hereinafter  provided. 


§  4.  Authorities  May  Provide  Regulations.  —  That  the 
authorities  specified  in  Sections  1900  to  1905,  Volume  I,  Code  of 
Laws  of  1912,  shall  have  power  to  make  specific  regulations  in  case 

of  an  outbreak  of  foot  and  mouth  disease.

§  5.  Governor  May  Borrow.— That  whenever  the  State  Vet- 
erinarian shall  certify  to  the  Governor  of  this  State  that  an  outbreak

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of  said  disease  has  occurred  within  the  bounds  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  he  is  hereby  empowered  to  execute  a  note  or  notes  in  the 
name  of  the  State,  the  same  to  be  countersigned  by  the  Comptroller 
General  and  the  State  Treasurer,  and  to  raise  sufficient  funds  in  that 
manner  to  be  used  in  the  eradication  of  said  disease,  such  sum  of 
money  to  be  placed  in  the  State  treasury  and  to  be  drawn  on  by 
warrants,  issued  by  the  proper  officers  of  Clemson  College,  in  the 
usual  manner  that  such  warrants  are  issued,  and  to  be  paid  by  the 
State  Treasurer  in  the  same  manner;  such  sum  of  money  to  be  used 
for  the  payment  for  destroyed  animals,  as  provided  herein,  for  the 
employment  of  additional  help  by  the  authorities  of  Clemson  Col- 
lege, and  for  such  other  expenses  as  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Clemson  College  may  be  necessary  and  incident  to 
the  eradication  of  said  disease  should  an  outbreak  occur.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  606  of  the  Criminal  Code  of 
Laws  of  1912,  Relating  to  the  Operation  of  Motor 
Vehicles  Upon  the  Public  Highways,  by  Adding  a  Pro- 
viso Regulating  the  Lights  on  Such  Vehicles. 


1.  Section  606,  Criminal  Code,  Amended — Lights 
on  Motor  Vehicles. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  606  of  the  Criminal  Code 
of  Laws  of  1912  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding 
after  said  section  the  following  proviso :  "Provided,  That  all  such 
lights  shall  not  be  focused  to  give  light  beyond  one  hundred  fifty 
(150)  feet  in  front  and  shall  have  attached  to  each  dimmers,  which 
must  be  used  when  approaching  another  vehicle,  and  no  spotlight 
shall  be  flashed  on  any  car  while  said  car  is  in  motion,"  so  that  said 
section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Section  606.  Every  motor  vehicle  while  in  use  on  a  public  high- 
way shall  be  provided  with  good  and  efficient  brakes  and  also  with 
a  suitable  bell,  horn  or  other  signal,  and  be  so  constructed  as  to 
exhibit  during  the  period  necessary  from  or  after  sunset  until  not 
necessary  before  sunrise  a  white  light  visible  within  a  reasonable 
distance  in  the  direction  toward  which  the  vehicle  is  proceeding,  and 
a  red  light  in  reverse  direction:  Provided,  That  in  case  of  heavy 
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fog,  if  necessary,  such  light  shall  be  displayed  in  the  daytime  before 
sunset  and  after  sunrise:  Provided,  That  all  such  lights  shall  not 
be  focused  to  give  light  beyond  one  hundred  fifty  (ISO)  feet  in 
front,  and  shall  have  attached  to  each  dimmers,  which  must  be  used 
when  approaching  another  vehicle,  and  no  spotlight  shall  be  flashed 
on  any  car  while  said  car  is  in  motion.,, 

§  2.  Repealing  Clause. — That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3*  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  a  Flexible  Levy  in  School  Districts 
Where  Special  Taxes  or  Special  Levies  Are  Author- 
ized, Assessed,  Levied  and  Collected,  and  to  Provide 
for  the  Termination  of  the  Collection  of  Special  Taxes 
and  Special  Levies,  Under  Certain  Conditions. 


Section  1.  How  Unnecessarily  High  Special  School  Levies 
May  Be  Reduced.-— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  whenever  in  any  school  district  in 
the  State  of  South  Carolina  where  special  levies  and  taxes  have 
been  authorized,  levied  and  are  being  collected,  or  may  hereafter  be 
authorized,  levied  and  collected,  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  prop- 
erty shall  have  so  increased  since  the  authorization  of  the  special 
levy  as  to  provide  an  amount  of  taxes  in  excess  of  that  contem- 
plated at  the  time  of  the  authorization  of  said  levy,  or  in  excess  of 
the  amount  collected  the  first  year  under  such  authorization,  then 
and  in  that  event,  upon  the  written  petition  of  the  trustees  of  such 
school  disrict,  approved  by  the  County  Board  of  Education,  and 
upon  the  petition  of  three-fourths  of  the  residents  subject  to  such 
tax,  the  Auditor  of  the  county  in  which  the  said  school  district  is 
situate  and  the  tax  being  collected  shall  reduce  the  levy  for  such 
school  district  to  such  an  amount  as  will  produce  the  total  amount 
of  taxes  originally  intended  to  be  collected. 
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§  2.  Special  School  Levies  May  Be  Discontinued  When 
Purpose  Is  Satisfied — Act  Not  to  Apply  to  Certain  Counties. 

— That  whenever  the  special  levy  in  any  school  district  shall  have 
provided  sufficient  funds  to  pay  and  satisfy  the  purposes  and  obli- 
gations for  which  the  said  special  levy  was  authorized,  then,  upon 
the  written  petition  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  such  school  dis- 
trict or  upon  the  written  petition  of  three-fourths  of  the  residents 
in  said  school  district  subject  to  such  levy  and  taxes,  the  Auditor 
of  the  county  in  which  such  school  district  is  located  shall  discon- 
tinue the  assessment  authorized.  "The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall 
not  apply  to  Chesterfield,  Sumter  and  Charleston,  Aiken,  Hampton, 
Jasper,  Williamsburg,  Richland,  Oconee,  Horry,  Lexington,  Allen- 
dale, Dorchester,  Lee,  York,  Florence." 


§  3.  Repealing  Clause.— -All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsist- 
ent herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Empower  Counties  to  Combine  Their  Chain 

Gangs. 


Section  1.  County  Authorities  May  Combine  Chain  Gangs

of  South  Carolina,  Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  County  Board 
of  Commissioners  or  other  county  authorities  having  jurisdiction 
under  the  law  it  shall  become  to  the  best  interest  of  the  counties 
concerned  to  combine  in  the  operation  and  management  of  the  chain 
gangs  of  their  respective  counties,  the  County  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners or  other  authorities  are  hereby  empowered  to  combine  their 
several  chain  gangs  and  provide  for  their  maintenance  and  opera- 
tion :  Provided,  That  counties  which  are  contiguous  or  are  con- 
nected by  means  of  railroad,  highways  or  other  means  of  communi- 
cation may  thus  combine  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  be  economically 
to  the  advantage  of  such  counties,  or  the  county  authorities  of  any 
such  counties  may  hire  the  convicts  to  another  of  such  counties  on 
such  terms  as  to  them  may  be  to  the  advantage  of  their  respective 
county. 
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§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval  —  Repealing  Clause.—

#of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  3745,  and  the  Acts  amendatory 
thereof,  of  Civil  Code  of  Laws,  1912,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  inserting  the  word  "Hampton"  after  the  word  "Abbe- 
ville" and  before  the  word  "and"  on  the  twelfth  line  from  the  bot- 
tom, so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 
Section  3745.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions the  Judge  of  Probate  shall  issue  a  license  for  the  marriage 
of  any  persons  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  ($1.00)  dollar 
therefor,  and  a  statement,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  to  the  effect 
that  the  persons  seeking  the  contract  of  matrimony  are  legally  capac- 
itated to  marry,  together  with  the  full  names  of  the  persons,  their 
ages  and  places  of  residence.  Of  the  fee  of  one  ($1.00)  dollar, 
the  Judge  of  Probate  shall  retain  twenty-five  (25)  cents  as  his 
compensation,  and  the  remaining  seventy-five  (75)  cents  shall  be 
paid  into  the  county  treasury  and  to  the  school  fund  of  said  county : 
Provided,  That  in  Aiken,  Edgefield,  Lancaster,  Lee,  York,  Marl- 
boro, Chester,  and  Jasper  counties,  of  the  fee  of  one  ($1.00)  dollar, 
the  Judge  of  Probate  shall  retain  fifty  (50)  cents  as  his  compensa- 
tion, and  the  remaining  fifty  (50)  cents  shall  be  paid  into  the  county 
treasury,  to  go  to  the  school  funds  of  said  county ;  and  in  Colleton, 
Clarendon,  Florence,  Abbeville,  Hampton,  Marion  and  Union  coun- 
ties the  Probate  Judges  shall  retain  the  said  fee  of  one  ($1.00)  dol- 
lar as  their  compensation :  Provided,  No  such  license  shall  be  issued

eighteen  years  of  age  and  shall  reside  with  father  or  mother,  or 
other  relative  or  guardian,  the  Probate  Judge  shall  not  issue  a  license 
for  such  marriage  until  the  consent  of  such  relatives  or  guardian, 
in  writing,  shall  first  be  delivered  to  him:  Provided,  That  such 
license  shall  be  issued  in  the  counties  of  Beaufort,  Darlington, 
Georgetown,  Oconee  and  Sumter  by  the  Clerk  of  Court.

Section  1.  Act  (1918,  XXX  Stats.,  881)  Amended — Insur- 
ance of  School  Buildings  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission- 
Reinsurance. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
insurance  of  all  public  buildings  of  the  State  and  of  the  several 
counties  of  the  State,  and  of  all  the  public  school  buildings  of  brick 
and  concrete  construction,  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission,"  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  of  the  title  of  said 
Act  the  words  "of  brick  and  concrete  construction"  and  by  striking 
out  the  words  "of  brick  and  concrete  construction"  on  line  two  of 
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Section  3  of  said  Act  and  by  striking  out  the  words  "of  brick  and  • 
concrete  construction"  on  lines  three  and  four  of  Section  4  of  said 
Act  and  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  7  of  said  Act  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  following,  to  be  known  as  Section  7 :  Section  7. 
The  Sinking  Fund  Commission  shall  reinsure,  upon  terms  which 
the  Commission  may  deem  most  advantageous,  in  reliable  insur- 
ance company  or  companies,  such  portion  of  their  insurance  liabil- 
ity as  is  commensurate  with  the  principles  of  safe  underwriting, 
and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  necessary  in  placing  and  handling  this  reinsurance.  And 
amend  further  by  striking  out  the  words  "which  is  of  brick  or  con- 
crete construction"  on  line  five  of  Section  10  of  said  Act  and  by 
inserting  between  the  words  "the"  and  "county"  on  line  one  of  Sec- 
tion 10  of  said  Act  the  words  "State  Superintendent  of  Education 
and  the,"  so  that  said  title  and  sections,  when  so  amended,  shall  read 
as  follows: 

Tide* — An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Insurance  of  All  Public  Build- 
ings of  the  State  and  of  the  Several  Counties  of  the  State,  and  of 
Public  School  Buildings,  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission. 

§  3.  That  all  insurance  of  public  school  buildings  and  on  the 
contents  thereof,  whether  such  buildings  are  held  and  operated 
under  the  general  school  laws  or  laws  applicable  to  special  school 
districts  only,  shall  be  carried  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission, 
upon  the  expiration  or  cancellation  of  existing  policies,  and  upon 
all  new  insurance. 

§  4.  The  proper  officer,  official  or  officials,  or  trustees  having  by 
law  the  care  and  custody  of  State  and  county  buildings  and  of  pub- 
lic school  buildings,  shall  insure  such  buildings  under  the  provi- 
sions herein  set  forth,  whether  such  buildings  have  been  heretofore 
insured  or  not. 

§  5.  The  Sinking  Fund  Commission  shall  reinsure,  upon  terms 
which  the  Commission  may  deem  most  advantageous,  in  reliable 
insurance  company  or  companies,  such  portion  of  their  insurance 
liability  as  is  commensurate  with  the  principles  of  safe  underwrit- 
ing, and  shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  may  be  necessary  in  placing  and  handling  this  reinsurance. 

§  6.  That  the  State  Superintendent  of  Education  and  the  County 
Superintendents  of  Education  of  the  several  counties  of  the  State 
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shall  furnish  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission,  on  request,  a  com- 
plete list  showing  the  location  of  each  and  every  school  building  in 
their  county,  the  number  of  the  school  district  in  which  such  build- 
ings are  located  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  trustees  having 
the  buildings  in  charge. 

§  7.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  go  into  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor. 

§  8.  Act  Not  to  Apply  to  Wooden  School  Buildings  in 
Chester  County.— -The  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to 
any  wooden  school  buildings  in  Chester  county.

AN  ACT  to  Establish  and  Maintain  High  Schools  and  to 
Repeal  Act  No.  501,  Page  875,  of  the  Acts  of  1916. 

Section  1.  Establishment  of  High  Schools.— Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  any  school  district,  acting  singly  or  in  co-oper- 
ation with  the  Boards  of  Trustees  of  adjoining  school  districts,  may 
establish  and  maintain  a  high  school,  with  the  privileges  herein 
granted:  Provided,  That  such  high  school  meets  all  the  require- 
ments of  this  Act  and  the  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. 

§  2.  Membership  of  High  School  Boards  of  Trustees. — 

That  if  a  single  school  district  establish  a  high  school,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  such  district  shall  be  the  High  School  Board  of 
Trustees ;  and  if  any  two  or  more  districts  establish  a  high  school, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  district  wherein  the  high  school  is 
located,  together  with  the  Chairman  of  each  of  the  co-operating  dis- 
tricts, shall  constitute  the  High  School  Board  of  Trustees. 

§  3.  Trustees  of  Centralized  High  Schools. — That  if  three 
or  more  adjoining  school  districts,  none  of  which  contain  an  incor- 
porated town  of  five  hundred  inhabitants  according  to  the  last  pre- 
ceding census,  shall  co-operate  to  establish  a  centralized  high  school, 
the  chairmen  of  the  several  co-operating  districts  shall  constitute 
the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  centralized  high  school. 
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§  4.  When  High  Schools  Already  Established  May  Claim 
Privileges  of  This  Act— -Proviso.— That  any  public  high  school 
already  established  may  claim  the  privileges  of  this  Act :  Provided, 
That  it  conforms  to  the  requirements  of  this  Act  and  the  regula- 
tions of  the  State  Board  of  Education:  Provided,  further,  That 
nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to  repeal  any  of  the  privileges 
granted  special  legislative  districts  in  the  special  Acts  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

§  5.  State  Board  of  Education  to  Make  Regulations — May 
Pay  a  High  School  Inspector. — That  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion shall  have  full  authority  to  prescribe  all  such  regulations  as 
may  not  be  inconsistent  with  this  Act  and  with  the  General  School 
Law,  to  provide  for  the  inspection  and  classification  of  the  high 
schools  under  this  Act,  to  make  regulations  for  the  apportionment 
and  disbursement  of  the  State  appropriation  under  this  Act,  and  to 
pay  out  of  the  State  appropriation  the  salary  and  traveling  expenses 
of  a  high  school  inspector. 

§  6.  Number  of  Teachers  Required  to  Secure  State  Aid — 
Amounts.  —  That  no  high  school  shall  receive  an  appropriation 
under  this  Act  unless  it  has  as  many  as  two  teachers  in  the  high 
school  department  and  an  enrollment  of  at  least  twenty-five  high 
school  pupils :  Provided,  That  not  more  than  six  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-five dollars  annually  may  be  given  to  a  high  school  with  two 
teachers,  nor  more  than  eight  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  to  a 
high  school  with  three  teachers,  nor  more  than  nine  hundred  and 
seventy-five  dollars  to  a  high  school  with  four  teachers  or  more: 
Provided,  further,  That  an  additional  stipend  of  five  dollars  per 
month  may  be  paid  any  high  school  teacher  returning  for  a  second 
year's  service,  and  a  further  additional  stipend  of  five  dollars  per 
month  for  a  third  year's  service:  Provided,  further,  That  the 
apportionment  to  a  centralized  high  school,  organized  under  Section 
3  above,  may  be  doubled  in  the  discretion  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education. 


§  7.  Further  Conditions  of  State  Aid. — That  any  high  school 
receiving  aid  under  this  Act  shall  first  levy  for  current  support  a 
special  tax  of  not  less  than  four  mills,  which  tax  may  be  in  addition 
to  the  eight-mill  tax  allowed  under  Section  1742  of  the  Code ;  and 
shall  enroll  any  eligible  high  school  pupil,  the  child  or  ward  of  any 
citizen  of  the  State ;  that  any  pupil  enrolled  from  outside  the  high 
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school  district  shall  be  liable  to  no  fee  or  charge ;  that  if  the  enroll- 
ment in  any  high  school  exceeds  fifteen  pupils  per  teacher,  such  high 
school  district  may  be  paid  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  three 
dollars  per  month  to  cover  all  tuition  and  other  charges  for  any 
pupil  attending  such  high  school,  but  not  residing  within  the  high 
school  district:  Provided,  That  there  is  no  high  school  in  the  dis- 
trict wherein  such  pupil  resides. 

§  8.  Teacher  Training  High  Schools. — That  the  State  Board 
of  Education  is  hereby  authorized  -to  establish  and  maintain  not 
more  than  ten  teacher-training  courses  of  one  year  in  length  in  as 
many  approved  high  schools,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  training  to 
elementary  teachers :  Provided,  That  not  more  than  one  such  course 
may  be  established  in  any  one  county,  and  not  more  than  twelve 
hundred  dollars  may  be  expended  in  any  one  school  for  such  course : 
Provided,  further,  That  no  such  training  course  shall  be  maintained 
with  an  enrollment  of  fewer  than  ten  persons,  none  of  whom  shall 
be  less  than  seventeen  years  of  age,  and  no  tuition  fees  shall  be 
charged  any  teacher  from  any  county. 

§  9.  Appropriation.— That,  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this 
Act  during  the  scholastic  year  1918  and  1919,  and  for  each  succeed- 
ing year,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thirty  thousand  dollars  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated;  and  any  and  all  payments  shall 
be  made  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Comptroller  General,  and  all  dis- 
bursements shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  order  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education,  approved  and  countersigned  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Education. 

§  10.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — That  any  and  all  Acts 
or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  shall  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  11.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  "An  Act  to  Provide  for  a  County  Sani- 
tary Physician  for  Spartanburg  County,  and  to  Pre- 
scribe His  Duties,"  So  as  to  Exempt  the  City  of  Spar- 
tanburg from  the  Operations  of  Said  Act. 

Section  1.  Act  (1918,  XXX  Stats.,  797)  Amended — Sani- 
tary Physician  in  Spartanburg  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  2 
of  an  Act  to  provide  for  a  County  Sanitary  Physician  for  Spartan- 
burg county,  and  to  prescribe  his  duties,  approved  March  2,  1918, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  the  following  pro- 
viso at  the  end  of  said  section:  "Provided,  That  the  city  of  Spar- 
tanburg shall  be  exempted  from  the  operations  of  this  Act,"  so  that 
said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Sanitary  Physi- 
cian to  inspect  frequently  the  sanitary  conditions  throughout  the 
county  and  to  inform  the  people  by  private  and  public  communica- 
tions as  to  the  need  and  means  of  promoting  health  and  preventing 
disease,  and  especially  to  recommend  and  enforce  proper  measures 
for  the  prevention,  treatment  and  quarantine  of  contagious  and 
infectious  diseases,  and  to  visit  persons  or  localities  where  disease 
is  prevalent  or  threatened,  and  to  advise  with  the  local  authorities 
or  persons  as  to  such  measures  as  may  tend  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  disease,  or  to  relieve  or  abate  causes  that  may  tend  to  cause  or 
intensify  diseases,  and  to  advise  when  practical  or  possible  as  to 
measures  of  sanitation  and  hygiene  or  other  measures  connected 
with  public  sanitation  or  safety,  provided  that  the  city  of  Spartan- 
burg shall  be  exempted  from  the  operations  of  this  Act. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  approval  by  the  Governor. 

§  3.  Repealing  Clause. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsist- 
ent with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  the  Law  Relating  to  Magistrates,  Their 
Constables,  and  Their  Powers,  Duties,  Jurisdiction, 
Salaries,  Etc. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  the  law  as  to  Magistrates,  their  Constables, 
their  powers,  duties,  jurisdiction,  salaries,  etc.,  shall  be  as  now  pro- 
vided by  law,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Abbeville  County. — Hereafter  the  Deputy  Sheriff  shall  serve  all 
writs  and  processes  for  and  perform  the  duties  of  Constable  for  the 
Magistrate  at  Abbeville  Courthouse,  and  receive  as  compensation 
therefor  and  as  Deputy  Sheriff  eight  hundred  ($800.00)  dollars  per 
annum,  payable  monthly. 

Allendale  County. — There  shall  be  six  (6)  Magistrates  appointed 
for  Allendale  county,  each  to  appoint  a  Constable,  with  location  and 
annual  salaries  as  follows :  Allendale,  Magistrate  $350.00,  Constable 
$365.00;  Fairfax,  Magistrate  $200.00,  Constable  $215.00;  Baldock, 
Magistrate  $175.00,  Constable  $190.00;  Ulmers,  Magistrate  $175.00, 
Constable  $190.00;  Millett,  Magistrate  $175.00,  Constable  $190.00; 
Wilson  township,  Magistrate  $175.00,  Constable  $190.00.  All  of 
such  salaries  shall  be  payable  monthly. 

Anderson  County.  —  That  the  salary  of  Magistrate  Charles  E. 
Clement,  of  Honea  Path  township,  or  his  successor,  be  increased  to 
two  hundred  dollars,  and  that  the  salary  of  Magistrate  G.  H.  Geiger, 
of  Anderson,  be  increased  to  eight  hundred  dollars. 

Charleston  County. — That  the  salaries  of  the  Magistrates  outside 
of  the  city  of  Charleston,  except  that  of  the  Magistrate  at  Ten  Mile 
Hill,  be  increased  from  three  hundred  ($300.00)  dollars  to  five  hun- 
dred ($500.00)  dollars  per  annum;  that  the  salary  of  the  Magis- 
trate at  Ten  Mile  Hill  be  increased  from  seventy-five  ($75.00)  dol- 
lars to  one  hundred  and  ten  ($110.00)  dollars  per  month.  The 
Magistrates  in  Charleston  county  shall  be  as  now  provided  by  law, 
except  that  in  addition  thereto  there  shall  be  a  Magistrate  at  or 
near  Warren's  Cross  Roads,  whose  jurisdiction  shall  include  all  of 
the  territory  of  Charleston  county  to  the  north  of  the  Atlantic  Coast 
Line  Railroad,  and  bounding  to  the  east  on  a  line  running  due  north 
from  Rantowles  to  the  Dorchester  county  line  and  west  by  the 
Edisto  River.  The  salary  of  the  Magistrates  and  Constables  in 
Charleston  county  shall  be  as  follows :  The  Magistrates  in  the  city 
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of  Charleston,  both  above  and  below  Line  street,  each  twelve  hun- 
dred ($1,200.00)  dollars  a  year,  and  each  Constable  to  such  Magis- 
trates six  hundred  ($600.00)  dollars  a  year;  the  Magistrate  at  Ten 
Mile  Hill,  thirteen  hundred  ($1,300.00)  dollars  a  year,  and  his  Con- 
stable three  hundred  ($300.00)  dollars  a  year ;  all  other  Magistrates 
in  the  county  of  Charleston,  each  five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  a 
year,  and  the  Constables  to  such  Magistrates,  each  two  hundred  and 
fifty  ($250.00)  dollars  a  year. 

Aiken  County. — Office  of  Magistrate  and  Magistrate's  Constables 
at  Vaucluse  is  hereby  abolished. 

Chester  County. — The  salaries  of  the  Magistrates  and  their  Con- 
stables for  the  several  magisterial  judicial  districts  of  Chester  county 
shall  be  the  amounts  set  opposite  each  district :

Clarendon  County. — That  the  salary  of  the  Magistrate  at  Alcolu 
be  increased  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  ($150.00)  dollars  to  two

— There  shall  be  appointed  for  Marion  county 
Magistrates  as  follows,  who  shall  receive  the  salaries  hereinafter 
stated  as  compensation  for  all  costs  and  fees  in  criminal  cases  and 
on  inquest  act  as  Coroner:  One  Magistrate  at  Marion,  with  an 
annual  salary  of  five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars ;  one  Magistrate  at

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Marlboro  County.  —  That  the  Magistrate  of  Bennettsville  shall 
receive  nine  hundred  ($900.00)  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly. 

Orangeburg  County. — That  the  salaries  of  Magistrates  in  Orange- 
burg county  shall  remain  as  now  provided  by  law,  except  as  herein 
set  forth:

— In  the  First  District,  Broad  River  township,  the 
Magistrate  shall  receive  a  salary  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  ($250.00) 
dollars,  and  his  Constable  shall  receive  a  salary  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  ($250.00)  dollars,  payable  as  now  provided  by  law. 

In  the  Second  District,  Bullock  Creek  township,  the  Magistrate 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  ($225.00) 
dollars,  and  his  Constable  shall  receive  a  salary  of  two  hundred 
($200.00)  dollars,  payable  as  now  provided  by  law. 

In  the  Third  District,  Bethesda  township,  the  Magistrate  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  ($225.00)  dollars, 
and  his  Constable  shall  receive  a  salary  of  two  hundred  ($200.00) 
dollars,  payable  as  now  provided  by  law.

monthly;  Magistrate  at  Killians,  two  hundred  and  forty  ($240.00) 
dollars  annually,  payable  monthly ;  Magistrate  at  Garners,  tjvo  hun- 
dred and  forty  ($240.00)  dollars  annually,  payable  monthly;  Mag- 
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istrate  at  Lykesland,  two  hundred  and  forty  ($240.00)  dollars 
annually,  payable  monthly ;  Magistrate  at  Pontiac,  two  hundred  and 
forty  ($240.00)  dollars  annually,  payable  monthly. 

That  the  salaries  of  the  Constables  in  Richland  county  shall  be 
as  follows:  Constable  at  Columbia,  seven  hundred  and  twenty 
($720.00)  dollars  annually,  payable  monthly;  Constable  at  Waver- 
ley,  seven  hundred  and  twenty  ($720.00)  dollars  annually,  pay- 
able monthly;  Constable  at  Olympia,  seven  hundred  and  twenty 
($720.00)  dollars  annually,  payable  monthly;  Constable  at  Upper 
township,  four  hundred  and  eighty  ($480.00)  dollars  annually,  pay- 
able monthly. 

Cherokee  County. — There  shall  be  appointed  in  each  of  the  town- 
ships for  Cherokee  county  one  Magistrate,  except  that  two  Magis- 
trates shall  be  appointed  in  Limestone  township,  who  shall  have 
concurrent  jurisdiction  throughout  the  county  in  all  criminal  mat- 
ters arising  therein,  but  in  civil  matters  shall  only  have  jurisdiction 
in  their  respective  townships,  except  the  Magistrates  in  Limestone 
township,  who  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  civil  matters  all  over  the 
county.  Both  Magistrates  for  Limestone  township  shall  live  in  or 
near  Gaffney,  and  the  Magistrate  for  Cherokee  township  shall  live  in 
or  near  the  town  of  Blacksburg.  The  said  Magistrates  shall  receive 
the  sum  of  seventy-five  ($75.00)  dollars  per  annum,  except  the 
Magistrates  at  Gaffney,  who  shall  receive  two  hundred  and  fifty 
($250.00)  dollars  each,  and  the  Magistrate  at  Blacksburg,  who  shall 
receive  one  hundred  and  fifty  ($150.00)  dollars,  said  salary  to  be 
in  lieu  of  all  fees  for  criminal  service.  Before  any  salary  is  paid 
to  any  Magistrate  all  fines  collected  and  costs  in  cases  compromised 
shall  have  been  paid  to  the  County  Treasurer,  and  the  said  Magis- 
trates' dockets  approved  by  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners. 
That  no  criminal  case  shall  be  compromised  until  costs  accruing 
therein  shall  have  been  paid ;  that  all  costs,  fines,  and  penalties  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  County  Treasurer  for  ordinary  county  purposes, 
and  same  published  by  said  Treasurer,  as  now  provided  by  law. 
That  there  shall  be  appointed  by  each  of  said  Magistrates,  except 
the  Magistrate  at  Gaffney,  a  Constable,  who  shall  receive  the  same 
salary  as  the  said  Magistrate  so  appointing  him,  except  Blacksburg, 
who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars,  same 
to  be  in  lieu  of  all  fees  for  criminal  services. 

Florence  County. — That  the  salary  of  the  Magistrate  in  the  city 
of  Florence  shall  be  increased  from  six  hundred  ($600.00)  dollars. 
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to  nine  hundred  ($900.00)  dollars,  and  the  Constable  from  six  hun- 
dred ($600.00)  dollars  to  seven  hundred  and  twenty  ($720.00) 
dollars ;  the  Magistrate  at  Timmonsville  from  six  hundred  ($600.00) 
dollars  to  nine  hundred  ($900.00)  dollars,  and  the  Constable  from 
five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  to  six  hundred  ($600.00)  dollars; 
and  the  Magistrate  for  Lake  City  and  Lee  from  six  hundred 
($600.00)  dollars  to  nine  hundred  ($900.00)  dollars,  and  the  Con- 
stable from  five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  to  six  hundred  ($600.00) 
dollars. 

Chesterfield  County.  —  Salaries  of  Magistrates  of  Chesterfield 
county  shall  remain  as  now  provided  by  law,  except  that  the  Mag- 
istrates of  Cole  Hill  township,  Steer  Pen  township  and  Pee  Dee 
township  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  hundred  and 
eighty  ($180.00)  dollars. 

Williamsburg  County. — That  the  Magistrate's  district  heretofore 
created  and  known  as  the  "Salem  District"  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  abolished.  That  there  is  hereby  created  a  new  district,  to 
be  known  as  the  "Pergamos  District,"  and  the  Magistrate  thereof 
shall  receive  the  same  salary  and  exercise  the  same  jurisdiction  as 
was  heretofore  received  and  exercised  by  the  Magistrates  of  the 
Salem  District,  which  is  hereby  abolished.  All  Magistrates  of  Wil- 
liamsburg county  shall  have  jurisdiction  throughout  the  county. 

Beaufort  County. — That  the  salary  of  the  Magistrate  at  Beaufort 
shall  be  seven  hundred  ($700.00)  dollars,  and  the  salary  of  the 
Magistrate's  Constable  at  Beaufort  shall  be  three' hundred  ($300.00) 
dollars.  The  Magistrate  at  Bluflfton  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint 
a  Constable  on  Daufuskie  Island,  to  serve  without  pay. 

Sumter  County. — The  salaries  of  the  Magistrates  of  the  First, 
Second,  Fourth,  and  Seventh  Districts  shall  be  two  hundred 
($200.00)  dollars  per  annum. 

§  2.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  go  into  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

the  Proprietors  Thereof,  and  to  Provide  a  Penalty  for 
Failure  to  Do  So,"  Approved  the  9th  Day  of  March, 
1918,  Fixing  the  Fee  Therefor  at  Twenty-five  Cents. 

Section  1.  Act  (1918,  XXX  Stats.,  879)  Amended — Fee 
for  Filing  Notice  of  Ownership. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  3  of  an  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  require  all  mercantile  and  industrial  establish- 
ments, other  than  corporations,  having  a  place  of  business  in  this 
State,  to  disclose  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  proprietors  thereof, 
and  to  provide  a  penalty  for  failure  to  do  so,"  approved  the  9th  day 
of  March,  1918,  be  amended  by  striking  out  at  the  end  of  said  sec- 
tion "one  dollar,,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "twenty-five  cents."

the  Provisions  of  the  Said  Act  Any  Person  Conducting 
Business  in  His  Own  Individual  Name. 

Section  1.  Act  (1918,  XXX  Stats.,  879)  Amended — Act 
Not  to  Apply  to  Person  Doing  Business  in  His  Own  Name. — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
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lina,  That  Section  1  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  require  all  mer- 
cantile and  industrial  establishments  other  than  corporations,  hav- 
ing a  place  of  business  in  this  State,  to  disclose  the  names  and 
addresses  of  the  proprietors  thereof,  and  to  provide  a  penalty  for 
failure  to  do  so/'  approved  the  ninth  day  of  March,  1918,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "incorpora- 
tions" and  before  the  word  "having"  on  line  four  of  Section  1  of 
said  Act  the  following:  "except  an  individual  conducting  his  busi- 
ness under  and  in  his  own  individual  name,"  so  that  said  Act,  when 
so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Names  of  owners  of  mercantile  and  industrial  estab- 
lishments to  be  filed  with  Clerk  of  Court  and  exhibited  at  place  of 
business.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  all  mercan- 
tile and  industrial  establishments,  other  than  lawfully  chartered 
incorporations,  except  an  individual  conducting  his  business  under 
and  in  his  own  individual  name,  having  a  place  or  places  of  business 
in  this  State,  shall  file  with  the  Clerk  of  Court  of  the  county  in 
which  the  principal  place  of  business  of  each  mercantile  and  indus- 
trial establishment  is  located  the  name  or  names  of  the  owner  or 
owners,  proprietor  or  proprietors  thereof,  and  in  case  of  copart- 
nerships, the  name  of  each  and  every  partner  having  any  interest 
therein,  and  shall  exhibit  on  a  sign  over  or  alongside  the  entrance 
of  each  place  of  business  of  each  mercantile  or  industrial  establish- 
ment the  name  or  names  of  the  owner  or  owners,  proprietor  or  pro- 
prietors thereof,  including  the  name  of  each  partner  of  a  copartner- 
ship; such  name  or  names  to  be  printed  in  Roman  letters  of  such 
size  as  to  be  read  easily. 

§  2.  When  Act  Effective. — That  this  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  2364  of  Volume  I  of  the  Code  of 
Laws  of  1912,  as  to  Compensation  of  Cotton  Weighers 
for  Sumter  County,  by  Striking  Out  the  Words  'Ten 
Cents"  on  Line  8,  in  Paragraph  2,  of  Said  Section,  and 
Inserting  in  Lieu  Thereof  "Twenty  Cents/'  and  Insert- 
ing After  the  Word  "Weighed"  on  Line  8  of  Said  Para- 
graph the  Words  "Until  September  1,  1919,  and  There- 
after at  the  Rate  of  Sixteen  Cents  Per  Bale." 

Section  1.  Section  2364,  Civil  Code  of  1912,  Volume  I, 
Amended  —  Compensation  of  Cotton  Weighers  in  Sumter 
County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  paragraph  2  of  Section  2364  of  the  Code  of 
Laws  of  1912,  Volume  I,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words  "ten  cents"  on  line  8,  paragraph  2,  of  said 
section,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "twenty  cents,"  and 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "weighed"  on  line  8  of  said  paragraph 
the  words  "until  November  1,  1910,"  so  that  said  paragraph,  when 
so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows:  "Before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office  each  cotton  weigher  shall  be  legally  sworn  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  the  position  by  some  officer  authorized  to 
administer  oaths,  and  shall  enter  into  bond  in  the  sum  of  three  hun- 
dred dollars  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  which  bond 
shall  be  approved  by  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  in  which 
it  is  given  and  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  Court  of  such  county  in  which 
such  market  may  be  located.  Each  weigher  or  weighers  jointly, 
including  the  weigher  at  Mayesville,  shall  receive  as  compensation 
for  his  or  their  services  twenty  cents  for  each  bale  weighed  until 
November  1,  1919.  On  and  after  September  1,  1919,  sixteen  (16c) 
shall  be  paid  for  each  bale  weighed,  the  same  to  be  paid  in  equal 
proportion  by  the  seller  and  buyer:  Provided,  Nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  apply  to  sales  made  on  plantations  or  at  cotton  mills: 
Provided,  That  on  and  after  September  1,  1919,  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  may  increase  or  decrease  the  compensation  provided 
to  be  effective  on  that  date  if  they  shall  deem  the  same  advisable." 

§  2.  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  go  into  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Abolish  the  Office  of  County  Supervisor  for 
Sumter  County  and  Devolve  the  Duties  of  Said  Office 
on  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners. 


1.  Office  of  County  Supervisor  in  Sumter  County 
— Duties  of  Incumbent. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  office  of 
County  Supervisor  for  the  county  of  Sumter  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  abolished,  but  that  the  Supervisor  now  in  office  shall  hold 
office  until  the  expiratioh  of  the  term  and  perform  such  duties  as 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners. 

§  2.  Civil  Engineer  to  Be  Employed. — That  upon  the  approval 
of  this  Act  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  appoint  a  com- 
petent civil  engineer  for  the  county,  provide  the  terms  of  his  employ- 
ment, prescribe  his  duties,  fix  his  compensation  and  pay  same  out  of 
the  funds  provided  for  the  roads  and  bridges  or  the  maintenance  of 
the  county  chain  gang. 

§  3.  Execution  of  Warrants  and  Notes. — That  from  and 
after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  present  Supervisor 
the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  appoint  and  authorize 
such  person  or  persons  to  sign  all  warrants  on  the  county  treas- 
ury for  the  payment  of  claims  against  the  county,  which  shall  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners,  and 
who  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  sign  all  notes,  to  secure 
loans,  if  any,  made  to  the  county  that  may  be  authorized  by  the 
County  Board  of  Commissioners,  or  a  majority  thereof;  and  in  the 
meantime,  during  his  term  of  office,  the  present  Supervisor  shall 
perform  the  duties  aforesaid ;  that  is  to  say,  shall  sign  all  warrants 
and  notes  or  other  instruments  that  the  County  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners or  a  majority  thereof  shall  direct  him  to  do. 

§  4.  County  Commissioners  to  Select  Person  to  Exercise 
Powers  and  Perform  Duties  of  County  Supervisor*  —  That 
upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  present  Supervisor 
for  Sumter  county,  or  other  end  of  the  term  of  said  office,  the 
County  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint 
such  person  or  persons  to  perform  such  duties  and  have  such  pow- 
ers and  responsibilities  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided 
by  law  for  a  County  Supervisor  to  perform,  and  he  shall  discharge 
his  duties  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  and  under  such  direc- 
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tions  as  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  may  direct,  and  shall 
perform  such  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  said  Board,  and 
the  said  person  or  persons  shall  be  employed  for  such  time  and  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  and  at  such  compensation  as  may  be  fixed 
from  time  to  time  by  the  said  County  Board  of  Commissioners. 

§  5.  Designation  of  Person  Employed. — That  the  person  or 
persons  that  may  hereafter  be  appointed  under  Sections  3  and  4  of 
this  Act,  if  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  he  shall  be  so  designated,  if  the 
County  Engineer  he  shall  be  so  designated,  if  other  person  he  shall 
be  designated  as  the  "Fiscal  Agent." 

§  6.  Official  Bonds.  —  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  County 
Engineer  and  Fiscal  Agent  (if  one  be  appointed)  shall  each  furnish 
to  the  county  at  their  own  expense  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  signed  by  some  surety  company  authorized  to  do  busi- 
ness in  this  State,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

§  7.  Powers  of  County  Board  of  Commissioners.  —  The 

County  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Sumter  county  are  hereby 
invested  with  all  and  singular  the  powers  and  rights  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  fully  administer  the  affairs  of  Sumter  county  as  may  in 
their  discretion  appear  just  and  proper,  anything  in  this  Act  con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

§  8.  Repealing  Clause. — That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  9.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Prohibit  the  Sale  and  Purchase  of  Extracts, 
Tonics,  Bitters,  Drugs,  Medicines  or  Compounds  Con- 
taining Alcohol  as  May  Be  Used  as  a  Beverage,  and 
Otherwise  to  Regulate  the  Sales  Thereof  and  to  Pro- 
vide Punishment  for  Violation  of  the  Same. 


Section  1*  Sale,  Etc.,  of  Tonics,  Etc.,  Containing  Unnec- 
essary Quantity  of  Alcohol  Unlawful — Sale  of  Such  Tonics 
Which  Can  Be  Used  as  a  Beverage  Prohibited,  Except  as 
Herein  Provided  for  Medicinal  Use.— -Be  it  enacted  by  th#* 
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General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  After  the  pas- 
sage of  this  Act  it  shall  be  unlawful  and  against  the  health  and 
morals  of  this  State  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  sell  or 
offer  for  sale,  receive,  have  in  possession  for  unlawful  purposes  or 
purchase  within  this  State  any  tonics,  bitters,  drugs,  medicines,  toilet 
articles  or  compounds  containing  alcohol  if  the  alcohol  contained  in 
such  compounds  or  preparations  is  in  a  greater  quantity  than  is  nec- 
essary for  the  purpose  of  extraction,  solution  or  preservation  of 
such  preparation,  and  the  sale,  receiving,  purchasing  or  having  in 
possession  of  such  tonics,  bitters,  drugs,  medicines,  toilet  articles  or 
compounds  which  can  be  used  as  a  beverage  is  prohibited,  unless  it 
can  be  made  to  appear,  as  hereinafter  provided,  that  the  same  was 
for  medicinal  use. 

§  2.  Purchaser  to  Sign  Certificate. — Every  dealer  in  any  of 
the  aforenamed  preparations  shall  require  each  and  every  purchaser 
who  buys  any  article  mentioned  in  Section  1  of  this  Act  to  sign  a 

certificate  as  follows:  I  have  this  day  purchased  from 

the  following  preparation,  to  be  used  only  as  a  medicine,  toilet  prepa- 
ration or  flavoring  extract,  and  will  not  myself  use  or  allow  any  of 
same  to  be  used  as  a  beverage. 

§  3*  Violation  a  Misdemeanor — Penalties.  —  Any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  pay 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  or  more  than 
five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars,  or  suffer  imprisonment  for  not  less 
than  three  months  or  more  than  one  year,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Court,  for  the  first  offense,  and  for  any  subsequent  offenses  shall 
suffer  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  year  or  more  than  two 
years,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court :  "And  provided,  further,  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Pharmaceutical  Examiners  to  cancel 
the  license  of  any  person  reported  to  said*  Board  and  found  guilty 
by  them:  Provided,  further,  That  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
convicted  under  this  Act  shall  be  prohibited  from  employing  a 
licensed  druggist  thereafter  for  a  period  of  two  years. 

§  4.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed.— That  all  Acts  and  parts 
of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  5.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor. 
Approved  the  10th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1919.

AN  ACT  to  Create  a  Board  of  Exports  and   Marketing. 

Section  1.  Board  of  Exports  and  Marketing — Personnel — 
Appropriation.'— -Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  a  Board  of  Exports  and  Marketing  is 
hereby  created,  which  shall  consist  of  five  members,  including  the 
State  Cotton  Warehouse  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture,  who  shall  be  members  ex  officio,  and  three  other  mem- 
bers to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  (by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate).  Of  the  three  appointed  members  one  shall 
be  a  person  experienced  in  banking  or  finance,  and  one  shall  have 
been  actively  engaged  in  the  mercantile  business  in  the  State  of 
South  Carolina  for  at  least  two  years  prior  to  his  appointment. 
The  Governpr  shall  designate  one  of  the  five  members  as  president 
of  the  Board.  The  president  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of 
the  Board.  Twenty-five  hundred  ($2,500.00)  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  organisation  of  the 
Board  of  Exports. 

§  2.   Formation  of  Exporting  Corporations  —  Powers. — 

That  corporations  to  be  organized  for  the  purpose  of  engaging  prin- 
cipally in  the  business  of  exporting  commodities  from  the  United 
States  to  foreign  countries  or  to  dependencies  or  insular  posses- 
sions of  the  United  States  may  be  formed  with  the  permission  of 
the  Board  of  Exports  and  Marketing  by  any  number  of  natural 
persons,  not  less  in  any  case  than  five.  Such  persons  shall  enter 
into  articles  of  association,  which  shall  specify  in  general  terms  the 
object  for  which  the  association  is  formed,  and  may  contain  any 
other  provisions  not  inconsistent  with  law  which  the  association 
may  see  fit  to  adopt  for  the  regulation  of  its  business  and  the  con- 
duct of  its  affairs..  These  articles  shall  be  signed  by  the  persons 
uniting  to  form  the  association,  and  a  copy  of  them  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  Board  of  Exports  and  Marketing,  to  be  filed  and 
preserved  with  its  records.  The  persons  uniting  to  form  such  asso- 
ciation shall  under  their  hands  make  an  organization  certificate 
which  shall  specifically  state: 

(1)  The  name  assumed  by  such  association,  which  name  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Exports  and  Marketing. 

(2)  The  place  or  places  where  its  operations  are  to  be  carried  on. 
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(3)  The  place  in  the  United  States  where  its  main  office  shall 
be  located. 

(4)  The  amount  of  its  capital  stock,  and  the  number  and  classes 
of  shares  into  which  the  same  shall  be  divided. 

(5)  The  names  and  places  of  residence  or  business  of  the  share- 
holders and  the  number  of  shares  held  by  each. 

(6)  The  fact  that  the  certificate  is  made  to  enable  such  persons 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  this  Act. 

The  organization  certificate  shall  be  acknowledged  before  a  Judge 
of  a  Court  of  record  or  a  Notary  Public,  and  shall  be,  together  with 
the  acknowledgment  thereof,  authenticated  by  the  seal  of  such  Court 
or  Notary,  transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Exports  and  Marketing, 
which  shall  record  and  carefully  preserve  the  same  in  its  records. 

Upon  duly  making  and  filing  the  articles  of  association  and  an 
organization  certificate,  as  provided  in  this  section,  the  corporation 
shall  become  as  from  the  date  of  its  execution  of  the  organization 
certificate  a  body  corporate,  and  as  such  and  in  the  name  designated 
in  the  organization  certificate  it  shall  have  power  under  such  condi- 
tions and  regulations  as  the  Board  of  Exports  and  Marketing  may 
prescribe : 

(1)  To  adopt  and  use  a  corporate  seal. 

(2)  To  have  succession  for  such  period  of  time  as  may  be  spec- 
ified in  its  organization  certificate. 

(3)  To  make  contracts. 

(4)  To  sue  and  to  be  sued,  complain  and  defend,  in  any  Court 
of  law  or  equity. 

(5)  To  prescribe,  by  its  board  of  directors,  by-laws  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  law  regulating  the  manner  in  which  its  general  busi- 
ness may  be  conducted  and  the  privileges  granted  to  it  by  law  may 
be  exercised  and  enjoyed. 

(6)  To  purchase  for  export  or  to  lend  on  the  security  of  cotton, 
tobacco  or  any  other  staple  commodity. 

(7)  To  purchase  or  own  and  to  lease  warehouses  and  to  conduct 
a  general  warehouse  business. 

(8)  To  accept  drafts  or  bills  of  exchange  drawn  in  transactions 
which  involve  an  exportation  of  goods  or  which  involve  the  domes- 
tic shipment  of  goods  or  which  are  secured  by  warehouse  receipt  or 
other  such  document  conveying  or  securing  the  title  to  readily 
marketable  staples:  Provided,  however,  That  all  such  goods  rep- 
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resented  by  shipping  documents,  warehouse  receipts  or  other  docu- 
ments are  intended  for  export. 

(9)  To  extend  credit  or  make  loans  to  foreign  purchasers  of 
goods  exported  from  the  United  States. 

( 10)  To  purchase  and  own  or  to  lease  and  operate  steamships  or 
other  vessels  engaged  in  international  trade. 

(11)  To  own  stock  in  other  corporations  which  are  engaged  in 
business  of  exporting  goods  from  the  United  States. 

( 12)  To  purchase  and  hold  real  estate  necessary  for  the  conduct 
of  its  business. 

(13)  To  act  as  the  broker  or  sales  agent  of  any  person  in  the 
United  States  engaged  in  exporting  goods  from  the  United  States. 

(14)  To  issue,  in  payment  of  cotton  or  other  commodities  pur- 
chased, negotiable  certificates  of  beneficial  interest  in  series,  the  net 
profits  earned  on  the  sale  of  all  such  commodities  represented  by 
certificates  of  any  one  series  to  be  distributed  pro  rata  among  the 
holders  of  such  certificates. 

(15)  To  issue  cargoes  of  goods  exported  from  the  United  States. 

(16)  To  exercise,  by  its  board  of .  directors  or  duly  authorized 
officers  or  agents,  all  powers  specifically  granted  by  the  provisions 
of  this  section  and  such  incidental  powers  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  exporting  within  the  limitations  prescribed 
by  this  section. 

Such  corporation  shall  not  engage  in  any  business  except  such  as 
is  incidental  and  necessary  preliminary  to  its  organization  until  it 
has  been  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Exports  and  Marketing  to 
commence  business. 

§  3.  Capital  Stock* — The  capital  stock  of  such  corporation 
may  be  divided  into  shares  of  such  denomination  and  into  such 
classes  as  are  specified  in  its  organization  certificate,  and  under  regu- 
lations to  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Exports  and  Marketing 
provisions  may  be  made  from  time  to  time  for  the  increase  or  reduc- 
tion of  the  outstanding  capital. 

§  4.  Selection  of  Directors  of  Exporting  Corporations — 

Officers.— The  affairs  of  the  corporation  shall  be  conducted  under 
the  general  supervision  and  control  of  a  board  of  directors  consist- 
ing of  seven  members,  three  of  which  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Exports  and  Marketing  and  four  of  which  shall  be  elected 
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by  the  stockholders.  The  directors  first  appointed  or  elected  shall 
serve  for  term  from  one  to  seven  years,  respectively,  and  thereafter 
each  member  so  appointed  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  seven  years, 
unless  sooner  removed  for  cause  by  the  Board  of  Exports  and  Mar- 
keting. 

The  directors  shall  annually  elect  a  president,  vice  president,  sec- 
retary and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary, and  to  fix  the  salaries  of  officers  so  elected,  prescribe  their 
duties  and  terms  of  office. 

§  5.  Powers  of  Board  of  Exports  and  Marketing.  —  The 

Board  of  Exports  and  Marketing  shall  be  authorized  and  empow- 
ered: (a)  To  examine  at  its  discretion  the  accounts,  books  and 
affairs  of  each  exports  corporation  and  to  require  such  statements 
and  reports  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  (b)  To  require  the  writing 
off  of  doubtful  or  worthless  assets  upon  the  books  and  balance  sheets 
of  the  exports  corporation,  (c)  To  prescribe  regulations  govern- 
ing the  issuance  of  negotiable  warehouse  receipts,  certificates  of 
beneficial  interest  and  the  acceptance  of  drafts  or  bills  of  exchange, 
(d)  To  exercise  general  supervision  over  the  operations  of  such 
exports  corporations,  (e)  To  employ  such  attorneys,  experts,  assist- 
ants, clerks  or  other  employees  as  may  be  necessary  to  conduct  the 
business  of  the  Board,  all  salaries  and  fees  to  be  fixed  in  advance  by 
said  Board  of  Exports  and  Marketing. 


§  6.  Disposition  of  Net  Earnings  of  Export  Corporations. 

— After  all  necessary  expenses  of  the  corporation  have  been  paid 
or  provided  for,  ten  per  cent,  of  net  earnings  remaining  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Board  of  Exports  and  Marketing  for  its  expenses  and 
fifteen  per  cent,  to  the  State  in  lieu  of  a  franchise  tax  and  in  lieu 
of  all  taxes  on  the  capital  stock  and  assets  of  the  corporation.  This 
fund  shall  be  used,  so  far  as  is  necessary,  to  reimburse  the  State  for 
appropriations  made  for  the  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Exports  and 
Marketing.  Of  the  remaining  seventy-five  per  cent.,  twenty  per 
cent,  shall  be  paid  into  the  surplus  fund  until  that  fund  equals 
twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  outstanding  capital  stock.  The  balance 
may  be  distributed  by  the  board  of  directors  as  dividends  on  the 
capital  stock. 


§  7.  Repealing  Clause — Act  Effective  on  Approval.— All 

Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
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are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  Act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately 
upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  Relating  to  Forfeiture  of  Dower. 


1.  Section  3473,  Civil  Code  of  1912,  Volume  I, 
Amended— Forfeiture  of  Dower.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  3473  of  Vol- 
ume I  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  1912  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
reflpaled  and  the  following  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof,  to  be  known 
as  Section  3473: 

Section  3473.  If  a  wife  willingly  leaves  her  husband,  and  go  away 
and  continue  with  her  advoutrer,  and  shall  so  continue  uninterrupt- 
edly for  a  period  of  five  consecutive  years,  or  who  shall  leave  the 
State  and  obtain  a  divorce  under  the  laws  of  any  State  from  her 
husband,  or  who  shall  be  convicted  of  adultery,  shall  be  forever 
barred  of  her  action  to  demand  her  dower  that  she  ought  to  have 
of  her  husband's  lands:  Provided,  That  if  her  husband  shall  will- 
ingly reconcile  her  after  the  going  away  and  continuing  with  her, 
advoutrer,  or  after  the  uninterrupted  separation  as  aforesaid,  or 
who  shall  condone  the  conviction  of  adultery  and  live  with  her 
afterwards,  in  which  case  she  shall  be  restored*  to  her  action. 

§  2.  Repealing  Clause.— That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  incon- 
sistent with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Protection  of  Domestic  Birds, 
Game  and  Fish,  and  Provide  for  a  Hunting  and  Fishing 
License  Therefor,  and  Provide  for  the  Appointment  of 
Game  Wardens. 

Section  1.  Wild  Birds,  Game  and  Fish  the  Property  of 

the  State.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  all  wild  birds,  wild  game  and  fish  (except  fish 
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in  strictly  ponds  and  lakes  entirely  segregated  from  other  waters) 
shall  be,  and  are  here  declared  to  be,  the  property  of  the  State. 


§  2.  Classification  of  Birds,  Animals  and  Fish-— Open  and 
Closed  Seasons— -Fishing  Regulations.  —  For  the  purpose  of 
this  Act  the  following  classification  shall  be  recognized: 

(a)  Domestic  Game  Birds. — Blackbirds,  pheasants,  doves,  par- 
tridges (quail)  and  wild  turkeys. 

(b)  Destructive  Birds. — Eagles,  buzzards,  crows,  Cooper's  hawk, 
duck  hawk,  English  sparrows,  great  horned  owl,  jaybirds,  logger- 
heads and  sharp-skinned  hawk. 

(c)  Game  Animals. — Bear,  deer,  fox,  mink,  rats,  opossum,  otter, 
rabbits,  raccoons,  skunk  and  squirrels. 

(d)  Game  Fish. — Jackfish  or  pickerel,  pike,  black  bass  or  pond 
trout,  striped  bass  or  rockfish,  warmouth,  red-belly  bream,  copper- 
face  or  ball- faced  bream,  yellow-belly  perch,  sun  perch,  red-fin  trout, 
speckled  trout,  flyer,  crappie,  rock  bass,  goggle  eye,  and  white  perch. 

(e)  Thje  open  season  for  quail  or  partridges  shall  be  from  Novem- 
ber 15th  to  February  15th  of  each  hunting  season,  and  the  bag  limit 
shall  be  fifteen  per  day  to  the  hunter,  and  trapping  or  snaring  of 
quail  is  absolutely  prohibited,  except  as  provided  for  scientific  or 
propagating  purposes. 

The  open  season  for  wild  turkeys  shall  be  from  November  15th 
to  April  1st  of  each  hunting  season,  with  a  bag  limit  of  two  per  day 
and  a  total  of  twenty  per  season,  but  no  wild  turkey  must  at  any 
time  be  shot  from  any  natural  or  artificial  blind  or  hiding  place  when 
lured  by  bait. 

The  provision  against  snaring  quail  or  partridges  shall  apply  to 
wild  turkeys. 

The  open  season  for  doves  shall  be  from  September  15th  to 
December  31st  of  each  year. 

The  open  season  for  blackbirds  shall  be  from  October  1st  to 
March  15th  of  each  season. 

There  shall  be  a  closed  season  for  pheasants  for  five  years  after 
the  passage  of  this  Act. 

(f)  Destructive  Animals. — Foxes  and  wildcats  may  be  killed  by 
owners  and  officers  of  the  law  upon  their  holdings  and  without 
license  at  any  time. 

(g)  All  domestic  birds  not  named  above  are  nongame  birds,  and 
shall  not  be  destroyed  in  any  way  at  any  time. 

(h)  The  open  season  for  hunting  game  animals  shall  be  from 
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October  1st  to  March  15th  of  each  year,  except  that  deer  may  be 
hunted  from  September  1st  to  December  31st  only. 

The  bag  limit  for  squirrels  shall  be  fifteen  (15)  per  day:  Pro- 
vided, That  the  open  season  for  hunting  foxes  shall  be  from  Sep- 
tember 1st  to  February  15th  of  each  year. 

(i)  The  catching  of  game  fish  shall  be  with  hook  and  line  only  in 
all  the  clear  water  streams  and  waters  of  the  State. 

(j)  Gill  nets  (not  to  extend  more  than  half  way  across  a  stream, 
lake  or  pond),  traps,  seines,  trot  lines  or  other  device  which  does 
not  block  the  passage  of  fish  in  streams  may  be  used  in  the  muddy 
streams  of  the  State :  Provided,  They  be  not  used  within  one  hun- 
dred (100)  yards  of  the  mouth  of  clear  water  streams  emptying 
into  same:  Provided,  further,  That  a  seine  or  net  may  be  used  in 
fishing  between  the  first  day  of  September  and  the  first  day  of  May. 

No  traps,  nets  or  other  devices  shall  be  used  at  the  mouths  of  or 
inside  of  any  rice  field  ditches. 

(k)  The  tickling,  pegging  or  catching  of  game  fish  by  any  means, 
except  rod  and  line,  or  hand  line,  or  single  set  line,  outside  of  beds, 
is  strictly  forbidden. 

§  3.  Violation  of  Provision*  of  This  Act  a  Misdemeanor- 
Penalty.— Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  a 
misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  the  offender  shall  suf- 
fer penalty  of  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  ($10.00)  dollars  nor  more 
than  twenty-five  ($25.00)  dollars,  or  imprisonment  of  not  less  than 
ten  nor  more  than  thirty  days. 

§  4.  Poisoning,  Polluting,  Etc.,  Streams  Unlawful— Pen- 
alty.—It  is  unlawful  to  poison  the  streams  or  waters  of  the  State 
in  any  manner  whatsoever  for  the  purpose  of  taking  fish.  The 
muddying  of  streams  or  ponds  or  the  introduction  of  any  substance 
which  results  in  making  the  fish  sick,  so  that  they  may  be  caught, 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  poisoning  in  the  sense  of  this  Act.  No  saw- 
dust or  acid  or  other  injurious  substance  shall  be  discharged  into 
any  of  the  streams  of  the  State  where  fish  breed  or  abound.  It  shall 
be  unlawful  to  throw,  place  or  put  any  dynamite  or  any  other  explo- 
sive in  any  lake,  stream  or  water  in  the  State  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  fish.  For  the  violation  of  this  section  the  person  or  persons 
so  violating  shall  be  fined  five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  or  impris- 
oned not  exceeding  one  year. 
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§  5.  Shipment  of  Game.— It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  trans- 
portation company  to  receive  for  shipment  any  of  the  game  birds 
or  animals  of  the  State,  except  in  season,  and  unless  the  package 
containing  them  shall  be  so  labeled  as  to  show  the  consignor  or  con- 
signee, and  the  number  and  kind  of  birds  and  animals. 

§  6.  Night  Hunting  Regulated — Penalty  for  Deer  Hunt- 
ing with  Lights.— There  shall  be  no  night  hunting  in  this  State 
except  for  raccoons  and  opossums  and  foxes,  and  the  penalty  for 
hunting  deer  with  torches  or  artificial  lights  of  any  kind  shall  be  not 
more  than  thirty  days  or  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  fine. 

§  7.  Penalty  for  Violation  of  Game  or  Fish  Laws,  When 
Not  Otherwise  Specified.— When  not  otherwise  specified,  the 
penalty  for  violation  of  any  part  of  the  game,  bird  or  fish  laws  of 
this  State  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  the 
offender  shall  suffer  penalty  of  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  or 
more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  or  imprisonment  of  not  less  than  ten 
or  more  than  thirty  days. 

§  8.  Peace  Officers  to  Assist  in  Enforcement.— It  shall  be 
the  positive  duty  of  all  Sheriffs,  Deputy  Sheriffs,  Constables,  Rural 
Policemen  and  special  officers  to  actively  co-operate  with  the  Game 
Department  and  Game  Wardens  in  the  enforcement  of  the  game 
and  fish  laws  of  the  State. 

§  9.  Destruction  of  Birds'  Nests  Punishable. — The  destruc- 
tion of  birds'  nests  shall  be  punishable  in  the  same  way  as  the 
destruction  of  the  birds. 

§  10.  Hunter's  License  Required  —  Proviso. —  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  anyone  to  hunt  within  this  State  without  first  procur- 
ing a  license  to  do  so  from  the  Deputy  Game  Warden  in  the  county 
in  which  he  may  propose  to  hunt  or  an  adjoining  county  of  the 
State.  A  resident  of  any  county  shall  pay  for  a  county  license  a 
license  fee  of  one  and  10-100  ($1.10)  dollars.  A  nonresident  shall 
pay  a  license  fee  to  hunt  in  any  county  of  three  and  10-100  ($3.10) 
dollars,  except  landowners  and  member  of  their  families  hunting 
or  fishing  on  their  own  lands  or  in  waters  on  their  lands  leased  by 
them.  Every  nonresident  of  the  State  shall  pay  a  hunter's  license 
fee  of  fifteen  and  25-100  ($15.25)  dollars  during  any  one  season: 
Provided,  Any  employee  residing  in  this  State  may  fish  or  hunt  on 
the  lands  of  his  employer,  owning  or  leasing  the  land,  by  the  writ- 
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ten  permission  of  the  person  so  owning  or  leasing  or  his  superin- 
tendent, with  the  same  privileges  as  said  owner  or  person  leasing 
may  enjoy. 


§  11.  Nonresident  Fishing  License.  —  All  nonresidents  of 
this  State,  before  fishing  for  game  or  other  fish  in  any  manner  in 
the  inland  streams  or  waters  of  this  State,  shall  first  procure  a  non- 
resident fishing  license,  the  fee  for  which  shall  be  three  and  25-100 
($3.25)  dollars. 

§  12.  Residents  May  Hunt  on  Their  Own  Lands  Without 

License.— Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  pre- 
vent residents  of  the  State  from  hunting  without  license  on  their 
own  lands  in  any  county  of  the  State. 

§  13.  Violation  of  Federal  Bird  Regulations  Unlawful — 
Penalty. — That  the  Federal  Migratory  Bird  Treaty  Regulations, 
being  the  supreme  law  of  the  land  under  Article  VI  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  the  law  of 
this  State,  and  the  penalty  for  their  violation  shall  be  punishment 
of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $25.00  fine,  or  thirty  days 
imprisonment. 

§  14.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

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Section  1.  Section  2937,  Civil  Code,  1912,  Volume  I,  as 
Amended  by  Act  (1918,  XXX  Stats.,  851)  Amended— 
Municipal  Tax  Levies. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  2937  of  Volume  I, 
Code  of  Laws  of  South  Carolina,  as  amended  by  Act  No.  499  of 
the  Acts  of  1918,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  Section  2937,  Volume 
I,  Code  of  Laws,  as  amended  by  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  amend 
an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  Section  2937  of  Volume  I,  Code 
of  Laws  of  South  Carolina,  1912,  relating  to  the  right  of  municipal- 
ities to  impose  a  tax  for  municipal  purposes,"  so  as  to  include  the 
city  of  Greenville/  approved  the  11th  day  of  February,  1915,  so  as 
to  exclude  the  city  of  Greenville  from  the  operation  of  said  Act, 
approved  February  11,  1916,  with  reference  to  municipal  tax  levy 
of  the  city  of  Spartanburg,  approved  the  9th  day  of  March,  1918," 
be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  beginning  on  line  9  of  said 
section  as  amended,  to  wit :  "Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  apply  only  to  the  cities  of  Anderson  and  Spartanburg," 
and  also  by  striking  out  the  words  beginning  on  line  16  of  said  section 
as  amended  by  said  Act,  to  wit :  "and  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  as  amending  or  changing  the  law  now  in  force  in  regard 
to  other  municipalities,"  and  by  changing  the  semicolon  on  line  16 
after  the  word  "purposes"  to  a  period,  so  that  said  section,  when  so 
amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Section  2937.  All  municipal  corporations  containing  more  than 
five  thousand  inhabitants  shall  have  the  power  to  impose  by  ordi- 
nance an  annual  tax  sufficient  to  meet  all  expenses  of  the  municipal- 
ity, including  current  expenses,  any  school  tax  provided  by  law, 
fixed  charges  in  the  way  of  interest  and  sinking  fund  on  bond,  and 
any  other  matter  for  which  such  municipality  may  be  now  or  here- 
after liable:  Provided,  That  ten  days'  public  notice  thereof  shall  be 
given,  setting  forth  the  amount  levied  for  the  several  purposes  for 
which  levy  may  be  made :  Provided,  The  levy  in  the  city  of  Spar- 
tanburg shall  not  exceed  fifteen  (15)  mills,  and  out  of  the  taxes  so 
levied  the  City  Council  of  Spartanburg  is  authorized  to  appropriate 
such  amount  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  rents  due  by  the  said 
city  under  its  contracts  for  rental  of  certain  lands  used  by  United 
States  Government  for  camp  purposes." 

§  2.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 
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§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Put  Upon  the  Honor  Roll  All  Confederate  Sol- 
diers and  Sailors  and  Widows  of  Confederate  Soldiers 
and  Sailors,  and  Compensate  Them  for  Services  Ren- 
dered from  1861  to  1865. 

Section  1.  State  Confederate  Pension  Department  Estab- 
lished— Personnel — Commissioner. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  there  is  hereby 
created  a  department  of  the  State  government  to  be  known  as  the 
Confederate  Pension  Department,  which  shall  be  under  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  consisting  of  seven 
members,  one  from  each  Congressional  District,  who  shall  be  Con- 
federate soldiers,  to  wit:  D.  W.  McLaurin,  John  Ahrens,  Alfred 
Aldrich/B.  C.  Johnson,  George  M.  Hannah,  J.  E.  Craig  and  John 
C.  Sellers,  together  with  the  Commissioner  hereafter  provided  for, 
who  shall  constitute  the  Board.  Said  Board  shall  elect  a  suitable 
person,  Confederate  veteran,  and  recommend  him  to  the  Governor, 
who  shall  appoint  and  commission  him  as  State  Commissioner,  who 
shall  hold  office  for  four  years  and  until  his  successor  shall  be 
appointed  and  qualifies.  Said  Commissioner  shall  be  ex  officio  mem- 
ber of  said  Board,  and  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  shall  vote 
only  in  case  of  a  tie.  All  vacancies  in  said  Board  shall  be  filled  by 
an  appointment  of  the  Governor  of  a  Confederate  veteran  recom- 
mended by  the  United  Confederate  Veterans  of  South  Carolina. 
The  said  Board  shall  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations,  and  pre- 
scribe forms  from  all  blanks,  circulars  and  other  literature,  as  may 
be  necessary  to  enroll  and  classify  all  enrollments,  and  to  apportion 
under  such  classes  all  sums  that  may  be  appropriated  for  such  pur- 
poses. 

§  2.  County  Pension  Boards. — That  a  County  Board  shall  be 
created,  consisting  of  three  Confederate  veterans,  who  shall  be 
named  by  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions,  and  their  duties  shall  be 
defined  by  the  State  Board  of  Commissioners. 
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§  3.  Powers  of  Commissioner.— The  said  Commissioner  shall 
have  power  to  decide  all  questions  arising  under  this  Act,  and  his 
decision  shall  be  final :  Provided,  That  any  applicant  who  may  not 
be  satisfied  with  his  rulings  or  findings  may  appeal  to  the  Board  of 
Commissioners. 

§  4.  State  Pension  Office. — The  State  Pension  Office  shall  be 
located  in  the  city  of  Columbia,  in  such  rooms  as  may  be  procured 
by  the  Commissioner.  The  necessary  furnishings  for  such  rooms, 
records,  books,  blanks,  stationery,  postage,  stamps,  fixtures  and  sup- 
plies shall  be  furnished  as  in  other  departments  of  the  State. 

§  5.  Compensation. — The  salary  of  the  Commissioner  shall  be 
$2,000.00  per  annum,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  office 
force,  which  shall  cost  not  exceeding  $2,000.00  for  the  first  year, 
and  these  salaries  shall  be  paid  as  in  other  departments  of  the  State 
government. 

§  6.  Enrollment.— That  any  soldier  or  sailor,  a  resident  of  the 
State  for  five  years,  who  served  in  the  Confederate  States  Army  or 
Navy,  or  who  in  the  State  Militia  performed  actual  service,  and  who 
did  not  desert  the  service  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  or  of  the 
Confederate  States,  or  the  widow  of  such  soldier  who  was  married 
prior  to  January,  1890,  shall  be  entitled  to  enrollment,  if  she  has 
attained  the  age  of  sixty  years,  who  was  living  with  him  as  his  faith- 
ful wife  at  the  time  of  his  death.  The  compensation  of  such  sol- 
diers and  sailors  shall  be  classified  and  fixed  by  the  State  Board  of 
Commissioners. 

§  7.  Effect  of  Death  of  Pensioner — Application  for  Pen- 
sion.—When  a  pensioner  dies  the  amount  due  decedent  shall  be 
paid  to  his  widow,  if  living.  Application  for  pension  shall  be  made 
in  duplicate,  under  oath,  substantially  in  form  as  prescribed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Pensions,  and  shall  be  attested  by  two  responsible 
witnesses  as  to  the  identity  and  the  service  of  the  applicant;  the 
application  shall  be  filed  with  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  the  county  in  which  applicant  resides.  The  County  Board  of 
Commissioners  shall  make  the  finding  of  facts  as  shown  by  the  evi- 
dence and  forward  same  with  memoranda  of  the  testimony  of  wit- 
nesses, together  with  their  own  recommendations  as  to  the  merits 
of  the  same,  to  the  Pension  Commissioner,  the  duplicate  to  remain 
on  file  in  their  office ;  should  the  applicant  not  be  satisfied  with  find- 
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ings  of  the  County  Board,  he  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Pensions. 


§  8.  False  Swearing  Upon  Applications  Perjury — Investi- 
gations.—Any  applicant  or  witness  who  shall  swear  falsely  as  to 
any  matter  concerned  in  his  application  shall  be  amenable  to  an 
action  for  perjury,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Jury  in 
each  county  to  investigate  each  applicant  and  the  witnesses'  testi- 
mony, and  report  their  finding  to  the  County  Board  of  Commission- 
ers, who  shall  report  to  the  Commissioners  if  findings  are  unfavor- 
able to  the  applicant.  When,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner, 
any  pension  or  claim  for  pension  should  have  special  investigation, 
it  shall  be  his  duty  to  do  so  and  file  with  the  application  the  results 
thereof  of  his  findings;  he  shall  have  power  to  summon  and  swear 
witnesses  to  appear  and  testify ;  for  such  service  the  Commissioner 
shall  be  paid  his  actual  expenses,  certifying  the  amount  to  the  Comp- 
troller General,  who  shall  issue  his  warrant  for  same  on  the  State 
Treasurer,  who  shall  pay  it  out  of  any  general  fund  appropriated 
under  this  Act. 

§  9.  Commissioner  to  Report.— The  Commissioner  of  Pen- 
sions shall  make  his  annual  report  to  the  Governor,  showing  the 
name  of  each  person  enrolled  under  this  Act,  containing  county  and 
postoflfice  address,  and  amount  of  pension  paid. 

§  10.  Pensions  of  Inmates  of  Confederate  Home.— Any 

pensioner  entering  the  Confederate  Home  shall  be  limited  to  forty 
($40.00)  dollars. 

§  11.  Payment  of  Pensions  Through  Probate  Judges.— 

When  the  Commissioner  has  completed  the  roll  and  ascertained  the 
sums  to  be  paid  to  pensioners  in  each  county,  he  shall  certify  the 
same  to  the  Comptroller  General,  who  shall  draw  his  warrant  on 
the  State  Treasurer  in  favor  of  the  Probate  Judge  of  the  respective 
counties,  who  shall  receipt  for  the  same  and  disburse  pensions  to 
pensioners,  taking  their  receipt,  to  be  kept  on  file  in  his  office;  the 
said  Judge  of  Probate  shall  receive  for  his  services  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  enrollment  under  this  Act :  Provided,  That  the  Judge 
of  Probate  shall  also  act  as  Clerk  for  the  County  Pension  Board  and 
keep  all  necessary  records  on  file  in  his  office. 

§  12.  Compensation  of  Pension  Boards. — The  County  Board 
shall  be  allowed  two  dollars  a  day,  each,  for  not  more  than  five  days 
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in  each  year.  The  State  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  be  paid  four 
dollars  per  day  and  actual  mileage  for  not  exceeding  six  days  in 
any  year;  the  State  Pension  Commissioner  shall  attach  a  certified 
statement  for  the  amount  due  under  this  section  from  each  member 
of  the  various  boards  to  the  Comptroller  General,  who  shall  draw 
his  warrant  on  the  State  Treasurer,  for  the  amount  due,  and  the 
State  Treasurer  shall  pay  the  same. 

§  13.  Secretary  of  Historical  Commission  to  Furnish  Infor- 
mation.— The  Confederate  rolls  of  South  Carolina  are  now  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  Historical  Commission,  under  the  care  of  the  Sec- 
retary, who  is  hereby  required  to  give  full  information  as  to  the 
services  in  the  army  and  navy  of  and  soldier  or  sailor,  when  same 
appears  on  the  rolls,  when  such  information  is  required  of  him. 

§  14.  Meetings  of  State  Board — Bond  of  Commissioner — 
Pensions  for  1919. — The  State  Commissioner  shall  have  power 
to  call  the  State  Board  together  when  a  board  meeting  is  required. 
The  Commissioner  shall  give  bond  with  a  bonding  company  for 
$10,000.00  for  the  faithful  performance  of  duty,  the  premium  on 
said  bond  to  be  paid  as  other  State  officers ;  or  he  may  give  a  per- 
sonal bond,  to  be  approved  by  the  Governor:  Provided,  That  the 
pensioners  now  on  the  roll  shall  be  paid  for  the  year  1919  as  now 
provided  by  law.  Any  balance  or  remainder  of  this  appropriation 
shall  be  paid  according  to  the  new  enrollment  and  classification. 

§  IS.  Transfer  of  Records,  Etc — That  the  present  Pension 
Board,  upon  the  passage  of  this  Act  and  the  qualification  and  accept- 
ance of  appointees  under  this  Act,  turn  over  to  the  Commissioners 
all  books,  files,  record  equipment  and  funds. 


§  16.  Appropriation.  —  The  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand 
($500,000.00)  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  pensions  and  all  other  expenses  provided  for  in  this  Act : 
Provided,  That  the  sum  appropriated  by  this  Act  shall  be  in  lieu 
of  any  sum  or  sums  appropriated  for  pensions  for  Confederate  vet- 
erans by  the  General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina  in  1919. 


§  17.  Act  Effective  on  Approval  —  Repealing  Clause. — 

That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  on  approval  of  the  Governor,  and  that 
all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  now  on  the  statute  books  of  this  State  in 
reference  to  Confederate  pensions  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Regulate  the  Hunting  or  Killing  of  Foxes  in 

Lexington  County. 


Section  1.  Killing  of  Fox  in  Lexington  County  Regulated 
— Provisos.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  hunt,  shoot,  trap  or 
kill  any  fox  in  Lexington  county  or  to  dig  out  of  the  ground  or  to 
push  or  to  drag  out  of  a  tree  or  log  any  fox  or  foxes  in  said  county 
except  as  hereinafter  provided:  Provided,  That  fox  or  foxes  may 
be  hunted  or  run  with  dogs  in  said  county  from  the  first  day  of 
September  until  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  of  each  year:  And 
provided,  further,  That  any  person  may  shoot  or  kill  any  fox  or 
foxes  while  in  an  act  of  doing  any  damages  upon  his  property. 

§  2.  Penalty.— Any  person  or  persons  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty-five 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor. 

Approved  the  29th  day  of  March,  A.  D..  1919.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  a  Capitation  Road  Tax  and  the  Col- 
lection of  Same  in  Marion  County,  and  to  Provide  a 
Penalty  Therefor. 

Section  1.  Capitation  Road  Tax  in  Marion  County- 
Exemptions —  Receipts  for  Payment. —  Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  all  able- 
bodied  male  persons,  between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  fifty-five 
years,  both  inclusive,  in  the  county  of  Marion  shall  be  required 
annually  to  pay  a  capitation  road  tax  of  two  ($2.00)  dollars  on  or 
before  the  31st  day  of  December  of  each  year,  except  ministers  of 
the  gospel  actually  in  charge  of  a  congregation,  persons  perma- 
nently disabled  in  the  military  service  of  this  State  and  of  the 
United  States,  and  persons  who  served  in  the  late  War  Between  the 
States,  which  capitation  tax  must  be  paid  by  the  person  subject 
thereto  to  the  County  Treasurer,  and  on  payment  of  same  a  receipt 
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shall  be  issued  showing  the  date,  amount  and  purpose  for  which 
paid,  and  signed  by  the  person  collecting  the  same :  Provided,  That 
any  person  claiming  exemption  from  the  provisions  of  this  Act  on 
the  ground  of  physical  disability,  where  such  disability  is  not  appar- 
ent, shall  be  required  to  give  a  certificate  of  disability  from  two 
regular  physicians. 

§  2.  Time  of  Payment  — —  Collection.— That  said  capitation 
tax  shall  be  due  and  payable  at  the  same  time  that  the  poll  tax  of 
said  county  is  due  and  payable  and  shall  be  charged  against  all  per- 
sons liable  therefor  by  the  County  Auditor  in  the  same  manner  as 
poll  taxes  are  now  charged,  and  shall  be  collected  by  the  County 
Treasurer  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  poll  taxes 
are  now  collected. 

§  3.  Penalty  for  Evasion.— Any  persons  hereunder  made  liable 
for  the  payment  of  said  capitation  road  tax  who  shall  fail  to  make 
such  payment  when  same  is  due,  or  who  fails  to  list  said  tax  at  the 
time  provided  for  listing  same  with  the  Auditor,  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by 
fine  in  a  sum  not  less  than  five  ($5.00)  dollars  and  not  more  than 
ten  ($10.00)  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  ten  (10) 
or  more  than  thirty  (30)  days. 

§  4.  Time  for  Listing  in  1919.— That  the  time  for  listing  the 
said  capitation  tax  for  the  year  1919  is  hereby  extended  until  the 
15th  day  of  April,  1919,  and  the  Auditor  of  Marion  county  shall 
receive  said  listing  without  penalty  up  until  that  date. 

§  5.  Road  Laws  Except  as  to  Road  Duty  and  Commuta- 
tion Tax  Not  Affected.— This  Act  is  not  intended,  neither  shall 
it  be  construed,  to  repeal,  alter  or  change  any  of  the  laws  now  exist- 
ing relating  to  the  roads  of  Marion  county,  except  as  to  the  commu- 
tation tax  and  work  on  roads  in  lieu  thereof. 

§  6.  Use  of  Funds. — The  capitation  tax  received  hereunder 
shall  be  used  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  upon  the  pub- 
lic highways  of  Marion  county  at  such  places  and  at  such  times  as 
they  may  deem  necessary. 

§  7.  Residents  of  Towns  Not  Exempt.— No  person  subject 
to  pay  the  capitation  tax  hereinabove  required  shall  be  exempt  or 
excused  from  such  payment  by  reason  of  being  a  resident  of  any 
incorporated  town  or  city  of  the  county. 
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§  8.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  9.  Act  Effective  on  Approval.  —  This  Act  to  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  "An  Act  to  Provide  for  Rural  Policemen 
for  Darlington  County  and  Lee  County,"  Being  Number 
489  of  the  Acts  of  1912,  by  Striking  Out  the  Words 
"Darlington  County." 

Section  1.  Act  (1912,  XXVII  Stats.,  906)  Amended — 
Rural  Police  in  Darlington  County  Abolished. — Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  "An 
Act  to  provide  for  Rural  Policemen  for  Darlington  county  and  Lee 
county,"  being  number  489  of  the  Acts  of  1912,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "Darlington  county" 
wherever  they  occur  in  said  Act. 

Approved  the  13th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1919.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  a  County  Government  for  Orange- 
burg County. 

Section  1.  County  Board  of  Township  Commissioners  in 
Orangeburg  County — Personnel  of  First  Board— Vacancies. 

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  That  for  the  government  of  Orangeburg  county  there  is 
hereby  created  a  Board  of  County  Commissioners  composed  of  one 
Township  Commissioner  from  each  township  in  the  county,  the 
same  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  for  a  term  of  two  years,  on 
recommendation  of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  for 
Orangeburg  county:  Provided,  however,  That  the  first  Board 
appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  the  members 
of  the  present  Board  of  Commissioners  who  were  appointed  for 
the  county  under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly 
for  1916,  approved  February  19,  1916,  and  found  at  page  865,  whose 
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terms  under  the  provisions  of  said  Act  have  not  expired,  together 
with  a  Commissioner*  from  each  of  the  other  townships  in  the  county 
not  thereby  represented.  The  first  Board  of  Commissioners  shall 
serve  until  December  31,  1920,  or  until  their  successors  shall  be 
appointed  and  qualify.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a 
Commissioner,  or  his  removal  by  the  Governor,  which  he  may  do 
for  reasonable  cause,  a  successor  shall  be  appointed  as  herein  pro- 
vided for  the  unexpired  term. 

§  2.  Bonds  and  Compensation  of  Township  Commission- 
ers.—The  Township  Commissioners  appointed  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act  shall  each  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  conditioned  in  usual  form,  to  be  approved  by  the  Clerk  of 
Court  and  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  before  he  shall  be  com- 
missioned by  the  Governor  and  qualified  to  act.  Each  Commis- 
sioner shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum  and 
mileage  of  ten  cents  per  mile  one  way  traveling  to  attend  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners. 

§  3.  Organization  of  Board — Duties  and  Compensation 
of  Chairman.— The  Township  Commissioners  shall  organize  into 
a  Board  of  County  Commissioners  by  selecting  one  of  their  number 
as  Chairman,  and  a  Vice  Chairman  to  preside  in  the  absence  of  the 
Chairman.  The  Chairman  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the 
Board,  and  in  addition  to  his  duties  is  a  member  of  the  Board  and 
a  Township  Commissioner  he  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as. 
may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Board  and  the  duties  required  by 
law  of  a  County  Supervisor  and  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act.  The  Board  may  pay  him  extra  compensation  com- 
mensurate with  the  extra  duties  he  is  required  to  perform. 

§  4.  Clerk  of  Board — Attorney — Powers  of  Board. — The 

County  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  select  a  Clerk  for  such  a  term 
as  they  may  agree  upon,  not  to  exceed  two  years,  who  shall  keep  the 
minutes  of  all  meetings  and  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  provided 
by  law  and  required  of  him  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners 
and  the  Township  Commissioners.  He  shall  execute  a  bond  in  favor 
of  the  county  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved, 
recorded  and  filed  as  herein  provided.  He  shall  be  required  to  give 
so  much  of  his  time  to  the  work  of  the  Board  as  may  be  required 
of  him  by  the  Board,  and  to  receive  such  salary  as  the  Board  may 
fix,  not  to  exceed  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum.     The  Board  of* 
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County  Commissioners  shall  also  select  a  County  Attorney,  to  advise 
with  them  on  all  matters  connected  with  the  county  government 
and  to  perform  such  duties  as  are  now  provided  by  law  or  may  be 
required  of  him  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners.  His  sal- 
ary shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board,  but  it  shall  not  exceed  three  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum.  The  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall 
have  supervision  of  the  County  Farm  and  Poorhouse,  the  employ- 
ment of  a  Superintendent,  the  fixing  of  his  salary,  and  the  making 
of  rules  and  regulations  for  his  conduct  of  same.  They  are  hereby 
empowered  to  sell  the  present  farm  and  to  purchase  a  new  one,  if  in 
their  judgment  it  is  deemed  best  for  the  public  interest. 


§  5.  Duties  of  Board— Reports.— The  Board  of  County  Com- 
missioners shall  have  charge  of  the  fiscal  and  financial  affairs  of 
the  county,  and  such  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  as  may  be 
now  or  hereafter  provided  by  law  and  required  and  expected  of  a 
Board  of  County  Commissioners,  and  they  shall  adopt  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  they  deem  best  for  the  management  of  affairs 
and  change  the  same  from  time  to  time  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  within  their  jurisdiction  and  not  in  contravention 
with  law  and  the  special  provisions  of  this  Act.  Such  rules  and 
regulations,  when  so  adopted,  shall  be  binding  upon  the  members 
of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners.  The  said  Board  shall 
report  annually  to  the  Legislative  Delegation  on  the  physical  and 
financial  condition  of  the  county.  They  shall  make  such  recom- 
mendations for  legislation  as  will  in  their  opinion  reduce  expenses 
or  cause  more  economical  or  efficient  conduct  of  services  in  any  office 
or  department  of  government  in  the  county,  and  to  recommend  any 
readjustment  of  salaries,  fees  or  compensation  allowed  the  officials 
of  the  county  as  will  prove  more  equitable  and  promote  economy, 
and  a  copy  of  such  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  Court. 

§  6.  Classification  of  Roads. — The  Board  of  County  Com- 
missioners shall  divide  or  classify  all  of  the  roads  and  highways  in 
the  county  in  two  classes,  to  wit:  county  highways  and  township 
roads.  The  county  highways  shall  be  the  roads  and  highways  in 
the  county  which  lead  most  directly  from  the  Courthouse  to  the 
towns  in  the  county,  and  from  town  to  town,  and  from  the  Court- 
house and  the  towns  in  the  county  to  the  county  line  in  the  direc- 
tion of  a  town  in  an  adjoining  county.  All  of  the  roads  of  the 
county  that  come  within  this  classification  are  designated  as  county 
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highways.     All  of  the  roads  in  the  county  not  within  this  classifica- 
tion shall  be  designated  as  township  roads. 


§  7.  Duties  of  Board  and  County  Engineer  as  to  County 
Highways*— The  Board  of  County  Commissioners  as  a  body  shall 
have  echarge  of  the  county  highways,  the  bridges  thereon  and  all 
bridges  on  township  roads  more  than  twenty  feet  in  length,  and 
shall  be  charged  with  their  construction,  maintenance,  repair  and 
upkeep.  They  shall  employ  a  County  Engineer  to  construct,  main- 
tain, repair  and  keep  up  such  highways  and  bridges,  fix  his  compen- 
sation, require  bond  of  him,  and  by  resolution  prescribe  and  direct 
the  conditions  of  his  employment.  All  convicts  of  the  county  shall 
be  worked  exclusively  upon  county  highways,  under  the  charge  and 
control  of  the  County  Engineer,  who  shall  supervise  and  direct  the 
organization  of  the  chain  gangs  and  the  work  of  the  convicts.  The 
County  Engineer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board,  shall  organize 
and  work  a  sufficient  number  of  small  floating  gangs  upon  the 
county  highways  to  keep  the  same  in  good  repair.  He  shall  devote 
his  entire  time  to  the  work,  inspect  all  work  done  on  county  high- 
ways and  the  bridges  under  the  control  of  the  Board,  and  must 
approve  or  disapprove  all  claims  therefor  before  presentation  to 
the  Board  for  its  approval  and  payment. 

§  8.  Township  Roads.—— Each  Township  Commissioner  shall 
have  exclusive  control  of  the  township  roads  in  his  township  and 
shall  be  charged  with  the  construction,  repair,  maintenance  and 
upkeep  of  same.  For  this  purpose  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners shall  establish  annually  a  township  road  fund  for  each  town- 
ship, to  be  used  by  the  Township  Commissioners  in  the  respective 
townships  upon  township  roads,  which  shall  consist  of  the  commu- 
tation road  tax  of  the  township  and  all  fines  collected  therefor,  any 
special  road  tax  levied  in  the  township  or  apportionment  of  county 
tunds,  and  shall  provide  a  system  ot  accounting  tor  keeping  and 
paying  out  same. 

§  9.  Board  May  Borrow. — The  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  in  any  year  upon  the 
credit  of  the  county  for  any  township  in  the  county  an  amount  of 
not  exceeding  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  probable  available  funds  for 
the  township  to  pay  off  claims  of  the  township  and  to  pledge  the 
taxes,  commutation  tax  and  available  funds  of  the  township  therefor. 
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§  10.  Lists  for  Road  Tax  —  Collection  —  Disposition  of 
Commutation  Tax  and  Fines.'— Bach  Township  Commissioner 
shall,  immediately  upon  his  appointment  or  on  or  before  the  15th 
day  of  February  of  each  year  hereafter,  make  a  canvass  of  his 
township  and  list  the  names  of  all  persons  thereon  who  are  liable 
for  the  commutation  road  tax.  He  shall  prepare  an  alphabetical 
list  of  the  same  and  file  it  with  the  County  Commissioners  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year.  The  Clerk  to  the 
County  Commissioners  shall  compare  this  list  with  the  County 
Treasurer's  list  of  persons  who  have  paid  the  commutation  road 
tax  in  the  township  for  each  year,  and  shall  report  back  to  the 
Township  Commissioner  the  names  of  those  who  have  not  paid 
the  tax,  and  he  shall  bring  action  against  them  before  a  Magistrate 
for  nonpayment  of  road  tax,  and  the  fine  collected  shall  be  included 
in  the  special  road  funds  for  the  township  in  which  collected. 

§  11.  Payment  of  Claims. —  All  claims  against  the  county 
and  township  road  funds  shall  be  made  out  and  approved  as  now 
required  by  law  and  submitted  to  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners and  before  payment  shall  be  approved  of  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  Board. 

§  12.  Powers  of  Board. — The  Board  of  County  Commission- 
ers herein  provided  for  shall  have  all  of  the  duties  and  powers  con- 
ferred upon  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  under  the  law  of 
this  State  or  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  and  conduct  and  properly  manage  the  affairs  of  Orange- 
burg county. 

§  13.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor. 

§  14.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed.  —  All  Acts  or  parts  of 
Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Give  the  State  Highway  Department  Supervision 
and  Control  of  All  Toll  Bridges  Over  One  Hundred 
Yards  in  Length. 

Section  1.  State  Highway  Department  to  Inspect  Certain 
Toll  Bridges. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act  it 
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shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Highway  Department  to  inspect  or 
cause  to  be  inspected,  at  such  intervals  (at  least  once  a  year)  as  the 
said  State  Highway  Department  may  determine,  all  bridges  in  this 
State  over  one  hundred  yards  in  length  which  charge  a  fare  or  toll 
to  the  public  for  passage  over  or  across  the  same,  to  ascertain  if 
the  same  are  kept  in  good  repair,  both  for  the  safety  and  conven- 
ience of  the  public. 

§  2.  Such  Bridges  to  Be  Inspected  on  Request  of  County 
Road  Authorities* — That,  in  addition  to  the  inspection  provided 
for  by  Section  1  of  this  Act,  the  State  Highway  Department  shall 
cause  to  be  inspected  any  bridge  as  set  forth  in  Section  1  hereof 
when  requested  so  to  do  by  the  County  Supervisor  of  any  county  in 
which  such  bridge  may  be  located  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  by  any 
commission  having  charge  of  the  roads,  bridges  and  ferries  in  such 
county. 

§  3.  Repairs  to  Be  Ordered  If  Bridge  Found  Unsafe  or 
Inconvenient. — That  if,  upon  such  inspection,  the  State  Highway 
Department  finds  that  any  such  bridge  is  unsafe  or  is  not  kept  in 
such  repair  as  is  proper  for  the  convenience  of  the  traveling  public 
using  the  same,  then  the  State  Highway  Department  shall  order 
such  repairs  to  be  made  to  said  bridge  by  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof  as  shall  make  it  safe  and  convenient  for  the  traveling  pub- 
lic, and  shall  supervise  such  repairs.  The  cost  of  such  supervision 
to  be  paid  by  the  owners  of  said  bridge. 

§  4.  Performance  of  Repair  Work. — That  when  repairs  are 
ordered  by  the  State  Highway  Department  the  owner  or  owners  of 
such  bridge  shall  actually  commence  the  work  on  such  bridge  within 
thirty  days  after  receipt  of  notice  from  the  State  Highway  Depart- 
ment to  commence  the  same;  and  shall  complete  the  same  within 
such  length  of  time  thereafter  as  may  be  set  by  the  State  Highway 
Department,  which  shall  be  authorized  to  extend  time,  provided  the 
work  be  actually  commenced  and  is  progressing  satisfactorily  to 
such  department.  A  letter  addressed  to  the  owner  or  owners  of 
such  bridges  and  sent  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  shall  be 
deemed  sufficient  notice  under  the  provisions  hereof. 

§  S.  Application  for  Receiver,  Upon  Failure  to  Repair. — 

That  in  case  the  said  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  bridge,  after 
having  been  notified  to  make  repairs  as  above  set  forth,  fail  to  com- 
mence actual  work  thereon  or  to  complete  the  said  work  as  provided 
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in  Section  4  hereof,  the  State  Highway  Department  shall  have  the 
right,  and  it  shall  be  its  duty,  to  apply  to  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  of  any  county  in  which  such  bridge  is  situated,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  for  the  appointment  ef  a  receiver  for  such  bridge  and  of  the 
franchise  or  charter  under  which  it  is  operated,  and  of  any  other 
property  belonging  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  bridge  incident 
or  necessary  to  the  operation  thereof,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
such  Court  to  appoint  a  receiver  with  the  usual  powers  of  receivers 
if  it  appears  to  such  Court  that  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  such 
bridge  have  not  complied  or  are  not  complying  with  the  provisions 
hereof. 


§  6.  Receiver  to  Make  Repairs — Cost  Thereof  a 

That  upon  the  appointment  of  such  receiver  it  shall  be  his  duty,  and 
he  is  hereby  empowered,  to  take  charge  of  said  bridge  and  other 
property  of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  incident  or  necessary  to 
the  use  of  such  bridge  and  shall  proceed  to  make  the  repairs  as 
ordered  by  the  State  Highway  Department,  and  to  meet  the  cost  of 
such  repairs  he  shall  operate  such  bridge  until  such  repairs  are  paid 
in  full  from  the  receipts  of  such  operation.  The  cost  of  such  repairs 
shall  be  a  lien  on  such  bridge,  and  the  franchise  or  charter  thereof 
and  of  such  other  property  incident  or  necessary  to  its  operation 
and  the  receipts  thereof  superior  to  all  other  liens  except  the  lien 
for  taxes  levied  according  to  law. 

§  7.  If  Necessary,  Court  May  Order  Sale. — That  the  Court 
in  which  any  such  application  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  is 
made  shall  have  power  to  order  a  sale  of  such  bridge  and  other 
property  incident  or  necessary  to  its  operation  and  of  the  franchise 
or  charter  under  which  it  is  operated  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for 
such  repairs  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Court  it  is  necessary  to  do  so. 

§  8.  Act  Not  Applicable  to  Railroad  Bridges. — This  Act 
shall  not  apply  to  any  railroad  bridge  or  other  bridge  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  State  Railroad  Commission. 

§  9.  Repealing  Clause. — All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  which  are 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. " 

§  10.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Ratify  Amendment  to  Section  5  of  Article  XI 
of  the  Constitution,  Relating  to  School  Districts,  by 
Adding  a  Special  Proviso  as  to  Greenville  County. 

Whereas,  The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
by  Joint  Resolution  approved  the  17th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1917, 
submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  at  the  next  general 
election  hereafter  an  amendment  to  Section  5,  Article  XI  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following:  "Provided,  That  the  limitations  as  to  area 
of  school  districts  imposed  by  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  Green- 
ville county,  but  in  said  county  school  districts  shall  be  of  such  area 
as  the  General  Assembly  may  prescribe;" 

Whereas,  The  majority  of  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly,  voting  thereon  at  the  general  election 
next  succeeding  the  passage  of  said  Joint  Resolution,  did  vote  in 
favor  of  said  amendment  therefor; 

Section  1.  Amendment  to  Section  5,  Article  XI,  Consti- 
tution, Ratified  —  Area  of  School  Districts  in  Greenville 
County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  the  amendment  to  Section  5  of  Article  XI  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  submitted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  said  State  to  the  qualified  electors  at  the 
next  general  election  thereafter,  and  upon  which  a  majority  of  the 
said  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly, 
voting  thereon,  voted  in  favor  thereof,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
made  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina; 
that  said  amendment  is  as  follows :  Provided,  That  the  limitations 
as  to  area  of  school  districts  imposed  by  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  Greenville  county,  but  said  county  school  districts  shall  be  of 
such  area  as  the  General  Assembly  may  prescribe ;  so  that  said  sec- 
tion, when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows  : 

"Section  5.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  a  liberal  sys- 
tem of  free  public  schools  for  all  children  between  the  ages  of  six 
and  twenty-one  years,  and  for  the  division  of  the  counties  into  suit- 
able school  districts,  as  compact  in  form  as  practicable,  having 
regard  to  natural  boundaries  and  not  to  exceed  forty-nine  nor  be 
less  than  nine  square  miles  in  area :  Provided,  That  in  cities  of  ten 
thousand  inhabitants  and  over  this  limitation  of  area  shall  not  apply: 
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Provided,  further,  That  when  any  school  district  laid  out  under  this 
section  shall  embrace  cities  or  towns  already  embraced  into  special 
school  districts  in  which  graded  school  buildings  have  been  erected 
by  the  issue  of  bonds  or  by  special  taxation  or  by  donation,  all  the 
territory  included  in  said  school  districts  shall  bear  its  just  propor- 
tion of  any  tax  that  may  be  levied  to  liquidate  such  bonds  or  sup- 
port public  schools  therein :  Provided,  further,  That  nothing  in  this 
article  contained  shall  be  construed  as  a  repeal  of  the  laws  under 
which  the  several  graded  school  districts  of  this  State  are  organized. 
The  present  division  of  the  counties  into  school  districts,  and  the 
provisions  of  law  governing  the  same,  shall  remain  until  changed 
by  the  General  Assembly :  Provided,  That  the  limitation  as  to  area 
of  school  districts  imposed  by  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  Green- 
ville county,  but  in  said  county  school  districts  shall  be  of  such  area 
as  the  General  Assembly  may  prescribe."

Said  Form  of  Government  in  Cities  of  Over  Ten  Thou- 
sand and  Less  Than  Twenty  Thousand  and  Cities  of 
Over  Fifty  Thousand  and  Less  Than  One  Hundred 
Thousand  Inhabitants  and  in  Certain  Cities  Named 
Herein/9  by  Adding  a  Proviso  to  Said  Section  as  to 
the  City  of  Spartanburg. 

Section  1.  Act  (1912/  XXVII  Stats.,  808)  Amended — 
City  of  Spartanburg » May  Abandon  Commission  Govern- 
ment After  Five  Years. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  26  of  an  Act  entitled 
"An  Act  to  regulate  the  holding  of  elections  for  the  commission 
form  of  government  in  cities  of  over  four  thousand  inhabitants  and 
to  provide  for  the  adoption  of  said  form  of  government  in  cities  of 
over  ten  thousand  and  less  than  twenty  thousand  inhabitants  and 
cities  of  over  fifty  thousand  and  less  than  one  hundred  thousand 
inhabitants  and  in  certain  cities  named  herein,"  be,  and  the  same  is 

21— A. 
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hereby,  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  following 
proviso :  "Provided,  That  the  city  of  Spartanburg  may  abandon  the 
form  of  government  herein  provided  for  after  operating  for  five 
years,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 
"Section  26.  Any  city,  after  operating  for  six  years  under  the 
provisions  of  this  article,  may  abandon  the  form  of  government 
herein  provided  and  accept  the  provisions  of  the  general  law  of  the 
State  applicable  to  it  before  the  adoption  of  this  form  of  govern- 
ment by  procedure  of  petition  and  election  on  the  question  of  aban- 
donment in  the  manner  provided  hereinabove  for  adopting  this 
form  of  government :  Provided,  That  the  city  of  Spartanburg  may 
abandon  the  form  of  government  herein  provided  for  after  operat- 
ing for  five  years :  Provided,  further,  That  in  case  a  majority  votes 
in  favor  of  abandoning  the  commission  form  of  government,  then

§  2.  Repealing  Clause. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsist- 
ent with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval.  —  This  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  Insurance  for  Warehouses  Operated  by 
the  State  of  South  Carolina/  and  for  Cotton  Stored 

Therein. 

* 

Whereas,  The  State  Warehouse  Commissioner  is  required  to  keep 
insured  cotton  on  storage  in  State  warehouses;  and 

Whereas,  A  number  of  the  larger  insurance  companies  refused 
to  operate  here  under  the  law  regulating  insurance  passed  at  the 
last  session  of  the  General  Assembly;  and 

Whereas,  The  rates  charged  by  insurance  companies  operating  in 
South  Carolina  have  not  been  uniform  and  in  many  instances  are 
and  have  been  excessive ;  now,  in  order  to  protect  storers  of  cotton 
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in  State  warehouses,  as  well  as  the  State  itself  from  liability  on 
warehouse  receipts  issued  in  the  name  of  and  under  the  seal  of  the 
State  ; 

Section  1.  Rates  of  Insurance  on  State  Cotton  Warehouses 
and  Contents*  —  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  State  Warehouse  Commissioner 
is  directed  to  prepare  a  schedule  of  rates  of  insurance  on  ware- 
houses operated  by  the  State  and  the  cotton  stored  therein,  taking 
as  a  basis  the  rate  of  insurance  now  being  paid  on  said  warehouses 
and  cotton.  When  this  schedule  shall  have  been  prepared  it  is  to 
be  submitted  to  the  Governor,  Insurance  Commissioner,  and  Comp- 
troller General,  and  no  rate  is  to  be  promulgated  without  their  writ- 
ten approval. 

§  2.  Premiums. — The  premiums  shall  be  collected  in  advance 
by  the  said  Warehouse  Commissioner  and  remitted  by  him  at  the 
end  of  each  month  to  the  State  Treasurer,  and  by  him  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  State  Warehouse  Commissioner  and  placed  in  a  fund 
to  be  known  as  the  State  Warehouse  Insurance  Fund,  to  be  used  by 
the  Warehouse  Commissioner  in  the  payment  of  all  losses  that  may 
occur  to  the  warehouses  and  cotton  stored  therein  insured  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act.  The  rate  upon  the  warehouses  and  the  cot- 
ton stored  therein  shall  be  fixed  with  regard  to  the  danger  from 
exposure  as  practiced  by  insurance  companies  in  assessing  rate  upon 
property,  and  the  schedule,  when  completed  by  the  State  Ware- 
house Commissioner  and  approved  by  the  Governor,  Insurance 
Commissioner  and  Comptroller  General,  shall  be  filed  in  duplicate 
in  the  office  of  the  Insurance  Commissioner  and  the  State  Ware- 
house Commissioner.  The  said  schedule  shall  give  the  number  and 
location  of  each  warehouse,  the  rate  of  insurance  and  the  storage 
capacity  of  said  warehouse,  together  with  a  diagram  showing  all 
exposures.  The  premiums  are  to  be  assessed  upon  the  same  system 
now  practiced  in  the  State  Warehouse  and  payment  be  made  upon 
the  daily  average  number  of  bales  on  storage,  so  that  the  assessment 
shall  be  only  for  the  time  each  bale  of  cotton  is  actually  upon  storage 
and  protected  against  loss  by  fire. 

§  3*  Limit  of  Risks — Inspection  of  Warehouses.— No  risks 
shall  be  taken  for  insurance  in  any  instance  in  excess  of  the  sum  of 
$10,000.00,  subdivisions  of  each  individual  warehouse  being  consid- 
ered a  separate  risk.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Warehouse 
Commissioner,  where  an  individual  risk  is  in  excess  of  the  sum  of 
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$10,000.00,  to  reinsure  in  one  or  more  reputable  companies  either 
all  or  any  portion  of  the  risk.  The  State  Warehouse  Commissioner 
is  further  authorized,  when  in  his  judgment  it  is  for  the  best  inter- 
est of  the  State  and  the  protection  of  the  property,  to  reinsure  any 
risk  or  risks  with  reputable  companies  upon  the  best  terms  obtain- 
able, and,  to  further  protect  the  interest  of  the  State  and  the  prop- 
erty, the  State  Warehouse  Commissioner,  in  person  or  by  deputy, 
shall  inspect  each  said  warehouse  and  check  its  contents  at  least 
once  every  six  months,  and  file  his  report  thereof  in  the  office  of 
the  State  Warehouse  Commission,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open 
to  inspection. 

§  4.  Form  of  Policy. — The  State  Warehouse  Commissioner 
shall  prepare  a  form  of  insurance  policy  to  be  issued  to  the  man- 
ager of  each  warehouse,  which  is  to  be  kept  on  file  in  said  ware- 
house subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  person  with  cotton  on  storage. 
The  said  policy  to  be  set  forth  as  follows :  "A,"  rate  on  warehouse. 
"B,"  rate  on  cotton  stored  therein.  "C,"  the  portion  of  the  risk 
carried  by  the  State  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  "D,"  the 
names  of  any  company  or  companies  insuring  any  portion  of  the 
risk  and  the  amount  carried  by  each. 

§  5.  Payment  of  Losses — Loans  from  Sinking  Fund*— In 

order  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  any  loss  or  damage  by 
fire  or  lightning  to  the  warehouses  or  cotton  stored  therein  insured 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Warehouse 
Insurance  Fund :  Provided,  That  in  the  event  that  the  losses  exceed 
at  any  time  the  funds  on  hand  in  the  said  Warehouse  Insurance 
.  Fund,  that  the  State  Sinking  Fund  Commission  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  loan  to  the  State  Warehouse  Department  sufficient  funds  to 
make  up  the  deficit,  and  the  General  Assembly  at  its  next  session 
shall  provide  for  the  payment  of  said  loan  with  interest. 

§  6.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  7.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Prohibit  Warehousemen  from  Using  or  Allow- 
ing Others  to  Use  in  Manufacture  or  Otherwise  the 
Cotton  of  Others  Stored*  With  Them. 

Section  1.  Use  of  Cotton  on  Storage  With  Warehousemen 
Unlawful  Without  Written  Consent  of  Owners* — Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  Every  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  taking  cotton  on  storage  as  warehousemen 
for  hire  or  not  is  hereby  prohibited  from  using  any  of  said  cotton 
or  allowing  anyone  else  to  use  or  consume  any  of  such  cotton  in 
manufacture  or  otherwise  without  the  written  consent  of  the  owner. 

§  2.  Damages  for  Violation. — Such  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion violating  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  answer  to  the  owner 
thereof  suing  therefor  in  punitive  damages  not  to  exceed  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  shall  also  answer  for  any  special  or  other  damages 
which  any  such  owner  may  suffer  by  such  unlawful  conduct. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval*  —  Repealing  Clause.— 

This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval ;  and  all  Acts  or  parts 
of  Acts  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 
Approved  the  7th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1919.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  a  Commutation  Tax  for  the  Counties 
of  Allendale  and  Beaufort  and  to  Fix  the  Penalty  for 
Failure  to  Pay  the  Same. 

Section  1.  Commutation  Tax  in  Allendale  County — 
Exemptions. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  all  able-bodied  male  persons  of  the 
age  of  twenty-one  to  fifty-five  years,  both  inclusive,  in  the  county 
of  Allendale  shall  be  required  annually  to  pay  commutation  or  road 
tax  of  three  dollars,  except  ministers  of  the  gospel  actually  in  charge 
of  a  congregation,  teachers  actually  employed  in  teaching  in  the 
public  schools,  and  persons  permanently  disabled  in  the  military 
service  of  this  State  and  citizens  who  served  in  the  late  War  Between 
the  States,  and  all  students  who  may  be  attending  any  school  or  col- 
lege at  the  time  the  commutation  tax  hereinabove  provided  for  shall 
become  due. 
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§  2.  Penalty  for  Evasion. — Any  person  or  persons  failing  or 
refusing  to  pay  said  tax  or  perform  labor  on  said  road  as  herein- 
above provided  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall, 
upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
thirty  days. 

§  3*  Returns  for  Commutation  Tax — Duties  of  Township 
Boards  of  Assessors — Penalty  for  Nonreturn. — Any  person 
in  said  county  liable  for  said  road  tax  shall  return  himself  for  taxa- 
tion for  such  tax  to  the  County  Auditor  of  said  county  between  the 
first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of  May  of  each  year,  and  the 
Count  Auditor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  solicit  and  take 
such  returns:  Provided,  That  for  the  year  1919  said  returns  may 
be  made  tip  to  September  1st.  That  after  the  said  returns  have  been 
made  the  County  Auditor  shall  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  Town- 
ship Board  of  Assessors  of  the  respective  townships  of  said  county 
lists  of  the  names  of  the  persons  who  have  returned  themselves  for 
taxation  for  such  tax  in  their  townships.  The  said  Township  Board 
of  Assessors  shall  add  to  the  list  the  names  of  all  persons  in  their 
respective  townships  liable  for  said  tax  but  who  have  not  returned 
themselves  to  the  County  Auditor.  Said  County  Auditor  in  each 
and  every  year,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  October,  shall  make 
out  and  deliver  a  list  of  the  names  q{  all  persons  liable  for  said  road 
tax  in  said  county,  alphabetically  arranged  by  townships,  to  the 
County  Treasurer  of  said  county :  Provided,  That  the  Auditor  shall 
add  a  penalty  of  fifty  cents  to  each  person  liable  for  said  commuta- 
tion tax  who  has  not  returned  himself  for  such  tax  as  hereinabove 
required. 

§  4.  Collection  —  Disposition  of  Funds  Collected.  —  The 

County  Treasurer  of  Allendale  county  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  collect  said  tax  and  to  turn  the  same  over  to  the  road 
fund  for  the  said  county. 

§  5.  Record  of  Payments.— The  said  County  Treasurer  shall 
keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  recorded  by  townships  the  names  of 
those  paying  said  commutation  or  road  tax. 

§  6.  Road  Duty  in  Beaufort  County — Residents  of  Towns 
Collecting  Street  Tax  Exempt. — That  all  male  persons  of  Beau- 
fort county  able  to  perform  the  labor  herein  required,  from  the  age 
of  eighteen  to  fifty-five  years,  both  inclusive,  shall  be  required 
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annually  to  perform  six  days'  labor  on  the  highways  under  the 
direction  of  the  overseer  of  the  road  district  in  which  he  shall  reside. 
Each  person  liable  to  labor  under  this  section  shall  have  the  right 
to  furnish  a  competent  substitute  to  labor  in  his  stead.  Ten  hours 
per  day  shall  constitute  a  day's  work:  Provided,  That  all  persons 
resident  in  municipalities  that  require  the  payment  of  a  per  capita 
street  tax  shall  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

§  7.  Commutation  Tax. — In  lieu  of  performing  or  causing  to 
be  performed  the  labor  of  ten  hours  per  day  for  six  days,  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  6,  a  commutation  tax  of  six  dollars  may  be  paid 
by  the  person  so  liable  on  demand  of  the  County  Supervisor  after 
reasonable  notice,  which  tax  must  be  paid  by  the  person  subject  to 
road  duty  to  the  County  Supervisor,  County  Treasurer,  or  to  a 
bonded  Magistrate  of  the  township  in  which  such  person  resides, 
and  on  payment  of  which  he  shall  receive  a  receipt  showing  the  date, 
amount  and  purpose  for  which  paid  and  signed  by  the  person  col- 
lecting the  tax.  If  collected  by  the  County  Supervisor  or  a  Magis- 
trate it  shall  within  ten  days  be  paid  over  to  the  County  Treasurer. 

§  8.  Notice* — The  County  Supervisor  of  Beaufort  county  is 
directed  and  required  to  give  notice  in  the  newspaper  in  which 
Sheriff's  advertisements  are  published,  once  a  week  for  four  weeks, 
of  the  requirements  as  to  the  commutation  tax  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided for,  stating  to  whom  and  when  the  same  is  payable,  but  the 
failure  or  neglect  of  the  said  County  Supervisor  to  comply  with  this 
requirement  shall  not  relieve  the  persons  liable  to  road  duty  from 
performing  the  work  or  paying  the  tax  herein  provided  for. 

§  9*  Failure  to  Perform  Road  Duty  or  Pay  Commutation 
Tax  a  Misdemeanors-Penalty. — Any  person  liable  in  Section  6 
of  this  Act  to  the  payment  of  said  road  tax,  or  to  the  performance 
of  road  work  in  lieu  thereof,  who  shall  fail  to  make  such  payment 
or  perform  such  work,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  ($5.00)  dollars  nor  more  than  ten  ($10.00)  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  thirty  days. 

§  10.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed.— All  previous  Acts  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  11.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Make  Appropriations  to  Meet  Ordinary  Ex- 
penses of  the  State  Government  for  the  Fiscal  Year 
Commencing  January  1,  1919,  and  to  Provide  for  a 
Tax  Sufficient  to  Defray  the  Same,  and  for  Borrowing 
Money. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  the  following  sums  of  money,  if  so  much 
be  necessary,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated  out  of  the 
State  treasury  to  meet  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  State  govern- 
ment as  herein  appropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January 
1,  1919;  and  there  shall  be  levied  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in 
the  State  a  sufficient  number  of  mills,  not  to  exceed  nine  and  one- 
half  (9y2)  mills,  to  be  determined  by  the  Comptroller  General 
from  the  assessment  of  property  therein,  together  with  all  other 
income  or  revenue  of  the  State,  to  raise  the  sum  herein  appropriated, 
and  the  Comptroller  General  shall  notify  the  County  Auditors  of 
the  number  of  mills  which  he  finds  necessary  to  raise  these  appropri- 
ations.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Levy  of  Taxes  for  School  and 
County  Purposes  for  the  Fiscal  Year  Beginning  Janu- 
ary 1,  1919,  and  for  the  Expenditure  Thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  the  existing  County  Boards  of  Commis- 
sioners of  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  or  such  officer  or  officers 
as  are  vested  with  the  same  or  similar  powers,  shall  levy  a  tax  of 
three  mills  on  the  dollar  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  their  respec- 
tive counties  for  the  support  of  public  schools  in  their  respective 
counties  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1,  1919,  which  tax 
shall  be  collected  at  the  same  time  and  by  the  same  officers  as  the 
other  taxes  for  the  year,  and  shall  be  held  in  the  county  treasuries 
of  the  respective  counties  and  be  paid  out  exclusively  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  public  schools  as  provided  by  law. 

§  2.  That  a  tax  is  hereby  levied  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in 
each  of  the  counties  of  the  State  for  county  purposes  for  the  fiscal 
year  commencing  January  1,  1919,  for  the  amounts  and  for  the  pur- 
poses hereinafter  stated,  respectively,  that  is  to  say:

If  there 
be  a  surplus  after  paying  the  said  back  indebtedness  as  aforesaid, 
the  same  shall  be  applied  to  the  ordinary  county  fund  of  the  said 
county  and  expended  as  such,  the  unused  portion  being  placed  on 
iuterest  until  needed.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  sum  of  not 
exceeding  thirty-five  thousand  ($35,000.00)  dollars  of  the  amount 
herein  authorized  to  be  borrowed,  the  Auditor  of  Kiken  county  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  levy  a  tax  not  exceeding  two  and 
three- fourths  (2^4)  mills  upon  all  the  taxable  property  of  the  said 
county,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  col- 
lect the  same  as  other  taxes  are  now  collected. 

The  remainder  of  the  said  loan  being  secured  by  the  levy  already 
provided  for  in  the  Act  providing  for  the  expenses  and  supplies 
of  Aiken  county  for  the  year  1919:  Provided,  That  if  any  amount 
of  back  indebtedness  hereinabove  referred  to  is  extended  or  other- 
wise provided  for,  the  levy  herein  named  shall  be  so  reduced  to 
such  an  amount  as  is  necessary  to  pay  any  installment  of  the  said 
back  indebtedness  due  and  not  extended:  Provided,  further,  That 
no  arrangement  to  extend  or  postpone  the  payment  of  the  loan 
creating  the  said  back  indebtedness  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be 
effectual  unless  concurred  in  by  a  majority  of  the  delegation  to 
the  General  Assembly  from  Aiken  county,  in  writing  filed  with  the 
Auditor. 

§  5.  The  Auditor  and  Treasurer  are  authorized  and  required  to 
levy  and  collect  a  sufficient  amount  as  provided  by  law  to  raise  suf- 
ficient money  to  meet  and  pay  amounts  appropriated  by  law  for 
Aiken  county  for  the  year  1919;  if  the  levy  herein  provided  be 
either  excessive  or  deficient,  they  shall  raise  or  reduce  said  levy  to 
meet  the  appropriation  herein  made,  taking  into  account  all  other 
funds  for  the  purpose.  That  no  money  shall  be  spent  otherwise 
than  as  herein  specifically  authorized,  and  none  of  these  items  shall 
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be  enlarged  upon  or  construed  as  directory,  but  are  mandatory  and 
inclusive  and  entire,  and  any  unexpended  balance  shall  be  carried 
over  to  ordinary  funds:  Provided,  The  Chief  Commissioner  and 
the  District  Commissioners,  or  a  majority  thereof,  may  spend  any 
portion  of  the  funds  provided  herein  for  roads  and  bridges,  in  con- 
junction with  the  Federal  government  through  the  Highway  Com- 
mission of  this  State,  and  authority  is  hereby  given  for  that  purpose. 

§  6.  Any  statute  contrary  to  the  foregoing  provisions  is  hereby 
repealed :  Provided,  If  the  salary  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  be 
changed  by  the  State,  the  county's  portion  of  the  salary  of  the  State 
officers  shall  be  made  to  conform  so  that  the  county  portion  shall 
be  one-third  (1-3)  of  the  amount  fixed.

made,  and  any  sum  so  used  by  the  County  Treasurer  aforesaid  he 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  replace  out  of  the  proceeds  of 
said  notes  or  other  similar  evidences  of  indebtedness  when  same  is 
needed  for  the  current  expenses  of  said  county,  and  the  sum  or 
sums  so  borrowed  shall  constitute  a  valid  and  prior  claim  against 
said  county,  except  the  taxes  appropriated  for  the  Sanitary  and 
Drainage  Commission.  The  salaries  of  the  officers .  of  the  said 
county  shall  be  paid  by  the  County  Treasurer  monthly  upon  receipt 
of  such  officers.  The  original  duplicate  receipts  for  all  payments 
made  by  the  said  County  Treasurer,  excepting  payments  on  said 
notes  or  similar  evidences  of  indebtedness  and  upon  warrant,  of  said 
County  Supervisor,  shall  be  filed  by  said  County  Treasurer  with 
the  said  County  Supervisor.  All  claims  and  demands  of  every  kind 
whatever  against  the  said  county,  excepting  such  salaries  and  County

The  County  Highway  Commissioner  and  the  County  Auditor  are 
authorized  and  empowered  to  borrow,  from  time  to  time  as  may  be 
needed  for  the  use  of  the  county,  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  in 
the  aggregate  forty  thousand  ($40,000.00)  dollars,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose the  said  County  Auditor  and  Highway  Commissioner  of  Colle- 
ton county  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to.  execute  the 
necessary  and  proper  obligations  of  Colleton  county  and  pledge  the 
taxes  as  collected  for  the  year  1919  for  the  payment  of  the  same, 
with  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  (6% )  per  cent. :  Provided, 
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also,  That  in  case  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  in  said  county 
of  Colleton  amounts  to  more,  after  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Asses- 
sors, Board  of  Equalization,  the  Tax  Commission  and  the  Board  of 
Review,  than  is  sufficient  to  raise  the  amount  appropriated  under  the 
levy  herein  named,  including  any  revenue  derived  from  any  sources, 
then  the  County  Auditor  is  directed  and  required  to  reduce  the  levy 
hereby  made  to  such  rate  as  he  finds  necessary  to  raise  in  taxes  no 
more  than  the  amount  of  the  total  appropriation  herein  made. 

The  Highway  Commissioners  and  Supervisory  Board  are  author- 
ized to  expend  any  balance  that  may  remain  of  the  above  levies  to 
supply  any  deficiencies  in  the  several  items  of  the  appropriation. 
The  Highway  Commissioner  is  hereby  prohibited  from  drawing  any 
warrants  upon  the  County  Treasurer  to  be  paid  out  of  any  of  the 
several  funds  especially  appropriated  for  any  purpose  other  than 
that  for  which  the  same  shall  have  been  so  appropriated;  and  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  the  County  Treasurer  to  pay  any  such  inhib- 
ited warrant.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  Highway  Commissioner 
and  Supervisory  Board  to  create  by  contract,  expressed  or  implied,, 
any  obligation  against  the  county  which,  with  the  obligations  then 
existing  and  chargeable  to  any  particular  item  of  appropriation, 
shall  exceed  the  amount  specifically  appropriated  therefor:  Pro- 
vided, That  in  case  of  emergency,  with  the  written  consent  of  the 
County  Legislative  Delegation,  this  requirement  may  be  dispensed 
with.  Should  the  Highway  Commissioner  and  Supervisory  Board 
or  County  Treasurer  violate  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph,  the 
claim  resulting  therefrom  shall  be  declared  null  and  void  as  against 
the  county  and  the  officer  offending  shall  be  held  responsible  to  the 
claimant  therefor  upon  his  official  bond. 

In  the  item  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  ($350.00)  dollars  for  sal- 
ary of  County  Attorney,  this  shall  be  for  legal  advice  to  all  officers- 
of  the  county  and  for  legal  services  in  Magistrate  Courts  and  in 
Circuit  Courts  where  amount  involved  does  not  exceed  one  hun- 
dred ($100.00)  dollars. 

In  the  item  of  two  hundred  ($200.00)  dollars  for  salary  of  County 
Physician,  this  shall  be  for  medical  services  for  all  prisoners  in  jait 
and  on  chain  gang  wherever  located  and  for  inmates  of  poor  farm. 

The  Highway  Commissioner  shall  not  pay  more  than  five  ($5.00) 
dollars  for  physician's  examinations  in  lunacy  proceedings  and  not 
more  than  twelve  ($12.00)  dollars  for  transporting  patients  to  hos- 
pital for  insane.  There  shall  be  no  Magistrate's  charges  in  such- 
lunacy  proceedings. 
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The  County  Highway  Commissioner  and  Supervisory  Board  are 
hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  required  to  use  a  sum  of  money 
not  exceeding  ten  thousand  ($10,000.00)  dollars,  said  sum  to  be 
taken  from  the  amount  hereinabove  appropriated  for  roads  and 
bridges  and  convicts  and  maintenance  of  the  road  working  organ- 
ization for  Colleton  county,  and  the  said  sum  of  ten  thousand  ($10,- 
000.00)  dollars,  if  so  much  be  necessary,  is  to  be  used  by  the  said 
Highway  Commissioner  for  the  erection,  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  a  bridge  to  be  built  by  the  counties  of  Charleston  and 
Colleton ;  said  counties  to  build  and  maintain  the  said  bridge,  to  be 
built  of  steel,  concrete  or  other  durable  material,  and  the  cost  of 
construction,  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  said  bridge  is  to  be  borne 
in  the  proportion  of  one-third  by  Colleton  county  and  two-thirds 
by  Charleston  county. 

That  the  said  Highway  Commissioner,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Drainage  Commissioner  of  Charleston  county,  shall  begin  work  on 
the  said  bridge  immediately  after  the  moneys  that  may  be  utilized 
for  such  purpose  come  into  the  hands  of  the  said  Highway  Com- 
missioner. That  the  Drainage  Commissioners,  the  Highway  Com- 
missioner and  Supervisory  Board  of  Colleton  county,  jointly,  sball 
make  all  necessary  contracts  relating  to  the  building,  construction 
and  maintenance  of  said  bridge.  That  all  costs  of  a  watchman  for 
said  bridge  and  all  other  expenses  of  the  same  shall  be  borne  by  the 
respective  counties  in  the  proportion  hereinabove  enumerated,  to 
wit:  one-third  (1-3)  by  Colleton  county  and  two-thirds  (2-3)  by 
Charleston  county:  Provided,  That  the  authority  of  the  Highway 
Commissioner  to  expend  funds  or  contract  for  the  expenditure  of 
funds  herein  appropriated  for  the  current  year  for  supplies,  road 
work  and  bridge  building  shall  be  exercised  under,  and  subject  to,  a 
Supervisory  Board  for  Colleton  county,  and  to  be  composed  of  four 
members  consisting  of  the  Highway  Commissioner  and  three  mem- 
bers to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  County  Delegation  in  the  General  Assembly,  one  member  to  be 
recommended  by  the  Senator  and  two  members  by  the  members  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  (or  a  majority  thereof)  ;  and  that  the 
said  Supervisory  Board  shall  first  pass  upon  and  determine  all  con- 
tracts for  purchases  after  due  advertisement  and  upon  competitive 
bids  to  cover  purchases  for  a  month  or  not  more  than  three  months, 
said  purchases  to  be  by  wholesale  and  at  wholesale  prices ;  and  shall 
make  contracts  for  building  bridges  and  other  work,  upon  competi- 
tive bids  duly  called  for  by  advertisement,  and  shall  pass  upon  all 
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claims  for  payment  by  the  county,  except  salaried  claims,  and  the 
certificate  of  the  said  Supervisory  Board,  or  a  majority  thereof, 
shall  be  attached  by  the  Highway  Commissioner  for  the  drawing  or 
paying  of  money  or  the  binding  of  the  county  by  any  contract  what- 
soever, in  regard  to  purchasing  supplies  and  road  working,  in  con- 
nection with  any  of  the  funds  herein  provided  for  during  the  year 
1919:  Provided,  further,  That  these  provisions  shall  not  apply  to 
purchases  in  emergency  to  amounts  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
($25.00)  dollars  during  any  one  month  and  contracts  for  road  work 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  ($25.00)  dollars.  That  each  member  of 
the  Supervisory  Board  except  the  Highway  Commissioner  shall 
receive  for  his  services  a  per  diem  of  five  ($5.00)  dollars,  not  to 
exceed  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  during  the  year.

The  County  Commissioners  shall  receive  three  cents  per  mile 
going  to  and  from  the  Courthouse,  once  each  month,  their  duties  to 
help  with  Supervisor  when  called  to  sell  out  contracts  over  $100.00 
each  and  act  as  an  auditing  board  each  first  Monday  and  not  to  sell 
or  give  out  contracts  unless  authorized  by  the  Supervisor. 

That  after  the  expenditures  above  provided  for,  any  balance 
derived  from  said  taxes  and  remaining  on  hand  may  be  expended 
for  ordinary  county  purposes. 

The  County  Treasurer  and  Supervisor  are  hereby  empowered  to 
borrow  during  the  current  year  1919  to  the  extent  of  the  tax  levy, 
if  so  much  be  necessary,  upon  their  joint  note  or  notes,  to  keep  the 
county  on  a  cash  basis;  and  that  they  are  hereby  empowered  to 
pledge  as  security  for  such  money  borrowed,  and  interest  thereon, 
the  taxes  for  the  year  1919. 

As  to  County  Commissioners:  That  said  Commissioners  shall 
travel  over  the  county  at  least  once  each  month.  Such  Commis- 
sioners shall  divide  their  respective  routes  to  suit  themselves,  to 
look  at  all  works  and  contracts  given  out  by  the  County  Supervisor, 
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and  for  such  travel  each  Commissioner  shall  receive  one  hundred 
dollars  per  year  in  addition  to  the  amount  already  provided;  and 
the  said  Commissioners  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month, 
file  with  the  County  Attorney  a  sworn  statement  of  such  travel 
made  and,  as  near  as  practical,  the  number  of  miles  each  has  trav- 
eled.

County  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  borrow  money  from  the  Sinking 
Fund  Commission,  if  practicable,  and  if  not  from  the  said  Commis- 
sion, then  from  any  bank  that  will  make  the  loan  upon  acceptable 
terms,  and  to  give  the  note  or  notes  of  the  county  for  the  sums  so 
borrowed,  and  pledge  the  above  levy  as  security  for  the  note  so 
given. 

§  4.  In  addition  to  the  above  levies,  the  County  Board  of  Com- 
missioners are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  make  such  levies 
as  may  be  necessary  in  Johnston,  Pine  Grove,  Pickens,  and  Wise 
townships,  in  said  county,  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  railroad  bonds 
issued  by  and  now  outstanding  against  said  townships,  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money 
as  are  necessary  to  pay  said  interest  as  it  matures  and  to  pledge  the 
taxes  of  said  county  as  security  for  the  levies  therefor.

§  6.  The  jailer  of  said  county  shall  receive  fifty-five  cents  each 
per  day  for  dieting  prisoners  and  fifty  cents  as  return  fee. for  each 
prisoner,  which  shall  be  in  lieu  of  fees  and  salary.  The  Court  Crier 
and  Bailiff  shall  receive  two  ($2.00)  dollars  per  day  for  each  day's 
service  during  attendance  on  Court. 

§  7.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Edgefield  School  District  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  teach- 
ers of  the  public  school  for  said  school  district  for  the  year  1919, 
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and  to  pledge  the  taxes  to  be  raised  by  the  levies  for  said  school 
district  for  school  purposes  for  the  year  1919  for  payment  of  same, 
and  also  the  County  Treasurer  is  authorized  and  empowered  to 
borrow  sufficient  funds  to  pay  in  cash  the  salaries  of  teachers  in 
the  other  public  schools  of  the  county,  and  to  pledge  the  taxes  for 
school  purposes  as  security  for  said  loan. 

§  8.  The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized 
and  required  to  pay  W.  R.  Swearingen,  Sheriff,  the  sum  of  eighteen

Total  appropriations   . 

The  appropriations  in  Item  3,  Subdivision  "c,"  "Charity  Patients 
in  City  Hospital,  $5,000.00,"  shall  be  expended  in  the  same  manner 
and  with  the  same  provisions  as  for  the  year  1918,  except  that  the 
charges  are  to  be  limited  to  a  hospital  charge  of  $2.50  per  day  for 
each  patient  and  the  actual  cost  of  necessary  surgical  materials. 
The  salary  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  $500.00  per  annum,  payable  out 
of  Item  10. 

No  per  diem  shall  be  allowed  out  of  Item  5,  Subdivision  "a,"  to 
salaried  officers.  (This  provision  does  not  apply  to  Township  Con- 
stables serving  as  guards  in  conveying  lunacy  patients  to  the  hos- 
pital.) 

The  appropriation  in  Item  12  shall  be  expended  as  follows: 
Rescue  Home  and  Salvation  Army,  $500.00;  Hopewell  Sanitarium, 
$3,400.00;  Bruner  Home,  $1,000.00,  as  direct  aids.  Girls'  Tomato 
Clubs,  $1,300.00,  and  Farm  Demonstration  Work,  $2,500.00,  upon 
the  approval  of  the  State  Registrar  of  Vital  Statistics. 

The  compensation  of  the  Highway  Commissioners  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  several  funds  in  their  hands. 

The  Sheriff,  Deputy  Sheriff,  Rural  Policemen  and  all  other  peace 
officers  (except  Township  Magistrates  and  Constables),  shall  turn 
into  the  County  Treasurer  all  Federal  fees  paid  them  for  their  attend- 
ance upon  Federal  Court,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  above 
officers  to  apprehend  escaped  convicts;  no  reward  shall  be  allowed 
on  account  thereof. 

That  the  action  of  the  County  Delegation  in  authorizing  and  direct- 
ing the  several  county  officers  to  do  certain  things,  namely:  The 
Supervisor  and  Treasurer  to  increase  the  following  appropriations 
for  necessary  expenses  in  1919,  as  follows :  That  of  increasing  Item 
10,  salaries,  $2,940.00,  as  additional  salaries,  as  follows:  $300.00  for 
Supervising  Auditor ;  $300.00  for  Assistant  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Education ;  $300.00  for  Clerk  to  the  Supervisor ;  $240.00  for  Book- 
keeper to  Sheriff ;  $900.00  each  for  two  additional  Deputy  Sheriffs ; 
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that  of  authorizing  the  Supervisor  and  Treasurer  to  borrow  a  sum 
sufficient  to  pay  the  Confederate  pensions  in  anticipation  of  the  col- 
lection of  the  one-fourth  mill  tax  provided  by  law ;  that  of  increasing 
Item  1,  Roads,  $5,000.00,  to  enable  the  Supervisor  to  continue  the 
work  of  repairing  the  improved  roads ;  that  of  increasing  Item  12, 
Contingent,  $900.00,  to  be  used  by  the  Courthouse  Commission  in 
payment  of  paving  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  Courthouse;  that  of 
authorizing  the  County  Supervisor  and  County  Treasurer  to  borrow 
$20,000.00  with  which  to  further  the  work  of  the  Highway  Com- 
mission ;  that  of  increasing  Item  2,  Public  Buildings,  $2,000.00,  for 
maintenance  of  Courthouse ;  that  of  increasing  Item  3,  Charities  and 
Corrections  Commission,  for  maintenance  of  County  Home,  $600.00, 
and  for  the  use  at  county  jail,  $1,500  for  maintenance,  all  of  which 
is  hereby  ratified. 

The  appropriation  in  Item  13,  Schools,  to  be  paid  out  upon  the 
approval  of  the  County  Board  of  Education.  Subdivision  "c"  of 
Item  13,  to  be  expended  for  the  benefit  of  needy  schools  regardless 
of  subscriptions  by  the  patrons. 

That  the  subdivisions  under  any  item  in  this  Act  may  be  directed 
by  the  Supervisor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Supervising  Auditor,  to 
any  other  subdivision  under  the  same  item  where  it  is  necessary  to 
meet  a  deficiency  in  such  subdivision,  that  the  aggregate  appropria- 
tions under  any  one  item  shall  not  be  affected. 

The  appropriations  under  Item  14,  Confederate  Soldiers'  Pen- 
sions, shall  be  paid  out  under  the  same  provisions  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  during  the  year  1918:  Provided,  That  if  the  amount  pay- 
able to  each  pensioner  under  the  foregoing  conditions  of  the  appro- 
priation would  exceed  the  amount  payable  to  each  pensioner  in 
Greenville  county  of  Class  C,  under  the  State  appropriation,  the 
latter  shall  receive  from  this  appropriation  such  an  amount  as  will 
equalize  them  with  the  amount  received  by  the  former. 

Any  funds  appropriated  or  raised  for  use  of  the  Highway  Com- 
mission shall  be  disbursed  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same 
officers  as  other  county  funds  are  now  disbursed,  that  the  County 
Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  enter  up  the  funds  in  his  hands  now 
held  for  the  use  of  the  Highway  Commission  into  his  ordinary 
accounts. 

Greenwood  County. 

Section  1.  That  a  tax  of  eight  and  three-fourths  (8^4)  mills  is 
hereby  levied  upon  all  the  taxable  property  of  Greenwood  county 
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for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  January  1st,  1919;  said  amount  to  be 
expended  as  follows :  For  past  indebtedness,  as  now  provided  for  in 
Acts  of  1918,  one  mill;  for  ordinary  county  purposes,  four  mills; 
for  chain  gang,  roads  and  bridges,  three  mills;  for  past  school 
indebtedness,  one  mill,  which  shall  be  used  only  in  payment  of  said 
past  indebtedness  and  not  otherwise ;  for  Court  Criers,  twb  ($2.00) 
dollars  per  day  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  upon  the  order  of  the 
Sheriff;  for  jailer  for  dieting  prisoners,  fifty  (50c)  cents  per  day, 
whether  said  prisoners  be  confined  in  the  Greenwood  county  jail  or 
some  other  place  of  confinement  in  said  county,  and  the  officer 
supervisor  shall  pay  for  said  dieting  of  prisoners  upon  presentation 
of  an  itemized  ancl  verified  statement.  The  Treasurer  shall  not  pay 
any  warrant  upon  which  is  not  plainly  endorsed  the  account  for 
which  it  is  drawn.  The  County  Officer  Supervisor  and  the  Treas- 
urer are  hereby  authorized  to  use  any  funds  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated for  carrying  out  the  above  provisions,  and  for  paying  all  just 
claims  against  the  county.

The  Office  Supervisor  of  the  county  of  Greenwood  is  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  use  so  much  of  the  foregoing  general 
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appropriation  for  roads  and  bridges  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure 
the  Federal  Aid  for  the  building  and  maintenance  of  the  Dixie  High- 
way, which  said  sum  shall  not  exceed  twenty  thousand  ($20,000.00) 
dollars,  and  which  sum  shall  be  repaid  from  moneys  derived  from 
the  sale  of  any  county  road  bonds. 

Hampton  County. 

Section  1.  That  there  is  hereby  levied  on  all  property  in  Hamp- 
ton county  for  ordinary  county  purposes,  ten  ( 10)  mills ;  no  tax  for 
road  purposes  shall  be  levied  except  a  commutation  road  tax  of  three 
($3.00)  dollars,  to  be  assessed  and  collected  from  each  male  citizen 
between  the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  fifty-five  years.  No  one  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  said  commutation  tax  except  persons 
totally  disabled.  That  all  commutation  taxes  shall  be  expended  on 
roads  and  bridges  from  townships  and  towns  in  which  same  is 
collected,  and  that  part  of  commutation  tax  collected  from  citizens 
of  incorporated  town  by  County  Treasurer,  shall  be  turned  over  to 
Town  Treasurer  of  respective  towns:  Provided,  That  the  town 
authorities  of  the  towns  of  Brunson,  Hampton,  Varnville  and  Estill 
be  empowered  to  collect  the  commutation  tax  from  residents  within 
their  respective  corporate  limits.  The  Treasurer  of  the  county  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  pay  to  the  Sheriff  three  hundred  ($300.00) 
dollars  for  traveling  expenses,  when  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties; 
that  the  Sheriff  shall  receive  forty  cents  per  day  for  dieting  prison- 
ers. The  sum  of  $750.00  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  work  of  the 
Home  Demonstration  Agent.  That  the  Superintendent  of  Educa- 
tion shall  receive  not  to  exceed  $500.00  for  traveling  expenses;  the 
Treasurer  shall  pay  not  more  than  $312.50  for  Vital  Statistics,  if  so 
much  be  necessary.  From  the  funds  in  his  hand  the  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  to  the  County  Supervisor,  in 
addition  to  the  salary  provided  by  law,  a  sum  not  exceeding  $500.00 
for  traveling  expenses;  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  the  sum  of  $40.00 
per  month,  and  to  the  Clerk  of  Court  for  the  salary  of  such  office 
help  as  he  sees  fit  to  employ,  the  sum  of  $300.00  per  year ;  and  to  the 
County  Treasurer  for  Clerk  hire  the  sum  of  $120.00  per  year,  and  to 
the  County  Auditor  for  traveling  expenses  during  the  ensuing  year, 
the  sum  of  $120.00;  and  to  Mrs.  H.  E.  Thomas,  former  Home 
Demonstration  Agent,  for  refund  of  traveling  expenses,  the  sum  of 
$75.00;  and  to  the  Clerk  of  Court  the  sum  of  $250.00  for  the  purpose 
of  having  indexed  the  judgments  and  abstracts  of  judgments  for 
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Hampton  county.  The  sum  of  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars 
is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  State  Tuberculosis  Camp :  Provided, 
That  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  terms  of  an  Act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  approved  Febru- 
ary 20th,  1919,  known  as  Act  No.  163  of  the  Acts  of  1917,  and  the 
Act  of  Congress  referred  to  therein,  so  as  to  acquire  the  benefits 
thereof,  the  Supervisor  and  County  Commissioners  of  Hampton 
county  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appropriate  and  use 
for  such  purpose  any  unexpended  balances  which  may  remain  in  the 
treasury  of  such  county  for  any  purposes,  including  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  ensuing  year  which  may  not  have  been  expended  for  the 
purpose  for  which  the  same  may  have  been  appropriated,  and  the 
said  Board  may  also  appropriate  for  said  purpose  all  funds  derived 
from  the  motor  vehicle  licenses  and  paid  over  to  said  county  under 
existing  laws ;  and  said  Board  may  likewise,  in  its  discretion,  use  the 
chain  gang  of  said  county  to  supplement  any  fund  made  available 
under  the  terms  of  the  said  Act ;  and  the  said  Board  may  also  appro- 
priate the  commutation  road  tax  for  such  purpose:  Provided,  fur- 
ther, That  after  the  application  of  all  funds  derived  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  preceding  proviso,  should  there  be  a  deficiency  with 
which  to  supplement  the  amount  available  for  said  county  of  Hamp- 
ton under  the  terms  of  the  said  Act,  then  the  Supervisor  and  County 
Commissioners  for  Hampton  county  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  borrow  in  the  name  of  the  said  county  such  sum  of 
money  on  the  best  terms  possible  as  may  be  necessary  to  acquire  and 
obtain  the  total  amount  available  from  the  Federal  Government 
under  the  terms  of  said  Act,  which  shall  be  used  in  accordance  there- 
with :  Provided,  further,  That  in  order  to  raise  a  sum  sufficient  to 
repay  the  amount  so  borrowed,  the  Auditor  of  Hampton  county  is 
authorized,  upon  authority  from  the  Supervisor  and  County  Com- 
missioners, or  a  majority  thereof,  to  levy,  and  the  Treasurer  of 
Hampton  county  is  authorized  and  directed  to  collect  a  tax  of  not 
exceeding  ten  (10)  mills  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  Hampton 
county.

which  advertisement  shall  set  forth  the  articles  and  approximately 
the  amounts  thereof  to  be  purchased,  and  the  contracts  of  purchase 
shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  for  the  period  of  three  months : 
Provided,  however,  In  case  of   emergency  the  County  Board  of 
Commissioners  may  make  purchases  for  the  county  where  the  cost 
thereof  does  not  exceed  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars,  and  for  such  pur- 
pose a  majority  of  the  Supervisors  shall  certify  on  the  claim  there- 
for the  necessity  thereof :  And  provided,  further,  In  case  of  emer- 
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gency,  an  advertisement,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  may  be 
inserted  at  any  time,  but  all  contracts  for  the  purchase  of  supplies 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  no 
bill,  account  or  claim  of  any  kind  whatsoever  against  the  county 
shall  be  paid  unless  previously  contracted  for  by  such  competition 
or  by  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  in  cases  of  certified 
emergency.  The  sum  of  two  hundred  ($200.00)  dollars  is  hereby 
authorized  to  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund  to  the  County 
Supervisor  as  allowance  for  automobile  expenses,  and  also  the  sum 
of  ten  ($10.00)  dollars  to  pay  balance  of  an  adding  machine  for  the 
county  officials  in  1918.

Orangeburg  County. 

Section  1.  That  there  shall  be  levied  upon  all  of  the  taxable 
property  in  the  county  of  Orangeburg  a  tax  of  six  mills  on  the  dol- 
lar for  the  following  purposes,  to  wit :  for  the  construction,  main- 
tenance and  repair  of  the  county  highways  and  bridges  under  the

ship, to  be  used  by  the  Township  Commissioners  in  the  construc- 
tion, maintenance  and  repair  of  township  roads  as  defined  by  an 
Act  of  the  General  Assembly  passed  in  1919:  Provided,  That  the 
funds  for  City  township  shall  be  used  by  City  Township  Commis- 
sioner in  improving  the  county  highways  around  and  leading  into 
the  city  of  Orangeburg. 

§  2.  That  for  permanent  improvements  on  county  highways  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  use  the  automobile  license 
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tax  which  the  county  may  receive  during  the  year  1919  from  the 
State  Highway  Commission,  together  with  any  unexpended  balance 
of  automobile  license  fund  from  the  year  1918,  in  permanent  road 
improvements  in  the  supply  bill  for  that  year,  in  conjunction  with

papers published  in  the  county,  previous  to  letting  such  contracts: 
Provided,  That  the  County  Supervisor  and  County  Commissioners 
shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids.    The  Supervisor  and 
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County  Commissioners  are  hereby  required  to  keep  a  book,  called 
"File  Book  of  Claims,"  and  in  which  shall  be  entered  all  claims  as 
presented  for  payment.  This  book  shall  be  kept  so  as  to  show: 
(1)  Claim  number;  (2)  date  of  filing;  (3)  whom  claim  belongs 
to;  (4)  nature  of  claim;  (5)  amount  of  claim;  (6)  amount  allowed; 
(7)  on  what  account.  This  book  shall  be  open  for  inspection  by 
the  Grand  Jury  and  the  public.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Supervisor  within  two  (2)  weeks  after  the  first  day  of  July  and 
January,  respectively,  to  publish  one  time  in  some  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  county,  and  which  will  give  the  largest  publicity  thereto, 
at  a  cost  of  not  exceeding  sixty  ($60.00)  dollars,  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  all  claims  allowed  during  the  preceding  six  months,  and  it 
shall  be  that  which  is  done  in  strict  conformity  to  the  law  govern- 
ing same.  The  County  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  transfer 
any  unexpended  balance  of  the  several  funds  on  hand  at  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year  1918,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  the  year  1919, 
to  be  used  for  ordinary  purposes. 

§  3.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  approval 
by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Relieve  tke  School  Districts  of  the  State  of  All 
Disabilities  and  Disqualifications  for  State  Aid  Result- 
ing from  the  Influenza  Epidemic  and  the  Consequent 
Health  Quarantine. 


Section  1.  Schools  Entitled  to  State  Aid  Under  Normal 
Conditions  Not  to  Be  Disqualified  for  School  Year  1918- 
1919,  in  Discretion  of  State  Superintendent  of  Education. — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  Let  every  school  or  school  district  entitled,  under  nor- 
mal conditions,  to  State  aid  and  disqualified  for  such  aid  during 
the  scholastic  year  1918-19  by  the  widespread  epidemic  of  influenza 
and  the  resulting  quarantine  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall, 
after  a  full  presentation  of  all  the  facts  in  writing  to  the  State  Super- 
intendent of  Education,  be  paid  the  regular  allotment  of  aid  hereto- 
fore allowed  under  the  Term  Extension  Law,  Act  431,  page  791, 
Statutes  1910  (Sections  1783-1789,  Civil  Code  1912);  under  the 
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Law  for  Consolidated  Schools  and  Graded  Schools  in  country  dis- 
tricts, commonly  known  as  the  Rural  Graded  School  Law  (Act  45, 
page  100,  Statutes  1917) ;  under  the  High  School  Law  (Act  501, 
page  875,  Statutes  1916)  and  under  the  Equalization  Law  for  Needy 
Schools  (Act  43,  page  97,  Statutes  1917).  All  requirements  of  the 
Term  Extension  Law,  the  Rural  Graded  School  Laws,  the  High 
School  Law,  or  the  Equalization  Law,  governing  enrollment,  attend- 
ance and  term,  may  be  waived  by  the  State  Superintendent  in  his 
discretion  wherever  the  County  Superintendent,  the  district  trus- 
tees, and  the  teachers  furnish  written  evidence,  showing  that  influ- 
enza prevented  the  local  school  from  meeting  existing  requirements. 

§  2.  Schools  to  Be  Kept  Running  If  Possible — Disburse- 
ment of  State  Aid. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Superin- 
tendent of  Education  and  of  every  other  school  officer  to  keep  the 
schools  running  where  possible  and  to  hold  in  school  the  maximum 
number  of  pupils,  having  always  due  regard  to  public  health.  All 
moneys  shall  be  paid  out  on  duly  itemized  vouchers  approved  by 
the  Comptroller  General  and  the  State  Superintendent  shall  make 
to  the  General  Assembly  a  full  and  detailed  statement  of  all  dis- 
bursements. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval — Void  After  July  1,  1919. 

— This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the 
Governor,  and  shall  be  null  and  void  on  and  after  July  1,  1919. 
Approved  14th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1919.

AN  ACT  to  Refund  Certain  Charter  Fees  to  a  Cotton  Mar- 
keting Association  Which  May  Be  Organized  Under 
the  Laws  of  This  State  and  to  Relieve  the  Corporation 
So  Organized  from  Taxes. 

Whereas,  W.  G.  Smith,  State  Warehouse  Commissioner;  B.  Har- 
ris, State  Commissioner  of  Agriculture;  W.  W.  Long,  Director  of 
Farm  Extension  Work  of  Clemson  College ;  J.  H.  Claffy,  President 
of  the  Farmers'  Union  of  South  Carolina,  and  J.  N.  Kervin,  Presi- 
dent of  the  South  Carolina  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Society, 
together  with  associates,  desire  to  form  under  the  laws  of  Soutli 
Carolina  a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  warehous- 
ing, marketing  and  financing  of  cotton;  therefore, 
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Section  1.  Secretary  of  State  to  Refund  Certain  Charter 

—  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be,  and  he  hereby  is, 
authorized  and  directed  to  refund  to  W.  G.  Smith,  State  Warehouse 
Commissioner;  B.  Harris,  State  Commissioner  of  Agriculture;  W. 
W.  Long,  Director  of  Farm  Extension  Work  of  Clemson  College; 
J.  H.  Claffy,  President  of  the  Farmers'  Union  of  South  Carolina, 
and  J.  N.  Kervin,  President  of  the  South  Carolina  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  Society,  the  charter  fees  which  they  would  otherwise 
be  required  to  pay  under  the  laws  of  the  State  for  their  charter. 

§  2.  Certain  Corporation  to  Be  Exempt  from  Taxation.—- 

That  the  corporation  organized  by  the  said  board  of  corporators  be, 
and  it  hereby  is,  relieved  and  exempted  from  all  State,  county  and 
municipal  taxes  of  every  nature  whatsoever  on  its  corporate  prop- 
erty, both  real  and  personal. 

§  3.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed.— -All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 
Approved  the  8th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1919.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  7  of  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to 
Abolish  the  Highway  Commission  of  Aiken  County, 
and  to  Provide  a  System  of  County  Government  for 
the  Said  County,"  Known  as  Act  No.  83  of  the  Acts 
of  1913. 

Section  1.  Act  (1913,  XXVIII  Stats.,  131)  Amended— 
Use  of  Chain  Gang  in  Aiken  County  —  Employment  of 
Superintendent  and  Guards.  —  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  7  of  an 
Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  abolish  the  Highway  Commission  of  Aiken 
county,  and  to  provide  a  system  of  county  government  for  said 
county,"  known  as  Act  No.  83,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended 
by  striking  out  after  the  word  "Commissioner"  on  line  1  of  said 
section  down  to  and  including  the  word  "they"  on  line  7,  and  insert- 
ing in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "Shall  have  charge  of  the  chain 
gang,  and  shall  direct  how,  when  and  where  they  shall  work :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  chain  gang  shall  work  for  a  period  of  three  months 
in  each  district  each  year.     The  Chief  Commissioner  and  the  Board 
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of  County  Commissioners  shall  employ  a  Superintendent  and  Guards 
for  the  said  chain  gang,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended, 
shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  7.  The  Chief  Commissioner  shall  have  charge  of  the 
chain  gang  and  shall  direct  how,  when  and  where  they  shall  work: 
Provided,  That  the  chain  gang  shall  work  for  a  period  of  three 
months  in  each  district  each  year.  The  Chief  Commissioner  and 
County  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  employ  a  Superintendent  and 
Guards  for  the  chain  gang ;  and  shall  manage  and  shall  have  charge 
of  all  other  business  of  the  county  of  a  general  character,  such  as 
electing  a  Superintendent  of  the  Poorhouse,  the  purchase  of  machin- 
ery, mules,  wagons  or  other  supplies;  appoint  and  fix  the  salaries 
of  all  township  overseers  or  other  necessary  employees  of  the 
county.  They  shall  apportion  the  county  road  funds  among  the 
various  townships  in  the  county  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
miles  of  public  road  in  each  township,  the  sum  so  appropriated  to 
be  expended  by  the  District  Commissioners  as  herein  provided; 
and  they  shall  keep  in  the  office  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  a  book 
of  the  county  road  funds,  by  townships,  in  like  manner  as  the 
County  Superintendent  of  Education  keeps  account  of  school  funds 
of  districts,  and  this  book  shall  be  a  record  of  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner's office  accessible  to  the  public;  they  shall  have  the  power  to 
contract  with  any  person  or  persons  for  the  upkeep,  repair  and 
maintenance  of  any  section  of  any  highway  in  the  county  out  of 
the  road  fund,  set  aside  and  applicable  to  the  repair  and  main- 
tenance of  such  particular  section  of  road,  as  other  contracts  are  let 
by  law  (but  such  contracts  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
entire  board) ;  said  contractor  or  contractors  shall  reside  not  more 
than  two  (2)  miles  from  the  particular  section  of  road  which  he 
agrees  to  keep  in  repair,  and  shall  give  such  bond  as  the  Board  may 
require  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  contract,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Chief  Commissioner.  If  any  section  of  highway  so  con- 
tracted out  shall  be  within  more  than  one  township,  the  cost  of 
maintaining  the  same  under  said  contract  shall  be  prorated  between 
the  townships  as  liable  therefor  according  to  the  portion  thereof 
in  each  township.  The  said  Chief  Commissioner  and  Board  of 
County  Commissioners  shall  perform  all  other  duties  now  devolv- 
ing upon  the  Highway  Commission  and  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners for  Aiken  county. 
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§  2.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  to  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  Investigation  of  and  Financial 
Condition  of  the  Offices  of  Aiken  County,  Together 
With  All  Transactions  Connected  Therewith  and  the 
Procedure  Thereof. 

Section  1.  Investigation  of  Finances  of  Aiken  County— r 
Powers  of  Committee. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  The  Governor  shall  appoint,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Legislative  Delegation  from  Aiken 
county,  three  citizens  of  Aiken  county,  who  shall  have  power  to 
investigate  every  phase  and  aspect  or  transaction  in  connection  with 
the  offices  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  and  the  District  Commission- 
ers, or  the  office  of  any  other  official  of  Aiken  county,  or  to  such 
extent  as  a  majority  of  such  committee  shall  desire,  going  as  far 
back  or  forward  as  said  committee  shall  deem  proper;  and  to  the 
end  that  such  investigation  may  be  complete  and  thorough,  power 
is  hereby  given  them  to  take  testimony,  swear  witnesses  and  cause 
the  production  of  papers,  records  and  documents,  and  witnesses 
upon  reasonable  notice,  either  member  of  said  committee  being 
authorized  to  swear  witnesses  on  his  election  as  Chairman;  and 
all  power  necessary  to  ascertain  the  financial  condition  of  the 
county,  the  cause  or  reason  of  its  present  condition,  the  correction 
of  any  loss  or  mismanagement  (if  any  such  shall  appear)  sustained 
by  the  county,  or  a  recovery  or  difference  on  account  thereof,  and 
to  institute  or  defend  any  suit  or  action  or  proceeding  in  the  name 
of  Aiken  county,  to  enforce  any  decree  of  said  committee  is  hereby 
given  to  them. 

§  2.  Employment  of  Help.  —  Said  committee  shall  employ 
such  clerical,  expert  or  accounting  help  as  they  may  deem  proper : 
Provided,  No  such  employments  shall  be  agreed  to  until  a  major- 
ity of  the  Aiken  Delegation  shall  have  agreed  in  writing  to  the 
amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor. 
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§  3.  Report  and  Recommendations.— Said  committee  shall 
report  to  the  said  Legislative  Delegation  during  1919  the  result  of 
its  work,  together  with  such  recommendation  as  will  be  helpful  to 
bring  about  any  remedial  legislation  they  may  deem  proper. 

§  4.  Assistance  of  Grand  Jury. — Said  committee  may  act 
with  the  Grand  Jury  or  a  committee  therefrom  or  solely. 

§  5.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
on  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  Holding  of  an  Election  in  Por- 
tions of  School  Districts  No*.  7,  27,  52  and  16  of  Aiken 
County  on  the  Question  of  Issuing  Fifty  Thousand 
($50,000.00)  Dollars  of  Coupon  Bonds  for  the  Build- 
ing of  Permanent  Roads  in  Said  Districts,  and  to  Elect 
Three  Commissioners  to  Expend  the  Same,  and  to 
Define  Their  Duties,  Powers  and  Term  of  Office. 


Section  1.  Election  on  Issue  of  Road  Bonds  in  Certain 
Districts  of  Aiken  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Aiken  county  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  order 
an  election  to  be  held  in  those  portions  of  Hammond  School  Dis- 
trict Nos.  7  and  27,  Silverton  School  District  No.  52  and  Ellenton 
School  District  No.  16,  as  are  located  and  defined  by  a  survey  and 
map  of  the  said  territory  made  by  J.  T.  Wise,  dated  February  6, 
1919,  and  containing  ninety-seven  and  five  one  hundredths  (97.05) 
square  miles,  said  election  to  be  held  on  the  8th  day  of  April,  1919, 
at  the  usual  voting  precincts  in  said  territory  on  the  question  of 
issuing  coupon  bonds  of  said  territory  or  districts  to  the  amount  of 
fifty  thousand  ($50,000.00)  dollars  for  permanent  road  improve- 
ment, and  to  elect  three  Commissioners  to  expend  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  said  bonds. 

The  Commissioners  of  Election  for  State  and  county  officers  of 
Aiken  county  shall  appoint  managers  of  said  election  and  shall 
receive  and  tabulate  returns  as  in  other  elections;  they  shall  report 
the  result  of  said  election  in  writing  in  duplicate,  one  copy  of  which 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  County  Commissioners  of  Aiken 
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county  and  one  copy  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  and 
shall  be  kept  as  permanent  records  of  said  offices.  Notice  of  said 
election  shall  be  published  by  the  said  Election  Commissioners  in 
some  newspaper  published  in  Aiken  county  once  a  week  for  three 
successive  weeks  preceding  the  holding  of  said  election.  The  said 
election  shall  be  held  under  the  laws  governing  the  holding  of  gen- 
eral elections  in  this  State,  provided  that  each  qualified  elector  resid- 
ing in  the  said  territory  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  in  said  election,  and 
if  the  voting  precinct  at  which  any  elector  residing  in  said  territory 
or  districts  is  without  said  territory  or  districts,  such  elector  shall 
be  allowed  to  vote  at  the  nearest  precinct  in  the  said  territory  or 
districts,  if  otherwise  qualified. 

§  2.  No  Compensation  for  Managers  of  Election.  —  The 

managers  of  the  said  election  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

§  3.  Ballots — Election  of  Commissioners. — The  ballots  shall 
be  provided  according  to  law;  on  one  ballot  shall  be  printed  the 
words  "For  permanent  road  bonds  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
($50,000.00)  dollars^— Yes,"  one  of  which  shall  be  printed  "For 
permanent  road  bonds  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  ($50,000.00) 
dollars— No." 

At  the  same  election  the  electors  voting  therein  shall  vote  in  a 
separate  box  prepared  therefor  for  three  qualified  electors  residing 
in  said  territory  or  districts,  one  from  each  district,  for  Commis- 
sioners, each  district  electing  one  Commissioner,  whose  powers, 
duties  and  term  of  office  are  hereinafter  defined.  The  three  per- 
sons receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  in  each  district  at  said 
election  shall  be  declared  elected. 

If  a  majority  of  the  ballots  cast  in  said  election  in  each  district 
on  the  question  of  issuing  bonds  shall  be  in  favor  thereof,  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Aiken  county  shall  issue  said  coupon  bonds  as 
hereinafter  directed. 

§  4.  Terms  and  Execution  of  Bonds. — The  said  bonds  shall 
be  known  as  "Permanent  Road  Improvement  Bonds  of  Hammond, 
Silverton  and  Ellenton  School  Districts  of  Aiken  County,"  and  shall 
be  in  denominations  of  $500.00  and  shall  be  dated  July  1,  1919,  to 
run  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a 
rate  of  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  annually  on 
the  first  day  of  July  of  each  and  every  year.  The  said  bonds  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  and  attested  by  the  Clerk  of 
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the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  Aiken  county  and  shall  have 
the  seal  of  the  said  Chief  Commissioner's  office  affixed  thereto,  pro- 
vided the  signature  of  the  said  Chief  Commissioner  and  Clerk  may 
be  lithographed  on  the  coupons  of  the  said  bonds. 

§  5.  Sale  of  Bonds* — The  said  Chief  Commissioner  and  the 
Commissioners  elected  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  sell 
said  bonds,  or  so  many  thereof  as  they  deem  advisable,  to  the  high- 
est bidder  therefor,  for  cash,  provided  the  said  bonds  are  not  to  be 
sold  for  less  than  par  value. 


§  6.  Disposition  of  Proceeds  of  Bonds, — The  funds  derived 
from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  County 
Treasurer  of  Aiken  county  and  he  shall  keep  the  same  in  a  separate 
fund  to  be  known  as  the  "Permanent  Road  Fund  for  Hammond, 
Silverton,  and  EUenton  Districts,"  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  on 
vouchers  issued  by  the  three  Commissioners  of  said  districts  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

§  7.  Road  Districts. — The  said  districts  hereinabove  referred 
to  shall  be  designated  as  District  No.  1,  composed  of  School  Dis- 
tricts Nos.  7  and  27;  District  No.  2,  composed  of  School  District 
No.  52 ;  District  No.  3,  composed  of  School  District  No.  16,  or  such 
portions  of  said  school  district  as  are  included  in  the  survey  herein- 
above referred  to ;  and  the  division  lines  dividing  said  districts  shall 
be  as  follows:  District  Nos.  1  and  2  shall  be  divided  by  Hollow 
Creek  and  Districts  Nos.  2  and  3  shall  be  divided  by  the  southern 
boundary  line  of  Silverton  School  District  No.  52. 

§  8.  Tax  for  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund. — There  shall  be 
levied  annually  on  all  of  the  taxable  property  of  said  districts  the 
following  taxes,  to  wit:  District  No.  1,  five  mills;  District  No.  2, 
two  mills ;  District  No.  3,  one  mill ;  said  taxes  to  be  collected  by  the 
Treasurer  of  Aiken  county  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  other  county  taxes  are  now  collected. 

The  said  Treasurer  shall  pay  out  of  the  amounts  so  collected  the 
annual  interest  accruing  on  said  bonds  and  the  balance,  if  any 
remaining,  shall  be  held  as  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the 
said  bonds  on  their  maturity.  This  sinking  fund  shall  be  depos- 
ited in  some  bank  or  banks  in  Aiken  county  at  not  less  than  four  per 
cent,  interest  per  annum,  said  interest  to  be  compounded  at  the  end 
of  each  year. 
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§  9.  Terms  of  Office  and  Bonds  of  Commissioners— Vacan- 
cies.— The  three  Commissioners  elected  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Act  shall  be  elected  one  from  each  of  said  districts,  and  the  first 
terms  of  office  shall  be  one  for  two  years,  one  for  four  years  and 
one  for  six  years,  which  terms  shall  be  decided  by  lot;  thereafter 
one  Commissioner  shall  be  elected  every  two  years  for  a  term  of 
six  years  until  said  office  is  abolished.  Each  of  said  Commissioners 
shall  serve  without  compensation  and  shall  give  a  bond  in  the  sum 
of  $5,000.00  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  which  bond 
shall  be  approved  by  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Aiken 
county.  Should  there  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  said  Commissioners 
by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Aiken  county  shall  order  an  election  in  the  district  in  which  said 
vacancy  shall  occur  for  the  election  of  a  Commissioner  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term  caused  by  the  said  vacancy  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  general  elections  are  now  held. 

§  10.  Organization  of  Commission — Records. — The  three 
persons  elected  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  known  as 
the  "Permanent  Road  Fund  Commission  of  Hammond,  Silverton 
and  Ellenton  Districts  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  of  Aiken  County,"  and  shall 
be  commissioned  as  other  county  officers  are  now  commissioned  and 
shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  number  as  Chairman  and  one 
as  Secretary,  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  sums  of 
money  expended  by  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  pur- 
pose for  which  and  to  whom  it  was  expended,  which  record  shall 
be  open  at  all  times  for  public  inspection. 

§  11.  Powers  of  Commission. — The  said  Commissioners  shall 
have  absolute  charge  of  the  disbursements  of  the  funds  herein  pro- 
vided for  and  shall  expend  the  same  in  the  construction,  main- 
tenance and  improvement  of  that  portion  of  a  public  road  leading 
from  Ellenton  in  the  said  territory  to  the  Savannah  River,  either  at 
Sand  Bar  Ferry  or  the  Hamberg  Bridge  between  L.  H.  Hankinson's 
Store  and  the  Savannah  River,  and  the  said  Commissioners  shall  be, 
and  are  hereby,  authorized  to  spend  said  funds  or  any  part  thereof 
in  building  a  bridge  across  the  Savannah  River  at  Sand  Bar  Ferry 
if  in  their  judgment  it  would  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  travel- 
ing public :  Provided,  That  after  the  construction  of  the  above  sec- 
tion of  road,  if  there  is  a  balance  of  said  fund  unexpended,  the  said 
Commission  may  use  so  much  thereof  as  they  see  fit  to  repair  any 
other  part  of  said  road. 
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For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the 
said  Commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  absolute  con- 
trol of  the  portion  of  said  road  from  L.  H.  Hankinson's  Store  to 
the  Savannah  River,  and  for  said  purposes  are  hereby  given  all  the 
powers  now  conferred  by  law  on  the  Chief  Commissioner  and 
County  Commissioners  of  Aiken  county  relating  to  the  construc- 
tion, maintenance  or  repair  of  public  roads  or  highways  in  said 
county. 

§  12*  Federal  Aid. — The  said  Commissioners,  together  with 
the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Aiken  county,  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed,  if  in  their  judgment  it  is  advisable,  to  do  all  acts  nec- 
essary to  conform  to  the  laws  now  in  force  for  obtaining  Federal 
aid  on  the  construction  or  maintenance  of  said  road  and  expend  so 
much  of  the  funds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  herein  author- 
ized, or  from  any  other  source,  in  the  said  districts  for  such  pur- 
poses. 

§  13.  Disbursement  of  Funds. — All  bills  incurred  by  the  said

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  15  of  an  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  Allendale  county/'  approved  February 
6,  1919,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  between 
the  words  "Springs"  and  "townships"  on  line  five  the  words  "and 
Red  Oak,"  and  by  inserting  between  the  words  "Lawton"  and 
"and"  on  line  six  the  word  "Peeples,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so 
amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Section  15.  There  shall  be  the  following  townships  in  Allendale 
county :  Allendale,  Beldoc,  Bull  Pond  and  Sycamore,  whose  bound- 
aries shall  remain  as  they  now  are,  except  to  Allendale  township 
shall  be  added  that  part  of  Great  Cypress  township  cut  into  Allen- 
dale county ;  that  part  of  Bennett  Springs  and  Red  Oak  townships

and  shall  be  known  as  Wilson  township." 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Empower  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners 
for  Allendale  County  to  Use  Unexpended  Balances,  the 
County  Chain  Gang,  Motor  Vehicle  License  Fees,  and 
to  Borrow  Money,  If  Necessary,  in  Order  to  Acquire 
Federal  Aid  for  the  Highways  of  Allendale  County. 

Section  1.  County  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Allendale 
County  May  Use  Certain  Funds  to  Secure  Federal  Aid  for 
Highways. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
terms  of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  approved  February  20,  1917,  known  as  Act  No.  163  of 
the  Acts  of  1917,  and  the  Act  of  Congress  referred  to  therein,  so 
as  to  acquire  the  benefits  thereof,  the  County  Board  of  Commission- 
ers for  Allendale  county  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
appropriate  and  use  for  such  purpose  any  unexpended  balances 
remaining  in  the  treasury  of  said  county  to  the  credit  of  any  of  the 
several  items  contained  in  the  Supply  Acts  for  said  county,  includ- 
ing the  ensuing  year,  which  has  not  been  expended,  and  will  not  be 
necessary  to  expend,  for  the  purpose  for  which  such  amount  or 
amounts  may  have  been  appropriated;  and  said  Board  shall  also 
appropriate  for  said  purpose  all  funds  derived  from  the  motor 
vehicle  licenses  and  paid  over  to  said  county  under  existing  laws, 
and  said  Board  may  likewise,  in  its  discretion,  use  the  chain  gang 
of  said  county  to  supplement  any  fund  made  available  under  the 
terms  of  said  Acts. 

§  2.  County  Board  of  Commissioners  May  Borrow  Any 
Sums  Necessary  to  Secure  Maximum  Amount  of  Federal 
Aid. — That  after  the  application  of  all  funds  derived  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  1  herein,  should  there  be  a  deficiency  with 
which  to  supplement  the  amount  available  for  the  county  of  Allen- 
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dale  under  the  terms  of  said  Acts,  then  the  said  County  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  Allendale  county  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  borrow,  in  the  name  of  said  county,  such  sum  of 
money,  on  the  best  terms  possible,  as  may  be  necessary  to  acquire 
the  total  amount  available  from  the  Federal  government  under  the 
terms  of  said  Acts,  which  shall  be  used  in  accordance  therewith. 

§  3.  Repealing  Clause* — All  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act 
are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  Issue  of  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty 
Thousand  ($250,000.00)  Dollars  of  Coupon  Bonds  for 
Building,  Improving,  and  Repairing  Public  Roads  and 
Bridges  in  Allendale  County. 


Section  1.  Election  on  Issue  of  Highway  Bonds  in  Allen- 
dale County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  the  Commission  provided  for  in  Section  2 
of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  Allendale  county,"  approved 
February  6,  1919,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  directed 
to  order  an  election  in  the  county  of  Allendale  on  the  question  of 
issuing  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  ($250,000.00)  dollars  of 
coupon  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  building,  improving  and  repairing 
public  roads  and  bridges  in  Allendale  county,  said  bonds  to  run  for 
a  period  of  thirty  (30)  years  and  to  bear  not  exceeding  five  (5%) 
per  cent,  interest. 

§  2.  Voting  Places  —  Notice  of  Election  —  Reports  of 
Result. — That  the  said  Commission  shall  order  the  said  election  to 
be  held  at  the  usual  places  for  voting  in  the  said  county  of  Allen- 
dale, at  such  time  as  they  deem  best,  and  shall  advertise  same  for 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  date  on  which  the  said  election  is  to 
be  held  in  one  county  newspaper  published  in  said  county ;  the  said 
election  to  be  held  under  the  supervision  of  the  Election  Commis- 
sioner of  the  said  county  of  Allendale  as  other  general  elections  are 
now  held.  The  said  Election  Commissioners  shall  report  the  result 
of  the  said  election  to  the  Commissioners  referred  to  in  Section  1  of 
this  Act,  and  also  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  said  returns 
shall  constitute  a  permanent  record  in  the  said  offices. 
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§  3.  Managers  of  Election — Ballots. — The  Election  Com- 
missioners of  the  said  county  of  Allendale  shall  appoint  managers 
to  take  charge  of  the  said  election,  and  shall  provide  a  sufficient 
number  of  ballots  for  the  same,  on  a  part  of  .which  shall  be  printed 
the  words,  "For  issuing  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  ($250,- 
000.00)  dollars  road  improvement  bonds  for  Allendale  county — 
Yes,"  and  on  a  part  shall  be  printed  the  wprds,  "For  issuing  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  ($250,000.00)  dollars  road  improve- 
ment bonds  for  Allendale  county — No."  All  the  duly  qualified 
electors  of  the  said  county  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  said 
election. 

§  4.  Terms  and  Execution  of  Bonds, — If  a  majority  of  the 
votes  at  the  said  election  be  in  favor  of  the  issuance  of  the  said 
bonds,  the  said  Commissioners  set  out  in  Section  2  of  an  Act  entitled 
"An  Act  to  establish  Allendale  county,"  approved  February  6,  1919, 
shall  issue  the  said  bonds,  or  so  much  thereof  as  they  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  purpose  of  this  Act,  in  denominations  of  one  thousand 
($1,000.00)  dollars,  said  bonds  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  not 
exceeding  five  (5%)  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  annually  on  the 
first  day  of  May  of  each  year ;  the  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  said  Commissioners,  and  attested  by  the  Secretary : 
Provided,  The  signatures  of  the  said  Chairman  and  Secretary  may 
be  lithographed  on  the  coupons  of  the  said  bonds. 

§  5.  Sale  of  Bonds. — That  the  said  Commissioners,  or  their 
successors  in  office,  shall  sell  the  said  bonds  to  the  highest  bidder 
therefor:  Provided,  That  the  said  bonds  shall  not  be  sold  for  less 
than  par,  and  that  the  said  Commissioners  shall  have  the  right  to 
reject  any  and  all  bids.  The  title  of  the  said  bonds  shall  be:  "High- 
way Improvement  Bonds  for  Allendale  County." 

§  6*  Tax  Levy  for  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund. — There  shall 
be  levied  upon  all  the  taxable  property  by  the  Auditor  of  said  county 
a  sufficient  tax  to  pay  the  interest  annually  accruing  on  the  said 
bonds,  and  also  to  pay  one-thirtieth  (1-30)  of  the  amount  of  said 
issue  of  bonds  each  year,  to  be  set  apart  as  a  sinking  fund  for  the 
payment  of  the  said  bonds  at  the  maturity  of  the  same,  and  the 
Treasurer  of  said  county  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  col- 
lect said  taxes  as  other  taxes  are  now  collected.    The  said  sinking 
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fund  shall  be  deposited  in  some  bank,  in  the  discretion  of  the  said 
Commissioners,  at  interest,  said  interest  to  be  compounded  quar- 
terly. 

§  7.  Use  of  Proceeds  of  Bonds. — The  said  Commissioners 
and  their  successors  shall  use  the  funds  derived  from  the  sale  of 
the  bonds  herein  provided  for  to  construct,  improve  and  repair  the 
public  highways  and  bridges  of  Allendale  county,  and  in  their  dis- 
cretion may  employ  a  Civil  Engineer  to  assist  them  in  the  same.  All 
work  done  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  of  a  permanent 
nature  and  the  said  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  let  out 
the  said  work  by  contract,  or  to  perform  the  same  by  day  labor,  as 
they  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  said  county :  Provided,  That 
if  the  said  work  on  the  roads  and  bridges  be  let  out  by  contract,  the 
contractor  shall  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  such  contract,  said  bond  to  be  approved  by 
the  said  Commissioners. 

§  8.  Bonds  Exempt  from  Taxation. — That  the  said  bonds 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  exempt  from  State  and 
county  taxes. 

§  9.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Ratify,  Confirm  and  Validate  Certain  Drainage 
Bonds  Issued  by  the  Board  of  Drainage  Commissioners 
of  Eighteen  Mile  Creek  Drainage  District. 


Section  1.  Bonds  of  Eighteen  Mile  Creek  Drainage  Dis- 
trict Validated. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina:  That  the  issue  by  the  Board  of  Drainage 
Commissioners  of  Eighteen  Mile  Creek  Drainage  District  of  Ander- 
son, Oconee  and  Pickens  counties  (but  with  the  venue  laid  in  Ander- 
son county)  of  sixty-six  (66)  coupon  drainage  bonds,  under  the 
drainage  laws  of  this  State,  each  for  the  principal  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  aggregating  the  sum  of  thirty-three  thousand  dol- 
lars, all  of  said  bonds  bearing  date  as  of  the  first  day  of  April,  1918, 
and  payable  on  the  first  day  of  April,  1943,  with  interest  from  date 
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thereof  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semiannually 
on  the  first  day  of  October  and  April  in  each  year  upon  presenta- 
tion and  surrender  of  the  interest  coupons  attached  to  said  bonds 
as  they  severally  become  due,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  ratified 
and  confirmed ;  and  said  bonds  are  hereby  declared  to  be  legal  and 
valid  obligations  of  the  said  Eighteen  Mile  Creek  Drainage  District, 
any  irregularity,  defect,  imperfection  or  omission  in  any  of  the 
proceedings  under  which  said  bonds  are  issued  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, and  said  bonds  in  the  hands  of  any  bona  fide  pur- 
chaser for  value  shall  be  incontestable.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  Levy  of  a  Special  Tax  of  Three 
(3)  Mills  on  West  Pelzer  School  District  No.  8,  of 
Anderson  County,  to  Pay  for  the  Erection  of  a  School 
Building.

Section  1.  Extra  Tax  Levy  in  School  District  No.  8,  Ander- 
son County — Purpose. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  Auditor  of  Anderson 
county  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to  levy  a  tax  of  three  (3)  mills 
in  addition  to  the  present  school  tax  on  all  property  assessed  for 
taxation  in  West  Pelzer  School  District  No.  8,  of  Anderson  county, 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  a  debt  of  the  said  district  incurred  in  the 
erection  of  its  school  building. 

§  2.  Duration  of  Levy.— -That  the  said  tax  herein  provided 
for  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four  years,  if  the  same  be  neces- 
sary for  said  purpose. 

§  3.  Use  of  Tax  Fund. — That  the  said  tax,  when  collected, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  Anderson  county  upon  the  war- 
rant of  the  Trustees  of  such  district  and  applied  upon  the  payment 
of  the  said  debt  and  interest. 

§  4.  Act  Effective  on  Approval.— -That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Holding  of  an  Election  in  Ander- 
son County,  South  Carolina,  on  the  Question  of  Issuing 
One  Million  Four  Hundred  and  Fifty.  Thousand  ($1,- 
450,000.00)  Dollars  in  Coupon  Bonds  for  the  Building 
of  Permanent  Roads  and  Bridges;  to  Provide  for  the 
Issuance  and  Negotiation  of  Said  Bonds  by  a  Commis- 
sion Herein  Provided  for;  to  Provide  for  the  Expendi- 
ture of  the  Proceeds  of  Said  Bonds  by  Said  Commission, 
and  to  Define  the  Duties  and  Powers  Thereof  in  Respect 
Thereto;  to  Provide  for  a  Sinking  Fund  and  Interest, 
and  to  Provide  for  the  Appointment  and  Election  of 
the  Members  of  Said  Commission. 


Section  1.  Election  in  Anderson  County  on  Issue  of  High- 
way Bonds — Managers — Returns — Notice— -Compensation 

of  Managers.— Be  it  enactedby  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  an  election  shall  be  held  in  the  county  of 
Anderson,  South  Carolina,  at  the  legal  voting  precincts  fti  said 
county  on  the  15th  day  of  May,  1919,  upon  the  question  of  issuing 
coupon  bonds  of  the  said  county  in  the  amount  of  one  million  four 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  ($1,450,000.00)  dollars  for  permanent 
road  improvement  and  bridges.  The  Commissioners  of  Election 
for  State  and  county  officers  for  Anderson  county  shall  appoint  the 
managers  of  said  election,  receive  and  tabulate  the  returns,  and 
declare  the  result,  as  in  other  elections ;  they  shall  report  the  result 
of  said  election  in  writing  in  duplicate,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  Court  for  Anderson  county  and 
recorded  by  him,  and  the  other  copy  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  and  the  said  duplicate  report  shall  be  kept  on  per- 
petual record  in  said  offices.  Notice  of  said  election  shall  be  pub- 
lished by  said  Commissioners  of  Election  in  one  or  more  newspapers 
published  in  said  county  once  a  week  for  three  weeks  preceding 
said  election.  Said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  under  the 
laws  governing  the  holding  of  general  elections  in  this  State,  and  all 
registered  electors  of  said  county  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  thereat, 
and  the  books  of  registration  shall  be  furnished  the  managers  as  ill 
other  elections.  The  managers  of  said  election  shall  receive  one 
dollar  each  as  compensation  for  their  services. 
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§  2.  Ballots. — The  ballots  shall  be  provided  by  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners  according  to  law;  on  the  one  ballot  shall 
be  printed  the  words,  "For  permanent  road  bonds,  in  the  sum  of 
$1,450,000.00 — Yes;"  on  the  other,  "For  permanent  road  bonds,  in 
the  sum  of  $1,450,000.00— No." 

§  3.  Issue  and  Sale  of  Bonds.— -If  a  majority  of  the  ballots 
cast  in  said  election  shall  be  for  the  issuing  of  said  bonds,  the  five 
Commissioners  hereinafter  provided  for,  to  be  known  as  the  High- 
way Commission  of  Anderson  County,  shall  advertise  for  sealed 
bids  on  said  bonds,  and  shall  sell  the  same  in  such  lots  and  at  such 
times  as  the  said  Commission  may  deem  advisable :  Provided,  That 
all  bonds  shall  be  dated  either  January  1st  or  July  1st.  And  the 
Commission  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids  and  read- 
vertise  for  bids  if  they  deem  such  a  course  advisable. 

§  4.  Terms  of  Bonds.— -The  said  bonds  shall  be  known  as  the 
Highway  Improvement  Bonds  of  Anderson  County;  shall  be  in 
denominations  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars  each;  shall  be 
serial  coupon  bonds,  to  run  for  such  terms  as  the  Commission  shall 
deem  advisable,  none,  however,  exceeding  forty  (40)  years,  and 
bear  interest  from  the  date  of  issue  at  the  rate  of  not  exceeding  five 
(5%)  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  said  Com- 
mission, payable  semiannually  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July 
of  each  year. 

§  5.  Execution  of  Bonds  and  Coupons. — Upon  the  accept- 
ance of  any  bids  the  said  Commission  shall  have  printed  coupon 
bonds  of  the  said  county  of  the  tenor  above  set  out.  The  bonds 
shall  be  sealed  with  the  county  seal,  shall  be  signed  by  the  County 
Supervisor  of  Anderson  county  and  by  the  said  Highway  Commis- 
sion hereinafter  provided  for,  and  the  signatures  of  the  said  officers 
may  be  lithographed  upon  the  coupons  for  the  semiannual  install- 
ments of  interest  on  said  bonds. 

§  6.  Tax  for  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund.— There  shall  be 
levied  annually  on  the  property  assessed  for  taxation  in  said  county 
a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  to  fall  due  on  any  of  the  outstand- 
ing bonds  until  the  said  bonds  are  paid,  and  also  a  tax  sufficient  to 
provide  a  sinking  fund  which,  with  the  accumulation  of  interest 
thereon,  will  retire  the  said  bonds  at  their  several  maturities.  Such 
tax  for  sinking  fund  not  to  be  levied,  however,  for  two  years  after 
the  passage  of  this  Act. 
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§  7. — Sinking  Fund  Commission— -Payment  of  Bonds. — 

The  said  sinking  fund  shall  be  by  the  County  Treasurer  paid  over 
to  the  Clerk  of  Court,  Supervisor  and  Treasurer  of  the  said  county, 
who  shall  constitute,  by  virtue  of  their  offices,  a  Sinking  Fund  Com- 
mission, and  who  shall  keep  the  said  sinking  fund  invested  or  upon 
deposit  in  banks  of  good  reputation,  at  the  best  rates  of  interest 
obtainable,  not  less  than  four  and  a  half  (4^%)  per  cent,  per 
annum,  and  add  the  accumulation  of  interest  to  said  fund.  The 
said  bonds  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  said  sinking  fund  at  their  sev- 
eral maturities,  and  the  full  faith,  credit  and  resources  of  the  said 
county  are  to  be  and  stand  pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  said 
bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  when  and  as  the  same  fall  due. 


§  8.  Disposition  of  Proceeds  of  Bonds.— -The  funds  arising 
from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the 
Treasurer  of  Anderson  county  in  a  separate  fund,  to  be  known  as 
the  Highway  Improvement  Fund,  in  the  several  banks  of  Anderson 
county,  according  to  and  in  the  proportion  of  the  combined  capital 
stock  and  surplus  of  each  bank  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable,  at 
a  rate  of  interest  satisfactory  to  the  Commission,  from  the  date  of 
the  deposit  until  the  said  deposit  is  withdrawn  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Highway  Commission  as  needed  by  them  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  under  this  Act.  Said  funds  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Chairman  and  at  least  three 
other  members  of  said  Commission. 

§  9.  Personnel  of  Highway  Commission— Compensation 
— Organization — Term  of  Office.-— The  Highway  Commission 
of  Anderson  county  shall  be  composed  of  five  members,  as  follows: 
The  Supervisor  of  said  county,  who  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  of 
said  Commission,  two  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  of 
South  Carolina  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Anderson  County 
Delegation  in  the  General  Assembly,  and  two  members  to  be  elected 
as  hereinafter  provided.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  said  Commis- 
sion, it  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  majority  of  said  delegation  from  said  county  in  the  General 
Assembly.  The  members  of  the  said  Commission  shall  receive  no 
compensation  except  their  actual  expenses  while  engaged  in  their 
duties  as  Commissioners.  The  said  Commission  shall  elect  its  own 
Chairman  and  Secretary  and  hold  office  for  five  years,  at  which  time 
the  said  office  shall  cease  and  determine. 
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§  10.  Election  of  Two  Commissioners — Bond  of  Commis- 
sioners.—Two  members  of  the  said  Commission  shall  be  elected  at 
an  election  held  in  the  said  county,  at  the  same  time  and  place  as 
the  election  on  the  question  of  issuing  said  bonds.  At  said  election 
a  separate  box  shall  be  provided  at  each  legal  voting  precinct  upon 
which  registered  electors  may  vote  for  two  members  of  the  said 
Commission,  and  the  two  receiving  the  highest  votes  shall  be  declared 
elected.  All  of  the  members  of  said  Commission  shall  be  citizens 
of  Anderson  county  and  each  of  them  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum 
of  $10,000.00,  with  surety  to  be  approved  by  the  Clerk  of  Court  for 
Anderson  county  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as  Com- 
missioner. 

§  11.  Roads  to  Be  Improved  —  Condemnation  —  Road 
Material.— -The  duties  of  the  said  Commission  shall  be  to  use  the 
proceeds  of  the  bonds  above  provided  for  in  the  construction  of  a 
system  of  improved  highways  throughout  Anderson  county,  the  said 
system  to  embrace  the  following  roads: 

1.  A  road  from  Anderson  to  Piedmont  via  PiercetQwn. 

2.  A  road  leading  from  the  John  Smith  place,  on  the  last-men- 
tioned road,  to  Dunham's  Bridge. 

3.  A  road  leading  from  the  said  John  Smith  place  to  Pelzer  and 
Williamston  via  White  Plains. 

4.  A  road  from-  Anderson  to  Pelzer  via  Williamston. 

5.  A  road  from  Anderson  to  Cooley's  Bridge  via  Neals  Creek 
Church  and  Belton. 

6.  A  road  from  Neals  Creek  Church  to  Fisher's  Store  via  Clay- 
tonville. 

7.  A  road  leading  from  the  last-mentioned  road  to  Honea  Path 
via  Barker's  Creek  Church. 

8.  A  road  from  Honea  Path  to  Williamston  via  Belton. 

9.  A  road  from  Anderson  via  Emerson's  Bridge  and  Ebenezer 
Church  to  Saylot's  Cross  Roads. 

10.  A  road  leading  from  Fisher's  Store  to  Carswell  Institute. 

11.  A  road  from  Carswell  to  Iva. 

12.  A  road  from  Anderson  to  Barnes  via  Starr  and  Iva. 

13.  A  road  from  Starr  to  Hailey's  Ferry. 

14.  The  Mountain  Creek  Road  to  Alford's  Bridge. 
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15.  A  road  from  Anderson  via  Dobbins  Bridge  to  county  line 
toward  Fair  Place. 

16.  A  road  leading  from  this  road  or  from  Anderson  to  Town- 
ville  via  Portman  Shoals. 

17.  A  road  from  Anderson  to  county  line  on  road  to  Clemson 
College  via  Sandy  Springs  and  Pendleton. 

18.  A  road  leading  from  some  point  on  this  road  via  Five  Forks 
to  county  line  in  the  direction  of  Liberty. 

19.  A  road  either  from  Five  Forks  or  the  John  Smith  place,  on 
the  Piedmont  Road,  to  the  Pickens  county  line  near  the  Nalley 
place. 

20.  A  road  leading  from  Pendleton  to  the  Anderson  to  Portman 
Road  near  Deep  Creek. 

21.  A  road  from  Honea  Path  to  French's  Bridge. 

The  improved  roads  shall  follow  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable 
the  existing  routes  of  the  said  roads,  but  the  said  Commission  shall 
have  the  same  power  and  authority  to  condemn  lands  for  the  relo- 
cation of  any  of  the  said  roads  to  be  reconstructed  and  improved 
by  them  as  is  now  vested  by  law  in  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners, and  the  said  power  shall  be  exercised  and  enforced  in  the 
same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations  as  are  now  provided 
by  law  in  the  proceedings  for  the  condemnation  of  rights  of  way 
by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners.  The  said  roads  shall  be 
surfaced  with  concrete  or  other  hard  and  durable  surface,  or  part 
of  one  durable  material  and  part  of  another,  as  the  said  Commis- 
sion shall  deem  expedient. 

§  12.  Engineer— -Assistants. — Said  Commission  shall  employ 
a  competent  engineer  and  such  other  assistants  and  agents  and  at 
such  compensation  as  they  deem  proper,  the  necessary  compensa- 
tion and  expenses  of  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  said  funds. 

§  13.  Methods  of  Work — To  Proceed  Simultaneously. — 

The  said  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  let  all  of  the  said 
work  by  contract,  or  may  do  said  work  part  by  contract  and  part 
otherwise,  and  the  said  work  shall  proceed  as  far  as  practicable 
simultaneously  in  different  portions  of  the  county,  so  that  all  por- 
tions of  the  county  may  enjoy  the  benefit  of  the  same  as  soon  as 
possible. 
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§  14.  Records  of  Commission — Reports.— The  said  Com- 
mission shall  keep  books,  setting  forth  all  contracts  made  by  it  for 
the  construction  or  repair  of  said  roads,  which  books  shall  be  open 
for  public  inspection  at  all  reasonable  times.  They  shall  also  present 
quarterly  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  Anderson  county  an  itemized 
statement  of  all  funds  received  and  disbursed  by  them,  which 
report  shall  be  a  part  of  the  records  of  said  Court.  At  the  expira- 
tion of  the  life  of  said  Commission  all  its  contracts,  papers  and 
books  of  account  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  Clerk  of  Court  of  said 
county  and  filed  in  his  office 

§  IS.  Use  of  Interest  on  Bond  Funds.— -The  interest  accru- 
ing on  the  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  said  bonds  while 
deposited  in  the  banks  of  Anderson  county,  as  hereinabove  pro- 
vided, shall  be  by  the  Treasurer  of  said  county  added  to  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  said  sum  to  be  expended  by  the  said  Commission,  as 
hereinabove  provided. 

§  16..  Expenses  of  Election.— -The  expenses  of  conducting  the 
election  on  the  issuance  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  cur- 
rent funds  of  Anderson  county  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Supervisor 
and  Board  of  Commissioners. 

§  17.  No  Commissioner  to  Be  Interested  in  Any  Contract 
for  Labor  or  Material — No  Relative  Within  Sixth  Degree 
to  Be  Employed.  — -  No  member  of  said  Highway  Commission 
shall  take  a  contract  to  furnish  labor  or  material  for  the  public 
improvements  authorized  under  this  Act ;  nor  shall  the  Commission 
employ,  in  any  capacity,  any  person  related  by  blood  or  marriage  to 
any  member  of  said  Commission  within  the  sixth  degree. 

§  18.  Co-operation  With  State  Highway  Department- 
Federal  Aid. — The  Commission  is  authorized  to  co-operate  with 
such  State  Highway  Department,  or  the  equivalent  thereof,  as  may 
be  created  in  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  necessary  to  secure  for  Anderson  county  the  advantages  of  par- 
ticipation in  any  funds  apportioned  for  road  improvement  to  the 
State  of  South  Carolina  by  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
and  also  in  any  funds  which  may  become  available  from  the  State 
Highway  Department. 

§  19.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  1  and  Section  2  of  an  Act  Entitled 
"An  Act  to  Empower  the  County  Board  of  Commission- 
ers of  Bamberg  County  to  Use  Unexpended  Balances, 
the  County  Chain  Gang,  Motor  Vehicle  License  Fees, 
and  to  Borrow  Money,  If  Necessary,  in  Order  to  Acquire 
Federal  Aid  for  the  Highways  of  Bamborg  County," 
Approved  the  2d  Day  of  March,  1918,  by  Striking  Out 
the  Word  "Available"  on  Line  15  of  Section  1  and  on 
Line  2  of  Section  2  of  Said  Act. 

Section  1.  Act  (1918,  XXX  Stats.,  1081)  Amended — Use 
of  Funds  in  Bamberg  County  to  Secrue  Federal  Aid — Power 
to  Borrow. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  Sections  1  and  2  of  an  Act  entitled  "An 
Act  to  empower  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Bamberg 
county  to  use  unexpended  balances,  the  county  chain  gang,  motor 
vehicle  license  fees,  and  to  borrow  money,  if  necessary,  in  order  to 
acquire  Federal  aid  for  the  highways  of  Bamberg  county,"  approved 
the  2d  day  of  March,  1918,  by  striking  out  the  word  "available"  on 
line  15  of  Section  1  of  said  Act  and  by  striking  out  the  word 
"available"  on  line  2  of  Section  2  of  said  Act,  so  that  the  said  Act, 
when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Section  1.  That  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  terms 
of  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina 
approved  February  20,  1917,  known  as  Act  No.  163  of  the  Acts  of 
1917,  and  the  Act  of  Congress  referred  to  therein,  so  as  to  acquire 
the  benefits  thereof,  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Bam- 
berg county  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appropriate 
and  use  for  such  purpose  any  unexpended  balances  remaining  in 
the  treasury  of  said  county  to  the  credit  of  any  of  the  several  items 
contained  in  the  Supply  Act  for  said  county,  including  the  ensuing 
year,  which  has  not  been  expended,  and  will  not  be  necessary  to 
expend,  for  the  purpose  for  which  such  amount  or  amounts  may 
have  been  appropriated ;  and  said  Board  shall  also  appropriate  for 
said  purpose  all  funds  derived  from  the  motor  vehicle  licenses  and 
paid  over  to  said  county  under  existing  laws,  and  said  Board  may 
likewise,  in  its  discretion,  use  the  chain  gang  of  said  county  to  sup- 
plement any  fund  made  available  under  the  terms  of  said  Acts. 
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"Section  2.  That  after  the  application  of  all  funds  derived  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  1  herein,  should  there  be  a  deficiency  with 
which  to  supplement  the  amount  available  for  the  county  of  Bam- 
berg under  the  terms  of  said  Acts,  then  the  said  County  Board 
of  Commissioners  for  Bamberg  county  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  borrow,  in  the  name  of  said  county,  such  sum  of 
money,  on  the  best  terms  possible,  as  may  be  necessary  to  acquire 
the  total  amount  available  from  the  Federal  government  under  the 
terms  of  said  Acts,  which  shall  be  used  in  accordance  therewith. 

"Section  3.  That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this 
Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

"Section  4.  That  this  Act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately  upon 
its  approval  by  the  Governor."

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Reindexing  of  Deeds,  Mortgages 
and  Judgments  Recorded  in  the  Office  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  Court  for  Bamberg  and  Lancaster  Counties,  and  to 
Fix  the  Compensation  Therefor. 

Section  1.  Commission  for  Reindexing  Records  in  Bam- 
berg County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  and  Treasurer  of 
Bamberg  county  and  one  lawyer  to  be  designated  by  them  shall  con- 
stitute a  commission  to  look  into  the  matter  of  reindexing  the  deeds, 
mortgages,  judgments  and  any  other  matters  pertaining  to  real 
estate  now  or  hereafter  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  Court 
of  Bamberg  county. 

§  2.  Powers  of  Commission.— -That  the  said  commission  shall 
look  into  and  investigate  the  different  systems  now  in  vogue  for  the 
reindexing  of  records,  having  in  view  the  probable  cost  of  each  sys- 
tem, and  shall  adopt  and  put  into  effect  the  system  best  suited  to 
the  needs  of  the  said  county,  having  due  regard  as  to  the  cost 
thereof:  Provided,  That  the  said  commission  may  contract  with 
any  responsible  person  or  persons  to  perform  the  said  work  or 
may  cause  the  same  to  be  done  in  any  other  way  or  manner  which 
said  commission  may  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  said  county. 
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§  3.  Appropriation.— -That  there  is  hereby  appropriated  from 
the  funds  of  Bamberg  county  sufficient  funds  to  properly  carry  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners are  hereby  instructed  and  empowered  to  pay  for  Jthe  said 
reindexing  upon  proper  showing,  and  the  receipt  of  the  said  com- 
mission shall  constitute  a  proper  voucher  for  paying  out  the  said 
money :  Provided,  That  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  said  reindex- 
ing shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars. 


§  4.  Commission  for  Reindexing  Records  in  Lancaster 
County  —  System  of  Indexing. — That  the  Clerk  of  Court  and 
Treasurer  of  Lancaster  county  and  one  lawyer  to  be  designated  by 
them  shall  constitute  a  commission  to  accomplish  the  reindexing  of 
all  deeds,  mortgages,  judgments  and  any  other  matter  pertaining  to 
real  estate  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  for  Lan- 
caster county  since  the  first  day  of  January,  1876,  up  to  the  present 
time.  That  the  said  commission  shall  adopt  and  put  into  effect 
what  is  known  as  the  Cotts  Family  Index  system  or  other  similar 
system  in  reindexing  said  records:  Provided,  That  the  said  com- 
mission may  contract  with  any  person  or  persons  to  perform  the 
said  work. 

§  5.  Payment  for  Reindexing. — That  the  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  of  Lancaster  county  is  hereby  instructed  and  empow- 
ered to  pay  for  the  said  reindexing  upon  proper  showing,  and  the 
receipt  of  the  said  commission  shall  constitute  a  proper  voucher  for 
paying  out  the  said  money :  Provided,  That  the  amount  to  be  paid 
for  the  said  reindexing  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars. 

§  6.  No  Compensation  for  Commission.— -That  said  commis- 
sion shall  serve  without  compensation. 

§  7.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — That  all  Acts  or  parts  of 
Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  8.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

Act  to  create  a  new  school  district  within  the  township  of  Blackville, 
in  Barnwell  county,  to  be  known  as  'The  Blackville  School  District/ 
and  to  authorize  the  lery  and  collection  of  a  local  tax  therein, 
approved  the  23d  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1890,  and  all  Acts  amend- 
atory thereof,"  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

—  That  the  territory 
known  as  "The  Blackville  School  District"  shall  be  hereafter  con- 
trolled by  the  General  School  Law  as  set  forth  in  the  Code  of  Laws 
of  South  Carolina,  1912,  Volume  I. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval.^This  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

John  G.  Simms,  a  Minor,  to  Be  Permitted  to 
Apply  for  License  to  Practice  Law.— -Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  John  G.  Simms, 
of  Barnwell,  a  minor  of  twenty  years  of  age,  be  permitted  to  apply 
to  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  for  a  license  to  practice  law  in 
the  Courts  of  this  State  upon  his  presenting  a  diploma  from  the  Law 
Department  of  the  University  of  South  Carolina,  and  being  qual- 
ified otherwise  than  as  to  age. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  Sheriff  of  Berkeley  County  to 
Purchase  Bloodhounds  for  the  Use  of  Said  County. 

Section  1.  Sheriff  of  Berkeley  County  to  Purchase  Blood- 
hounds.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  the  Sheriff  of  Berkeley  county  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  to  purchase  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  county 
of  Berkeley  two  bloodhounds,  said  purchase  price  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  county  funds  upon  a  warrant  drawn*  by  the  Sheriff  upon  the 
Treasurer  of  the  said  county.

AN  ACT  to  Incorporate  the  Town  of  Fort  Motte,  in  Calhoun 

County. 

Section  1.  Town  of  Fort  Motte  Incorporated— Corporate 
Limits. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  all  citizens  of  the  United  States  who  are  now 
or  hereafter  may  be  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Fort  Motte  shall 
be  deemed,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, and  the  said  town  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  Fort 
Motte,  and  the  limits  thereof  shall  extend  for  a  distance  of  one-half 
mile  in  every  direction  from  the  station  of  the  Southern  Railway 
Company  as  a  center. 

§  2.  Corporate  Powers. — That  the  said  town  of  Fort  Motte 
shall  be  vested  with  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  granted  by, 
and  is  subject  to,  all  the  limitations  and  provisions  contained  in  an 
Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  and  regulate  the  incorporation 
of  towns  of  less  than  one  thousand  inhabitants  in  this  State," 
approved  December  23,  1885. 

§  3.  Duration  of  Corporation. — This  Act  shall  be  deemed  a 
public  Act  and  shall  continue  in  force  for  thirty  years  from  the  date 
of  its  passage  and  until  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Assembly 
next  thereafter. 

§  4.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  Building  of  a  Bridge  Across 
Folly  River  and  Folly  Creek  at  or  Near  Long  Island, 
in  Charleston  County. 


— Be  it  en- 
acted by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That 
Folly  Island  Company,  or  its  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby 
authorized,  and  empowered  to  build  a  suitable  bridge,  at  its  own 
expense,  across  Folly  Creek  and  Folly  River,  connecting  Folly 
Island  with  James  Island  at  or  near  the  island  known  as  Long 
Island,  in  Charleston  county,  for  the  convenience  of  the  public. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  Charleston  County  to  Issue 

tional  Bonds  Not  Exceeding  in  Amount  $400,000.00, 
and  Beaufort  County  to  Issue  Bonds  Not  Exceeding  in 
Amount  $100,000.00,  for  Building  and  Repairing  Pub- 
lic Roads  and  Constructing  and  Purchasing  Bridges, 
and  to  Provide  for  a  Sinking  Fund  Therefor,  and  Also 
for  an  Election  to  Determine  the  Same. 

Section  1.  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  Charleston 
County  to  Issue  Bonds,  Subject  to  Result  of  Election. — Be  it 

enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
That  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  Charleston  county  be, 
and  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  coupon  bonds 
of  Charleston  county  not  exceeding  in  amount  $400,000.00,  payable 
to  bearer  in  denominations  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  bearing  a 
rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  four  and  one-half  per  cent,  per 
annum,  payable  semiannually,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twenty 
years ;  the  Sanitary  and  Drainage  Commission  of  Charleston  county 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  sell  the  same  at  such  time 
or  times  as  they  may  deem  best,  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  set 
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forth:  Provided,  That  the  question  of  issuing  said  bonds  shall  be 
first  submitted  ot  the  qualified  electors  of  said  county  at  such  time 
as  the  Sanitary  and  Drainage  Commission  shall  designate. 

§  2.  Managers  of  Election  —  Notice  —  Hours.— That  the 
said  election  shall  be  held  after  a  notice  thereof  published  once  a 
week  in  a  newspaper  in  said  county  for  three  weeks  prior  to  said 
election,  and  all  voters  registered  in  the  county  of  Charleston  at  the 
last  general  election  and  those  who  may  have  registered  thereafter 
at  any  time  preceding  said  election  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  thereat 
The  said  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  appoint  managers 
for  each  precinct,  who  shall  take  the  usual  oath  of  managers  of 
general  elections  in  this  State.  The  polls  shall  be  open  at  8  a.  m. 
and  closed  at  4  p.  m. 

§  3.  Ballots — Returns. — That  all  persons  voting  in  said  elec- 
tion shall  cast  a  ballot  with  the  words  plainly  written  or  printed 
thereon,  "In  favor  of  the  issue  of  bonds — Yes."  Those  opposed 
to  said  issue  shall  cast  a  ballot  with  the  words  plainly  written  or 
printed  thereon,  "Against  the  issue  of  bonds.'-'  The  managers  of 
such  election  shall  declare  the  results  and  make  certified  returns 
thereof  to  the  County  Supervisor. 

§  4.  Execution  of  Bonds. — That  if  the  majority  of  ballots 
cast  at  said  election  are  in  favor  of  said  issue  of  bonds,  upon  the 
filing  of  said  returns  the  Supervisor  is  authorized  to  issue  coupon 
bonds  in  said  amount,  said  bonds  to  be  signed  by  the  County  Super- 
visor, attested  by  the  Clerk,  sealed  with  the  seal  of  his  office,  and 
the  lithographed  signature  of  the  Supervisor  on  the  coupons  of  said 
bonds  shall  be  a  sufficient  signing  of  the  same. 

§  5.  Sale  of  Bonds — Use  of  Proceeds. — That  the  said  bonds 
shall  be  turned  over  to  the  said  Sanitary  and  Drainage  Commission 
of  Charleston  county,  to  be  disposed  of  for  cash,  at  not  less  than 
par,  at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  the  building  and  repair- 
ing of  public  roads  and  constructing  and  purchasing  bridges  in  said 
county  may  in  their  discretion  require,  said  sales  to  be  upon  such 
notice  by  advertisement  and  competitive  bids  as  the  said  Sanitary 
and  Drainage  Commission  shall  deem  proper. 

§  6.  Bond  Fund  Separate.— That  the  proceeds  of  the  sales 
of  such  bonds  shall  be  placed  by  the  said  Commission  with  the 
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County  Treasurer  of  Charleston  county,  and  shall  by  him  be  kept 
separate  and  distinct  from  all  other  funds,  and  paid  out  only  upon 
the  order  of  said  Commission. 

§  7.  Tax  for  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund. — That  there  shall 
be  levied  annually  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  Charleston 
county  by  the  County  Auditor  a  sum  sufficient  to  create  a  sinking 
fund  sufficient  to  pay  said  bonds  and  interest  as  the  same  matures. 

§  8.  Beaufort  County  to  Issue  Road  and  Bridge  Bonds- 
Election. —  The  County  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Beaufort 
county  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue 
and  sell  coupon  bonds  of  and  for  the  county  of  Beaufort,  payable 
to  bearer  in  such  denomination  as  they  deem  necessary,  in  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  bearing  a  rate  of  interest  not  to 
exceed  five  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  annually  or  semiannually 
at  such  time  as  they  may  deem  best,  for  the  purpose  of  building  and 
repairing  roads  and  bridges  in  said  county:  Provided,  That  the 
question  of  issuing  said  bonds  shall  be  first  submitted  to  the  qual- 
ified voters  of  said  county  at  an  election  to  be  held  at  the  usual  vot- 
ing precincts  in  said  county  at  such  time  as  the  Legislative  Delega- 
tion of  said  county  shall  designate. 

§  9.  Notice  of  Election — Managers— Returns.— That  after 
said  time  has  been  designated  the  said  County  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners shall  appoint  managers  and  order  an  election  to  be  held  on 
the  question  of  whether  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  or  not,  in  which 
election  only  qualified  electors  shall  be  allowed  to  vote;  and  the 
said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  publish  a  notice  ordering  said 
election,  for  not  less  than  three  weeks,  in  one  or  more  of  the  news- 
papers published  in  the  town  of  Beaufort,  and  said  managers  shall 
conduct,  direct  and  declare  the  results  of  said  election  and  make 
returns  thereof  to  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners. 

§  10*  Ballots. — That  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  have 
printed  for  the  use  of  the  voters  in  said  election  an  equal  number 
of  ballots,  on  which  shall  be  printed  the  words,  "For  the  issue  of 
bonds,"  and  on  the  other  set  the  words,  "Against  the  issuing  of 
bonds." 

§  11.  Sale  of  Bonds — Use  of  Proceeds — Tax  Levy — Sink- 
ing Fund. — If  the  majority  of  votes  cast  at  said  election  shall  be 
for  the  issuing  of  bonds,  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners  may 
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issue  said  bonds  in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  may  be 
required  by  the  said  Board,  which  shall  run  for  a  period  of  not  more 
than  twenty  years,  the  proceeds  of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  and  rebuilding  roads  and  bridges  in  said  county: 
Provided,  That  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds  there  shall 
be  spent  in  each  township  an  amount  in  the  proportion  that  the 
valuation  of  property  for  taxation  therein  bears  to  the  tax  valuation 
of  the  county.  Upon  the  issuance  of  said  bonds,  or  any  part  of 
the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Auditor  and  County 
Treasurer,  respectively,  or  other  officers  charged  with  their  duties, 
to  levy  and  collect  annually  from  all  property,  real  and  personal, 
within  the  limits  of  said  county,  a  tax  not  to  exceed  three  mills  to 
pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  and  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the 
payment  of  said  bonds.  Said  sinking  fund  shall  be  loaned  at  inter- 
est to,  or  deposited  at  interest  in,  two  or  more  banks,  which  shall 
give  sufficient  security  to  guarantee  the  fund  against  loss. 

§  12.  Execution  of  Bonds.  —  The  said  bonds  and  coupons 
thereto  attached  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  and  countersigned 
by  the  Secretary  of  said  Board  of  Commissioners  of  said  county: 
Provided,  That  the  signature  of  said  officers  may  be  lithographed 
upon  the  coupons  attached  to  the  said  bonds,  and  such  lithograph 
signatures  shall  be  sufficient  signatures  thereof. 

§  13.  Roads  to  Be  Improved  —  Disbursement  of  Bond 
Fund. — No  part  of  said  fund  shall  be  expended  for  the  improve- 
ment of  any  road  which  has  no  thoroughfare  to  a  city  or  town  or 
to  a  public  landing,  bridge  or  ferry.  The  said  roads  and  bridges 
to  be  improved  or  built  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Commissioners  of  Beaufort  county,  who  are 
empowered  and  directed  to  expend  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of 
said  bonds  when  they  become  available.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  County  Treasurer  to  pay  out  the  money  received  from  the 
sale  of  these  bonds  upon  the  order  of  the  Commissioners  of  Beau- 
fort county. 

§  14.  Sections  of  Act  Independent. — The  various  sections  of 
this  Act  are  hereby  declared  to  be  independent  of  each  other;  and 
in  the  event  any  section  or  part  of  a  section  hereof  shall  hereafter 
be  declared  unconstitutional,  it  is  the  intent  and  meaning  hereof 
that  such  section,  or  part  of  a  section,  alone  should  be  eliminated 
herefrom,  without  affecting  any  other  portion  of  this  Act. 
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§  15.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  a  Site  and  Buildings  for  the  Devel- 
opment and  Expansion  of  The  Citadel,  the  Military 
College  of  South  Carolina,  and  to  Appropriate  the 
Necessary  Funds  Therefor. 

Whereas,  The  Citadel,  the  Military  College  of  South  Carolina, 
has  grown  and  developed  to  such  an  extent  that  its  present  grounds 
and  buildings,  situated  in  one  block  in  the  heart  of  the  city  of 
Charleston,  are  no  longer  adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  institution, 
and  the  City  Council  of  Charleston  has  passed  a  resolution,  on  the 
twelfth  day  of  December,  1918,  offering  to  donate  and  convey,  free 
of  cost  to  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  as  a  site  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  the  property  of  the  city  of  Charleston  on  the  east  bank 
of  the  Ashley  River,  adjoining  Hampton  Park,  containing  approxi- 
mately two  hundred  (200)  acres,  an  ideal  location  within  the  cor- 
porate limits,  but  entirely  removed  from  the  commercial  and  other 
distractions  of  city  activities,  and  of  value  more  than  a  quarter  mil- 
lion dollars,  provided  the  State  shall  erect  thereon  suitable  build- 
ings for  an  enlarged  Military  College  of  South  Carolina,  and  provide 
proper  parade  grounds,  practice  fields,  ranges  and  other  appur- 
tenances and  accessories  adequate  for  the  existing  needs  and  in 
preparation  for  the  future  growth  and  expansion  of  the  institution, 
the  terms  and  details  of  the  agreement  between  the  State  and  city 
to  be  hereafter  formulated ;  now,  therefore, 


Section  1.  Site  for  the  Citadel  Accepted. — Be  it  enacted  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the 
State  of  .South  Carolina  do  accept  from  the  City  Council  of  Charles- 
ton a  conveyance  of  the  said  property  on  the  east  bank  of  Ashley 
River,  adjoining  Hampton  Park,  as  a  site  for  The  Citadel,  the  Mili- 
tary College  of  South  Carolina,  and  that  the  same  be  devoted  to  the 
uses  and  purposes  of  said  institution  as  aforesaid. 

§  2.  Appropriation — Disbursement*— That  in  order  to  pro- 
vide the  funds  for  the  construction  of  the  buildings  and  other 
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improvements  necessary  to  prepare  the  said  site  for  occupancy  by 
said  institution  and  the  purposes  aforesaid,  that  there  be,  and  hereby 
is,  appropriated  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  ($300,000.00) 
dollars,  the  same  to  be  payable  in  three  annual  installments  of  one 
hundred  thousand  ($100,000.00)  dollars  the  first  year  and  one  hun- 
dred thousand  ($100,000.00)  dollars  the  second  year  and  one  hun- 
dred thousand  ($100,000.00)  dollars  the  third  year,  commencing  as 
soon  as  said  site  is  available  and  building  can  be  commenced,  the 
said  sums  to  be  payable  to  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  said  institution, 
and  may  be  by  them  disbursed  and  a  report  of  the  same  made  to 
the  General  Assembly,  and  according  to  such  plans  and  specifica- 
tions of  the  proposed  buildings  and  improvements  as  shall  be 
approved  by  said  Board  of  Visitors,  and  the  State  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  the  aforesaid  payments 
upon  the  order  of  the  said  Board  of  Visitors  or  a  majority  of  said 
Board. 


§  3.  Authority  of  Board  of  Visitor* — Sale  of  Present 

— That  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  said  institution  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  charged  with  the  carrying  out  of  this  Act,  and  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  present  site 
and  buildings  in  Charleston,  in  their  discretion,  and  apply  the  pro- 
ceeds of  sale  towards  constructing  buildings  on  the  new  site,  and  to 
take  any  and  all  action  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  the  foregoing 
purposes  into  effect. 

§  4.  Act  Effective  on  Approval  —  Repealing  Clause.— 

This  Act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from  and  after  its 
passage,  and  all  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Authorize 
the  City  Board  of  Public  School  Commissioners  for  the 
City  of  Charleston  to  Order  and  Hold  an  Election  for 
the  Purpose  of  Issuing  Coupon  Bonds  for  the  Erection 
and  Maintenance  of  School  Buildings  in  the  School 
District  of  the  City  of  Charleston,  and  to  Issue  Said 
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Bonds/'  Approved  March  1,  1917,  by  Authorizing  the 
Issue  of  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  in 
Bonds  Instead  of  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Thousand 
Dollars,  as  Provided  for  in  Section  1  of  Said  Act. 


Section  1.  Act  (1917,  XXX  Stats.,  536)  Amended — 
Amount  of  School  Bonds  to  Be  Issued  by  School  Dis- 
trict of  City  of  Charleston*  —  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  1  of  an 
Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  the  City  Board  of  School  Com- 
missioners for  the  city  of  Charleston  to  order  and  hold  an  election 
for  the  purpose  of  issuing  coupon  bonds  for  the  erection  and  main- 
tenance of  school  buildings  in  the  School  District  of  the  city  of 
Charleston,  and  to  issue  said  bonds,"  approved  March  1,  1917,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "one"  on 
the  seventh  line  of  said  section  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
"two,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  the  City  Board  of  Public  School  Commissioners 
for  the  city  of  Charleston,  county  of  Charleston,  State  of  South 
Carolina,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to 
issue  and  sell  coupon  bonds  of  the  said  school  district  of  the  city 
of  Charleston  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  in  such  sum  or  sums  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  to  be  applied  solely  to  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  school  buildings  in  said  school  district,  as  the  said 
Board  of  School  Commissioners  may  deem  it  advisable:  Provided, 
That  a  majority  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  said  school  district, 
voting  thereon  at  an  election  to  be  held  as  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  vote  in  favor  of  issuing  said  school  bonds.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Works 
of  the  City  of  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  to  Construct 
and  Maintain  a  Dam  Across  Ashley  River,  in  Dorchester 
County. 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Government  requires  for  its  Army 
and  Navy  activities  more  water  than  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City  of  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  with  its  present 
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water  supply,  is  in  position  to  furnish  and  in  order  to  supply  such 
water  for  the  United  States  Government,  as  well  as  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  an  adequate  quantity  of  water  to  the  city  and  citizens 
of  Charleston,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  dam  Ashley  River,  at 
a  point  about  one  hundred  feet  north  of  Bacon's  Bridge,  in  Dor- 
chester county,  in  order  to  exclude  salt  water  from  the  ocean,  and 
to  impound  a  sufficient  quantity  of  fresh  water  above  the  dam,  from 
which  it  is  proposed  to  transport  water  by  means  of  pipes,  ditches 
and  canals  to  the  Goose  Creek  Basin,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Section  1.  City  of  Charleston  to  Construct  Dam  on  Ashley 
River,  in  Dorchester  County  —  Liability  for  Damages  — 
Riparian  Rights. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  right,  power  and  privilege  to 
construct,  erect  and  maintain  a  dam  across  said  Ashley  River  at  a 
point  about  one  hundred  (100)  feet  north  of  Bacon's  Bridge,  is 
hereby  authorized,  granted  and  given  to  the  Commissioners  of  Pub- 
lic Works  of  the  City  of  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  their  succes- 
sors and  assigns :  Provided,  The  said,  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City  of  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  shall  be  liable  for 
all  such  damages  as  may  be  established  in  any  Court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  by  any  landowner  claiming  that  his  land  has  been  dam- 
aged and  shall  be  liable  for  any  damages  caused  to  any  roads  or 
bridges  by  reason  of  the  erection  of  said  dam:  And  provided,  fur- 
ther, That  nothing  herein  shall  impair  any  navigation  or  other  rights 
of  any  riparian  owner,  other  than  the  closing  of  said  river,  by  the 
construction,  erection  and  maintenance  of  said  dam  at  said  location.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  City  Council  of  Charleston,  S.  C, 
Permanently  to  Close  Crab  or  East  Street,  and  the 
Northern  End  of  Wharf  Street,  Extending  from  the 
Northern  Line  of  Inspection  Street  to  the  Northern  Line 
of  Said  Wharf  Street,  and  Also  Gadsden  Alley,  Between 
Broad  and  Elliott  Streets. 

Section  1.  City  Council  of  Charleston  Empowered  to  Close 
Certain  Streets. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  City  Council  of  Charleston,  S.  C, 
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be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  in  its  discretion 
to  close  permanently  Crab  or  East  street  and  the  northern  end  of 
Wharf  street,  extending  from  the  northern  line  of  Inspection  street 
to  the  northern  line  of  said  Wharf  street,  and  also  Gadsden  alley, 
between  Broad  and  Elliott  streets. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  after  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  Building  of  a  Bridge  Across  the 
South  Edisto  River,  at  or  Near  the  Jacksonboro  Ferry, 
Between  Charleston  and  Colleton  Counties. 

Section  1.  Bridge  Over  South  Edisto  River.— Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the 
Supervisory  Board  of  Colleton  county  and  the  Sanitary  and  Drain- 
age Commission  of  South  Carolina,  or  such  other  officer  or  officers 
as  may  hereafter  be  given  authority  to  build  bridges,  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  build  a  suitable  bridge  across  the 
South  Edisto  River  at  or  near  the  present  location  of  the  ferry 
known  as  Jacksonboro  Ferry,  for  the  convenience  of  the  public. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Construction  of  Public  Highways 
Through  the  Towns  of  Gaffney  and  Blacksburg,  in 
Cherokee  County,  South  Carolina. 

Section  1.  Highway  Commission  of  Cherokee  County  to 
Construct  National  Highway  Through  Town  of  Blacksburg 
—Town  Engineer. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  Highway  Commission  of 
Cherokee  county  be,  and  are  hereby,  authorized  and  required  to 
construct,  or  have  constructed,  the  roadway,  known  as  the  National 
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Highway,  through  the  town  of  Blacksburg,  so  as  to  connect  the 
roads  now  built  by  said  Commission  leading  to  and  through  said 
town.  An  engineer  shall  be  elected  by  the  Town  Council  of  Blacks- 
burg, who,  with  the  engineer  of  the  Cherokee  Highway  Commis- 
sion, shall  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  in  locating  the  roadway 
through  said  town.  The  salary  of  the  Town  Engineer  shall  be  paid 
by  said  town. 

§  2.  Construction  and  Route  Through  Town  of  Gaffney — 
Town  Engineer* — Said  Highway  Commission  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  required  to  continue  the  construction  of  the  National  High- 
way leading  from  Blacksburg  to  Gaffney,  so  as  to  construct  said 
road  on  to  corner  of  Limestone  street,  at  McGuin's  store,  in  the 
town  of  Gaffney,  thence  with  Limestone  street  to  the  end  of  the 
pavement  already  constructed  by  the  town  of  Gaffney,  just  across 
the  Southern  Railway  tracks;  thence  beginning  at  the  Cherokee 
Courthouse;  thence,  such  street  or  streets  as  the  Commission  may 
determine,  on  to  the  western  limits  of  said  town.  The  Town  Coun- 
cil of  Gaffney  shall  elect  one  engineer,  who  shall  act  in  an  advisory 
capacity  in  locating  the  roadways  to  be  improved.  The  salary  of  the 
Town  Engineer  shall  be  paid  by  said  town. 

§  3.  Material. — The  material  to  be  used  in  building  the  said 
roadways  through  the  towns  of  Gaffney  and  Blacksburg  shall  be 
determined  by  the  said  Highway  Commission. 

§  4.  Construction  of  Other  Roads  Though  Towns  of  Gaff- 
ney and  Blacksburg— Municipal  Jurisdiction.— —The  Cherokee 
Highway  Commission  are  hereby  empowered  and  directed  in  the 
construction  or  improvement  hereafter  of  any  of  the  roads  that  lead 
in  and  through  either  the  town  of  Gaffney  or  Blacksburg,  in  Chero- 
kee county,  to  continue  the  building  of  said  roads  on  through  said 
towns,  as  if  no  corporate  lines  existed,  on  the  conditions  herein- 
before given ;  and  all  costs  of  construction  of  any  of  said  highways 
herein  mentioned  through  said  towns  shall  be  paid  by  said  Commis- 
sion as  any  other  funds  are  now  being  paid  out ;  but  nothing  herein 
shall  be  construed  in  any  manner  to  curtail  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
said  towns  of  Gaffney  and  Blacksburg  over  the  streets  now  under 
their  respective  jurisdiction,  where  said  roads  and  streets  are  being 
constructed  or  improved  by  said  Highway  Commission. 

§  5.  Disposition  of  Equipment. — That  after  the  completion 
of  the  roads  herein  provided  for,  said  Highway  Commission  shall 
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turn  over  to  the  County  Commissioners  of  Cherokee  county  the 
chain  gang,  with  such  equipment  as  it  received  from  the  said  Com- 
missioners and  any  other  equipment  desired  by  the  County  Commis- 
sioners, including  the  steel  cages  at  a  price  to  be  agreed  upon,  and  in 
the  event  a  price  for  same  cannot  be  agreed  upon  a  third  party  shall 
be  called  upon  to  fix  the  price  of  same,  but  nothing  herein  shall 
require  the  Commissioners  tp  pay  for  any  equipment  heretofore 
turned  over  to  said  Commission  by  the  said  Commissioners. 

§  6*    Maintenance   of   Roadways    Constructed    Through 

Towns.— When  the  streets  or  roadways  herein  provided  for  to  be 
constructed  are  completed  by  said  Commission,  same  shall  be  main- 
tained by  the  respective  towns  through  which  they  have  been  so 
constructed. 

§  7.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  go  into  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor. 

§8.  Repealing  Clause.— All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent 
with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  Section  6  of  an  Act  "To  Provide  for 
the  Holding  of  an  Election  in  Chester  County,  South 
Carolina,  on  the  Question  of  Issuing  Four  Hundred 
Fifty  Thousand  ($450,000.00)  Dollars  in  Serial  Coupon 
Bond*  for  the  Building  of  Permanent  Roads  and 
Bridges,  to  Provide  for  the  Issuing  and  Negotiation  of 
Said  Bonds  by  a  Commission  Herein  Created,  and  to 
Provide  for  the  Expenditure  of  Proceeds  of  Said  Bonds 
by  Said  Commission,  and  to  Define  the  Duties  and 
Powers  of  Said  Commission  in  Respect  Thereto,  and  to 
Provide  for  a  Sinking  Fund  and  Interest,"  Approved  the 
20th  Day  of  February,  1917,  Providing  for  a  Tax  for  the 
Purpose  of  Upkeep  of  the  Roads  Constructed  Under 
Said  Act. 

Section  1.  Act  (1917,  XXX  Stats.,  273)  Amended — Main- 
tenance of  Improved  Highways  in  Chester  County. — Be  it 

enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
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That  Section  6  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  hold- 
ing of  an  election  in  Chester  county,  South  Carolina,  on  the  question 
of  issuing  four  hundred  fifty  thousand  ($450,000.00)  dollars  in 
serial  coupon  bonds  for  the  building  of  permanent  roads  and  bridges, 
to  provide  for  the  issuing  and  negotiation  of  said  bonds  by  a  Com- 
mission herein  created,  and  to  provide  for  the  expenditure  of  pro- 
ceeds of  said  bonds  by  said  Commission,  and  to  define  the  duties  and 
powers  of  said  Commission  in  respect  thereto,  and  to  provide  for  a 
sinking  fund  and  interest,"  approved  the  20th  day  of  February,  1917, 
be  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  Section  6  the  following: 
"Provided,  That  such  appropriation  of  funds  equal  to  not  less  than 
one  and  one-half  per  centum  of  the  outstanding  bonds  issued  shall 
not  be  made  until  the  completion  of  the  roads  which  shall  be  con- 
structed under  this  Act,  but  that  during  the  time  said  roads  shall  be 
under  construction  by  the  Highway  Commission  of  Chester  county, 
and  so  long  as  said  Commission  shall  be  engaged  in  the  performance 
of  the  duties  devolved  upon  it,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  up  said 
roads,  there  shall  be  appropriated  annually,  either  from  direct  taxa- 
tion or  motor  vehicle  license  and  registration  fees,  funds  equal  to 
not  less  than  one  and  one-half  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  the  cost 
of  the  roads  actually  constructed  and  completed,  which  appropria- 
tion shall  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  said  Highway  Com- 
mission for  and  upon  the  maintenance  of  said  roads,  if  so  much  be 
necessary,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows : 

"Section  6.  There  shall  be  levied  annually  on  the  property  assessed 
for  taxation  in  said  county  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said 
bonds,  and  such  portion  of  the  principal  as  may  become  due  annually 
until  said  bonds  are  paid ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  and 
keeping  up  the  said  roads,  there  shall  be  appropriated  annually  suffi- 
cient funds  equal  to  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  per  centum  of  the 
outstanding  bonds  issued  under  this  Act,  either  from  direct  taxation 
or  motor  vehicle  license  and  registration  fees,  which  shall  be  spent 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  on  the 
maintenance  of  said  roads,  if  so  much  be  needed:  Provided,  That 
such  appropriation  of  funds  equal  not  less  than  one  and  one-half 
per  centum  of  the  outstanding  bonds  issued  shall  not  be  made  until 
the  completion  of  the  roads  which  shall  be  constructed  under  this 
Act,  but  that  during  the  time  said  roads  shall  be  under  construction 
by  the  Highway  Commission  of  Chester  county,  and  so  long  as  said 
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Commission  shall  be  engaged  in  the  performance  pi  the  duties 
devolved  upon  it,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  up  said  roads,  there 
shall  be  appropriated  annually,  either  from  direct  taxation  .or  motor 
vehicle  license  and  registration  fees,  funds  equal  to  not  less  than  one 
and  one-half  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  the  cost  of  the  roads 
actually  constructed  and  completed,  which  appropriation  shall  be 
expended  under  the  direction  of  said  Highway  Commission  for  and 
upon  the  maintenance  of  said  roads,  if  so  much  be  necessary."

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Issue  of  Bonds  by  School 

No.  1,  of  Chester  County,  Subject  to  the  Approval  of  the 
Qualified  Electors  of  Said 


Section  1.  Bond  Election  in  School  District  No.  1,  of  Ches- 
ter County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  for  the  purpose  of  funding  or  liquidating 
the  floating  debt  incurred  in  erecting  and  equipping  a  science  build- 
ing and  gymnasium,  and  of  erecting,  improving  and  equipping  any 
school  building  or  building  sites  now  held  or  hereafter  acquired,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  School  District  No.  1,  of  Chester  county,  are 
hereby  authorized  to  issue  coupon  or  serial  bonds  of  said  district 
in  an  amount  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand  ($30,000.00)  dollars, 
maturing  not  later  than  forty  years  after  the  date  thereof,  bearing 
interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable 
annually  or  semiannually :  Provided,  That  the  issuing  of  said  bonds 
shall  first  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  said  district. 
The  said  trustees,  in  their  discretion,  may  submit  at  the  same  or  suc- 
cessive elections  to  said  electors,  the  issue  of  any  part  of  said  bonds 
for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  above  mentioned,  but  the  total  issue  of 
bonds  hereunder  shall  not  exceed  said  sum  of  thirty  thousand 
($30,000.00)  dollars. 

§  2.  Place  and  Notice  of  Election — Managers — Ballots. — 

That  said  election  or  elections  shall  be  held  at  the  Courthouse  of 
said  county  and  after  advertisement  for  not  less  than  two  weeks  in 
one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  said  county.  At  any  election 
said  trustees  shall  appoint  the  managers  of  election  and  shall  furnish

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not  less  than  five  hundred  ballots  for,  and  a  like  number  against,  the 
issue  of  bonds  then  to  be  voted  upon. 


§  3.  Issue  and  Sale  of  Bonds— Disposition  of  Proceeds. — 

That  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  any  such  election  shall  be  for 
issuing  bonds,  then  the  said  Board  of  Trustees  may  issue  the  bonds 
then  voted  upon,  which  shall  be  sold  by  said  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
the  funds  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  Chester  county  to  be  paid 
out  by  him  upon  the  warrant  or  order  of  said  Board  of  Trustees  as 
provided  by  law. 

§  4.  Tax  Levy — Sinking  Fund* — That  upon  issue  of  any  of 
said  bonds  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  said  county,  charged 
with  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  to  levy  and  collect  annu- 
ally a  tax  upon  all  property,  real  or  personal,  in  said  district  a  sum 
sufficient  to  pay  the  annual  interest  on  said  bonds  and  also  a  sum 
sufficient  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  as  they  may 
mature:  Provided,  That  if  coupon  bonds  are  issued,  the  County 
Treasurer,  with  approval  of  said  Trustees,  may  use  such  sinking 
fund  for  purchase  of  said  bonds  before  maturity. 

§  5.  Execution  of  Bonds.  —  Said  bonds,  if  issued,  shall  be 
signed  by  the  persons  acting  as  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  said 
Board  of  Trustees,  but  the  signatures  on  any  coupons  may  be  litho- 
graphed. 

§  6.  Bonds  Exempt  from  Taxation. — The  said  bonds  to  be 
issued  hereunder  shall  be  exempt  from  all  State,  county  and  munic- 
ipal taxation.

AN  ACT  to  Fix  the  Special  Annual  Levy  for  Maintenance 
of  Schools  in  the  Special  School  District  of  the  Town 
of  Cheraw,  in  Chesterfield  County. 


Section  1.  Special  Levy  in  School  District  of  Town  of 
Cheraw. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  after  the  approval  of  this  Act  there  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  annually  on  all  real  and  personal  property 
returned  for  taxes  in  said  school  district  of  the  town  of  Cheraw, 
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in  Chesterfield  county,  a  special  school  tax  not  exceeding  ten  (10) 
mills  on  the  dollar  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  schools 
in  said  district  as  now  established  and  provided  by  law;  said  levy, 
not  to  exceed  ten  mills  on  the  dollar,  to  be  made  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  said  school  district. 

§  2.  Collection. — That  said  taxes  herein  levied  shall  be  col- 
lected at  the  same  time  and  as  all  other  taxes  as  now  collected.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Holding  of  an  Election  in  Mt. 
Croghan  Township,  in  Chesterfield  County,  State  of 
South  Carolina,  for  the  Purpose  of  Determining  the 
Question  of  Whether  Said  Township  Shall  Issue  Bonds 
Not  Exceeding  in  Amount  Forty  Thousand  Dollars  for 
the  Improvement  and  Maintenance  of  the  Roads  in 
Said  Township* 

Section  1.  Election  on  Issue  of  Road  Bonds  in  ML  Croghan 
Township  of  Chesterfield  County — Petition — Notice — Man- 
agers—Hours— Ballots. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Mt.  Croghan  township,  in 
Chesterfield  county,  State  of  South  Carolina,  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  hold  an  election  on  the  question  of  whether  said 
township  shall  issue  bonds  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  forty  thousand 
($40,000.00)  dollars,  bearing  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six 
per  cent,  and  running  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  thirty  years, 
and  to  be  redeemed  within  thirty  years  from  date  of  issue,  to  be 
used  exclusively  for  road  improvement  and  maintenance  in  said 
township.  Said  bonds  may  be  dated,  at  the  option  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  for  said  township,  serially.  All  registered  voters  in 
said  township  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  said  election.  The  said 
election  in  said  township  shall  be  ordered  by  the  County  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  said  county  upon  the  petition  of  one-fifth  of  the 
freeholders  of  said  township  and  a  like  number  of  the  qualified 
electors  of  said  township,  and  the  petition  shall  show  the  amount 
of  bonds  to  be  voted  by  said  township.  Three  weeks'  notice  of  said 
election  shall  be  given  by  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  in  a 
newspaper  published  in  said  county  and  township,  and  in  the  event 
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no  newspaper  is  published  in  said  township,  then  said  notice  shall 
be  published  in  any  newspaper  published  in  said  county.  The  said 
County  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  appoint  three  managers,  who 
shall  be  qualified  voters  of  said  township,  for  each  voting  precinct 
in  said  township  to  manage  said  election,  who  shall  take  the  usual 
oath  of  managers  of  general  elections  in  this  State.  The  polls  shall 
be  opened  at  eight  o'clock  a.  m.  and  close  at  four  o'clock  p.  m.  A 
sufficient  number  of  ballots  shall  be  placed  at  each  voting  precinct 
in  said  township,  and  shall  be  "For  Bonds"  and  "Against  Bonds," 
which  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballots  respectively. 

§  2.  Election  of  Board  of  Public  Works — Issue  of  Bonds. 

— At  the  same  time  said  election  is  held  the  said  electors  shall  elect 
a  Board  of  Public  Works,  consisting  of  three  electors  of  said  town- 
ship, who  shall  attend  to  the  issue  of  said  bonds  if  the  majority  of 
the  votes  be  "For  Bonds,"  and  if  a  majority  of  said  votes  be  "For 
Bonds,"  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  issue  said  bonds  for  said  township  in  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  forty  thousand  ($40,000.00)  dollars,  and  not  to  exceed 
the  amount  of  forty  thousand  ($40,000.00)  dollars  set  forth  in  said 
petition  for  election,  each  bond  to  be  in  the  denomination  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  six  per 
cent,  per  annum  and  maturing  as  before  set  forth. 

§  3.  Sale  of  Bonds. — The  said  Board  may  sell  all  of  said  issue 
before  proceeding  with  the  road  work  for  which  said  bonds  are 
issued,  or  said  Board  may  sell  said  bonds  as  the  funds  may  be  needed 
for  said  work:  Provided,  Said  bonds  shall  not  be  sold  for  less 
than  par. 

§  4.  Use  of  Proceeds. — That  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  shall 
be  used  exclusively  for  road  improvement  in  building  and  maintain- 
ing roads  in  said  township,  including  the  actual  expense  incident  to 
the  carrying  on  of  the  work  of  the  said  Board :  Provided,  however, 
That  sufficient  funds  shall  be  appropriated  by  said  Board  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  first  bonds  to  pay  the  interest  for  the 
first  year  on  said  bonds,  and  also  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  issue 
and  sale  of  same. 

§  5.  Execution  of  Bonds.— That  all  bonds  issued  hereunder, 
and  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Works  of  Mt.  Croghan  township:  Provided,  That  the  signatures 
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of  the  members  may  be  lithographed  or  engraved  upon  the  coupons 
attached  to  said  bonds,  and  that  such  signature  shall  be  a  sufficient 
signing  thereof. 

§  6.  Terms  of  Office  of  Board  of  Public  Works — Vacan- 
cies.— That  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall  consist  of  three 
elective  members,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  six  years  and  until 
his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualified,  one  member  of  said 
Board,  after  the  first  election  herein  provided  for,  to  be  elected 
every  two  years  at  an  election  to  be  held  in  said  township  upon  at 
least  two  weeks'  notice.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  caused  by  death,  res- 
ignation or  removal,  or  otherwise,  of  a  member,  the  Commissioners 
of  Election  of  the  said  county  shall  call  a  special  election -at  such 
time  as  may  be  deemed  by  the  said  Commissioners  to  be  best,  but 
within  sixty  days  from  the  time  such  vacancy  occurs,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  a  member  to  fill  such  vacancy:  Provided,  That  if 
the  vacancy  occurs  within  five  months  of  the  expiration  of  the 
term,  the  Commissioners  of  Election  may  postpone  said  election 
until  the  regular  time  for  electing  a  member,  if  after  consultation 
with  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  it 
appears  that  such  appointment  will  not  interfere  with  the  proper 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Board.  At  the  first  election, 
herein  provided  for,  one  member  of  said  Board  shall  be  chosen  for 
a  full  term  of  six  years,  a  second  member  for  four  years,  and  a  third 
member  for  two  years,  and  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors 
are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  After  the  first  election,  herein  pro- 
vided for,  the  Commissioners  of  Election  of  said  county  shall  call 
an  election  for  members  of  said  Board  thereafter  to  be  elected. 

§  7.  Bonds  of  Members  of  Board  of  Public  Works — Com- 
pensation.— Each  member  of  said  Board  shall  give  bond  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  said  county  in  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  ($5,000.00)  dollars  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  duty  in  the  handling  of  funds  or  directing  the  work 
under  the  care  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  for  the  proper 
attention  to  his  duties  in  general  as  a  member  of  said  Board,  and 
each  member  shall  be  entitled  to  two  ($2.00)  dollars  per  day,  for 
not  more  than  sixty  days  in  any  one  year,  for  actual  time  spent  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

§  8.  Powers  of  Board. — That  the  Board  herein  provided  for 
shall  have  full  authority  to  determine  the  location  of  roads  to  be 
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built  or  of  portions  of  roads  which  are  to  be  improved,  to  determine 
the  width  and  character  of  same,  and  shall  also  have  power  and  the 
right  to  institute  condemnation  proceedings  to  obtain  rights  of  way 
and  road  material,  just  as  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
said  county  are  empowered  to  do  under  the  law. 

§  9.  Reserve  for  Maintenance  of  Roads. — That  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  may  set  apart  a  definite  portion  of  said  bonds  or 
of  the  proceeds  of  same,  which  said  amount  shall  be  reserved  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  roads  only. 

§  10.  Employment  of  Engineer — Machinery.  —  That  the 
said  Board  may  employ  an  Engineer,  at  such  salary  and  for  such 
time  as  may  be  deemed  proper ;  may  contract  for  building,  improve- 
ment, maintenance  or  repair  of  roads ;  may  purchase  or  lease  machin- 
ery for  use  in  road  work,  or  do  any  and  all  things  expedient  or 
proper  in  the  development  and  maintenance  of  roads  in  Mt.  Croghan 
township. 

§  11.  Tax — Sinking  Fund. — That  the  Auditor  of  Chesterfield 
county  shall  cause  a  special  tax  levy  to  be  levied  annually  upon  all 
the  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the  said  Mt.  Croghan  town- 
ship; that  the  tax  so  levied  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest 
accruing  on  such  bonds  as  are  sold,  and  also  to  provide  for  a  sink- 
ing fund,  which  shall  be  sufficient  to  retire  all  bonds  at  maturity, 
and  that  the  fund  derived  from  said  tax  shall  be  turned  over  to 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  as  collected;  the  sinking  fund  herein 
provided  for  shall  be  deposited  with  some  banking  institution  in 
said  county  at  the  best  rate  of  interest  obtainable. 

§  12.  Disposition  of  Surplus  Funds. — That  the  said  Board 
of  Public  Works  may  deposit  in  any  bank  or  trust  company  any 
surplus  funds  which  may  be  on  hand  at  the  best  rate  of  interest 
obtainable,  said  interest  to  be  used  as  a  part  of  a  regular  fund  and 
for  any  of  the  purposes  for  which  it  may  be  needed  in  the  regular 
and  proper  carrying  out  of  the  work.  This  section  not  to  apply  to 
interest  accumulated  from  the  sinking  fund  herein  provided  for. 

§  13.  Bonds  Exempt  from  Taxation. — That  all  bonds  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  exempt  from  all  taxes, 
State,  county  and  municipal. 

§  14.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  upon  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  and  Empower  the  Trustees  of  Smoaks 
School  District  No.  5,  Located  in  Colleton  County,  to 
Order  an  Election  and  to  Issue  Bonds  of  Said  School 
District  for  School  Purposes. 

Section.  1.  Bond  Election  in  School  District  No.  5  of  Col- 
leton County — Petition. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  Trustees  of  School 
District  No.  5,  located  in  Colleton  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  and  sell  coupon  bonds  of  said 
school  district,  payable  to  bearer  in  such  denominations  and  to  such 
amount  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  not  exceeding  ten  thousand 
dollars,  and  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  not  exceeding  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  for  a  period  of  twenty  years,  payable  annually  or  semi- 
annually, at  such  times  as  they  may  deem  best :  Provided,  That  the 
question  of  issuing  said  bonds,  or  such  amount  thereof  as  the  Board 
may  determine  to  issue,  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  shall  be 
first  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  school  district  at  an 
election  to  be  held  after  a  petition  has  been  filed  with  said  trustees 
by  one-fourth  of  the  freeholders  in  said  school  district  praying  that 
an  election  be  held  to  determine  whether  said  bonds  shall  be  issued 
or  not,  which  petition  shall  set  forth  clearly  and  distinctly  the 
amount  of  bonds  to  be  issued,  the  Trustees  to  be  the  judge  of  the 
sufficiency  of  said  petition. 

§  2.  Managers  of  Election — Notice — Returns. — That  after 
said  petition  has  been  so  filed  with  said  Trustees  they  shall  appoint 
managers  and  order  an  election  to  be  held  on  the  question  of  whether 
said  bonds  shall  be  issued  or  not,  in  which  election  only  the  qualified 
electors  shall  be  allowed  to  vote ;  and  said  Trustees  shall  publish  a 
notice  ordering  said  election  for  not  less  than  three  weeks  in  the 
newspaper  published  and  having  circulation  in  Colleton  county ;  and 
said  managers  shall  conduct,  direct  and  declare  the  result  of  said 
election  and  make  returns  thereof  to  said  Trustees. 

§  3.  Tax — Sinking  Fund.  —  That  the  county  authorities  of 
Colleton  county  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  and 
collect  a  tax  from  said  school  district  immediately  after  the  issue 
of  said  bonds  amounting  to  a  sum  equivalent  to  the  annual  interest 
on  said  bonds  and  an  additional  sum  amounting  to  one-twentieth  of 
the  total  amount  of  the  bonds  issued  per  year,  to  be  held  as  a  sink- 
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ing  fund  for  the  retirement  of  said  bonds  at  maturity,  if  so  much 
be  necessary.  And  the  Trustees  of  said  school  district  shall  invest 
the  said  sinking  fund  at  such  rate  of  interest  as  they  may  deem  best. 

§  4.  •  Bonds  Exempt  from  Taxation. — The  bonds  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  exempt  from  State,  county  and 
municipal  taxes. 

§  S.  Ballots,— That  the  Trustees  shall  have  printed  for  the  use 
of  the  voters  in  said  election  an  equal  number  of  ballots,  on  which 
shall  be  printed  the  words,  "For  the  Issue  of  Bonds,"  and  on  the 
other  the  words,  "Against  the  Issue  of  Bonds." 


§  6.  Term  of  Bonds— Use  of  Proceed*— Bonds  a  Li< 
Annual  Tax  for  Interest. — If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  said 
election  shall  be  for  the  issuing  of  bonds,  the  Trustees  may  issue 
such  bonds,  which  shall  run  for  a  period  of  twenty  years,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  or  add- 
ing to  or  remodeling  or  repairing  existing  school  buildings  for  school 
purposes  or  for  the  erection  of  a  new  school  building,  and  the  said 
bonds  and  coupons  of  the  same  shall  constitute  a  lien  upon  any  prop- 
erty purchased  or  improved  thereby  and  all  other  property  of  said 
school  district.  Upon  the  issuance  of  said  bonds,  or  any  part  of 
same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Auditor  and  County  Treas- 
urer, respectively,  or  other  officers  charged  with  their  duties,  to  levy 
annually  and  collect  from  all  property,  real  and  personal,  within  the 
limits  of  said  school  district  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on 
said  bonds,  and  the  coupons  on  said  bonds  shall  be  receivable  for 
taxes  within  said  district. 

§  7.  Execution  of  Bonds.  —  That  said  bonds  and  coupons 
thereto  attached  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  and  countersigned 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  school  district: 
Provided,  That  the  signature  of  said  officers  may  be  lithographed 
upon  the  coupons  attached  to  said  bonds,  and  such  lithographed  sig- 
nature shall  be  sufficient  signing  thereof. 

§  8.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — That  all  Acts  or  parts  of 
Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  9.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Recharter 
the  Town  of  Darlington/9  Approved  February  19,  1915. 

Section  1.  Act  (1915,  XXIX  Stats.,  516)  Amended— 
Charter  of  Town  of  Darlington. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  "An  Act  to  rechar- 
ter the  town  of  Darlington,"  approved  February  19,  1915,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  the  last  sentence  of 
paragraph  2 ;  the  last  sentence  of  paragraph  5 ;  by  striking  out  the 
words  "for  each  ward"  in  line  8,  paragraph  7;  by  striking  out  the 
words  "one  from  each  ward"  and  the  words  "from  their  respective 
wards"  in  the  last  sentence  of  paragraph  7;  by  striking  out  the 
word  "shall"  in  the  first  line  of  paragraph  19  and  substituting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  word  "may ;"  by  striking  out  paragraph  20  entirely 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "20.  That  the  said 
Municipal  Court  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  Recorder,  if  one  has 
been  elected,  or  by  the  Mayor  or  Mayor  pro  tempore,  if  there  is  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  Recorder  or  if  the  Recorder  is  absent,  ill  or 
otherwise  unable  to  act.  That  the  Recorder  shall  be  elected  by  the 
said  Town  Council  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  four  years 
and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  but  he  shall  be  sub- 
ject *o  removal  by  the  Town  Council  at  its  pleasure;"  by  striking 
out  of  paragraph  22  the  words,  "It  shall  have  equal  and  concurrent 
jurisdiction  with  Magistrates  appointed  and  commissioned  for  Dar- 
lington county  to  try  and  determine  all  offenses  against  the  present 
or  future  laws  of  this  State  committed  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  town  of  Darlington,  the  punishment  whereof  as  fixed  by 
statute  does  not  exceed  a  fine  of  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars  or 
imprisonment  for  thirty  (30)  days;"  by  striking  out  all  of  para- 
graph 24,  so  that  said  Act,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  all  persons  who  are  citizens  of  this  State,  and 
who  now  or  may  hereafter  reside  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
town  of  Darlington,  as  hereinafter  described,  shall  be  deemed,  and 
are  hereby  declared  to  be,  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  of  the  "Town  of  Darlington." 

Section' 2.  That  the  boundaries  or  corporate  limits  of  the  town 
of  Darlington  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit:  Beginning  at  a  point  on 
South  Main  street,  otherwise  known  as  the  Florence  road,  one  and 
one-quarter  (1#)  m^es  distant  from  the  Courthouse,  and  desig- 
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nated  by  the  letter  A  on  a  map  of  the  said  town  of  Darlington  made 
by  T.  E.  Wilson,  C.  E.,  under  authority  of  the  Town  Council  of  said 
town,  and  running  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  the  point  of  intersec- 
tion of  the  Sumter  branch  of  the  Atlantic  Coast  Line  Railroad  with 
Washington  street,  otherwise  known  as  the  Timmonsville  road,  des- 
ignated on  the  said  map  by  the  letter  B;  thence  north  1°  45'  east 
along  the  northwestern  margin  of  said  Washington  street  a  distance 
of  four  hundred  and  sixty  (460)  feet  to  a  monument  designated 
on  said  map  by  the  letter  C ;  thence  north  34°  50*  west  a  distance 
of  twenty-three  hundred  and  sixty-seven  (2,367)  feet  to  a  ditch  at 
a  point  designated  on  said  map  by  the  letter  D;  thence  north  34° 
15'  west  along  said  ditch  a  distance  of  six  hundred  and  twenty-two 
(622)  feet  to  the  public  road  leading  from  Darlington  to  Lamar  at 
a  point  designated  on  said  map  by  the  letter  E ;  thence  north  26°  25' 
west  to  the  run  of  Indian  Branch  at  a  point  designated  on  said  map 
by  the  letter  F;  thence  with  the  run  of  said  Indian  Branch  to  its 
intersection  with  Swift  Creek;  thence  with  the  run  of  Swift  Creek 
to  the  point  where  the  Bennettsville  branch  of  the  Atlantic  Coast 
Line  Railroad  crosses  the  same,  designated  on  said  marj  by  the  let- 
ter G,  and  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  the  beginning  point. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  town  of  Darlington,  by  its  corporate 
name,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  any  Court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
may  purchase,  own,  hold,  enjoy  and  possess,  for  the  use  of  said 
town,  in  perpetuity,  or  for  any  term  of  years,  any  property,  real, 
personal  or  mixed,  may  mortgage,  sell,  alien,  and  convey  the  same  at 
will,  and  shall  have  and  keep  a  common  seal. 

Section  4.  That  the  municipal  powers  of  the  town  of  Darlington 
shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  vested  in  a  Mayor  and  six  Aldermen* 
who  shall  be  denominated  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  town  of 
Darlington.  That  the  said  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  together 
constitute  the  Town  Council  of  the  town  of  Darlington,  and,  for 
the  sake  of  brevity,  are  hereinafter  designated  as  the  Town  Council. 

Section  5.  That  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  said  town  shall  be 
citizens  of  the  United  States  and  duly  qualified  electors  under  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  who  shall 
have  resided  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  for  at  least 
six  months  next  preceding  election  to  such  office. 

Section  6.  That  the  term  of  office  of  the  said  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men shall  be  two  years  and  shall  continue  until  their  successors  are- 
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elected  and  qualified.  That  the  next  election  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Tuesday  in  May,  1915,  and  all  subsequent  elections  shall  be 
held  every  two  years  thereafter.  The  newly  elected  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  shall  assume  office  on  the  first  day  of  June  next  after 
each  election,  except  when  the  first  day  of  June  shall  come  on  Sun- 
day, in  which  event  they  shall  assume  office  on  the  Monday  follow- 
ing. All  of  the  present  town  officials  shall  hold  office  until  the  first 
day  of  June,  1915,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qual- 
ified. At  all  elections  for  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  said  town  all 
male  inhabitants  who  for  four  months  previous  to  the  day  of  said 
election  have  resided  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  and 
who  are  duly  qualified  electors  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
this  State,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote :  Provided,  however,  That  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Council  to  require  a  registration  of  all 
voters  of  said  town  as  a  prerequisite  to  voting  at  any  election  for 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  thereof,  and  for  this  purpose  full  power  is 
hereby  vested  in  the  said  Town  Council  to  prescribe  by  ordinance 
the  time,  place,  manner  and  terms  of  such  registration :  Provided, 
further,  That  no  new  registration  shall  be  required  for  any  special 
election  to  be  held  for  any  purpose  between  the  regular  biennial 
elections  hereinbefore  provided  for,  and  that  only  those  persons 
who  were  duly  qualified  and  registered  at  the  last  preceding  regular 
election  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  special  election. 

Section  7.  That  at  least  twenty-one  (21)  days'  public  notice  of 
any  regular  or  special  election  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  be 
given  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  holding  of  such  election  by  pub- 
lication in  some  newspaper  published  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
said  town,  or  by  posting  copies  thereof  at  three  public  places  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  said  town.  That  three  managers  of  election 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  said  Town  Council  at  least  twenty-one 
(21)  days  before  the  day  fixed  for  the  holding  of  any  such  regular 
or  special  election  for  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  or  either  of  them,  and 
that  the  names  of  such  managers  shall  be  published  at  the  same  time 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  notice  of  such  election  hereinbefore 
provided  for.  That  all  such  elections  shall  be  held  and  conducted 
by  said  managers,  who,  before  the  polls  are  opened,  shall  be  sworn 
^  by  some  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  to  conduct  such  elec- 
tion fairly,  impartially  and  according  to  law,  and  to  make  a  true 
return  of  the  result  thereof.  Immediately  after  the  closing  of  the 
polls  said  managers  shall  publicly  count  all  votes  cast  and  shall  make 
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a  statement  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  in  such  election, 
•together  with  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  each  person  voted  for 
for  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  shall  transmit  such  statement  to  the 
Mayor  or  Mayor  pro  tempore,  who  shall,  immediately  upon  the 
receipt  of  such  statement  or  report  of  the  managers,  open  and  pub- 
lish the  same,  and  notify  the  parties  elected  of  their  election.  The 
person  securing  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  Mayor  shall  be 
declared  duly  elected  to  that  office,  and  the  six  persons  receiving 
the  highest  number  of  votes  for  Aldermen  shall  be  declared  duly 
elected  to  that  office. 

Section  8.  That  if  for  any  reason  the  election  of  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  not  be  held  at  the  time 
hereinbefore  appointed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Town  Coun- 
cil to  order  an  election  to  be  held,  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter 
and  to  cause  due  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  election  to  be 
given  as  hereinbefore  provided.  The  persons  who  shall  be  chosen 
at  such  election  shall  qualify  and  enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  offices 
to  which  they  have  been  elected  on  the  Monday  following  such 
election. 

Section  9.  That  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  to  be  elected  as  above 
directed  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices,  take  the  oath  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of  this  State  and 
also  the  following  oath,  to  wit:  "As  Mayor  (or  Alderman)  of  the 
town  of  Darlington,  I  will  equally,  fairly  and  impartially,  to  the 
best  of  my  ability  and  skill,  exercise  and  discharge  the  trust  reposed 
in  me,  and  will  use  my  best  endeavors  to  preserve  the  peace  and 
carry  into  effect  according  to  law  the  purposes  for  which  I  have 
been  elected.     So  help  me,  God." 

Section  10.  That  in  case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of 
Mayor  or  Alderman  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  an  election 
to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  be  ordered  by  the  Town  Council,  which 
election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  the  same  manner  and  after 
the  same  notice  as  hereinbefore  provided  for  regular  elections. 
Should  such  vacancy  occur  within  sixty  days  next  preceding  any 
regular  election,  it  shall  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Town  Coun- 
cil whether  or  not  an  election  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  be  held. 

Section  11.  That  the  Town  Council  shall  have  the  power  to  elect 
one  of  its  Aldermen  Mayor  pro  tempore,  who  shall  be  vested  with 
all  the  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  attached  to  the  office  of 
Mayor  during  the  temporary  absence  or  disability  of  the  Mayor,  or, 
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when  the  office  of  Mayor  shall  become  vacated  for  any  cause,  until 
a  new  Mayor  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified. 

Section  12.  That  the  Town  Council  shall  meet  as  often  as  may 
be  best  conducive  to  the  transaction  of  business  pertaining  to  the 
corporation.  That  the  said  Town  Council  is  hereby  empowered: 
(a)  To  elect  a  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  a  Chief  of  Police,  and  as  many 
other  police  officers  as  may  be  necessary,  and  to  employ  all  such 
other  officers,  agents  and  servants  as  they  may  deem  best ;  to  fix  the 
compensation  of  the  Mayor  and  of  all  other  officers,  agents  and 
servants  of  the  said  town;  to  prescribe  the  duties  of  all  officers  anj 
to  require  and  take  bonds  from  any  or  all  officers,  agents  and  serv- 
ants, conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  per- 
taining to  their  respective  position:  Provided,  however,  That  all 
such  officers,  agents  and  servants  elected  by  the  Town  Council  shall 
be  subject  to  removal  at  its  pleasure,  (b)  To  make,  ordain  and 
establish  all  such  rules,  by-laws,  regulations  and  ordinances  not 
inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  respecting  the  roads,  streets, 
ways,  alleys,  pavements,  sidewalks,  bridges,  parks,  property,  drain- 
age, public  utilities,  public  square,  public  buildings,  markets,  police, 
quarantine  and  fire  protection  of  the  said  town  of  Darlington,  or 
respecting  any  subject  as  shall  appear  to  them  necessary  and  proper 
for  the  security,  welfare  and  convenience  of  said  town  of  Darling- 
ton, or  for  preserving  health,  peace,  order  and  good  government 
within  the  same;  and  for  the  violation  of  any  and  all  such  rules, 
by-laws,  regulations  and  ordinances  to  prescribe  punishment  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars,  or  by  impris- 
onment for  not  more  than  thirty  (30)  days,  (c)  To  create  and 
appoint  a  Board  of  Health,  whose  functions  and  duties  shall  be 
those  now  or  hereafter  to  be  prescribed  by  the  statute  law  of  this 
State ;  to  enact  all  ordinances  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  rules 
and  regulations  adopted  by  the  said  Board  of  Health;  to  provide 
for  the  abatement  of  nuisances  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment 
of  any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  said  ordinances,  rules 
and  regulations,  and  of  any  person  residing  in  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  town  in  possession  of  any  real  estate  who  shall  fail  to 
remove  any  nuisance  from  the  premises  in  his  possession  or  control 
when  so  directed  by  the  Town  Council  or  Board  of  Health  by  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  thirty  (30)  days,  (d)  To  have  and  provide 
a  guardhouse  or  town  prison,  and  to  make  suitable  regulations  for 
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its  government,  (e)  To  define  the  limits  of  a  fire  district  within 
said  town ;  to  prescribe  the  materials  of  which  all  buildings  or  struc- 
tures within  such  limits  shall  be  constructed,  and  the  manner  of 
constructing  the  same;  to  prohibit  and  prevent  the  erection  of 
buildings  or  other  structures  therein  of  any  other  materials  or  in 
any  manner  than  so  prescribed;  to  declare  any  buildings  or  struc- 
tures hereafter  erected,  or  attempted  to  be  erected,  within  such  limits 
out  of  materials  or  in  a  manner  other  than  so  prescribed  to  be  public 
nuisances ;  to  order  the  same  abated  and  removed ;  to  have  the  same 
abated  and  removed  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  if  he  shall  refuse 
to  remove  the  same  after  being  required  to  do  so;  to  declare  the 
expense  of  such  removal,  when  done  by  the  corporation,  to  be  a 
lien  on  the  land  whereon  such  buildings  or  structures  shall  have 
been  erected,  enforceable  in  like  manner  as  the  lien  for  municipal 
taxes;  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of  any  person  violating 
such  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  by  fine  or  imprisonment, 
(f)  To  declare  any  building  or  structure  situate  within  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  said  town  which  in  their  judgment  shall  constitute  a 
menace  to  the  safety  of  persons  or  property  to  be  a  public  nuisance 
and  to  order  the  same  abated  and  removed:  Provided,  however, 
That  no  such  building  or  structure  shall  be  required  to  be  removed 
until  the  corporation  shall  have  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  thereof 
either  the  agreed  or  assessed  value  of  such  building  or  structure 
and  the  estimated  cost  of  removal:  Provided,  further,  That  if  the 
said  Town  Council  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  building  or 
structure  cannot  agree  upon  the  value  thereof,  then  the  value  shall 
be  assessed  by  freeholders  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the 
condemnation  of  lands  for  opening  or  widening  streets,  to  have  the 
same  abated  and  removed  after  the  payment  or  tender  to  such 
owner  or  owners  of  the  agreed  or  assessed  value  of  such  building 
or  structure  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of  any  person  vio- 
lating such  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  by  fine  or  imprison- 
ment. 

Section  13.  That  all  peace  officers  elected  or  appointed,  as  afore- 
said, shall  take  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  law  for  Constables 
before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Section  14.  That  the  Mayor,  or  Mayor  pro  tempore,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  three  Aldermen  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business. 
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Section  15.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Council  to  keep 
all  streets,  ways,  sidewalks,  pavements,  sewers,  streams  and  drains 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  open  and  in  good  order, 
and  to  accomplish  this  duty  they  are  clothed  with  all  the  powers  of 
County  Commissioners,  but  with  the  limitation  that  such  powers 
shall  only  be  exercised  by  them  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town. 

Section  16.  That  all  persons  liable  to  road  duty  under  the  laws 
of  South  Carolina  who  shall  reside  within  the  limits  of  the  said 
town  shall  perform  such  labor  upon  the  streets  of  said  town  or  pay 
such  sum  for  the  commutation  of  said  labor  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  Town  Council,  and  any  person  failing  to  wprk  upon  the 
streets  and  ways  of  said  town  when  thereunto  required,  or  failing 
to  pay  the  sum  prescribed  for  the  commutation  of  said  work,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  be  subject  to  such  punishment  for  each  and  every  offense 
as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Town  Council,  not  to  exceed  a  fine  of  one 
hundred  ($100.00)  dollars,  or  imprisonment  for  thirty  (30)  days: 
Provided,  however,  That  any  person  liable  to  road  duty  who  resides 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  shall  not  be  liable  therefor 
except  on  the  streets  of  the  town  of  Darlington. 

Section  17.  That  the  said  Town  Council  shall  have  power  to 
impose,  by  ordinance,  which  shall  be  published  once  a  week  for  at 
least  three  weeks,  an  annual  tax  of  not  more  than  three  (3%)  per 
cent.,  exclusive  of  all  special  taxes,  for  the  payment  of  interest  on, 
and  principal  of,  any  bonded  indebtedness,  upon  the  assessed  value 
of  all  real  estate  lying  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  and 
all  personal  property  situate  within  the  same,  including  bonds  and 
stocks  of  banks,  insurance  companies  and  other  corporations,  the 
real  estate  of  churches  and  school  associations  from  which  such 
churches  and  school  associations  draw  a  revenue,  or  which  is 
intended  by  them  to  be  rented  out  for  such  purpose,  except  such  as 
is  exempt  from  taxation  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this 
State.  Such  taxes  shall  be  levied  by  the  town  authorities  on  the 
property  within  its  corporate  limits  as  assessed  for  taxation  for 
State  and  county  purposes.  The  said  Town  Council  shall  also  have 
the  power  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  a  penalty,  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  (25%)  per  cent.,  of  the  taxes  so  levied  for  nonpayment 
of  the  said  taxes  when  due,  such  penalty  to  become  due  and  payable 
when  the  said  taxes  become  delinquent ;  and  the  said  taxes  so  levied, 
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and  also  the  said  penalty,  shall  constitute  a  lien  upon  the  property 
upon  which  the  said  taxes  are  levied  until  paid,  paramount  to  all 
other  liens,  except  the  lien  for  county  and  State  taxes ;  and  for  the 
purpose  of  collecting  the  same  the  said  Town  Council  shall  have 
the  power  to  enforce  the  payment  of  all  such  taxes  and  penalties, 
so  levied  and  provided  for,  against  the  property  of  defaulters  to 
the  same  extent  and  substantially  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pro- 
vided by  law  for  the  collection  of  State  and  county  taxes  and  pen- 
alties, except  that  executions  to  enforce  the  payment  of  said  taxes 
and  penalties  shall  be  issued  by  the  Clerk  of  said  town,  under  the 
seal  of  said  town,  and  directed  to  the  Chief  of  Police  or  other  officer 
designated  by  the  Town  Council  for  that  purpose,  and  except,  fur- 
ther, that  all  Sales  under  and  by  virtue  of  such  executions  shall  be 
held  in  front  of  the  Town  Hall,  or  at  such  other  place  in  said  town 
as  may  be  designated  by  ordinance;  for  the  enforcement  of  such 
executions,  and  for  sales  thereunder,  the  said  Clerk  and  Chief  of 
Police,  or  other  officer  so  designated  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  allowed 
the  same  fees  and  costs  as  are  allowed,  respectively,  to  the  County 
Treasurer  and  Sheriff,  which  shall  be  enforceable  and  collectible  in 
the  same  manner  as  are  fees  and  costs  under  county  and  State  tax 
executions  and  on  sales  thereunder. 

Section  18.  That  the  said  Town  Council  is  hereby  authorized 
annually  to  require,  by  ordinance,  the  payment  of  reasonable  sums 
of  money  as  a  license  tax  by  any  person  or  persons,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion, engaged  or  intending  to  engage  in  any  calling,  business,  occu- 
pation or  profession,  in  whole  or  in  part,  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  town  of  Darlington,  except  persons  engaged  in  the  calling 
or  profession  of  teachers  or  ministers  of  the  Gospel:  Provided, 
That  said  license  tax  shall  be  graduated  according  to  the  gross 
income  from,  or  the  amount  of  capital  invested  in,  such  business. 
It  shall  also  have  the  power  to  impose  and  collect  licenses  or  taxes 
from  and  upon  all  persons  representing  publicly  for  gain  or  reward 
any  plays  or  shows  of  whatever  nature  or  kind  soever  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  said  town.  That  the  said  Town  Council  is 
hereby  authorized  to  enact  such  ordinances  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  the  purposes  of  this  section  into  full  force  and  effect  and  to 
provide  for  the  punishment  of  all  delinquents  thereunder. 

Section  19.  That  the  said  Town  Council  may,  by  ordinance  duly 
enacted,  establish  a  Municipal  Court  for  the  trial  and  determination 
of  violations  of  the  ordinances  of  the  town  of  Darlington. 
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Section  20.  That  the  said  Municipal  Court  shall  be  presided  over 
by  the  Recorder,  if  one  has  been  elected,  or  by  the  Mayor  or  Mayor 
pro  tempore,  if  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Recorder,  or  if 
the  Recorder  is  absent,  ill  or  otherwise  unable  to  act.  That  the 
Recorder  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Town  Council  and  shall  hold 
office  for  a  term  of  four  years  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
qualified,  but  he  shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  the  Town  Council 
at  its  pleasure. 

Section  21.  That  the  general  jurisdiction  of,  and  proceedings  in, 
said  Municipal  Court  shall  be  the  same  now  or  hereafter  to  be  pre- 
scribed by"  the  laws  of  this  State  for  Municipal  Courts  in  towns  or 
cities  of  the  same  class,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  and 
the  rules  and  practice  therein  shall  be  the  same,  so  far  as  possible, 
as  in  Magistrates'  Courts  of  this  State.  It  shall  not,  however,  be 
necessary  for  the  presiding  officers  of  said  Court  to  reduce  to  writ- 
ing the  testimony  in  any  case  tried  before  him,  unless  a  demand  to 
that  effect  be  made  by  the  defendant. 

Section  22.  That  the  said  Municipal  Court  shall  have  jurisdiction 
to  try  and  determine  all  cases  arising  under  the  ordinances  of  the 
town  of  Darlington.  It  shall  have  power  and  jurisdiction  to  impose 
a  sentence  of  imprisonment  of  not  more  than  thirty  (30)  days,  with- 
out the  alternative  of  a  fine,  upon  any  person  convicted  of  the  sec- 
ond or  any  subsequent  violation  of  the  same  ordinance.  It  shall 
also  have  power  and  jurisdiction  to  issue  process  for  summoning  or 
arresting  any  person  within  the  boundaries  of  Darlington  county 
who.  may  be  a  material  witness  at  the  trial  of  any  case  pending  in 
said  Court,  and  for  the  arrest  of  any  person  charged  with  the  com- 
mission of  any  offense  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  any  duly  qualified 
police  officer  of  said  town  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to 
summon  or  arrest  any  such  person  at  any  place  within  the  bound- 
aries of  the  said  county  of  Darlington. 

Section  23.  That  all  revenues  arising  from  fines  or  penalties 
imposed  by  said  Municipal  Court  as  punishment  for  the  commission 
of  offenses  against  the  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances  of  the  said 
town,  or  against  the  statute  law  of  this  State,  shall  be  appropriated 
to  the  use  of  said  corporation. 

Section  24.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  duly  qualified  police 
officer  of  the  said  town  of  Darlington  to  arrest  without  warrant  and 
commit  to  the  guardhouse  or  town  prison  any  person  guilty  of  com- 
mitting any  offense  of  which  the  said  Municipal  Court  has  jurisdic- 

85— A. 
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tion,  if  such  offense  be  committed  within  his  presence  or  hearing, 
or  if  he  receive  immediate  information  thereof  from  any  creditable 
person :  Provided,  however,  That  upon  the  demand  of  the  accused 
a  warrant  shall  be  issued  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  trial  of  such 
offense. 

Section  25.  That  all  ordinances  heretofore  adopted  by  the  Town 
Council  or  the  said  town  of  Darlington  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
legal  and  valid  until  repealed  or  amended  by  the  said  Town  Coun- 
cil; and  the  collection  of  all  taxes  heretofore  levied  or  collected  is 
hereby  validated  and  confirmed. 

Section  26.  That  the  said  town  of  Darlington,  as  created  by  this 
Act,  is  hereby  vested  with  title  to  all  property,  real,  personal,  and 
mixed,  now  owned  or  held  by  the  present  corporation,  and  shall  suc- 
ceed to  all  of  the  rights,  powers,  privileges,  duties,  liabilities  and 
obligations  of  the  present  corporation,  except  as  herein  specifically 
changed. 

Section  27.  That  the  said  town  of  Darlington,  and  the  several 
officers  thereof,  shall  have  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  and 
shall  be  subject  to  all  of  the  duties,  responsibilities  and  limitations 
now  or  hereafter  to  be  conferred  and  imposed  upon  towns  of  the 
same  class  by  the*  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, in  addition  to  the  special  rights,  powers,  privileges,  duties, 
responsibilities  and  limitations  hereby  conferred,  created  or  imposed: 
Provided,  however,  That  in  all  instances  wherein  the  special  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  conflict  with  the  general  laws  hereinbefore 
referred  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  prevail. 

Section  28.  That  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  a  public  Act  and  shall 
continue  of  force  until  repealed;  that  it  shall  take  effect  immedi- 
ately upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor,  and  that  all  other  Acts 
and  parts  of  Acts  relating  to  the  said  town  of  Darlington  incon- 
sistent with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Provide  for 
the  Establishment  of  a  New  School  District  in  Darling- 
ton County,  and  to  Authorize  the  Issue  of  Bonds  by 
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Said  School  District,  and  the  Levy  of  a  Local  Tax 
Therein/9  Approved  December  24,  1888,  So  as  to 
Provide  for  Nine  Trustees,  Their  Election,  Term  of 
Office,  Etc 

Section  1.  Act  (1888,  XX  Stats.,  153)  Amended — 
Trustees  of  School  District  of  Town  of  Darlington. — Be  it 

enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
That  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of 
a  new  school  district  in  Darlington  county,  and  to  authorize  the 
issue  of  bonds  by  said  school  district  and  the  levy  of  a  local  tax 
therein,"  approved  December  24,  1888,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  2  thereof  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  2.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  said  school  district 
shall  consist  of  nine  members,  to  be  elected  as  follows :  Three  mem- 
bers of  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  County 
Board  of  Education  in  accordance  with  the  general  law  for  the 
appointment  of  school  trustees  and  shall  hold  such  appointment 
for  the  term  and  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  regulating 
trustees  of  schools.  Six  members  of  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
be  elected  by  the  legal  voters  living  in  said  school  district  and 
returning  real  or  personal  property  therein  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  said  legal  voters  called  for  the  purpose  of  levying  a  tax  for 
school  purposes  as  now  provided  by  law.  That  one  of  such  Trus- 
tees shall  be  elected  at  said  meeting  in  the  year  1920  and  one  Trus- 
tee shall  be  elected  at  each  succeeding  annual  meeting.  That  the 
term  of  office  of  said  six  Trustees  so  elected  shall  be  six  years. 
That  five  of  the  present  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  not 
appointed  by  the  County  Board  of  Education,  shall  continue  in 
office  under  this  Act,  one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for 
three  years,  one  for  four  years  and  one  for  five  years  from  the 
annual  meeting  in  1920,  and  said  five  Trustees  shall  determine 
among  themselves,  by  lot  or  otherwise,  the  ones  whose  terms  will 
expire  each  year  as  above  set  forth,  and  when  so  determined  the 
term  of  each  of  said  Trustees  shall  be  for  the  time  so  fixed  for  him, 
and  upon  the  failure  of  said  Trustees  so  to  select  among  themselves 
the  ones  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  annually  in  rotation,  then, 
at  said  annual  meeting  in  1920,  there  shall  be  elected  five  of  said 
Trustees,  and  the  term  of  office  of  each  shall  be  designated  and 
fixed  at  said  meeting  so  that  the  term  of  office  of  one  of  said  five 
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Trustees  will  expire  each  year  in  accordance  herewith.  That  the 
notice  of  said  meeting  now  required  to  be  published  by  said  Trus- 
tees shall  also  include  notice  of  the  election  of  a  Trustee,  designat- 
ing the  Trustee  by  name  whose  term  has  expired ;  so  that  said  Act, 
when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  public  schools  in 
the  town  of  Darlingotn,  the  County  Board  of  Examiners  for  Dar- 
lington county  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  required  to 
establish  a  separate  school  district,  to  contain  all  the  territory 
included  between  a  boundary  to  the  east  formed  by  the  runs  of 
Mill  Creek,  Swift  Creek  and  Black  Creek,  and  the  part  of  a  circle 
having  its  centre  at  Courthouse  building,  in  the  town  of  Darlington, 
commencing  at  a  point  on  Black  Creek  three  miles  east,  or  southeast, 
of  said  Courthouse,  and  running  with  a  radius  of  three  miles  until 
it  reaches  a  point  on  Mill  Creek  three  miles  north,  or  northeast,  of 
said  Courthouse.  The  new  school  district  so  established  shall  be 
known  as  the  School  District  of  the  Town  of  Darlington. 

Section  2.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  said  school  dis- 
trict shall  consist  of  nine  members,  to  be  selected  as  follows :  Three 
members  of  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
County  Board  of  Education,  in  accordance  with  the  general  law  for 
the  appointment  of  school  trustees,  and  shall  hold  such  appoint- 
ment for  the  term  and  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  regulat- 
ing trustees  of  schools.  Six  members  of  said  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  be  elected  by  the  legal  voters  living  in  said  school  district  and 
returning  real  or  personal  property  therein  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  said  legal  voters  called  for  the  purpose  of  levying  a  tax  for  school 
purposes,  as  now  provided  by  law.  That  one  of  such  Trustees  shall 
be  elected  at  said  meeting  in  the  year  1920  and  one  Trustee  shall  be 
elected  at  each  succeeding  annual  meeting.  That  the  term  of  office 
of  said  six  Trustees  so  elected  shall  be  six  years.  That  five  of  the 
present  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  not  appointed  by  the 
County  Board  of  Education,  shall  continue  in  office  under  this  Act, 
one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for 
four  years  and  one  for  five  years  from  the  annual  meeting  in  1920, 
and  said  five  Trustees  shall  determine  among  themselves,  by  lot  or 
otherwise,  the  ones  whose  term  will  expire  each  year,  as  above  set 
forth,  and  when  so  determined,  the  term  of  each  of  said  Trustees 
shall  be  for  the  time  so  fixed  for  him,  and  upon  the  failure  of  said 
Trustees  so  to  select  among  themselves  the  ones  whose  term  of 
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office  shall  expire  annually  in  rotation,  then,  at  said  annual  meeting 
in  1920,  there  shall  be  elected  five  of  said  Trustees,  and  the  term  of 
office  of  each  shall  be  designated  and  fixed  at  said  meeting  so  that 
the  term  of  office  of  one  of  said  five  Trustees  will  expire  each  year  in 
accordance  herewith.  That  the  notice  of  said  annual  meeting  now 
required  by  law  to  be  published  by  said  Trustees  shall  also  include 
notice  of  a  Trustee  designating  the  Trustee  by  name  whose  term  has 
expired. 

Section  3.  That  the  said  school  district  shall  be  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  with  such  government,  rights,  privileges  and  liabil- 
ities as  are  provided  for  school  districts  by  the  school  law  of  South 
Carolina,  approved  March  22,  1878,  and  its  amendments,  except  as 
modified  by  this  Act. 

Section  4.  That  the  said  Board  of  Trustees,  in  addition  to  the 
duties  and  powers  prescribed  by  law  for  Trustees  of  school  districts, 
shall  have  the  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  determine  the 
studies  and  class  books  to  be  used  in  the  schools  of  said  district; 
to  elect  and  dismiss  the  teachers ;  to  fix  their  salaries ;  to  prescribe 
their  duties  and  to  make  rules  for  the  government  of  the  schools; 
to  make  an  annual  report  of  the  schools  in  said  district  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Education  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in 
October  in  each  year,  to  be  forwarded  through  the  office  of  the 
School  Commissioner  of  Darlington  county;  and  to  take  in  charge 
and  to  keep  in  order  all  buildings  and  other  property  belonging  to, 
or  used  for  carrying  on,  the  schools  of  the  district  herein  created. 

Section  5.  The  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  from  its  mem- 
bers a  Chairman,  and  also  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The  Chair- 
man shall  call  meetings  of  the  Board  whenever  in  his  judgment  a 
meeting  is  needed,  or  whenever  three  members  of  the  Board  shall 
unite  in  requesting  him  to  do  so. 

Section  6.  The  said  Trustees  are  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year,  except  the 
year  1889,  in  which  year  the  said  Trustees  are  authorized  and 
empowered  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  to  levy  on  all 
real  and  personal  property  returned  for  taxation  in  said  school  dis-  % 
trict  a  local  tax  not  exceeding  three  (3)  mills  on  the  dollar  in  any 
one  year  to  supplement  the  general  tax  for  the  support  of  schools, 
by  the  person  and  in  the  mode  following,  to  wit:  The  Board  of 
Trustees  shall,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  January,  1889,  and  on 
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or  before  the  same  day  in  each  succeeding  year,  call  a  meeting  of 
all  the  legal  voters  living  in  above-named  school  district  and  return- 
ing real  or  personal  property  therein :  Provided,  That  public  notice 
of  said  meeting,  specifying  the  time,  place  and  object,  shall  be  given 
at  least  ten  (10)  days  before  said  meeting  by  posting  the  same  in 
three  conspicuous  places  in  the  said  school  district  and  publishing 
the  same  at  least  twice  in  one  of  the  newspapers  having  the  largest 
circulation  in  said  school  district.  The  persons  answering  the 
above  designations,  when  thus  assembled  shall  appoint  a  Chairman 
and  also  a  Secretary,  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  decide  what 
additional  tax,  if  any,  shall  be  levied,  not  to  exceed  three  (3)  mills 
on  the  dollar.  No  tax  thus  levied  shall  be  repealed  at  a  subsequent 
meeting  within  the  same  fiscal  year.  The  Chairman,  within  one 
week  thereafter,  shall  notify  the  County  Auditor  of  Darlington 
county  of  the  amount  of  tax  levied,  and  the  County  Auditor  shall 
at  once  assess  such  tax  on  all  real  and  personal  property  returned 
in  said  school  district,  and  the  County  Treasurer  of  said  county 
shall  collect  said  tax  with  the  other  taxes  for  the  same  year,  and 
said  tax  shall  be  liable  to  like  process  and  penalties  as  are  State 
and  county  taxes. 

Section  7.  The  County  Treasurer  for  the  county  of  Darlington 
shall  hold  all  moneys  arising  from  the  school  tax  and  poll  tax  to 
which  said  district  may  be  entitled  under  the  general  provisions  of 
law,  or  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  subject  to  the  warrant  of 
the  said  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  district. 

Section  8.  That  all  moneys  received  by  the  County  Treasurer 
from  the  school  tax  herein  provided  for  shall  be  protected  by  the 
official  bond  of  said  Treasurer  and  shall  be  paid  out  only  on  the 
warrant  of  the  said  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said 
district. 

Section  9.  That  the  said  school  district  is  hereby  permitted  and 
authorized  to  issue  five  (5)  thousand  dollars  of  six  per  cent,  bonds, 
or  a  less  number,  if  so  much  in  their  judgment  be  not  necessary, 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and  furnishing  suitable  school  build- 
ings in  said  school  district:  Provided,  That  a  majority  of  the  qual- 
ified voters  of  said  school  district  shall  be  in  favor  of  such  issue 
as  expressed  in  an  election  held  for  that  purpose. 

Section  10.  That  the  Trustees  of  said  school  district  are  hereby 
required,  upon  the  written  request  of  twenty   freeholders  within 
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said  school  district,  to  order  an  election  on  the  question  of  issuing 
said  bonds,  and  to  give  three  weeks'  notice  by  advertisement  in  one 
or  more  newspapers  of  such  election,  and  they  shall  appoint  the 
managers,  receive  the  returns,  and  declare  the  result. 

Section  11.  The  said  school  district,  in  addition  to  the  powers 
hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  have,  and  is  hereby  endowed  with, 
the  powers  of  a  corporation,  to  issue  the  said  bonds,  and,  when 
issued,  they  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees for  said  school  district,  shall  run  for  a  period  of  thirty  years, 
their  coupons  shall  be  receivable  for  all  taxes  in  said  school  district, 
and  they,  shall  constitute  a  first  lien  upon  all  property  'which  may 
be  improved  from  their  proceeds.  •    ••  • 

Section  12.  That  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  on  said 
bonds  and  the  principal  when  due  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County 
Auditor  of  the  county  of  Darlington,  or  such  other  officer  as  may 
be  charged  with  the  assessment  of  taxes,  to  compute  annually  the 
amount  necessary  to  be  raised,  and  to  levy  the  same  upon  all  the 
real  and  personal  property  in  said  school  district,  and  the  amount 
so  levied  shall  be  collected  by  the  County  Treasurer  of  the  county 
of  Darlington  and  h  ;!d  and  used  by  them  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  said  interest  or  principal,  if  any  be  due,  and  shall  be  used  for 
no  other  purpose  whatsoever. 

Section  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  taxpayer  whose 
property  may  be  partly  within  and  partly  without  said  school  dis- 
trict, when  he  makes  his  return  for  State  and  county  taxes,  to  plainly 
and  separately  specify  in  such  return,  under  oath,  the  position,  or 
positions,  of  such  property,  whether  real  or  personal,  subject  to 
taxation  within  said  district;  and  in  case  such  taxpayer  shall  have 
made  his  or  her  return  before  such  school  district  is  laid  off,  it  shall 
be  his  or  her  duty  to  make  another  or  amended  return  in  accord- 
ance herewith;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Auditor  to 
enter  the  tax  belonging  to  said  school  district  upon  the  tax  dupli- 
cate in  a  separate  column,  so  that  the  County  Treasurer  may  con- 
veniently keep  the  same  separately  from  the  other  taxes. 

Section  14.  There  shall  be  furnished  in  said  schools  instruction 
free  of  charge  to  all  children  residing  within  the  bounds  of  said 
school  district  in  the  course  of  study  prescribed  for  the  public 
schools  of  the  State,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  furnish  in  said 
schools  instruction  to  nonresident  children,  and  in  branches  of 
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study  not  embraced  in  said  course  of  study,  on  such  terms  as  they 
may  determine. 

Section  IS.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  on  the  day  of  its 
approval,  and  that  all  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  there- 
with are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  a  Test  Case  as  to  Certain  Taxes  in 
the  County  of  Darlington,  and  for  a  Disposition  of  the 
Taxes  Paid  Under  Protest,  and  to  Provide  for  Addi- 
tional Clerical  Help  in  Reference  to  the  Same. 

Section  1.  Test  Case  to  Decide  Legality  of  Certain  Taxes 
Collected  in  Darlington  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  final  judgment 
in  the  case  now  pending  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the 
County  of  Darlington  entitled  W.  L.  Oates  vs.  S.  W.  Fountain, 
Treasurer  of  Darlington  county,  or  any  other  suit  that  may  be 
agreed  on  by  the  Attorney  General  and  plaintiff's  attorneys  in  said 
cause,  involving  the  legality  of  certain  taxes  in  said  county  levied 
and  collected  by  the  Treasurer  of  said  county,  shall  determine  the 
question  of  the  legality  or  illegality  of  all  such  taxes  paid  by  any 
or  all  taxpayers  of  the  county  of  Darlington  under  protest  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  and  involving  the  raise  by  the  State  Tax  Commission 
of  the  assessment  of  real  estate  of  the  county  of  Darlington. 

§  2.  Refund  of  Taxes  in  Event  Same  Are  Decided  to  Have 
Been  Illegally  Collected  — -  Reassessment  of  Real  Estate.— 

That  if  the  final  judgment  of  the  Court  shall  be  in  favor  of  the 
legality  of  said  taxes,  the  Treasurer  of  Darlington  county  and  the 
State  Treasurer  are  required  to  apply  said  taxes  to  the  purposes 
for  which  they  were  levied  and  collected  without  further  direction 
and  authority  from  the  General  Assembly;  and  if  the  Court  shall 
determine  that  said  taxes  are  illegal,  then  the  State  Treasurer  and 
County  Treasurer  of  the  county  of  Darlington  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  authorized,  directed  and  required  to  pay  over  to  all  tax- 
payers such  sums  as  have  been  illegally  assessed  against  them  and 
each  of  them,  and  paid  under  protest,  as  hereinabove  provided.  If 
the  assessment  aforesaid  shall  be  held  to  have  been  illegally  made, 
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then  the  real  estate  of  Darlington  county  shall  be  forthwith  reas- 
sessed according  to  law  and  before  the  expiration  of  the  four-year 
period  now  provided  by  law. 

§  3.  Clerical  Help  for  Auditor  and  County  Treasurer,  If 
Refund  Is  Necessary. — That  if  the  final  judgment  of  the  Court 
be  that  said  tax  is  illegal,  then  the  sum  of  $200.00  is  hereby  appro- 
priated from  the  county  ordinary  funds  of  the  county  of  Darling- 
ton to  provide  additional  clerical  help  for  the  County  Auditor  an4 
the  County  Treasurer  in  the  distribution  and  repayment  of  said 
funds  to  the  taxpayers  entitled  to  receive  the  same. 

§  4.  State  and  County  Treasurer  to  Retain  Amount  of 
Taxes  in  Dispute. — That  the  County  Treasurer  of  Darlington  and 
the  State  Treasurer  are  hereby  authorized,  directed  and  required 
to  retain  the  amount  of  taxes  levied  and  collected  on  two  million 
($2,000,000.00)  dollars'  worth  of  real  estate  in  Darlington  county, 
for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  requirements  of  this  Act,  and  of 
repaying  any  illegal  taxes  so  levied  and  collected,  and  to  expend 
all  other  taxes  levied  and  collected  in  Darlington  county,  for  the 
purposes  for  which  the  same  were  so  levied  and  collected. 

§  5.  Inconsistent  Acts  Repealed. — That  all  Acts  or  parts  of 
Acts  inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Validate,  Ratify  and  Confirm  All  Proceedings 
and  Acts  of  the  Trustees  of  Anderson  School  District 
No.  11,  in  Darlington  County,  in  Calling  and  Holding 
an  Election  on  the  Twenty-sixth  Day  of  July,  1918,  on 
the  Question  of  Issuing  Bonds  of  Said  School  District 
to  the  Amount  of  Twelve  Hundred  ($1,200.00)  Dol- 
lars, Authorizing  the  Issuing  of  the  Bonds  by  Reason 
of  the  Vote  in  Said  Election. 

Section  1.  Certain  Bonds  of  School  District  No.  11  of 
Darlington  County  Validated. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  all  proceedings  and 
acts  had  and  taken  by  the  Trustees  of  Anderson  School  District  No. 
11,  in  Darlington  county,  in  calling  and  holding  a  special  election  in

said  school  district  on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  July,  1918,  at  which 
election  the  question  of  issuing  bonds  of  said  school  district  in  the 
sum  of  twelve  hundred   ($1,200.00)   dollars,  said  bonds  bearing 
interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semiannually, 
with  principal  payable  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds, 
the  said  election  resulting  in  favor  of  the  issuing  of  said  bonds; 
the  proceeds  of  which  bonds  to  be  used  in  building  and  equipping 
a  school  building  for  the  said  school  district,  to  be  located  in  said 
Softool  district,  including  notice  of  such  election  given  by  said  Trus- 
tees, the  designation  of  time  and  place  of  voting,  appointment  and 
qualification  of  managers  of  such  election ;  return  of  the  managers 
of  the  result  of  such  election ;  the  matter  of  the  survey  of  said  dis- 
trict; the  form  of  the  ballot  used  in  said  election;  the  power  and 
authority  of  said  school  district  to  call  said  election  and  issue  said 
bonds,  and  all  proceedings  in  the  conduct  of  such  election,  and  a 
declaration  of  the  result  thereof,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  vali- 
dated, ratified  and  confirmed  with  a  like  effect  as  if  all  the  steps 
taken  by  said  Trustees  had  been  duly  authorized  by  law,  notwith- 
standing any  irregularities,  omissions,  commissions  or  remissions 
which  may  have  occurred  in  the  conduct  of  said  election,  the  notice 
of  said  election  given  by  said  Trustees,  the  designation  of  the  time

Section  1.  School  District  No.  11  of  Fairfield  County 
May  Borrow. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  County  Treasurer  of  Fairfield 
county  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  required  to  borrow,  for  the  purpose  of 
erecting  and  completing  the  equipment  of  said  schoolhouse  in  School 
District  No.  1 1,  Fairfield  county,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  one  thousand 
dollars  in  addition  to  that  heretofore  provided,  at  a  rate  of  interest 
not  to  exceed  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  upon  the  execution  of  his 
promissory  note  or  notes  as  County  Treasurer  of  Fairfield  county 
and  place  the  proceeds  of  same  to  the  credit  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees for  said  school  district  for  said  purposes  and  to  secure  the 
payment  of  said  note  to  pledge  the  taxes  provided  for  by  Acts  and 
amendatory  Acts  heretofore  providing  therefor.

Creek,  thence  via  eastern  boundary  of  James  McCown's   (1842) 

land  to  Evergreen  road  near  Middle  Swamp,  thence  via road 

westward  to  a  branch,  and  via  its  course  through  a  bay  to  a  line 
of  P.  A.  Branson's  farm,  and  via  said  line  to  public  road,  thence 
via  said  road  westward  to  a  point  of  intersection  with  public  road 
leading  northwest  toward  Hoffmeyer's  Cross  Roads,  thence  via 
said  road  northwest  to  Beaver  Dam  Creek,  thence  north  with  said 
creek  to  its  intersection  with  the  western  boundary  of  Florence 
township,  and  thence  northwest  along  the  said  township  boundary 
to  its  intersection  with  the  road  from  Hoffmeyer's  Cross  Roads  to 
Darlington,  thence  north  along  said  road  to  the  Darlington  county 
line,  thence  northeast  along  said  county  line  to  its  intersection  with 
High  Hill  Creek,  and  thence  eastward  along  the  ran  of  said  creek 
to  the  Darlington  road  at  Cohen's  old  mill,  as  per  plat  made  by  T. 
N.  Rhodes,  surveyor,  dated  May,  1906,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a 
new  school  district,  to  be  known  as  the  School  District  of  the  City 
of  Florence. 

Section  2.  That  said  school  district  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, with  such  government,  rights,  privileges  and  liabilities  as 
are  now  provided  for  school-  districts  by  the  school  law  of  South 
Carolina. 

Section  3.  That  in  addition  to  the  rights  and  privileges  hereinbe- 
fore granted,  the  said  school  district  shall  have  th^  power  to  levy 
and  collect,  in  addition  to  the  bond  tax  hereinafter  provided  for,  to 
be  levied  and  collected  as  hereinafter  specified,  and  to  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  on  the  bonds  herein  author- 
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ized,  a  tax  on  the  assessed  value  of  all  real  and  personal  property 
returned  in  said  school  district,  subject  to  the  following  provisions : 
The  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  said  school  district  shall 
at  any  time  previous  to  the  first  day  of  June  of  each  year,  upon  the 
written  request  of  thirty  of  the  property  holders  in  said  school  dis- 
trict, issue  a  call  for  a  meeting,  after  two  weeks'  notice,  all  of  those 
citizens  who  return  real  or  personal  property  in  said  school  district. 
Such  notice  shall  specify  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  and  be  pub- 
lished  in  a  county  newspaper  in  said  school  district,  and  be  poste* 
in  three  conspicuous  places  in  said  school  district.  The  Board  o 
School  Commissioners  of  said  school  district  shall  cause  to  be  pre- 
pared a  list  of  all  the  voters,  hereinbefore  provided  for,  a  certified 
copy  of  which  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  Secretary  of  said  meeting. 
The  persons  entitled  to  vote  in  said  meeting  shall  have  power,  first 
to  appoint  a  Chairman  and  Secretary;  second,  to  adjourn  from 
time  to  time ;  third,  to  decide  whether,  in  addition  to  the  amount  of 
the  constitutional  school  tax  apportioned  to  the  use  of  the  schools 
in  said  school  district,  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  levy  an  additional 
tax  for  the  pay  of  teachers'  salaries,  for  the  building,  furnish- 
ing, repairing  and  improvement  of  schoolhouses,  or  for  incidental 
expenses;  fourth,  to  elect  a  board  of  five  School  Commissioners, 
one  from  each  ward  of  the  city  of  Florence  and  one  from  that  por- 
tion of  the  said  school  district  without  the  limits  of  the  said  city, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  five  years  and  until  their  successors  shall 
have  been  elected  and  qualified,  and  who  shall  constitute  the  Board 
of  School  Commissioners  of  said  school  district:  Provided,  That 
the  term  of  only  one  Commissioner  shall  expire  in  any  one  year; 
that  such  meeting  of  citizens  in  1919  shall  elect  a  Commissioner 
from  that  portion  of  the  district  lying  without  the  limits  of  the 
city  of  Florence;  that  such  meeting  of  citizens  in  1920  shall  elect 
one  Commissioner  from  Ward  1 ;  that  such  meeting  of  citizens  in 
1921  shall  elect  one  Commissioner  from  Ward  2;  that  such  meet- 
ing in  1922  shall  elect  one  Commissioner  from  Ward  3 ;  that  such 
meeting  of  citizens  in  1923  shall  elect  one  Commissioner  from  Ward 
4,  and  in  succeeding  years  such  meetings  shall  elect  the  Commis- 
sioners as  their  terms  expire  in  the  order  herein  provided:  Pro- 
vided, further,  That  the  Commissioners  now  serving  from  Ward  1, 
Ward  2,  Ward  3  and  Ward  4  shall  continue  to  serve  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified  as  herein  provided.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chairman  of  such  meetings  to  keep 
a  correct  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  and  to  file  the  same  in  the 
office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  city  of  Florence.  It  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  said  Chairman  to  notify  the  said  Board  of  School  Commis- 
sioners, within  one  week,  of  the  amount  of  tax  thus  levied;  and 
the  City  Treasurer  of  the  city  of  Florence  and  the  Treasurer  of 
Florence  county  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  assess  such  tax  on  all 
real  and  personal  property  in  said  school  district  and  within  their 
respective  jurisdictions.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  collect  this  tax 
on  all  property  within  the  city  of  Florence,  and  the  County  Treas- 
urer of  the  county  of  Florence  shall  collect  this  tax  on  property  of 
the  district  not  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  at  the  time  and  in  the 
manner  provided  for  collecting,  respectively,  the  city  taxes  and  the 
county  taxes,  and  it  shall  be  a  lien  on  all  property  until  paid,  as  is 
provided  for  in  case  of  State  and  county  taxes.  The  proceeds  aris- 
ing from  this  tax  shall  be  kept  separate  and  be  paid  out  by  the 
Treasurer  on  warrants  drawn  by  said  Board  of  School  Commis- 
sioners; and  the  said  Treasurers  shall  be  liable  to  all  penalties  now 
provided  by  law  for  nonperformance  or  neglect  of  duty. 

Section  4.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  receive  as  compensation  for 
his  services  such  amount  as  the  Board  may  determine,  and  before 
entering  upon  his  duties  as  Treasurer  he  shall  give  an  official  bond 
in  the  penal  sum  of  ten  thousand  ($10,000.00)  dollars  to  the  said 
Board,  with  sufficient  surety  conditioned  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  duties. 

Section  5.  That  the  County  Treasurer  shall  hold  the  constitutional 
school  tax  and  poll  tax  to  which  the  said  school  district  is  entitled 
under  the  general  provisions  of  law  subject  to  the  warrant  of  the 
Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  said  school  district. 

Section  6.  That  said  Board  may  assemble  at  any  time  and  elect  a 
Clerk  and  Superintendent  of  City  Schools,  whose  duties  and  com- 
pensation shall  be  prescribed  by  said  Board:  Provided,  That  no 
member  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  shall  be  eligible  to 
any  office  within  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  That  said  Board  shall 
have  the  following  powers  and  duties :  ( 1 )  To  discharge  the  same 
duties  in  the  said  new  school  district  which  are  required  of  School 
Trustees  in  the  counties.  (2)  To  determine  the  studies  and  class 
books  to  be  used  in  the  schools.  (3)  To  cause  examinations  of 
teachers  for  the  city  schools.  (4)  To  elect  and  dismiss  superin- 
tendents and  teachers,  prescribe  their  duties  and  terms  of  office, 
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and  make  rules  for  the  government  of  the  schools.  (5)  To  fill 
vacancies  occurring  in  the  Board  by  death,  resignation,  departure 
from  the  State  or  refusal  to  qualify.  (6)  To  establish,  when  expe- 
dient, a  normal  school  department,  and  to  grant  diplomas.  (7)  To 
make,  if  required,  an  annual  report  to  the  Superintendent  of  Edu- 
cation. (8)  To  determine  the  manner  in  which  the  tax  hereinbe- 
fore provided  for  shall  be  expended  in  maintaining  the  city  schools, 
and  to  sell  or  exchange  any  school  property,  real  or  personal,  for 
which  there  is  no  further  use  as  school  property. 

Section  7.  That  the  said  school  district  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  the  bonds  of  the  corporation,  not  to 
exceed  two  hundred  thousand  ($200,000.00)  dollars  in  amount, 
bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  six  per  centum  per  annum, 
payable  semiannually,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  outstanding  indebt- 
edness incurred  in  erecting  school  buildings  within  its  limits,  and 
for  erecting  other  school  buildings  when  needed;  that  said  bonds 
shall  run  and  mature  after  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  issue;

Section  1.  Act  (1907,  XXV  Stats.,  789)  Amended— Time 
of  Election  in  City  of  Georgetown— Term  of  Aldermen— 
Sr.lary  cf  I'.layor. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Ctate  o:  oouth  Carolina,  That  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend 
Sections  3  and  5  of  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  charter  the  city  of 
Georgetown/  "  approved  the  25th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1907,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  3 
thereof  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  3.  The  said  city  of  Georgetown  shall  be  governed  by  a 
Mayor  and  four  Aldermen,  who  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United 
States  and  of  this  State,  and  who  shall  have  actually  resided  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  said  city  for  at  least  twelve  months  imme- 
diately preceding  their  election,  and  who  shall  be  known  as  and 
called  the  City  Council  of  Georgetown.  On  the  third  Tuesday  of 
January,  in  the  year  1920,  between  the  hours  of  8:00  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon  and  4:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  an  election  for 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  held  at  the  City  Hall,  and  such  other 
convenient  place  in  that  portion  of  the  city  known  as  West  End  as 
shall  be  designated  by  the  said  City  Council,  at  least  ten  days'  pub- 
lic notice  thereof  being  previously  given ;  at  which  election  all  male 
inhabitants  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  citizens  of  the  United 
States  and  of  this  State,  who  shall  have  resided  within  the  State 
two  years  and  in  the  said  city  at  least  four  months  immediately  pre- 
ceding such  election,  and  not  being  under  any  of  the  disabilities 
mentioned  in  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote.

At  said  election  the  two  Aldermen  receiving  the 
largest  number  of  votes  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  four  (4)  years, 
and  the  two  receiving  the  next  largest  number  of  votes  for  a  term 
of  two  (2)  years;  and  in  case  of  a  tie  it  shall  be  decided  by  lot 
which  two  of  the  four  Aldermen  so  elected  shall  serve  for  a  term 
of  four  years  and  which  two  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years. 
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Thereafter  on  the  same  day  in  each  alternate  year  there  shall  be 
elected  two  Aldermen  for  a  term  of  four  years  and  a  Mayor  for  a 
term  of  two  years.  The  persons  so  elected  shall  present  themselves 
at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  City  Council,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  practicable,  to  qualify,  by  taking  the  oath  prescribed  in  the 
Constitution  of  this  State  and  the  oath  in  regard  to  dueling,  and 
shall  immediately  assume  the  duties  of  their  office;  and  they  shall 
remain  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The 
said  City  Council  are  hereby  empowered  to  appoint  three  managers 
and  make  all  necessary  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
proper  conduct  and  control  of  said  election  and  for  the  punishment 
of  offenses  against  the  same.  Thirty  days  previous  to  any  election 
the  said  City  Council  shall  open  books  for  the  registration  of  per- 
sons qualified  to  vote  at  such  election,  giving  public  notice  thereof, 
which  said  book  shall  be  finally  closed  in  ten  days  previous  to  such 
election;  and  only  such  persons  as  are  therein  registered  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  at  such  election.  The  said  City  Council  are  hereby 
empowered  to  make  all  necessary  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  proper  registration  of  voters,  and  any  person  fraudulently 
registering,  or  attempting  to  register  fraudulently,  and  any  person 
voting,  or  offering  to  vote,  at  any  election  for  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  said  city,  or  at  any  special  election  held  therein,  who  has  not  the 
right  to  vote  at  such  election,  or  counselling,  advising  or  encourag- 
ing any  other  person  so  to  do,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  as  provided  by  the  ordi- 
nance of  said  city  or  by  the  laws  of  the  State.  In  case  a  vacancy 
shall  occur  in  the  office  of  Mayor  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise, 
the  said  Aldermen,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  select  from  among 
themselves  a  Mayor  to  fill  the  vacancy ;  and  the  said  Aldermen,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  shall  also  select  from  among  themselves  an 
Alderman  to  act  as  Mayor  during  the  sickness  or  temporary  absence 
of  the  Mayor,  who,  while  acting  as  Mayor,  shall  be  vested  with  all 
his  duties  and  powers.  In  case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  from  any 
cause  in  the  office  of  Aldermen,  the  said  City  Council  shall  order 
an  election  to  fill  such  vacancy:  Provided,  The  unexpired  term  of 
such  Aldermen  shall  exceed  six  calendar  months,  which  special 
election  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  of  the 
ordinances  of  said  city  relating  to  regular  elections  and  the  regis- 
tration of  voters.  The  said  City  Council,  at  the  expiration  of  their 
term  of  office,  shall  pay  over  and  deliver  to  their  successors  all 
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moneys,  books,  records,  papers  and  properties  in  their  hands  belong- 
ing to  the  corporation. 

Amended  further  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  5  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  5.  That  on  and  after  the  election  hereinbefore  provided 
for  in  Section  3  hereof  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  Georgetown  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  four  hundred  ($400.00)  dollars ;  but"  the 
present  incumbent  Mayor  shall,  until  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
office,  continue  to  receive  the  annual  salary  of  six  hundred  dollars 
as  heretofore.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  and  Provide  for  an  Election  in  the 
County  of  Georgetown  to  Ascertain  If  the  County  Will 
Issue  Two  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars'  Worth  of  Bonds 
for  Permanent  Highway  Improvement,  and  to  Provide 
for  the  Expenditure  of  the  Same,  and  for  the  Levy  of 
a  Tax  to  Pay  the  Interest  Thereon  and  Provide  a  Sink- 
ing Fund  to  Retire  the  Bonds. 

Section   1.  Election  on   Issue  of  Highway  Improvement 
Bonds  in  Georgetown  County — Ballots — Terms  of  Bonds. — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  the  question  of  issuing  two  hundred  thousand  dollars' 
worth  of  coupon  bonds  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  high- 
ways within  the  county  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of 
Georgetown  county  in  an  election  to  be  held  on  the  fourth  Tues- 
day in  August,  1920,  which  shall  be  conducted  by  and  held  under 
the  direction  of  the  Commissioners  of  State  and  County  Elections, 
under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  are  provided  for  general 
elections,  and  only  those  persons  qualified  to  vote  in  the  general 
election  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly  may  vote  in  said 
election;  those  voters  favoring  the  issue  of  bonds  shall  deposit  a 
ballot  with  the  following  words  written  or  printed  thereon :  "Issue 
of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  bonds — Yes,"  and  those 
voters  opposed  to  the  issue  shall  deposit  a  ballot  with  the  words 
"Issue  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  bonds — No." 
Should  a  majority  of  the  ballots  cast  in  said  election  be  against

the  issue  of  bonds,  no  bonds  shall  be  issued,  but  should  a  majority 
of  the  ballots  cast  be  for  the  same,  then  the  county  of  Georgetown 
shall  issue  two  hundred  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  coupon  bonds 
for  permanent  highway  improvement  in  said  county,  the  bonds  to 
be  of  fifty,  one  hundred,  five  hundred  and  one  thousand  dollars 
denominations,  and  be  issued  at  such  time  or  times  as  the  Com- 
mission hereinafter  provided  for  may  determine,  and  to  draw  inter- 
est at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  annually  on  the 
first  day  of  January  of  each  year. 

§  2.  Board  of  Permanent  Highway  Commissioners — 
Vacancies— Term   of   Office— Bonds  of  Commissioners.-—* 

The  persons  hereinafter  provided  for,  when  appointed,  shall  consti- 
tute a  Board  of  Commissioners,  to  be  known  as  the  "Georgetown 
Board  of  Permanent  Highway  Commissioners,"  and  shall  be  charged 
with  the  execution  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  Should  a  vacancy 
at  any  time  occur  on  said  Board  from  death  or  any  other  cause,  the 
Governor  shall  fill  the  same  by  appointment,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  a  majority  of  the  delegation  in  the  General  Assembly  from 
Georgetown  county,  and  the  Governor  shall  remove  any  member 
thereof  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  majority  of  said  delegation 
and  shall  fill  the  vacancy  as  provided  above.  The  Commissioners 
shall  serve  for  two  years  and  until  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall 
have  been  completed  and  fully  carried  out,  unless  removed  as  above 
provided.  Each  member  shall  give  bond  in  some  approved  char- 
tered company  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Clerk  of  Court,  and  the  premiums  on  said  bonds  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  funds  derived  from  the  bonds  issued. 

§  3.  Clerk — Attorney — Engineer. — The  Clerk  of  the  County 
Board  of  Commissioners  shall  be  Secretary  to  the  Commission  and 
shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  Commission  may  impose.  The 
Attorney  to  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  be  Attorney 
for  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  employ  an  Engineer 
who  shall  be  skilled  in  the  work  of  road  surveying,  and  who  shall 
be  paid  such  reasonable  salary  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Commission ; 
all  salaries  herein  provided  for  shall  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of 
said  bond  issue:  Provided,  That  the  Commission  may  accept  the 
services  of  Engineers  from  the  State  Highway  Commission  or  the 
Federal  government. 
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§  4.  Powers  of  Commission  —  Condemnation  —  Use  of 
Bond  Funds.— The  Commission  may  locate  or  relocate  each  high- 
way to  be  built  or  improved,  so  as  to  make  a  permanent  roadbed, 
with  due  regard  to  distance  and  grade,  and  shall  have  the  full  power 
to  condemn  lands  and  acquire  rights  of  way  in  the  same  way  and 
to  the  same  extent  as  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  are  now 
authorized  by  law  to  condemn  lands  and  acquire  rights  of  way. 
The  funds  derived  by  the  sale  of  the  bonds  herein  provided  for  shall 
be  so  expended  as  to  distribute  the  benefits  among  all  sections  of 
Georgetown  county  as  far  as  may  be  done  economically  and  wisely. 

§  5.  Methods  of  Road  Improvement* — The  Commission  may 
build  any  sections  of  roads  or  roads,  or  any  entire  highway  to  be 
improved  or  built,  by  contract  or  with  hired  labor,  under  the  super- 
vision and  direction  of  it  or  its  employees.  Before,  however,  let- 
ting any  contract  for  work,  material  or  supplies,  it  shall  advertise 
for  bids  and  shall  let  the  same  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  or 
may  reject  any  or  all  bids:  Provided,  That  whether  the  construc- 
tion be  by  contract  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  provided  that  all  labor- 
ers and  employees  shall  be  actual  citizens  of  Georgetown  county  as 
far  as  practicable,  and  the  work  done  as  far  as  practicable  at  such 
times  as  to  interfere  as  little  as  may  be  convenient  with  the  regular 
farm  work  in  the  country  during  the  period  of  cultivation  and  har- 
vesting. 

§  6.  Reports. — The  Commission  shall  at  the  close  of  each  six 
months  make  a  full  report  of  its  actings  and  doings  during  the  pre- 
ceding six  months,  including  an  itemized  statement  of  the  moneys 
received  and  disbursed  and  for  what  purpose,  and  file  said  report 
with  the  Clerk  of  Court  of  said  Georgetown  county,  to  be  submit- 
ted by  the  Clerk  to  the  Circuit  Court  at  the  first  session  of  the  Court 
of  Sessions  to  be  held  thereafter,  and  shall  be  by  the  Court  submit- 
ted to  the  Grand  Jury  for  examination,  and  which  at  all  times  shall 
be  opened  to  inspection  of  the  public  or  any  part  thereof. 

§  7.  Sale  of  Bonds — Execution  of  Bonds. — The  Commis- 
sion shall  offer  said  bonds  for  sale  without  the  payment  of  commis- 
sions and  without  the  intervention  of  paid  agents  or  bond  brokers 
acting  for  the  Commission,  as  the  same  may  be,  in  its  judgment, 
best  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  to  the  highest  bidder  at  not  less 
than  par,  reserving  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids,  and  shall  as 
far  as  practicable  offer  said  bonds  in  small  denominations,  so  as  to 
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be  acquired  by  Georgetown  people  of  small  means  if  they  desire  to 
buy  with  their  savings.  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  partially  or 
entirely  as  terminal  coupon  bonds  maturing  in  thirty  years  from  the 
date  of  issue,  or  partially  or  entirely  as  serial  bonds,  payable  annu- 
ally in  such  series  as  the  Commission  may  determine  best :  Provided, 
That  the  Commission  shall  have  full  power,  if  deemed  advisable  by 
it,  in  the  issuance  of  terminal  coupon  bonds  to  provide  that  the  same 
may  be  called  in  after  a  period  of  years,  which  period  shall  be  set 
forth  in  the  bonds.  Said  bonds  of  either  or  both  kinds  and  classes 
as  aforesaid  shall  be  signed  by  the  members  of  the  Commission,  or 
a  majority  thereof,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary.  Said  bonds 
shall  be  made  payable  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Commission 
shall  fix  and  shall  be  exempt  from  State,  county  and  municipal  tax- 
ation. 

§  8.  Deposit  and  Disbursement  of  Funds.— The  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  deposited  in  the  chartered  banks  in 
Georgetown  county  in  proportion  to  the  capital  stock  and  surplus 
of  said  banks  as  nearly  as  practicable,  to  be  held  subject  to  the  war- 
rant of  the  Commission,  which  warrants  must  be  signed  by  the 
Commission,  or  a  majority  thereof,  and  countersigned  by  the  Sec- 
retary, and  each  warrant  must  show  the  item  for  which  payment  is 
made. 

§  9.  Annual  Tax  for  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund. — In  order 
to  pay  the  interest  on  such  bonds  and  provide  a  sinking  fund  for 
the  redemption  of  the  same  at  maturity,  the  County  Auditor  is 
hereby  directed  and.  required  to  levy,  immediately  after  the  deter- 
mination to  issue  said  bonds,  and  each  year  during  the  period  of 
said  bonds,  three  mills  on  all  the  taxable  property  of  the  county,  if 
so  much  be  necessary. 

§  10.  Appointment  of  Commission — Compensation. — The 

Commission  herein  provided  for  shall  consist  of  four  members,  each 
of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  a  majority  of  the  delegation  in  the  General  Assembly  from 
Georgetown  county;  one  of  the  members,  however,  shall  be  the 
County  Supervisor  for  Georgetown  county,  who,  by  virtue  of  his 
office  as  County  Supervisor  of  Georgetown  county,  shall  be  one 
member  of  the  Commission,  but  shall  not  be  required  to  give  any 
additional  bond  to  that  as  County  Supervisor,  nor  receive  any  extra 
pay  for  services.     The  compensation  of  the  other  members  shall  be 
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two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  the  time  actually  occupied  on 
the  work  of  the  Commission,  but  not  to  exceed  a  total  of  fifty  dol- 
lars per  annum,  and  they  shall  furnish  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  each  by  some  reliable  surety  company,  the  premium  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  funds  raised  by  the  bond  issue,  and  to  be  approved 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  Court.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  Building  of  a  Bridge  Over  Sampit 

River  in  Georgetown  County. 

Section  1.  Bridge  Over  Sampit  River  in  Georgetown 
County— Toll*— When  to  Become  Property  of  County.— 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, The  County  Commissioners  of  Georgetown  county  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  contract  with  Alan  Wood,  3d,  for  the 
building  of  a  bridge  across  Sampit  River  at  such  a  point  as  may 
be  agreed  upon,  the  said  contract  to  have  an  agreement  therein 
whereby  the  said  Alan  Wood,  3d,  after  the  completion  of  said 
bridge,  shall  have  the  right  to  charge  such  toll  as  may  be  fixed  by 
the  County  Board  of  Commissioners,  not  to  exceed  those  now  pro- 
vided for  by  law ;  and  the  said  contract  shall  also  contain  a  provision 
by  which  the  said  bridge  shall  be  turned  over  and  become  the  prop- 
erty of  Georgetown  county  after  the  said  Alan  Wood,  3d,  has  col- 
lected from  toll  an  amount  to  cover  actual  costs  of  building  the 
bridge,  including  the  total  actual  costs  of  maintenance  and  all 
expenses  incident  thereto. 

§  2.  Annual  Reports  of  Tolls  Received.  —  The  said  Alan 
Wood,  3d,  shall  make  a  sworn  statement  to  the  County  Commission- 
ers of  Georgetown  county  once  a  year  at  or  before  December  31st 
of  each  year,  showing  the  amount  of  toll  received  for  the  current 
year,  which  statement  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board 
of  County  Commissioners  for  public  inspection. 

§  3.  Contract  to  Be  Approved  by  County  Attorney  and 
Legislative  Delegation.— That  no  contract  entered  into  between 
the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  and  the  said  Alan  Wood,  3d, 
shall  be  binding  or  valid  until  same  has  been  passed  upon  by  the 
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County  Attorney  of  Georgetown  county  and  approved  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature  from  Georgetown  county,  or  a  majority 
thereof. 

§  4.  Repealing  Clause.— All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsist- 
ent with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  5.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  to  go  into  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  Improvements,  Alterations,  and  Dis- 
position in  and  of  Certain  Property  in  the  City  of 
Georgetown  Formerly  Known  as  "Potter's  Field." 


Section  1.  Disposition  of  "Potter's  Field"  in  the  City  of 
Georgetown.  —  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  on  and  after  the  approval  of  this 
Act  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owners  of  a  certain  plot  of  land  in 
the  city  of  Georgetown  formerly  known  as  "Potter's  Field"  to 
make  such  improvements,  alterations  therein  and  thereupon,  and 
disposition  thereof  as  they  may  desire  in  disregard  of  former  uses 
and  former  and  present  status  thereof. 

§  2.  Repealing  Clause. — That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  to  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

000.00)  Dollars  for  the  Purpose  of  Permanent  Road 
Improvements  in  the  Said  County. 

Section  1.  Issue  of  Road  Improvement  Bonds  by  Green- 
ville County  —  Use  of  Proceeds  —  Disbursement.  —  Be    it 

enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
That  the  Supervisor  of  Greenville  county  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  and  sell  coupon  bonds  of  said 
county  in  the  sum  of  eighty-five  thousand  ($85,000.00)  dollars,  the 
proceeds  of  which  shall  be  deposited  in  the  county  treasury  and 
used  by  the  Highway  Commission  of  Greenville  county  for  perma- 
nent road  improvements,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  establish- 
ing said  Commission  passed  at  the  regular  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  South  Carolina  of  1915.  Checks  for  the  disburse- 
ment of  this  fund  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Supervisor,  countersigned 
by  the  Supervising  Auditor  and  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
Highway  Commission. 

§  2.  Terms  of  Bonds. — Said  coupon  bonds  shall  be  issued  in 
such  denominations  as  the  said  Supervisor  shall  determine  and  shall 
bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  pay- 
able semiannually  on  July  1st  and  January  1st  of  each  and  every 
year. 

§  3.  Date  and  Maturity  of  Bonds.— Said  coupon  bonds  shall 
bear  date  as  of  July  1,  A.  D.  1919,  and  shall  be  made  payable  on 
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July  1,  A.  D.  1959.  The  Supervisor  is  authorized,  however,  to 
issue  said  bonds  in  such  periodical  series  as  may  be  determined  by 
the  Highway  Commission. 

§  4.  Execution  of  Bonds. — The  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Supervisor,  attested  by  the  Clerk,  sealed  with  the  seal  of  his 
office,  and  the  lithographed  signature  of  the  Supervisor  to  the 
coupons  of  said  bonds  shall  be  a  sufficient  signing  of  the  same. 

§  5.  Sale  of  Bonds.* — That  the  said  bonds  shall  be  disposed  of 
by  the  Supervisor  and  the  Highway  Commission  for  cash,  at  not 
less  than  par,  at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  the  work  of 
the  said  Highway  Commission  shall  require,  and  upon  such  notice 
by  advertisement  and  competitive  bids  as  the  Supervisor  shall  deem 
proper. 

§  6.  Annual  Tax — Sinking  Fund. — That  there  shall  be  levied 
annually  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  Greenville  county  a  sum 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  coupons  as  they  shall  fall  due,  and  also 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  annually,  which  shall  be  placed  on 
deposit  at  interest  in  some  reliable  savings  institution  as  a  sinking 
fund  for  the  retirement  of  said  bonds.  The  Highway  Commission 
may  invest  said  sinking  fund  in  State,  Greenville  county  or  Green- 
ville city  bonds.

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend 
an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  amend  Sections  1  and  5  of  an  Act  entitled 
"An  Act  to  authorize  and  empower  the  Trustees  of  the  School  Dis- 
trict of  the  City  of  Greenville  to  order  an  election  and  to  issue  bonds 
of  said  school  district  for  school  purposes/  "  by  inserting  on  line 
eleven  of  Section  1,  between  the  words  "exceeding"  and  "fifty/'  the 
words  "one  hundred  and/'  and  by  inserting  on  line  twelve  of  Sec- 
tion 5,  between  the  word  "bond"  and  the  words  "to  create  a  sinking 
fund  sufficient  to  retire  said  bonds  at  maturity,"  approved  February 
11,  1918,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  inserting  the 
words  "purchasing"  and  "or  adding"  and  also  by  inserting  the  word 
"erected"  between  the  words  "purchased"  and  "or  improved;"  so 
that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  5.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  shall 
be  for  the  issuing  of  bonds,  the  Trustees  may  issue  such  bonds, 
which  shall  run  for  a  period  of  twenty  years,  the  proceeds  of  which 
shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  or  erecting  school 
buildings  or  adding  to  or  remodeling  or  repairing  existing  school 
buildings  for  school  purposes,  and  the  said  bonds  and  coupons  of 
the  same  shall  constitute  a  lien  upon  any  property  purchased,  erected 
or  improved  thereby.  Upon  the  issuance  of  said  bonds,  or  any 
part  of  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Auditor  and 
Treasurer,  respectively,  or  other  officers  charged  with  their  duties, 
to  levy  and  collect  annually  from  all  property,  real  and  personal, 
within  the  limits  of  said  school  district,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  on  said  bonds  and  to  create  a  sinking  fund  sufficient  to 
retire  said  bonds  at  maturity,  and  the  coupons  on  said  bonds  shall 
be  receivable  for  taxes  within  said  district.

AN  ACT  Authorizing  and  Empowering  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Greenville,  South  Carolina,  to  Borrow  the 
Sum  of  Not  Exceeding  $50,000.00;  the  Same  to  Be 
Used  for  the  Purpose  of  Purchasing  Additional  Fire 
Apparatus,  Etc. 


550  STATUTES  AT  LARGE 

Section  1.  City  of  Greenville  May  Borrow  for  Fire  Pro- 
tection.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  the  City  Council  of  Greenville,  South  Caro- 
lina, are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  ($50,000.00)  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  inter- 
est not  exceeding  six  (6%)  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  amount 
herein  authorized  to  be  borrowed  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  additional  fire  apparatus,  and  to  more  thoroughly  equip 
the  fire  department  of  said  city,  and  if  deemed  advisable,  to  install 
the  Gamewell  fire  alarm  system,  and  to  make  such  other  improve- 
ments in  the  fire  department  of  said  city  as  may  be  found  necessary. 

§  2.  Maturities  of  Notes— Annual  Tax  for  Interest  and 
Installments. — That  the  Mayor  and  City  Clerk  and  Treasurer  of 
the  city  of  Greenville  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  a  note  or 
notes  for  such  amounts  as  the  City  Council  of  said  city  may  in  its 
discretion  decide  to  borrow  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  pay- 
able in  ten  (10)  yearly  consecutive  payments,  with  interest  at  the 
rate  of  not  exceeding  six  (6%)  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  annu- 
ally. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Council  of  said  city,  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized,  to  assess,  levy  and  collect,  in  addition  to  the 
annual  tax  levied  for  other  purposes,  a  sufficient  annual  tax  from 
the  taxable  property  of  said  city  to  meet  the  interest  to  become  due 
upon  said  note  or  notes  and  to  raise  a  sufficient  sum  to  pay  each 
yearly  payment  as  it  becomes  due. 

§  3.  Powers  of  City  Council  and  Fire  Commissioners  Not 
Affected. — That  this  Act  shall  not  be  construed  as  changing  the 
powers  respectively  of  the  City  Council  of  Greenville  and  the  Board 
of  Fire  Commissioners  of  the  city  of  Greenville. 

§  4.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Establish  a  Highway  Commission  for  Green- 
wood County  and  Define   Its  Duties. 

Section  1.  Greenwood  Highway  Commission  Established. 

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South 
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Carolina,  That  there  is  hereby  created  a  Commission  for  Green- 
wood county  to  be  known  as  "The  Greenwood  Highway  Commis- 
sion." 

§  2.  Appointment  of  Commission  —  Term  of  Office- 
Vacancies. — The  said  Greenwood  Highway  Commission  shall  be 
composed  of  seven  citizens  who  are  qualified  electors  of  Greenwood 
county,  to  be  appointed  and  commissioned  by  the  Governor  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  majority  of  the  Delegation  from  Green- 
wood county  in  the  General  Assembly.  The  said  Commissioners 
shall  hold  their  office  for  four  years  and  until  their  successors  are 
appointed  and  qualified,  and  shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  the  Gov- 
ernor upon  recommendation  of  a  majority  of  the  Delegation  from 
Greenwood  county,  and  a  majority  of  the  said  Delegation  shall 
nominate  the  Chairman  of  said  Commission.  All  vacancies  on  said 
Commission  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  a  majority  of  the  Greenwood  Delegation. 

§  3.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Commission. — The  duties  of  said 
Commissioners  shall  be  to  make  contracts  and  expend  all  funds  for 
the  building  and  permanent  improvement  of  the  roads  and  bridges 
of  the  said  county  appropriated  or  raised  therefor.  They  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  make  such  contracts  as  in  their  dis- 
cretion may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  Act;  to 
employ  a  competent  engineer  or  engineers  and  such  other  help  as 
they  may  deem  advisable,  and  fix  their  compensation ;  to  draw  war- 
rants upon  the  County  Treasurer  against  the  funds  appropriated  in 
such  amounts  and  in  such  installments  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
such  warrants  to  bear  the  signatures  of  at  least  four  members  of 
the  said  Commission,  and  they  shall  be  paid  by  the  County  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  prescribe  the  form  thereof.  The  said  Commission 
shall  have  full  authority  and  power  to  postpone  all  road  work  when 
in  their  judgment  such  postponement  will  be  to  the  best  interest  of 
the  taxpayers  in  Greenwood  county. 

§  4.  Location  of  Roads  —  Condemnation  —  Damages.— 

The  Commission  shall  locate  or  relocate  any  of  the  highways  of 
the  said  county  in  accordance  with  the  scheme  herein  set  forth,  so 
far  as  the  same  is  to  be  reconstructed  or  surfaced,  so  as  to  make  a 
permanent  roadway  as  far  as  possible  and  practicable,  with  due 
regard  to  distance  and  grade,  and  shall  have  full  power  to  condemn 
land  and  acquire  rights  of  way,  either  for  construction  or  for  road 
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materials  for  surfacing,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  authorized 
by  law  to  condemn  lands  and  acquire  rights  of  way,  and  in  such 
condemnation  proceedings  the  Commission  may  assess  benefits  to 
the  land  so  condemned,  as  well  as  damages,  which  damages  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  said  Commission. 

§  5.  Roads  to  Be  Improved — Methods  of  Improvement — 
Compensation  of  Commissioners. — It  is  the  purpose  of  this  Act 
to  enable  said  Highway  Commission  to  permanently  improve,  as  far 
as  the  funds  will  permit,  first,  all  the  main  thoroughfares  of  the 
county  of  Greenwood  throughout  the  entire  county  or  from  county 
line  to  county  line,  and  after  this  is  done,  so  far  as  the  funds  will 
permit,  the  other  public  roads  of  the  said  county,  and  also,  when 
and  where  necessary,  to  build  permanent  bridges  throughout  the 
said  county.  And  to  this  end  and  that  the  work  may  progress  with 
as  much  uniformity  as  possible,  the  said  Commission  shall  immedi- 
ately upon  their  organization  select  the  roads  to  be  improved,  which 
roads  shall  be,  first,  the  main  thoroughfares  and  arteries  of  trade 
and  traffic  in  the  said  county,  and  shall  divide  them  into  sections 
and  begin  work  upon  all  the  sections  of  said  highway  or  highways 
as  near  the  same  time  as  practicable,  the  purpose  being  that  work 
upon  all  the  roads  to  be  improved  shall  begin  and  be  prosecuted 
throughout  the  entire  county  as  near  simultaneously  as  possible,  so 
that  every  section  of  the  said  county  may  get  the  benefits  of  this 
Act.  After  completing  the  main  thoroughfares  they  shall  improve 
the  other  public  roads  of  the  county,  so  far  as  the  funds  will  per- 
mit, in  accordance  with  the  scheme  set  forth  in  this  Act.  The  Com- 
missioners so  appointed  shall  be  paid  as  compensation  for  their  serv- 
ices the  sum  of  three  ($3.00)  dollars  each  per  day  for  each  day 
actually  engaged,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  total  amount  paid  a  Com- 
missioner exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  ($300.00)  dollars  per 
annum,  said  money  to  be  paid  out  of  the  bond  issue. 

§  6.  Procedure  and  Meetings  of  Commission— Reports- 
Assistance  of  Supervisor.  —  Said  Commission  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  with  the  proper  performance  of  their  duties. 
They  shall  meet,  confer  with  and  report  to  the  Delegation  from 
Greenwood  county  every  two  months  and  from  time  to  time  as  may 
be  necessary  with  reference  to  the  prosecution  of  said  work  and  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  as  herein  provided,  and  the  said  Commis- 
sion shall  annually,  at  the  close  of  each  year,  make  a  full  report  to 
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the  Grand  Jury  of  Greenwood  county  of  its  transactions  during  the 
year  then  closed,  including  an  itemized  statement  of  the  money 
received  and  disbursed,  and  for  what  purpose,  which  said  report 
shall  be  transmitted  by  said  Grand  Jury  to  the  Circuit  Judge  pre- 
siding at  the  next  succeeding  term  of  Court  for  said  county  after 
said  report  has  been  made  to  said  Grand  Jury.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Grand  Jury  of  said  county  to  make  an  annual  examination 
of  the  books,  papers,  accounts  and  work  of  said  Commission  as 
they  are  now  required  by  law  to  make  of  the  county  officers  of  said 
county.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  County  Road  Supervisor 
of  said  county  to  assist  and  co-operate  with  said  Commission  in 
carrying  on  the  work  herein  provided  for,  and  to  furnish  for  the 
use  of  said  Commission  the  chain  gang  and  road  machinery  of  said 
county  whenever  requested  to  do  so  by  said  Commission. 

§  7.  Act  Effective  on  Approval  —  Repealing  Clause. — 

This  Act  shall  become  effective  immediately  upon  its  passage  and 
approval  by  the  Governor,  and  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsist- 
ent herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  and  Empower  the  Supervisors  of 
Greenwood  County  to  Issue  Coupon  Bonds  of  Said 
County  in  the  Sum  of  Six  Hundred  Thousand  ($600,- 
000.00)  Dollars  for  the  Purpose  of  Permanent  Road 
Improvements  in  Said  County. 

Section  1.  Issue  of  Road  Improvement  Bonds  by  Green- 
wood County — Bonds  Tax  Exempt. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  Supervi- 
sors of  Greenwood  county  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  coupon  bonds  of  said  county  in  the 
sum  of  six  hundred  thousand  ($600,000.00)  dollars,  the  proceeds  of 
which  shall  be  used  by  the  Highway  Commission  of  Greenwood 
county  for  permanent  road  improvements.  The  said  bonds  shall  be 
exempt  from  all  State,  county,  school  and  municipal  taxes. 

§  2.  Denomination — Interest. — Said  coupon  bonds  shall  be 
issued  in  such  denomination  as  the  said  Supervisors  shall  determine 
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and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  per 
annum,  payable  semiannually  on  July  1st  and  January  1st  of  each 
and  every  year. 

§  3.  Date  —  Maturity  —  Periodical  Bonds. — Said  coupons 
shall  bear  date  as  of  July  1,  A.  D.  1919,  and  shall  be  made  pay- 
able on  July  1,  A.  D.  1949.  The  Supervisors  are  authorized,  how- 
ever, to  issue  bonds  in  such  periodical  series  as  may  be  determined 
by  the  Highway  Commissioners. 

§  4.  Execution  of  Bonds. — The  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Supervisors,  sealed  with  the  seal  of  their  office,  and  the  litho- 
graphed signature  of  the  Supervisors  to  the  coupons  of  said  bonds 
shall  be  a  sufficient  signing  of  the  same. 

§  5.  Sale  of  Bonds. — That  the  said  bonds  shall  be  disposed  of 
by  the  Supervisors  and  thfe  Highway  Commission  for  cash  at  not 
less  than  par,  at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  the  work  of  the 
said  Highway  Commission  shall  require  and  upon  such  notice  by 
advertisement  and  competitive  bids  as  the  Supervisors  shall  deem 
proper. 

§  6.  Disposition  of  Proceeds  —  Disbursement.— The  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  such  bonds  shall  be  placed  by  the  Supervisors 
with  the  County  Treasurer  of  Greenwood  county  and  shall  by  him 
be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  all  other  funds;  they  shall  be 
paid  out  upon  the  order  of  said  Highway  Commission  according  to 
the  terms  of  said  Act. 

§  7.  Annual  Tax — Sinking  Fund. — That  there  shall  be  levied 
annually  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  Greenwood  county  a  sum 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  coupons  as  they  shall  fall  due  and  also 
the  sum  of  ten  thousand  ($10,000.00)  dollars  annually,  which  shall 
be  placed  on  deposit  at  interest  in  some  reliable  savings  institution 
as  a  sinking  fund  for  the  retirement  of  said  bonds.  The  Highway 
Commission  may  invest  said  sinking  fund  in  State,  Greenwood 
county  or  Greenwood  city  bonds. 

§  8.  Tax  for  Maintenance. — There  shall  also  be  levied  annu- 
ally upon  the  taxable  property  in  Greenwood  county  a  sum  equal  to 
three  (3%)  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  construction  as  shown  by  the 
books  of  the  said  Highway  Commission,  which  shall  be  spent  solely 
for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  roads,  bridges  and  appertaining 
structures  built  with  the  proceeds  of  the  said  bond  issue. 
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§  9.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  go  into  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Prohibit  the  Opening  of  Any  New  Road  in 
Hampton  County  for  the  Period  of  Two  Years. 

Section  1.  Opening  of  Any  New  Road  in  Hampton  County 
Prohibited  for  Two  Year s  —  Provisos. — Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  for  a  period 
of  two  (2)  years  from  the  date  this  law  is  approved  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  the  County  Supervisor  or  County  Commissioners  to 
open  up  any  new  roads  in  Hampton  county :  Provided,  •  That  noth- 
ing herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  said  officials  from  straighten- 
ing any  old  road  now  existing  therein :  And  provided,  further,  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  officials 
from  working  over  any  old  road  in  any  manner  desired  by  them. 

§  2.  Penalty  for  Violation. — Violation  hereof  shall  be  pun- 
ishable, upon  conviction,  by  fine  of  not  less  than  five  hundred 
($500.00)  dollars  or  more  than  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars, 
or  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  month  or  more  than  six 
months,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval.  —  This  Act  shall  become 
effective  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  County  of  Horry  to  Issue  Bonds 
for  the  Purpose  of  Improving  the  Highways  of  Said 
County  in  an  Amount  Not  Exceeding  Two  Hundred 
Thousand  ($200,000.00)  Dollars;  to  Provide  a  Suffi- 
cient Levy  to  Pay  the  Interest  on  Said  Bonds;  to  Pro- 
vide a  Sinking  Fund  to  Redeem  the  Same. 

Section  1.  Highway  Bonds  of  Horry  County— Amount- 
Denomination — Interest— Maturities— Form   and    Place   of 
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Payment — Tax  Exempt. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  for  the  purpose  of  provid- 
ing funds  for  highway  improvements  in  Horry  county,  the  Hony 
County  Highway  Commission  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
and  empowered  to  issue  interest-bearing  coupon  serial  bonds  of  said 
county  as  follows,  to  wit :  A  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  thou- 
sand ($200,000.00)  dollars  for  permanent  highway  improvements, 
and  to  be  known  as  "highway  bonds ;"  said  bonds  shall  be  in  such 
denominations  as  the  Horry  County  Highway  Commission  may 
deem  best,  and  shall  be  numbered  consecutively  from  one  upwards, 
and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  and  one-half 
{Sy2)  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semiannually  at  such  period  as 
said  Commission  may  determine.  The  bonds  shall  be  a  serial  issue, 
of  such  date  as  may  be  determined  by  said  Commission,  and  shall 
not  exceed  a  period  of  thirty  years,  the  maturities  to  be  determined 
by  the  Horry  County  Highway  Commission  of  Horry  county.  The 
said  bonds  shall  be  in  such  form  and  payable  at  such  place  or  places 
as  the  said  Horry  County  Highway  Commission  shall  determine, 
and  shall  be  exempt  from  all  county  and  State  and  municipal  taxes, 
and  the  coupons  when  due  shall  be  receivable  in  payment  of  all 
county  taxes. 

§  2.  Execution  of  Bonds — Record. — That  these  bonds  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  County  Board -of  Commissioners 
of  Horry  county  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Horry  Highway  Com- 
mission, and  countersigned  by  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Board  of 
Commissioners,  and  shall  be  impressed  with  the  corporate  seal  of 
Horry  county,  and  the  said  signatures  to  the  coupons  attached  to 
bonds  may  be  printed  or  lithographed,  but  shall  be  facsimiles  of  the 
originals.  A  record  of  the  denominations,  date  of  issue,  date  of 
maturity,  time  and  place  at  which  both  interest  and  principal  are 
due,  and  rate  of  interest,  shall  be  kept  by  the  County  Board  of  Com- 
missioners in  a  book  provided  therefor  as  a  permanent  record  of 
the  county. 

§  3.  Sale  of  Bonds — Disposition  of  Proceeds — Purpose  of 
Use  —  Disbursement.  —  The  said  Horry  Highway  Commission 
shall  have  authority  to  sell  said  issue  of  bonds  herein  authorized, 
and  it  shall  as  soon  as  practicable  offer  the  said  bonds  to  the  citi- 
zens of  Horry  county  for  a  period  of  thirty  days ;  if  at  the  expira- 
tion of  that  time  the  whole  issue  or  any  portion  thereof  remain 
unsold,  then  it  shall  make  sale  of  same,  after  advertisement  in  one 
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or  more  newspapers  published  in  this  State  or  otherwise,  as  the  said 
Board  may  deem  proper,  and  when  said  sale  shall  have  been  made, 
the  proceeds  derived  therefrom  shall  be  paid  by  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers  to  the  County  Treasurer  of  Horry  county,  to  be  held  by 
him  for  the  purposes,  herein  provided  and  designated,  that  is  to  say, 
for  the  constructing  permanent  or  improved  highways  throughout 
Horry  county,  and  said  funds  shall  be  kept  separate  and  distinct 
from  all  other  public  funds,  and  shall  be  paid  out  only  upon  the 
proper  vouchers  issued  by  the  Horry  County  Highway  Commission. 

§  4.  Annual  Tax  for  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund.— There 
is  hereby  directed  to  be  levied  and  collected,  in  the  same  manner 
and  at  the  same  time  as  other  taxes  are  levied  and  collected,  an 
annual  tax  on  all  the  taxable  property  of  the  county  sufficient  to 
pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  as  the  interest  shall  become  due  and 
to  provide  also  a  sinking  fund  sufficient  to  retire  said  bonds  as  they 
mature. 

§  5.  Management  of  Sinking  Fund.— That  the  sinking  fund 
hereby  created  shall  be  kept  separate  and  intact  by  the  County 
Treasurer  and  shall  be  by  him  deposited  at  interest  in  chartered 
banks  for  the  benefit  of  said  fund,  and  the  Horry  County  Board  of 
Commissioners,  or  their  successors  in  office,  shall  redeem  and  retire 
by  means  of  said  sinking  fund,  and  when  so  redeemed  and  retired 
shall,  together  with  the  attached  and  unearned  coupons,  be  destroyed 
or  mutilated  by  said  Board,  and  a  record  of  said  bonds  so  redeemed 
and  retired  shall  be  kept  in  the  book  herein  provided  for. 

§  6.  Use  of  Surplus  Funds. — Should  there  be  any  remaining 
funds  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Treasurer  after  all  bonds  are 
redeemed  and  retired  by  said  sinking  fund,  the  same  shall  be  con- 
verted into  the  county  treasury,  to  be  used  for  ordinary  county 
purposes. 

§  7.  Personnel  of  Commission  —  Term  of  Office  —  Com- 
pensation— Vacancies— Powers  of  Commission— Bonds  of 
Employees. — The  Horry  County  Highway  Commission  shall  be 
composed  of  four  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Chairman  of 
the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  and  the  other  three  to  be 
selected  by  the  members  of  the  Horry  County  Delegation  of  the 
General  Assembly.  The  said  Commission  shall  serve  for  a  term 
of  three  years  or  until  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  completely 
carried  into  effect,  and  they  shall  receive  all  necessary  expenses

incident  to  the  duties  of  said%  Commission,  said  amount  to  be  paid 
in  the  same  manner  other  claims  are  now  paid.  In  case  of  vacancy 
in  said  Commission,  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  such  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  same  method  as  now  provided  by  law  for  the 
appointment  of  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Horry 
county.  The  said  Commission  shall  have  charge  of  constructing 
permanent  or  improved  highways  in  Horry  county,  as  provided  in 
this  Act.  The  Commission  shall  require  its  employees  to  furnish 
a  fidelity  bond,  the  amount  to  be  at  the  discretion  of  said  Com- 
mission, the  premiums  of  said  bonds  to  be  paid  for  out  of  funds 
derived  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds. 

§  8.  Employment  of  Help— Compensation. — The  Commis- 
sion shall  have  power  to  employ  a  secretary,  attorney,  engineer  or 
engineers,  with  superintendents  and  assistants  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable,  «nd  any  other  persons  whose  services  may  be  required, 
for  such  duties  as  the  Commission  may  impose,  at  a  compensation 
to  be  fixed  by  said  Commission.  All  compensation  herein  provided 
for  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds :  Provided,  That  the 
Commission  may  accept  the  services  of  road  experts  rendered  by 
the  Federal  or  State  government. 

§  9.  Powers  and  Duties  of  Commission — Condemnation* 

— The  duties  of  said  Commission  shall  be  to  use  the  proceeds  from 
the  sale  of  said  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  permanent  or 
improved  highways  throughout  the  county,  the  same  to  be  laid  out 
and  constructed  along  such  routes  and  of  such  material,  in  such 
order  and  manner  as  the  said  Commission  shall  deem  advisable  and 
for  the  best  interests  of  the  county.  In  the  location  of  said  high- 
ways the  said  Commission  shall  have  the  right  to  use  any  of  the 
public  highways  of  said  county  now  in  use,  or  to  lay  out  new  roads, 
or  relocate  old  roads,  as  they  may  deem  best.  They  shall  have  the 
same  power  and  authority  to  condemn  lands  for  the  location  of  new 
roads  or  to  relocate  old  roads  as  now  vested  by  law  in  the  Board 
of  County  Commissioners,  the  said  power  to  be  exercised  in  the 
same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations  as  are  prescribed  by- 
law which  govern  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners. 

§  10.  Reports. — The  Commission  shall  at  the  close  of  each 
fiscal  year  make  a  full  report  of  its  transactions  during  that  year, 
including  an  itemized  statement  of  the  moneys  received  and  dis- 
bursed for  whatever  purposes,  said  report  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk 
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of  Court  for  said  county,  and  to  be  submitted  by  the  Clerk  of  Court 
to  the  Circuit  Judge  presiding  at  the  next  succeeding  term  of  the 
Court  of  General  Sessions  for  said  county,  and  by  him  submitted 
to  the  Grand  Jury  for  investigation.  The  Grand  Jury  shall  make 
an  examination  of  the  books,  papers  and  accounts,  and  the  work  of 
said  Commission  as  now  provided  by  law  to  be  made  of  the  county 
officers,  and  shall  appoint  a  certified  accountant  to  assist  in  said 
examination. 

§  11.  Use  of  Interest  on  Deposits. — The  interest  accruing  on 
the  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  while  deposited  in 
banks  shall  be  by  the  Treasurer  of  said  county  added  to  the  sinking 
fund  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  interest  due  on  said  bonds. 

§  12.  Registration  of  Bonds  as  to  Principal.  —  That  the 
County  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Horry  county  may  provide  for 
the  registration  of  the  principal  of  any  or  all  of  said  bonds  upon 
registration  books  to  be  provided  by  the  county,  a  notation  of  such 
registry  to  be  made  upon  the  reverse  side  of  the  bonds  so  regis- 
tered, after  which  the  principal  thereof  shall  be  payable  only  to 
the  registered  holder,  but  such  registration  shall  not  affect  the  pay- 
ment of  interest,  which  shall  continue  to  be  paid  upon  the  presen- 
tation and  surrender  of  coupons. 

§  13.  Repealing  Clause.  —  That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
inconsistent  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  14.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  go 
into  effect  immediately  on  its  approval  by  the  Governpr.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  Town  of  Conway  to  Issue  Its 
Bonds  for  Refunding  Past  Indebtedness  and  Levy  4 
Special  Tax  for  Their  Retirement. 

Section  1.  Issue  of  Refunding  Bonds  by  Town  of  Conway 
— Amount — Interest — Maturity — Use  of  Proceeds.  —  Be  it 

enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
That  the  town  of  Conway,  chartered  as  a  municipal  corporation 
with  a  population  between  one  thousand  and  five  thousand  inhab- 
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itants,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  its  bands  in  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  $10,000.00  to  pay  past  indebtedness  legally  due 
and  owing  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1919,  at  a  rate  of  interest 
not  to  exceed  six  per  cent,  and  to  mature  not  later  than  ten  years 
after  their  date ;  and  that  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  shall  be  used 
exclusively  to  retire  debts  already  legally  existing  and  from  which 
the  public  has  received  full  benefit  by  past  expenditures  necessary 
for  the  proper  conduct  of  municipal  affairs. 

§  2.  Annual  Tax  for  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund. — That  the 
said  town  of  Conway  is  also  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  upon 
the  taxable  property  of  the  said  town  as  assessed  for  taxation  for 
State  and  county  purposes  not  more  than  three  mills  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  the  interest  and  creating  a  sinking  fund  to  pay  the 
interest  on  and  retire  the  said  bonds  at  maturity.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  and  Empower  the  Trustees  of  School 
District  Number  One  (No.  1)  of  Kershaw  County  to 
Issue  Bonds  of  the  Said  District  for  School  Purposes. 


Section  1.  Election  on  Isstie  of  Bonds  in  School  District 
No.  1  of  Kershaw  County.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
School  District  Number  One  (No.  1)  of  Kershaw  county,  State  of 
South  Carolina,  be,  and  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to 
issue  and  sell  coupon  bonds  of  the  said  district,  payable  to  bearer 
or  registered,  as  the  purchaser  may  prefer,  in  such  denominations 
and  to  such  amount  as  the  said  Trustees  deem  necessary,  not  exceed- 
ing  one  hundred  and  ten  thousand  ($110,000.00)  dollars,  maturing 
at  a  period  or  periods  not  more  than  thirty  years  from  date  of  issu- 
ance, and  bearing  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  annually  or  semiannually,  as  the  Trustees  may  determine: 
Provided,  That  the  question  of  issuing  said  bonds  shall  first  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  school  district  at  an  election 
to  be  held  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§   2.  Time  of  Election — Notice— -Managers — Returns. — 

That  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  the  authority  and  are  hereby 
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empowered  to  hold  an  election  in  said  district  at  such  time  within 
two  years  from  the  date  upon  which  this  Act  becomes  effective,  as 
they  may  deem  best,  on  the  question  of  the  issuance  of  bonds,  which 
election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  of  general  elections  by 
managers  appointed  by  the  Trustees.  Notice  of  the  time,  polling 
place  and  purpose  of  such  election  shall  be  published  by  the  Trus- 
tees for  not  less  than  three  weeks  in  such  newspapers  as  are  printed 
in  the  district.  The  Managers  shall  make  returns  of  the  election  to 
the  Trustees,  who  shall  declare  the  result.  The  Managers  shall  be 
entitled  to  three  ($3.00)  dollars  each  for  their  services.  At  such 
election  only  qualified  electors  residing  in  the  school  district  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote. 

§  3.  Ballots.— The  said  Trustees  shall  furnish  at  the  polling 
place  for  the  use  of  the  voters  two  equal  sets  of  ballots,  on  one  set 
of  which  shall  be  printed  the  words,  "For  the  issuing  of  bonds,"  and 
on  the  other  set  the  words,  "Against  the  issuing  of  bonds." 

§  4.  Use  of  Proceeds  of  Bonds.— If  a  majority  of  votes  cast 
at  such  election  be  for  the  issuing  of  bonds,  the  Trustees  shall  have 
the  power  to  issue  and  sell  said  bonds,  the  proceeds  to  be  used  for 
the  erection,  improvement  and  equipment  of  school  buildings  in 
said  district  and  the  purchase  of  any  needed  grounds  and  appur- 
tenances. 

§  5.  Execution  of  Bonds.— The  bonds  issued  hereunder  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Chairman  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  coupons  shall  be  likewise  signed, 
except  that  engraved  or  facsimile  signatures  of  the  Chairman  and 
Secretary  on  the  coupons  shall  suffice.  Such  bonds  and  coupons 
may  be  payable  at  such  place  and  payable  in  series,  or  all  at  the 
same  time,  as  the  Trustees  may  determine. 

§  6.  Tax  for  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund.— That  in  the  case 
of  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  herein  provided  for,  or  any  part  of 
the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  Kershaw  county 
charged  with  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  after  notice 
from  the  Trustees,  to  levy  upon  all  property  in  the  district  subject 
to  taxation  and  collect  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  of  such 
bonds,  and  also  to  levy  and  collect  annually  a  further  sum  as 
directed  by  the  Trustees,  such  levy  not  to  exceed  one  mill,  as  a  sink- 
ing fund  for  payment  or  redemption  of  said  bonds.  Such  sinking 
fund  shall  be  paid  out  by  the  County  Treasurer  on  the  warrant  of 
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the  Trustees,  who  shall  safely  invest  the  said  fund  and  apply  the 
same  to  the  redemption  or  payment  of  bonds  as  the  same  may 
mature,  and  the  Trustees  shall  annually  file  with  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Education  an  account  and  statement  of  such  fund. 

§  7.  Bonds  Tax  Exempt. — The  bonds  issued  hereunder  shall 
be  exempt  from  State,  county  and  municipal  taxes.

AN  ACT  to  Empower  the  Town  of  Lancaster  to  Hold  an 
Election  on  the  Question  of  Levying  Five  Mills  for  Six 
(6)  Years  to  Pay  Paving  Debt. 


1.  Levy  to  Pay  Paving  Debt  in  Town  of  Lancaster 
— Election— Notice — Ballots— Returns— Collection  and  Use 
of  Tax. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  The  Town  Council  of  Lancaster  is  authorized  to 
levy  a  tax  of  five  mills  on  all  the  property  within  said  town  returned 
for  taxation,  said  levy  to  be  continued  for  a  term  of  six  (6)  years, 
and  the  proceeds  of  which  to  be  exclusively  applied  to  the  payment 
of  a  debt  of  $18,000.00  incurred  by  said  town  in  the  laying  of  con- 
crete pavement:  Provided,  That  before  said  levy  can  be  made  the 
question  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  said  town  on 
the  first  Tuesday  of  June,  1919,  after  at  least  three  weeks'  adver- 
tisement in  a  newspaper  having  the  widest  circulation  within  said 
town  of  the  date  and  purpose  of  such  election.  The  Town  Council 
of  said  town  is  required  to  appoint  the  managers  and  provide  a  nec- 
essary number  of  ballots,  upon  one  set  of  which  shall  be  plainly 
written  or  printed  the  words,  "For  the  levy  of  five  mills  for  six 
years,"  upon  the  other  set  of  which  shall  be  plainly  written  or 
printed  the  words,  "Against  the  levy  of  five  mills  for  six  years;" 
and  shall  receive  the  returns  and  declare  the  result  of  such  election. 
In  case  a  majority  votes  in  favor  of  the  levy  of  said  tax,  then  it  shall 
be  levied  and  collected  as  other  taxes  are  levied  and  collected  for 
town  purposes  by  said  town.  In  case  such  levy  is  made,  the  pro- 
ceeds shall  be  kept  in  a  special  account  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  debt  and  interest  incurred  in  the  laying  of  concrete  sidewalks 
within  said  town,  and  for  no  other  purposes. 
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§  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval.  All  Acts  or 
parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby 
repealed.

School  Bonds  by  Heath  Spring  High  School  District  No. 
38  of  Lancaster  County. 


1.  Bond  Election  in  High  School  District  No.  38  of 
Lancaster  County — Date— Notice  — •  Ballots  —  Managers- 
Returns. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Heath  Spring  High 
School  District  No.  38  of  Lancaster  county  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  issue  and  sell  fifteen  thousand  ($15,000.00)  dol- 
lars in  coupon  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  completing  and  equipping 
the  building  to  be  used  for  school  purposes  in  said  district,  payable 
fifteen  years  after  date  thereof,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  not 
exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  annually  on  the  first  day 
of  January  of  each  year ;  which  may  be  bought  in  at  any  time  after 
issue  at  par  and  retired  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sinking  fund  here- 
inafter provided  for:  Provided,  That  the  question  of  the  issue  of 
said  bonds  shall  on  the  21st  day  of  May,  1919,  be  submitted  to  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  school  district  after  three  weeks'  advertise- 
ment by  said  Board  of  Trustees,  at  which  election  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  ballots  shall  be  supplied  by  them  with  the  following  plainly 
printed  thereon:  "For  the  issue  of  $15,000.00  of  school  bonds — 
Yes,"  and  a  like  number  of  ballots  with  the  following  plainly  printed 
thereon:  "Against  the  issue  of  $15,000.00  of  school  bonds — No." 
The  Managers  to  conduct  said  election  shall  be  appointed  by  said 
Trustees,  put  under  oath  as  required  by  law  in  cases  of  other  Man- 
agers of  Election,  and  serve  without  compensation,  and  make  their 
return  to  the  said  Board  of  Trustees. 

§  2.  Execution  of  Bonds. — In  case  said  election  results  in  a 
majority  in  favor  of  said  issue  of  bonds,  then  the  said  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  issue  the  said  bonds  in  denominations  of  $100.00  and 
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$500.00,  the  Chairman  and  Clerk  signing  the  same :  Provided,  The 
signatures  may  be  lithographed  upon  the  coupons. 

§  3.  Tax  for  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund.  —  The  County 
Auditor  is  hereby  required  to  enter  upon  his  duplicates,  after  issue 
of  said  bonds,  a  tax  upon  all  property  within  said  school  district 
sufficient  to  pay  one-fifteenth  of  said  issue  and  the  interest  annu- 
ally accruing  as  a  sinking  fund  to  retire  the  same,  which  shall  be 
safely  invested  or  deposited  in  some  safe  bank :  Provided,  None  of 
such  bonds  can  be  therewith  purchased  at  par  for  retirement. 


§  4.  Disposition  of  Proceeds. — The  County  Treasurer  shall 
collect  said  tax  as  other  taxes  and  hold  the  same  in  a  separate 
account  upon  the  order  of  the  said  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  pur- 
poses hereinbefore  specified,  and  no  other. 

§  5.  Act  Effective  on  Approval — Repealing  Clause. — This 
Act  shall  take  effect  upon  approval,  and  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts 
in  conflict  with  its  provisions  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Incorporate  the  Laurens  Cemetery  Association 

of  Laurens  County. 


1.  Laurens  Cemetery  Association  Incorporated — 
Powers  and  Succession  of  Corporators. — Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Mrs.  Eliza 
W.  Ball,  Mrs.  L.  F.  Jones,  Mrs.  Sue  Hix  Adams,  Miss  Mary  Fergu- 
son, Rev.  J.  D.  Pitts,  Samuel  McGowan,  N.  B.  Dial  and  R.  Fleming 
Jones,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  herein  set  forth,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  declared  and  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Laurens  Cemetery  Association  of  Laurens, 
South  Carolina,  and  the  said  corporators  and  their  successors  shall 
be  the  trustees  for  the  said  Laurens  Cemetery  Association;  they 
shall  elect  their  successors  in  office  and  fill  all  vacancies  in  office 
from  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  elect  one  of  their  number 
President,  one  Vice  President,  and  one  Secretary  and  Treasurer; 
they  shall  meet  at  least  once  every  year  and  make  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  the  management  of 
the  property  held  by  said  association. 
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§  2.  Title  to  Cemetery  Property— -Management.— That  the 

said  Laurens  Cemetery  Association  shall  succeed  to  the  title,  right 
and  possession  of  all  property,  real,  mixed  and  personal,  now  belong- 
ing to  and  in  possession  of  the  Trustees  acting  for  the  Laurens 
Cemetery,  and  all  property  that  may  be  hereafter  acquired  by  said 
association  by  purchase,  donation  and  condemnation  for  cemetery 
purposes,  with  power  to  protect  the  said  property,  enclose  the  same 
with  suitable  walls  or  fences,  establish  and  maintain  suitable  walks 
and  ways  over  and  through  the  grounds  so  held,  to  beautify  the 
same  in  their  discretion,  to  sell  or  lease  for  valuable  consideration 
lots  on  the  said  lands  to  such  persons  and  of  such  dimensions  and 
in  such  localities  as  in  their  discretion  they  may  deem  proper  for 
the  burial  of  the  dead,  for  the  erection  of  vaults  or  tombs  thereon, 
to  require  the  owners  of  lots  to  keep  them  in  suitable  condition,  and 
upon  their  failure  so  to  do  to  assess  them  annually  a  reasonable 
amount  to  keep  the  said  lots  in  becoming  and  suitable  condition,  and 
to  settle  all  disputes  between  contending  claimants  to  lots  or  bound- 
aries of  lots  on  the  said  cemetery  lands. 

§  3.  Condemnation. — The  said  Laurens  Cemetery  Association 
shall  have  the  power  to  take  by  condemnation  and  compensation 
such  additional  lands  as  may  be  needed  for  cemetery  purposes  under 
the  laws  of  this  State  as  are  provided  for  the  taking  and  condemna- 
tion of  lands  by  railroad  corporations  and  other  public  service  cor- 
porations, and  when  said  lands  are  so  taken  and  paid  for  the  same 
shall  be  held  in  fee  simple  by  the  said  Laurens  Cemetery  Association. 


§  4.  A  Public  Act — Effective  on  Approval — Charter  Per- 
petual.— This  Act  shall  be  deemed  a  public  Act  and  it  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor,  and  the  char- 
ter hereby  granted  shall  continue  in  perpetuity.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  an  Election  in  Bishopville  School 
District  No.  1  of  Lee  County  for  the  Purpose  of  Levy- 
ing a  Special  Tax  of  Four  Mills  for  School  Purposes 
in  Addition  to  Tax  Levy  Now  Existing  in  Said  School 
District. 
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Section  1.  Tax  Election  in  School  District  No.  1  of  Lee 
County — Notice — Ballots — Returns — Collection   of  Tax.— 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  .  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  the  Trustees  of  Bishopville  School  District 
No.  1  of  Lee  county  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  hold  an  elec- 
tion in  said  school  district  to  decide  whether  or  not  the  said  school 
disrtict  shall  levy  a  special  tax  of  four  mills  for  school  purposes  in 
addition  to  the  tax  levy  now  existing  in  said  school  district.  The 
said  election  to  be  held  at  some  place  in  the  district  and  after  the 
said  Trustees  shall  have  given  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said 
election  for  at  least  two  weeks  in  some  newspaper  published  within 
the  county.  That  only  such  electors  shall  vote  at  said  election  as 
return  real  or  personal  property  for  taxation  and  who  exhibit  their 
tax  receipts  and  registration  certificates  as  required  in  general  elec- 
tions. At  said  election  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  act  as  Managers 
and  the  election  shall  be  conducted  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the 
conduct  of  general  elections.  At  said  election  each  elector  favoring 
the  proposed  levy  shall  cast  a  ballot  containing  the  word  "Yes" 
printed  or  written  thereon,  and  each  elector  opposed  to  said  levy 
shall  cast  a  ballot  containing  the  word  "No"  printed  or  written 
thereon.  Within  ten  days  after  the  said  election,  if  the  majority  i-f 
those  voting  shall  vote  for  the  said  levy,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
furnish  the  County  Auditor  with  a  statement  of  the  amount  so 
levied,  and  the  Auditor  shall  enter  the  same  in  the  tax  duplicates, 
and  he  shall  annually  each  year  thereafter  enter  the  said  amount  in 
the  tax  duplicates  until  the  same  is  increased,  decreased  or  repealed 
by  said  taxpayers  at  an  election  called  for  that  purpose  and  he  is 
notified  that  the  same  has  been  increased,  decreased  or  repealed, 
and  if  increased,  or  decreased,  he  shall  annually  enter  it  as  before ; 
which  election  shall  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in 
Section  1742  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  South  Carolina  of  1912  for 
elections  for  increasing,  decreasing  and  repealing  special  tax  levies, 
and  the  County  Treasurer  shall  collect  the  same  as  other  county 
and  State  taxes:  Provided,  That  any  tax  which  may  be  levied, 
increased  or  decreased  or  repealed  after  October  1  in  any  fiscal 
year  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year.  The 
said  levy  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the 
said  school  district  which  shall  be  subject  thereto  in  case  of  default 
of  payment.

Section  1.  Tax  Election  in  School  District  No.  28  of  Lee 
County  —  Notice  —  Managers— Ballots-— Collection  of  Tax. 

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  That  the  Trustees  of  Salem  School  District  No.  28  of 
Lee  county  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  hold  an  election  in 
said  school  district  to  decide  whether  or  not  the  said  school  district 
shall  levy  a  special  tax  of  four  mills  for  school  purposes  in  addition 
to  the  tax  levy  now  existing  in  said  school  district.  The  said  elec- 
tion to  be  held  at  some  place  in  the  district  and  after  the  said  Trus- 
tees shall  have  given  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  election 
for  at  least  two  weeks  in  some  newspaper  published  within  the 
county.  That  only  such  electors  shall  vote  at  said  election  as  return 
real  or  personal  property  for  taxation  and  who  exhibit  their  tax 
receipts  and  registration  certificates  as  required  in  general  elections.

At  said  election  each  elector  favoring 
the  proposed  levy  shall  cast  a  ballot  containing  the  word  "Yes" 
printed  or  written  thereon,  and  each  elector  opposed  to  said  levy 
shall  cast  a  ballot  containing  the  word  "No"  printed  or  written 
thereon.  Within  ten  days  after  the  said  election,  if  the  majority 
of  those  voting  shall  vote  for  the  said  levy,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  furnish  the  County  Auditor  with  a  statement  of  the  amount 
so  levied  and  the  Auditor  shall  enter  the  same  in  the  tax  duplicates, 
and  he  shall  annually  each  year  thereafter  enter  the  said  amount  in 
the  tax  duplicates  until  the  same  is  increased,  decreased  or  repealed 
by  said  taxpayers  at  an  election  called  for  that  purpose  and  he  is 
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notified  that  the  same  has  been  increased,  decreased  or  repealed, 
and  if  increased,  or  decreased,  he  shall  annually  enter  it  as  before ;

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  Section  10  of  "An  Act  to  authorize  and  provide  for  the 
issue  of  bonds  by  McCormick  county  for  permanent  highway 
improvement  and  to  provide  for  the  expenditure  of  the  same  and 
for  a  property  tax  to  pay  the  same,  the  total  issue  not  to  exceed  one

Section  1.  Bond  Issue  by  Newberry  County  —  Amount — 
Interest  —  Rate  —  Maturities. —  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  County  Board 
of  Commissioners  of  Newberry  county  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
authorized  and  empowered,  in  their  discretion,  to  issue  coupon  bonds 
in  an  amount  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  ($25,000.00)  dol- 
lars, said  bonds  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  (6%)  per 
centum  per  annum,  and  to  mature  in  eight  (8)  years  from  date  of 
issue,  or  serially  in  eight  years  as  said  Commissioners  may  find  best 
for  the  county. 
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§  2.  Annual  Tax  for  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund. — That  an 
annual  tax  of  one-half  of  one  mill  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  levied 
on  all  the  taxable  property  of  Newberry  county  to  pay  the  interest 
on  said  bonds  and  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  and 
liquidation  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds. 

§  3.  Use  of  Proceeds. — The  proceeds  derived  from  sale  of  said 
bonds  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  past  indebtedness,  pro- 
vided for  in  Act  No.  291  of  the  Acts  of  1917,  or  any  temporary  note 
made  therefor. 

§  4.  When  Bonds  Not  Issued* — That  in  case  the  terms  of  said 
Act  No.  291  are  complied  with,  the  bonds  herein  provided  for  shall 
not  be  issued. 

§  5.  Act  (1918,  XXX  Stats.,  1095)  Repeated. — That  an  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  issue  of  not  exceeding  $25,000.00 
in  bonds  by  Newberry  county  to  pay  past  indebtedness,"  approved 
the  28th  of  February,  1918,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Mt.  Bethel-Garmany  School 
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District  No.  2,  of  No.  2  Township  of  Newberry  county,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  authorized  as  such  Trustees  to  borrow  for  said  school 
district  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing the  balance  due  for  erecting  and  equipping  a  school  building  in 
said  school  district,  and  they  are  also  authorized  to  secure  the  said 
loan  by  a  mortgage  of  the  said  school  lot  and  building.

AN  ACT  to  Appoint  a  Commission  to  Remodel  the  Old  Jail 
or  Build  a  New  Jail  for  Orangeburg  County,  and  to 
the  Necessary  Funds  Therefor. 


Section  1.  Jail  Commission  for  Orangeburg  County. — Be 

it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
That  there  is  hereby  created  a  Jail  Commission  for  Orangeburg 
county  to  remodel  the  old  jail  or  build  a  new  jail,  which  shall  be 
composed  of  two  members  of  the  Grand  Jury,  to  be  selected  by 
them  from  their  number,  together  with  two  members  from  the 
County  Board  of  Commissioners,  to  be  selected  by  them  from  their 
number,  with  the  Sheriff  of  the  county,  which  Commission  shall 
meet  and  organize  prior  to  the  1st  of  April,  1919,  by  the  selection 
of  a  Chairman  and  a  Secretary,  and  each  member  thereof  shall  take 
the  oath  of  office  and  file  same  with  the  Clerk  of  Court. 

§  2.  Powers. — Said  Commission  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
remodel  the  present  jail  or  to  build  a  new  jail,  as  they  may  deem 
best,  with  all  modern  conveniences,  on  the  present  jail  lot,  in  the 
county  of  Orangeburg,  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  forty  thousand  ($40,- 
000.00)  dollars.  The  said  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  present  jail  property  located 
in  the  city  of  Orangeburg,  or  a  part  thereof,  as  in  their  discretion 
they  may  see  fit,  at  public  sale,  for  cash,  and  make  a  deed  or  deeds 
to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers,  and  to  apply  the  proceeds  of  the 
said  sale  to  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  site  and  the  erection  of  a  new 
jail  thereon,  or  remodel  or  erect  a  new  jail  on  portion  of  the  pres- 
ent jail  property,  the  said  amount  received  from  the  said  sale  to 
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be  used  in  lieu  of  funds  from  a  tax  levy  as  herein  provided  for,  and 
to  the  extent  of  the  funds  of  said  sale  the  tax  levy  shall  be  reduced. 

§  3.  Adoption  of  Plans— Compensation  of  Commission. — 

Said  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  employ 
architects  and  contractors  and  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  secure 
plans  and  specifications  for  remodeling  the  old  jail  or  building  a 
new  jail  on  the  present  jail  lot  in  the  county  of  Orangeburg  in  an 
economical,  sanitary,  suitable,  convenient  and  businesslike  manner 
and  condition.  Said  Commission  shall  serve  without  pay,  but  in 
case  they  deem  it  necessary  or  advisable  to  inspect  other  jail  build- 
ings before  deciding  on  plans  for  remodeling  the  old  jail  or  build- 
ing a  new  jail,  their  expenses  may  be  paid  from  the  funds  herein 
provided. 

§  4.  Commission  May  Borrow. — Said  Commission  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  Orangeburg 
county  the  sum  of  not  exceeding  forty  thousand  ($40,000.00)  dol- 
lars in  the  aggregate  as  the  same  shall  be  needed,  to  be  repaid  from 
the  funds  raised  by  the  levy  hereinafter  provided,  to  meet  the  pay- 
ments which  shall  become  due  to  the  architects  and  contractors, 
said  sum  to  be  borrowed  at  as  low  a  rate  of  interest  as  possible,  and 
the  said  Commission  shall  execute  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  advise 
the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  and  County  Treasurer  thereof, 
and  the  tax  levy  hereinafter  provided  for,  together  with  the  funds 
which  the  County  Treasurer  now  has  in  hands  for  the  remodeling 
of  the  present  jail  in  Orangeburg  county,  collected  under  an  Act  of 
the  General  Assembly  approved  March  6,  1916,  and  found  at  page 
1167  in  the  Acts  for  1916,  shall  stand  pledged  for  the  payment  of 
the  said  note  or  notes  and  interest,  and  the  cost  and  expenses  inci- 
dent to  the  remodeling  or  rebuilding  of  said  jail.  The  funds  so 
borrowed  shall  be  held  by  the  County  Treasurer  for  the  purpose  of 
the  said  Commission  and  disbursed  by  him  upon  a  voucher  signed 
by  the  County  Supervisor  or  Chairman  of  the  County  Board  of 
Commissioners  and  attested  or  countersigned  by  the  Clerk  thereof. 

§  5.  Annual  Tax. — There  is  hereby  levied  annually  a  tax  of 
one  mill  on  the  dollar  on  all  of  the  taxable  property  in  the  county 
of  Orangeburg  for  a  period  of  three  years,  if  so  long  a  time  be  nec- 
essary to  raise,  with  other  funds  the  Commission  is  authorized  to 
use,  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars,  the  same  to  be  entered  by 
the  Auditor  on  the  tax  duplicate  and  collected  by  the  Treasurer 
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as  other  taxes  are  collected,  and  the  funds  so  raised  shall  be  kept 
by  the  Treasurer  as  a  separate  account  for  the  jail  remodeling  or 
rebuilding  fund  and  applied  annually  to  the  retirement  of  the  loan 
or  loans  authorized  herein.  Any  surplus  from  the  levy,  after  pay- 
ing off  the  said  loan,  shall  be  turned  into  the  county  ordinary  funds. 

§  6.  Claim*— Vouchers. — All  bills  incurred  in  the  remodeling 
of  the  old  jail,  or  rebuilding  of  a  new  jail,  shall  be  itemized  and 
verified  by  the  claimant  and  approved  by  the  said  Commission  and 
filed  with  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners,  who  shall  issue 
vouchers  therefor  on  the  County  Treasurer  as  other  claims  against 
the  county  are  paid. 

§  7.  This  Act  shall  go  into  effect  immediately  upon  its  approval 
by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  Holding  of  an  Election  in  Willow 
Township,  Orangeburg  County,  on  the  Issuing  of  Fifty 
Thousand  Dollars  of  Coupon  Bonds  for  Building  Per- 
manent Roads;  to  Provide  for  the  Appointment  of 
Three  Commissioners  to  Expend  the  Proceeds  of  Said 
Bonds  and  Otherwise  Define  Their  Duties,  Powers  and 
Term  of  Office;  and  to  Provide  a  Sinking  Fund  for 
Retirement  of  Said  Bonds  and  a  Tax  Levy  and  Vehicle 
License  Tax  to  Pay  Interest  on  the  Same;  and  to  Pro- 
vide for  Elections  in  Other  Townships  on  the  Same 
Question. 


Section  1.  Highway  Bond  Election  in  Willow  Township 
of  Orangeburg  County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  on  the  twentieth  (20th)  day 
of  May,  1919,  there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of 
Willow  township,  in  Orangeburg  county,  the  question  of  issuing 
fifty  thousand  dollars  of  coupon  bonds,  bearing  not  more  than  five 
(5)  per  cent,  interest,  for  constructing  public  highways  in  said 
township. 

§  2.  Ballots  —  Sale  of  Bonds. —  This  election  shall  be  held 
under  the  laws  governing  general  elections  in  this  State.     The  bal- 
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lots  shall  be  provided  in  two  sets  of  equal  number.  On  the  one  set 
shall  be  printed  the  words,  "For  permanent  roads  bonds,  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars — Yes,"  and  on  the  other  set  the  words,  "For  perma* 
nent  roads  bonds,  fifty  thousand  dollars — No."  If  a  majority  of 
the  ballots  cast  in  said  election  shall  be  for  the  issuing  of  said  bonds, 
the  Commissioners  hereinafter  provided  for,  to  be  known  as  the 
Highway  Commission  of  Willow  Township,  shall  advertise  for 
sealed  bids  on  said  bonds.  No  bid  shall  be  considered  for  less  than 
the  par  value  of  the  bonds.  The  Commission  shall  have  the  right 
to  reject  all  bids  and  readvertise  for  bids  until  the  bonds  are  sold. 

§  3.  Execution  of  Bond*— Interest — Annual  Tax— Sink- 
ing Fund* — Upon  the  acceptance  of  any  bid,  the  Commission  shall 
have  printed  coupon  bonds,  to  run  not  less  than  twenty  years,  nor 
more  than  forty  years,  with  the  right  to  the  township  of  redeeming 
any  or  all  of  them  at  any  time  after  twenty  years.  These  bonds 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Commission, 
and  the  signatures  may  be  lithographed.  The  interest  on  these 
bonds  shall  be  paid  semiannually  on  the  first  day  of  January  and 
the  first  day  of  July  each  and  every  year,  and  there  shall  be  levied 
annually  on  the  property  in  said  township  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay 
the  interest  on  these  bonds  and  to  pay  one-fortieth  or  more  of  the 
principal.  The  one-fortieth  or  more  mentioned  above  and  surplus 
accruing  after  the  payment  on  the  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  be 
annually  paid  over  by  the  Treasurer  of  Orangeburg  county  to  the 
Sinking  Fund  Commission  of  the  county,  to  be  invested  by  them  in 
such  funds  as  are  recognized  in  law  as  proper  for  the  investment  of 
trust  funds.  The  Sinking  Fund  Commission  shall  annually  present 
to  the  Circuit  Court  of  said  county  an  itemized  statement  of  all 
funds  received  by  it,  and  how  the  same  have  been  invested,  to  whom 
loaned  and  upon  what  security.  This  report  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Clerk  of  said  Court. 

§  4.  Deposit  of  Funds. — As  soon  as  the  funds  arising  from 
the  sale  of  the  said  bonds  shall  be  received  by  the  said  Highway 
Commission  they  shall  be  deposited  by  them  in  the  several  banks 
of  Willow  township  according  to  and  in  proportion  to  the  combined 
capital  stock  and  surplus  of  each  bank,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  less 
than  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  be  paid  by  the  bank  at  said  rate 
from  the  date  of  the  said  deposit  until  the  said  funds  are  withdrawn 
from  time  to  time  by  the  said  Highway  Commission  as  needed  by 
them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  under  this  Act :  Provided, 

99— A. 
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That  should  any  bank  or  banks  in  Willow  township  decline  to  receive 
such  deposit  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  or  decline 
to  pay  interest  on  the  said  deposits  at  a  rate  of  interest  of  not  less 
than  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  pro  rata  of  deposits  due  to  such 
bank  or  banks  so  declining  or  refusing  to  pay  said  interest  shall  be 
prorated  among  all  the  remaining  banks  of  Willow  township  in  pro- 
portion to  their  combined  capital  stock  and  surplus :  Provided,  fur- 
ther, That  the  Highway  Commission  shall  withdraw  such  funds 
from  the  said  banks  in  which  same  are  deposited  in  an  impartial 
manner,  and  shall,  in  so  far  as  possible,  withdraw  such  funds  pro- 
portionately and  on  the  same  basis  that  the  deposits  are  made  in 
said  banks. 

§  5.  Highway  Commission. — The  Highway  Commission  of 
Willow  Township  shall  consist  of  three  resident  freeholders  within 
the  limits  of  said  township,  who  shall  be  appointed  and  commis- 
sioned by  the  Governor  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  majority  of 
the  Legislative  Delegation  of  Orangeburg  county,  except  Represen- 
tative J.  A.  Berry.  The  said  Commission  shall  elect  its  Chairman 
and  Secretary,  and  any  vacancy  in  the  Commission  shall  be  filled 
by  the  remaining  members.  The  Commission  shall  receive  no 
compensation  for  their  service,  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  actual 
expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties.  The  life 
of  the  Commission  shall  be  five  years ;  but  it  shall  expend  the  funds 
received  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  for  the  construction  of  the 
roads  within  three  years  if  possible  to  do  so  advantageously. 

§  6.  Construction  of  Roads  —  Condemnation. — The  said 
Highway  Commission  shall  construct  of  materials  generally  approved 
by  expert  highway  engineers  as  adapted  to  building  permanent 
improved  highways,  by  contract  or  otherwise,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Commission,  the  main  public  roads  and  thoroughfares  across 
the  township.  These  thoroughfares  shall  be  thirty  feet  wide.  After 
constructing  and  improving  the  roads  or  thoroughfares  herein 
referred  to,  then  the  Commission  shall  expend  any  balance  of  the 
funds  remaining  on  hand  in  likewise  constructing  and  improving 
the  main  tributary  roads  leading  into  such  said  main  roads  and 
thoroughfares.  Of  these  roads  the  Commission  shall  have  power 
to  select  which  shall  be  permanently  improved,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
to  decide  the  width  of  the  same  and  the  material  to  be  employed, 
regard  being  had  to  the  present  condition  of  said  road  and  the 
amount  of  traffic  over  same.    They  shall  further  have  the  right  to 
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condemn  land,  surface  soil,  trees  or  other  material  adjoining  or  near 
to  the  road  for  the  purpose  of  relocating,  widening,  improving  or 
constructing  public  highways  herein  provided  for.  In  case  the 
right  of  way,  surface  soil,  trees  or  other  material  cannot  be  secured 
by  donation  or  agreement,  the  same  may  be  taken  for  the  uses 
herein  mentioned  and  the  landowner  may  afterwards  be  compen- 
sated as  in  condemnation  of  rights  of  way  by  railroad  companies 
under  the  laws  of  this  State  by  way  of  assessment  of  damages  upon 
petition  of  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  claiming  compensation  or 
damages. 

§  7.  Maintenance  of  Improved  Roads. — It  shall  be  the  fur- 
ther duty  of  the  said  Highway  Commission  to  keep  the  roads  con- 
structed or  improved  by  them  in  proper  repair  during  the  life  of 
the  said  Commission,  and  for  this  purpose  it  shall  receive  from  the 
public  road  tax  twelve  ($12.00)  dollars  per  mile  for  each  mile  of 
road  so  constructed  or  improved  by  them  for  the  first  year,  ten 
($10.00)  dollars  per  mile  for  the  second  year,  and  eight  ($8.00) 
dollars  per  mile  annually  thereafter,  if  so  much  be  needed. 

§  8.  Assistance  from  County  Engineer.— The  said  Highway 
Commission  shall  have  the  right  to  call  upon  the  County  Engineer 
or  the  State  Highway  Commission  for  information,  estimates  of 
the  cost  of  construction  and  maintenance  of  said  roads  at  any  time. 

§  9.  Records — Reports.— The  said  Highway  Commission  shall 
keep  a  book,  open  for  public  inspection  at  all  reasonable  times,  set- 
ting forth  all  contracts  made  by  it  for  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  said  permanent  roads.  They  also  shall  present  annually 
to  the  Circuit  Court  of  Orangeburg  county  an  itemized  statement  of 
all  funds  received  and  disbursed  by  them,  and  this  shall  be  a  part 
of  the  records  of  said  Court.  At  the  expiration  of  the  life  of  said 
Commission  all  its  contracts,  papers  and  books  of  accounts  shall  be 
turned  over  to  the  Clerk  of  Court  and  filed  in  his  office. 

§  10.  Use  of  Interest  on  Deposits — Vehicle  License  Tax. 

— All  interest  accruing  on  such  funds  as  are  deposited  by  the  High- 
way Commission  in  the  banks  of  Willow  township  shall  be  paid  by 
said  banks  to  the  Treasurer  of  Orangeburg  county  every  six  months, 
to  be  computed  from  the  date  of  original  deposit,  and  the  interest  so 
received  shall  be  applied  by  the  County  Treasurer  to  the  payment 
of  the  interest  on  the  bonds  herein  authorized,  in  so  far  as  it  will 
pay  said  interest.     Further,  the  Clerk  of  said  Court  shall  furnish, 
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on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May,  1919,  and  on  the  first  day  of 
January  of  each  year  thereafter,  to  the  County  Auditor  a  list  of  all 
buggies  and  wagons  used  for  pleasure  or  the  transportation  of  mer- 
chandise or  passengers,  giving  full  information  as  filed  in  his  office ; 
and  upon  such  vehicles  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  as  taxes  are 
collected  a  special  license,  in  addition  to  other  existing  property 
tax,  the  amount  of  one  dollar  on  buggies  and  on  one-horse  wagons, 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  on  two-horse  wagons  and  log  carts.  The 
revenue  from  said  license  tax  shall  be  applied  to  the  repairing  and 
upkeep  of  the  roads  herein  provided  for,  and  should  there  be  any 
surplus,  the  same  shall  be  applied  to  the  sinking  fund  for  the  retire- 
ment of  the  said  bonds.

§  11.  Elections  in  Other  Townships  Upon  Petition. — That 
any  of  the  other  townships  of  said  county,  upon  a  petition  signed  by 
one-third  of  the  qualified  electors  of  said  township,  shall  be  entitled 
to  hold  an  election  upon  the  question  of  the  issuing  of  coupon  bonds 
of  such  township  for  the  permanent  building  and  improvement  of 
the  public  roads  of  said  township.  Such  petition  shall  be  addressed 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  said 
county  and  shall  state  the  amount  of  bonds  the  petitioners  desire  to 
be  issued:  Upon  the  filing  of  such  petition  the  said  Chairman  of 
the  County  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  proceed  to  order  an  elec- 
tion to  be  held  in  said  township,  under  this  issue,  at  which  election 
the  ballots  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  Section  2  of  this  Act.  Should 
a  majority  of  the  ballots  cast  in  such  election  be  in  favor  of  issuing 
said  bonds,  the  Commissioners,  who  shall  be  appointed  as  provided 
for  herein  in  the  case  of  the  Commissioners  for  Willow  township, 
shall,  in  so  far  as  possible,  be  governed  and  controlled  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  relating  to  the  conduct,  the  duties  and  methods 
of  procedure  of  the  Commissioners  for  Willow  township.  The 
expenses  of  all  elections  ordered  hereunder  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
general  funds  of  the  county. 

§  12.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

Section  1.  Indexing  of  Lis  Pendens  Records  of  Oconee 
County. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  the  Clerk  of  Court  do,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Delegation  in  the  General  Assembly,  or  a  majority 
thereof,  appoint  some  suitable  person  who  shall  index  alphabeti- 
cally the  books  of  lis  pendens  in  the  county  of  Oconee,  beginning 
upon  the  record  of  those  appearing  on  the  books  five  years  ago  and 
bringing  the  same  up  to  date.  That  the  index  be  made  both  of  the 
plaintiffs  and  defendants,  and  that  the  Clerk  be  required  to  index 
all  future  records  of  the  lis  pendens  filed  and  recorded. 

§  2.  Appropriation. — That  in  order  to  defray  the  expenses 
thereof,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  shall  be  appropriated,  if  so 
much  be  necessary.

have  been  issued  and  sold  they  shall  be  valid  obligations  of  said 
school  district  and  shall  be  exempt  from  State,  county,  municipal 
and  school  taxation.

AN  ACT  to  Validate,  Ratify  and  Confirm  All  Proceedings 
of  the  City  Council  or"  the  City  of  Easley  in  Levying 
Assessments  Upon  Abutting  Property  for  the  Purpose 
of  Paying  for  Permanent  Improvements  on  Streets  and 
Sidewalks  Abutting  Such  Property,  Declaring  Liens  on 
Such  Property  for  the  Payment  of  Said  Assessments, 
Providing  the  Manner  in  Which  Said  Liens  Shall  Be 
Enforced,  Authorizing  the  Issue  of  Assessment  Certifi- 
cates and  in  Issuing  and  Confirming  Assessment  Rolls, 
and  Declaring  Such  Assessments  Liens  Bearing  Inter- 
est from  Date  of  Levy. 

Section  1.  Assessments  of  Abutting  Property  for  Street 
Improvements    in    City    of    Easley    Validated — Proviso. — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South 
Carolina,  That  all  Acts  and  proceedings  had  and  taken  by  the  City 
Council  of  the  city  of  Easley  in  levying  assessments  upon  abutting 
property  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  permanent  improvements 
upon  the  streets  and  sidewalks  immediately  abutting  such  property, 
in  declaring  liens  on  such  property  for  the  payment  of  said  assess-

Election  on  Issue  of  Waterworks  and  Sewerage 
Bonds  in  Town  of  Pickens — Notice — Ballots. — Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the 
Town  Council  of  the  town  of  Pickens,  in  Pickens  county,  be,  and  it 
is  hereby,  authorized  to  hold  an  election  in  said  town  for  the  pur- 
pose of  submitting  to  the  qualified  electors  the  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  said  town  shall  issue  forty  thousand  ($40,000.00) 
dollars  in  thirty-year  coupon  bonds,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to 
exceed  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  for  said  town  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  system  of  waterworks  and  sewerage  within  said  town, 
the  time  and  place  for  said  election  to  be  fixed  by  said  Town  Coun- 
cil, and  advertised  by  publication  for  at  least  four  weeks  in  some 
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newspaper  published  in  said  town  having  the  largest  circulation 
therein,  also  setting  out  the  amount  of  said  bonds  to  be  issued,  the 
rate  of  interest  at  which  to  be  issued,  and  furnish  the  necessary 
number  of  ballots  to  be  voted  at  said  election,  upon  one  set  of  which 
ballots  shall  appear  the  words,  "For  the  issue  of  forty  thousand 
($40,000.00)  dollars  in  thirty-year  coupon  bonds  for  construction 
of  waterworks  and  sewerage  system — Yes;"  upon  the  other  set  of 
ballots  shall  appear,  "For  the  issue  of  forty  thousand  ($40,000.00) 
dollars  in  thirty-year  coupon  bonds  for  construction  of  waterworks 
and  sewerage  system — No." 

§  2.  Managers  —  Return*. —  The  said  Town  Council  shall 
appoint  the  managers  and  receive  the  returns  of  such  election  and 
declare  the  result. 

§  3.  Use  of  Proceeds. — In  case  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
electors  voting  at  said  election  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  issue  of  said 
bonds,  then  the  Town  Council  shall  issue  and  sell  the  same  and  use 
the  proceeds  of  said  sale  for  the  construction  of  a  system  of  water- 
works and  sewerage  within  said  town.

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide 
for  an  investigation  of  the  management,  disposition  and  control  of 
the  Columbia  Canal,  its  income  and  the  connection  of  its  arrange- 
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ments,  etc.,"  approved  the  28th  day  of  March,  1918,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  in  Section  4  of  said  Act 
all  after  the  word  "law"  on  line  five  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  following  proviso :  "Provided,  The  personnel  of  said  committee 
is  to  correspond  at  all  times  with  the  heads  of  the  House  and  Senate

ways are  left  on  each  side  of  said  buildings  as  will  adequately  take 
care  of  the  traffic  on  said  street. 
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§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

Section  1.  School  District  No.  1  of  Saluda  County  May 
Borrow. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  Saluda  School  District  Building  Commission, 
created  by  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  and  provide  for  the 
issue  of  bonds  of  Saluda  School  District  No  1,  Saluda  county,  and 
for  the  purchase  of  a  site  and  erection  of  a  school  building,  and  for 
the  expenditure  of  the  funds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  said 
bonds,  and  from  property  tax  to  pay  the  same,  the  total  issue  not 
to  exceed  fifteen  thousand  ($15,000.00)  dollars,"  approved  Febru- 
ary 26,  1917,  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  to  borrow  from  the 
Sinking  Fund  Commission  of  South  Carolina,  or  from  any  other 
source,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  ten  thousand  ($10,000.00)  dollars,  at 
a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  any  outstanding  obligations  incurred  by  the  said 
Saluda  School  District  Building  Commission,  and  the  remainder,  if 
any,  to  be  used  for  the  completion  and  equipping  of  a  school  build- 
ing for  Saluda  School  District  No.  1,  Saluda  county;  the  said 
Saluda  School  District  Building  Commission  is  hereby  authorized 
to  execute  a  note  or  notes  for  the  sum  borrowed,  which  said  note  or 
notes  shall  be  for  a  period  not  longer  than  five  (5)  years  and  sub- 
ject lo  payment  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 
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§  2.  Tax  for  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund. — For  the  purpose 
of  paying  the  interest  on  the  said  note  or  notes,  and  to  provide  for 
the  redemption  and  retirement  of  said  note  or  notes,  there  is  hereby 
directed  to  be  levied  and  collected,  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the 
same  time  as  other  taxes  are  levied  and  collected,  an  annual  tax  on 
all  of  the  taxable  property  of  said  Saluda  School  District  No.  1, 
sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  note  or  notes  as  the  interest 
shall  become  due,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  two  thousand 
($2,000.00)  dollars  annually  on  the  principal  of  said  note  or  notes 
until  the  said  note  or  notes  and  the  interest  thereon  have  been 
redeemed,  retired  and  cancelled.

Approved  February  19,  1917,  So  as  to  Change  the  Rate 
of  Interest  Therein. 

Section  1.  Act  (1917,  XXX  Stats.,  644)  Amended — Rate 
of  Interest  on  Highway  Bonds. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  an  Act  entitled  "An 
Act  to  authorize  and  empower  the  Supervisor  of  Spartanburg 
county  to  issue  bonds  of  said  county  in  the  sum  of  one  million  dol- 
lars for  the  purpose  of  constructing  permanent  roads  in  said  county, 
and  to  provide  a  property  tax  to  pay  for  and  maintain  same,  and 
for  the  proper  safeguarding  of  the  funds  arising  from  the  sale 
thereof,"  approved  February  19,  1917,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "four  and  one-half"  on  line 
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three  of  Section  2,  after  the  word  "exceeding"  and  before  the  word 
"per  cent./'  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "five,"  so  that 
said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows:

Section  1.  Bond  Election  in  School  District  of  City  of 
Spartanburg.  —  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  School  District 
of  the  city  of  Spartanburg  be,  and  are  hereby,  authorized  and 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  coupon  bonds  of  said  school  district, 
payable  to  bearer  in  such  denomination  and  to  such  an  amount  as 
they  may  deem  necessary,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  earing  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  per 
annum,  payable  annually  or  semiannually  at  such  times  as  they 
deem  best:  Provided,  That  the  question  of  issuing  said  bonds,  or 
such  amount  thereof  as  the  Board  may  determine  to  issue,  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  first  submitted 
to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  school  district  at  an  election  to  be 
held  to  determine  whether  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  or  nfit. 

§  2.  Managers — Notice  of  Election. — That  the  said  Trus- 
tees shall  appoint  Managers  and  order  an  election  to  be  held  on  the 
question  of  whether  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  or  not,  in  which  elec- 
tion only  the  qualified  electors  shall  be  allowed  to  vote,  and  said 
Trustees  shall  publish  a  notice  ordering  said  election  for  not  less 
than  three  weeks  in  two  of  the  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of 
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Spartanburg;  and  said  Managers  shall  conduct,  direct  and  declare 
the  result  of  said  election  and  make  returns  thereof  to  said  Trustees. 

§  3.  Bonds  Tax  Exempt. — That  the  bonds  issued  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  exempt  from  State,  county  and 
municipal  taxes. 

§  4.  Ballots. — That  the  said  Trustees  shall  have  printed  for  the 
use  of  voters  in  said  election  sufficient  number  of  ballots,  on  half  of 
which  shall  be  printed  the  words,  "For  the  issue  of  bonds,"  and  on 
the  other  half  the  words,  "Against  the  issue  of  bonds." 

§  5.  Use  of  Proceeds  of  Bond  Issue  —  Annual  Tax  for 
Interest. — That  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election 
shall  be  for  the  issuing  of  bonds,  the  Trustees  may  issue  such  bonds, 
which  shall  run  for  a  period  of  twenty  years,  the  proceeds  of  which 
shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  lot  or  lots,  erecting 
one  or  more  school  buildings,  or  purchasing  or  adding  to  or  remodel- 
ing or  repairing  existing  school  buildings  for  school  purposes,  and 
the  said  bonds  and  coupons  of  the  same  shall  constitute  a  lien  upon 
any  property  purchased  or  improved  thereby.  Upon  the  issuance  of 
said  bonds  or  any  part  of  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
County  Auditor  and  County  Treasurer,  respectively,  or  other  officers 
charged  with  their  duties,  to  levy  and  collect  annually  from  all  prop- 
erty, real  and  personal,  within  the  limits  of  said  school  district,  a 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  the  coupons  on 
said  bonds  shall  be  receivable  for  taxes  within  said  district. 

§  6.  Execution  of  Bonds.  —  That  said  bonds,  and  coupons 
thereto  attached,  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  and  countersigned 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  school  district: 
Provided,  That  the  signatures  of  said  officers  may  be  lithographed 
upon  the  coupons  attached  to  said  bonds,  and  such  lithographed  sig- 
natures shall  be  sufficient  signing  thereof.

Company  Granted  Power  of  Condemnation  and  EasemeAt

lina, That  the  South  Carolina  Light,  Power  and  Railways  Com- 
pany, in  the  extension  of  electric  power  lines,  its  electric  railways 
and  in  the  operation  of  its  electric  street  cars  in  and  through  the 
counties  of  Spartanburg  and  Cherokee,  South  Carolina,  as  it  may 
desire  from  time  to  time,  shall  have  the  right  to  condemn,  in  the

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as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  incor- 
porated ;  and  shall  further  have  the  power  and  authority  hereby  to 
enter  upon,  construct  and  operate  its  lines  of  electric  railway,  elec- 
tric cars,  poles,  wires,  conduits  and  power  lines  for  the  transmis- 
sion of  electricity  over,  across  and  through  the  public  highways  of 
the  said  counties  of  Spartanburg  and  Cherokee:  Provided,  Said 
corporation  shall  fill  in,  restore  and  maintain  said  highways  in  the 
same  condition  as  they  were  before.

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  all  proceedings  had 
and  taken  by  the  Trustees  of  Cross  Anchor  School  District  No.  15, 
Spartanburg  county,  in  calling  and  holding  a  special  election  in  the 
said  school  district  on  the  24th  day  of  August,  1918,  on  the  ques- 
tion of  levying  an  additional  tax  of  six  mills  on  the  property  in  said 
school  district  for  school  purposes,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
validated,  ratified  and  confirmed  in  every  respect,  and  declared  legal 
in  any  and  all  respects  whatsoever ;  and  that  the  excess  levy  of  four 
mills  contained  therein  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  validated,  ratified 
and  confirmed  in  every  respect,  and  declared  legal  in  all  respects. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  go  into  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  Holding  of  Elections  in  the  Town- 
ships of  Union  County,  Except  Union  Township,  on  the 
Issuing  of  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  of 
Coupon  Bonds  for  Building  Permanent  Roads,  to  Pro- 
vide for  the  Appointment  of  Seven  Commissioners,  to 
Expend  the  Proceeds  of  Said  Bonds  in  the  Respective 
Townships  and  Otherwise  Define  Their  Duties,  Powers 
and  Terms  of  Office,  and  to  Provide  a  Sinking  Fund  for 
the  Retirement  of  Said  Bonds. 

Section  1.  Election  on  Issue  of  Highway  Bonds  in  Town- 
ships of  Union  County — Second  Election  Upon  Petition.— 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  on  the  fourth  Saturday  of  March,  1919,  there  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  different  townships  of 
Union  county,  except  Union  township,  the  question  of  issuing  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  of  coupon  bonds,  bearing  not 
more  than  six  per  cent,  interest,  for  constructing  public  highways 
in  said  respecitve  townships:  Provided,  That  the  Highway  Com- 
mission hereinafter  named  shall  not  have  the  right  to  spend  or  sell 
any  more  of  the  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  coupon 
bonds  than  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
said  highways  and  roads.  That  in  a  year  after  1919,  upon  a  peti- 
tion of  one-third  of  the  qualified  electors  of  any  of  the  townships 
that  have  not  voted  for  said  bond  issue,  the  Supervisor  shall  order 
an  election,  when  there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors 
of  said  township  the  question  of  issuing  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  of  coupon  bonds,  bearing  not  more  than  six  per 
cent,  interest,  for  constructing  public  highways  in  said  township: 
Provided,  That  the  Highway  Commission  hereinafter  named  shall 
not  have  the  right  to  spend  or  sell  any  more  of  the  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  coupon  bonds  than  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  the  purpose  of  constructing  said  highway  and  roads. 

§  2.  Ballots — Sale  of  Bonds.  —  This  election  shall  be  held 
under  the  law  governing  the  holding  of  general  elections  in  this 
State.  The  ballot  shall  be  provided  according  to  law  and  on  one 
ballot  shall  be  printed  the  words,  "For  permanent  road  bonds — 
Yes ;"  on  the  other,  "For  permanent  road  bonds — No."  If  a  major- 
ity of  the  ballots  cast  in  said  election  shall  be  for  the  issuing  of  said 
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bonds,  the  Commissioners  hereinafter  to  be  provided  for,  to  be 
known  as  the  Highway  Commission  of  said  township,  shall  adver- 
tise for  sealed  bids  on  said  bonds.  The  Commission  shall  have  the 
right  to  reject  all  bids  and  readvertise  for  bids  until  the  bonds  are 
sold.  The  expenses  of  the  election  ordered  hereunder  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  general  contingent  fund  of  Union  county. 

§  3.  Term  of  Bonds — Execution — Tax  for  Interest  and 
Sinking  Fund. — Upon  the  acceptance  of  any  bid,  the  Commission 
shall  have  printed  serial  or  other  coupon  bonds  to  run  not  more 
than  forty  years,  with  the  right  to  the  townships  of  redeeming  any 
or  all  of  them  after  twenty  years.  These  bonds  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Commission  and  the  signatures 
may  be  lithographed.  The  interest  on  these  bonds  shall  be  paid 
semiannually  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of  July 
in  each  and  every  year,  and  there  shall  be  levied  annually  on  the 
property  in  said  township  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on 
these  bonds  and  to  pay  one-fortieth  or  more  of  the  principal;  the 
one-fortieth  or  more  mentioned  above  and  surplus  accruing  after 
the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  be  annually  paid  over 
by  the  Treasurer  of  Union  county  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Commission 
of  the  county,  to  be  invested  by  them  in  such  funds  as  are  recog- 
nized in  law  as  proper  for  the  investment  of  trust  funds.  The 
Sinking  Fund  Commission  shall  annually  furnish  to  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Union  county  an  itemized  statement  of  all  funds  received 
by  it  and  how  the  same  have  been  invested,  to  whom  loaned  and 
upon  what  security.  This  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of 
said  Court. 

§  4.  Deposit  of  Proceeds  of  Bond  Issue.— As  soon  as  the 
funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  received  by  the 
said  Highway  Commission  they  shall  be  deposited  by  them  in  the 
banks  or  bank  of  the  township  according  to  and  in  proportion  to 
the  combined  capital  and  surplus  of  each  bank,  at  a  rate  of  interest 
not  less  than  four  and  one-half  (4^)  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  be 
paid  by  the  bank  at  the  said  rate  from  the  date  of  the  said  deposit 
until  the  said  funds  are  withdrawn  from  time  to  time  by  the  said 
Highway  Commission  as  needed  by  them  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties  under  this  Act:  Provided,  That  should  any  bank  or  banks 
in  said  township  decline  to  receive  such  deposit,  or  if  there  be  no 
bank  in  said  township,  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  bonds, 
or  decline  to  pay  interest  on  said  deposit  at  a  rate  of  interest  of  not 
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less  than  four  and  one-half  (4^)  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  pro  rata 
of  deposits  due  to  such  bank  or  banks  so  declining  or  refusing  to 
pay  said  interest  shall  be  proportioned  among  all  the  remaining 
banks  of  Union  township  in  proportion  to  their  combined  capital 
stock  and  surplus:  Provided,  further,  That  the  Highway  Commis- 
sion shall  withdraw  the  said  funds  from  the  said  banks  in  which 
same  are  deposited  in  an  impartial  way  and  yet  in  so  far  as  pos- 
sible withdraw  such  funds  proportionately  and  on  the  same  basis 
as  the  deposits  are  made  in  said  banks. 

§  5.  Highway  Commission — Personnel — Organization — 
Expenses — Term  of  Office* — That  the  Highway  Commission  of 
said  township  shall  consist  of  seven  electors  and  freeholders  within 
the  limits  of  the  said  township,  who  shall  be  appointed  a  Commis- 
sion by  the  Governor  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  majority  of 
the  representative  delegation  of  Union  county.  The  said  Commis- 
sion shall  elect  its  Chairman  and  Secretary  and  any  vacancy  in  the 
Commission  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members.  The  Com- 
missioners shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services,  but  shall 
be  reimbursed  for  actual  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  their 
official  duties.  The  life  of  the  Commission  shall  be  five  years ;  but 
it  shall  expend  the  funds  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  for  the  con- 
struction of  roads  within  three  years,  if  possible  to  do  so  advan- 
tageously. 

§  6.  Improvement  of  Roads  —  Condemnation. —  The  said 
Highway  Commission  shall  construct  of  materials  generally  approved 
by  expert  highway  engineers  as  adapted  to  building  permanent 
improved  highways,  by  contract  or  otherwise,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Commission,  the  main  public  roads  and  thoroughfares  across 
the  township.  These  thoroughfares  shall  be  thirty  feet  wide.  After 
constructing  or  improving  the  roads  or  thoroughfares  herein  referred 
to,  then  the  Commission  shall  expend  any  balance  of  the  funds 
remaining  on  hand  in  likewise  constructing  and  improving  the  main 
tributary  roads  leading  into  such  main  roads  and  thoroughfares.  Of 
these  roads  the  Commission  shall  have  the  power  to  select  which 
shall  be  permanently  improved,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  decide  the 
width  of  the  same ;  and  the  material  to  be  employed,  regard  being 
had  to  the  present  condition  of  said  road  and  the  amount  of  traffic 
over  same.  They  shall  further  have  the  right  to  condemn  land, 
surface,  soil,  trees  or  other  material  adjoining  or  near  to  the  road 
for  the  purpose  of  relocating,  widening,  improving  or  constructing 
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public  highways  herein  provided  for.  In  case  the  right  of  way,  sur- 
face, soil,  trees  or  other  material  cannot  be  secured  by  donation  or 
agreement,  the  same  may  be  taken  for  the  uses  herein  mentioned,  and 
the  landowners  may  afterwards  be  compensated  as  in  condemnation 
of  rights  of  way  by  railroad  companies  under  the  laws  of  this  State 
by  way  of  assessment  or  damages  upon  petition  of  the  person,  firm 
or  corporation  claiming  compensation  or  damages. 

§  7.  Maintenance  of  Improved  Roads. — It  shall  further  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  Highway  Commission  to  keep  the  roads  con- 
structed or  improved  by  them  in  proper  repair  during  the  life  of  the 
said  Commission,  and  for  this  purpose  it  shall  receive  from  the 
public  road  tax  twelve  ($12.00)  dollars  per  mile  for  each  mile  of 
road  so  constructed  or  improved  by  them  for  the  first  year,  ten 
($10.00)  dollars  per  mile  for  the  second  year,  and  eight  ($8.00) 
dollars  per  mile  annually  thereafter. 

§  8.  Highway  Engineer.  —  The  said  Highway  Commission 
shall  employ  a  competent  Highway  Engineer,  who  shall  have  the 
recommendation  of  the  proper  department  of  the  United  States 
government,  who  shall  be  bonded  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  ($10,- 
000.00)  dollars  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  the  pre- 
mium to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Commission. 
His  duties  shall  be  to  locate  all  roads  to  be  constructed  by  the  Com- 
mission, to  furnish  to  the  said  Commission  estimates  of  the  cost  of 
said  construction,  to  see  that  the  work  is  properly  performed,  to 
approve  all  bills  and  claims  for  work  and  labor,  by  contract  or  other- 
wise, and  that  the  maintenance  of  said  roads  is  properly  done  dur- 
ing the  term  of  his  employment. 

§  9.  Records — Reports. — The  said  Highway  Commission  shall 
keep  a  book,  open  for  public  inspection  at  all  reasonable  times,  set- 
ting forth  all  contracts  made  by  it  for  the  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  said  permanent  roads.  They  also  shall  present  annually 
to  the  Circuit  Court  of  Union  county  an  itemized  statement  of  all 
funds  received  and  disbursed  by  them,  and  this  shall  be  a  part  of 
the  records  of  said  Court.  At  the  expiration  of  the  life  of  said 
Commission  all  its  contracts,  papers  and  books  of  accounts  shall  be 
turned  over  to  the  Clerk  of  Court  and  filed  in  his  office. 

§  10.  Use  of  Interest  on  Deposits. — All  interest  accruing  on 
such  funds  as  are  deposited  by  the  Highway  Commission  in  the 
banks  shall  be  paid  by  said  banks  to  the  Treasurer  of  Union  county 
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every  six  months,  to  be  computed  from  the  date  of  original  deposit, 
and  the  interest  so  received  shall  be  applied  by  the  County  Treas- 
urer to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  bonds  herein  authorized 
in  so  far  as  it  will  pay  said  interest. 

§  11.  Repealing  Clause. — All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  incon- 
sistent with  this  Act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  12.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Establish  the 
Union  School  District,  to  Authorize  the  Establishment 
of  Free  Graded  Schools  Therein,  and  to  Provide  Means 
for  the  Effective  Management  of  the  Same,"  Approved 
the  18th  Day  of  February,  A.  D.  1913,  So  as  to  Increase 
the  Levy. 

Section  1.  Act  (1913,  XXVIII  Stats.,  280)  Amended — 
Special  Tax  in  Union  School  District.— Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  3 
of  said  Act  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "seven"  between 
the  words  "exceeding"  and  "mills"  on  line  four  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  the  word  "ten;"  amend  further  by  striking  out  the  word 
"seven"  on  line  17  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "ten,"  so 
that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  That  said  Trustees  are  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year,  to  levy  on  all 
real  and  personal  property  returned  for  taxation  in  said  school  dis- 
trict a  local  tax,  not  exceeding  ten  (10)  mills  on  the  dollar  in  any 
one  year,  to  supplement  the  general  tax  for  the  support  of  the 
schools,  by  the  persons  and  in  the  mode  following,  to  wit:  The 
Board  of  Trustees,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  in  each 
year,  shall  call  a  meeting  of  all  legal  voters  living  in  the  said  school 
district  and  returning  real  or  personal  property  therein:  Provided, 
That  public  notice  of  said  meeting,  specifying  the  time,  place  and 
object,  shall  be  given  at  least  ten  days  before  said  meeting  by  post- 
ing the  same  in  three  conspicuous  places  in  said  school  district  and 
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publishing  the  same  at  least  twice  in  a  newspaper,  if  any  published, 
in  said  school  district.  The  persons  answering  the  above  descrip- 
tion, when  thus  assembled,  shall  appoint  a  Chairman  and  also  a  Sec- 
retary, adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  decide  what  additional  tax, 
if  any,  shall  be  levied,  not  to  exceed  ten  mills  on  the  dollar.  No  tax 
thus  levied  shall  be  repealed  at  a  subsequent  meeting  within  the 
same  fiscal  year.  The  Chairman  shall  one  week  thereafter  notify 
the  County  Auditor  of  Union  county  of  the  amount  of  tax  levied, 
and  the  County  Auditor  shall  at  once  assess  such  tax  on  all  real  and 
personal  property  returned  in  said  school  district,  and  the  County 
Treasurer  of  said  county  shall  collect  said  tax  with  the  other  taxes 
for  the  same  year,  and  the  said  tax  shall  be  enforced  in  the  same 
manner  provided  for  State  and  county  taxes.

Approved  the  29th  Day  of  February,  1914,  by  Strik- 
ing Out  the  Words  "From  January  1,  1914,  Until  July 
1,  1915/'  on  the  Fourth  Line  of  Said  Section  and  Insert- 
ing in  Lieu  Thereof  "For  and  During  the  Life  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  Commission  of  Union  County/9 

Section  1.  Act  (1914,  XXVIII  Stats.,  866)  Amended— 
Compensation  of  Secretary  of  Union  County  Sinking  Fund 
Commission. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  Section  4  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to 
retire  certain  bonds  issued  by  Union  county  in  refunding  the  bond 
debt  of  said  county  represented  by  outstanding  bonds  of  said  county 
issued  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  the  Spartanburg  &  Asheville 
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Railroad  under  'An  Act  to  provide  for  refunding  the  bonded  indebt- 
edness of  Union  county/  approved  the  24th  day  of  December,  1894, 
calling  upon  Cherokee  county  for  its  pro  rata  part  of  same,  and 
regulating  the  manner  and  mode  of  retiring  said  bonds,"  approved 
the  29th  day  of  February,  1914,  by  striking  out  the  words  "From 
January  1,  1914,  until  July  1,  1915/'  on  the  fourth  line  of  said  sec- 
tion and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "For  and  during  the  life  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  Commission  of  Union  county,"  sp  that,  when  so 
amended,  said  section  shall  read  as  follows:

AN  ACT  to  Award  a  Medal  to  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors  of 
Union  County  in  the  World  War,  and  Providing  a  Com- 
mission for  Awarding  Same,  and  Providing  for  the  Pay- 
ment of  Said  Medal. 

Section  1.  Medal  for  Volunteers  from  Union  County.^ 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Union  county,  South  Carolina, 
furnished  the  highest  percentage  of  volunteers  of  any  county  in 
America,  and  was  one  of  the  few  counties  that  exceeded  its  quota 
before  the  first  selective  draft,  in  the  great  World  War,  and  that 
in  order  to  commemorate  those  valiant  soldiers  and  sailors  a  Com- 
mission consisting  of  seven  members,  to  be  selected  by  the  Union 
County  Delegation,  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to 
select  a  medal  with  suitable  inscription,  report  the  inscription  to 
the  Union  County  Delegation,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the  cost 
of  same,  and  to  further  report  the  time,  place  and  manner  of  dis- 
tributing said  medals.    That  the  said  cost  of  said  medals  shall  be

paid  out  of  the  taxes  for  the  year  1920:  Provided,  That  medals 
shall  be  given  to  only  the  soldiers  and  sailors  who  were  enlisted  at 
the  time  of  the  first  selective  draft.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Drainage  of  the  Lands  Lying 
on  or  Near  Fair  Forest  Creek  and  Its  Tributaries  in 
Union  County  Above  the  Point  on  Said  Creek  Known 
as  Murphy's  Shoals. 

Whereas,  The  drainage  of  the  land$  lying  on  and  near  Fair  For- 
est Creek  and  its  tributary  streams  in  Union  county  above  the  point 
on  said  creek  known  as  "Murphy's  Shoals"  will  reclaim  and  make 
valuable  a  considerable  quantity  of  land  which  is  now  practically 
worthless,  and  greatly  improve  other  lands  lying  on  said  streams 
and  be  conducive  to  the  public  health  and  welfare;  therefore, 

Section  1.  Fair  Forest  Drainage  Commission — Vacancies 
—Disqualifications  —  Clerk  —  Records  — Treasurer — Com- 
pensation.— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  That  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Senator 
and  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  from  said  county,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for 
said  county  shall  appoint  a  Commission,  to  be  composed  of  three 
men,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Clerk  as  Chairman, 
and  each  of  whom  shall  take  and  subscribe  before  the  Clerk  an 
oath  that  he  will  faithfully,  fairly  and  impartially  perform  the 
duties  imposed  upon  him  under  this  Act  to  the  best  of  his  ability 
and  judgment.  When  so  appointed  and  sworn,  said  Commission 
shall  immediately  become  a  body  corporate,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  Fair  Forest  Drainage  Commission,  and  said  Commission 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
buy  and  sell  property,  real  or  personal,  sue  and  be  sued,  adopt  and 
have  a  seal,  and  such  other  powers  and  privileges  as  are  usually 
incident  to  or  enjoyed  by  corporations.  Any  member  of  said  Com- 
mission may  be  removed  for  inefficiency,  neglect  of  duty,  or  other 
causes  deemed  sufficient  by  a  majority  of  the  Commission  or  a 
majority  of  the  delegation  from  said  county  in  the  General  Assem- 
bly.    All  vacancies  on  the  Commission  caused  by  removal,  death, 
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resignation  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  origi- 
nal appointments  are  made  except  that  if  any  member  of  said  Com- 
mission should  be  only  temporarily  disqualified  by  reason  of  interest 
in  any  matter  that  may  come  before  the  Commission,  as,  for  instance, 
the  determination  of  the  assessment  to  be  levied  upon  his  own  lands, 
or  those  of  any  person  related  to  him,  by  blood  or  marriage,  within 
the  fourth  degree  or  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  allowed  to 
him  or  them,  and  the  other  members  of  the  Commission  cannot 
agree  as  to  the  same,  the  place  of  such  member  may  be  temporarily 
filled,  by  appointment  of  the  Clerk.  But  nothing  herein  shall  be 
construed  to#  mean  that  the  general  interest  which  a  landowner  may 
have  in  the  drainage  of  the  lands  upon  said  streams  by  reason  of 
owning  lands  thereon,  shall  disqualify  him  from  membership  on  said 
Commission.  On  all  questions  coming  before  said  Commission,  the 
majority  shall  control,  and  meetings  of  the  Commission  may  be  called 
by  the  Chairman,  or  by  the  other  two  members  thereof,  and  a  major- 
ity shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  The 
Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  said  county  shall  be  ex  offi- 
cio Clerk  of  the  Commission,  and  he  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  its 
meetings  and  the  records  of  its  proceedings,  including  an  itemized 
account  of  all  expenditures,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection, 
as  other  records  of  his  office.  The  meetings  of  the  Commission 
shall  be  held  in  the  Clerk's  office,  unless  some  other  place  shall  be 
designated  by  the  Commission.  The  Treasurer  of  said  county  shall 
be  ex  officio  Treasurer  of  the  Commission.  Each  of  the  said  officers 
and  the  surety  or  sureties  on  his  official  bond  shall  be  liable  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  under  this 
Act.  For  the  extra  duties  and  liabilities  so  imposed  each  of  them 
shall  be  allowed  such  compensation,  as  the  Commission  may  deter- 
mine to  be  reasonable,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  drainage  fund  herein 
provided  for.  Each  member  of  the  Commission  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  for  his  services  the  sum  of  five  dollars  per  day  for  each  day 
actually  devoted  to  the  work  or  business  of  the  Commission,  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  in  any  calendar  year,  to  be  paid  out 
of  said  fund. 

§  2.  Powers. — Said  Commission  shall  have  power  and  authority 
and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  lay  out,  locate,  establish  and  construct, 
or  cause  same  to  be  done,  such  levees,  embankments,  canals,  ditches, 
or  drains,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  drainage  of 
said  lands,  and  for  that  purpose  they  may  straighten,  widen  or 
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deepen  any  existing  levee,  embankment,  canal,  ditch,  drain  or  water- 
course, or  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  and  may  condemn  such  lands, 
easements  or  rights  of  way,  or  other  property,  as  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary for  that  purpose,  including  the  right  to  destroy  or  blast  out 
any  shoal  in  Fair  Forest  Creek ;  and  generally  they  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  do,  or  cause  to  be  done,  anything  which  they  are 
herein  expressly  or  impliedly  authorized  to  do,  or  which  they  may 
deem  necessary  or  proper  to  do  for  the  accomplishment  and  comple- 
tion of  the  purpose  contemplated  by  this  Act,  and  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  keeping  in  good  condition  and  repair  a  system  of  drainage 
for  said  lands  and  for  the  making  of  such  improvement  and  exten- 
sions thereof  from  time  to  time  as  they  may  deem  feasible  and  advis- 
able ;  and  they  may  do  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  contract  or  by  hired  labor,  or  both,  as  they  may  deem  best, 
and  in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent  as  they  may  deem  best,  and 
they  may  require  any  employee  or  contractor  to  give  bond,  payable  to 
the  Commission,  in  such  amount  and  with  such  surety  as  they  may 
require,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  or  contract,  and 
discharge  any  employee  or  contractor  for  any  cause  for  which  a  pri- 
vate individual  might  lawfully  do  so.  For  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
information  which  may  be  beneficial  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of 
the  work,  the  Commission  or  one  or  more  of  its  members  may 
inspect  any  similar  work  or  system  of  drainage  that  has  been  done 
or  constructed  in  this  State  or  in  North  Carolina  and  confer  with 
such  person  or  persons  as  may  have  planned  or  executed  the  same 
as  to  the  best  methods  of  procedure  in  doing  such  work  and  as  to 
the  results  thereof,  or  they  may  send  their  Engineer  to  obtain  such 
information,  and  the  expenses  of  obtaining  such  information  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  drainage  fund. 

§  3.  Engineer*  —  Said  Commission  shall  contract  with  and 
employ  a  competent  civil  and  drainage  engineer,  who  shall  make  such 
preliminary  and  other  surveys  and  examinations  of  the  said  streams 
and  lands  lying  thereon,  and  such  maps,  plans,  profiles,  detailed 
drawings  and  specifications  as  the  Commission  may  require  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  work.  In  surveying  streams  and  in  running 
levels  he  shall  establish  frequent  bench  marks  (on  permanent  objects 
where  practicable)  and  make  and  preserve  full  and  accurate  notes 
of  his  work  in  the  field,  so  as  to  make  the  same  of  permanent  value, 
and  he  shall  turn  over  to  the  Commission  his  field  notes  and  all 
maps,  plans,  profiled,  detailed  drawings  and  specifications  made  by 
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him,  or  copies  thereof,  all  of  which  shall  be  preserved  with  the  rec- 
ords of  the  proceedings  of  the  Commission.  He  shall  keep  an  accu- 
rate, itemized  account  of  the  cost  and  expenses  of  his  work,  and 
make  a  verified  report  thereof  to  the  Commission.  He  shall  take 
and  subscribe  the  same  oath  before  the  Clerk  that  the  members  of 
the  Commission  are  required  to  take  and  shall  advise  and  assist  the 
Commission  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

§  4.  Assessment*. — Upon  such  information  as  they  can  obtain 
with  reasonable  diligence,  the  Commission  shall  make  an  estimate, 
as  nearly  correct  as  they  can,  of  the  entire  cost  of  the  work  to  be 
done,  including  therein,  as  nearly  as  they  can  ascertain  the  same, 
the  amount  necessary  to  pay  for  easements,  rights  and  privileges, 
and  adding  to  the  whole  such  an  amount  as  they  may  deem  sufficient 
to  cover  contingent  or  unforeseen  expenses.  They  shall  then  pre- 
pare a  fair  and  equitable  schedule  of  assessments  upon  all  the  lands 
lying  on  and  near  said  streams  which  in  their  judgment  will  be  bene- 
fited by  the  proposed  drainage  sufficient  to  raise  the  total  sum  of 
their  estimate  of  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof.  The  said  schedule 
shall  contain  the  names  of  each  landowner,  the  number  of  acres 
owned  by  each,  and  the  total  assessment  against  the  lands  of  each, 
and  the  number  of  annual  installments — not  exceeding  ten — in  which 
the  Commission  shall  decide  it  will  be  most  advantageous  and  con- 
venient for  the  landowners  to  pay  the  same,  and  such  other  details 
as  the  Commission  may  prescribe,  and  the  same  shall  be  called  the 
preliminary  assessment  roll.  For  the  purpose  of  making  assess- 
ments the  lands  may  be  divided  into  such  and  so  many  classes  as  the 
Commission  may  deem  most  convenient.  It  shall  not  be  necessary 
to  make  actual  surveys  of  the  land  of  the  several  owners  or  of  the 
different  classes  thereof,  or  to  work  out  on  the  ground  the  bound- 
aries of  the  different  classes,  but  the  amount  of  land  in  any  class 
or  in  the  different  classes  may  be  estimated  or  ascertained  as  cor- 
rectly as  practicable  in  the  least  expensive  manner.  The  lands  of 
the  same  owner  may  be  in  different  classes.  In  making  the  classifi- 
cations and  assessments  they  shall  take  into  consideration  the  local- 
ity, quantity,  quality,  character  and  condition  of  the  lands  affected, 
and  any  general  or  special  benefit  that  will  in  their  judgment  accrue 
to  the  owners  thereof  from  the  drainage,  either  in  the  improve- 
ment of  the  land,  in  making  it  more  valuable  for  any  use,  or  in  the 
improvement  of  the  health  of  the  neighborhood.  The  omission 
from  the  assessment  roll  of  any  lands  benefited  as  aforesaid  shall 
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not  affect  the  validity  of  said  assessment  roll  or  any  prior  or  subse- 
quent proceeding,  but  whenever  it  shall  be  discovered  and  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Commission  (even  after  they  have  completed 
and  revised  said  roll  and  filed  it  with  the  Clerk  and  Treasurer)  that 
any  such  lands  have  been  omitted  therefrom  by  accident,  oversight, 
or  for  any  other  cause,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  give  to  the  owner 
thereof  not  less  than  ten  days'  notice  to  appear  before  them  at  a 
time  and  place  specified  and  show  cause,  if  any  they  can,  why  said 
lands  should  not  be  put  upon  said  roll  and  assessed,  and  if  no  suffi- 
cient cause  is  shown,  such  lands  shall  be  put  upon  said  roll  with  a 
fair  and  equitable  assessment  against  them  to  the  end  that  all  lands 
in  the  territory  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission  will  be 
benefited  by  the  drainage  shall  bear  their  just  and  equitable  share 
of  the  expenses  thereof.  The  owners  of  such  lands  shall  have  the 
right  of  hearing  and  appeal  as  herein  provided  for  all  others.  Any 
landowner  interested  shall  have  the  right  to  report  to  the  Commis- 
sion any  lands  subject  to  assessment  which  may  have  been  omitted 
from  the  assessment  roll  and  the  Commission  shall  proceed  thereon 
as  herein  directed. 

§  5.  Objections  to  Assessments  —  Notice  —  Hearings- 
Appeals. — Upon  such  completion  of  the  preliminary  assessment 
roll  it  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  for  said  county,  and  the  Commission  may  have  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  copies  thereof  printed  for  distribution  amongst  the 
landowners  interested.  Notice  of  the  filing  thereof  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  the  county  once  a 
week  for  two  successive  weeks,  and  said  notice  shall  also  be  posted 
at  the  Courthouse  door  and  at  five  or  more  public;  places  in  the  ter- 
ritory to  be  affected,  such  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commission 
will  give  the  widest  publicity  thereof,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be 
sent  by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  to  each  landowner  whose  lands  are 
assessed.  Notice  to  trustees,  guardians  of  infants  and  committees 
of  persons  of  unsound  mind  shall  be  sufficient  to  bind  the  persons 
and  estates  they  represent.  If  any  owner  shall  be  an  infant  or  per- 
son of  unsound  mind  and  have  no  general  guardian  or  committee, 
the  Clerk  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  served  upon  him  and  the  person 
with  whom  he  resides  to  appear  at  his  office  at  a  time  specified,  not 
less  than  ten  days,  after  the  service  thereof  and  apply  for  the 
appointment  of  a  guardian  to  appear  and  represent  him  in  all  mat- 
ters coming  before  the  Commission,  and  upon  such  application  or 
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in  default  thereof  the  Clerk  shall  appoint  some  suitable  person  as 
guardian  of  such  infant  or  person  of  unsound  mind,  and  the  guard- 
ian so  appointed  shall  have  authority  to  appear  for  and  represent 
his  ward  in  all  matters  that  may  arise  affecting  the  interest  of  such 
ward.  Such  publication  and  mailing  of  said  notice  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  receipt  thereof  by  all  persons  interested  and 
the  burden  shall  be  upon  every  landowner  denying  notice  to  prove 
by  clear  and  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  neither  saw  any  of  the 
published  notices  nor  received  any  by  mail,  or  otherwise.  The  Com- 
mission may,  in  addition  to  the  publication  thereof,  cause  said  notice 
to  be  served  upon  any  or  all  landowners  in  the  territory  in  the  same 
way  that  the  summons  in  civil  actions  may  be  served,  and  require 
proof  of  such  service  to  be  preserved  in  its  records.  If  it  shall  be 
made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commission  that  any  land- 
owner failed  to  see  or  receive  such  notice  he  shall  be  given  a  hear- 
ing, if  requested,  at  a  time  and  place  specified,  and  have  the  same 
right  of  appeal  as  all  others,  but  the  validity  of  the  assessment  roll 
shall  not  thereby  be  affected.  The  notice  herein  required  to  be 
published  shall  state  the  time  and  place  of  filing  said  preliminary 
assessment  roll  and  the  time  when  (which  shall  be  not  less  than 
twenty  days  after  the  first  publication  of  the  notice)  and  place 
where  the  Commission  will  hear  objections  and  complaints.  At  said 
time  and  place  each  landowner  interested  must  present  in  writing 
such  objections  or  complaints  as  he  may  wish  to  make  and  shall 
have  the  right  to  be  heard  thereon  in  evidence  and  argument  before 
the  Commission,  who  shall  have  the  same  power  as  Magistrates  to 
compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  to  preserve  order  at  their 
meetings.  Upon  such  hearings  the  Commission  shall  render  such 
decision  as  they  shall  deem  just  and  equitable,  and  file  the  same  with 
the  Clerk.  Any  landowner,  feeling  himself  aggrieved,  may  appeal 
from  such  decision  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas :  Provided,  The 
appellant  shall  file  with  the  Clerk  written  notice  of  his  intention 
to  appeal  within  five  days  after  the  filing  of  the  decision  appealed 
from:  And  provided,  further,  That  the  appellant  give  bond,  pay- 
able to  the  Commission,  with  surety  to  be  approved  by  the  Clerk, 
in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  conditioned  to  pay  all  costs  and 
expenses  incident  to  the  appeal,  in  which  shall  be  included  the  sum 
of  five  dollars  costs  for  the  Clerk  of  said  Court,  if  the  decision  of 
the  Commission  shall  be  affirmed.  Such  appeals  shall  be  placed  on 
Calendar  No.  2  and  be  disposed  of  as  promptly  as  practicable,  and 
to  that  end  they  shall  have  precedence  over  other  business  on  said 
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calendar/  and  may  be  called  for  hearing  out  of  order  by  either 
party ;  and  any  Judge  of  said  Court  shall  have  power  and'  authority 
to  hear  such  appeals  at  chambers  anywhere  within  the  Circuit  upon 
four  days'  notice,  and  his  decision,  when  filed,  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  the  hearing  had  been  in  open  Court;  and  such 
appeals  shall  be  heard  upon  the  evidence  taken  before  the  Commis- 
sion and  such  report  thereon  as  they  may  make  to  the  Court  as 
appeals  from  Magistrates'  Courts  are  heard,  and  the  Court  shall 
render  judgment  thereon  according  to  justice  and  equity,  without 
regard  to  technical  errors  or  defects  which  are  unsubstantial  or  do 
not  affect  the  merits;  and  the  judgment  of  the  Court  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive,  unless  the  Court  shall  remand  the  case  to  the  Com- 
mission for  rehearing  or  reconsideration.  The  pendency  of  any 
appeal  or  appeals  shall  not  have  the  effect  of  delaying  the  progress 
of  the  work  of  the  Commission,  nor  shall  any  change  in  or  revision 
of  any  one  or  more  assessments  by  the  Commission,  upon  hearings 
before  term  herein  provided  for,  or  by  order  of  the  Court  on  appeal, 
affect  the  validity  of  the  assessment  roll  as  to  other  landowners  who 
fail  to  appear,  object,  complain  and  appeal,  even  though  upon  revi- 
sion of  the  assessment  roll,  as  herein  provided,  the  assessment  upon 
their  lands  should  be  increased,  provided  such  increase  shall  not 
exceed  ten  per  cent,  of  the  total  amount  assessed  upon  the  lands  of 
any  landowner.  The  Commission  shall  have  the  right  to  continue 
or  adjourn  their  hearings  from  time  to  time  as  Magistrates  may 
continue  or  adjourn  the  hearings  of  cases  in  their  Courts;  and  they 
shall  have  the  right  to  employ  counsel  learned  in  the  law  to  advise 
and  assist  them  and  their  agents  and  employees  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties,  and  to  represent  them  on  appeals  from  their  deci- 
sions, and  as  to  any  other  matter  about  which  they  may  desire  the 
aid  of  counsel  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  pay 
reasonable  compensation  for  such  services  out  of  the  drainage  fund. 

§  6.  Revised  Assessment  Roll — Installments — Collection* 

— After  all  objections  and  complaints  as  to  the  preliminary  assess- 
ment roll  shall  have  been  heard  and  decided,  the  Commission  shall 
review  and  revise  the  same  so  as  to  bring  it  into  conformity  with 
their  own  decisions  upon  such  hearings  and  any  judgment  of  the 
Court  on  appeal  therefrom,  and  preserve  a  fair  and  equitable  ratio 
of  assessment  therein,  and  determine  the  number  of  equal  annual 
installments — not  exceeding  ten — in  which  the  assessments  shall  be 
paid.     This  revised  assessment  roll  shall  be  certified  and  signed  by 
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the  Commission,  or  a  majority  thereof,  and  countersigned  by  the 
Clerk  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  and  a  duplicate  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the  County  Treas- 
urer, and  the  same  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  a  judgment, 
and  the  whole  sum  or  amount  assessed  against  the  lands  of  each 
owner,  and  each  installment  thereof,  together  with  interest  on  each 
installment,  except  the  first,  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent,  per  annum, 
from  the  31st  day  of  December  in  the  year  in  which  the  first  install- 
ment shall  become  due  until  the  same  shall  be  paid,  shall  constitute 
a  lien  thereon,  subject  only  to  the  lien  for  State  and  county  taxes, 
until  the  same  shall  be  paid  in  full :  Provided,  That  any  landowner 
may  pay  the  whole  amount  assessed  against  his  »lands  and  thereby 
satisfy  the  lien  thereon,  or  he  may  pay  any  number  of  said  install- 
ments and  thereby  satisfy  the  lien  to  that  extent  and  save  the  pay- 
ment of  interest  on  such  installments.  Upon  such  payments  being 
made,  the  Clerk  and  Treasurer  shall  enter  satisfaction  accordingly 
upon  said  assessment  roll  and  duplicate.  After  the  filing  thereof 
as  aforesaid,  no  change  shall  be  made  in  said  revised  assessment 
roll  or  duplicate  other  than  as  provided  in  this  section,  except  that 
the  name  of  the  owner  of  any  lands  which  may  have  been  improp- 
erly omitted  therefrom  for  any  cause  may  be  added  thereto  by  order 
of  the  Commission,  together  with  the  number  of  acres  assessed  and 
the  amount  of  the  assessment  and  installments  and  such  other  details 
as  may  be  necessary  to  make  conformity  with  the  other  assessments 
on  the  said  roll  and  duplicate.  The  County  Treasurer  shall  collect 
the  said  assessments  on  installments,  when  due,  in  the  same  manner 
and  at  the  same  time  that  State  and  county  taxes  are  collected,  and 
he  shall  keep  a  separate  account  of  the  funds  as  collected,  and  pay 
it  out  only  on  warrants  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Commission  and 
countersigned  by  the  Clerk.  Such  warrants  shall  be  issued  only 
upon  duly  itemized  and  verified  accounts  or  obligations  due  by 
the  Commission,  of  which  the  Clerk  shall  keep  a  true  and  correct 
account. 


§  7.  Entry  Upon  Lands — Rights  of  Way. — The  Commission 
and  its  agents,  employees  and  contractors  and  all  persons  employed 
in  or  about  the  prosecution  of  said  work  shall  have  the  right  to 
enter  upon  and  cross  over  any  lands  for  the  purpose  of  making  sur- 
veys or  of  going  to  and  from  the  work ;  and  the  Commission  may 
extend  the  work  over  and  across  any  public  or  private  way,  and 
remove  any  fence,  bridge  or  other  interference  with  the  progress  of 
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the  work,  doing  no  more  damage  than  reasonably  necessary,  and 
repairing  such  as  may  be  done,  or  making  compensation  therefor,  if 
demanded.  The  consent  of  the  owners  of  all  lands  affected  by  the 
drainage  to  the  taking  of  such  rights  of  way  over  their  land  as  the 
Commission  may  deem  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work 
shall  be  presumed. 

§  8.  Commission  May  Borrow— Notes— Proceedings  Upon 
Default. — The  Commission  shall  have  power  and  authority  from 
time  to  time,  or  at  one  time,  according  to  their  judgment  and  discre- 
tion, to  borrow  money  for  the  prosecution  and  completion  of  the 
work  herein  contemplated,  at  such  rate  of  interest'  (not  exceeding 
eight  per  cent,  per  annum)  and  upon  such  terms  as  they  may  be 
able  to  obtain  the  same,  and  issue  the  notes  or  bonds  of  the  Com- 
mission in  payment  therefor,  and  the  assessments  herein  provided 
for  shall  stand  pledged  as  security  for  the  payment  of  all  notes  or 
bonds  so  issued.  All  such  notes  or  bonds  so  issued  shall  be  author- 
ized by  resolution  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  Commission,  and 
all  such  notes  or  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mission and  countersigned  by  the  Clerk  thereof,  and  the  Clerk  shall 
keep  a  true  and  correct  account  of  all  such  notes  or  bonds.  The 
total  amount  borrowed  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  the  aggregate 
amount  of  the  unpaid  assessments  on  the  revised  assessment  roll, 
and  said  notes  or  bonds  shall  be  payable  at  such  time  as  may  be 
agreed  upon,  but  no  bond  or  note  shall  be  given  to  mature  later 
than  the  31st  day  of  December  in  the  year  in  which  the  last  assess- 
ment provided  for  in  the  revised  assessment  roll  shall  become  due. 
To  enable  the  Commission  to  begin  work  at  once,  the  County  Treas- 
urer of  said  county  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  advance  to 
said  Commission  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  the  Commission 
may  require  —  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  —  out  of  any 
county  funds  in  his  hands  and  place  the  same  to  the  credit  of  said 
Commission  on  his  books,  to  be  drawn  out  upon  the  warrants  of  the 
Commission  as  hereinbefore  provided,  upon  the  Commission  giving 
him  its  note  or  notes  therefor,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  first 
moneys  collected  from  the  said  assessments,  which  shall  stand 
pledged  as  security  for  the  payment  of  such  note  or  notes.  In  case 
of  default  in  the  payment  of  any  note  or  bond  issued  by  the  said 
Commission  according  to  its  terms  for  the  space  of  six  months,  the 
owner  or  holder  thereof  shall  have  the  right  to  apply  to  any  Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  in  term  time  or  at  chambers,  and

obtain  from  him  a  writ  of  mandamus  against  the  Commission  and 
such  other  county  officers  as  it  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to 
implead,  compelling  them  to  levy,  assess  and  collect  such  special 
assessment  upon  the  lands  in  said  assessment  roll  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  pay  the  amount  due,  with  interest,  costs  and  reasonable 
attorney's  fee.  This  remedy  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  rem- 
edy which  said  creditors  may  have  under  existing  law.  For  the 
collection  of  the  assessments  herein  provided  for  and  each  and  every 
installment  thereof,  the  Treasurer  shall  have  the  right  to  pursue 
the  remedies  provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes. 

§  9.  Condemnation. — Said  Commission  may  acquire,  by  con- 
sent, without  compensation,  or  by  purchase,  any  property,  easement, 
right  of  way  or  privilege  which  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  prose- 
cution or  completion  of  the  work  herein  contemplated,  including  the 
right  to  blast  out  any  shoal  in  said  Fair  Forest  Creek,  and  pay  for 
the  same  out  of  said  drainage  fund.  But  if  they  cannot  acquire  the 
same  without  compensation,  or  by  purchase,  or  if  they  cannot  agree 
with  the  owner  thereof  as  to  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid 
therefor,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  the  same  by  condem- 
nation in  the  following  manner :  They  shall  give  the  owner  ten  days' 
notice  in  writing  of  their  intention  to  condemn  the  property,  ease- 
ment or  right  desired,  describing  the  same,  and  of  the  time  and  place 
when  and  where  the  compensation  therefor  will  be  assessed.  If 
the  owner  be  a  nonresident  of  the  county,  the  notice  may  be  served 
upon  his  agent  or  tenant,  or  any  other  person  in  possession  of  his 
land.  Guardians  of  infants  and  committees  of  persons  of  unsound 
mind  (who  may  be  appointed  as  hereinbefore  provided)  and  trus- 
tees shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  owners  of  the  lands  of  their  wards 
and  cestuis  que  trustent  for  the  purpose  of  such  condemnation.  At 
the  time  and  place  specified,  after  hearing  the  evidence  and  argu- 
ment, the  Commission  shall  render  their  decision  in  writing,  assess- 
ing the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  to  the  owner.  The  deci- 
sion shall  be  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the  Commission  and  they 
shall  draw  their  warrant  on  the  County  Treasurer  for  the  amount 
so  assessed  in  favor  of  the  owner  and  tender  the  same  to  him,  and 
the  Treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  out  of  the  drainage  fund.  If  the 
owner  refuse  to  accept  the  warrant  tendered  it  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Clerk  for  him.  The  owner  may  appeal  from  the  decision 
of  the  Commission  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas :  Provided,  He 
file  with  the  Clerk  written  notice  of  his  intention  to  appeal  within 
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five  days  after  the  decision,  and  also  file  a  bond,  with  surety  to  be 
approved  by  the  Clerk,  conditioned  to  pay  all  costs  and  expenses  of 
the  appeal,  which  he  shall  do,  and  have  judgment  entered  against 
him  therefor,  unless  he  recover  on  the  appeal  twenty  per  cent,  more 
than  the  amount  assessed  by  the  Commission.  The  Clerk  shall 
docket  such  appeals  on  Calendar  No.  1,  and  they  shall  be  heard  de 
novo  (appellant  being  the  actor)  in  said  Court  before  a  jury,  unless 
a  jury  trial  be  waived.  Such  appeals  shall  have  precedence  over 
all  other  causes  on  said  calendar  and  may  be  called  for  trial  out  of 
order  by  either  party.  The  verdict  of  the  jury  shall  be  final  unless 
set  aside  by  the  Court  or  a  new  trial  be  granted  by  the  Supreme 
Court.  The  pendency  of  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Com- 
mission, either  in  the  Circuit  or  Supreme  Court,  shall  not  stay  the 
work  of  the  Commission;  but  the  acceptance  of  the  warrant  ten- 
dered shall  be  deemed  an  abandonment  thereof. 

§  10.  Improvement*  to  Be  Made  by  Commission— Duties 
of  Landowners* — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commission  to  clean 
out  said  Fair  Forest  Creek  at  and  from  Murphy's  Shoals  to  the 
county  line,  and  to  straighten,  widen  and  deepen  the  channel  thereof, 
where  they  may  deem  it  necessary  or  expedient  to  do  so,  to  provide 
for  the  free  flow  of  sand  and  water,  including  its  flood  waters, 
through  the  channel  thereof,  and  thereby  provide  sufficient  fall  for 
the  proper  drainage  of  the  lands  lying  on  said  creek  and  its  tribu- 
tary streams,  and  to  make  such  alterations,  modifications  or  exten- 
sions of  their  work,  from  time  to  time,  as  experience  and  observa- 
tion may  prove  to  them  to  be  necessary  or  proper  to  accomplish 
that  purpose;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  require  each  landowner 
whose  lands  lie  upon  any  stream  tributary  of  said  Fair  Forest 
Creek  above  Murphy's  Shoals  to  clean  out,  and  keep  cleaned  out, 
the  streams,  ditches  and  drains  upon  his  own  lands,  and  to  keep 
the  banks  thereof  cleaned  off  so  as  to  provide  for  the  free  flow  of 
sand  and  water  through  the  channels  thereof  and  prevent  obstruc- 
tion thereof ;  and  they  may  direct  the  time  and  manner  in  which  the 
same  shall  be  done,  and  upon  the  failure  of  any  landowner  to  com- 
ply with  the  directions  of  the  Commission  in  regard  thereto  after 
ten  days'  notice,  the  Commission  shall  have  the  right  to  summons 
him  to  show  cause  before  them,  at  a  time  and  place  specified,  why 
he  has  not  done  so,  and  upon  his  failure  to  show  good  and  satisfac- 
tory cause,  or  to  satisfy  the  Commission  that  he  will  do  so  within 
such  further  time  as  they  may  allow  him,  they  shall  have  the  right 
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to  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  his  expense,  and  levy  a  special  assess- 
ment upon  his  lands  to  pay  for  the  same,  and  said  assessment  shall 
constitute  a  lien  upon  his  lands  as  the  other  assessments  herein  pro- 
vided for,  and  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  way.  Any  damage  to 
any  part  of  the  work  done  by  the  Commission  by  any  landowner, 
his  agents,  tenants  or  employees,  or  caused  by  his  or  their  negli- 
gence, shall  be  repaired  by  said  landowner,  and  if  he  shall  fail  to  do 
so  according  to  the  directions  of  the  Commission,  they  shall  have 
the  right  to  do  so  at  his  expense,  and  collect  the  cost  thereof  by  spe- 
cial assessment  upon  his  lands  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided. 

§11.  Damage  to  Work  or  Obstruction  of  Channels  a  Mis- 
demeanor— Penalty* — It  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by 
fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  thirty  days,  for  any  person  to  injure  or  damage  any 
part  of  the  work  done  or  caused  to  be  done  by  the  Commission,  or 
to  put  any  obstruction  to  the  free  flow  of  sand  and  water  through 
the  channel  of  Fair  Forest  Creek  into  said  creek  or  upon  the  banks 
thereof,  or  into  or  upon  the  banks  of  any  tributary  thereof  above 
Murphy's  Shoals  in  said  county. 

§  12.  Commissions  for  Other  Streams  in  Union  County* — 

In  the  same  manner  as  provided  in  Section  1,  similar  Commissions 
may  be  appointed,  under  such  corporate  names  as  may  be  designated, 
for  the  drainage  of  the  lands  lying  on  and  near  any  other  stream 
or  streams  in  said  county,  the  territory  to  be  affected  being  described 
in  each  case  in  the  same  general  way  as  the  Fair  Forest  drainage 
district  is  described  herein,  and  these  descriptions  thereof  being  filed 
with  the  Clerk.    Each  Commission  so  appointed  shall  have  the 

* 

same  power,  authority  and  privileges  and  be  charged  with  the  same 
duties  with  respect  to  the  district  for  which  it  shall  be  appointed 
as  is  herein  conferred  and  imposed  upon  Fair  Forest  Drainage 
Commission,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and 
Treasurer  for  said  county  shall  each  be  charged  with  the  same 
duties  and  liabilities  with  respect  to  each  Commission  so  appointed 
as  are  herein  imposed  upon  them  with  respect  to  the  Fair  Forest 
Drainage  Commission ;  and  all  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  in  so  far 
as  the  same  can  be  made  applicable,  shall  apply  to  and  be  of  force 
and  effect  with  respect  to  each  Commission  so  appointed,  and  in 
the  district  or  territory  for  the  drainage  of  which  each  shall  be 
appointed,  just  as  if  such  Commission  had  been  specifically  named 
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in  this  Act  in  place  of  Fair  Forest  Drainage  Commission  and  the 
district  or  territory  to  be  affected  had  been  described  herein. 

§  13.  Construction  of  Act — Procedure — Repealing  Clause. 

— This  Act  shall  be  a  public  Act  and  take  effect  immediately  upon 
its  approval,  and  it  shall  be  equitably  and  liberally  construed  for 
the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  intended.  All  proceedings  here- 
under shall  be  as  simple  and  inexpensive  as  may  be  consistent  with 
due  process  of  law,  and,  unless  otherwise  provided  herein,  the  law 
and  rules  of  practice  prescribed  by  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
shall  govern  proceedings  hereunder  in  so  far  as  the  same  may  be 
made  applicable,  and  all  Acts  and  parts  thereof  which  are  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  City  of  Union  to  Issue  Bonds 
Upon  the  Municipal  Electric  Light  and  Waterworks 
of  That  City  and  to  Sell  the  Same  for  the  Purpose  of 
Paying  the  Outstanding  Indebtedness  of  the  Said  City. 

Whereas,  The  city  of  Union  has  paid  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Union  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
and  erecting  various  extensions  to  the  municipal  electric  light  and 
waterworks  plant  of  said  city  at  various  times  the  aggregate  amount 
of  eighty-five  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty  ($85,320.00)  dol- 
lars, which  said  plant  is  owned  by  the  said  city  and  is  self-sustain- 
ing; and, 

Whereas,  The  said  city  is  now  in  the  need  of  twenty-five  thou- 
sand ($25,000.00)  dollars  to  be  used  in  betterments  and  extensions 
to  municipal  electric  lights  and  waterworks  of  the  city  of  Union; 
and, 

Whereas,  The  said  city  is  now  in  need  of  said  moneys  for  the 
public  purposes  herein  mentioned;  now, 

Section  1.  Bond  Election  in  City  of  Union* — Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the 
City  Council  of  the  said  city  of  Union  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  empowered  to  issue  and  sell  coupon  bonds  upon  the  municipal 
electric  light  and  waterworks  of  the  said  city  to  an  amount  not 
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exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  ($115,000.00)  dollars, 
to  bear  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  five  per  centum,  to  be  issued 
in  denominations  of  five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  each,  and  num- 
bered from  one  to  two  hundred  and  thirty  exclusive,  with  interest 
payable  semiannually  on  the  first  day  of  July  and  January  of  each 
year,  with  the  principal  payable  twenty  years  from  July  1,  1919 :  Pro- 
vided, That  a  majority  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  said  city, 
voting  at  a  special  election  on  the  question  of  authorizing  the  issue 
thereof,  shall  first  vote  in  favor  of  said  bonds. 

§  2.  Notice  of  Election — Managers— Hours— Returns. — 

That  the  said  City  Council  shall  give  at  least  three  weeks'  notice  of 
the  time,  purpose  and  place  of  the  said  election  by  advertisement  in 
one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  in  the  said  city ;  the  said 
city  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  as  Managers  of  the  said  elec- 
tion twelve  qualified  electors  of  the  said  city,  who,  after  being  duly 
sworn,  shall  conduct  the  same  according  to  law,  opening  the  polls 
at  eight  o'clock  a.  m.  on  the  day  of  the  said  election  and  closing 
them  at  four  o'clock  p.  m.  at  the  close  thereof;  shall  tabulate  the 
vote  and  make  a  certified  return  to  the  said  City  Council,  who  shall, 
as  soon  as  convenient  thereafter,  declare  and  publish  the  result  of 
the  said  election,  and  the  persons  voting  in  the  said  election  shall 
vote  at  the  precinct  that  they  are  entitled  to  vote  in  the  general 
election. 

§  3.  Ballots. — That  the  form  of  the  ballot  to  be  used  in  the  said 
election  by  those  voting  in  favor  of  the  said  bonds  shall  be  the 
words,  "For  bonds,"  and  the  form  of  words  to  be  used  by  those 
voting  against  the  said  bonds  shall  be  the  words,  "Against  bonds," 
which  words  shall  be  printed;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City 
Council  of  the  said  city  to  have  prepared  and  furnish  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  said  election  an  adequate  supply  of  both  kinds  of 
said  ballots  for  the  use  of  the  voters. 

§  4.  Use  of  Proceeds  of  Bond  Issue. — That  from  the  pro- 
ceeds arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  the  said  City  Council  of 
the  said  city  of  Union  shall  pay  the  valid  outstanding  indebtedness 
(except  bonded  indebtedness)  in  so  far  as  the  amount  realized  from 
the  said  sale  of  said  bonds  is  sufficient  for  the  purpose. 

§  5.  Payment  of  Interest  —  Sinking  Fund. — That  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  the  interest  on  the  said  bonds  when  due,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  an  adequate  sinking  fund  for  the  retire- 
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ment  of  the  said  bonds  and  for  their  ultimate  redemption,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  City  Council  to  compute  annually  the  amount  to 
be  raised,  not  exceeding  sixty-five  hundred  ($6,500.00)  dollars,  and 
to  report  the  same  to  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Works  of  the 
city  of  Union,  who  shall  pay  out  of  the  income  of  the  said  munic- 
ipal electric  light  and  waterworks  of  the  said  city  the  said  amount 
each  successive  year  to  the  City  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold  the  same 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  said  interest  and  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  said  bonds,  and 
for  no  other  purpose  whatsoever. 

§  6.  Management  of  Sinking  Fund* — It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  City  Treasurer,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1920,  and  annually 
thereafter,  to  make  his  report  to  the  said  City  Council  of  the  amount 
collected  from  the  said  Commissioners  of  Public  Works,  and  to  turn 
over  to  the  said  City  Council  any  sum  remaining  in  his  hands  after 
the  payment  of  the  interest  due  on  the  said  bonds,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  City  Council,  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter, 
to  invest  the  said  money  in  some  safe  security  or  securities,  to  be 
approved  by  them,  for  the  benefit  of  the  sinking  fund  provided  for 
within  the  terms  of  this  Act,  and  to  keep  the  same  invested  as  far 
as  possible  until  the  maturity  of  the  said  bonds  or  until  they  shall 
be  redeemed  according  to  law :  Provided,  That  the  said  City  Coun- 
cil may  use  so  much  of  the  said  sinking  fund  as  may  be  needed  for 
retiring  any  of  the  said  bonds  before  maturity  as  they  may  be  able 
to  purchase  at  or  below  par. 

§  7.  Act  Effective  on  Approval.  —  That  this  Act  shall  be 
deemed  a  public  Act,  and  become  of  force  immediately  upon  its 
approval  by  he  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  and  Require  the  County  Treasurer  of 
York  County  to  Pay  Out  Unexpended  Balances  Accrued 
for  the  Payment  of  Interest  Upon  the  $75,000.00  Bond 
Issue  of  1913  of  the  Rock  Hill  School  District. 

Section  1.  Use  of  Unexpended  Balances  from  Interest 
Fund  for  School  Purposes  in  Rock  Hill  School  District. — 
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Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  the  County  Treasurer  of  York  county  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  and  required  to  place  in  the  common  school 
fund  for  Rock  Hill  District  No.  12,  and  pay  out  upon  school  cer- 
tificate of  Trustees  such  amount,  not  exceeding  three  thousand 
($3,000.00)  dollars,  of  the  unexpended  balances  now  in  his  hands 
that  have  accrued  for  the  payment  of  interest  upon  the  1913  $75,- 
000.00  bond  issue  of  the  said  school  district  as  the  said  County 
Treasurer  finds  to  be  more  than  necessary  to  meet  the  1919  interest 
on  the  said  bonds. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval* — This  Act  shall  take  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  Trustees  of  Fort  Mill  School  Dis- 
trict of  York  County  to  Issue  Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars 
in  Coupon  Bonds  for  the  Purpose  of  Erecting  an  Addi- 
tion to  the  Present  School  Building  to  Be  Used  for 
School  Purposes  and  Equipping  the  Same,  and  to  Pro- 
f or  a  Tax  Levy  and  a  Sinking  Fund. 


Section  1.  Bond  Election  in  Fort  Mill  School  District  of 
York  County.  —  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Fort  Mill  School 
District  of  York  county  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  coupon  bonds  of  said  school  district  in 
an  amount  not  exceeding  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  an  addition  to  the  present 
Fort  Mill  school  building  and  equipping  the  same  to  be  used  for 
school  purposes  as  said  Trustees  shall  deem  it  advisable :  Provided, 
That  the  question  of  issuing  the  bonds  authorized  in  this  section 
shall  first  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  district  at  an 
election  to  be  held  during  the  month  of  April  to  determine  whether 
said  bonds  should  be  issued  or  not  as  hereinafter  provided. 


§  2.  Notice  of  Election — Managers — Returns. — That  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  the  issue  of  bonds  authorized  in  Sec- 
tion 1  of  this  Act,  the  said  Trustees  shall  order  an  election  to  be 
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held  at  Fort  Mill,  in  said  school  district  in  York  county,  at  some 
date  during  the  month  of  April,  on  the  question  of  whether  the 
said  bonds  should  be  issued  or  not,  in  which  election  only  the  qual- 
ified voters  residing  in  said  district  shall  be  allowed  to  vote,  and 
said  Trustees  shall  give  notice  of  said  election  for  three  weeks  in 
at  least  one  of  the  county  papers  published  in  the  county  of  York, 
shall  designate  the  time  and  place  and  appoint  the  Managers  of  such 
election,  and  receive  the  returns  of  the  Managers  and  declare  the 
result. 

§  3.  Ballots — Terms  of  Bonds. — The  said  Trustees  shall  have 
printed  for  the  use  of  the  voters  in  said  election  two  sets  of  ballots, 
which  shall  be  placed,  an  equal  number  of  each,  at  the  polling  place, 
on  one  set  of  which  shall  be  printed  the  words,  "For  the  issue  of 
bonds,"  and  on  the  other  set  of  which  shall  be  printed  the  words, 
"Against  the  issue  of  bonds."  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at 
said  election  shall  be  for  the  issue  of  the  coupon  bonds  provided  for 
in  Section  1  hereof,  the  said  Trustees  may  issue  said  bonds,  or  such 
amount,  not  exceeding  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  as  they  may  deem 
requisite  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Section  1  of  this  Act,  payable 
to  bearer,  to  run  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  twenty  years  from 
date  of  issue,  bearing  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  semiannually;  any  bond  executed  and  not  issued  shall  be 
cancelled. 

§  4.  Tax  for  Interest  and  Sinking  Fund. — That  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  county  officers  for  York  county  charged  with  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  by  direction  of  the  Trustees  of 
said  Fort  Mill  School  District,  to  levy  such  a  tax  annually  upon  all 
property,  real  and  personal,  within  the  limits  of  said  district,  and 
collect  the  same  as  taxes  for  State,  county  and  school  purposes  are 
now  levied  and  collected,  as  will  raise  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  on,  and  an  amount  equal  to  one-fifteenth  of  all  bonds 
issued  under  and  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  the  funds  so  collected 
to  be  applied  by  the  said  Trustees  and  the  Treasurer  of  York  county 
solely  to  the  payment  of  interest  on  said  bonds  and  the  creation  of 
a  sinking  fund  hereinafter  mentioned:  Provided,  That  any  annual 
surplus  or  balance  may  be  used  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  5.  Execution  of  Bonds. — That  all  bonds  issued  under  and 
in  pursuance  of  this  Act  shall  be  signed  by  the  Trustees  of  said 
school  district,  and  the  signatures  of  the  said  Trustees  may  be  litho- 
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graphed  or  engraved  upon  the  coupons  attached  to  said  bonds  and 
said  lithographed  or  engraved  signatures  shall  be  sufficient  signing 
thereof. 

§  6.  Surplus  Tax  Funds.— -That  any  balance  or  surplus  arising 
from  the  tax  collected  from  property  in  said  school  district  remain- 
ing from  the  funds  arising  from  the  said  annual  tax  levied  and  the 
one-fifteenth  of  the  amount  of  bonds  above  mentioned  shall  be  set 
aside  as  a  sinking  fund  for  liquidating  said  bonds  at  maturity.  The 
Trustees  of  said  school  district  may  safely  invest  said  sinking  fund 
if  they  deem  it  wise. 

§  7.  Bonds  Tax  Exempt. — Said  bonds  shall  not  be  subject  to 
State,  county  or  municipal  taxation. 

§  8.  Repealing  Clause. — That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  incon- 
sistent with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  9.  Act  Effective  on  Approval.- — That  this  Act  shall  go  into 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

AN  ACT  to  Authorize  the  Trustees  of  Rock  Hill  School  Dis- 
trict, Rock  Hill,  S.  C,  to  Issue  Not  Exceeding  $75,000.00 
of  Bonds  for  School  Purposes. 

Section  1.  Bond  Election  in  Rock  Hill  School  District. — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina, That  the  Trustees  of  Rock  Hill  School  District,  Rock  Hill, 
county  of  York,  State  aforesaid,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  issue  and  sell  coupon  bonds  of  said  school  district  in  an 
amount  not  exceeding  seventy-five  thousand  ($75,000.00)  dollars, 
in  such  sum  or  sums  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  off  past  indebtedness,  purchasing  a  lot  or  lots,  building 
one  or  more  buildings,  or  altering  or  repairing  or  adding  to  exist- 
ing buildings,  and  equipping  same,  in  said  district,  as  said  Trustees 
may  deem  advisable:  Provided,  That  the  question  of  issuing  the 
bonds  authorized  in  this  section  shall  be  first  submitted  to  the  qual- 
ified voters  of  said  school  district  at  an  election  to  be  held  to  deter- 
mine whether  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  or  not,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 
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§  2.  Notice  of  Election — Place — Managers — Returns. — 

That  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  issue  of  bonds  as  author- 
ized in  Section  one  (1)  of  this  Act,  the  said  Trustees  shall  order 
an  election  to  be  held  in  said  school  district  on  the  question  of 
whether  said  bonds  shall  be  issued,  in  which  election  only  the  qual- 
ified voters  residing  in  said  district  shall  be  allowed  to  vote ;  and  the 
said  Trustees  shall  publish  notice  once  a  week  for  two  weeks  in  one 
or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  in  Rock  Hill ;  shall  designate 
the  time  and  place  or  places  of  voting,  and  appoint  the  Managers  of 
such  election,  receive  the  returns  of  the  Managers,  and  declare  the 
result. 

§  3.  Ballots — Terms  of  Bonds. — The  said  Trustees  shall  have 
printed  for  the  use  of  the  voters  in  said  election  two  (2)  sets  of 
ballots,  a  sufficient  number  of  each  of  which  shall  be  placed  at  each 
voting  place ;  on  one  set  of  ballots  shall  be  printed  the  words,  "For 
the  issuing  of.  bonds,"  and  on  the  other  set  shall  be  printed  the 
words,  "Against  the  issuing  of  bonds."  If  the  majority  of  votes 
cast  at  said  election  shall  be  for  the  issuing  of  bonds,  the  said  Trus- 
tees may  issue  said  bonds  or  such  an  amount  thereof,  not  exceeding 
seventy-five  thousand  ($75,000.00)  dollars,  as  they  deem  advis- 
able, for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Section  one  (1)  of  this  Act,  pay- 
able to  bearer  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  said  Trustees  may  des- 
ignate, to  run  for  not  more  than  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  issue, 
bearing  interest  at  the  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum, 
payable  annually  or  semiannually.  Any  bonds  not  issued  shall  be 
cancelled. 

§  4.  Seal  of  District — Execution  of  Bonds. — That  the  said 
Board  of  Trustees  are  hereby  authorized  to  adopt  and  make  a  seal 
for  their  official  use  in  the  execution  of  said  bonds  and  like  impor- 
tant papers ;  that  said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  and

§  6.  Bonds  Tax  Exempt. — Said  bonds  shall  be  exempt  from 
State,  county  and  municipal  taxation.

Issue,  at  Not  Exceeding  Five  Per  Cent.  Per  Annum 
Interest,  Payable  Annually  or  Semiannually,  for  the 
Purpose  of  Acquiring  an  Improved  or  Unimproved  Lot 
in  Rock  Hill  and  Erecting  Thereon  and  Equipping  a 
Community  Building  as  a  Memorial  to  Our  Soldiers 
and  Sailors  Who  Served  the  Great  Cause  in  the  Late 
"World  War,"  and  to  Levy  and  Collect  Taxes  to  Pay 
the  Interest  Upon  Said  Bonds  and  the  Principal  Thereof. 


Section  1.  Election  in  City  of  Rock  Hill  Upon  Issue  of 
Bonds  for  a  Memorial  Building — Petition  of  Freeholders — 
Notice  of  Election. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  upon  a  petition  of  a  majority  of 
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the  freeholders  of  the  city  of  Rock  Hill  as  shown  by  the  tax  books 
to  hold  a  special  election  in  said  city  for  the  purpose  of  submitting 
to  the  qualified  electors  residing  in  said  city  the  question  of  issuing 
bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  for 
the  purpose  of  acquiring  an  improved  or  unimproved  lot  in  the  city 
of  Rock  Hill  and  building  thereon  a  community  building,  and  equip- 
ping the  same  with  a  free  library,  gymnasium  and  swimming  pool, 
an  auditorium  or  otherwise,  as  a  memorial  to  our  soldiers  and  sail- 
ors who  served  the  great  cause  in  the  late  "World  War,"  the  City 
Council  of  Rock  Hill  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  order 
an  election  upon  said  bond  issue,  at  which  election  all  persons  qual- 
ified to  vote  shall  be  allowed  to  vote,  of  which  election  due  notice 
shall  be  given  by  three  weeks'  notice  published  in  a  newspaper  or 
newspapers  of  general  circulation  in  said  city  of  Rock  Hill. 

§  2.  Managers — Ballots. — The  City  Council  shall  appoint  the 
Managers,  prescribe  the  form  of  ballot  to  be  used,  receive  the  returns 
and  declare  the  result  of  said  election,  keeping  a  proper  written  rec- 
ord of  the  same.  The  said  Council  shall  furnish  two  sets  of  ballots 
for  the  use  in  said  election ;  on  one  shall  be  the  words,  "For  bonds, 
and  on  the  other,  "Against  bonds.

§  3.  Terms  of  Bonds — Execution. — That  in  case  a  majority 
of  votes  cast  at  said  election  shall  be  in  favor  of  such  bond  issue, 
said  City  Council  shall  issue  the  amount  of  such  bonds  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  Section  1  of  this  Act,  not 
exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  the  bonds  shall 
bear  interest  not  exceeding  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  either 
annually  or  semiannually,  and  shall  either  run  thirty  years  from  the 
date  of  issue  or  they  may  be  issued  as  serial  bonds  to  mature  annu- 
ally in  the:  amount  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  each,  or 
one-fortieth  of  the  issue,  in  which  latter  case  one  of  said  bonds 
shall  become  due  and  payable  each  year  succeeding  the  date  of 
issue,  the  City  Council  of  Rock  Hill  to  decide  whether  the  bonds 
shall  run  for  thirty  years  or  be  refunded  in  forty  equal  annual 
installments;  the  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city 
of  Rock  Hill  and  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  City  Clerk  and 
Treasurer;  the  signatures  on  the  interest  coupons  may  be  litho- 
graphed ;  the  coupons  shall  be  receivable  for  city  taxes  and  the  said 
bonds  to  be  payable  at  a  place  designated  by  the  City  Council. 
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§  4.  Sale  of  Bonds. — The  said  bonds  shall  be  sold  by  the  City 
Council  and  the  proceeds  applied  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Sec- 
tion 1  thereof.

AN  ACT  to  Empower  the  County  Board  of  Commissioners 
of  York  County  to  Unite  With  Similar  Authorities  of 
Mecklenburg  County,  North  Carolina,  in  the  Erection 
of  a  Steel  or  Iron  Bridge  Across  the  Catawba  River 
Between  Wright's  Ferry  and  Boyd's  Ferry,  in  York 
County,  and  Provide  Payment  Therefor. 

Section  1.  York  County  May  Join  in  Erection  of  Bridge 
Over  Catawba  River. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the  County  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners of  York  county  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  empowered  to  unite 
with  similar  officers  in  behalf  of  Mecklenburg  county,  of  the  State 
of  North  Carolina,  in  the  erection  and  construction  of  a  bridge 
across  Catawba  River  at  a  point  between  Wright's  Ferry  and  Boyd's 
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Ferry  and  at  the  nearest  practicable  point  to  Wright's  Ferry,  within 
the  said  county  of  York,  to  be  determined  by  the  County  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  York  county,  together  with  York  county  engi- 
neer and  similar  authorities  on  the  part  of  Mecklenburg  county, 
North  Carolina:  Provided,  That  the  cost  of  the  same  to  York 
county  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  ($20,000.00) 
dollars. 

§  2.  Necessary  Funds  May  Be  Borrowed.  —  For  the  pur- 
pose of  constructing  said  bridge  the  County  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners of  York  county  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  money 
necessary  therefor,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  six  (6%)  per 
centum  per  annum,  and  to  pledge  the  tax  levy  herein  provided  to 
pay  the  same. 

§  3.  Tax  for  Payment  of  Loans.— To  liquidate  said  loan  or 
loans,  the  County  Auditor  of  York  county  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  levy  a  tax  of  not  exceeding  one-half  of  one  mill  on 
all  the  taxable  property  listed  for  taxation  in  said  county,  said  levy 
to  be  continued  until  said  debt,  with  interest,  has  been  fully  paid: 
Provided,  That  out  of  the  proceeds  of  said  levy  there  shall  be  paid 
one-fourth  of  said  indebtedness  each  year,  with  interest  due  thereon. 


§  4.  Contract  for  Construction  of  Bridge. — That  the  erec- 
tion of  said  bridge  and  its  approaches  shall  be  let  by  contract  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder  by  the  said  county  authorities  of  York 
and  Mecklenburg  counties  jointly,  after  at  least  two  weeks'  adver- 
tisement in  such  papers  in  York  and  Mecklenburg  counties  as  the 
said  authorities  may  deem  best.  The  successful  bidder  shall  enter 
into  bond  in  double  the  amount  of  his  bid,  conditioned  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  contract:  Provided,  That  the  said  county 
authorities  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids. 

§  5.  Apportionment  of  Cost  of  Construction  and  Mainte- 
nance.— rThat  the  cost  of  construction  and  maintenance  of  said 
bridge  shall  be  shared  as  follows :  Two-thirds  thereof  by  Mecklen- 
burg county,  North  Carolina,  and  one-third  thereof  by  York  county, 
South  Carolina. 

§  6.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  go  into  effect 
upon  its  approval.

Section  1.  Title  of  Courthouse  Square  Vested  in  Marlboro 
County.— Be  it  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  the  title  of  Marlboro  Courthouse  Square,  in 
Bennettsville,  S.  C,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  vested  in  the  county 
of  Marlboro,  and  that  the  title  of  said  county  shall  never  be  divested, 
altered  or  qualified  unless  in  pursuance  of  an  election  duly  held  in 
said  county. 

§  2.  Police  Jurisdiction  of  Town  of  Bennettsville  Not

Clarendon  County  May  Borrow.— -Be  it  resolved 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the 
County  Supervisor  and  Treasurer  of  Clarendon  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  borrow  jointly  the  sum  of 
four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty  ($4,960.00)  dollars,  if  so 
much  be  necessary,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  six  per  centum 
per  annum,  to  be  paid  as  hereafter  provided. 

§  2.  U»e  of  Loan. — That  the  said  sum  of  money  so  borrowed 
shall  be  used  to  pay  the  first  note  accruing,  known  as  the  back 
indebtedness  note,  and  interest  on  same.

A  JOINT  RESOLUTION  to  Provide  Memorials  to  the  Men 
and  Women  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  Who 
Have  Rendered  Service  in  Winning  the  World  War 
for  Human  Liberty. 

Whereas,  His  Excellency,  Governor  Richard  I.  Manning,  in  clos- 
ing his  administration  as  Governor  of  South  Carolina,  has  submit- 
ted to  the  General  Assembly  a  message  recommending  that  the 
State  erect  a  memorial  building  in  appreciation  of  the  glorious  part 
the  people  have  played  in  the  World  War, 

Section  1.  Two  Memorial  Commissions  Created.  — Be  it 
resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
There  is  hereby  created  two  Memorial  Commissions,  one  to  consist 
of  the  Governor  of  the  State,  ex  officio,  as  Chairman,  Richard  I. 
Manning,  former  Governor,  as  Vice  Chairman,  and  fourteen  other 
members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  two  from  each  of  the 
Congressional  Districts  of  the  State,  of  whom  some  shall  be  women ; 
and  the  other  one  to  consist  of  seven  members,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor  of  the  State;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Com- 
missioners to  erect  two  memorial  buildings  in  honor  of  the  men  and 
women  of  South  Carolina  who  have  rendered  service  in  winning 
the  World  War,  now  about  to  be  consummated  by  the  Peace  of 
Paris,  freeing  the  oppressed  peoples  of  the  earth  and  Uniting  the 
sovereign  governments  of  the  world  in  a  League  of  Nations  for 
the  establishment  and  enforcement  of  international  law  upon  the 
basis  of  right  and  justice. 

§  2.  Contributions  —  Appropriation. — That  said  Commis- 
sions shall  receive  such  funds  as  may  be  donated  by  persons,  cor- 
porations or  municipalities  in  aid  of  the  proposed  memorials,  and 
when  such  contributions  shall  reach  an  amount  that  the  Commis- 
sions deem  sufficient,  there  shall  become  available  from  the  treasury 
of  the  State  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  ($100,000.00)  dol- 
lars for  each  memorial,  which  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
poses herein  set  forth  as  a  memorial  gift  from  the  State  of  South 
Carolina  in  her  sovereignty  as  a  tribute  from  all  the  people  of  the 
State  and  in  token  of  their  united  efforts  and  sentiment. 

§  3.  Memorial  Buildings. — That  when  said  Commissions  shall 
have  subject  to  their  orders,  as  above  provided,  such  sums  as  they 
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may  deem  sufficient,  they  shall  erect  a  suitable  memorial  building  of 
architectural  beauty  and  appropriateness  at  the  capital  of  the  State, 
upon  grounds  now  owned  by  the  State  and  held  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  South  Carolina,  said  memorial  build- 
ing to  be  designed  as  a  memorial  chapel  building;  the  second  men- 
tioned Commission  shall  erect  a  suitable  memorial  building  upon  the 
college  grounds  of  State  Colored  Normal  and  Industrial  School  at 
Orangeburg,  S.  C,  provided  title  vests  in  the  State. 

§  4.  Inscriptions — Historical  Collections. — That  said  memo- 
rial buildings  shall  preserve  in  marble  or  bronze  or  other  imperish- 
able form  the  names  of  all  South  Carolinians,  whether  soldiers, 
sailors,  nurses  or  other  workers  in  the  cause  of  victory,  who  have 
offered  their  lives  as  the  supreme  sacrifice  in  the  winning  of  the 
war;  and  said  buildings  shall  be  the  repository  of  books,  manu- 
scripts and  other  records  of  the  history  of  the  war  and  its  purposes 
and  achievements,  and  of  the  part  borne  in  said  war  by  the  State 
of  South  Carolina,  and  by  her  sons  and  daughters,  whether  in  organ- 
izations or  as  individuals,  and  whether  in  battle  or  in  other  work 
and  service;  and  especially  shall  there  be  preserved  in  said  memo- 
rial building  writings  commemorative  of  the  military  and  naval 
exploits  and  brave  and  patriotic  deeds  of  South  Carolinians  who 
have  shared  the  dangers  and  the  glories  of  the  great  war  on  land 
and  sea  and  in  the  air;  and  said  buildings  shall  contain  alcoves  or 
sections  for  separate  memorial  to  the  men  and  women  of  the  sev- 
eral counties  of  the  State. 

§  5.  Secretaries — Architects — No  Compensation  for  Com- 
missions.— That  each  Commission  may  employ  a  Secretary  and 
shall  employ  such  architect  or  architects  and  other  assistants  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  artistic  construction  of 
said  memorial  buildings,  but  the  members  of  the  Commission  shall 
receive  no  compensation  whatsoever  or  reimbursement  for  expenses 
of  travel,  or  payment  for  any  service  by  the  individuals  in  any 
capacity  whatever. 

§  6.  Duration  of  Commissions — Custody  of  Buildings. — 

That  the  Commissions  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  buildings  are 
completed,  and  shall  then  commit  the  buildings  to  the  custody  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  South  Carolina,  and  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Colored  Normal  and  Industrial 
School  at  Orangeburg,  who  shall  preserve  the  buildings  and  records 
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and  keep  the  same  open  to  students  and  investigators  and  for  the 
visitation  of  the  people  of  the  State  and  of  the  world,  perpetually. 

§  7.  Separation  of  Funds. — That  the  funds  herein  provided 
for  and  to  be  collected  from  the  voluntary  contributions  shall  be  ' 
kept  separate  and  distinct  by  each  Commission. 

§  8.  Vacancies. — That  any  vacancy  on  said  Commission  shall 
be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Governor. 

§  9.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

Exemption  Board,  the  chairman  of  the  Liberty  Loan  Committee, 
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the  chairman  of  the  United  War  Work,  the  Mayors  of  the  town  of 
Bennettsville,  McColl,  Clio,  Tatum  and  Blenheim,  four  ministers 
to  be  chosen  by  the  County  Ministerial  Union,  representing  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  the  Baptist  Church  and  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  The  said  central  committee  shall  at  some 
early  convenient  day  meet  and  organize.  It  shall  immediately  pro- 
vide for  such  additions  to  its  number  and  for  such  other  and  addi- 
tional committees  as  it  may  consider  proper  and  necessary.  But 
the  said  central  committee  shall  be  bound  by  the  following  rules

AN  ACT  to  Prohibit  the  Employment  of  Firemen  of  City 
and  Town  Fire  Departments  in  Cities  of  More  Than 
Ten  Thousand  and  Less  Than  Fifty-five  Thousand 
Inhabitants  for  More  Than  Twelve  Hours  During 
Each  Day,  and  to  Provide  a  Penalty  for  the  Violation 
Thereof. 

Section  1.  Hours  of  Employment  of  Firemen  in  Certain 
Cities  Regulated. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  South  Carolina,  That  on  and  after  the  approval  of  this  Act 
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by  the  Governor  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  Mayor,  Intendant, 
Councilman,  Alderman,  Commissioner  or  member  of  any  Council 
of  any  city  or  town  having  a  population  of  ten  thousand  (10,000) 
and  less  than  fifty-five  thousand  (55,000)  inhabitants,  as  fixed  by  the 
Federal  census  of  1910,  or  any  subsequent  census,  to  require  or  cause 
to  direct  any  fireman  employed  in  the  Fire  Department  of  any  such 
city  or  town  to  work  more  than  twelve  hours  during  any  day  of  the 
week,  or  more  than  eighty-four  hours  during  any  week:  Provided, 
This  Act  shall  not  be  construed  as  preventing  any  fireman  or  per- 
son employed  by  any  city  or  town  Fire  Department  from  rendering 
services  in  cases  of  emergency. 

§  2.  Violation  a  Misdemeanor  —  Penalty.— -Any  Mayor, 
Alderman,  Intendant,  Commissioner  or  member  of  any  City  or 
Town  Council  who  violates  the  terms  of  Section  1  of  this  Act  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  ($100.00) 
dollars,  nor  more  than  five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars,  or  shall  be 
imprisoned  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  nor  more  than  six  (6) 
months. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — This  Act  shall  go  into  effect 
immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Governor.

approved  March  6,  1916,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by 
adding  at  the  end  of  the  said  section  the  following  proviso:  "Pro- 
vided, That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  game  fish 
in  said  county  by  any  method  or  plan  whatsoever  during  the  period 
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from  the  first  day  of  June  to  the  first  day  of  August  "of  each  and 
every  year,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  in  Williamsburg  county  the  law  for  the  pro- 
tection of  game  fish  shall  remain  as  now  provided  except  that  it 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  in  Williamsburg  county  to  catch 
fish  from  their  beds  by  the  use  of  stake  and  short  line,  or  by  any 
other  plan  whatsoever,  especially  devised  for  this  purpose:  Pro- 
vided, That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch  game  fish 
in  said  county  by  any  method  or  plan  whatsoever  during  the  period 
from  the  first  day  of  June  to  the  first  day  of  August  of  each  and 
every  year. 

§  2.  Act  Effective  on  Approval. — That  this  Act  shall  go  into, 
effect  immediately  on  approval  by  the  Governor.

" An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Appointment  of  a  State 
Board  of  Fisheries,  Define  Their  Duties,"  Etc,  by  Pro- 
viding for  a  Penalty  for  the  Violation  Thereof. 

Section  1.  Act  (1917,  XXX  State.,  171)  Amended — Pen- 
alties for  Violations  of  Provisions  as  to  Catching  Shad  and 
Sturgeon.— -Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
South  Carolina,  That  Section  24  and  26  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act 
to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  State  Board  of  Fisheries,  and 
define  their  duties,"  etc.,  approved  the  1st  day  of  March,  1917,  be,. 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  adding  after  each  section  the 
following  proviso:  "Provided,  That  any  person  violating  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor~ 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  for  not  less  than. 
ten  days  or  more  than  thirty  days. 

§  2.  Appointment  of  Inspectors. — Section  10  of  said  Act  of~ 
1917  is  hereby  amended  after  the  word  "Fisheries,"  line  3,  before* 
the  word  "and"  on  said  line,  by  adding  the  words  "upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Senators  from  the  counties  from  which  said  inspec- 
tors are  appointed,"  so  that  said  section,  when  so  amended,  shall 
read  as  follows:  "There  shall  be  four  (4)  inspectors  to  carry  intoi. 
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effect  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  law.  The  Inspectors  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Fisheries  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  majority  of  the  County  Delegation  of  the  counties  from  which  . 
said  Inspectors  are  appointed  and  shall  have  been  residents  for  at 
least  two  years  in  the  counties  within  the  boundaries  of  which  their 
duties  are  to  be  performed  and  shall  receive  salaries  as  follows: 
The  Inspector  of  the  first  division  shall  receive  a  salary  of  not 
exceeding  seventy-five  ($75.00)  dollars  per  month,  and  the  Inspec- 
tors of  the  other  three  divisions  shall  each  receive  a  salary  not 
exceeding  sixty  ($60.00)  dollars  per  month,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Fisheries.  The  term  of  office  of  said  Inspectors  shall  be 
at  the  discretion  of  the  said  Board,  who  shall  have  power  to  remove 
any  inspectors  at  any  time,  and  the  Inspectors  shall  not  be  paid  for 
any  longer  time  than  he  serves.  Every  Inspector  shall,  before  the 
Clerk  of  Court  of  the  districts  in  which  he  resides,  take  the  oath  and 
give  bond  prescribed  by  Section  658.  The  bond  shall  be  in  the  . 
penalty  of  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars,  and  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duties.  The  Clerk  of  Court  shall 
transmit  a  copy  of  the  bond  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Fish- 
eries within  thirty  days  after  its  execution. 

§  3.  Act  Effective  on  Approval — Repealing  Clause. — That 
this  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  approval  by  the  Gov- 
ernor. That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  this  Act  are 
hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Require  Foreign  Corporations  Engaged  in 
Receiving  and  Transmitting  Messages  in  This  State  to 
Send  Said  Messages  Over  the  Shortest  Route  Between 
Points  of  Origination  and  Delivery,  and  Fixing  a  Pen- 
alty for  Violation  Thereof. 

Section  1.  Transmission  of  Messages  Between  Points  in 
This  State,  Regulated. — Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  Any  message  delivered  to  a  tele- 
graph or  telephone  company  within  this  State  for  transmission  to 
any  other  point  within  this  State  shall  be  as  a  matter  of  fact,  and 
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regarded  as  a  matter  of  law,  as  and  for  an  intrastate  transaction, 
and  shall  be  transmitted  by  such  company  by  the  most  direct  and 
practical  route  within  this  State. 

§  2.  Penalty  for  Violation. — That  any  violation  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Act  said  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of 
five  hundred  dollars  for  each  violation,  to  be  recovered  by  the  party 
aggrieved  and  forfeit  its  right  to  do  business  in  the  State. 


§  3.  Act  No  Bar  to  Actions  for  Damages— Joinder  of 
Causes  of  Action. — Nothing  herein  contained  shall  bar  any  action 
for  actual  or  punitive  damages  growing  out  of  any  violations  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  and  any  cause  of  action  may  be  united  in  the 
same  complaint.

Section  1.  Six  Months  Residence  in  County  Required  for 
Appointment  to  Scholarship  in  Any  State  College — Proviso. 

— Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Car- 
olina, That  after  the  approval  of  this  Act  by  the  Governor,  no  schol- 
arship shall  be  awarded  to  any  boy  or  girl  by  any  State  College  of 
this  State  when  such  boy  or  girl  has  resided  less  than  six  months  in 
the  county  from  which  said  boy  or  girl  applies  for  such  scholarship : 
Provided,  That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  boys  or 
girls  of  ministers  of  Gospel  of  this  State. 

§  2.  Repealing  Clause. — All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Amend  Sec- 
tion 1752,  Volume  I,  Code  of  Laws,  1912,  So  at  to  Pro- 
vide for  the  Election  of  Trustees  in  Spartanburg 
County,"  So  as  to  Include  Greenville  County  in  All  Its 
Provisions  Relating  to  Spartanburg  County. 

Section  1.  Act  (1914,  XXIII  Stats.,  567)  Amended— Elec- 
tion of  School  Trustees  in  Greenville  County. — Be  it  enacted 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  "An 
Act  to  Amend  Section  1752,  Volume  I,  Code  of  Laws,  1912,  so  as 
to  provide  for  the  election  of  Trustees  in  Spartanburg  county," 
approved  February  25th,  1914,  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section  the  following:  "Provided,  that 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  which  relate  to  Spartanburg  county  shall 
also  apply  and  be  of  full  force  and  effect  in  Greenville  county ;  Pro- 
vided, further,  That  the  first  election  of  School  Trustees  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  July,  1918,"  so  that  said  section,  when 
so  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Section  1752.  Each  County  Board  of  Education,  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  July,  1906,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  July  every  two 
years  thereafter,  shall  appoint  for  each  school  district  in  their 
county  three  school  trustees  from  the  qualified  electors  and  tax- 
payers residing  in  the  district,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  two 
years,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  the  County  Board  of  Education.  The  County 
Board  of  Education  shall  have  power  to  fill,  from  time  to  time,  all 
vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  School  Trustees  shall 
meet  as  a  Board,  as  soon  and  as  often  as  practicable,  and  after  hav- 
ing been  appointed  and  qualified,  at  such  place  as  may  be  most  con- 
venient in  the  district.  At  their  first  meeting  they  shall  organize  by 
electing  one  of  their  number  Chairman  of  the  Board,  who  shall 
preside  at  the  official  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  another  Clerk  of 
the  Board,  who  shall  record  their  proceedings  in  a  book  for  that 
purpose.  Each  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  duly 
notified  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board: 
Provided,  That  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  special  and  graded  school  districts  created  by  special  Acts, 
but  that  the  Trustees  and  School  Commissioners  of  all  special  and 
graded  school  districts  shall  remain  the  same  in  number  and  shall 
be  elected  or  appointed  in  the  same  manner,  and  shall  hold  the  office 
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for  the  same  time  as  is  provided  for  in  the  respective  special  Act; 
except  that  in  the  special  school  districts  where  .the  Trustees,  or 
their  successors,  are  appointed  by  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Education  under  the  provisions  of  the  special  Act,  the  Trustees 
shall  hold  office  until  the  first  Tuesday  in  July,  1906,  on  which  day, 
and  on  the  same  day  every  two  years  thereafter,  the  Trustees  shall 
be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  such  school  districts :  Provided, 
That  special  school  district  have  a  population  of  not  less  than  five 
thousand  inhabitants,  and  in  which  the  boards  are  not  fixed  by 
special  or  specific  legislation,  may  elect  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
January,  1904,  or  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  January  of  any  alternate 
year  thereafter,  nine  trustees  to  constitute  a  board  in  their  respective 
districts:  Provided,  further,  That  three  of  the  said  trustees  to  be 
elected  at  said  election  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years,  three  for 
a  term  of  four  years  and  three  for  a  term  of  six  years,  the  term  of 
each  trustee  to  be  determined  by  lot  in  the  presence  of  the  County 
Board  of  Education ;  and  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January  every 
two  years  thereafter,  three  trustees  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  a 
term  of  six  years. 

The  election  of  all  trustees  for  all  such  school  districts  shall  be  by 
ballot,  and  shall  be  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  three  quali- 
fied electors  residing  within  the  district,  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  County  Board  of  Education  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  holding 
of  the  election.  The  managers  shall  report  the  result  of  the  election 
to  the  County  Board  of  Education  within  ten  days  thereafter,  which 
board  shall  commission  the  trustees  so  elected.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  of  each  special  or  graded  school  district  shall  elect  from 
their  number  a  chairman,  who  shall  preside  at  their  meetings,  and 
a  secretary  or  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  record  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  board,  and  who  shall  keep  a  full  and  accurate 
account  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended,  showing  the  source 
and  disposition  of  each  item,  and  who  shall  make  a  complete  item- 
ized report  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  each  scholastic 
year  to  the  County  Superintendent  of  Education  on  or  before  the 
15th  day  of  July  of  each  year.  The  books  and  vouchers  of  the  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  inspection  by  the 
public;  Provided,  further,  That  upon  the  petition  of  one-third  of 
the  qualified  electors  of  School  District  No.  13,  in  Abbeville  county, 
filed  with  the  County  Superintendent  of  Education,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  June  in  any  year,  when  school  trustees  are  to  be 
appointed,  the  County  Board  of  Education  shall  order  an  election 
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to  elect  the  Trustees  for  School  District  No.  13,  in  the  manner 
herein  provided  for  in  the  election  of  trustees  of  special  school  dis- 
tricts: Provided,  further,  That  upon  the  petition  of  one-third  of 
the  qualified  electors  of  any  school  district  in  Chesterfield  and 
Oconee  counties,  except  special  and  graded  school  districts  created 
by  special  Acts,  filed  with  the  Superintendent  of  Education  of  said 
county,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June  in  any  year  when  school 
trustees  are  to  be  appointed,  the  County  Board  of  Education  shall 
order  an  election  to  elect  the  trustees  for  such  school  districts  in  the 
manner  herein  provided  for  the  election  of  trustees  of  special  school 
districts:  Provided,  That  in  the  county  of  Spartanburg,  in  those 
school  districts  where  the  trustees  are  now  appointed  by  the  County 
Board  of  Education,  said  board  shall  order  an  election  to  elect  the 
trustees  of  such  school  district  or  districts,  in*  a  petition  signed  by 
one-third  of  the  qualified  electors  of  such  district  or  districts,  in 
the  manner  herein  provided  for  the  election  of  trustees  in  special 
school  districts:  Provided,  That  on  the  first  election  the  candidate 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  hold  office  for  three 
years;  the  candidate  receiving  the  next  highest  number  of  votes 
shall  hold  office  for  two  years,  and  the  other  candidate  elected  shall 
hold  office  for  one  year,  and  thereafter  one  trustee  shall  be  elected, 
in  case  one-third  of  the  qualified  electors  so  petitioned,  each  year, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  be  for  three  years,  and  until  his  successor 
is  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified ;  Provided,  That  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  which  relate  to  Spartanburg  county,  shall  also  apply  and 
be  of  full  force  and  effect  in  Greenville  county;  Provided,  further, 
That  the  first  election  of  school  trustees  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  in  July,  1918.

AN  ACT  to  Provide  for  the  Election  of  Board  of  School 

Trustees  of  Kershaw  School  District. 

Section  1.  Election  of  Trustees  of  Kershaw  School  District 
of  Kershaw  and   Lancaster   Counties— Term  of   Office. — 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Car- 
olina, That  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  1918,  and  thereafter 
annually,  there  shall  be  elected  by  all  those  persons,  resident  within 
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said  district,  who  return  for  taxation  one  hundred  dollars  or  more 
of  property,  real  or  personal,  residing  within  Kershaw  School  Dis- 
trict of  Lancaster  and  Kershaw  counties,  three  persons  as  a  Board 
of  School  Trustees  for  said  school  district,  whose  term  of  office 
shall  be  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
have  qualified. 

§  2.  Duties  of  Trustees. — That  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
have  charge  of  the  conduct  of  said  schools  within  said  School  Dis- 
trict, and  perform  all  the  duties  now  required  by  law;  that  said 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  also  provide  for  the  election  herein  required, 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  School  District  shall  from  year 
to  year  provide  for  the  holding  of  said  election,  shall  appoint  man- 
agers for  same,  or  act  themselves,  and  shall  otherwise  do  all  the 
things  necessary  to  carry  this  Act  into  full  force  and  effect.

Section  1.  Appointment  of  Trustees  of  School  District  No. 
1  of  Kershaw  County — Term — Vacancies.— Be  it  enacted  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  That  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  School  District  No.  1,  of  Kershaw  county, 
consisting  of  three  members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  County 
Board  of  Education  of  Kershaw  county,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
April,  1918,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  every  two  years 
thereafter.  That  the  trustees  so  appointed  shall  hold  office  for  two 
years  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  That

A  CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION  Indorsing  the  League  of 

Nations. 


Whereas,  The  war,  now  brought  to  a  victorious  close  by  the  asso- 
ciated power  of  the  free  nations  of  the  world,  was  above  all  else  a 
war  to  end  war  and  to  protect  human  rights ;  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  con- 
curring, That  we  favor  the  establishment  of  a  league  of  nations  of 
which  the  United  States  shall  be  a  member.  We  believe  that  such 
a  league  should  aim  at  promoting  the  liberty,  progress  and  orderly 
development  of  the  world;  that  it  should  clinch  the  victory  won  at 
such  terrible  sacrifice  by  having  the  united  potential  force  of  all  its 
members  as  a  standing  menace  against  any  nation  that  seeks  to 
upset  the  peace  of  the  world. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  certified  copies  of  this  Resolution  be 
sent  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  President  and  to  the  Presiding 
Officers  of  both  branches  of  Congress  and  to  each  of  the  United 
States  Senators  and  Representatives  from  South  Carolina.

the  Thirtieth  Division.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  con- 
curring, That  the  Speaker  of  the  House  shall  appoint  a  committee 
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of  three,  of  whom  the  Speaker  shall  be  Chairman,  and  the  President 
of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  a  committee  of  three  in  conjunction  with
